By the convention’s order, all steamfitters 
belong in the United Association, and I, as 
one of your officers, propose to see that 
every effort will be directed toward the 
proper consolidation of the pipe fitting in¬ 
dustry. All your General Officers will work 
to this end, and it becomes the duty of 
every member of our great rank and file 
to assist in this regard. 

There will be a meeting at the Building 
Trades Department rooms, Washington, 
D. C., January 6th, at which time the initial 
step will be taken toward carrying the con¬ 
vention’s orders into effect. 

It would seem as though the beginning 
of the end were in sight, and the time not 
far distant when all men of the pipe fitting 
class shall be in the United Association 
where they properly belong. 

The writer also attended the Building 
Trades Department convention which con¬ 
vened at Atlanta on November 27th, and 
which was formerly opened by President 
Gompers. This convention was the most 
harmonious yet held by the department, and 
was as successful as it was harmonious. 

With pleasure I announce that President 
Short was returned to office by acclamation, 
and it is also my pleasure to record that 
our Wm, J. Spencer was also re-elected as 
the unanimous choice of the convention. 
This is true of the Executive Council, all 
the former members being returned to of¬ 
fice, and again I repeat that the Building 
Trade convention at Atlanta was the most 
successful the department has as yet held. 

With regard to the elections of officers 
of the Afnerican Federation of Labor con¬ 
vention, it is needless to say that President 
Gompers was returned to office as the 
unanimous choice of the convention, and in 
fact all the other officials were re-elected 
witho ut o pposition. 

In conclusion I desire to announce to our 
general membership, that it will be the pol¬ 
icy, of your General Officers to renew their 
activity in regard to the organizing of all 
men eligible to membership in the United 
Association, and that especial effort will be 
made in this direction with reference to 
steamfitters and steamfitters’ helpers. 

Our successes during the past year in 
this regard have been most pronounced, and 
every indication points to even greater ad¬ 
vances in the year to come. There shall 
be no relaxation, but persistent effort, and 
concentration of thought and energy will be 
directed toward proper organization meth¬ 
ods until we have thoroughly solidified the 
pipe fitting industry of North America into 
our ow.n United Association, and to which 
end we ask the co-operation of our general 
membership. 

I ask you to read the following letter 
carefully and ponder over its contents, not 
failing to note the unmistakable terms of 
the conventions referred to. 

It will be seen that the International As¬ 


sociation of steamfitters are not to be ad¬ 
mitted to the Building Trades Department, 
or the local councils thereof. As stated,, 
the general matter will be the subject of 
further consideration on January 6th, after 
which time due report will be submitted to 
our members. 

I feel this report would be most incom¬ 
plete did I fail to make reference to the 
meeting of L. U. No. 520, which was at¬ 
tended by our General Executive Board, as 
well as by Secretary Burke, General Organ¬ 
izer Leonard and myself. This meeting 
was simply of the overflow order, the hall 
being literally packed from floor to ceiling, 
many members not being able to secure ad¬ 
mission. Unbounded enthusiasm prevailed, 
and our Executive Board were unanimous 
in the opinion that L. U. No. 520 was a 
credit to themselves, to the General Organ¬ 
ization, as well as to the officers who 
promoted it. Every member of the board 
addressed the meeting briefly, and the re¬ 
ception they received left no room for 
doubt as to their welcome. In connection 
with these meetings it is well to say they 
are always crowded, but on the occasion of 
the board’s visit, naturally, the meeting was 
even larger than usual. 

While at Atlanta, the opportunity to at¬ 
tend meeting of Local 72 was improved by 
General Organizers Leonard and Lynn, and 
Brother Donoghue, Heck, Cox and the 
writer. 

A smoker was provided by the local and 
was fully enjoyable—all of the brothers 
mentioned addressed the meetings at length 
and their remarks were apparently in ac¬ 
cord with the views of our members. 

The local is recovering rapidly from the # 
effects of its recent lockout and will un¬ 
doubtedly soon regain its former excellent 
position. They have had a difficult path to 
follow, but with a little determination and 
the practice of unionistic spirit, which pre¬ 
vails, there can be no question as to the 
ultimate result, favorable alike to the mem¬ 
bers individually and the local union col¬ 
lectively. 

In addition to the regularly elected dele¬ 
gates to the convention there were in at¬ 
tendance, Brother Mort. Donoghue, repre¬ 
senting the Central Bodv of Butte, Mont., 
a member of our Local No. 41, Brother .Ed 
Welsh, representing the Central Body of 
Pittsburg, Pa., business agent of our Local 
Union. No. 27, Brother T. W. Cox, repre¬ 
senting the Central Bodv of Jacksonville. 
Fla., member of our Local No. 234, Brother 
Frank Heck representing the Central Body 
of Birmingham. Ala., business agent of our 
Local Union No. 91, and E. W. Leonard, 
representing the Central Body of Schenec¬ 
tady. N. Y., while General Organizer Lvnn-, 
in whose territory Atlanta is located, aided 
the delegates mentioned in securing the de¬ 
sired results. 

To these brothers, as well as to all our 
friends, I extend thanks for the happy re¬ 
sults attained. 

Let me extend to our officers and mem¬ 
bers generally, my best wishes for a truly 
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Merry Christmas, and the happiest of all 
New Years.

To Whom it May Concern—Greeting: 

The American Federation of Labor at its 
thirty-first annual convention held at At¬ 
lanta, Georgia, November 13th to 25th, in¬ 
clusive, went on record specifically and un¬ 
mistakably as declaring there should be but 
one organization in the pipe‘fitting indus¬ 
try, and that organization should be the 
United Association of Journeymen Plumb¬ 
ers, Gas Fitters, Steam Fitters, and Steam 
Fitters* Helpers of the United States and 
Canada; this action was adopted by an over^ 
whelming vote of the largest and most im¬ 
portant convention ever held in the history 
of the American Labor movement, and by 
its action directed that the International 
Association of Steam, Hot Water and Pow¬ 
er Pipe Fitters and Helpers of America 
should amalgamate with the United Asso¬ 
ciation of Journeymen Plumbers, Gas Fit¬ 
ters, Steam Fitters and Steam Fitters* 
Helpers of the United States and Canada. 
This convention further directed that the 
United Association, etc., should be the only 
recognized authority in the pipe fitting in¬ 
dustry, both as concerns the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor and the Building Trades 
Department thereof. The Executive Coun¬ 
cil of the American Federation of Labor, as 
well as the Executive Council of the Build¬ 
ing Trades Department, were instructed to 
proceed to bring about this amalgamation 
in order that but one organization repre¬ 
senting the pipe fitting industry should ex¬ 
ist and be recognized by the American La¬ 
bor movement, and thereby remove for all 
time the jurisdictional disputes that have re¬ 
sulted because of the existence of two or¬ 
ganizations. 

This action of the American Federation 
of Labor and the Building Trades Depart¬ 
ment are calculated not only to insure 
peace and prosperity to the men who work 
with their hands, but is also calculated to 
insure as well the peace and prosperity of 
architects, contractors, owners and the gen¬ 
eral public who have suffered for years 
because of internal labor disputes. The 
rank and file of the wage earners welcome 
this determination of the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor, and it is to be expected 
that architects, builders, owners and the 
public generally will also welcome a change 
calculated to restore peace and tranquility 
to the building trades, where formerly dis¬ 
putes, chaos and disorder prevailed because 
of the existence of two organizations each 
claiming the other’s jurisdiction. 

In all the history of the American Labor 
movement, this is the first time that such 
a determined stand has been taken with re¬ 
gard to dual organizations, and it augurs 
well for the future prosperity of all con¬ 
cerned, and the elimination of much strife 
hitherto Experienced. 

This letter is submitted in order that you 
may thoroughly understand the action of 
the American Federation of Labor conven¬ 


tion, and the consequent ratification of the 
same by the Building Trades Department 
convention which convened on Monday, 
November 27th to 30th, inclusive, at Atlan¬ 
ta, Georgia. 

The following is the action of the Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Labor concerning this 
matter, as well as the action of the Building 
Trades Department, and even a casual 
reading of these convention quotations will 
leave no room for doubt but that the Amer¬ 
ican Labor movement is determined once 
and for all that there shall be but one or¬ 
ganization in the pipe fitting industry, and 
that the International Association of Steam 
Hot Water and Power Pipe Fitters and 
Helpers must amalgamate with the United 
Association of Journeymen Plumbers, Gas 
Fitters, Steam Fitters and Steam Fitters’ 
Helpers of the United States and Canada. 

VVe herewith submit official convention 
action. 

Concluding portion of Vice President 
O’Connell’s (chairman of the adjustment 
committee) report of the American Federa¬ 
tion of Labor convention, twelfth day, 
morning session, and which was adopted 
unanimously by the convention: 

Vice-President O’Connell — That con¬ 
cludes our report with the exception that 
we are going to make a general declaration, 
carrying out the ideas expressed by me in 
opening our report yesterday morning. The 
declaration is as follows: 

Before closing the report the committee 
on adjustment wishes to make the follow¬ 
ing declaration and recommendations: 
Whatever argument or excuse there might 
have been in the past for the existence of 
two organizations of the one craft, we now 
believe that such argument or excuse is ab¬ 
sent. It is the opinion of the committee on 
adjustment, many of whose members have 
had to deal with disputes caused by the ex¬ 
istence of two organizations of one craft for 
many years, that the time has arrived for 
the American Federation of Labor to open¬ 
ly and emphatically declare itself to the ef¬ 
fect that, large as this country is, it is not 
large enough to hold two organizations of 
the one craft. Therefore your committee 
recommends that this thirty-first annual 
convention of the American Federation of 
Labor goes squarely on record in favor of 
the above declaration, and your committee 
further recommends that this convention 
instruct the President and the Executive 
Council of the American Federation of La¬ 
bor .to carry into effect the principles and 
purposes involved in this declaration—one 
craft, one organization. All of which is re¬ 
spectfully submitted.

The motion to adopt the recommendation 
of the committee was carried. 

The following is the recommendation of 
the Executive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor to the convention'of 
that body, was acted favorably upon by the 
committee to whom it was referred and 
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was adopted by the convention by an over¬ 
whelming vote: 

Steam Fitters. 

The Secretary of the committee read the 
following recommendation of the Execu¬ 
tive Council: 

“In the instance of the contention af¬ 
fecting the pipe fitting industry the inter¬ 
ests directly involved raise the following 
questions: 

First: Concentration of effort and effi¬ 
ciency in one general pipe fitting organiza¬ 
tion; or 

Second: Segregation of certain portions 
of the industry into separately managed 
and distinctly administered associations. 

“In regard to the latter question, the 
segregated portion of the industry does not, 
and for many reasons cannot, cover or com¬ 
prehend in all parts of North America, the 
portion of the industry it essays to govern 
in largely populated cities and their imme¬ 
diate environments. 

“Therefore, in this instance, the Execu¬ 
tive Council holds that both for harmony 
and for practicability, the pipe fitting trade 
should be represented in the A. F. of L., 
also in the Building Trades Department, 
by one general association of the pipe fit¬ 
ting industry—the United Association of 
Plumbers, Gas Fitters, Steam Fitters and 
Steam Fitters* Helpers of the United States 
and Canada; and, further recommends that 
the Executive Council of the A. F. of L. 
be instructed, and the Executive Council of 
the Building Trades Department be request¬ 
ed to carry this into effect.*' 

The committee recommended concur¬ 
rence in the report of the Executive Coun- 
cil. 

The motion to adopt the report of the 
committee was carried by viva voice vote. 

The following represents the action taken 
by the Building Trades convention which 
followed the close of the American Federa¬ 
tion of Labor convention, and it will be 
noted that the said Building Trade conven¬ 
tion completely reiterated the action taken 
by the American Federation of Labor, and 
took the necessary steps to bring about the 
amalgamation ordered and herein referred 
to. The actions quoted were adopted on 
the second and third days of the conven¬ 
tion, November 28th and 29th, respectively: 

Delegate Duncan—I move that the action 
of the American Federation of Labor in 
reference to the pipe fitting trade be adopt¬ 
ed by this Building Trades Department. 
(Seconded and carried.) 

Delegate Keegan—I move that the Secre¬ 
tary notify the Secretary of the American 
Federation of Labor of the action we have 
just taken, and that the Executive Council 
of the Building Trades Department hold 
itself in readines sto co-operate with the 
Executive Council of the American Federa¬ 
tion of Labor to bring about an amalgama¬ 
tion of the pipe fitting trades at as early a 
date as possible. (Seconded and carried.) 

Delegate Duncan—The law committee 
reports on the subject of relationship of 
the United Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners and of the I. A. Steam Fitters and 


helpers to this department, which was re¬ 
ferred to this committee, that as the whole 
subject has already been acted on by this 
convention no further action is necessary. 
We recommend, however, that the two Ex¬ 
ecutive Councils take as speedy action as 
possible in both instances, so that in the 
case of Steam Fitters and Helpers central 
bodies and local councils may dissociate 
them from membership, and on reaffiliation 
of the U. B. of Carpenters and Joiners in 
the department that locals of same who 
have left the building trade councils can be 
reinstated therein. 

A motion was made and seconded that 
the teport of the committee be adopted. 

Delegate Duncan—You will remember 
the convention on motion took the subject 
from this committee and settled it on the 
floor of the convention. The committee, 
therefore, in disposing of it, makes this re¬ 
port. 

The report of the coinmitte was adopted. 

In conclusion we «ffer congratulations to 
all who may be concerned, whether they be 
of the great rank and file who toil with 
their hands for a livelihood, or whether 
they be of the employing class who desire 
to be fair to organized labor and who have 
been hampered in this regard because of 
dual organizations, each claiming each oth¬ 
er’s jurisdiction. 

To set at rest any assertions that may 
have been made to the contrary, it must be 
distinctly understood that all steam fitters 
properly affiliated with the United Associa¬ 
tion will be conceded fullest control over 
their work, and they shall absolutely retain 
complete identity without intrusion in this 
or any other regard. 

It will be the intention of the United As¬ 
sociation to advise, promote, and practice 
industrial peace, and to this end we request 
co-operation in order that such peace may 
be permanently secured and amalgamation 
effected as ordered by the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor and Building Trades De¬ 
partment conventions.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 9, 1911. 

To Organized Labor, Greeting: 

In the recent past, the good name and 
high ideals of our great labor movement, 
its men, and the cause of humanity it and 
they represent, have been attacked as never 
before. Every enemy, every “interest,” ar¬ 
rayed against the organized workers has 
howled like dervishers. They hope to bring 
our tried, trusted and faithful men into dis¬ 
repute, to destroy your confidence in their 
integrity ^nd thereby weaken, and finally 
crush, the organizations of labor. 

Every union member deplores violence 
and crime, whether committed by an or¬ 
dinary outlaw, by a corporation director, or 
agent, or by a so-called union man. Labor 
resents the insinuation that because one 
or two union members became criminally 
fanatical or fanatically criminal, that the 
rank and file, and the officers of the labor 
movement, are responsible either legally or 
morally. 

Labor in its history has met, resisted, and 
overcome the bitter hostility of its f 9 es. 
Labor, standing for the great cause of jus¬ 
tice and humanity, will again. 

Men and women of Labor: Stand firm, 
be true to yourselves and to each other. 
Let the spirit of fraternity, justice, free¬ 
dom and solidarity imbue your Jevery 
thought, word and action. Stand by your 
union. Organize the yet unorganized work¬ 
ers, and labor will triumph.

A Statement. 

To the American Public on the McNamara 

The McNamaras stand before the world 
self-convicted of great crimes. They have 
been sentenced to terms of imprisonment 
—-J. B. during his natural life, J. J. for fif¬ 
teen years. The position of labor in con¬ 
nection with the effort made to afford these 
men an opportunity .for adequate defense 
before the courts has been attacked and 
misrepresented to such a degree as to re¬ 
quire a clear statement at the hands of the 
undersigned, who are in the best position 
to make an authoritative statement at this 
time—a statement that will be strengthened 


by some review of the principal points of 
the case. • 

Was there an explosion of gas in the Los 
Angeles Times building when it was de¬ 
stroyed? Immediately after the disaster, 
the press reports stated that men who had 
been at work in the building spoke of an 
odor of gas for some time previous to the 
explosion. Gas leakage in the building, it 
came out later, had been known to others. 
Many conservative trade union officials, 
newspaper writers and publicists, on mak¬ 
ing an investigation in Los Angeles, soon 
after, were positive in assuring the public 
that they believed gas had destroyed the 
building. Among the mine workers, not 
one man, so far as information has reached 
us, has believed the destructive explosive 
was dynamite. Prominent officials of the 
United Mine Workers, cautious, honorable 
men, whose word is taken as truth by all 
who know them, who are familiar with min¬ 
ing explosives, declared that the effect of 
the explosion was not that which follows 
a discharge of dynamite. Were all these 
men speaking from blind partisanship or 
from honest conviction? Were they titter- 
ly mistaken? The answer has now been 
supplied by the prosecution. While the 
“gas theory” was being hooted at by 
enemies of the unions, while even so late 
as last Friday night, an editor of the New 
York Times was indicting a contemptuous 
slur at John Mitchell for supposing “that 
proof would be adduced to show that an 
explosion of gas destroyed the Los Angeles 
Times building,” the prosecution knew that 
gas was an agency in the explosion and a 
great factor in the destruction which en¬ 
sued. W. J. Burns in a press interview Sat¬ 
urday last said: “Why, McManigal told us 
in his first confession that McNamara 
turned open the stop-cocks of the gas mains 
of the building when he set the bomb. We 
knew all the time that a part of the ex¬ 
plosion was due to gas.” Now, the possible 
terrific force of a gas explosion, even in 
the open air, was shown in the wreckage 
caused by the accident at the Grand Central 
Station, New York, December 19, 1910, 

while the Los Angeles disaster was being 
discussed throughout the country. 

The fact of a gas explosion led all others 
in importance in the minds of the organized 
workers. Nearly all of them were con¬ 
vinced that it was an established fact. The 
most cautious reasoners among them re¬ 
garded the possibilities of the fact sufficient 
to hold the belief in it until proof to the 
contrary could be produced. They were 
willing to suspend conclusive judgment 
while awaiting evidence. 

The public also wanted such facts re¬ 
garding the circumstances of the ^plosion 
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as could be accepted as evidence of the way 
it came about. What was given the public, 
first and foremost? On the instant, at the 
hearing of the explosion, H. G. Otis broke 
into a savage denunciation of trade union¬ 
ists, accusing them of having caused the dis¬ 
aster, and he has ever since declared it was 
the result of dynamite. By this course, he 
diverted the case from one in which citizens 
in common should have proceeded, throuh 
legal methods alone, to search for the truth. 
He threw the unions on their defense, out¬ 
raged them, insulted their officials, raised 
animosities that could have been avoided. 
He was at once backed up by the small 
circle of bitter enemies of trades unionism, 
whose fulminations were largely made up 
of transparent falsehoods leveled at trade 
unions in general and at the leaders of trade 
unions. \ 

Despite all clamor it must be remembered 
that, with few exceptions, the international 
trade unions, more than 120 in number, are 
and have usually been in normal business 
relations with the employers of their mem¬ 
bers. Many of them have for years ar¬ 
ranged their differences and their working 
conditions with employers through trade 
agreements or other methods resulting in 
a minimum loss through suspension of 
work. Violence in cases of dispute are not 
common to them. Trade unionists have 
been made aware, by experience, that sto¬ 
ries of disorder by unionists during strikes 
or lockouts have been systematically exag¬ 
gerated. 

Therefore, aware of the necessity of trade 
union organization of the incalculable 
amount of good in various forms done by 
and through their unions every year, of the 
long and bitter campaign carried on by 
Otis. Kirby, Post and others, to destroy 
trade unionism, and perceiving the intention 
of these plotters and their detectives to ig¬ 
nore the apparent, and, to their minds, 
pr ( oven cause of the Times disaster, and to 
turn that terrible event solely to account 
as a means of discrediting trade unionism, 
the unions energetically stated their side of 
the case to the American public as they saw 
it at that time. 

When, after six months, the McNamaras 
were arrested, it was in Russian style, not 
American. Holding the members of the 
Executive Board of the Structural Iron 
Workers in confinement without warrant, 
hurrying J. J. McNamara away from In¬ 
dianapolis in an automobile and by circuit¬ 
ous. routes taken to California—what were 
these but features of high-handed irregu¬ 
larity, and tyrannical lawlessness, known 
in arrests in Russia that precede transporta¬ 
tion of prosecuted citizens to Siberia? And, 
when^Detective Burns has throughout been 
doubted by so great a part of The American 
public, it has been largely the fault of his 
proceedings at this point, and of his own 
defouling the reputation of his craft, for 
has he not said: “Private detectives, as a 
class, are the worst lot of blackmailing 
scoundrels that live outside of prisons.” 
(See page 357, McClure’s Magazine, Au¬ 
gust, 1911.) 


J. J. McNamara had not been of sufficient 
prominence among labor meiv to be the sub¬ 
ject of discussion as a leading figure, but 
what was generally known of him wate to 
his credit. He was seen at conventions as 
a man of pleasing appearance and of mild 
manner. He was spoken of as self-educated 
and a faithful secretary of his organization. 
His speech and his writings for his maga¬ 
zine were reputed to be conservative. When 
placed under arrest, and throughout his im¬ 
prisonment, his bearing was undemonstra¬ 
tive. His letters to officials of the A. F. 
of L. and telegram to the Atlanta Conven¬ 
tion were concise and without suspicious 
characteristics. In no wise, to common ob¬ 
servation, had he shown abnormal traits. 

Did organized labor properly express its 
condemnation of violence on hearing of 
the Los Angeles disaster? It did by inter¬ 
views, addresses, and publications. The 
hundreds of union labor papers, in their 
issues succeeding the event, contained what, 
taken together, would make volumes, dec¬ 
larative of the sentiments of their editors 
and of the rank and file of union member¬ 
ship on the subject. All recognized the case 
as one of mystery, the feeling shown be¬ 
ing that of horror at the possibility of any 
union man being implicated in it. Unions 
framed resolutions in meetings, declaring 
that trade unionism was not to be advanced 
by murderous acts. Union labor officials, 
and many others, were quoted to similar 
effect. The president of the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor, the day after the disaster 
occurred, as published by the St. Louis 
Star, said: 

“Labor does not stand for such outrages, 
nor contemplate such crime. I cannot be¬ 
lieve that a union man has done it, and I 
deeply hope.no one who was connected 
with the labor movement will be found to 
have done it. It is inconceivable that a 
union man should have done this thing. 
And yet, if it is found that a union man 
has done it, unionism cannot be blamed by 
fair-minded men for the deed of a man de¬ 
void of any human feeling, as the perpe¬ 
trator of this horrible catastrophe must 
have been. It was the act of a madman. 
No one with an ounce of sympathy in his 
makeup could do aught but contemplate 
such a crime with the deepest abhorrence.” 

These facts were further fully presented 
in the June, 1911, issue^ of the American 
Federationist, in a seventeen-page article, 
entitled the “McNamara Case,” in which 
~the leading facts up to that time were re¬ 
viewed. Speaking before the St. Louis Cen¬ 
tral Labor Union on Sunday, October 2, 
1910, the day after the disaster, President 
Gompers asserted he would “immediately 
turn the dynamiters over'to the proper au¬ 
thorities if he could lay -haH<tsvon them.” 
The Globe-Democrat also quoted him as 
saying: “I only wish I knew the actual 
perpetrators and if I did, take my word for 
it, I would turn them over to justice.” The 
universal condemnation of a murderous 
deed in labor circles, ought to be a fact so 
far beyond question, so easily ascertainable 
from accessible records, that no man with 
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any regard for his reputation for veracity 
could deny it. Yet, the New York Times, 
in an editorial last Saturday, printed this 
sentence: “From the day when James B. 
McNamara’s bomb blew his twenty-one vic¬ 
tims into eternity, down to the present time, 
no authoritative voice in the ranks of labor 
has been raised to express the hope that 
the murderers would be brought to justice, 
even should they prove to be union men.” 

Relative to other phases of the McNa¬ 
mara case, the article in the June American 
Federationist contains these passages: 

‘Tt may be said that from that time (the 
kidnaping) to the present, Detective Burns, 
Attorney Drew, Editor Otis, C. W. Post, 
and the active agents of the extremists in 
the Manufacturers’ Association in general 
have all played to perfection the hysterical 
characters to which we are accustomed in 
the pages of cheap fiction and on the boards 
of the Bowery class of theatres.” 

* * * “Nothing more surprised us in 

the series of audacious acts committed by 
Detective Burns than his saying to a re¬ 
porter of the World, May 7, 1911: 

“.‘Samuel Gompers, President of the 
American Federation of Labor, knows by 
this time that there was no frame-up and 
that the arrests of the McNamaras and Mc- 
Manigal were not the result of a plant. 
Why? Because Gompers has been conduct¬ 
ing an investigation of his own at Indianap¬ 
olis that has convinced him that there was 
no frame-up and no plants.’ 

“These assertions of Burns were entirely 
without foundation. Nothing was brought 
to our knowledge in Indianapolis or else¬ 
where that could be used as evidence 
against the prisoners or to show that the 
Structural Iron Workers’ Union has been 
conducting a dynamite campaign against 
the Erectors’ Association.” 

Since the McNamara confession Burns 
has been reiterating this charge. The only 
“investigation” in which President Gompers 
participated in Indianapolis was the meet¬ 
ing of the prominent trade unionists held 
last May, 10-12, called by officials of the 
eight international unions which have their 
headquarters in that city, and the meeting 
of the officials of a large number of trade 
unions called by authority of the Executive 
Council of the American Federation of 
Labor, and held at Indianapolis, June 29, 
1911. What President Gompers learned 
there was precisely what everyone attend¬ 
ing the conference learned, and. that was 
nothing that helped to solve the mystery 
of the Los Angeles disaster, or, of crim¬ 
inality of any kind. 

Indeed, the unlawful and un-American 
kidnaping of McNamara formed one of 
the chief factors of fixing in the minds of 
the working people of our country that he 
was innocent. They reasoned, as they had 
a right to reason, that if there existed evi¬ 
dence of McNamara’s guilt of the crime 
charged, every protection would and should 
have been accorded him to demonstrate be¬ 
fore the courts of Indiana that he was in¬ 
nocent of the crime with which he was 


charged. His protestations of innocence, 
his demands to be represented by counsel, 
were all ruthlessly ignored. 

.Violence, brutality, destruction of life and 
property, are foreign to the aims and meth¬ 
ods of organized labor of America, and no 
interest is more severely injured by the 
employment of such methods, than that of 
the workers organized in the labor move¬ 
ment. Therefore, quite apart from the 
spirit of humanitarianism and justice which 
prompts the activities of the organized la¬ 
bor movement, policy and hopes for suc¬ 
cess, forbid the resort to violence. The 
American labor movement and its men are 
loyal Americans and seek to obtain the ab¬ 
olition of wrongs and the attainment of 
their rights within the law. 

Organized labor of America has no desire 
to condone the crimes of the McNamaras. 
It joins in the satisfaction that the majesty 
of the law and justice has been maintained 
and the culprits commensurately punished 
for their crime. 

And yet it is an awful commentary upon 
existing conditions when any one man, 
among all the millions of workers, can 
bring himself to the frame of mind that the 
only means to secure justice for labor is 
in violence, outrage and murder. 

It is cruelly unjust to hold the men of 
the labor movement either legally or moral¬ 
ly responsible for the crime of an individual 
rruember. No such moral code or legal re¬ 
sponsibility is placed upon any other asso¬ 
ciation of men in our country. 

In so far as we have the right to speak, 
in the name of organized labor, we wel¬ 
come any investigation which either Fed¬ 
eral or State courts may undertake. The 
sessions of the Conventions of the Amer¬ 
ican Federation of Labor are held with 
open doors that all may see and hear what 
is being said and done. The books, ac¬ 
counts, and correspondence of the Amer¬ 
ican Federation of Labor are open to any 
competent authority, who may desire to 
make a study or an investigation of them. 

Will the National Manufacturers’ Asso¬ 
ciation, the Erectors’ Association and the 
detective agencies extend the same priv¬ 
ilege for public investigation and examina¬ 
tion of their books and correspondence? 

When we were selected as a Committee 
on Ways and Means to raise and dispense 
funds for the defense of the McNamaras 
and the prosecution of the kidnapers, we 
were fully impressed with the innocence of 
the accused men. That impression was 
strengthened by their written and oral 
protestations of innocence. We here and 
now, individually and collectively, declare 
that the first knowledge or intimation of 
their guilt was conveyed by the press in 
the confessions of guilt. From the out¬ 
set we assured all contributors and the 
public generally that we would publish an 
accounting of the moneys received, from 
whom received, and to whom paid. This 
assurance will be fulfilled. A report in full 
will first be made to the Executive Council 
of the American Federation of Labor, at 
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its meeting to be held at Washington, D. 
C., on January 8, 1912. 

The American labor movement has done 
so much for the workers of our country .in 
improving their condition, in lightening the 
burdens which the workers have had to 
bear, bringing light and hope in the homes 
and in the lives, the factories and the work¬ 
shops of our country, that it challenges the 
world of investigators. The organizations 
of labor of America have been the most 
potent factors in the establishment and 
maintenance of the largest measure of in¬ 
dustrial peace. Their course is of a con¬ 
ciliatory character, to reach trade agree¬ 
ments with employers, and the faithful ad¬ 
herence to agreement?. When industrial 
conditions become unsettled, they are more 
largely due to the unreasonableness of em¬ 
ployers, who regard every effort of the 
workers to maintain their rights, and to 
promote their interests, at an invasion of 
employers' prerogatives, which are resented 
with consequent struggles. If employers 
will be but fair and tolerant, they will find 
more than a responsive attitude on the 
part of organized labor, but, of one thing 
all may rest assured, that with existing 
conditions of concentrated wealth and in¬ 
dustry, the organized toilers of our coun¬ 
try realize that there is no hope from ab¬ 
ject slavery outside of the protection which 
the organized labor movement affords. 

The men of organized labor, in common 
with all our people, are grieved beyond ex¬ 
pression in words at the loss of life, and 
the destruction of property, not only in the 
case under discussion, but in any other 
case which may have occurred. We are 
hurt and humiliated to think that any man 
connected with the labor movement should 
have been guilty of either. The lesson this 
grave crime teaches will, however, have its 
salutary effect. It will demonstrate now 
more than ever, the inhumanity, as well as 
the futility of resorting to violence in the 
effort to right wrongs, or to attain rights. 

In view of the great uplift work in which 
the men of the labor movement have been 
and are engaged, and the industrial prob¬ 
lems with which they have to contend, we 
insist that our organizations of labor should 
be judged by what they do and aim to do, 
rather than to be opposed and stigmatized 
because one or a few may be recreant to 
the good name and high ideals of labor, and 
we appeal to the fair-minded citizenship 
and the press of America for fair treatment.

BUILDING TRADES DEPARTMENT. 


Washington, Dec. 16 .—T he convention of 
the Building Trades Department, A. F. of 
L., was held immediately subsequent to the 
adjournment of the American Federation of 
Labor convention. The report of the Sec¬ 
retary-Treasurer showed that the average 
membership for 1911 was 294,345. The re¬ 
ceipts for 1911 were $18,492.49, with ex¬ 
penditures of $19,086.09—leaving a balance 
in the treasury of $3,235.96, there having 
been a surplus last year of approximately 
$3,800. There are 20 organizations in full 
affiliation. During the year 13 local council 
charters were granted and two were re¬ 
issued, with 11 charters suspended. The 
American Federation of Labor convention 
took definite steps to amalgamate the 
United Brotherhod of Carpenters and the 
Amalgamated Society of Carpenters and in 
this action the Building Trades Department 
concurred, rescinding its former action and 
inviting the United Brotherhood of Carpen¬ 
ters to again become affiliated. In the mat¬ 
ter of the Steamfitters, the action of the 
American Federation of Labor convention 
was also concurred in. The committee on 
President’s report in the matter of dual or¬ 
ganizations adopted the report of the com¬ 
mittee wherein it was recommended that 
“members of dual organizations be treated 
as non-union men, and that local councils 
be instructed to take proper action in the 
premises consistent with trades union prin¬ 
ciples, wherever possible.” The department 
convention also closely followed the recom¬ 
mendation of the adjustment committee in 
the A. F. of L. convention when it declared 
“one craft one organization.” However, the 
Building Trades Department, in order to 
more clearly specify what was meant, 
changed the declaration to read, “one trade, 
one organization.” The adjustment commit¬ 
tee in its final report, introduced a resolu¬ 
tion, the import of which is to eliminate 
strikes occurring on construction work 
over jurisdictional questions. It provides 
a plan of arbitration to settle these differ¬ 
ences without cessation of work. The com¬ 
mittee’s report was adopted with only min¬ 
or changes. The election of officers result¬ 
ed as follows: James Short, Journeymen 
Stone Cutters, President; George F. Hed¬ 
rick, Brotherhood of Painters, 1st Vice- 
President: Frank M. Ryan, Structural Iron 
Workers, 2d Vice-President; O. A. Tveit- 
moe. Cement Workers. 3d Vice-President: 
M. O’Sullivan, Sheet Metal Workers. 4th 
Vice-President; Frank J. McNulty, Elec¬ 
trical -Workers, 5th Vice-President; Wil¬ 
liam J. Spencer, Plumbers, Secretary- 
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Report of General Organizer Leonard.

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Report of General Organizer Kennedy. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

At the time of completing my last report, 
I was at Monroe, Mich., endeavoring to or¬ 
ganize a Local Union, and while I was suc¬ 
cessful in getting enough men together for 
a charter, I could not be shown that the 
local would last if organized. The condi¬ 
tions under which the plumber and fitter of 
this city work are deplorable; they have no 
city ordinance, and receive $2.00 for a ten 
hour day. There are just enough men in 
the city satisfied with their working con¬ 
ditions to make it impossible for a local to 
live or prosper, at least, until such time as 
they pinch themselves and wake up. 

I had an opportunity of attending a meet¬ 
ing of our new local of Sprinkler Fitters 
of Detroit, which was a very interesting 
one, if this local is given a fair chance, they 
surely will make good. When one of the 
large sprinkler companies discovered their 
men were being organized, they immediate¬ 
ly resorted to their contemptible tactics of 
years ago, which was by sending the lead¬ 
ers of the local to a job many miles from 
Detroit, and in one instance by getting 
through with the services of our worker. 
The day will come when such contemptible 
work on- the part of employers cannot, and 
will not be tolerated. The interest of our 
members will be protected at any cost, 
more will be said a little later of interest 
to all on this subject. Ann Arbor, Mich., 
where I attended a special meeting of Lo¬ 
cal No. 190, and it was a pleasure to learn 
of their progress during the past year. The 
local is in better shape now than they have 
ever been with practically every eligible 
man in the-4j^cal. During the past year they 
received 50 cfcwfc&^a day increase in wages, 
and are now woTfciqg to improve their 
plumbing ordinance. ^ Th« *-^lay following 
the meeting was spent attemtm flL fo ->aev^ 
eral matters brought up at the meeting in 
the interest of the local. Flint, Mich., an¬ 
other one of our Michigan locals that has 
been doing well, after a twt> years fight 
they were successful the past summer in 
having a plumbing ordinances adopted, as 
well as having a plumbing inspector ap¬ 
pointed, this will be a great benefit to local 
No. 370. There is one bad shop in this 
city, which has been a treat draw back to 
our local, there are eight men in the firm 
all of which work ten hours per day, and 
from time to time they are successful in 
getting scabs to stand for their rough work. 
After a lengthy interview with the head of 
this firm, I was unable to make much head¬ 
way with him. Lansing, Mich., where I 
spent a few days getting the members of 
Local No. 388, together again, they had 
not been meeting for several months. With 
the assistance of Brother Strudley, one of 
the old-time members of the U. A., we suc¬ 
ceeded in holding two meetings, at which 
time all members squared up to date, and 
signified their intentions of taking more 
interest in the local. Some two years ago 


this local started a vigorous campaign for 
a plumbing ordinance, and the appointment 
of a plumbing inspector, all of which was 
accomplished fast July, there is a good class 
of work done in this city, and there is no 
reason why we should not have a splendid 
local here. I am sure with this fresh start 
we can expect good results. Battle Creek, 
Mich., to which city I have made two visits 
in the past month, with the view of organ¬ 
izing a local, but with little success. On 
my first visit I found.quite a sentiment for a 
local, but on my second visit I found many 
who had cold feet, and wanted further time 
to think it over. This is the home of C. W. 
Post, one of the bitterest enemies the labor 
movement has; he has an organization here 
called the Trades and Workers’ Association, 
which might more properly be called a non¬ 
union (union); to this outfit all of the 
plumbers or fitters that work around his 
establishment must belong, very naturally, 
they are forbidden to affiliate with any la¬ 
bor union, however, let me say that I have 
not given up tlje hope of establishing a lo¬ 
cal here. Traverse City, Mich., where I had 
the pleasure of meeting the members of 
local No. 468, and found a much different 
condition there than at the last time I visit¬ 
ed them one year ago, I found the local in 
fine shape, with every member paid to date. 
They deserve all the more credit for this 
as many of their members seldom have an 
opportunity of attending meetings, owing 
to the fact that most of their work is out 
of the city. Muskegon, Mich., at which 
city I arrived Monday night, December 4th, 
just in time to attend the regular meeting 
of Local No. 154, and found practically 
every member of the local present, which I 
was informed was the usual custom. Speak¬ 
ing as a whole, this is the best organized 
city in the state of Michigan, our members 
enjoy the closed shop, and the Saturday 
iralf holiday all the year around, with the 
same wage scale that they previously re- . 
ceived before the adoption of the half holi¬ 
day. Grand Rapids, Mich., where I had the 
privilege of attending the regular meetings 
of Local No. 70 and No. 301. Our locals 
here are doing a little better than holding 
their own: If there is any spot irt our en¬ 
tire jurisdiction that our locals have\an up¬ 
hill fight, this is the place. Grand Rapids, 
is the home of the largest furniture manu¬ 
factures in this country, and their moral ^nd 
financial influence is against the entire ‘Ja- 
bor movement. This coupled with the lcn\R 
lockout, our members went through fouiL 
years ago makes their progress slow. This^u 
not being enough to contend with, we find ■ 
the city authorities refusing to enforce that S 
part of the state plumbing law which com¬ 
pels journeymen to carry a certificate; this 
can be laid directly to the door of the 
Master Plumber. This is done for no other 
reason, only to make it possible for some 
of their imported scabs to be able to get 
by. Regardless of all this, our local is 
making progress, and the workers of bbth 
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our locals are always constantly hammering 
away to better conditions, and in the end 
will be successful. My next stop was at 
Saginaw, where I attended a very interest¬ 
ing meeting of Local No. 85, and am 
pleased to report to our readers that the lo¬ 
cal won their strike of last summer after 
being out two weeks, while it is true they 
did not get all they demanded, the settle¬ 
ment was a good one, and the local de¬ 
serves credit for the same. This is another 
one of our Michigan locals that is irt better 
shape today than they have been in years. 
Kalamazoo, Mich., which city I visited, and 
after attending a meeting of our local was 
sent to Racine before having time to com¬ 
plete my work here, as it is my intention to 
return here at once, I will make no further 
comment at this time. During the meeting 
of the General Executive Board, Brother 
Doneghy, of Local No. 118, appeared be¬ 
fore them, and explained a matter of great 
interest to his local, and in fact of interest 
to all the Building Trades of Racine, by 
action of the Board, I was wired to go there 
at once. The trouble was on a school 
house job, caused by the Thomas Heating 
Company of Racine, who employs non¬ 
union men. This firm has been unfair with 
our local for years, and it is seldom they 
ever attempt to do work here, but they do 
considerable throughout the country. Every¬ 
thing was done that could be to straighten 
out this job, and while it was not settled 
to our satisfaction, the action taken at a 
meeting of our local at which representa¬ 
tives of all other Building Trades were 
present, I feel was the only action that 
could be taken under the circumstances, 
and one that will keep the council out of 
unnecessary trouble, and let it live to fight 
another day, which by the way is not a bad 
policy. 

In closing my ^report, I want to sincerely 
thank all of the locals that I have visited 
during the last month for their very kind 
and courteous treatment, as well as wishing 
our entire membership a Merry Christmas, 
and a happy and prosperous New Year.

Judgment for Miner Stands. 

Indianapolis, Dec. 16.—The suit of John 
P. Dougherty, coal miner, against a coal 
mining company has been confirmed by the 
Appellate Court of Indiana in the sum of 
$1,250 for damages, caused by rock falling 
from the roof of the coal mine. The min¬ 
ing company contended that the evidence 
showed the miner was assuming the danger 
of the loose rock because he had called the 
attention of the mine boss to it and had 
begun to work under the rock after the 
boss had placed some props under the loose 
rock and that the defect was such that the 
miner could have made examination and 
determined the safety for himself. The 
Appellate court holds, the mine boss, hav¬ 
ing undertaken to make the place safe, the 
miner was not bound to examine the boss’ 
work to see if it was well done, nor wa^ 
there any assumption of risk.

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Report of General Organizer Lynn. 


At the time for going to press of the last 
issue of our Official Journal, I wired to Sec¬ 
retary Burke that owing to the fact that 
at that particular time we were in the midst 
of the final skirmish of our great battle 
against the International Association, it 
would be impossible for me to make a re¬ 
port, and again as the greater portion of my 
time during that month was spent upon that 
work, the results and particulars of which 
has been, or will be reported elsewhere in 
the Journal by President Alpine and the 
delegates to both conventions I will refrain 
from going into detail. I will say, how¬ 
ever, that together with President Alpine, 
Organizer Leonard, the delegates from our 
organization, our members representing 
central bodies and also those sent by the 
local unions, I was in constant attendance 
at both the A. F. of L. convention, which 
was in session two weeks and to the Build¬ 
ing Trades Department convention, which 
lasted four days of the following week. It 
required constant vigilance both day and 
night to guard against the well known slip¬ 
pery tactics of the I. A. representatives. 
The results show for themselves. The 
greatest credit however, is due to our Gen¬ 
eral President John R. Alpine, more credit 
than can be expressed by words of praise 
by the greatest writer. To him and to him 
alone rested the great burden of the 'fight 
and to him all the honor of the victory is 
due. His woTth was recognized by the 
delegates to the A. F. of L. convention. 
They re-elected him 7th Vice President by 
a unanimous vote. At the Building Trades* 
convention all the good work done at the 
A. F. of L. was concurred in and further 
strengthened by stronger resolutions and 
decisions. Another great honor was given 
to the United Association by re-electing 
Brother William J. Spencer, Secretary- 
Treasurer, of the Building Trades Depart¬ 
ment by a unanimous vote. In all our vic¬ 
tory at the convention was complete, and it 
is now up to each and every member of our 
organization to study carefully the de¬ 
cisions rendered and to see that these de¬ 
cisions and laws are carried into effect 
throughout the entire country. 

Remember the A. F. of L. “openly and 
emphatically declares that large as this 
country is, it is not large enough to hold 
two organizations of one craft.” Let every 
U. A. man do his duty so that ere another 
year rolls by every man working at tfie pipe 
fitting industry will* be a member of our 
great organization. While in Atlanta I at¬ 
tended a meeting of Local 72 at which 
President Alpine, Organizer Leonard and 
Brothers Donahue, of Local 41, Butte, Mon¬ 
tana; Mackin, Brooklyn, N. Y., Local 1; 
Heck, Birmingham Local No. 91; Taylor, 
Rome, Ga., Local No. 9, and Cox, Local No. 
234, Jacksonville, Fla., all spoke under good 
and welfare. It was arranged to have an 
open meeting and the smoker at a later date 
which was set for Thursday, November 
30th, during the Building Trades’ conven¬ 


tion. This open meeting was well attend¬ 
ed, Vice President Borries of Local 72 
presided and introduced the writer, who 
after a brief talk gave way to Organizer 
Leonard, who in turn was followed by 
President Alpine. The results were grati¬ 
fying as a large /lumber of men outside 
our ranks made application that night. Our 
members in Atlanta have had some hard 
knocks, but I am glad to say that those 
who are now on the firing line are made of 
the right stuff, and although there has been 
men who did not stand the fire in that lo¬ 
cal, these men did and are slowly but sure¬ 
ly forging their local to the front. I be¬ 
lieve the effect of this great convention 
will be felt in Atlanta, and I feel that 
the Building Trades will be the ones 
to benefit the most as several organiza¬ 
tions have already become more ac¬ 
tive since the meeting. I left Atlanta for 
Cincinnati, where I took up the matter of 
seating our delegates in the Central Labor 
Council with tne representatives of the 
other Building Trades. 'This seat was pro¬ 
tested on really ridiculous grounds by the 
I. A. delegates. Suffice to say we were 
seated. From there I went to Lexington, 
Ky., LocaL452. With Secretary J. E. Scott 
I went over several matters pertaining to 
our state plumbing law which is to come up 
at the next session of the Kentucky Legis¬ 
lature in January. I attended the meeting 
of the local on December 8th and found 
everything in prosperous condition. Their 
membership has increased, in fact every 
man in town that is eligible, is in the local, 
due largely to the fact that our members 
won their strike this spring and are work¬ 
ing under an agreement, which gives them 
an 8-hour work day January 1st. While 
in Lexington I received word to go to 
Spartanburg, S. C., where our Local 391 
was involved in financial difficulties. I 
found the old, old story, too much good- 
fellowship, over confidence in the financial 
secretary and laxity on the part of the 
finance committee in auditing the books. I 
went over the books and after ascertaining 
the amount due, proceeded to secure a set¬ 
tlement. I am glad to say that I was able 
through the assistance of the present sec¬ 
retary, J. B. Woolbright, Brother Vick, and 
others to secure same, everything to be 
paid dollar for dollar. I want to again 
sound a word of warning to our local 
unions. When auditing the books of your 
local insist on seeing the receipt from the 
General Office for the 40 per cent of the 
cash sheets. Make your secretary paste the 
receipt of each cash sheet in on the stub 
of the cash sheet torn out, and above all, 
no matter how good a fellow the brother 
may be, audit his books. Our local in 
Spartanburg outside of this difficulty is in 
excellent shape. Every man in the city a 
member, good wages, 8 hours, restricted 
apprentices and good working conditions. 
All this in a city organized less than two 
years. To our members there much credit 
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is due. From Spartanburg I went to Ashe¬ 
ville, N. C., Local 487. I was met by Sec¬ 
retary Williams and with him went over the 
local situation. I found that our men had 
won a complete victory in that city, had 
their 8-hour day established throughout 
and every shop in town but one, signed up 
with a good working agreement and pros¬ 
pects that the shop excepted will not be an 
exception much longer. I had pleasure of 
being present at their well attended meeting 
and was able to guide them on the right 
path on a proposition that would have been 
very dangerous to their interests. Presi¬ 
dent McRary ordered in refreshments after 
the business was over and during the social 
session I had the pleasure of again meeting 
ex-Brother Leo Suggs, who was one of 
our best members and who is now in busi¬ 
ness and as good as ever, even on the other 
side of the fence. It is really gratifying to 
see the progress our boys have made in 
Asheville, practically alone and unassisted. 
May their prosperity continue. My next 
stop was at Knoxville, Tennessee, where I 
am at this writing. I have been here two 
days, but as yet have not completed my 
work, so I will report on conditions and 
progress here in the next issue. Wishing 
each and every member a happy and pros¬ 
perous New Year, trusting this report will 
meet with your approval, I am,

BROTHER FINLEY HONORED. 

New York State President Tendered Ban¬ 
quet and Presentation by Admir¬ 
ing Friends. 


Alderman William H. Finley of New 
York, president of the New York State As¬ 
sociation, U. A., and also president of his 
local. No. 379, was tendered a compli¬ 
mentary dinner and a presentation by his 
friends of the Borough of the Bronx Thurs¬ 
day evening, December 14th. The event 
brought together a notable assemblage of 
guests to the number of more than 100, in¬ 
cluding most of the local political leaders. 
Organizations primarily in charge of the 
function were Local 379, the A1 Liebenau 
Association and the Upside Down Club. 

Ex-Assemblyman Donovan was toast¬ 
master and opened the speech-making as 
the guests sat at a horseshoe shaped table 
in Wetzel’s hall on Third avenue. The 
former legislator spoke of Alderman Fin¬ 
ley’s distinguished service in the board of 
aldermen, and these words of commenda¬ 
tion were echoed by those who followed, 
the speakers being Ex-Senator Hennessy, 
and Aldermen Fagan and Mulhearn. But 
the crowning event of the evening came 
when our general organizer, James Higgins, 
arose and on behalf of the guests made 
the presentation of a superb gold watch, in¬ 
scribed “Presented to William H. Finley, 
by his friends, December 14, 1911.”

Seamen’s Wages in Antipodes. 

Sydney, Australia, Dec. 16.—The average 
monthly rates of wages paid to seamen en¬ 
gaged on sailing vessels at this port are: 
To Great Britain and other European coun¬ 
tries, $19.44 to $21.82; west coast of Ameri¬ 
ca, $19 to $22; island trade and return, $24 
to $30; interstate trade, $22 to $25 (steam¬ 
ships, $34.02); coast trade, $24 to $27 
(steamships, $34 to $39). The wages paid 
those on steam vessels engaged in the in¬ 
terstate trade are: Engineers, $58 to $140; 
firemen, $44 to $48; trimmers, $20 to $38. 
Those in the foreign trade; able seamen, 
$20 to $34; firemen, $22 to $44, and trim¬ 
mers, $20 to $34.

Report of General 

To the Officers and Members of the United 

Association. 

At the close of my previous report I just 
arrived in Trenton, where Brothers Heid- 
weiler, Whelan and Dixon met me, and we 
conferred on matters of interest to our 
Local No. 236 of Trenton. I arranged with 
the committee to return again on Thursday 
evening and attend the meeting of the lo¬ 
cal where I could go more fully into all 
matters that needed attention and to also 
make some recommendations that would be 
of interest. 

I then returned to Brooklyn to attend the 
meeting of Local Union No. 1, having re¬ 
ceived a wire from General Secretary Burke 
that my services were needed. I found at 
the meeting of Local No. 1 charges of dis¬ 
crimination were made against Local No. 
498, and also other charges which will re¬ 
quire a very strict investigation and will 
take time to fully investigate, and which 
will have to be thoroughly cleaned up for 
the best interests of our members. 

The next day I met Bro. John Ryan, 
business agent of No. 475, and we went to 
visit several employers doing work in and 
around Newark and other parts of New 
Jersey with a view of securing work for our 
members, and in which we were oartly suc¬ 
cessful. 

I then started my investigation in rela¬ 
tion to charges of Local No. 1 and in the 
evening attended the meeting of our Local 
No. 124 of Passaic. After the meeting I 
returned to New York to again take up the 
investigation and also a trip out to Long 
Islajid where I am looking up the chances 
of organizing one or more locals, if pos- 
sible. 

In the evening I went to Trenton and at¬ 
tended the meeting of Local No. 236, and I 
was privileged to address the members at 
some length and to make some recommend¬ 
ations, which if followed, will be of benefit 
to Local No. 236, and its members. After 
the meeting the members and myself, as 
well, enjoyed the refreshments furnished 
by the local and I desire to thank the mem¬ 
bers for same and to also thank Brothers 
Heidweiler, Dixon, Whelan and Menges for 
the suggestions and advice given me in re¬ 
gard to Trenton affairs. I expect at a later 
date to again visit Trenton and help along 
the work which is necessary there for our 
local. 

I then returned to New York and again 
took up the work of investigation, and in 
which I was fully occupied, also with a 
conference on this matter in the offices of 
Local No. 1 and Local No. 498, and in at¬ 
tending a meeting of Local Union No. 498 
on the same matter, and at which Local 
No. 498 appointed a committee of three to 
assist me. This matter made it necessary 
to consult legal advice, which was done on 
December 1st, and at this time I had this 
special committee present. It also made 
necessary the calling a conferenncc with 
myself and this committee. I also had a 


number of members of Local No. 1 before 
me, and one employer in this investigation 
where the statements made were taken 
down and which will possibly be used later 
on in any action it may be found necessary 
to take. 

In between my investigation I have con¬ 
ferred with large employers in New York 
City, always trying to secure work for our 
members either in New York City or New 
Jersey, and I might add that I believe that 
we are getting some work for the labor in¬ 
volved. 

On the evening of December 4th, I weiit 
to Elizabeth and attended the ball of Local 
No. 245. I want to thank the officers and 
members for the courtesy to me, and to 
also congratulate Local No. 245 on the 
splendid affair they had, as well as the 
large assemblage present at this, the first 
ball held by the local, and it speaks well 
for the committee having the matter in 
charge. 

I returned to New York to again take up 
the special matter in my hands and on the 
7th of December, I went to Passaic where 
Brother Terhune of Local No. 124 met me, 
and we went to visit the employers of Pas¬ 
saic with a view to having a committee of 
the employers meet a committee of Local 
No. 124 to draw up an agreement and in 
other ways protect our industry in Pas¬ 
saic. I found that some of the employers 
believed that this course was necessary and 
I have some, hopes that this matter will be 
an accomplished fact in a short time. I ex¬ 
pect to again go into Passaic to help along 
this matter. 

I returned to New York City and had 
Brother Ryan of Local No. 475 meet me 
and we again went to visit some employ¬ 
ers with a little success. I also had several 
conferences with our different local of¬ 
ficers and our members in New York City 
and Brooklyn, and on the 12th I went to 
Albany to attend the meeting of the Ex¬ 
ecutive Board of the New York State 
branch of the Federation of Labor to pro¬ 
tect the interests of our locals in New 
York City in regard to proposed labor leg¬ 
islation in New York state for the year 
of 1912; while in Albany I had a confer¬ 
ence with Brother Charles Grace, Secretary 
of Local No. 7 in regard to the conditions 
of trade and our local in Albany. Brother 
Grace is always on the job and hustling for 
the interests of Local Union No. 7. 

I then returned to New York city and 
also made a hurried trip to White Plains, 
and on the evening of December 14th I at¬ 
tended a testimonial dinner given to Broth¬ 
er Wm. Finley, President of Local No. 379. 
This dinner was given by his many friends, 
as was also a gold watch, which I had 
the honor of making a presentation speech 
and presenting a very nice gold watch to 
Rro. Finley. I trust he will live long to 
wear, this watch and remember his friends. 

The next evening I attended the meeting 
of Local Union No. 480. I also, durin" the 
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week, attended a meeting of the Joint Con¬ 
ference Board of Master Plumbers and Lo¬ 
cal No. 1. 

On the 18th I was in Newark consulting 
with Brothers Ryan of Local No. 475 and 
Burns of Local No. 24 on many matters of 
interest to our locals in Newark. I re¬ 
turned to New York to consult with some 
of our local officers and on the next day I 
went to Long Branch, where I am at the 
close of this report. This visit I will re¬ 
port on later. 

In closing this report I desire to call 
the attention of our locals in New Jersey to 
the fact that Local No. 245 of Elizabeth 
have secured a city law protecting our in¬ 
dustry in that city and also have in the 
person of Brother Luke Devine secured the 
Inspector to see that the law is enforced. I 
congratulate Local No. 245 and those mem¬ 
bers who labored for the success of this 
law, and also Brother Luke Devine, who in 
a sense is repayed by being the first Inspec¬ 
tor, and I trust that Brother Devine will fill 
his position for a great many years, as I 
have every confidence he will protect the 
industry and the members of the U. A., and 
I hope all other locals will imitate the ex¬ 
ample of Local No. 245 and secure the same 
success for themselves. 

I also desire to congratulate the members 
of the United ^Association on the position 
the United Association now occupies in the 
Federation after the years of strenuous la¬ 
bor on the part of our General President, 
Brother Alpine, who, after a consistent and 
untiring fight and with the men who helped 
him, has at last secured the verdict that the 
United Association is the only organization 


now recognized and in complete control of 
the pipe fitting industry, and I trust that the 
coming year will be a prosperous and a 
Happy New Year for the United .Associa¬ 
tion and all its officers and members.

It is 
stated that there is good ground for pre¬ 
dicting that the reply will be of a favorable 
character and that the expected meeting 
will take place some time during the month 
of December. 



An Outing of a Few Members of Local 27. 
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Report of General Organizer Casey. 

Toledo, Ohio, Dec. 19, 1911. I. A. at this time in face of the fact that 


To the Officers and Members of the United 

Association. 

As mentioned in my previous report, I 
expected to organize a local union in the 
city of Williamsport, Pa. In this undertak¬ 
ing I have been successful, the application 
and initiation fee necessary to secure a 
charter from the U. A. has been forwarded 
to the General Office. When I return home 
for Christmas I will found and install this 
new local union and start it out with near¬ 
ly all men in the city who are eligible af¬ 
filiated with same. We formerly had a lo¬ 
cal union in this city. A few years ago they 
had a strike, the result of which was the 
local went out of business, as in all similar 
cases of this kind. It has been very force¬ 
fully brought to the attention of the men 
working at the trade that there is only one 
way to protect themselves, and that is by 
organizing and keeping their union intact, 
regardless of what others say. My next 
stop was at Philadelphia, where I went to 
see a general contractor who was about 
to sublet the plumbing, etc., on a large job 
in Washington, D. C., to a firm that em¬ 
ploys non-union men. The last I heard 
about this matter was that the work in 
question had not been let. My next stop 
was Wilmington, Del., where I had a meet¬ 
ing with the officers of Local Union No. 26 
about certain matters of much importance 
to the United Association. A policy was 
outlined and agreed upon, and if carried 
out will, I believe, be advantageous both to 
Local Union No. 26 and the U. A. This 
local is in better condition at the present 
time than it has been for years. Last April, 
when we started our organizing plan, the 
local was struggling along with 11 mem¬ 
bers, today they have about 120 members. 
I sincerely hope the lessons learned by 
past experiences will be the means of mak¬ 
ing them very careful in the future. By 
instructions from the General Office I 
stopped at Baltimore, Md. Local Union 
No. 48 had requested that someone be sent 
to Baltimore to try and organize the city. 

I met B. A. Jno. Moore and went over the 
situation with him, informing him it was 
impossible for me to remain in Baltimore 
for any length of time on’ account of the 
many other places I had previously made 
arrangements to visit. I informed him 
that sometime in the near future we may 
be able to comply with the request of Lo¬ 
cal No. 48. My next stop was Washing¬ 
ton, D. C. The General Office notified me 
the Master Steam Fitters were about to 
enter into an agreement with the I. A. Fit¬ 
ters to the effect that only I. A. Fitters 
would be allowed to work in Washington, 
notwithstanding that many U. A. Fitters 
have been and are now working there. T 
called to see some of the Master Steam 
Fitters in reference to the above. They 
informed me that such an agreement was 
to be entered into. When I asked why all 
this haste about an agreement with the 


they did not have any agreement with them 
for years, I was informed by these bosses 
that it appeared to them (the bosses), this 
was the opportune time to get an agree¬ 
ment, because the I. A. was willing to per¬ 
mit the bosses to put anything they want¬ 
ed into this agreement if the bosses would 
agree to employ only I. A. Fitters. I then 
informed them of the action of the A. F. 
of L. £ind B. T. D. in regard to the I. A. 
and L T . # A. controversy and I was informed 
that the bosses had taken that matter up 
and had a clause in the agreement to the 
effect that if the I. A. was put out of the 

A. F. of L. then the international union 
recognized by the A. F. of L. would be 
bound to carry out the provisions of the 
agreement. Mind you, an agreement dic¬ 
tated by the bosses. It looks very much 
as though the bosses fully realize that it’s 
only a question of time until they will be 
called upon to do business with the United 
Association, and knowing the U. A. will 
insist on a fair agreement, one that is not 
dictated in the interest of, for and by the 
bosses, but one that will give both 
the bosses and men a square deal, they have 
^decided to drive a bargain with the I. A. 
Seeing that very little could be done, I 
wrote Secretary Spencer of the B. T. D. 
and requested him to forward a copy of 
the decisions of the A. F. of L. And B. T. 
C. on this matter to the president of the 
Master Steam Fitters’ Association; also a 
copy to the committee of Master Steam 
Fitters, who are handling this proposed 
agreement. If it’s the intention for them to 
fall back on the argument that they did 
not know of these decisions, they have been 
disarmed of this argument, and if they en¬ 
ter into this agreement it will be with the 
full knowledge that they are doing so con¬ 
trary to the wishes of the trade union move¬ 
ment as represented by the A. F. of L. and 

B. T. D. 

My next stop was at Uniontown, Pa., 
where I went to take up some matters of 
a financial nature. Conditions were such 
that I could not complete the work at that 
time. Aft£r going over the matter with the 
officers and telling them just what infor¬ 
mation, etc., I desired, we arranged that I 
should visit Uniontown early in January. 
My next stop was Canton, Ohio, where 
Local Union No. 94 are endeavoring to 
have a new agreement signed up. I attended 
the meeting of the local and had the pleas¬ 
ure of saying a few words to the members. 
After the meeting we arranged a meeting 
of the conference committee. After prepar¬ 
ing the new agreement, we arranged a meet¬ 
ing with the Master Plumbers Conference 
Committee, where we went over the entire 
matter and explained many things not for¬ 
merly understood. The best of feeling pre¬ 
vailed and both committees demonstrated 
that in so far as they are concerned they 
want to be entirely fair. The committee 
representing the Malter Plumbers not hav- 
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ing authority to act, said they would have 
to make their report to the Master Plumb¬ 
ers’ meeting the following .Monday after¬ 
noon. They invited me to attend this meet¬ 
ing and explain the agreement in detail as 
I had done to the committee. This invita¬ 
tion I had to decline, because I had received 
a wire from Secretary-Treasurer Burke to 
the effect that the U. A. Executive Board 
then in session, had decided that I should 
go to Toledo at once and remain there. 
Notwithstanding that I wanted to attend 
the meeting of the Master Plumbers and 
the meeting of Local No. 94, also the meet¬ 
ing of Alliance local, I had to leave for To¬ 
ledo as per instruction of Executive Board. 
The readers of our Journal are familiar 
with this fight in Toledo. Local Union Nos. 
94 and 359 have been on strike since May 
1st, to better their conditions. I will re¬ 
port on this matter later.

Washington, Dec. 16.—From every quar¬ 
ter comes favorable* reports of the great 
strike on the Harriman lines and Illinois 
Central. While it is impossible to give in 
detail the exact situation, yet, from all in¬ 
formation at hand, the position which the 
strikers hold is exceedingly good J. W. 
Kline, President of the International Broth¬ 
erhood of Blacksmiths and Helpers, in 
nominal charge of the strike, says: “The 
strike on the Harriman lines and Illinois 
Central goes on; the prospects look much 
brighter for the men every day. Dead en¬ 
gines and bad order cars fill the sidings 
and clog the yards. There is no doubt 
about our final victory.”

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Report of General Organizer Clark, 


To the Officers and Members of the United 

Association. 

Brothers: At the conclusion of my last 
report I was in Portland, where I had gone 
after the installation of the local at Van¬ 
couver, Wash. We had been for some time 
negotiating for a local at Salem, Ore., the 
second largest city in the state, without a 
union of our craft, did not look good to me, 
and more than that, we were the only craft 
without an organization, but we did have 
about a dozen members there with due 
books in their pockets, from other locals, 
so we decided to start a local with card 
men. 

To do this it was necessary to have 
enough men to get their clearance cards 
out of the unions they were attached to, 
and this took some time, and necessitated 
quite a few trips from Portland to Salem. 
On this last trip, affairs were so arranged 
that I might come back about Dec. 6th and 
install the local. Then I left for Portland, 
Tacoma and Seattle again. I spent a week 
in Seattle, looking around and trying to 
acquaint myself with conditions there. This 
city has been industrially dead for a couple 
of years, so much so, that where we should 
have two hundred and fifty plumbers and 
gas fitters, and one hundred steam fitters 
and helpers, that we have in local thirty- 
two, only eighty members, and in foifr 
seventy-three, three eighty-five about forty 
members. The boys have left the city for 
other places, and the handful of old war- 
horses that are left are still on the firing 
line, fighting for a strictly trade union 
town, and certainly the qualities that they 
have shown in the past, and the determina¬ 
tion that they show now, presages a final 
victory. 

Local thirty-two has to their credit two 
of the best ideas I have seen in our move¬ 
ment, any where. That is, their method of 
paying dues and co-operative shop system 
that they have had in operation for nearly 
two years. Their system of dues is that 
the members pay fifty cents a day for every 
day they work, when they do not work, 
they do not pay anything, and all dues, 
taxes and assessments of all the members 
is paid out of the local funds. 

Every member of thirty-two is in good 
standing all the time, whether he works 
only one .day a year or all the time. It 
means just this, that the man who is for¬ 
tunate enough to have employment pays 
the running expenses of the union, this is 
as it should be for the man who walks the 
street and refuses to work below the wages 
set is the man who maintains the wages. 

Now just stop and think, is there any 
other union in this or any other country 
that pays dues at the rate of one hundred 
and forty dollars a year, think it over and 
then take off your hat to Local 32: I will 
anvwav, whether you do or not. 

The next is the shop, this is the only co¬ 
operative shop svstem that has ever proved 
a success, but it has not been a bed of roses 


that the boys have had to lay on while 
making it a success. On the contrary, it 
has been a cpntinual fight with the boss 
plumbers, the supply houses and archi¬ 
tects, and last but not least with some of 
our own members who did not believe in a 
shop run by the union, and this has been 
the hardest thing we have had to overcome, 
because we have not been educated to do 
our own thinking and collect our own 
wages, as we have always had a boss to do 
that for us, but, in my opinion this system 
of co-operative shop is % the fore-runner of 
a new system and presages the elimination 
of a useless member of society, the boss 
plumbers. 

Number fifty-one of Portland, has fol¬ 
lowed in the footsteps of number thirty-two 
in both their methods of paying dues and 
in the institution of the shop system. 

In company with Brother Hern, Secre¬ 
tary of number Thirty-two, I visited the 
Bremerton Navy Yard. There should be a 
chance there for some organizing work in 
the near future. I left Seattle for Portland, 
Ore., on Nov. 30th, where I had some busi¬ 
ness to attend to, and also Salem, Ore., 
where we were able to institute a local on 
Dec. 6th, with enough clearance cards to 
fill all the offices. We will have as good a 
local in Salem as there is in Oregon; we 
have the material as all the members know 
how to run a local. 

I returned to Portland the same evening 
where I arrived at 11 p. m., and met Broth¬ 
er Polock, Parks and Aherns, by appoint¬ 
ment; transacted a little business with 
them and also bid them good-bye as I was 
leaving for the East at 8 o’clock the fol¬ 
lowing morning. 

My first stop was Hood River, where I 
met all the boys of 511, and arranged some 
matters with Brother Norder, secretary. 
Left the same night for Spokane, to take 
up a few matters that was causing some lit¬ 
tle trouble between number 44 and 78 of 
Los Angeles, and also 203 of Wallace, Ida¬ 
ho. The matters were thoroughly investi¬ 
gated and I believe adjusted in as clear a 
manner as was possible to all concerned. 
On Saturday morning Brother English, 
business agent of forty-four and myself 
started for Wallace, where we arrived at 
noon. A meeting of the Wallace local was 
arranged for that evening and a final settle¬ 
ment of all differences between local forty- 
four and two hundred and three was had. 

There was another matter of a non-unioti 
job that was troubling the boys, but 
through the efforts of a committee from 
the Trades Assembly this was satisfactorily 
adjusted before- we got in town, but we had 
a harder proposition in squaring one non¬ 
union shop that had existed in Wallace for 
a couple of years. But, I am pleased to 
say. that an arrangement was made between 
the local and Mr. Stimson. that he will run 
a union shop according to the rules of two 
hundred and three. 

My kindest regards and sincerest thanks 
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arc extended to the members of the Wal¬ 
lace union and special mention must be 
made of Brother Erving Wilson, President 
of the Trades Assembly, who has been one 
of our best friends and stanchest supports, 
when we did not have any too many. 

On Monday morning Brother Jim Todd, 
accompanied me to the train that took me 
over the mountains to Missoula, where I 
arrived in the afternoon. I had sent a wire 
to Brother Howard Burke, that I would be 
in Missoula, but they interpreted my mes¬ 
sage that I would pass through on the 
North Coast Limited so a committee was 
down to that train, when I did not show 
at any of the usual exits, two committees 
were appointed, headed by Brother Arnold 
and Thomas to look on top and underneath 
to see if I wasn’t there, but I was at that 
time over at the hotel where they dis¬ 
covered me a little later. 

I was fortunate in stopping at Missoula 
at this time for it was the evening of their 
regular meeting and I had the honor of 
speaking to them on some of the conditions 
that prevail in the western country. 

I left the following morning at 7 a. m., 
for Chicago, and was agreebaly surprised to 
find that at that early hour that Brother 
Thomas was at the depot to see that I got 
safely away* on my trip across the coun¬ 
try to Chicago, where I am at this writing.

CONGRESS RECONVENES. 

Long Session of National Legislature 
Opens—Labor Bills to Receive Con¬ 
sideration at Once. 

Washington, Dec. 16.—The Congress of 
the United States convened in regular ses¬ 
sion on Monday, Dec. 4. The bills in 
which labor is interested were all intro¬ 
duced during the extra session, and referred 
to appropriate committees. The eight- 
hour biir is on the calendar, having been 
favorably reported by the Labor Commit¬ 
tee. In the closing hours of the extra ses¬ 
sion a resolution was passed authorizing 
an investigation of the Taylor and kindred 
efficiency systems, and in accordance there¬ 
with meetings have been held at Water- 
town, Boston and' New York and partial 
investigations made. A hearing before the 
judiciary committee of the house on the 
Clayton contempt of court bill was held on 
Dec. 7. 


To Protect Railway Mail Clerks. 

Washington, Dec. 16.—Railroad construc¬ 
tion engineers and structural experts from 
nearly every large railtoad system in the 
country have held a conference with the 
postmaster general to outline to him the 
progress made jn standardizing railroad 
mail cars. Under the act of Congress which 
became effective July 1, last, every mail car 
used in the United States must have at 
least an all-steel frame, and all cars to be 
built in the future must be constructed en¬ 
tirely of steel. This result was brought 
about by the insistent demands of the or¬ 
ganized railway mail clerks, materially as¬ 
sisted by the American Federation of La¬ 
bor. 
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Report of General Organizer Sheehe, 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 20, 1911. 

To the Officers and Members of the United 

Association: 

My last report ended leaving me in Hart¬ 
ford, having just completed the work that I 
was engaged’in. By previous arrangements 
I next visited Beverly, where I attended a 
meeting of Local No. 138. The committee 
having in charge the matter in which I 
was interested, having made a progressive 
report—it was agreed that the committee 
be given further time to work along their 
present lines which seems as though at this 
time will bring success. The local is in 
splendid shape and enjoying the very best 
of conditions, and if we succeed in organ¬ 
izing this shop it will stand in the 100 per 
cent column. 

From this city I next visited Haverhill, 
Mass., for the purpose of interviewing two 
builders who have large contracts in this 
city—so as to try and have them insist on 
having union men do their plumbing and 
heating. I was assured that they would as 
far as possible—try and have their sub-con- 
tractors furnish union men. • 

By request of Secretary Burke, I next 
visited Concord, New Hampshire—where T 
had the privilege of attending a meeting of 
Local No. 213. I regret to say that for 
sometime past the members of this local 
have not been working with the same 
unionism that has characterized this local 
in the past years—and due to eternal strife 
—some of the members have allowed them¬ 
selves to run in arrears. I visited these 
men and got assurances from them that 
they would again connect themselves with 
the local—and all sides agreed to forget the 
past—and strive to regain the ground lost 
during the past summer. This I trust will 
bring the members together so as to put 
their local in the splendid condition that 
she formerly enjoyed. 

On account of a letter of appeal I sent 
the local of New England—soliciting funds 
to establish credit for a co-operative shop 
which our local in Norwich, Conn., has 
opened—I next visited that city—to ar¬ 
range with the manager, Brother John Shea 
—the disposition of the same. 

At this time I wish to take the present 
opportunity of thanking the locals for their 
generous support to our appeal, and assure 
them that they prompt response has as¬ 
sured this shop of success. The boys are 
getting their share of the work that is go¬ 
ing in this city, and I_£eel that the£jmlf 
enjoy a m or e_-pleasant Christmas than 
would have'Seen the case if it were not 
for the establishing of this shop. 

After the decision rendered by the A. F. 
of L., with our contention with the I. A., 
I visited Providence, R. I., to try and get 
the few men that remain in the I. A. local 
to affiliate with our association. With the 
committee of Local No. 476 I attended a 
meeting of the I. A. in this city; and while 
no definite action was taken at this meet¬ 
ing other than to say that they would call 


a notified meeting to be held on December 
27th, at which time they would vote on 
amalgamation. By the expression of the 
members present, I feel confident that their 
action will be favorable; and the strife that 
has existed for years in this city will cease 
with the United Pipe Fitters* Local of the 
United Association. This will be very for¬ 
tunate at this time—as our local has al¬ 
ready taken action to enforce the 8 hours 
after the first of the year; so it is impor¬ 
tant that all men in the steam-fitting line 
should be working in harmony to accom¬ 
plish this result. 

I might mention that the above visits 
were made at opportunities, which pre¬ 
sented themselves while I was working in 
the city of Boston while I was working in 
behalf of 537; as most of my time since 
the A. F. of L. convention has been spent 
in this city. I have been busy with Busi¬ 
ness Agent Fales, meeting contractors and 
builders explaining the decision of the 
American Federation of Labor. I also had 
the privilege of attending the meeting of 
the I. A. Local in Boston, requesting them 
to appoint a committee to meet a like com¬ 
mittee from our local with the object in 
view of bringing about amalgamation with¬ 
out recourse to strike. I regret to say 
that these fellows are still blind to their 
opportunities and have refused to meet our 
committee. However, while I would rather 

Previous to the convention of the A. F. 
of L., I had made agreements with impor¬ 
tant contractors, and in the event of our 
winning the decision, they would adjust 
their work along whatever lines the A. F. 
of L. ordered. Just as soon as we can get 
something official from the A. F. of L., 
there is no question in regard to the con¬ 
tractors living up to their agreemnt with 
us. At this time, it is my intention to start 
a helper’s local in this city and take what 
helpers that are now in 53/ and place them 
in the new local. 

For the past few weeks the local has 
taken a special interest in organizing the 
sprinkler fitters in this city; this branch of 
our trade having been neglected for years. 
They have placed the sprinkler fitters on 
the road, Bra Haggerty having been se¬ 
lected for this important work. From 
present indications he is meeting with 
good success. , . - 

I also put some time in tpymg to organ¬ 
ize a new local in Winchester and Wo¬ 
burn—these are’ twd^ fast growing suburbs 
of Boston, and without doubt should be 
able to sustain a successful local. 

I have made arrangements to . hold a 
meeting next week, at which time I feel 
sure conditions will warrant the organizing 
of this District. 

Trusting that this Report meets with the 
approval of the members, and wishing all

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Report of General Organizer Bruce, 


At the close of ray last report I was 
working in the city Ottawa and endeavor¬ 
ing to place things in connection with Lo¬ 
cal 71, in a more satisfactory position, and 
I am glad to say that my visit was timely, 
and much good has resulted and many mis¬ 
understandings cleared away. Nov. 22d I 
attended the regular meeting which was 
well attended, and conducted the meeting 
for the guidance of members. During the 
evening we initiated five new members. 
Many men now realize the advantage of 
being members of our local since the Chat¬ 
eau Laurier that was declared unfair by 
this local is nearing completion; they are 
forced to seek employment elsewhere and 
now they are finding to their sorrow that 
we do control the situation in this city. 
Anyhow, things are in good condition with 
Local 71, and they still maintain the con¬ 
trolling factor in the pipe fitting trade, and 
one of the best organizations in this city. 

I wish to extend many thanks to the Bros. 
Daughtey, Quinn, Smith and Kennedy and 
others for the many acts of consideration 
and kindness while in their locality. Nov. 
23d I arrived in Montreal for the purpose 
of putting several matters before 6th Vice- 
President Gueraid, who was going to the 
board meeting in Chicago. I was pleased 
also to meet President Robinson of Local 
292, who reports things fairly good with 
their local. Nov. 25th I attended a meet¬ 
ing of the executive board of Local 144, 
and dealt with several matters, some of 
which were referred to the General Execu¬ 
tive Board. Nov. 27th I arrived in Sher¬ 
brooke; we once had a local in this town, 
f succeeded in locating some of the men 
working at the trade and they were not 
enthusiastic over the proposition. Nov. 
30th I arrived in St. John, N. B., and met' 
Bros. Hennebery, Burns and Quinn, and 
went into the situation. This town is not 
in good shape, almost any class of work 
passing muster with an incompetent in¬ 
spector; plenty of cheap boy labor and 
some satisfied men with the constant job. 
But the boys have rounded the town up 
well and all the mechanics with the excep¬ 
tion of two or three, are in the local. They 
have entered into the game with the right 
spirit and they will be heard from in the 
near future. They are interesting the 
Board and Health and so far have received 
satisfactory assurances of something being 
done to protect the health of the people by 
the amendment of the present plumbing 
laws and more up to date ones adopted. 

Dec. 4th, I attended a special meeting 
of Local 531. and we had a good attend¬ 
ance and many things were brought for¬ 
ward that will help them in, the future. 
Dec. 6th, arrived in Halifax and met Bro. 
D. Ammis and Secretary Craig; we went 
into the situation existing in this city and 
ous brothers during my stay, I visited vari- 
outlined some work. In company of vari¬ 


ous parts of the city and interviewed a 
good many members. Things are far from 
being good in this city, the boy question is 
the curse of the trade here, although the 
law protects our members and the public, it 
is not enforced. The steamfitters in this 
town are dead to their own consideration, 
receiving, in my opinion, the lowest wages 
of any town in Canada, and they are not 
prepared to unite with Local 56 to try and 
better them, but remaining on the outside 
and kicking; but I am hopeful that in the 
future they will unite with Local 56 and 
receive the same consideration as the 
plumbers. Halifax Was a good system, 
calling for a good class of work with rigid 
inspection and examination and licensing of 
the men, but the men of our trade are not 
receiving due consideration for their ability 
and they require some earnest work to 
establish better conditions for themselves. 
Dec. 9th I attended a special meeting of 
Local 56, which was well attended and re¬ 
ceived an enthusiastic reception. I dealt 
with the conditions prevailing in Halifax 
and from the expression of opinion, the 
members will take a keener interest in the 
work of the local. Nov. 15th, Sunday, the 
executive board treated me to a ride 
round their town and I wish to express my 
thanks to the local for their kindness. Dec. 
12th I arrived in Sydney, N. B., and got in 
touch with the various officers of the local. 
This is one of our new locals and they have 
all the men in the domestic line in the local 
and are doing well. Dec. 14th, we held a 
special meeting of Local 397 and had all 
hands present. We initiated two new mem¬ 
bers. Under good and welfare, I spolce of 
the work of our organization and the way 
I was received speaks well for the future. 
This town is the home of the great steel 
corporation of Canada, * whose works are 
supplying the unfair employer of our trade 
with a good many men. I investigated the 
condition at the plant and with the system 
of espionage practiced and the army of 
police and detectives it would be suicidal 
to attempt to organize their pipe fitters, of 
which they have a large number. The 
only success that can come to this plant is 
by conducting an organizing campaign of 
all trades at the one time, and this is being 
attended to by the Trades Congress, who 
are mapping out a policy along these lines. 
Dec. 15th I had the pleasure of addressing 
the Sydney Trades and Labor Council on 
the work going on in the Dominion and 
received a good reception. I left at 11:30 
for Moncton, from which place my next 
report will coftimence. Having just ar¬ 
rived, but from information to hand, hope 
to be successful in adding another local to 
our increasing number. 

Trusting this meets with the approval of 
our members and best wishes for a happy 
and prosperous New Year.

CURRENT TOPICS. 

“Is there a woman in the case?” The 
familiar question was asked of a young 
clerk arrested in Indianapolis for attempt¬ 
ing to extort money from a business man. 
Yes, there was a woman in the case. She 
was the boy’s mother, he was her sole 
support, and the salary which he had to sup¬ 
port her on was $7 a week. Of course that 
state of facts did not excuse him from the 
penalty of his crime, but it elicited the 
sympathy of judge and jury. Incidentally 
it awakened some wholesome reflections on 
the condition of things which made this in¬ 
dustrious young man in the full vigor of 
youth a criminal. His class of employes 
arc at the mercy of the employer, the con¬ 
dition which the labor baiters like Kirby 
and Otis would impose on all toilers. 


It is with great pleasure that we are able 


to announce the complete victory of our 
local union No. 532 of La Grange, Ill., who 
were locked out several months ago by the 
employers who demanded the so-called 
“open shop,” and who were assisted by Mr. 
Rau and his I. A., plumber scabs, who took 
the places of our locked-out members. We 
had the honor to enter into a much better 
agreement with the employers than we had 
formerly. This is truly a great achieve¬ 
ment for a young local union. We offer 
them our sincerest congratulations at their 
great progress and we especially appreciate 
Brother Schwartz and the boys that worked 
so hard to bring their local on to victory. 


“Schedule K,” around which the fiercest 
fighting centered at the special session of 
Congress last spring, has been given its 
death blow. Schedule K stands for the 
wool tariff, and has been called the back-, 
bone of the whole protective system. The 
tariff board on December 20 reported its 
finding that the schedule on wool was ex¬ 
cessive and that all wool duties should at 
once be cut down to the lowest level con¬ 
sistent with the principle of protection to 
the bare extent of the difference between 
cost of production at home and abroad. In 
promptly reporting the findings to congress 
in a special message President Taft con¬ 
curred fully, and recommended that the 
board, the value of which is proved by this 
case, be made a permanent institution. 


Governor Deneen of Illinois, in the 
Labor Day issue of the Federationist, 
boasted that his state had the best labor 
laws of any in the union. Other states 
might challenge this, but Illinois certainly 
has put some excellent laws on her statute 
books in late years, thanks very largely to 
the Illinois Federation of Labor. Among 
these is the 10-hour day for women in in¬ 
dustrial pursuits, which in the supreme 
court withstood the contemptible efforts of 
the banded employers to throw it out. At 
a recent session of the legislature the law 
was amended and broadened so as to apply 
as well to women employed in hotels and 
restaurants, telephone offices, places of 
amusement, on common carriers, and so 
on. Now the hotel men are again attack¬ 
ing the law in resistance to this amendment, 
which pinches their corns. But the law 
intact will be well defended, the Women’s 
Trade Union league having engaged 
eminent lawyers as special counsel. 


Royal Bathtubs to be Made Here. 


The Standard Sanitary Manufacturing Co. 
of Pittsburg, was awarded a contract to fur¬ 
nish 18 bath rooms of a magnificent sum¬ 
mer palace soon to be erected at Santander, 
a seaport of Spain, for the royal family of 
Spain.

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The American Association for Labor 
Legislation held its fifth annual conference 
at Washington December 28 to 30. At one 
of the most important sessions, devoted to 
the question of the unemployed, Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor Nagel presided.

Clara ‘ Barton, the venerable founder of 
the Red Cross, is reported dying at her 
home in the outskirts of Washington. On 
Christmas day she had her 90th birthday, 
but the sad knowledge that that valuable 
life was fast ebbing robbed the day of all 
joy for her kinsfolk and associates. In the 
roll of the world’s greatest women the 
name of Clara Barton will always hold high 


On the 6th of January the committees of 
the United Association and of the Inter¬ 
national Association of Steam Fitters will 
meet in Washington in a conference over 
which President Samuel Gompers of the A. 
F. of L. will preside. This conference is 
held in accordance with the mandate of the 
late Atlanta convention, at which it was 
ordered that the official representatives of 
the two bodies should meet to arrange 
terms of amalgamation. 

* * *. 

Mr. Roberts, Labor party representative 
in the British Parliament, _who was a fra¬ 
ternal delegate to the A. F. of L. conven¬ 
tion, predicted that the English g^ernment 
would own and operate the railroads of 
the United Government not later than five 
or ten years from now. Great Britain has 
made remarkable moves in the direction of 
so-called “state socialism.” In the matter 
of railroads at least she has a precedent of 
successful experiment in one of her own 
great colonies, Australia, where 18,000 
miles of railroad are owned by the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

* * * 

Texas has a newly enacted 8-hour-labor 
law and there is a pretty good joke as to 
how it happened of enactment over the op¬ 
position of a Governor who does not think 
it necessary to put a limit on the employ¬ 
ers of labor. The legislature having passed 
the law, it lay pigeon-holed in the gover¬ 
nor’s office until pretty much the last hour, 
at which, unless he vetoed it, it would go 
on the statute books regardless of his sig¬ 
nature. In Texas the governor can wait 
until twenty days after the legislature’s ad¬ 
journment before signing or vetoing. In 
this case having waited the full limit he 
killed the bill, but subsequent inquiry 
showed he had waited too long. He had 
taken account only of “banking days,” 
while the law contemplates Sunday count¬ 
ing as any other day in this regard, so he 
waited two days too long and his veto went 
by the board. 

* * * 

There was a peculiar irony in the defeat 
of Job Harriman for mayor of Los An¬ 


geles at the election held December 5th. 
The newly enfranchised women were a 
powerful factor in that hotly contested flec¬ 
tion, and an analysis of the vote shows that 
about two-thirds of the women voted 
against Harriman, while the same propor¬ 
tion of them voted against closing the sa¬ 
loons. Yet Harriman and his fellow So¬ 
cialists were the strongest advocates of 
woman suffrage and without their aid the 
women would still be voteless, while on 
the other hand the brewing and saloon in¬ 
terests to the last man fought the proposi¬ 
tion to enfranchise the women, believing 
that the women voters would all vote to 
close the saloons. The situation reminds 
the Cleveland citizen of a similar incident 
connected with the giving of the franchise 
to women in Colorado. The.militant Gov¬ 
ernor Waite, sometime known as “Bloody 
Bridles Waite,” was at the forefront of 
the ranks that secured the franchise for 
women in his state, but at the next election 
the women overwhelmingly voted against 
him and elected Peabody of unpleasant 
memory. Some one might murmur at this, 
“Such is the fickleness-of woman,” but bet¬ 
ter cut it short and just say “Such is life.” 

* * * 

State Labor Commissioner Van Duyn of 
Iowa has done an excellent thing by start¬ 
ing a crusade against Greek bootblacks who 
are importing youngsters from Greece in 
violation of the contract labor laws. This 
is an abuse which exists flagrantly in New 
York, Chicago, New Orleans and most oth¬ 
er big cities, but this is the first time we 
have noted any official action to check it. 
The Greeks who come here are thrifty and 
establish themselves in shoe-shining par¬ 
lors, small restaurants, and even more ex¬ 
tensively in fruit and restaurant stands as 
soon as they have hoarded enough Ameri¬ 
can dollars to make a gamblers’ start. Then 
they smuggle in the young Greek, a distant 
relative or a townsman and put him to work 
in their establishment. The importation 
in itself is a violation of the immigration 
laws, but the system involves peonage. 
The mere boy is bound to his “benefactor” 
for a term of years, and don’t believe he 
has much leeway to free himself if he gets 
the spirit to want to do it. He is lodged 
in the employers’ house, he eats there, and 
in the case of one shoe-shining establish¬ 
ment the writer has seen the proprietor 
himself bring in from his home at the noon 
hour a great pot of some kind of stew with 
which to feed his four young assistants, 
and inquiry showed that was their regular 
noonday meal. They slept and breakfasted 
at his house and in the evening went hun¬ 
gry until whatever time their work was 
done to go back there for the night meal. 
By and by these boys are grown up and 
break into business for themselves and re¬ 
peat the same performance for still young¬ 
er ones over in Greece. They are satisfied 
with the system, but that is no reason why 
those who attend to the enforcement of 
laws in this country should let it go on.

If the name of John Kirby, Jr., stood 
only for his own personality, any mouth- 
ings of his could well be 

Kirby’s Mad ignored, and would be. 

Ravings Kirby, personally, is 

Against Labor, about as interesting and 
attractive an object as 
a caged monkey making a meal off the para¬ 
sites which he plucks from his own filthy 
hide. But Kirby is president of the so- 
called American Manufacturers’ Associa¬ 
tion, and in this capacity is sometimes 
found conspicuous in public places and the 
public prints. It may be said here the 

American Manufacturers’ Association is a 
misnomer, for it is not a representative or¬ 
ganization of the men who conduct the 
great productive industries of the United 
States, but merely a faction of fanatics of 
the Kirby and Chas. W. Post stripe, who 
believe the working classes to be an order 
of beings inferior to themselves, and there¬ 
fore to be held in subjection. 

Since getting the doubtful presidency of 
this organization, Kirby has shown the 
same fanatical hatred of Unionism that 
characterized his predecessor, Van Cleave, 
without any show of the latter’s mental ca¬ 
pacity. He has outdone the most venom¬ 
ous of Post’s paid diatribes, but his' latest 
utterance -reaches the limit of mendacity 
and brands him as a blackguard and a liar. 
This is an excerpt: 

“The type of unionism represented by the 
American Federation of Labor and advo¬ 
cated by Gompers and Mitchell is as great, 
if not a greater menace to society than the 
KIu-Klux-Klan, the Molly McGuires, the 
Mafias and other ‘black hand’ societies.” 

The American Federation of Labor, 
classified as above by this conscienceless 
maligner, whose position as head of a band 
of fanatics gets his utterances into the pub¬ 
lic press, has recently held its annual de¬ 
liberative assemblage at Atlanta. Kirby, 
nor any of his ilk, can point to a single 
action of that great convention that was 
not in the interest of a higher citizenship, 
a better standard of living, and the im¬ 
provement of living conditions of the great 
toiling masses. Kirby’s organization has 
not one of these aims, its sole purpose is 
the financial aggrandizement of its mem¬ 
bers at the expense of the men who must 
work for them to earn their daily bread, 
and to this end all its energies and its im¬ 
mense concentrated capital are trained upon 
Organized Labor as the great bulwark be¬ 
tween them and those they would hold in 
industrial enslavement. It is the most 
shamelessly selfish association of men the 


world has ever known. How do the two 
organizations compare in the opinion of 
reading and thinking men? 

Moreover, the A. F. of L. acts openly 
and above board. It is not a secret organ¬ 
ization and by the very nature of its com¬ 
position it can never be such. The Manu¬ 
facturers’ Association, on the contrary, is 
not only secret in its methods, but its great 
Union Busting fund is employed chiefly in 
the hire of all sorts of corrupt agents whose 
rascally work under its pay must neces¬ 
sarily be done by stealth. The K. K. K. 
and the Molly Maguires, to whom he re¬ 
fers, were both secret and criminal organ¬ 
izations, but the one word can be said that 
both had great provocation for their being, 
in the case of the Molly Maguires men of 
the Kirby stripe being the ones guilty of 
inhuman oppressions that drove those mis¬ 
guided men to such desperate ends. Would 
anyone wish to see in the coal fields now 
or in the future an outburst more open but 
more furious and sanguine than that of 
those desperate men of the 70’s? If he 
wants that let him help Kirby crush the 
Union, the one sure protection of those ill- 
favored toilers. 

But the most infamous part of Kirby’s 
outbreak is his attack on the names of 
Samuel Gompers and John Mitchell. These 
two men are not only chosen leaders of 
the nearly two million of men enrolled in 
the A. F. of L., but are recognized as pub¬ 
licists of the highest character. They are 
associated in the national Civic Federation 
with our best statesmen, with the most 
eminent and honored men in every walk of 
life, including some of the capitalistic class 
who have immeasurably more wealth, more 
common sense, and more decency than 
Kirby has. Mr. Kirby hasn’t the privilege 
of this association. Mr. Gompers and Mr. 
Mitchell both have been invited into coun¬ 
sel by the President of the United States. 
We have never heard of Mr. Kirby having 
been similarly honored. With which, we 
believe, enough has been said on an odious 
subject—Kirby in this case being the sub¬ 
ject. 


The perennial and vexing problem of con¬ 
vict labor is called to attention afresh by 
the recent advertisement 
The Convict on the part of the state 
Labor Problem, of Wisconsin for propos¬ 
als for the labor of 300 
prisoners in the state penitentiary at Wau- 
pun for a period of five years. The bid¬ 
ders for this human auction-block mate¬ 
rial are assured free the necessary power, 
light and heat, and floor space for ma- 
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chinery, office and store room. This traf¬ 
fic in human labor and human life is going 
on in many states today, fifty years after 
the freeing of the black slaves. 

It must be admitted that the convict la¬ 
bor problem is a serious and vexatious one. 
Expert penologists are baffled by it, and 
even an advanced state like Wisconsin, 
where so much progressive legislation has 
been enacted in the last few years seems 
to find it necessary to let its human charges 
out to the highest bidder. But all reason 
and all right is against the further exploit¬ 
ation of these state charges by the contract 
system. That . practice better befits the 
Dark Ages than the 20th century. To say 
nothing of the unfortunates who are thus 
let out to exploiting manufacturers for a 
paltry sum, it is unjust to honest free labor 
that it must work in competition with this 
convict labor. The product of these peni¬ 
tentiary industries is necessarily very in¬ 
ferior, for it is the work of inexperienced 
men, who take no interest in their work 
and who go about their daily task with a 
spirit of resentment against the world at 
large—a feeling that can only be aggrav¬ 
ated when they reflect that some capitalist 
is increasing his wealth at the expense of 
their hard toil. But this stuff, shoes, furni¬ 
ture, and a score of other things, is dumped 
on the market, at a cheap price, and is sold 
to the exclusion of the product of free la¬ 
bor. 

The problem will eventually be solved 
satisfactorily but the contract system should 
be abolished by law at once. The state 
must keeputhese men employed, for to hold 
them in idle confinement would complete 
their physical and moral ruin in a hurry. 
But each state should devise means for 
such employment under its own direct 
charge, regardless of whether the work 
done increases the expense of the institu¬ 
tion to the state. It is a poor and pitiable 
argument that the prevalent system turns 
the convicts to account by reducing the 
cost of their maintenance and surveillance 

The remedy often suggested, that of put¬ 
ting the men to work building public roads 
would be an ideal one, but for the enor¬ 
mous difficulty of providing for their trans¬ 
portation and holding them under safe 
guard. Minnesota’s binding twine plant 
seems to have worked with the minimum 
of dissatisfaction to everybody except the 
Harvester trust magnates. Wisconsin start¬ 
ed the same experiment several years ago. 
but* after the plant has been built opposi¬ 
tion developed which has prevented its 
ever being put into operation up to now. 
One of the most practicable suggestions of¬ 
fered on the problem is that the state 
should employ the men in making of sup¬ 
plies of all kinds needed by the state itself 
and now bought in the open market at the 
fattened prices which traditionally go with 
public contracts. Any solution, at any rate, 
is better than the further toleration of the 
human auction-block. 


The United Mine Workers have mustered 
forces for a determined assault on the coal 


barons of Pennsylvania to demand im¬ 
proved conditions for the toilers in the 
anthracite fields. In order that there may 
be no mistake when the gauntlet of battle 
is flung the U. M. W. has determined to 
make the demand sweeping—larger wages, 
a shorter day, and recognition of the 
Union. It may invite a struggle, but the 
miners are confident of their strength and 
ability to win out. 

One of the most sensational international 
episodes of the year, or for many years so 
far as the United States is involved, was 
precipitated by President Taft December 
18th, when he notified Russia of the abro¬ 
gation of the treaty that has existed be¬ 
tween us and the Cfzar’s government since 
1832. The reason for this summary act is 
that for years the Russian government has 
ignored the passports of American citizens 
who were born Russian Jews, and its of¬ 
ficers hj&ve heaped upon such travelers in¬ 
sults, indignities and sometimes detention 
amounting to imprisonment. As the Jews 
have prospered in this country and com¬ 
plaints of these outrages against inoffen¬ 
sive wayfarers became more persistent the 
matter became one of international discus¬ 
sion. Russia was politely asked to amend 
its ways but all mild protests were disre¬ 
garded or met with dissimulation. In De¬ 
cember Representative Sulzer brought the 
subject up in the House of Representatives 
and demanded instant action. The House 
was prepared to act, but the president fore¬ 
stalled it by exercising his prerogative in 
treaty matters, and sent notice to the Czar 
of abrogation, and the next day the Senate 
unanimously approved his act. Of course, 
the international note was sent in diplo¬ 
matic language but its full import is known 
not only to Russia but to the world. There 
will be no “complications.” The Czar will 
gracefully accept. the alternative of prom¬ 
ising to treat American citizens properly 
and another valuable lesson will have been 
given that the day of race or religious per¬ 
secution belongs to the past. 


“A Labor Unionist” writing in one .of the 
trades exchanges says that ten years ago 
he brought down a storm on his head by 
declaring in a speech in a Labor Union 
meeting that the United States Senate was 
in the hands of the big capitalistic interests 
and a majority of its members were bound 
to those interests and ready to betray the 
people when the people’s good conflicted 
with capital’s good. One member present 
thought an apology due and the Union 
saved the speaker this mode of censure only 
by a close vote. He relates this preliminary 
to the assertion that the same statement 
made to the same Union today would be 
applauded and not one protesting voice 
would be heard, and he adds that the same 
statement might be made today of a large 
part of the judiciary without eliciting pro¬ 
test. This contributor writes like a Social¬ 
ist, but the truth of his words, as to the 
Senate at least must be recognized tby 
everyone. 
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Herewith is submitted the following 
synopsis of the deliberations of the Gen¬ 
eral Executive Board, which convened at 
the General Office, in Chicago, on Decem¬ 
ber 11th, together with other matters for 
their approval. 

The meeting was attended by every mem¬ 
ber of the Board, and a large amount of 
work was accomplished, all propositions on 
hie being presented and acted upon. 

The meeting was a most enthusiastic one, 
and upon ite adjournment the members de¬ 
parted for th^ir homes quite satisfied with 
the progress and condition of the United 
Association. 


MINUTES. 


Mbming Session, Monday, December 11th, 
1911. 

Meeting of General Executive Board of 
United Association called to order by ‘Gen¬ 
eral President John R. Alpine, all members 
being present. 

President Alpine opened the meeting in 
the usual manner addressing the board es¬ 
pecially on the death of our esteemed and 
honored colleagues, Vice Presidents Broth¬ 
ers John M. Parmantier and Walter E. 
O’Connell. 

At the suggestion of the president, the 
officers and members of the board arose 
and stood in silence in honor of our col¬ 
leagues who have passed to a better life, be¬ 
fore taking up the regular routine of busi¬ 
ness. 

Brothers Kewley and Wellman of To¬ 
ledo came before the board in relation to 
their long strike and the general situation 
in Toledo, which was thoroughly gone over 
by the visiting committee, -General Or¬ 
ganizer Leonard, and the members of the 
board participating. 

The board decided unanimously that the 
President and Secretary send General Or¬ 
ganizer Casey to Toledo as soon as possi¬ 
ble. The board also decided to pay the bill 
of $55.00 for court cost. Both motions car¬ 
ried unanimously. 

The board further decided unanimously 
in relation to the Toledo strike that they 
are opposed unalterably to the so-called 
“open shop” both as regards Toledo or any 
other local of the United Association. This 
policy, however, will not interfere with our 
General Organizers or Local Unions in the 
settlement of strikes or lockouts in extra¬ 
ordinary cases as a limited time shall be 
given to organize non-union men, but un¬ 
der no circumstances shall any officer of the 
United Association or any Local Union en¬ 


ter into the so-called “open shop” agree¬ 
ments with employers. 

Secretary-Treasurer Burke, read his ad¬ 
dress and report on the general conditions 
of our organization which was accepted by 
the board unanimously. 

General President Alpine commenced 
his address and report on all matters per¬ 
taining to the United Association, especial¬ 
ly the controversy between the United As¬ 
sociation anad the I. A. Steamfitters and 
the decision rendered by the A. F. of L. in 
our favor, as well as the progress made in 
Chicago. 

At the close of President Alpine’s report 
on the decision of the A. F. of L., the board 
extended a vote of thanks to our Presi¬ 
dent and by unanimous vote on motion the 
bills of President Alpine and Organizer 
Leonard as extra expense incurred by them 
at A. F. of L. convention be paid. Carried 
unanimously. 

Adjourned at one o’clock to meet at two 
o’clock to continue President Alpine’s re¬ 
port on progress in Chicago. 


Afternoon Session, Monday, Dec. 11th, 
1911. 

Meeting opened with President Alpine in 
the chair, all members present. President 
Alpine resumed his report on the special 
order assigned for the afternoon session, 
namely the Chicago situation and the prog¬ 
ress made. 

After President Alpine's report, General 
Organizer Leonard discussed the situation 
also, whereupon Secretary-Treasurer Burke 
deliberated on the conditions, as well as 
making his financial report. 

Adjournment was taken at six o’clock p. 
m., to resume the same subject at nine 
o'clock Tuesday morning. 


Morning Session, Tuesday, Dec. 12th, 
1911. 

President Alpine in the chair, all mem¬ 
bers present. 

Secretary-Treasurer Burke resumed his 
report. 

Regularly moved and seconded that the 
financial report of the Secretary-Treasurer 
be accepted and concurred in. Carried 
unanimously. 

Regularly moved and seconded that the 
General Executive Board approve of the 
actions of the general officers with regard 
to the Chicago situation and they commend 
them on the great progress made. Carried 
unanimously. 

Moved and seconded that one of a com¬ 
mittee from each local in Chicago be in¬ 
vited to meet the board in relation to the 
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Chicago situation and the progress made. 
Carried unanimously. 

Adjournment taken at 12:15 to meet at 2 
o’clock p. m. 


Afternoon Session, Tuesday, Dec. 12th, 
1911. 

President Alpine in the chair, all mem¬ 
bers of the board present. 

Brother Donahy appeared before the 
board representing Local No. 118 of Ra¬ 
cine, Wis., desiring the services of an or¬ 
ganizer immediately on important business. 
Request granted unanimously to send Or¬ 
ganizer Kennedy to Racine at once. 

The communication from Mr. L. Schou- 
ten was acted upon by the board by refer¬ 
ring this matter to the General President 
of the United Association. 

Regularly moved and seconded that the 
secretary send to the board and organizers 
every month, the decisions of the General 
Executive Board. Carried. 

Prop. No. 460: In the case of Brother 
Jos. Hershberg of Local No. 124 versus 
Local No. 49. Moved and seconded that 
a fine of $50 be placed on Brother Joseph 
Hershberg. All members of the board vot¬ 
ing in favor of motion, except Vice-Presi¬ 
dent Dickson, who voted in favor of the 
request of Local No. 49 in the fine of $100. 

Prop. No. 462: In relation to the request 
of Local No. 170 regarding dispensation.

BUTTON WORKERS STILL FIGHT- 
ING. 

Magnificent Battle for Living Wage and 
Right to Organize Still Raging 
in, Iowa. 

Muscatine, f Ia., Dec. 16—This city has 
been in the throes of a lockout, and later 
a strike involving the pearl button factories 
for nearly a year. Notwithstanding that 
at one time it was thought a settlement had 
been reached, the owners of the factories 
violated their part of the agreement, and, 
as a consequence, the employes rebelled. 
The button manufacturers are united in a 
close association and have been ever since 
the button workers were locked out last 
spring, when they attemnted to form a 
union. The number of men and women 
now involved in the* strike is approximately 
1,500. The newspapers of this city have 
refrained from printing the actual condi¬ 
tions and no other news agency has taken 
occasion to look, into the situation as it 
really exists, save one. A few days ago 
one of the news gathering associations sent 
Xeal Jones to this city, and, as a result, five 
illustrated articles are tro appear in a large 
number of papers distributed throughout 
the country. In the first article, which has 
just appeared, the writer says: “Two thou¬ 
sand people, mostly button cutters and their 
families have left the town. Fifty small 
merchants are pinched for money. Men and 
women are going underfed and pale-faced 
children are shivering from lack of proper 
clothing. And all on account of nine bull- 
headed button manufacturers. These nine 
manufacturers have turned the little corn 
belt city upside down, and for many months 
have held Muscatine in a state of civil war. 
Many of the people carry guns. Everybody 


here knows it is a downright shame, and 
now, at the eleventh hour, figuratively, they 
are awakening to the fact that the manu¬ 
facturers themselves are almost entirely to 
blame. These manufacturers say that.there 
is no way to settle the trouble, but there is 
always a way, just as in the Des Moines 
Railway strike, and the people of Musca¬ 
tine who have previously backed the manu¬ 
facturers, are beginning to realize that the 
manufacturers are goldbricking them. The 
manufacturers have bluffed their way 
through, inspiring the police, sheriff and 
hired Chicago thugs to bust the heads of 
tottering old men. They have offered no 
remonstrance to the jailing of women and 
girls, deluded through some strange proc¬ 
ess of reasoning into believing that brutal¬ 
ity will bring the strikers to time. It is 
amazing to note that even here and there 
can he found otherwise reputable citizens 
of Muscatine, who believe that this sort of 
anarchy is the way to settle a labor dispute. 
Yet good citizens are found encouraging 
lawlessness, and even the dignified Com- 
niercinl Club has passed resolutions heap¬ 
ing embers on the flames. Men who stand 
high commercially, professionally, and so¬ 
cially have so far forgotten themselves as 
to encourage, in the name of the law. 
crimes that ordinarily send men to the peni¬ 
tentiary. A crime is a crime, whether it 
is committed by a button manufacturer, a 
patrolman, a police judge or a sheriff, and 
the sooner Muscatine realizes that they are 
hypnotized into condoning worse acts than 
any they are able to lay at the door of la¬ 
bor, the sooner it will regain its ,feet. They 
have only to ask themselves just how much 
more consideration should be extended a 
button manufacturer than the average busi¬ 
ness man, and the strike will end.T

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Report of General President John R. Alpine. 


Reference has been made through these 
columns to the very pronounced and quite 
unmistakable action of the Atlanta conven¬ 
tion with regard to jurisdiction disputes 
and the existence of two organizations each 
performing the same kind of work. The 
chairman of the committee on adjustment 
in making his final report presented a 
statement signed by the complete commit¬ 
tee of fifteen delegates, international of¬ 
ficials, who have for years been central 
figures at the convention of the American 
Federation of Labor, men who know thor¬ 
oughly the movement of labor, those who 
compose it, its needs and its obligations, 
declaring that large as this country is it 
is not sufficiently extensive to permit the 
existence of two organizations, who by the 
very nature of things, permit of trade and 
territorial jurisdiction disputes to the dis¬ 
advantage of employers who desire to be 
fair, and to the greater disadvantage of 
the men who work and who are compelled 
to assume the real responsibilities. It is 
enough that we should be obliged to repell 
the attacks of those whose only object is 
to destroy our being, without creating de¬ 
struction by internal conflict, and the com¬ 
mittee on adjustment declared that this 
should cease for all time and that in the 
future but one organization would be recog¬ 
nized by the American Federation of Labor, 
where previously two had existed to the 
sreat detriment of all concerned. The con¬ 
vention adopted the committee report as 
a whole almost unanimously, and the very 
decisive recommendation herein referred to 
was adopted unanimously after a brief de¬ 
bate. Our own case, the time-honored con¬ 
troversy between the U. A. and I. A., had 


been referred to the building trade com¬ 
mittee and this committee’s report was in 
keeping with the report of that of the ad¬ 
justment committee, declaring that there 
should exist but one organization in the 
pipe-fitting industry and that the quarrels 
of years between these two organizations 
must end through the medium of amalga¬ 
mation. A minority report represented by 
the I. A. member of this committee was 
presented, but it was so absolutely impos¬ 
sible and absurd that the convention did 
not regard it seriously and in consequence 
it was not difficult to cause its defeat. The 
majority report of the committee was 
adopted in the same decisive manner that 
characterized the convention’s actions in 
similar instances and thereby declared in 
unequivocal terms that ALL PLUMBERS 
AND STEAM-FITTERS must unite under 
the title of the United Association. This 
is in accordance with the recommendation 
of the executive council of the A. F. of L. 
and which was published in the Journal 
some time ago. For the first time the 
American Federation of Labor has gone 
clearly on record and it now remains to 
carry the orders of the convention into ef¬ 
fect. The convention also ordered that the 
executive council of the A. F. of L. should 
take such action as would make the con¬ 
vention’s order operative and in accordance 
with this direction a meeting between the 
representatives of the U. A. and I. A. was 
arranged at the offices of the building 
trade department. Ouray building, Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., at 10 o’clock a. m. on January 
6, for the purpose of arranging terms of 
amalgamation. This meeting was called by 
President Gompers and was attended by 
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President Short of the building trade de¬ 
partment; Mr. Kinsella, representing the I. 
A., while Thomas E. Burke, Ed. W. Leon¬ 
ard and myself represented the U. A. It 
will be understood that the U. A. had com¬ 
mittee representation while the I. A., 
through its president, Mr. Kinsella, de¬ 
clared that inasmuch as the convention had 
directed the executive council to carry the 
order of the convention into effect, it was 
now incumbent on that body to present 
some form of amalgamation and he had 
not appointed a committee as a result. Af¬ 
ter a general discussion the meeting ad¬ 
journed. The executive council of the A. 
F. of L. convened in regular session at 
Washington on Monday, January 18, and 
among other important subjects for con¬ 
sideration was the question to which I am 
referring in this article. The result of de¬ 
liberations in this regard are herein con¬ 
tained and they will commend themselves 
to every delegate to the Atlanta convention 
as being in entire accord with the instruc¬ 
tions of that body. The following is a 
copy of executive committee’s decision: 

Washington, D C., Jan. 12, 1912.

Dear Sirs and Brothers: 

The Atlanta convention of the American 
Federation of Labor directed amalgamation 
should take place, whereby the United As¬ 
sociation of Plumbers, Gas Fitters, Steam 
Fitters and Steam Fitters’ Helpers of the 
United States and Canada and the Interna¬ 
tional Association of Steam and Hot Water 
Power Pipe Fitters and Helpers of Amer¬ 
ica shall be formed into one organization 
under one charter from the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor, namely : The United As¬ 
sociation of Plumbers, Gas Fitters, Steam 
Fitters and Steam Fitters’ Helpers of the 
United States and Canada. The conven¬ 
tion directed that a conference of the in¬ 
terested parties should be held for that 
purpose, at which a representative of the 
executive council of the A. F. of L. should 
be present. 

We herewith notify both organizations in 
interest that the executive council of the 
A. F. of L. received a report from Presi¬ 
dent Gompers of the A. F. of L. and Presi¬ 
dent Short of the building trades depart¬ 
ment that the conference called for had 
been held January 6, 1912, at the headquar¬ 
ters of the American Federation of Labor. 

Representatives of the U. A. and the I. 
A. were present, together with President 
Gompers of the A. F. of L., representing 
the executive council, and President Short 
representing the B. T. D. 

Presidents Gompers and Short reported 
that though the conference was held, no 
agreement -was reached, due to the fact 


that the representatives of the I. A. refused 
to confer with the representatives of the 
U. A. to determine upon any plan of amal¬ 
gamation, the representatives of the Inter¬ 
national Association declaring that, in ac¬ 
cordance with the action of the Atlanta 
convention, it was for the executive coun¬ 
cil to submit a plan to effect amalgamation. 

In view of these facts, the executive 
council of the A. F. of L. herewith sub¬ 
mits to the United Association of Plumb¬ 
ers, Gas Fitters, Steam Fitters and Steam 
Fitters’ Helpers of the United States and 
Canada, and to the International Associa¬ 
tion of Steam and Hot Water Fitters and 
Helpers of America, terms of amalgamation 
as incorporated in this letter. 

Owing to the importance of the subject 
and the necessity for constructive action in 
the pipe-fitting industry and for the great¬ 
er development of the purposes of the 
building trades department, and its relation¬ 
ship to the general labor movement, both 
organizations in interest, the U. A. and the 
I. A., are hereby informed that the ex¬ 
ecutive council of the American Federation 
of Labor expects a report of the action 
taken by the respective organizations on the 
following proposed general terms of amal¬ 
gamation not later than April 1, 1912. Both 
organizations are hereby also notified that 
the interests involved in the pipe-fitting in¬ 
dustry, as well as in the building trades de^ 
partment and the labor movement gener¬ 
ally, requires that in the event of amalga¬ 
mation, as directed by the Atlanta conven¬ 
tion, not being agreed to by April 1, 1912, 
that the whole labor movement relies upon 
the executive council of the A. F. of L. 
to announce that there is but one organiza¬ 
tion of the pipe-fitting industry recognized 
by the American Federation of Labor, 
namely: The United Association of Plumb¬ 
ers, Gas Fitters, Steam Fitters and Steam 
Fitters’ Helpers of the United States and 
Canada. 

Amalgamation Agreement. 

The following agreement is entered into 

this . day of ., 1912, by and 

between the United Association of Journey¬ 
men Plumbers, Gas Fitters, Steam Fitters 
and Steam Fitters’ Helpers of the United 
States and Canada and the International 
Association of Steam, Hot Water and 
Power Pipe Fitters and Helpers of Amer¬ 
ica, in compliance with the action of the 
American Federation of Labor convention, 
held at Atlanta. Ga., November. 1911: 

Sec. 1. All beneficial members of the In¬ 
ternational Association of Steam, Hot 
Water and Power Pipe Fitters and Helpers 
of America, in good standing at the time 
this agreement is consummated, shall be 
placed- in full, beneficial standing on the 
books of die United Association, as pro¬ 
vided for in the general constitution and 
laws of the United Association governing 
payment of benefits and donations. 

Sec. 2. It is agreed that all members of 
the International Association of Steam, Hot 
Water and Power Pipe Fitters and Helpers 
of America thus becoming members of the 
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United Association of Journeymen Plumb¬ 
ers, Gas Fitters, Steam Fitters and Steam 
Fitters' Helpers of the United States and 
Canada, shall be entitled to all rights and 
privileges accorded other members of the 
United Association. 

Sec. 3. All apprentices at present in good 
standing in International Association shall, 
upon affiliation to the United Association, 
be credited with full length of time served 
and shall be entitled to all benefits and 
privileges of the United Association as pro¬ 
vided for in the constitution of that asso¬ 
ciation. 

Sec. 4. In cities or districts where two 
or more locals of the Amalgamated Asso¬ 
ciation are located a joint council shall be 
formed. 

Sec. 5. Separate charters shall be granted 
local unions composed of steam fitters or 
steam fitters' helpers where a sufficient 
number of applicants for such charter ex¬ 
ist, in accordance with the laws of the 
United Association. 

Sec. 6. Increased effort shall be made 
to organize all non-union steam fitters and 
helpers employed in the pipe-fitting in¬ 
dustry. 

Sec. 7. It is hereby agreed that steam 
fitters shall be entitled to, and shall have, 
complete control over all steam-fitting 
work and it is further agreed that in order 
to promote the success of this amalgama¬ 
tion, a committee of six (6), composed of 
equal numbers representing the parties at 
interest, shall be created Tor the purpose 
of determining the division of the work. 
This committee shall meet and so de¬ 
termine within fifteen days after the con¬ 
summation of this agreement. 

Sec. 8. In case any differences arise rela¬ 
tive to carrying out the provision of Sec¬ 
tion 7 that can not be settled by the rep¬ 
resentatives of the organizations in inter¬ 
est then the question in dispute shall be 
referred to the executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor for settle¬ 
ment. Fraternally submitted,

This decision is acceptable to the United 
Association and we are prepared to fulfill 
its every intent. It is to be hoped that 
the party of the other part will likewise 
agree, thus disposing of the bitterest and 
most costly jurisdictional contest that has 
ever retarded the progress of the building 
trades. Mutual congratulations are in or¬ 
der for all interested or concerned. It is 
the beginning of the end. 

I remained at Washington a few days 
to consider several matters of interest to 
our association with President Short and 
Secretary Spencer of the building trade de¬ 
partment, after which I started for New 
York to keep an important engagement 
made previously with Organizer Higgins, 
arriving in that city on the night of Janu¬ 
ary 17 and on the following day went into 
conference with committee from local 498 


concerning matters of importance to that 
organization and which had been engross¬ 
ing the attention of that body for a con¬ 
siderable time. Vice President Dickson 
was also in attendance at these conferences, 
which, together with attending circum¬ 
stances, occupied my time for about two 
days. On the night of the 19th inst., it 
was my pleasure to attend and address a 
meeting of local 480 as well as local 241, 
both of New York City. At both of these 
meetings I was most cordially received in 
company with Organizer Higgins. While 
at Washington, due to the fact that I was 
extremely busy, I found it quite impos¬ 
sible to attend the regular meeting of local 
No. 5, which fact I deeply regret, as in¬ 
deed I would have been pleased to have 
been present. Enroute to New York I re¬ 
mained over at Philadelphia long enough 
to meet our brother, Judge William J. 
Tracy, who is now a magistrate in that 
city and administering law and justice in 
the courts as honestly and fairly as he ad¬ 
ministered to the affairs of local No. 123 
for so many years. To his host of friends 
I am pleased to say he is the same old 
“Billy,” reflecting credit on himself and his 
friends by the proper performance of the 
duties of his new office. It is indeed pleas¬ 
ing to have our members receive these 
marks of appreciation and none are more 
deserving than “Brother Bill.” Vice Presi¬ 
dent O’Rourke called upon me while at 
Washington concerning a matter of im¬ 
portance and I regret my inability to visit 
Baltimore, but am looking forward to that 
pleasure in the near future. 

Returning again to the subject of steam¬ 
fitting, permit me to say there are some 
important developments expected which 
will materially aid our cause, but which 
will be referred to later and at the most 
opportune time. 

Thanks are extended to Brothers Presi¬ 
dent McGuire, Business Agents O’Brien and 
Hill, Brother McManus and last but by no 
means least Secretary Fred Deigan of local 
No. 480; President Chandler, Secretary Tim 
Hopkins, Business Agents McGowan and 
Connelly, to former General Organizer 
Duffy, Peter McGowan, President Kenny, 
Secretaries Fred Schluter and Jim Fay of 
241, President William Fonley of the New 
York State Association, Vice Presidents 
Dickson and O’Rourke, Organizer Higgins 
and to all others whom I have inadvertently 
omitted to mention. 

Reference has or will be made in these 
columns to the recent meeting of our gen¬ 
eral executive board and lack of space for¬ 
bids me making extended mention, other 
than to say the meeting was one of the 
very best and most satisfactory we have 
ever held. On behalf of Mrs. Alpine, I 
offer thanks to our board members indi¬ 
vidually and collectively for the very beau¬ 
tiful and useful present given her, and to 
our general membership I offer congratu¬ 
lations for successes gained and thanks for 
their loyal support which made it possible 
to succeed. At this writing I am at Bos- 
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ton in conference with General Organizer 
Sheehe, Business Agent Thomas L. Pratt 
and Business Agent Austin Fales of our 
Boston Steam Fitters* Union No. 537. A 
report on the subject of this visit will be 
submitted in our next issue.

DEATH OF BRO. FRANKLIN C. FAY. 


Former General Organizer of the U. A. Suc¬ 
cumbs at His Home in St. Louis.

We all offer our 
sincerest sympathy and condolences to lo¬ 
cal No. 80 and the family of Brother Fay 
at the great loss sustained in his demise. 


THE PRACTICE AND THEORY OF 
HEATING AND VENTILATION. 

By A. G. King. 

ARTICLE 9. 

In this article we desire to consider and 
call the attention of the craft to the newer 
type of hot water heating—sometimes 
styled “accelerated hot water circulation"— 
a method whereby the velocity of the water 
in a hot water heating apparatus is “ac¬ 
celerated** or “assisted" by means of an 
appliance such as a Honeywell Heat Gen¬ 
erator, Pierce He£t Economizer or other 
device which seals the system to the at¬ 
mosphere and allows of the generation of 
a slight pressure on the system admitting 
the water in it to be warmed to a high 
temperature without boiling, and by this 
means causing the water to circulate from 
three to five times faster than would be 
the case in an open system of hot water 
heating. 

The success of any system of heating de¬ 
pends largely upon the piping methods used 
and to some extent this is true with an 
accelerated system of heating. 

Often a hot water job is installed in a 
building where of necessity very large 
mains must be used, and, as a consequence 
the circulation through the radiators a{ 
the extreme end of the system is sluggish 
or can be maintained only by extremely 
hard firing of the heater. 

Even though piped for an open system, 


such a job can be very much improved by 
attaching an accelerating device to the job. 

With the open system of hot water heat¬ 
ing the best service has been obtained from 
the use of large, carefully graded oiping 
where judgment has been exercised in so 
proportioning the sizes of mains, branches 
and risers and the manner of connecting 
branches to the mains that there will be a 
uniform ;and constant circulation of the 
water throughout the entire system. 

Work of this character requires care and 
experience to a very marked aegree in or¬ 
der that the radiators on the end of the 
piping system will receive their share of 
the water in circulation without a marked 
decrease in the temperature of it. 

Owing to the great bulk of water that is 
contained in the large piping it is slow in 
heating up, and the circulation must nec¬ 
essarily be slow, with a considerable loss 
in heat units or of the temperature of the 
water between the heater and the extreme 
end of the system than would be tne case 
should smaller piping be employed. 

The reduction in the size of the radiators 
when an accelerated system is installed ap¬ 
proximates 10 per cent and of course con¬ 
tain 10 per cent less water than the larger 
radiators necessary for an open system. 

Now, we have the same size of heater, 
‘same size of grate, same fire, and same 
number of heat units developed at the 
heater to be absorbed by the water, and we 
have approximately one-third less water to 
heat. Every thinking filter will understand 
at a glance that this fact means greater 
economy in the operation of the heater 
combined with greater efficiency in the re¬ 
sults obtained from the use of the apparatus. 
The circulation is quickened to such an ex¬ 
tent that there is but little loss of heat be¬ 
tween the heater and the radiators, par¬ 
ticularly those at the extreme end of the 
piping, and the water returning to the 
heater at a higher temperature is more 
quickly reheated and sent circulating 
through the piping and radiators. 

All sorts of arguments are heard regard¬ 
ing the efficiency.and economy of certain 
types of hot water heating apparatus, heat¬ 
ers, style of piping, etc., but the fact re- 
mlains that the more water that can be 
passed through the heater, or more prop¬ 
erly over the heating surfaces receiving the 
action of the fire, in a given space of time, 
receiving the heat units from the burning 
fuel, the more efficient and economical will 
the apparatus prove to be. 

The guestion of rapid circulation and of 
hotter returning water is all important from 
the standpoint of economy. 

Figure 1 shows a Honeywell Generator 
located at the top of a hot water system 
and connected to the return of one of the 
highest radiators on the job. This is a 
simple and easy method of attaching it and 
is the method usually made use of when 
placing a generator on an old system of 
piping. 

As an example of accelerated heating we 
show by Figure 2 a typical installation 
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which gives a very good illustration of pipe 
sizes. The piping for a system of this char¬ 
acter is more easily installed than would be 
the piping for ap open system. The prin¬ 
cipal points to be considered being the man¬ 
ner of connecting the branches to the main. 

Three general styles of connections are 
used, and we have come to know these as 
the A, B and D connections. 

Figure 3 illustrates the “A” connection. 
This is made use of in connecting a branch 
which feeds a first floor radiator or a first 
floor radiator and riser to upper floors. It 
should not be used at a point where there 
is a reduction in the size of a main. It is 
better to use the “B” connection as shown 
by Figure 4 at points where a reducing tee 
is used on the main, as this style of con¬ 
nection relieves the air which would other¬ 
wise be pocketed at this point.

When branches from main feed only risers 
to upper floors the “D” style of connection 
(Figure 5) should be used. This will greatly 
assist in equalizing the circulation through¬ 
out the entire system of piping. As the 
water is first heated the hotter water fol¬ 
lows alone the upper portion of the main 
to the far end, and the risers to upper 
floors, which under the old system of pip¬ 
ing would get the first of the hot water 
in circulation, now receive their supply af¬ 
ter the radiators on the first floor have been 
supplied. 

The O. S. fitting, interior view of which 
is illustrated by Figure 6, can be used to 
great advantage on accelerated systems of 
piping. In distributing hot water to upper 
floors on riser connections they are espe¬ 
cially useful and there is doubtless no one 
type of fitting of greater value for hot 
water fitting. 


Venting of Plumbing Systems. 

BY THOS. J. CLAFFY. 

Assistant Chief Sanitary Inspector, City 
of Chicago. 

A general impression has prevailed dur¬ 
ing the past fifteen years that venting, as 
applied to plumbing systems, was entirely 
sufficient for its purpose. Indeed a great 
miany plumbers believed the thing was 
much overdone. 

Ordinances required vents of given sizes 
and of more or less varied proportions 
with respect to the number of fixtures. 

Chicago and New /ork requirements are 
nearly the same and have been considered 
safe. It is true that for moderately high 
buildings—not"to exceed six stories—such 
requirements have been safe. That these 
requirements for sizes of vents are wrong 
has been clearly demonstrated in build¬ 
ings in this city over ten stories in height. 

When trap seals are disturbed by the 
flushing of the soil or waste system our in¬ 
terest is awakened. When traps lose their 
seal by siphonage or back pressure, we 
know there’s trouble afoot for someone. 

We have noticed in tall buildings having 
six-inch soil pipes with three-inch or four- 
inch vent lines and revents to each trap, 
that during an ordinary period of use the 
visible water seal in closets or urinals os¬ 
cillates considerably and we have fre¬ 
quently found that during periods of heavy 
use the water seal is broken. Plumbers of 
experience know that concussion is the 
most frequent cause of loss of water seal 
in such cases and that siphonage and con¬ 
cussion or back pressure alternate. 

It is a very difficult thing to convince the 
ordinary plumber that our present system 
of venting is inadequate in any building; it 
is more difficult to convince builders that 
this is true. Consequently the plumber 
must fight his way through a maze of ob¬ 
jections to obtain necessary working space 
for even the present sizes and lines of 
piping. 

Experience with up-to-date installations 
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of plumbing in our newest buildings of 
great height clearly proves the inadequacy 
of our specifications covering sizes of vents. 
Exasperating problems confront plumbers 
who have complied in every way with speci¬ 
fications and ordinances and yet have a 
system that is liable at any time to deluge 
the unhappy patron or spill the contents 
of its traps upon the floor. 

It is high time the trade interested itself 
in the problem in a practical way by such 
co-operation as will bring about practical 
and intelligent tests in properly equipped, 
scientific laboratories. 

Experiments are being conducted 
throughout the country by individuals and 
organizations. This is undoubtedly very 
good in its way; still, much better results 
would be obtained by exchange of ideas 
and experiences. The University of Illi¬ 
nois has been conducting a series of experi¬ 
ments and tests under the direction of Pro¬ 
fessor White for the past year, which will 
shortly produce results. Some very bright 
plumbers who “went there to laugh, re¬ 
mained to” not pray, but study. They have 
been deeply impressed with the demonstra¬ 
tions made. 

The American Society of Inspectors of 
Plumbing and Sanitary Engineers will, 
through its test committee, have some prob¬ 
lems to submit as soon as there is oppor¬ 
tunity. It appears necessary to obtain of¬ 
ficial data on the subject that inspectors 
who are charged with the responsibility of 
enforcing ordinances may have the sup¬ 
port of expert and scientific knowledge 
when seeking to improve ordinances by 
amendment or in drafting new ones. 

The great difficulty now is to obtain that 
which is consistent and practical. A sys¬ 
tem which is practical and correct in Chi¬ 
cago may not do at all in New York, nor 
will the New Orleans system apply in Win¬ 
nipeg. The sizes of soil, waste and vent 
pipes should, however, be uniform in all 
cities; the proportion of capacity to volume 
of water and length of pipe must be de¬ 
termined, keeping in mind always the pitch 
or grade. 

This is indeed a problem not to be solved 
with a tongs and a guess. 

The co-operation of the national organi¬ 
zations of master and journeymen plumb- 
bers, with other organizations now inter¬ 
ested in the testing of materials, devices 
and systems, and the solving of problems 
in plumbing will bring about results of defi¬ 
nite and permanent value. 

In the study of vents with respect to pipe 
sizes, attention should be directed to fit¬ 
tings. The fittings so commonly used on 
vent lines are totally at variance with 
accepted laws governing the flow of air or 
liquids. Common tees and short ells pro¬ 
duce an excess of friction and can offer 
no excuse for their existence except that of 
cheapness. Long sweep fittings with re¬ 
cessed threads are the only kind that should 
be permitted. The loss of efficiency caused 
by short sweep fittings without recesses is 
of sufficient importance to engage the at¬ 


tention of associations previously men¬ 
tioned. 

Plumbers, sanitary engineers, inspectors 
of plumbing, manufacturers and dealers 
should get into this question earnestly and 
at once, not individually but collectively. 


“MAN IN OVERALLS 

IS HOPE OF NATION” 


To Him We Must Look for Betterment 
of Country, Says Dr. Wharton—Repre¬ 
sents Best of All Our People—He Be¬ 
longs to That Class of Which Christ 
Was, Clergyman Declares. 


Not in the broadcloth but in the overalls 
of the land lies the hope of the nation, said 
Rev. Dr. Henry M. Wharton in his sermon 
at Brantly Baptist Church this morning. 
His topic was “The Man in the Overalls,” 
and he said, in part: 

“There is a man who lives among us 
and we find him busy by night and by day. 
He ministers to our comfort and to our 
progress, but he receives less of the praise 
and the care of this world than any other 
man, who does the work that he accom¬ 
plishes. It is the man in the overalls. 

“You came out from your house this 
morning where you spent the night in 
peaceful rest, but you forgot as you walked 
down the steps that the one who built 
that place of comfort and shelter for you 
was the man in the overalls. 

Find Him at the Throttle. 

“You take the train for Washington, and 
as you go speeding along enjoying every 
minute of your journey you rarely give a 
thought to the man in the overalls who 
sits there upon the engine, his hand upon 
the throttle and his eye upon the rail. He 
watches out for your comfort, and he 
holds your life in his hands. You stand 
in admiration as you gaze at our beautiful 
Capitol building in the city of Washing¬ 
ton 'and think of what a wonderful nation 
we are, but you forget that the man who 
accomplished it all was the man in the 
overalls. 

“You are able to take an excursion to 
Europe, and as the big steamer plows its 
way through the waves and the fresh sea 
breezes thrill your nerves and inspire you 
with new visions of health and happiness, 
you forget that it was the man in the over¬ 
alls who constructed that monster of the 
deep from the keel to the mast, and that 
he is now way down and out of sight con¬ 
trolling the machinery which causes this 
magnificent floating palace to bear you to 
your destination. 

Must Look to Him for Reform. 

“If you would look for the sturdy men 
who have at heart the real welfare of the 
nation, you will not find them among those 
who drive the four-in-hand, who race with 
their automobiles, who fly through the air, 
or who hold many times, the chief offices

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Report of General Organizer Leonard. 


St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 23, 1912. 

To the Officers and Members of the United 

Association: 

Dear Sirs and Bros.—My report ending 
January 23, submitted in brief form, feel¬ 
ing that the most important part that I 
could report upon my attendance with 
General President Alpine and General Sec¬ 
retary and Treasurer Burke that a confer¬ 
ence in Washington, D. C., on matters per¬ 
taining to the amalgamation of the I. A. 
with the U. A. will be more fittingly de¬ 
scribed by the above mentioned brothers, 

I can only say that I arrived in Washing¬ 
ton on January 6 and remained here unti- 
January 13, co-operating with Brothers Al¬ 
pine and Burke, who can report that our 
mission was entirely successful. During the 
week I was in Washington it was my pleas¬ 
ure to attend a meeting of local union No. 
5, which is now enjoying a fair share of 
success and whose ambition is to so con¬ 
duct its affairs in the future to prevent 
anything that does not mean prosperity, 
advancement and real fraternity will be 
eliminated. It was my pleasure upon my 
return from Washington to call upon 
Brother Tracy at his offic . in Philadelphia, 
where he now presides as the Honorable 
Judge William Tracy, and despite the wide 
separation usually noticed among men who 
occupy such important positions in their 
sympathies towards the organized labor 
movement, it cannot be said of Judge 
Tracy that he forgets, or that he will ever 
turn a deaf ear or refuse the opportunity 
to assist or co-operate with his fellow 
trades unionists of Philadelphia and espe¬ 
cially of the building trades of that city. 

Beginning December 27, I paid several 
visits to Albany, N. Y., in the interest of 
local union No. 7. I also attended a meet¬ 
ing of the Albany central body in connec¬ 
tion with the affairs of the United Asso¬ 
ciation. The central body of Albany is 
a magnificent institution, and their method 
of conducting their affairs would impress 
anyone that their policies might be prop¬ 
erly employed so far as conducting a meet¬ 
ing is concerned by many others. The I. 
A. steam fitters are connected with the cen¬ 
tral body at Albany, and it is the declared 
intention of some of the influential mem¬ 
bers of the Albany Central Labor Union 
that they will use their best efforts to try 
and have them amalgamate with the United 
Association. While there may be a feeling 
among some members of the United Asso¬ 
ciation toward some members of the I. A. 
in Albany, still there must come a time 
when there should be an elimination of all 
feelings of resentment in order that we 
might carry out the decisions of the Amer¬ 
ican Federation of Labor regarding the 
amalgamating everywhere of the Interna¬ 
tional Association of Steam Fitters and 
Steam Fitters’ Helpers into the United As¬ 
sociation. 

It was my pleasure also to be permitted 


to attend a meeting of local union No. 105 
of Schenectady, N. Y., and also to install 
their officers. The prospects for all the 
members of the United Association in Sche¬ 
nectady for the next two years have never 
been equalled, these glowing prospects be¬ 
ing due especially to the fact that the en¬ 
tire city and county administration is now 
in the hands of none but members of or¬ 
ganized labor. Brother Russell R. Hunt, a 
steam fitter and a member of local union 
No. 105, has been elected as president of 
the common council of the city of Sche¬ 
nectady, a position of great importance and 
next to that of the mayor. Brother James 
McConville and another brother, both mem¬ 
bers of local union No. 105, have been ap¬ 
pointed, one as a member of the board of 
plumber examiners, the other as plumber 
inspector. Local 128 of Schenectady is also 
honored in having one of its members a 
steam fitter appointed by the mayor as su¬ 
perintendent of sewers, etc., a position that 
requires rare training, and the brother who 
will fill this position is acknowledged to 
possess all the necessary requirements to 
successfully carry out any plan, large or 
small, that the municipality may determine 
on. 

During the first week of January I at¬ 
tended a meeting of local No. 61 of Troy, 
N. Y., and was also privileged to address 
their members at length and install their 
officers. While the year 1911 has left some 
scars upon the local union because of the 
strike that they were involved in during 
the summer months, all of those have been 
healed and the year 1912 promises, with 
the acceptance by the members of loyalty 
to their local officers and local union, con¬ 
tinued advancement and betterments for 
all who are affiliated. The new officers in¬ 
stalled in local union No. 61 are vigorous 
and capable of guiding the affairs with the 
co-operation of the general membership of 
the local in a way that will reflect credit 
to themselves and to all others. 

On January 16 I arrived in St. Louis, Mo., 
in the hope of affecting an amalgamation 
in part or better in whole, of the I. A. 
steam fitters and helpers into a local union 
of the United Association, in trying to ef¬ 
fect above results in St. Louis, I am fully 
conversant of these facts; that the Inter¬ 
national Association is a solid organization 
in St. Louis and apparently there are none 
of their members at this time who sym¬ 
pathize or believe in this amalgamation, 
always having been led to believe and al¬ 
ways having accepted the belief, that in 
the event of their affiliation with the United 
Association someone would take away the 
work that they feel they are properly en¬ 
titled to. I intend to prove that the United 
Association will not permit of any other 
branch of the pipe-fitting industry intruding 
upon the autonomous rights of the steam fit¬ 
ter or the steam-fitters’ helpers. It is too 
early to predict anything regarding sue- 
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cess or failure in St. Louis, but I feel at 
any rate that before our efforts are con¬ 
cluded that we will have at least impressed 
some members of the International Asso¬ 
ciation here that there should be only one 
organization of the pipe trades. The same 
loyalty which has been demonstrated by 
our members in all sections of the country 
when efforts have been made to affect a 
consolidation, will be demonstrated in St. 
Louis by the U. A. locals of plumbess, gas 
fitters and sprinkler fitters. 

Since being in St. Louis I have attended 
meetings of the plumbers’ and gas fitters’ 
local union. Regretting the absence of one 
member of the gas fitters’ local, our depart¬ 
ed brother, Franklin Fay, was especially 
noticeable. Fitting words of eulogy for 
him who so* long held an enviable record 
for good deeds will be found in resolutions 
upon his untimely death in other portions 
of this journal. The members of the gas 
fitters’ local as well as the general member¬ 
ship of the U. A. who knew Brother Fay, 
keenly feel their loss in being deprived of 
his work and of us. Personally I feel that 
we have sustained in the death of Brother 
Fay a loss of one of our best members, 
whose genial disposition under the most 
trying circumstances always brought sun¬ 
shine even when clouds seemed to hang the 
heaviest. 

Sincerely trusting this report will be 
found satisfactory, I beg to remain,

Of all questions vitally affecting the 
interests of the workingman there is none 
more important, none so 
Compensation urgent of speedy so- 
Means Iution as that of com- 
Prevention. pensation for industrial 
accidents. It is true that 
in various states the subject has received 
careful legislative attention in recent years, 
chiefly through the activity of local labor 
bodies, and some states have enacted laws 
of various degrees of merit designed to 
remedy a state of affairs which shows the 
United States shamefully behind England, 
Germany and other European countries in 
the matter of protection for industrial 
workers. While compensation itself, to the 
family in case of fatality and to the victim 
himself in case of disability, is a matter 
of plain justice, an important corollary is 
that compensation means prevention, for 
the employer who understands that he 
must pay for such accidents is going to 
use his best means to guard against them. 

These and other thoughts on the sub¬ 
ject of protecting workingmen and their 
families are set forth by John Mitchell in 
an article in the Federationist. Mr. Mitchell 
says that cold statistics do not impress the 
public with the enormity of the slaughter 
that is going on day after day as the toll 
of our industrial operations. He cites a 
supposition that there should be one great 
industrial catastrophe in New York, taking 
the lives of 2,000 workmen and injuring 20.- 


000 more, that a month later a similar dis¬ 
aster were to occur in .Chicago, and in an¬ 
other month news was to come from San 
Francisco of a like tragedy. The public 
horror at this awful sacrifice of life and of 
useful manhood would culminate in a uni¬ 
versal demand that the slaughter should be 
stopped, no matter at what cost to busi¬ 
ness or any other consideration. Yet the 
actual toll of death and injury in indus¬ 
trial accidents monthly, distributed 
throughout the country is far in excess of 
these figures and the public pays little heed 
to it. 

The writer cites some comparisons to 
show how the United States has stood still, 
or worse, for years in dealing with this 
national problem. For the twenty-one 
years from 1888 to 1908 the proportion of 
railway employes killed outright in this 
country remained nearly constant at about 
a quarter of 1 per cent each year. The 
proportion of injuries increased. With the 
expansion of the industry the number 
should have been doubled, but as a fact it 
quadrupled. For British railway employes 
fatalities per 1,000 annually average seven- 
tenths of 1 per cent; for American 2.41 
per cent. For miners we have: Europe 1.45 
while in the United States it is 3.60; in oth¬ 
er words, for each 10,000 miners employed 
Europe has 14 to 15 killed every year, the 
United States 36. In all industries to¬ 
gether, the proportion killed here is three 
times the number for any other country. 

Mr. Mitchell quotes Dr. Hoffman to the 
effect that “a most earnest effort should be 
made to profit by the industrial methods 
of European countries,” and that proper 
preventive legislation should reasonably 
reduce the industrial death roll by one- 
third or even by one-half. All of these 
are .shameful admissions for us, who boast 
of our national pre-eminence in all things. 
Surely there is no consideration in national 
life higher than that of preserving the lives 
and usefulness of the nation’s producing 
citizens. Thus for the triple considera¬ 
tions of national pride, of conservation of 
the most valuable of all national resources 
—its able-bodied, producing citizens—and 
last but not least justice to the individual 
who suffers it is necessary that this sub¬ 
ject should rank second to none in the 
thoughtful study of all interested in the 
public weal. We would add another im¬ 
portant consideration that the fatalities, 
making widows and orphans, and the dis¬ 
abilities which unfit men for work, con¬ 
tribute very largely to the number of de¬ 
pendents and thus entail a burden to the 
state. It is urgent that this country 
should speedily place itself at least abreast 
of European countries in the best efforts 
to minimize this toil which human life pays 
to industry.

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Report of General Organizer Kennedy. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 

Association: 

As mentioned in my last report, I re¬ 
turned to Kalamazoo, Mich., to complete 
the work I was compelled to leave owing 
to urgent business elsewhere. The situa¬ 
tion in this city is a very peculiar one, ow¬ 
ing to the unpardonable actions of some 
of our supposed good members in return¬ 
ing to work the following day after our 
local voted to go on strike. This in itself 
was enough to cause a general upheaval 
in* the local and a few days following the 
strike was declared off. This occurred dur¬ 
ing the early summer. I attended two 
meetings of our local, at which time new 
officers were elected and many matters 
were straightened out, especially so regard¬ 
ing the finances of the local. No effort was 
made on my part to get the men back that 
went back on the local at the critical mo¬ 
ment, as they are not wanted by those that 
are faithful to local No. 377. Taking it 
as a whole, things were pretty well fixed 
up and a better understanding had all 
around, and a more determined effort than 
ever will be made to improve conditions. 

Michigan City, Ind., where one day was 
spent with the members of local No. 502, 
I attended a special meeting and found 
things in good shape, although several mat¬ 
ters of interest to the local were brought 
up and disposed of in a manner satisfactory 
to all. The local Will ask for some im¬ 
proved working conditions in the spring 
which they certainly are entitled to. After 
leaving here I went home for the Christmas 
holidays, during which time I procured 
much valuable information regarding the 
standing of the locals in my district that 
will greatly aid me when visiting them. 

Indianapolis, Ind., where I attended the 
regular meeting of local No. 73, I was given 
the honor of installing their officers. No. 
73 is in fine shape and is now meeting with 
its employers in an endeavor to renew 
its agreement which expires the first of 
February. They are asking for a 50-cent 
increase in wages or a $5 per day wage 
scale. Things look very bright for a suc¬ 
cessful settlement. While here I did not 
have the opportunity of attending a meet¬ 
ing of local No. 440, but Business Agent 
Brick and several of its members I met 
informed me that since the amalgamation 
of the U. A. and I. A. locals everything 
has been running as smooth as clock work. 
They are now negotiating with their em¬ 
ployers for a new agreement which calls 
for a $5 wage scale with every chance for 
a successful settlement. B. A. Wm. Victor 
of No. 73 and Brick of No. 440 deserve 
great credit for the good conditions that 
now prevail in Indianapolis. 

Learning that there was an opportunity 
to put a local in Bloomington, Ind., I went 
there and succeeded in getting enough men 
together to form a local. There were sev¬ 
eral eligible men out of town that* we 


wanted on the charter application. For this 
reason I left the application with the sec¬ 
retary of our temporary organization, who 
will later forward the same to the general 
office, after which the local will be properly 
installed. 

From here I went to Crawfordsville, 
Ind., where I found that local No. 259 had 
not been holding meetings for some months 
past. I succeeded in getting all old mem¬ 
bers together and after several misunder¬ 
standings between the members were sat¬ 
isfactorily explained and straightened out, 
all agreed to pay their dues to date and 
make a fresh start. Although they are 
small in number they can accomplish as 
much as any other local if they only will 
keep personalities outside of the hall and 
work together. 

Terre Haute, Ind., where I arrived Satur¬ 
day, January 6, with the intention of stay¬ 
ing for their regular meeting the following 
Monday night, but owing to receiving a 
wire from General President Alpine to go 
elsewhere I had to take up the special busi¬ 
ness that brought me here with Secretary 
Eckelsburger and Brother Louis Jentz, 
which were matters pertaining to our local 
and the building trade department, asking 
them to convey to the local the wishes of 
the general office regarding affiliation with 
the local council. By a referendum vote our 
general membership decided that all locals 
shall affiliate with the local building trades 
department. I sincerely trust the request 
will be complied with. 

It was special business that brought me 
to St. Louis at this time, which I deem ad¬ 
visable to report on at a later date. For 
the first time since being on the road I 
had the opportunity of attending a meet¬ 
ing of local No. 35, and it certainly is a 
real pleasure to see the thorough, up-to- 
date and business-like way they conduct 
their business. Things are very quiet here, 
many of our members being out of employ¬ 
ment. While here I attended a meeting of 
local No. 80, which was cut short by a 
telephone message being received that 
Brother Franklin C. Fay was dangerously 
ill and could not live but a short time. 
Brother Fay has been failing in health for 
sometime past. His many friends in St. 
Louis were hoping and praying that he 
would recover, but as I am writing this re¬ 
port I have just been informed that Brother 
Fay has passed away. Brother Fay cer¬ 
tainly will be missed by his many personal 
friends as well as by the labor movement 
in general of his city. 

I held two meetings with the officers of 
local No. 80 regarding matters pertaining 
to the welfare of the local and the labor 
movement in general. I am positive if our 
recommendations to be made to the local 
at a later date are carried out it will be 
satisfactory to all concerned. I am more 
than thankful to Business Agent Herrick, 
Secretary Moose and Brothers Maloney, 
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Black and Rifle for their assistance while 
here and the very courteous treatment I 
received at their hands. 

On my way to Belleville, Ill., I stopped 
at East St. Louis and had the pleasure of 
meeting B. A. Dave Neenan of local No. 
360, whose members enjoy working condi¬ 
tions second to none in this country. Belle¬ 
ville, being but a short distance from here, 
Brother Neenan accompanied me there and 
attended a special meeting of local 101 and 
made a very interesting speech to our mem¬ 
bers. The meeting was an interesting one 
from every standpoint, as well as a bene¬ 
ficial one. Since my last visit to Belleville 
the local has been doing well, with only one 
man outside their ranks. There was some 
matters pertaining to the fitter question 
that was the principal object of my busi¬ 
ness here that we have a better under¬ 
standing of, that will be reported on a lit¬ 
tle later.

Both locals have made considerable 
progress during the last year, especially 
so along organization lines, and this year 
they will undoubtedly secure an increase 
in wages. Local No. 75 is one of the few 
locals in, the U. A. that has been paying 
$5 per week out of work benefits for a 
number of years and this is being done on 
a very slight increase in dues! This is one 
of the reasons that seldom if ever they 
have anyone in arrears. ^During my stay 
here several matters; pertaining to the wel¬ 
fare of the U.-A.' were taken up and will 
be disposed of in due time in a manner, I 
trust, to the entire satisfaction of alL

Report of General Organizer Lynn. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

"This report starts at Knoxville, Tenn. 
On my arrival there I got in touch with 
Brother Wade, plumbing inspector, and 
with him went over the local conditions, 
also taking up the matter of special im¬ 
portance to our pipe-fitters which was the 
primary cause of my visit to that city. I 
attended the meeting of local No. 102, pre¬ 
sided over by Brother Roddey, at which 
matters of importance to our members 
were takep up and later disposed of and 
plans formulated which will eventually add 
another local union to our rostrum. I find 
that although business was somewhat 
slack, our trade conditions were greatly 
improved since my last visit to Knoxville, 
owing to the activity and strict enforce¬ 
ment of the plumbing ordinance by Brother 
Wade, who was elected inspector a few 
months ago. When work picks up local 
102 will make rapid progress. While in 
Knoxville I learned that an open meeting 
was to be held in Chattanooga, Tenn., and 
I decided to stop there and attend the same 
cn route to Louisville, Ky., where I had 
previously arranged to visit. I arrived in 
Chattanooga just in time for the meeting, 
which was fairly well attended. Local 43 
has been fighting an uphill fight for many 
years and the loyalty and perseverance of 
our members in that local deserves the 
greatest praise. There is absolutely no 
plumbing ordinance in Chattanooga, al¬ 
though that city is a hustling up-to-date 
town in every other respect. Our members 
have assessed themselves and sent men to 
the Legislature endeavoring to have a state 
law passed compelling the adoption of a 
plumbing ordinance, but unfortunately the 
politicians and unscrupulous employes have 
been able to block such legislation so far. 
Our men are not discouraged, however, and 
will be on the firing line again, and in the 
meantime have arranged for a series of open 
meetings through which they are interest¬ 
ing the non-union men and bringing them 
within our fold. Brother Mitchell, several 
representatives of the painters and myself 
addressed the meeting and the results were 
very satisfactory. I intend to return to 
Chattanooga at a later date and will remain 
there for some time aiding our members in 
their efforts to build up conditions in that 
city. My next stop was at Louisville, Ky., 
where I arrived in time to attend a splen¬ 
did meeting of local 107 presided over by 
President Loftus. The principal object of 
my visit was to formulate plans for secur¬ 
ing the passage of our state plumbing law 
at the session of the Kentucky Legislature, 
which convenes in Frankfort this month. 
Special committees were appointed for all 
districts in and around Louisville and a per¬ 
sonal visit is to be made to all legislators 
in said districts. Brother Pete Campbell is 
a member of the legislative committee of 
the Kentucky Federation of Labor and will 
be on the job at Frankfort. We feel con¬ 


fident of our success at this session. Our 
bill passed both houses at the last session, 
but unfortunately was vetoed by former 
Governor Wilson. However, from the pres¬ 
ent governor, McCreery, who is known to 
be a fair-minded progressive man, we ex¬ 
pect favorable consideration. I intend to 
reach Frankfort in the near future and aid 
our Kentucky locals on this work. Local 
107 is making great progress, have taken 
in many new members and with the amount 
of work going on in Louisville will continue 
to grow and prosper. From Louisville I 
went to my home, Cincinnati, for the Christ¬ 
mas holidays and on Tuesday, December 26, 
had the pleasure of attending a meeting of 
local 59 and taking part in the election of 
officers. Brother Jerry Doud was elected 
president, Business Agent Anderson and 
Financial Secretary McHugh were re-elec¬ 
ted to their respective offices; also a full 
set of efficient officers elected to all other 
positions. Vice President Reardon was 
elected to represent local 59 at the Ken¬ 
tucky Federation of Labor at which our 
state bill will receive considerable attention. 
While in Cincinnati, I received a wire from 
Secretary Burke to proceed at once to Co¬ 
lumbia, S. C., owing to some difficulty with 
the I. A. steam-fitters. I proceeded to Co¬ 
lumbia, met with Secretary Nafey and from 
him learned the particulars of .the case. 
Some I. A. fitters from the Enterprise As¬ 
sociation of New York are working upon 
a job in Columbia. After holding a special 
meeting of local 227 I called upon the fit¬ 
ters, accompanied by President Kingdon, 
Secretary Nafey and Brother Lyle. I am 
glad to say that the I. A. fitters saw that 
the United Association was the bona fide 
organization of this country and joined our 
local union, thereby adjusting the grievance. 
Local 227 is still the same 100 per cent or¬ 
ganization, one of the best in the U. A. and 
a great credit to our active workers in that 
city. My next stop was at Charlotte, N. C. 
Local 69—I found this local union practi¬ 
cally down and out; in fact, there was only 
one member in good standing and the great 
majority expelled for nonpayment of due». 
No meetings have been held for months and 
conditions in the city are going from bad 
to worse as far as wages, hours and union¬ 
ism is concerned. I got in touch with Sec¬ 
retary Hyland, who is also plumbing in¬ 
spector, and w r ith Brother Montgomery, and 
with them succeeded in getting a meeting 
of fifteen of our old members. Each and 
every man pledged himself to pay his in¬ 
debtedness within the following two weeks 
and arrangements were made to collect 
same. Everyone realized and acknowledged 
their mistake in allowing their local union 
to lapse and each and everyone is taking a 
new start to make Charlotte what it should 
be in our line of business. They have one 
of the best plumbing ordinances in the 
country in that city and the strict and com¬ 
petent inspector in Brother Hyland and with 
the continuation of the activity shown dur- 
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ing my stay, they will soon have a local of 
thirty to forty men. From Charlotte I went 
to Wilmington, N. C. f where our new local 
261 has been recently formed. I communi¬ 
cated with Secretary Genaust, who arranged 
for a special meeting on the da y of my ar¬ 
rival. Somewhat to my surprise I found 
that this local that had just organized had 
gone out on a strike about a week previous 
to my visit, demanding an increase in wages 
and an eight-hour work day. The great de¬ 
mand for plumbers, owing to the extreme 
cold weather had aided them in winning a 
victory and they had returned to work at 
the time I arrived, making a very good set¬ 
tlement indeed, for such a young local union. 

President Whitney presided at the meet¬ 
ing at which I instructed our members on 
many of the laws of the U. A., etc., and ad¬ 
vised them on many matters for the welfare 
of their new local union. From Wilming¬ 
ton I went to Richmond, Va. I had re¬ 
ceived word from Secretary Burke, also 
from Secretary Powell of local 10 of the 
need of my services here on contentions 
with I. A. fitters on several large contracts 
going on in this city. I have been here sev¬ 
eral days and to date have met with de¬ 
cisive success, but as I have not completed 
my work upon these matters I will refrain 
from reporting until I can do so in full in 
the next issue of our Journal. Trusting this 
will meet with your approval, I am

THE HONEST EMPLOYER. 


Few of Them Have Difficulties with Their 
Organized Employes—It is the Unin¬ 
formed and Prejudiced Who are Most 
Prone to Disregard and Trample 
on the Rights of Others. 


There are just two excuses why an em¬ 
ployer of labor refuses to deal with his em¬ 
ployes through an organization. 

The first and possibly the foremost ex¬ 
cuse is his lack of any knowledge of the 
labor movement except that picked up 
through the preposterous assertions of the 
daily press and their exaggerated descrip¬ 
tion of labor troubles. In most cases an 
employer refuses to read anything like an 
unbiased statement of any difficulty between 
employer or employe, casting it aside with 
contempt; but in. most every case he can 
pick out every mistake a trades union ever 
made. The average employer is as ignorant 
of the propaganda of the American Federa¬ 
tion of Labor as any 6-year-old child and 
generally his remarks are so distasteful to 
the average trades unionist that if he were 
not accustomed to such censure he would 
become disgusted at once; but it has truly 
been said that the scholars of the trades un¬ 
ion movement are the most agreeable men 
to converse with to be found because they 
are willing to accept the abuse heaped upon 
themselves and that which they represent 
and are content to get in a word occasion¬ 
ally which may be driven home if the em¬ 


ployer has gumption enough to accept it. 

The most harmful enemy of the trade un¬ 
ion movement is the dishonest employer 
who knows the value of the trades union 
movement, but will not permit his con¬ 
science to be troubled by anything but that 
which will reap him rich returns and fill 
his pockets regardless of the condition of 
the employe or wages which he is forced 
to accept. 

This class of employer is the most dan- 
geroifk because he knows that sooner or 
later he will be confronted by the toilers 
who will force him to concede better condi¬ 
tions, so he, in fortifying against such at¬ 
tacks, surrounds himself with paid spies, 
and thugs to the extent that an employe is 
afraid to talk to his brother worker, for 
fear he is talking to one of the confidence 
men of the firm. 

Again, the employer who is aware of the 
benefits of the trade union movement as re- 
ards the payment of sick and death bene- 
ts to its members usually starts a protec¬ 
tive association of some kind among his 
employes, which gives them the same bene¬ 
fits, under restricted conditions, and these 
restrictions are in most cases limited to 
their ideas of slavery toleration. 

The average employer believes he should 
have the right to join an association and 
even forces his superintendents into an as¬ 
sociation, but when the wage earner ap¬ 
proaches the stage where he is inclined to 
step out upon a platform of principles 
which in itself declares him a free Amer¬ 
ican citizen, the employer, as a rule, will 
use every method to not only discourage 
but prevent such action. 

This in itself is a direct slap at the intel¬ 
ligence of the wage earner and should be 
resented by everyone who must earn his or 
her bread by the sweat of the brow. 

The constitution of the United States is 
so constructed that every man over 21 years 
of age is allowed to cast his vote which de¬ 
cides, or should decide, how the country 
will be ruled; hence, as the working people 
are in the majority, were they enlightened 
as they would be were they members of 
trades unions, some of the present corpora¬ 
tion laws and gag rules could easily be 
done away with and the workers placed in 
a position to dictate at least some of their 
working conditions. 

Employers who have had dealings with 
organized crafts agree that both he and his 
employes are benefited, he by having a 
higher class of mechanics in his employ, 
who feel that the success or failure of the 
enterprise is a part of his business.—Ex¬ 
change.

To the Officers and Members of the United 

Association: 

At the close of my previous report, I 
had arrived in Long Branch, where I was 
met by Brother Frank Garriel and then at¬ 
tended the meeting of our local No. 263, 
where I was privileged to address the mem¬ 
bers and also to make some suggestions for 
the benefit of the local.

I then returned to New York City, where 
I was ordered to investigate a matter con¬ 
cerning local No. 498. This matter I went 
into.

The next day, Sunday, I went to Trenton 
and attended the meeting of the New Jer¬ 
sey State Association, and was privileged to 
speak to those present. Many matters 
were gone into for the interest of our locals 
and at the conclusion of the meeting the 
delegates present were invited to partake 
of refreshments and dinner furnished by 
our Trenton local, who were the hosts on 
this occasion. 

I then returned to New York and Brook¬ 
lyn and on the evening of the next day at¬ 
tended the meeting of local No. 379.

The life of men here below is a vapor, 
a nothing, since all that passes with time 
merits no consideration. A cross, a grave 
hewn in a rock, behold, all that remains on 
earth to mark the passage of every one. 
Once laid in a tomb, however long my life 
may have been and however brilliant its 
pages, it will soon, very soon, be effaced 
from the memory of the living, yes—with¬ 
out leaving one trace behind. 
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TEARS NOT VERY NOURISHING. 

The Associated Press recently told the 
story of a section hand getting nine dollars 
a week, who deliberately sacrified his life 
to save a train on the Big Four Railroad 
and its two hundred passengers. The 
strange point about this story is the men¬ 
tion of the fact that the man earned only 
nine dollars a week. It rather implied that 
such heroic sacrifices were ordinarily made 
by the men who make ninety dollars a 
week or nine hundred. The facts are all 
the other way, says the Onlooker in The 
Pilot. 

The more a man is paid for his services 
the more likely he is to think much of him¬ 
self and to rate his departure from life as 
an irreparable loss to the community. The 
higher a man climbs the more likely he is 
to acquire class feeling, to survey misery 
with a cold and meditative eye, and to re¬ 
coil with positive horror from the thought 
of sacrificing even his convenience for oth¬ 
er people. 

If wp had to depend on the high-priced 
men to offer themselves up for the public 
good and to love men well enough to die 
for them, we would be in a parlous state 
immediately. Of course we have hosts of 
public men who declare their willingness 
to wear themselves out in public service 
in well paid positions where their families 
will be under the spot-light. When we 
come to weighing declarations of this na¬ 
ture, we should remember that they are 
to be interpreted, not as real, but in the 
Pickwickian sense. This is oratorical 
soothing syrup for the public. 

If you will tote up the railroad casual¬ 
ties for any year in this country, you will 
find the great majority of fatalities among 
humble railroad men, nine-dollar men, 
more or less. If you examine the statistics 
of workers who habitually take great risks, 
as firemen, policemen, structural iron men, 
etc., it will be plain to you that they are 
in no danger of breaking into the plutocrat 
circles. After any great war, you will find 
most of the graves decorated on anniver¬ 
saries are those of private soldiers. 

It is the nine dollar man who does most 
of the sacrificing all along the line. He is 
expected to do it. But it is rather hard to 
observe a lifting of eyebrows when the 
poor fellow does throw his life away for 
others. Probably there is a latent idea that 
a nine-dollar man has no right to heroism; 
that “common people" should be arrested 
on suspicion if discovered in possession of 
real altruism. A lot of rabbit-hearted en¬ 
thusiasts talk about the “uplift," or “bet¬ 
terment,” and other terms supposed to 
mark the speakers as “the right sort,” but 
no thought of mixing themselves up with a 
railroad wreck or sacrificing their own 
skins, ever entered their mild brains. 

There is a subtle something in success¬ 
ful and highly paid men that begets casuis¬ 
try rather than action where sacrifice is 
required. The nine dollar man is not good 
at casuistry. He is practical. He deter¬ 


mines to save the others, no matter what 
may be the cost to himself. It is lucky he 
cannot reason analytically and compara¬ 
tively. The passengers m the Pullmans 
are well insured and will leave their fami¬ 
lies well provided for. * The people in the 
other cars have enough money to travel 
and so can be considered in comfortable 
circumstances. 

Doubtless many are of little use to them¬ 
selves and others, and would not be deep¬ 
ly regretted. If the nine dollar man dies, 
his family will begin battling with the wolf 
the next morning. You cannot buy houses 
and lay away bonds nowadays on nine dol¬ 
lars a week. The chances are, however, 
that if the section man happened to be 
good at reasoning, he would find later on 
that his family was in the wreck train. 
Life has a way of making the poor man 
pay no matter what course he takes. 

The account of our section man's death 
states that the two hundred passengers 
paid tearful tribute to his memory. It was 
pathetic but unsatisfactory. Tears are not 
very nourishing and do not measure up to 
the pure food law. Meat and milk cost 
money. It is wonderful how many of us 
pay a debt of this kind in tears and adjec¬ 
tives. The chances are that the section 
man's family is subsisting on the charity 
of other nine dollar men and the insur¬ 
ance whose premiums he paid out of his 
scanty wage. 

There is matter for solid meditation in 
this story. It is the nine dollar man who 
is doing the hardest and most work in this 
country, most of the self-sacrificing and 
practical altruism. The higher you go 
above the nine dollar mark the more likely 
it is your brain will prevent your heart 
from running away with you. What would 
you have done in his place? If you think 
your life was more valuable than those two 
hundred lives; if you think the section 
hand did no more than his duty as a hero, 
is .pot nine dollars a week a low figure in 
these days when the cost of living is a con¬ 
dition? 

Then again, when we consider that these 
instances of heroism are common among 
humble citizens, that in one way or an¬ 
other they enable us to live well, that we 
are getting the extra dollars a week that 
ought to go to them, it is unworthy to 
mention the amount in connection with 
one who was great enough to lay down 
his life for strangers. It reminds one of 
the senile wiseacre who put on a states¬ 
man's memorial the word “Upholsterer.” 


Children's Bureau Bill. 

Washington, Jan. 6.—The house commit¬ 
tee on labor, at its regular session Decem¬ 
ber 19, decided to favorably report the Pe¬ 
ters bill, H. R. 4694. A similar measure 
to this passed the Senate during the sixty- 
first Congress, and its accompanying bill 
in the Senate at the present time has been 
favorably reported out of the Senate com¬ 
mittee on education and labor.

Report of General Organizer Casey. 


Uniontown, Pa., Jan. 20, 1912. 
To the Officers and Members of the United 

Association: 

At the conclusion of my previous report I 
was in Toledo, O., as per the instructions of 
the U. A. executive board, to look over the 
situation and ascertain just what could be 
done to try and bring to an end this long 
drawn out controversy between the mem¬ 
bers of local unions Nos. 50 and 359 and the 
bosses of this city. I met Business Agent 
• Kewlew of local No. 50 and went over the 
situation with him. After learning there 
had been very little change in conditions, 
and no particular hurry for any immediate 
action, I informed him that if possible I 
would like to return to Canton, O., to at¬ 
tend a meeting of the master plumbers on 
Monday afternoon. But to do so I would 
have to leave Toledo on the early morning 
train Monday morning. This was agreed to 
with the understanding I return to Toledo 
at as early a date as possible, after the New 
Year. I fully intended, and had madq ar¬ 
rangements to leave on the early train for 
Canton to attend the meeting of master 
plumbers. But circumstances over which I 
had no control arose that prevented me 
from doing as I had arranged. I have been 
informed by Secretary Zerbe of the Can¬ 
ton lofeal that after being on strike for a 
few days they were successful in having 
their agreement signed by the master 
plumbers with only a few minor changes. 
The agreement provides for the union shop 
and a substantial increase in wages. If 
this agreement is lived up to by the parties 
interested it means peace and harmony at 
least during the life of same. Local 94 is 
to be congratulated on the successful ter¬ 
mination of this matter. 

From Toledo I went home to spend 
Christmas with my family. On the 27th 
I left for Scranton, where our locals were 
having some trouble with the only firm in 
Scranton employing I. A. fitters. This firm 
wants the privilege of doing union work, 
claiming they have union men employed, 
notwithstanding the C. L. U. and all the 
trades unions of this city have gone on 
record as not recognizing them as union 
men, the business agent being instructed 
to treat them as non-union men on account 
of their actions. B. A. Kerrigan of local 
union No. 90 and myself, accompanied by 
the B. A. of the C. L. U., called to see 
this firm. After going over the entire mat¬ 
ter they promised to give a decided answer 
on Tuesday, January 2, to B. A. Kerrigan* 
and the B. A. of C. L. U. I then went to 
Hazleton to try and finish the work of 
straightening up their accounts, which has 
been done, and I believe all misunderstand¬ 
ings are removed. If this local union 
makes as good progress in the future as it 
has in the past it will be accomplishing a 
great deal. I advise that they be very cau¬ 
tious about what they do; the world was 
not built in one day. I next went to Wil¬ 
liamsport, Pa., to found and install the 


new local union I had previously organized. 
I hope this local union will profit by the 
experience of the past and in the future 
they will be more careful, remembering 
that all is not gold that glitters. It’s much 
easier to do business by following the laws 
of the U. A. than by violating them. It’s 
true, it m&y take a little longer to do it, 
but oftentimes the longest way around is 
the surest and safest way home. My next 
stop was Easton, Pa., Secretary-Treasurer 
Burke having notified me to go there and 
take up certain matters the local had com¬ 
plained of. About all I care to say about 
this matter is in my opinion conditions do 
not warrant doing what some people want 
done at this time. Some time in the future 
we will take this matter up and do all we 
can to have it satisfactorily adjusted. 

I then went to Lancaster, Pa., Secretary- 
Treasurer Burke having forwarded me a 
copy of letter received at the general of¬ 
fice from the C. L. U. of Lancaster, where¬ 
in they entered complaint against the ac¬ 
tion of local No. 341 because of the fact, 
as they claimed, said local allowed its mem¬ 
bers to go to work on a job without first 
getting the consent of the C. L. U. This 
was something new to me, to be told our 
local unions must get the consent of a C. 
L. U. before they could permit their mem¬ 
bers to go to work on buildings. I wrote 
to the secretary of the C. L. U. in question 
and informed him that the U. A. or any 
other international unions did not recog¬ 
nize the right of a C. L. U. composed of 
all crafts to order our members out on 
strike, and such action by the C. L. U. was 
a clear violation of the laws of the A. F. 
of L. under which C. L. U.s were chartered 
and transacted business. I arrived in Lan¬ 
caster in time to attend the meeting of the 
C. L. U., where the entire matter was gone 
into from every angle. But after all is said 
and done, it was proven beyond doubt that 
local union 341 was within their rights and 
the C. L. U. had exceeded their authority. 
After about three hours of strenuous doings 
it was the opinion of almost every person 
present that our position was fair. We 
agreed to take our men off the job if the 
other trades would do the same, but we 
would not agree that a C. L. U. composed 
of all crafts and many that would not be 
affected, had a right to order our men on 
strike. This is not the first time I have 
been called upon to straighten out just such 
a tangle as this, and it is not a very pleas¬ 
ant thing to do to be compelled to go into 
a C. L. U. and tell them they have ex¬ 
ceeded their authority. But notwithstand¬ 
ing the unpleasantness that goes with it, 
and the possibility of being misunderstood 
in this matter, the rights of our local unions 
must and shall be protected. I can not un¬ 
derstand why C. L. U. composed of all 
crafts will take upon themselves the au¬ 
thority to order strikes when the laws of 
the A. F. of L. are so clear on this mat¬ 
ter. Section 5 of article XI of the A. F. of 
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L. laws reads as follows: “No Central La¬ 
bor Union, or other central body of dele¬ 
gates, shall have the authority or power to 
order any organization, affiliated with such 
Central Labor Union, or other central la¬ 
bor body, on strike, where such organiza¬ 
tion has a national organization, until the 
proper authorities of such national or inter¬ 
national organization have been consulted 
and agreed to such action.’* In no way can 
this be understood as giving a C. L. U. 
the right to order a strike unless they first 
get the consent of the national or inter¬ 
national union involved. 

My next stop was Uniontown, Pa., where 
I am at this writing, to try and straighten 
out some financial and legal matters. From 
what I have seen of this matter it’s like 
some others. It’s an attorney, not an or¬ 
ganizer this local should have applied for.

Its 
ideal is the brotherhood of man, toward 
which it attains by the .betterment of so¬ 
ciety as a whole. Because its methods strike 
most directly at the evils of our time, it is 
pre-eminently the greatest renovating force 
in our political and industrial structure to¬ 
day. 

Unionism teaches toilers to search them¬ 
selves for the light that leads out of bond¬ 
age. It offers no apology for honorable 
toil, but inspires the toiling masses to de¬ 
mand their birthright as equal heirs to the 
bounty of their creator, 
its boundaries and it can not, and will not, 
be appropriated by any political party or 
platform. The doctrine that has given a 
newer and brighter outlook of life to mil¬ 
lions of toilers shall not be distorted by am¬ 
bitious seekers after self-glorification. 

The people of labor will assert their 
might at the polls just as soon as they real¬ 
ize that the responsibility for honest, ef¬ 
ficient administration rests, not with par¬ 
ties, but on men. Then they will elect men 
who shall recognize their responsibility to 
their conscience and their God. 

When that time comes, we will cease to 
gloat over the men who “also ran,” for 
party victory will not be the great desidera¬ 
tum. But when that time comes, public of¬ 
fices will be graced with true, honest, re¬ 
sponsible men and all the people will re¬ 
ceive a square deal in the administration of 
human justice.—The Printing Trades Mag¬ 
azine.

Association: 

My last report was written in Chicago, 
where I had gone for the Christmas holi¬ 
days, and also to take up some matters 
with the executive board which was in ses¬ 
sion. I left on the second of January for 
St. Louis, Mo., where I stopped to see Bro. 
Herrick, businescs agent of No. 35, and 
Brother Leroy, business agent of No. 80. 1 
also, in company with Brother Herrick, 
went to the home of Brother Frank Fay, 
who has been sick for some time. We all 
sincerely trust that Brother Fay will soon 
be out and in the game again. 

I attended the meeting of the B. T. C. 
the same night. There is a proposed re¬ 
organization of the B. T. C. scheduled for 
the 17th of January, which we all hope will 
be a success. The gas fitters’ local in St. 
Louis is not in as good shape as we would 
like to see it, but if the B. T. C. can be 
brought together again in good working or¬ 
der, and St. Louis is given the assistance 
of an organizer for a while, there is a good 
chance to regain the ground that we have 
lost. 

I had no more than struck St. Louis 
when I received a telegram from Secre¬ 
tary Burke to go to Moberly, Mo., and set¬ 
tle a strike that had been called there; so 
being a good soldier I went. Arrived there 
in the afternoon and the boys were all 
waiting for me. After a short conference 
I discovered that the difficulty was not so 
great as I imagined, though, like many 
other strikes over small matters, it might 
have been made the instrument of destroy¬ 
ing our union there. We called a joint con¬ 
ference of the master plumbers and our 
committee and at 3 o’clock in the afternoon 
we had the strike settled and the working 
rules signed by all the master plumbers. 
Then of course we held a little social gath¬ 
ering that evening, where a fine turkey din¬ 
ner was served and all the side dishes that 
go with it. The employers were all there. 
A fine fraternal feeling exists here, and we 
sincerely trust that it. will continue so. 
There are a good generous lot of boys in 
Moberly, Mo., and they deserve thanks for 
the manner in which they accepted my ad¬ 
vice in the settlement of the first strike in 
1912. 

I left Moberly at 3 a. in. for Kansas City. 
As the thermometer was 7 degrees below 
zero with the wind blowing, they were not 
making very good time, but we managed 
to get to Kansas City all right, where I 
called up Brother Kerr, business agent of 
No. 8, and located him at the Labor Temple, 
where I called to see him and Brother Hun¬ 
ter, who is secretary of the B. T. C. The 
labor movement of Kansas City can feel 
justly proud of their achievement in the 
building of a home for organized labor. 
They are just finishing a splendid edifice, 
and it is nearly all paid for. both the build¬ 
ing and grounds. I would like to give a 


After spending the afternoon with Broth¬ 
ers Kerr and Hunter I boarded the train 
for Denver, where I arrived on Sunday 
evening. I had notified Vice President 
Bulger of my coming and met Brothers 
Bryan and Bulger in the morning. Brother 
Bryan has just been elected business agent 
for the Building Trades Council. The sit¬ 
uation in Denver, from our viewpoint, to 
say the least is not verv good. We have 
hopes for the near future, and with a lit¬ 
tle patience—and we certainly have used 
up a lot of that in Denver—I believe we 
will be able to make the hill yet. I stayed 
here for the meetings of Nos. 208 and 3 and 
attended both meetings. The problem be¬ 
fore Denver is simply this: They have got 
to organize the city again. There is a job 
cut out for the boys there, and I wish to 
be able at as early a date as possible to 
go there and give them what little as¬ 
sistance I can. From here to Salt Lake, 
where I was Thursday noon. I looked up 
the boys and we held a little meeting at 
the hotel in the evening, in which Brothers 
Kirkwood, Derringer, Ashbridge, Stewart, 
Laidy, Arniff and Gritten participated. This 
local has signed up an agreement for an¬ 
other year and our object was to talk over 
matters and see what could be done to 
better the interests of the trade in Salt 
Lake. The steam fitters here have received 
the sanction of No. 19 for a separate char¬ 
ter, and though I do not approve of the 
separation, -still, as they are- the ones to 
receive the good fruits or suffer the evil 
ones that may com/e therefrom, why, I am 
going to let it go that way and help them 
all I can. So here’s success to them any¬ 
way. Salt Lake is working out its prob¬ 
lems with a good degree of success. 

When I left Chicago, it was with the in¬ 
tention of making Fresno, Cal., on Sunday, 
the 14th, to attend the convention of our 
state association, which I supposed con¬ 
vened there on that date. I wired First 
Vice President Cofield that I would be in 
San Francisco on Saturday evening and at 
Stockton I received a message on board the 
train that the convention was then in ses¬ 
sion, but they would expect me there in 
the morning. But I had to go to Oakland 
to get a train and I arrived in Fresno Sun¬ 
day morning at 4 a. m. Imagine my sur¬ 
prise when I found the local committee 
and a large number of delegates waiting 
for me at that hour in the morning. But 
that is the way they do things in California. 

The installation of the new officers, with 
a few other matters had been left over 
for Sunday morning, so I was in time to 
attend the closing ceremonies. I was sig¬ 
nally honored by the action of this conven¬ 
tion in holding over to allow me the privi¬ 
lege of meeting with them, and words 
failed to convey my thanks for the honor 
extended to me in allowing me the chance 
to address the representative men of our 
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local unions in California. Let my work 
prove that I appreciate their friendship. 

Brother William Cahill of San Francisco 
declined another term as president, and 
Brother Crellar of Pasadena was his suc¬ 
cessor. Brother Ford of Oakland also de¬ 
clined another term as secretary-treasurer 
and Brother Coon of Los Angeles succeeded 
him. Brother W. F. Brown of Sacramento, 
first vice president; Brother Ed Golden of 
Fresno, second vice president, and Brother 
John Donohue of San Francisco, third vice 
president, concluded the exceptionally fine 
roster of officers. I will stay for a couple 
of days to attend the convention of the 
California Building Trades Council that 
convenes here Monday the 15th, and then 
I will leave for Los Angeles, where I have 
been informed there is some more trouble 
brewing.

Ultimate success in a labor struggle does 
not always depend upon the ability to con¬ 
tinue fighting. Not infrequently it is the 
ability to quit that decides the issue. 

If Abraham Lincoln were alive today 
he would probably say: ‘‘Thank God, we 
have a labor movement that can sustain 
a strike until it accomplishes something/' 

The best regulated labor organization 
is that which most clearly distinguishes 
between the time for talk and the time 
for fight—which fights with all its power 
and when it quits, stays quit. 

The “innocent third party” has its 
rights in the case of a strike, or course. 
But it has no right to compel the resump¬ 
tion of work by the strikers in order sim¬ 
ply that it may be spared inconvenience. 

If one body of men have a right to quit 
work to compel a necessary improvement 
in the conditions of their lives, no other 
body of men can have a right to take their 
places. The court of morals takes no cog¬ 
nizance of the right to scab. 

A strike is a method, and frequently the 
only effectual one, and protesting against 
injustice. If the public could be got to 
take action upon a mere statement of the 
facts they would have less occasion to 
complain of the hardship inflicted by strikes 
upon “the innocent third party." 

The strike, so far from proving a back¬ 


ward state of civilization, is indeed the final 
test of a people's progress toward true lib¬ 
erty. The extent of a nation's advancement 
may be judged exactly by the extent to 
which its people are guaranteed the right 
to strike and to which that right is exer¬ 
cised. 

Whether the immediate object be gained 
or not, a justifiable strike always succeeds 
in proportion as it attracts public atten¬ 
tion. In this view it sometimes happens 
that the very failure of the immediate 
object is an element of success, since there¬ 
by the evils complained of are the more 
clearly demonstrated. 

Even those persons who oppose the 
strike on general principles show a dis¬ 
position to modify their views whenever 
they realize that a given strike has suc¬ 
ceeded, if only in part. If these persons 
could be brought to realize that almost all 
strikes succeed in part they would also 
realize that the general principle upon 
which their opposition to the strike is based 
is merely a lack of discernment of the 
strike's real significance. 


A few years ago Woodrow Wilson, one 
time president of Princeton University, 
present governor of New Jersey, and po¬ 
tentially president of the United States, 
was a man dear to the hearts of those who 
stand for big business. Mr. Wilson is a 
great man and a good man. He has thought 
and he has grown, and just now big busi¬ 
ness regards him as strictly in the unde¬ 
sirable class. Therefore he has been made 
the victim of the scurviest political trick 
since the Murchison letter which overthrew 
Grover Cleveland in 1888. Some years 
back Mr. Wilson wrote to a railroad mag¬ 
nate named Joline a brief letter in which 
he expressed the hope that some means at 
once “dignified and effective” could be 
found to “knock Mr. Bryan into a cocked 
hat.” It is typical of the methods of big 
business that when it discovered in Mr. 
Wilson a formidable candidate for the pres¬ 
idency, distinctively as a Progressive, this 
private letter should be dug up and given 
to the world. The obvious purpose was 
to arouse Mr. Bryan's resentment and thus 
make a split in the Progressive, element of 
the Democratic party. If we are to judge 
by Mr. Bryan’s utterances since, this mean 
little betrayal of personal confidence failed, 
and the aforesaid Joline has merely adver¬ 
tised himself as a measlv* cad without get¬ 
ting any results. ~ 


Convicts To Be Displaced. 

Washington, Jan. 6.—It is reported that 
on the first of January the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron & Railroad Company will turn back 
to the state of Alabama the state convicts 
leased and worked in the mines at Pratt 
City, and just as quickly as the contracts 
with the various counties throughout the 
state expire the big corporation will give 
up those convicts worked at the Pratt 
mines. 
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Report of General Organizer Sheehe 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 20, 1912. 
To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

At the close of my last report I was 
working in and around Woburn and Win¬ 
chester, endeavoring to organize a local— 
since which time I am pleased to report 
that I installed local 450. We have nearly 
all the eligible men in this district in the 
local, and I feel that this local will be able 
to improve the conditions in this locality. 
They were very fortunate in selecting Bro. 
W. F. Cummings, an old member of local 
No. 12, as their first president. I know 
that his past experience will be very bene¬ 
ficial to the new local. 

I next visited Waterbury, Conn., and 
had the pleasure of attending the meeting 
of local No. 22.

I next visited our new local, 550, of 
Wakefield, Mass. The boys were getting 
up an agreement to present to their em- 
loyers on which they desired some advice. 

assisted.them to the extent of mv ability 
and I feel sure that their agreement will be 
adopted by the employers through friendly 
conference. This local has grown consid¬ 
erable since I organized them and has now 
over 40 members. 

I again had the pleasure of attending the 
meeting of local 537 of Boston, at which 
meeting they held the election of officers. 
Bro. Lew Shaw was elected president and 
Bro. Fales received a unanimous election 
as business agent as a token of appreciation 
from the members for the faithful service 
that he has rendered in the past term. 
During my stay in Boston T assisted Busi¬ 
ness Agent Pratt in some cases that the 
local was prosecuting of unlicensed plumb¬ 
ers. The law again stood the test, each of 
the defendants being fined for installing 
plumbing without a license. 

I next visited our new steam fitters* lo¬ 


cal of Worcester, Mass., at which meeting 
I had the pleasure of installing the newly- 
elected officers. Bro. Dave Williams is the 
new president and Bro. Walter Chase was 
re-elected secretary^, With these officers 
we can rest assured that the affairs of the 
local will be thoroughly looked after. It 
is the intention of the local to hold an open 
meeting the first week in February, at 
which time I will endeavor to get the rest 
of the men in this city to affiliate with our 
local. While in this city I had the pleas¬ 
ure of meeting Bro. Rooney, president of 
local No. 4, who assured me that every¬ 
thing was progressing nicely for the plumb¬ 
ers in this city. 

By invitation of local No. 227 of Lynn, 
Mass., I attended their annual banquet. Ev¬ 
erybody thoroughly enjoyed themselves, 
the talent being exceptionally good and 
their being something doing every minute. 

I next visited Newton, Mass., and at¬ 
tended the meeting of local No. 201. The 
object of my visit here was to investigate 
a case referred to me by the general ex¬ 
ecutive board over a contention that had 
arisen between our Waltham local and New¬ 
ton.

At the close of my last report I was in 
Moncton, N. B., and working among the 
fitters on the I. C. R. system, with the as¬ 
sistance of Brother Bleakley, A. G. of L. 
organizer. We had a good response to our 
efforts. The men were anxious to get into 
an organization and after my explanation 
at a well-attended meeting they determined 
to make application for a charter into the 
U. A.- The men of our trade are not re¬ 
ceiving fair treatment and now that they 
have established a local it will not be long 
before we will hear from them. Decem¬ 
ber 20 I left for Toronto, staying off at St. 
John to interview Brother Burns regarding 
some matter I had taken up with the gen¬ 
eral organizer. December 22 I arrived in 
Toronto and attended the annual meeting 
of local 46. Being the election of officers I 
was called upon to preside and the local 
elected their officers for the new year. 

Christmas week was spent in this vicinity. 
Owing to certain instruction from the gen¬ 
eral office I have decided to work around 
here with the hope of again bringing things 
back to their old place. In conjunction with 
Business Agent Storey I visited various 
parts of the city and many of the large 
works under construction and have met a 
good many who are outside our organiza¬ 
tion. It is almost impossible to understand 
the apathy existing in this city, and the 
workers are not receiving any considera¬ 
tion. Practically no advances have been 
made since our effort in 1907 and if ever 
things are to be anything in this city the 
men of our trade will have to respond more 
readily than at present. January 4 I at¬ 
tended a meeting of Trades Labor Council 
and was privileged to speak on a serious 
matter confronting the workers of this 
Dominion—that is the extending of further 
privileges to the Hindus in Canada. The 
council passed a resolution condemning any 
proposed action on the part of the Dominion 
government as being against the best in¬ 
terest of the workers of this country. 

January 7, on the invitation of the ex¬ 
ecutive of the Dominion Trades Congress, 
I proceeded to Ottawa to appear with them 
before the Dominion government and pre¬ 
sent the findings of the Calgary convention 
and to present other important matters that 
required attention. We were received by 
the Right Hon. R. L. Borden, premier; Hon. 
Mr. Crouthers, minister of labor; Hon. W. 
Pellitier, postmaster general. We had a 
fairly large and representative deputation 
and was accorded the usual consideration 
we get on these visits, and while it is yet 
early to predict what will be the outcome 
of our mission, it was very evident that the 
government don't consider the question as 
serious as we do ourselves, and the. sooner 
the workers get it into their heads and 
treat old political parties with distrust and 
do something along the line of sending 
some of our own rank and file to do the law¬ 
making, the quicker will our request demand 
attention. While in Ottawa I met Secre¬ 


tary Daughtey, who reported things as be¬ 
ing good. January 9 I returned to Toronto 
and went along with the work on hand. 
January 12, as representing our locals 
throughout the Province of Ontario, I at¬ 
tended a meeting in the interests of the 
Workmen Compensation Act. The commis¬ 
sion is soon to report on this matter and 
let us hope that we will get a compensation 
act worthy of the name. At this time I 
am still in Toronto and will remain for a 
while and hope to report some success with 
the work to be done in this city. I cannot 
close 'this report without tendering my 
thanks to local 71 of Ottawa for their beau¬ 
tiful present to Mrs. Bruce and myself and 
their kindness during the festive season. 
Trusting this will meet with the approval 
of our members,

CURRENT TOPICS. 

W. J. Tracy Chosen Magistrate. 

Brother W. J. Tracy of Philadelphia has 
been elected to the office of city magistrate, 
a position that implies knowledge of the 
law, mental acumen and character that has 
proved itself. It is a matter of great pleas¬ 
ure and satisfaction to Brother Tracy’s col¬ 
leagues in the U. A. beyond the confines of 
his own local that he should be given this 
vote of confidence and honor by the citi¬ 
zens of the third city of the United States. 
Mr. Tracy did long and good service as 
business agent of local 123, and also as 
president of the Building Trades Council 
of Philadelphia. He was delegate to our 
international conventions at Toronto, In¬ 
dianapolis and St. Paul, and thus personally 
has the acquaintance .of many from all over 
the jurisdiction who had the pleasure of 
meeting him at those conventions. 


Another U. A. Man Honored. 

Brother R. H. Hunt of local 105, Sche¬ 
nectady, N. Y., is one more of our U. A 
men who has won signal honors at the 
hands of his fellow citizens. It will be re¬ 
membered that at the recent municipal elec¬ 
tion Schenectady followed the example of 
Milwaukee, of Flint, Mich., Berkeley, Cal., 
and other live cities, in rebuking the old 
office-holding gangs by electing a Socialist 
slate. The shirt-sleeve voters who elected 
that ticket in Schenectady, the same as in 
the other cities named, didn’t care such an 
awful lot about the political predilections 
of the men, but they did know that the 
one to whom they gave their franchises 
were conscientious, capable, and with a 
heart for the public weal instead of for 
their own aggrandizement. Mr. Hunt was 
elected president of the board of commis¬ 
sioners of the city and is president of th* 
common council. Brother Hunt is an ar¬ 
dent trade unionist and has held every office 
in the gift of his local, besides at one time 
having served as one of the vice presi¬ 
dents of our international. In his new civic 
position he will have much opportunity to 
promote measures for the benefit of the 
workers, and he can be counted on to do so. 


Death of W. D. O’Brien. 

It was with profound regret that our Chi¬ 
cago members learned of the death of Wil¬ 
liam D. O’Brien, who passed away at his 
home in that city on January 2 after a very 
brief illness. Mr. O’Brien was president of 
the Contractors’ Association of Chicago and 
had the wisdom to see the advantage of 
dealing with organized labor and to appre¬ 
ciate the increased efficiency that inheres 
from the union of coordinate trades. It 
may well be appreciated that with such con¬ 
victions he was a friend of the U. A. and 
of every other union in our building trades 
that works along our lines/ and his pow¬ 
erful influence in the last year was exerted 
to promote harmony and bring about work¬ 
ing understandings between contractors, 
the bosses and the union men. At the 
funeral, which was held from the Holy 
Angels’ Catholic church, the Building 
Trades Council of Chicago was represented 
by a delegation of thirty-six members, a 
sufficient testimonial to the regard which 
he had won from the journeymen. Of 
many beautiful floral offerings there was 
conspicuous the piece sent by our general 
office, which rested at the head of the 
casket, while opposite it reposed another 
beautiful tribute of flowers from the local 
Building Trades Council. Mr. O’Brien was 
a successful business man, an understanding 
and therefore a fair employer of skilled la¬ 
bor, and personally was a most likeable 
gentleman. He had a wide circle of friends 
who mourn his premature death, while our 
union men feel the loss of a friend in his 
position as a serious deprivation.

At the special session last 
year Representative Esch of Wisconsin in¬ 
troduced this humanitarian measure, which 
was referred to the wavs and means com¬ 
mittee, and seemed sure of 'passage until 
at the very last hour it was adroitly shelved 
by Dalzell of Philadelphia, one of the most 
shameless exponents of big business that 
has ever sat in Congress. There is abun¬ 
dant testimony that the manufacture of this 
kind of matches involves one of the worst 
occupational diseases, described as phos¬ 
phorus necrosis, and commonly known as 
“phossy jaw.” Every year 65 per cent of 
all the match workers in this country are 
exposed to it, and the continued manufac¬ 
ture meads an avoidable slaughter of the 
toilers. 


There probably has never been an Ameri¬ 
can citizen who has had so many uncom¬ 
plimentary things said about him as Har¬ 
rison Gray Otis. The more he advertises 
his personality the more the public at large 
appreciate what an altogether unlovely per¬ 
sonality it is. The latest bouquet we have 
seen floating his way is this from Louis F. 
Post of “The Public.” “Gen. Otis, one of 
your coarse-grained military kind of men 
of the beasty type, whose logical dotage 
would need the pen of a Dante to describe 
it.”

Whatever criticisms may be made of An¬ 
drew Carnegie, he is a cheerful personage, 
and every cheerful person is an asset to 
mankind. He refuses to believe the world 
is going to the bow-wows. Says Andrew 
in controverting our sociological pessimists,

better. The world is growing better every 
day. I have faith in human nature.' That’s 
what makes me optimistic. The distribu¬ 
tion of wealth from the hands of the few 
to the hands of the many is increasing 
yearly.”

Secretary Morrison’s diagram showing 
the growth in membership of the Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Labor, which was pre¬ 
sented to the Atlanta convention and has 
been published in this as well as all other 
labor journals, was the most effective kind 
of answer to the inane Kirby and all like 
him, who, the wish being father to the 
thought, are predicting the disruption of 
the labor movement. The total member¬ 
ship in September last was 1,756,735, an 
increase of 194,623 over the preceding year. 
And we keep on growing.

Andrew Carnegie lately made public a list 
of the twenty greatest men of the world’s 
history, and of course the Sage of Skibo’s 
say-so is the last word on that long mooted 
subject. Doubtless it was sheer modesty 
that prevented him from displacing one of 
the elect and naming the father of the 
world’s greatest trust in his stead. Another 
interesting list that might be made would 
be the twenty greatest humbugs of all time. 
This would include Doc Cook, Gulliver, 
Baron Munchausen, Cassie Chadwick, and 
here again modesty, or some other feeling 
might deter Andy from writing down a 
name that in all fairness should be given 
a place there. 
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The employing interests in Illinois are 
still suffering intense pangs because they 
are made to respect the new law which 
forbids them to enslave women in toil for 
more than ten hours a day. The state fac¬ 
tory inspector has issued a statement to 
the effect that since the law in its broadest 
scope went into effect last June, there have 
been $18,000 in fines collected from hotel 

men and others who defied the law.

After nearly a year’s consideration the 
Supreme Court of the United States last 
month gave its unanimous approval to the 
employers’ liability law enacted by Con¬ 
gress in 1908 to take the place of an act of 
similar purport that had been declared un¬ 
constitutional. This new statute, which the 
“highest court in Christendom” has now 
approved, gives a jolt of earthquake volt¬ 
age to the old common law, an inheritance 
from feudal times, which took good care 
to hedge the interests of the ^masters,” 
with scant care for the welfare or the rights 
of those who did their work. And so, as 
one Galileo once remarked, the world do 
move. 

* * * 

In the annual report delivered by Presi¬ 
dent Gompers to the Atlanta convention 
there was no feature more inspiring than 
the recountal of what had been done in the 
way of progressive legislation and general 
political activity for the betterment of 

workingmen’s conditions. He named spe¬ 
cific laws enacted in 1911 in twelve states, 
for compensation, better sanitation and 
similar reformatory measures. The ad¬ 

vantages accruing by means of the newly- 
established bureau of mines were also 
pointed out, and the opinion expressed that 
the effort to have labor made an entirely 
separate government department with its 

own cabinet member would soon be suc¬ 
cessful. Mr. Gompers gives high praise to 
the fifteen “card men” in Congress, who al¬ 
most invariably vote as a unit in promoting 
beneficent measures and in opposing ob¬ 
noxious ones. 

* * * 

Isaac Harris and Max Blanck, owners of 
the Triangle Waist Co., the burning of 
whose factory in New York City on March 
27 last year, cost 147 lives, were acquitted 
last month of the charge of criminal re¬ 
sponsibility for that terrible holocaust. 
Their acquittal, so it is said, hung on the 
position and working ways of one certain 
door. It was "retty well evidenced by the 
press and police investigations just after 
the fatal fire that the whole establishment 
was run with utter disregard of the simplest 
laws of health and of decency, to say noth¬ 
ing of state and municipal laws as to safe¬ 
guarding human lives. Which brings us to 
the thought once expressed by a smart law¬ 
yer, who went through the primal questions 
of the catechism and then injected one of 
his own which was “What does God know?” 
and the answer was, “God knows all things 
except what a petit jury will do.” 


Last month we had something to say of 
the convict labor problem. Here is an in¬ 
stance of the abuses practiced under the 
prevailing contract system. One Fred 
Wycker has for eight years held contracts 
for the working of convicts in the prison 
of Onondaga county, New York. Two years 
ago he was elected sheriff of the county 
and proceeded to further enrich himself 
by drawing the salary and the fat emolu¬ 
ments that ^o with that office and at the 
same time hiring out to himself the unfor¬ 
tunate men who were completely at his 
mercy. Ten years ago this state of things 
might have gone on indefinitely, but things 
are different now. The National Commit¬ 
tee on Prison Labor, which, by the way, 
is doing a splendid work all around, got 
after the grafting sheriff and brought him 
to book in the courts. 

* * * 

The Review of Reviews is extremely kind. 
It thinks it “quite possible that labor union¬ 
ism in some of its forms and manifesta¬ 
tions is outliving its usefulness,” but it also 
thinks that everybody must concede labor 
unionism “has done a great deal to improve 
the condition of labor, and to humanize 
the worker, so as to fit him for citizenship.” 
Mark that word “humanize.” Does Mr. 
Shaw possess the idea that the humblest 
worker, the most ignorant of immigrants 
imported here by labor-baiting employers 
to cheapen the American labor market, or 
the aged negro who fifty years ago was an 
auction chattel, was not “humanized” the 
moment that nature gave him life? Speak¬ 
ing by the card, we can inform the learned 
editor of the Review of Reviews that labor 
unionism, in all of its “forms and mani¬ 
festations” is increasing in usefulness ev¬ 
ery day. As to “humanizing the worker,” 
we would recommend that he re-read Ed¬ 
ward Markham’s “The Man With the Hoe.” 
* * * 

Senator Heyburn of Idaho proved himself 
once more, as he has many times before, 
the enemy of labor and one of .the willing 
mouthpieces of the sacred interests, when 
he had the nerve to protest against the ac¬ 
ceptance by the Senate of a communication 
from President Gompers. Heyburn was 
promptly taken up by Senator Reed of Mis¬ 
souri, and in trying to defend his position 
against the sharp attack of the fair-minded 
Missourian the Idaho senator came out 
more plainly than he ever did before as 
the advocate of the enemies of labor. It 
was a significant rebuke to him and the few 
of his ilk in that once self-sufficient body 
that when Senator Fletcher moved the 
printing for record of Mr. Gompers’ com¬ 
munication it went through overwhelm¬ 
ingly. as. indeed, the Senate had no right 
to do otherwise. Heyburn and his kind 
are openly extra-constitutional whenever 
they get a chance to take a slam at or¬ 
ganized labor. Heyburn is pre-eminently 
one of those slated for Quick retirement and 
relegation to his blissful private pursuits.

Talk about stirring up the animals! Post¬ 
master General Frank Hitchcock did that 
a plenty, when, on Jan- 
Mr. Hitchcock uary IS, he let it be 
“Starts known to press repre- 

Something.” sentatives that he had 

made a study of govern¬ 
ment ownership of telegraph lines and that 
he would in the near future send a message 
to Congress recommending that the United 
States government buy the telegraph sys¬ 
tems existent and operate them as an ad¬ 
junct of the postoffice department. In view 
of the fact that this step toward state own¬ 
ership has received very little discussion 
as a prospect of present times, Mr. Hitch¬ 
cock’s statement came with something of 
bombshell startlingness. The newspapers 
scare-headed it, Wall Street gasped, certain 
stocks took a tumble, leaders of the G. O. P. 
speculated as to whether it was a knock 
or a boost for the administration, and the 
White House sent out very quickly a state¬ 
ment that the project was entirely of Mr. 
Hitchcock’s initiative and had no place in 
the administration program. So it is alto¬ 
gether likely that we will not have govern¬ 
ment-owned telegraph lines this year or 
next. 

But just the same it is verv good that the 
postmaster general has made the subject 
one of serious thought and discussion. In 
his statement he pointed out* that the 
United States is one of the few important 
nations that do not operate their telegraphs 
as they do their postal systems. Fifty na¬ 
tions have the government-owned tele¬ 
graph plan, and these include the most ad¬ 
vanced as well as most conservative of Eu¬ 
ropean countries, such as Great Britain, 
France and Germany. Surely there is no 
need for consternation over a proposition 
to adopt a measure successfully and satis¬ 
factorily applied in such nations as these. 
Mr. Hitchcock thinks that the American 
people owe it to themselves to avail them¬ 
selves of the advantage of owning so im¬ 
portant a public utility, and his investiga¬ 
tions have convinced him that the change 
would mean a much better as well as a 
vastly cheaper service. 

Mr. Hitchcock is right, and it is to be 
hoped he will have the requisite swing to 
push the subject along so that our law¬ 
makers cannot dodge it. The postmaster 
general has shown himself conspicuously 
a man who can do things since he came 
into the public eye. As manager of Mr. 
Taft's preliminary campaign he “steam¬ 
rollered"' the presidential path so efficiently 
that there was no candidate with a follow¬ 
ing as big as a corporal's guard to oppose 
Taft in convention, and he was equally 


thorough in running the post-convention 
campaign. As postmaster general he speed¬ 
ily got the department on a self-sustaining 
basis for the first time in its history. He 
was a strong force in securing the estab¬ 
lishment of postal savings banks, and he 
has worked faithfully and fearlessly against 
the express lobby in trying to establish the 
parcels post, which the present year will 
probably see in effect. When he takes more 
advanced ground and argues that the peo¬ 
ple are entitled to the same advantages in 
the matter of instantaneous communication 
as they have in the slower means of cor¬ 
respondence, his opinion carries more 
weight than that of any other man, the 
president not excepted. 

But what a lobby there will be to fight 
this particular progressive measure. The 
two big telegraph systems are titanic and 
their financial resources are unlimited. In 
their struggle to preserve themselves they 
will also have the active support of the 
entire railroad oligarchy and of the express 
companies, both of which institutions would 
see in the taking over of the telegraph lines 
the forecast of their own doom. 


Most of us have a relish for the excite¬ 
ments of a political campaign, and it is very 
evident that we are in 
The Three-Ring for a feast, not to say a 
Political Circus, surfeit, of that kind of 
pabulum this year. The 
last month has been one of excitement and 
thrills, and as things have eventuated they 
have shown that we spoke like a prophet in 
discussing the situation in last month's 
Journal. It has become very clear that Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt has persuaded himself 
that destiny demands he be a receptive can¬ 
didate for the G. O. P. nomination for the 
presidency, and the Colonel cannot be 
blamed for this opinion in view of the ex¬ 
traordinary demand for his candidacy that 
is coming from every section of the coun¬ 
try and from every variety of Republicans— 
Wall Street Republicans conspicuously ex¬ 
cepted. 

The former president has refused to an¬ 
nounce himself as a candidate, but in re¬ 
sponse to a direct question he likewise re¬ 
fused to deny that he would be a candidate. 
That his old and strong personal friend¬ 
ship for President Taft does not prevent 
him from believing that the Taft adminis¬ 
tration should not be repeated has been 
known ever since his return from Africa. 
On the other hand he does not wholly ap¬ 
prove of the radical La Follette. Along 
with this, he, in common with all other com¬ 
petent observers, sees that the breach be¬ 
tween the Taft and La Follette wings of 
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the party is so great as to make it a hope¬ 
less case for the G. O. P. in November 
should either of them be nominated in 
June, even if there should not be an open 
bolt in convention and a permanent divis¬ 
ion which would put the party in the dis¬ 
card just as the parting of gold and silver 
adherents did to the Democratic party in 
1896. Obviously a compromise candidate 
alone can save the party from shipwreck, 
and of course T. R. is the man of all men 
to fill the bill. At the same time, Presi¬ 
dent Taft has a very strong show to win 
the nomination, and whatever his subse¬ 
quent fate might be, defeat at the polls cer¬ 
tainly would be less humiliating to him than 
repudiation by his own party. Postmasters 
and other office-holders are always partisans 
of the man to whom they owe their jobs, 
and they have a very considerable say-so 
in conventions, in the picking of delegates 
and the like. So there is one big asset for 
the Taft forces. It was the southern of¬ 
fice-holding delegates that saved Benjamin 
Harrison at Minneapolis in 1892, and they 
may play the same role at Chicago in June. 

On the Democratic side things have de¬ 
veloped fast since the New Year. On Jack- 
son day there was a pow-wow and love feast 
of the faithful in Washington, coincident 
with the sitting of the national committee, 
which designated Baltimore, June 25, as 
the place and time for the national conven¬ 
tion. This gathering brought out the fact 
that while William J. Bryan is universally 
regarded as impossible as a candidate he is 
nevertheless a great power in the party, 
and his support will have considerable to 
do in naming the man. The growth of the 
Woodrow Wilson boom has been the im¬ 
portant development of the month and he 
is plainly the foremost candidate now, and 
is likely to enter the convention with that 
advantage. But Foss, Folk and Clark have 
powerful followings, and there is going to 
be such a division of the delegate vote that 
anything is liable to happen. Judson Har¬ 
mon is an avowed candidate, but he can 
never be nominated. William Randolph 
Hearst is nursing his own personally-con¬ 
ducted boom by the well-known Hearst 
methods, but Democratic leaders are get¬ 
ting tired of having their party split up. 
and Hearst has no more show than Har¬ 
mon. 

One certain and cheerful thing about the 
situation is that at least one, and perhaps 
both of the old parties will pick a man for 
president who is all that is conveyed by the 
now common word Progressive, and that 
platform will be framed accordingly. Should 
both parties be so foolish as to totally dis¬ 
regard the signs of the times, a new and 
triumphant third party would be the nat¬ 
ural result. The common people are com¬ 
ing into their own. 


President Taft has never been accused 
of over-friendliness to the proletariat. His 
intentions are just, but his point of view 
hinders him. Nevertheless, here is an ut¬ 
terance of his that should claim the atten¬ 


tion of the Kirbys, Posts and Otises. Says 
the president: “Time was when everybody 
who employed labor was opposed to the la¬ 
bor union; when it was regarded as a men¬ 
ace. That time, I am glad to say, has 
largely passed away, and the man today 
who .objects to the organization of labor 
should be relegated to the last century/’ 

* * * 

Just watch the progress of the parcels 
post bill while Congress is in session this 
time. We predict that this measure will 
go through the House swimmingly, that 
the Senate will not dare turn it down, and 
that President Taft, who must be given 
credit for placing his own convictions above 
political expediency will not veto its pass¬ 
age. There has never been a more no¬ 
torious lobby, probably never a more in¬ 
famous one at the capital, than the express 
lobby, out its power is gone. 

* * * 

That the citizens of Arizona have come 
into their statehood rights after the gov¬ 
ernmental machinery at Washington had 
tried to dictate to them what their state 
constitution should or should not include, 
involves what is at once something of a 
joke, but has a better significance in em¬ 
phasizing the fact that in this twentieth 
century it is only waste of energy to pile 
barricades in the pathway of real, intelli¬ 
gent democracy. It will be remembered 
that statehood was delayed last year be¬ 
cause of President Taft’s veto, solely on the 
provision in the Arizona constitution for 
the judicial recall. When the constitution 
was resubmitted to the voters of the state 
for amendment, every mother’s son of them 
voted to cut out the obnoxious judicial re¬ 
call. Now they have full statehood rights, 
and there is nothing to prevent them from 
voting that progressive provision or any 
other back into their constitution this very 
year. 

* * * 

Richard T. Crane, the great ironmaster 
who died in January at his home in Chi¬ 
cago, gave manifestation in his will of the 
genuineness of the spirit of fellow-feeling 
for all humanity which had characterized 
him during life. The Crane estate is esti¬ 
mated at about $10,000,000, although the 
huge industrial system he built up is of 
itself worth several times that amount. In 
the will he allotted one million dollars for 
a fund to provide healthful country homes 
for mothers and children from the poorest 
districts of Chicago. Another million was 
set aside as a pension fund for aged and 
disabled employes of the Crane company. 
In all the record of philanthropies we re¬ 
call none exceeding these two bequests in 
their practicability. Two of Mr. Crane’s 
sons are made his executors and trustees 
in this respect, and it is a pleasure to say 
that they are men who may be depended 
upon to carry out the father’s injunction 
both as to the spirit as well as the letter 
of the will.

Hours for Working Women. 

* Washington, Jan. 6.—When the United 
States Supreme Court sustained the Oregon 
ten-hour law for women and decided that 
a state can constitutionally protect women 
workers—on the grounds that the future of 
the race and the general welfare of society 
may be conserved—it set a proper example 
to state courts. Since the celebrated Ore¬ 
gon decision, the courts of Illinois, Michi¬ 
gan, Louisiana, Virginia and Missouri have 
supported similar legislation in behalf of 
working women. The courts in California, 
Washington and Ohio have, at the pres¬ 
ent time, cases of a like character under 
consideration. Attorneys for notorious 
grad grinds and open shoppers have ha¬ 
rangued the courts with all their old, moth- 
eaten pleas of the right to contract—and 
the. right to work as many hours as one 
likes, or as many hours as the capricious 
and profit-mongering boss determines to 
drive an employe; but the valiant, deter¬ 
mined, persistent efforts of the trade union¬ 
ists have had the effect of so educating the 
public and the courts, that it is not likely 
the state constitutions will be longer twist¬ 
ed to promote injustice by such absurd 
contentions—which are merely survivals of 
a decadent era—or that the welfare of so¬ 
ciety can be longer endangered for the ad¬ 
vantage of the exploiting few. 

Utah and Missouri have nine-hour laws 
for women, California and Washington 
have eight-hour laws. They were obtained 
by the organizations of labor. Local legis¬ 
lative committees in other states should im¬ 
mediately make plans and exert themselves 
to do as good, if not better for the pro¬ 
tection of their women workers. 9 


Valuable Benefits. 

Washington, Jan. 6.—The funeral, old 
age and disability benefits of the Amalga¬ 
mated Association of Street and Electric 
Railway Employes of America will be in¬ 
creased under the new constitution, which 
went into effect January 1, 1912. The new 
laws provide that $100 will be paid in case 
of death or disability, where a membership 
has been continuous for one year; for two 
years’ continuous membership the benefits 
will be $150; for three years, $250; for four 
years, $400; for five years, $500; for six 
years, $600; for seven years. $700; for eight 
years or over $800. This benefit will ap¬ 
ply both as a death or a general disability 
benefit. A member of the organization 
holding 20 years’ continuous membership 
who reaches the age of 65 and who, be¬ 
cause of age, is disabled from following his 
occupation, will be entitled to a benefit of 
$800. The financial officers of the local di¬ 
visions of the Amalgamated will hereafter 
be bonded so as to protect the finances of 
the association; audits will be compulsory 
every three months, under the supervision 
of the auditor in the international office. 


Success of Railroad Telegraphers. 

Washington, Jan. 6.—During the year 
1911 the Order of Railroad Telegraphers 
successfully negotiated 35 new wage scales 
with as many different railroad companies. 
These wage scales carry with them in¬ 
creases in wages closely aoproximating one 
million dollars in the aggregate. In addi¬ 
tion to the wage increase, the several 
schedules provide for fewer hours of work 
and many other improved conditions. The 
railroad telegraphers were engaged in no 
strikes during the whole of 1911. The 
above improvements were obtained by di¬ 
rect negotiation between authorized repre¬ 
sentatives of the railroad telegraphers and 
officials of the railroad companies. 


Trade Union Investments. 

Washington, Jan. 6.—The United States 
Bureau of Labor reports that in ten years, 
from 1897 to 1907, wages of bricklayers in¬ 
creased 41% per cent, carpenters 50J4, cor¬ 
nice makers 47, gas fitters 53*4, hodcarriers 
36, building laborers 28J4, painters 41 l / 2y pa- 
perhangers 41 1 / 2 , outside electric wire men 
50%, lathers 34 l / 2t plasterers 39^, steam fit¬ 
ters 45J/2, roofers 33J4* plumbers 47, stone 
masons 39,’structural iron workers, 86J4, 
This is an official report; it amply verifies 
statistics issued by organizations of the 
trades mentioned, and emphasizes most 
clearly what excellent dividends are se¬ 
cured through investment in a well-man¬ 
aged trade union. 


New York Men Alert 

New York, Jan. 6.-The executive 

board of the New York State Federation of 
Labor met at Albany on December 13 and 
formulated a legislative program on a num¬ 
ber of labor subjects of a very meritorious 
character. Among the many measures it 
decided to champion before the next legis¬ 
lature, the following are deserving of spe¬ 
cial mention: A workmen’s compensation 
act, modeled on the lines of the compen¬ 
sation act passed by the legislature of 
Washington on March 14, 1911, which also 
includes a compulsory insurance provision 
—the Washington act was framed to meet 
the objections of the New York supreme 
court, in which it declared that the former 
New York act took property without due. 
process of law. The Washington act is 
considered by students to be the most com¬ 
prehensive and complete yet devised in the 
United States for the purpose of compen¬ 
sating workmen suffering from industrial 
injuries. The executive board also decided 
to favor a bill creating a state-owned and 
operated printing office; an amendment to 
the metal polishing law, prohibiting fe¬ 
males and minors to be so employed; an 
amendment to the state eight-hour law, ex¬ 
tending it to the manufacture of all build¬ 
ing material; an amendment to the conspir¬ 
acy law, so as to permit all lawful combina- 
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tions; a bill prohibiting detective agencies 
from supplying employes where strikes or 
lockouts are known to exist; an amendment 
to the garnishee law, raising the wage limit 
from$12 to $20 per week; a bill providing 
for sanitary conveniences in foundries; a 
bill prohibiting the employment of women 
in sausage-making and other slaughter¬ 
house by-products. 

The Famous Danbury Hatters' Case Again 
Before the United States Supreme Court. 

Washington, Jan. 6.—On January 2 
Messrs. Davenport and Merritt, attorneys 
for Dietrich E. Loewe et al., filed a peti¬ 
tion for a writ of certiorari to be addressed 
to the judges of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the second circuit 
and brief in support thereof. They sub¬ 
mit the following reasons why the United 
States Supreme Court should exercise its 
extraordinary power to take a case of this 
character up by certiorari. First, the case 
was started over eight years ago and the 
plaintiffs were selected without redress. 
Second, the parties were engaged in actual 
trial for twelve weeks, to the great expense 
of themselves and to the inconvemenc of 
their attorneys and litigants. Third, the 
final judgment in this action will ultimately 
have to be reviewed by the supreme court, 
either at this stage of the proceedings or 
after the necessary appeal from a judgment 
rendered on a second trial. Fourth, the 
question of the liability of the members of 
a labor union for the torts of the officers 
and agents committed within the scope of 
their authority is one of public importance 
and it would be highly beneficial for the 
country at large if it could be settled at this 
time, without waiting for further and pro¬ 
tracted proceedings in this case. On Mon¬ 
day, the eighth of January, 1912, or as soon 
thereafter as counsel can be heard, the pe¬ 
tition for the writ of certiorari will be sub¬ 
mitted to the supreme court for its consid¬ 
eration and action. It is a matter of con¬ 
siderable interest among students of this 
notable case to learn what arguments will 
be made by the attorneys for the plaintiffs. 


Contempt Case. 

Washington, Jan. 6.—On December 30, 
Justice Daniel Thew Wright, of the Su¬ 
preme Court of the District of Columbia, 
commenced taking testimony in open court 
in support of the charges by the prosecuting 
committee, Messrs. Darlington, Beck and 
Davenport, that President Gompers, Vice 
President Mitchell and Secretary Morrison 
were guilty of contempt in the alleged vio¬ 
lation of the Buck Stove and Range in¬ 
junction. Among the witnesses examined 
were Commissioner General of Immigration 
Daniel J. Keefe, formerly president of the 
National Longshoremen’s Union; James 
O’Connell, president of the Metal Trades 
Department; Andrew Furuseth, President 
of the National Union, of 5}eamen; Samuel 
DeNedrey, former editor of “The Trades 
Unionist;” D. F. Manning, president of the 
local Retail Clerks’ Union, Washington, and 


others. Several exceptions were made to 
the rulings of the court by the attorney for 
the American Federation of Labor, Mr. 
Jackson Ralston. The hearings are being 
continued from day to day at the conven¬ 
ience of the court. 


Ohio Compensation Law. 

Washington, Jan. 6.—At the instance of 
Ohio manufacturers, the attorney general 
of the state has decided to commence a suit 
to test the constitutionality of the new com¬ 
pensation law. It is generally understood 
that the manufacturers desire to know posi¬ 
tively whether the law will be upheld by 
the courts before they commence to con¬ 
tribute to the state insurance fund, provided 
under the law. 


Eight-Hour Law To Be Applied. 

Washington, Jan. 6.—Under a decision 
rendered at the navy department, the pri¬ 
vate concerns which undertake the con¬ 
struction of the two new battleships, Ne¬ 
vada and Oklahoma, will be obliged to es¬ 
tablish the eight-hour day throughout their 
entire plants, in order to conform to the 
Hughes amendment in the last naval ap¬ 
propriation bill. There is no doubt among 
naval officials that the practical effect of 
this ruling will be to force an eight-hour 
day throughout the whole of any private 
shipyard undertaking the contract. The 
date of opening bids for the construction 
of the new battleships has been changed 
from January 4 to January 25, in order 
that the constructors may revise their fig¬ 
ures because of the official decision to ap¬ 
ply the law to the full effect. 


Only a Soool of Thread. 

Washington, Jan. 6.—A spool of thread 
is such a common necessity that it comes 
into a home and disappears by use without 
much thought or notice. Still, there are 
millions of dollars made by the manufac¬ 
turers in this industry. The J. P. Coats 
Company, the largest thread manufacturers 
in the world, declared a dividend for the 
year 1911 of 35 per cent. The paid up cap- 
' ital of this company is about $50,000,000, 
and its surplus fund that has been saved 
after paving such remarkable ^dividends, has 
accumulated to $41,000,000. The stock of 
this company is quoted at 510, putting the 
thread manufacturing industry in the same 
class as Standard Oil. It will also be re¬ 
membered that this is one of the highly- 
protected industries in which women and 
children are largely employed at very low 
wages. 


Postoffice Reforms. 

Washington, Jan. 6.—The Postoffice De¬ 
partment at Washington has consented to 
observe the Michigan law, which forbids 
the employment of women more than 54 
hours a week, or more than 10 hours in 
any one day, and has ordered the post¬ 
master in Michigan to observe the state law, 
and evidently overlooked the federal eight- 
hour law, which should apply to all post- 
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office employes. First Assistant Postmaster 
General C. P. Grandfield has recommended 
in his report that thirty days’ annual leave 
with pay shall be granted to all postal 
clerks and letter carriers. He recommends 
an amendment to the government employes 
compensation law, by which postal em¬ 
ployes may be included under its provis¬ 
ions. He also urges a pension and retire¬ 
ment law for all postal employes. 


Printing Trades Statistics. 

Washington, Jan. 6.—The analysis of the 
statistics furnished by the United States 
Census Bureau on the printing industry is 
exceptionally interesting. It shows that in 
the year 1904, 219,087 persons were engaged

as wage-earners, their wages averaged $580 
per annum, and the value of their produc¬ 
tion per capita amounted to $2,521. In 1909, 
the number of employes had increased to 
258,434, the wages had increased 10 per cent, 
or an average of $637 per annum; the prod¬ 
uct had increased in value 13 per cent dur¬ 
ing the five years, or an average per capita 
of $2,855. 


U. S. BEATS THE WORLD. 


We Kill Annually More Miners Than 
Whole World Besides. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 30, 1911.— 

“Twenty-one out of every one thousand 
miners lost their lives in Colorado in a 
single year/’ said Dr. John R. Haynes of 
Los Angeles, Cal., in his address before the 
joint session of the American Association 
for Labor Legislation and the American 
Economic Association, in Washington, D. 
C., this morning. 

“All the coal mines in the United States 
should be protected by the establishment 
of an interstate mining commission with 
power to enact and enforce regulations in 
this industry,” Dr. Haynes said. 

“This commission should have direct 
charge of the coal mines owned by the 
nation whether operated by the nation or 
under private lease. National regulation 
in European coal mines has enormously 
reduced the percentages of fatalities in the 
last 18 years, while with interstate regula¬ 
tions in the United States during the same 
period, the rate has steadily increased from 
2.67 in 1895 to 4.86 in 1907. The death 
rate in the various states, too, has varied 
tremendously from 2.25, the average rate 
in Illinois, for a term of years, to the 
frightful figures in the case of Colorado 
for the year 1907 when 21 out of every 
1,000 miners lost their lives in a single 
year, more than twenty times the rate of 
fatality for Belgium or France. 

“The national government has saved the 
lives of thousands of railroad employes by 
enforcing the use of automatic couplers 
and other safety appliances. Why should 
it not protect the lives of coal miners by 
enforcing in the case of mines producing 
coal for interstate markets such regulations 
as have been proven efficient in the saving 
of life? State regulation has failed woe¬ 
fully in the past. It is altogether unlikely 
that it will improve in the future, for the 
following reasons: 

First: Each state fears to impose regu¬ 
lations upon its own coal operators more 
burdensome than those to which their com¬ 
petitors in other states competing in com¬ 
mon markets are subjected. 

Second: Each individual state cannot for 
itself make the scientific investigations, or 
maintain a body of experts, of the efficiency 
easily attainable by the national govern- 
ment. 

Third: State inspectors owing to politi¬ 
cal influences are notoriously less efficient 
than federal inspectors. 

“Three European experts, invited by our 
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national government to inspect our mines, 
agree that American mining, now so fatal, 
can be made as safe as any in the world 
and at a very small increase, if any, in 
the cost of production. 

“Under state regulation during the last 
20 years, 30,000 coal miners have been 
killed and 80,000 seriously injured. We 
kill every year more than all of the rest 
of the world beside. Both common sense 
and humanity demand that the Federal 
Government safeguard the life of the miner 
as it hafc come in recent years to safeguard 
the life of the railroad worker.” 

Walter L. Fisher, secretary of the in¬ 
terior in President Taft’s cabinet, presided 
at this meeting. The delegates were in¬ 
vited by the U. S. Bureau of Mines to view 
an exhibit of apparatus and methods used 
in mine rescue and first aid work. 


Industrial Accidents in Canada. 

Washington, Jan. 6.—During the month 
of November 95 persons were killed and 
191 injured in Canadian industries, or a 
total of 286 fatal and non-fatal accidents. 
This was a considerable improvement over 
the record for the month of November, 
1910, in which 407 casualties occurred, 140 
being fatal and 267 non-fatal. 


Canadian Successes. 

Washington, Jan. 6.-Seven thousand 

coal miners in Alberta and British Columbia 
have recently closed an agreement with 
their employers in which an increase of 
wages running from 5 to 10 per cent is in¬ 
corporated. The freight handlers of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway at St. John, N. B., 
received an advance from 17 to 21 cents per 
hour. The city firemen at Chatham, Ont., 
received an increase of from $100 to $175 
per year over their previous salary. One 
hundred cement workers of Victoria, B. C., 
obtained an increase of 25 cents per day. 
dating back to July 14. Gas workers of 
Toronto received an increase of 15 cents 
per day for inside men and 10 cents per 
day for outside men. The Ontario legis¬ 
lature enacted a law providing for more 
adequate protection in building trades; also 
better regulations for the use of electricity 
in mines and the installation of electric 
wires for commercial use. . The factories 
act was amended by extending it to laun¬ 
dries. The New Brunswick Legislature 
enacted a stationary boiler inspection law, 
and a workmen's compensation law.

The principle used is very simple. When 
the water is turned into the boiler, the air 
contained in the boiler is forced up into 
the tank and the water passes on to the 
radiators the same as is done in an open 



tank system, thus leaving the tank charged 
with air. As the water is heated, it will 
expand and as there is no open tank at the 
top of the apparatus as is common in all 
other systems, the expansion acts to dis¬ 
place the water and rises in the tank and 
compresses the air, generating a slight, 
steady pressure. This pressure causes the 
water to circulate through the system more 
rapid than it does in the open tank system, 
at the same time the air pressure is utilized 
to operate the dampers in exact relation to 
a temperature of the water in the system.

A new arrangement has been arrived at 
by the Woolcombers and Gas Workers at 
Bradford, England, by which the two 
unions will recognize each others’ members 
so that gas workers may obtain employ¬ 
ment as woolcombers in the summer time, 
and the woolcombers may work as gas 
workers in the winter. 

A novel strike has taken place in Switzer¬ 
land, where five of the generals in the 
Swiss army have struck because they do 
not regard their annual remuneration of 
$700 sufficient wages.

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Association shall fall below the sum of two 
dollars ($2.00) per capita, the executive 
board shall levy an assessment on each 
member to replenish the same, provided 
that no assessment levied upon the gen¬ 
eral membership of the United Association 
shall be valid until the said assessment 
shall be submitted to the general member¬ 
ship of the United Association for a refer¬ 
endum vote and shall be voted on favorably 
by a majority of the members voting.

Washington, Jan. 6.—The “Bar Associa¬ 
tion” is the professional title of the or¬ 
ganization in which attorneys, solicitors, 
lawyers and brief writers are all enrolled. 
It is probably one of the oldest and strong¬ 
est unions of professional men in existence 
Its first, second, last and only thought is 
self-preservation. Its word is law, in fact, 
it is the* law, and for the sake of that self¬ 
same law, (of self-preservation) it elects 
its own members to administer the law, 
and up to the present no other section of 
society has mustered strength enough to 
balk their plans. It never sleeps nor allows 
its interest to lag. It tolerates no non- 
unionists nor strike breakers. The much 
lauded “right to work” theory is not ap¬ 
plicable to a non-union lawyer. No one 
would dare hire such a creature, no self- 
respecting union attorney would work with 
him, no dignified berobed judge would give 
him recognition. For the proof of this 
fealty of the lawyers to their union, refer¬ 
ence is herein made to a most comprehen¬ 
sive exposure on the “extravagant cost of 
the law,” by Carl Snyder, in “Collier’s” of 
December 30, in which he says in part: “We 
have fiv.e times as many judges as there is 
any need for. The chief occupation of 
these judges is the obstruction of justice. 
* * * In the United States, with 92 
million people, there are over 3600 judges. 
In Englapd, with 32 million people, only 
200 judges. The city of New York has 144, 
almost as many as in the whole of Eng¬ 
land.” Mr. Snyder concludes his analytical 
exposure by saying: “Reduce the number 
of lawyers in Congress and the State Legis¬ 
latures, and then, and not until then, will 
there be a real reform of the law in this 
country.” 

The news letter cordially invites Mr. Sny¬ 
der and his fellow reformers to co-operate 
with the American Federation of Labor in 
the accomplishment of this laudable task. 
Some headway was made in this direction 
during the last two Congressional cam¬ 
paigns. A bigger advance will be made in 
future campaigns.

ULTIMATE END OF “SYNDICALISM.” 


Chairman of British Labor Party Severely 
Criticises Policy Advocated 
by Syndicalists. 

In the October number of the Social¬ 
ist Review, J. Ramsey McDonald, chair¬ 
man of the English Labor Party, says: 
“Let us suppose that the strike is suc¬ 
ceeding. The authorities will try to 
break it, and that will lead to the employ¬ 
ment of force. Troops will he mobilized. 
So the syndicalist cannot avoid his revolu¬ 
tion even if he tried. The old revolutionist 
knew hrs business, faced the facts, laid his 
plans; the new revolutionist does none of 
these necessary things. Let us assume that 
the transport services are held up, that the 
markets and shops are closed, that the 
workshops are deserted. What follows? The 
syndicalists make the fatal mistake of cal¬ 
culating that time will be on their side. 
Exactly the opposite. Time will work 
against them. However complete the gen¬ 
eral strike is to be, it is only to affect, even 
to begin with, a majority. There will be 
a minority holding the same opinions as 
were expressed by the suburban dwellers 
during the recent railway troubles. They 
will represent the residence which society 


must always offer to sudden change. Then 
there will be a great number of men who 
will become unemployed without in any 
way sympathizing with the strike or its 
purposes. The striker, every day that 
passes, becomes, in the eyes of an increas¬ 
ing number of people, not the savior but 
the enemy of society. His assumption is 
that as the days go society will become 
more helpless in his hands; the fact is that 
after the first two or three days, society will 
begin to organize itself against him, be¬ 
cause society as well as the individual is 
moved by the will to live. The fact is, that 
the assumption of a progressive paralysis 
is false. Society will at once take steps 
to recover command of itself. It will not 
yield to the general strike; it will resist it. 
On the day of his first triumph, when he 
declares his strike, the syndicalist signs his 
own death warrant and puts the noose 
about his own neck. The new revolution 
which syndicalism and its advocates of the 
Industrial Workers of the World contem¬ 
plate has avoided none of the errors and pit- 
falls of the old, but it has added to them a 
whole series of its own. It is a mere esca¬ 
pade of the nursery mind. It is the prod¬ 
uct of the creative intelligence of the man 
who is impatient because it takes the earth 
24 hours to wheel round.

1 EXECUTIVE COUNCIL OF AMERICAN FEDERATION OF LABOR I 
J ORDERS AMALGAMATION BY APRIL 1, 1912 f 



To Whom It May Concern: 

Greeting—President Gompers of the 
American Federation of Labor ordered the 
United Association and the International 
Association of Steam Fitters to send repre¬ 
sentatives to Washington, D. C., on Janu¬ 
ary 6, to confer and consummate the plan 
of amalgamation of the I. A. Steam Fitters 
with the United Association, in order that 
the instructions of the Atlanta convention 
of the American Federation of Labor, that 
the I. A. Association of Steam Fitters and 
Helpers amalgamate with the United As¬ 
sociation of Journeymen Plumbers, Gas 
Fitters, Steam Fitters and Steam Fitters* 
Helpers of the United States and Canada, 
and that only one organization of the pipe 
trades exist, namely, the United Associa- 
t.on, be carried into effect. 

General President John R. Alpine, Secre¬ 
tary-Treasurer Thomas E. fiurke and Gen¬ 
eral Organizer Edward Leonard represent¬ 
ed the United Association. President Tom 
Kinsella represented the I. A. Association, 
President James A. Short represented the 
Building Trades Department, and Presi¬ 
dent Samuel Gompers represented the 
American Federation of Labor and also 
presided at the meeting of the joint confer- 
ence. 

The representatives of the United As¬ 
sociation declared themselves prepared to 
enter upon negotiations immediately to 
carry into effect amalgamation, as ordered 
by the Atlanta convention of the Federa¬ 
tion of Labor. President Kinsella refused 
to assume negotiations with us, as he 
stated the Atlanta convention ordered the 
Executive Council of the Federation of La¬ 
bor to amalgamate the I. A. Association 


with the United Association and therefore 
he claimed that it was the duty of the Ex¬ 
ecutive Council to submit a plan of amal¬ 
gamation and to arrange same at their 
meeting which was to take place the fol¬ 
lowing Monday, January 8th. 

Our meeting thereupon adjourned as 
nothing further could be done owing to 
the stand taken by the representative of 
the I. A. Association and until the Execu¬ 
tive Council acted on the proposition later. 

At the meeting of the Executive Council 
beginning with January 8th, and ending 
January 13th, this body consummated a 
plan of amalgamation as well as a conclu¬ 
sive decision that the I. A. Association 
must amalgamate with the United Asso¬ 
ciation before April 1st, 1912, in case they 
fail to do so, the Federation of Labor shall 
notify the whole American Labor move¬ 
ment that the United Association is the 
only organization recognized as being in 
complete control of the pipe fitting trade 
and no other shall be tolerated or recog¬ 
nized by the American Federation of 
Labor. 

This decision has been accepted by the 
United Association and we are prepared 
now and at the date set to carry its pro¬ 
visions into execution. 

The Executive Council in carrying out 
the orders of the Atlanta convention, sure¬ 
ly put the finishing touches on this long 
drawn out controversy and we hope and 
trust for the sake of peaceful and harmoni¬ 
ous relations between the men of labor, as 
well as the employers and the public at 
large that this decision shall end for all 
time the disagreeableness that has existed 
for so many years and that all concerned 
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will use their best efforts to show those 
that are blinded by prejudice the true light, 
as well as the foolhardiness to resist the 
unanimous declaration of the American la¬ 
bor movement for one organization of the 
pipe trades. 

The Executive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor and the Executive 
Council of the Building Trades Department

to amalgamate the I. A. Association with 
the United Association, that only one or¬ 
ganization of the pipe fitting industry 
should exist and that be the United Asso¬ 
ciation. 

In conclusion we desire to offer a hearty 
and cordial invitation and welcome to all 
Steam Fitters and Helpers of the I. A. As¬ 
sociation into the United Association and 
we can assure them that they will receive 
the fullest protection and control over their 
work and they shall absolutely retain com¬ 
plete identity without intrusion in this or 
any other regard. 

A united mpe trades will surely mean to 
all concerned a mighty bulwark in the 
protection and elevation of not only our- 
trade, but to ourselves personally and those 
depending upon us, as well as bringing 
peace and tranquillity in the labor move¬ 
ment, that we may all reap the reward that 
comes with true unity and brotherhood.

Dear Sirs and Brothers: The Atlanta 
Convention of the American Federation of 
Labor directed amalgamation should take 
place, whereby the United Association of 
Plumbers, Gas Fitters, Steam Fitters and 
Steam Fitters' Helpers Qf United States 
and Canada and the International Associa¬ 
tion of Steam and Hot Water Power Pipe 
Fitters and Helpers of America shall be 
formed into one organization under one 
charter, from the American Federation of 
Labor, namely—The United Association of 
Plumbers, Gas Fitters, Steam Fitters and 
Steam Fitters' Helpers of United States 
and Canada. 

The convention directed that a confer¬ 
ence of the interested parties should be 
held for that purpose, at which a represen¬ 
tative of the Executive Council of the A. F. 
of L. should be present. We herewith no¬ 
tify both organizations in interest that the 
Executive Council of the A. F. of L. re¬ 
ceived a report from President Gompers of 
the A. F. of L., and President Short of the 
Building Trades Department, that the con¬ 
ference called for had been held January 
6th, 1912, at the headquarters of the Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Labor. 

Representatives of the U. A. and the I. A. 
were present together with President Gom¬ 
pers of the A. F. of L., representing the 
Executive Council, and President Short 
representing the B. T. D. Presidents 
Gompers and Short reported that though 
the conference was held, no agreement was 
reached, due to the fact that the represen¬ 
tative of the I. A. refused to confer with 
the representatives of the U. A. to deter¬ 
mine upon any plan of amalgamation, the 
representatives of the International Asso¬ 
ciation declaring that, in accordance with 
the action of the Atlanta Convention, it 
was for the Executive Council to submit a 
plan to effect amalgamation. 

In view of these facts, the Executive 
Council of the A. F. of L. herewith sub¬ 
mits to the United Association of Plumb¬ 
ers, Gas Fitters, Steam Fitters and Steam 
Fitters’ Helpers of the United States and 
Canada and to the International Associa¬ 
tion of Steam and Hot Water Fitters and 
Helpers of America, terms of amalgamation 
as incorporated in this letter. 

Owing to the importance of the subject 
and the necessity for constructive action 
in the pipe-fitting industry and for the 
greater development of the purpose of the 
Building Trades Department, and its rela¬ 
tionship to the general labor movement 
both organizations in interest, the U. A. 
and the I. A. are hereby informed that the 
Executive Council of the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor expects a report of the 
action taken by the respective organiza¬ 
tions on the following proposed general 
terms of amalgamation not later than April 
1st, 1912. 

Amalgamation Agreement. 

The following agreement is entered into 

this . day of .. 1912, by and 

between the United Association of Jour- 
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neymen Plumbers, Gas Fitters, Steam Fit¬ 
ters and Steam Fitters' Helpers of the 
United States and Canada, and the Inter¬ 
national Association of Steam,-Hot Water 
and Power Fitters and Helpers of America, 
in compliance with the action of the 
American Federation of Labor convention, 
held at Atlanta, Georgia, November, 1911. 

Sec. 1. All beneficial members of the 
International Association of Steam, Hot 
Water and Power Pipe Fitters and Helpers 
of America, in good standing at the time 
this agreement is consummated shall be 
placed in full beneficial standing on the 
books of the United Association, as pro¬ 
vided for in the general constitution and 
laws of the United Association governing 
the payment of benefits and donations. 

Sec. 2. It is agreed that all members of 
the International Association of Steam, 
Hot Water and Power Pipe Fitters and 
Helpers of America thus becoming mem¬ 
bers of the United Association of Journey¬ 
men Plumbers, Gas Fitters, Steam Fitters 
and Steam Fitters' Helpers of the United 
States and Canada, shall be entitled to all 
rights and privileges accorded other mem¬ 
bers of the United Association. 

Sec. 3. All apprentices at present in 
good standing in International Association 
shall, upon affiliation to the* United Asso¬ 
ciation, be credited with full length of time 
served and shall be entitled to all benefits 
and privileges of the United Association 
as provided for in the constitution of that 
Association. 

Sec. 4. In cities or districts where two 
or more locals of the Amalgamated Asso¬ 
ciation are located a joint council shall be 
formed. 

Sec. 5. Separate charters shall be grant¬ 
ed local unions composed of Steam Fit¬ 
ters or Steam Fitters' Helpers where a 
sufficient number of applicants for such 
charter exist, in accordance with the laws 
of the United Association. 

Sec. 6. Increased effort shall be made to 
organize all non-union Steam Fitters and 
Helpers employed in the pipe fitting indus¬ 
try. 

Sec. 7. It is hereby agreed that Steam 
Fitters shall be entitled to and shall Jiave. 
complete control over all steam fitting work 
and it is further agreed that in order to 
promote the success of this amalgamation, 
a committee of six (6) composed of equal 
numbers representing the parties at inter¬ 
est,* shall be created, for the purpose of 
determining the division of the work. This 
committee shall meet and so determine 
within fifteen days after the consummation 
of this agreement. 

Sec. 8. In case any differences arise rel¬ 
ative to carrying out the provision of Sec. 
7 that can not be settled by the represen¬ 
tatives of the organizations in interest then 
the question in dispute shall be referred to 
the Executive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor for settlement. 

Both organizations are hereby notified 
tfiat the interests involved in the pipe-fit¬ 
ting industry as well as in the Building 
Trades Department and the labor move¬ 


ment generally, require that in the event 
of amalgamation as directed by the Atlanta 
Convention not being agreed to by April 
1st, 1912, that the whole labor movement 
relies upon the Executive Council of the 
A. F. of L. to announce that there is but 
one organization of the pipe-fitting indus¬ 
try recognized by the American Federation 
of Labor, namely—the United Association 
of Plumbers, Gas Fitters, Steam Fitters and 
Steam Fitters’ Helpers of United States 
and Canada.

Health Resorts and Infection. 

Among the public the idea is occasion¬ 
ally found that cities or communities fre¬ 
quently by tuberculous persons present 
conditions favorable for the infection of 
the well. While it was difficult to secure 
conclusive evidence to prove the error of 
the assumption referred to, yet a study of 
the question would indicate that casual 
contact and house infection were of rela¬ 
tively slight importance, and that if the 
presence of a large number of “open cases” 
were a factor of great importance in spread¬ 
ing tuberculosis, there should be some cor¬ 
relation between the death rate of imported 
and acquired cases in the various communi¬ 
ties. None of the state except Arizona 
classifies separately the deaths from im¬ 
ported cases and those from locally ac¬ 
quired tuberculosis. It is found that in 
Denver, which also makes this distinction 
in classifying .these deaths, the death rate 
from locally acquired tuberculosis, while it 
fluctuates somewhat, is low and is certainly 
not increasing. California also classifies 
these deaths according to length of resi¬ 
dence and while the line cannot be dis¬ 
tinctly drawn between imported and locally 
acquired cases, yet the conclusion is that 
the death rate from tuberculosis is no 
higher in southern California, which re¬ 
ceives most of the imported cases, than it 
is in the central and northern portions of 
the state. The abundance of sunshine, 
which quickly destroys the germ, and the 
possibility of outdoor life in most of these 
communities together with the supervision 
exercised by physicians over this class of 
patients and the instruction given them as 
to the spread of infection and adoption of 
correct hygienic measures, make these 
communities as safe for the general public 
as the communities less favored by climate. 
The Journal of the American Medical As¬ 
sociation says that tuberculosis is notori¬ 
ously a disease dependent on poverty, mal¬ 
nutrition, dust, bad air and bad housing, 
these conditions in the closely populated 
industrial centers with less supervision over 
the cases really afford much greater op¬ 
portunity for the spread of this infection 
than the presence of many open, but su¬ 
pervised cases, as in the health resort com¬ 
munities. 
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Report of General President John R. Alpine 


At the time of my last letter I was in 
'Boston, Mass., in company with General 
Organizer Sheehe, Business Agent Thos. 
L. Pratt of Local No. 12, and Business 
Agent Austin Fales of our Boston Steam 
Fitters Local No. 537. In connection with 
this visit it will be quite proper for me to 
say that a visit was paid to one of the 
general contractors, who now has a num¬ 
ber of extensive building operations in ac¬ 
tion, and this general contractor gave us a 
written guarantee that on and after Feb¬ 
ruary 25th all steam fitting or work over 
which he had control, would be performed 
by members of the United Association. 
This in itself was a very satisfactory inci¬ 
dent to my visit, but I am in duty bound 
to say that General Organizer Sheehe and 
Business Agent Fales are alone responsible 
for the result, as they had been engaged on 
the project for a considerable time, in con¬ 
sequence of which I have great pleasure in 
saying they are entitled to the credit for 
the results obtained. Additionally in con¬ 
nection with our L. U. No. 537 let me say, 
the local is prospering both with regard to 
work at hand and in relation to additional 
members that are constantly seeking our 
fold. The real conditions of this local bear 
tribute again to the prowess of Brother 
Sheehe and Brother Fales, and there can be 
no doubt as to the future success of the 
local union. 

I had several matters of interest that in¬ 
duced me to come to Boston, reference to 
which I will endeavor to make. Before 
doing so, I desire to make a passing ref¬ 
erence to .my visit to Lynn, Mass., on the 
night of January 22nd, 1912, at which time 
f was privileged to attend the annual ban¬ 
quet of L. U. No. 77 in company with 
General Organizer Sheehe, Business Agent 
Pratt, and'Brothers Byars of L. U. No. 12. 
This banquet was one of the very finest af¬ 
fairs of its kind that I ever have been priv¬ 
ileged to attend, and was the more enjoy¬ 
able because I was entirely unaware of 
the event. Not only was there an abun¬ 
dance of good things to eat and drink, but 
a splendid entertainment was afforded, 
which, with the provisions made for the 
inner man, were thoroughly enjoyed by all. 
Brother Sheehe, Brother Pratt, Brother 
Byars, Brother Chas. Chamberlain, In¬ 
spector of Plumbing of Lynn, Mr. E. B. 
Billings, Plumbing Inspector of Nahant, 
Mass., President Clark of L. U. No. 277, 
Brother Annis, President of the Sheet Met¬ 
al Workers of Lynn, Brother L. G. New¬ 
man, Secretary of the Lynn Building 
Trades Council, Brother Bert Teague of 
Salem, President E. C. Lyman of the same 
Local Union, together with the writer, 
were privileged to address the meeting 
which followed the banquet, as guests of 
L. U. No. 77. Past President C. J. Shea 
presided at this meeting in his customary 
excellent manner and had a kind word and 
pleasant thought to express for all. To 
President Wm. Buist, Vice President Rich¬ 


ard Ryan, Recording Secretary Jos. Curry, 
Treasurer A. E. Reynolds, Brother John 
Reynolds and Brother Wm. Blauvett, as 
well as Tom McDonald, I offer sincerest 
thanks for the many courtesies extended; 
in fact if time and space permitted I would 
be able to mention every member of Local 
No. 77 as well as the guests favorably and 
pleasantly as having helped me to pass one 
of the most enjoyable evenings that I can 
record. The entertainment was favored by 
Prof. Geo. Blauvett who was the pianist 
of the evening, Prof. Edgar and son who 
sang delightfully. Brother Wm. Portaes 
who danced admirably, Brother Tom Mc¬ 
Donald whose stories were fully appre¬ 
ciated, and Brother Jos. Curry who made 
a pronounced hit in his recitation, “The 
Street Sweeper's Dream." 

I am writing this letter in haste before 
catching a train for New York and have 
only a brief time at my disposal as I am 
summoned very unexpectedly on an errand 
of the gravest importance. I regret ex¬ 
ceedingly that I have not further time to 
pay more attention to this splendid event 
of L. U. No. 77, let it suffice to say that 
the occasion ranked with the very best 
ever held by I. U. No. 77, and this state¬ 
ment will carry with it a full significance 
of what an enjoyable night was experi¬ 
enced by all. Local Unions Nos. 77 and 
277 are enjoying the prosperity they are 
properly entitled to, and again I extend 
sincerest thanks and deepest appreciations 
to all for the kindness offered. It was my 
privilege to meet a number of old time 
friends and the evening seemed to me more 
like a family reunion than anything else, 
since it was in Lynn, Mass., that T first saw 
my baptism in the held of union labor. 

It had been my intention to attend the 
regular meeting of L. U. No. 12 on the 
night of January 23rd, but owing to cir¬ 
cumstances that arose which were quite 
beyond my control, I was unable to attend 
this meeting. 

Upon the night of January 24th in com¬ 
pany with General Organizer Sheehe and 
Brother Andrew and Mooney of L. U. No. 
175, a meeting was held with a number of 
men for the purpose of securing their af¬ 
filiation with L. U. No. 175. Good inten¬ 
tions were expressed by the men in ques¬ 
tion and I sincerely trust that our efforts 
will be of good result in this direction. 

On the night of Thursday, January 25th, 
T attended and addressed at some length 
the meeting of our steam fitters Local No. 
537, and which was the usual excellent 
meeting so characteristic of this local 
union. Much enthusiasm was manifested 
and I cannot refrain from expressing the 
opinion in the columns of the Journal that 
Brother Fales as a Business Agent for the 
Local Union is performing excellent work. 
As to our old time friend Brother Pratt of 
L. U. No. 12. he is still performing his full 
duty as Business Agent and working with 
his customary vim and energy to perpetu- 
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ate the success of his Local Union. After 
addressing the steam fitters’ meeting on 
the date mentioned, I departed on the mid¬ 
night train for New York, in company with 
General Organizer Sheehe, having in mind 
the intention of taking up some matters at 
New York pertaining to the sprinkler fit¬ 
ters of our Providence Local No. 476, ar¬ 
riving in New York on Friday, the 26th. 
While we w^re not successful in securing 
the conference with the parties we had an¬ 
ticipated to meet, yet we had the opportu¬ 
nity to express our thoughts and desires, 
and received the promise that due consid¬ 
eration would be given and further infor¬ 
mation furnished Brother Sheehe in this 
direction. I have not heard as to the out¬ 
come of the visit but hope for the best. 

On Friday, the 26th, in company with 
General Organizer Sheehe and Higgins, a 
visit was made to one of the large sprink¬ 
ler fitting concerns, with headquarters at 
New York, and views were exchanged with 
the president of the company in question. 
As a result I have been recently advised 
that the company referred to has under 
consideration a plan to make an agreement 
with our Association which will be bene¬ 
ficial alike to all. In this regard I hope to 
be able to offer some more explicit infor¬ 
mation in my next letter. 

From Saturday, January 27th. to Wed¬ 
nesday, January 31st, I was busily engaged 
at New York attending to the affairs of our 
Association and concerning which refer¬ 
ence will be made at the proper time. I 
was accompanied by General Organizer 
Higgins during my stay in that city and 
am auite confident good results will follow 
our labors. 

On Thursday, February 1st, I arrived at 
Chicago, and on Friday, the 2nd inst., I was 
en route to Green Bay, Wis., arriving in 
that city on the night of the date men¬ 
tioned. It was my privilege to attend the 
convention of the Wisconsin State Asso¬ 
ciation, and in this connection with much 
pleasure 1 record the holding of a most 
successful convention where important 
matters concerning our General Organiza¬ 
tion were discussed and disposed of. Steps 
were taken to properly protect and secure 
the passage of legislative sanitary laws ot 
inestimable value, and all in all the conven¬ 
tion was a source of enlightenment and ed¬ 
ucation to us all. President Rudolph Sae- 
ger and Secretary J. J. Wiertz were re¬ 
turned to office; in fact I believe this is 
true of all the former officials, while a^ san¬ 
itary legislative committee was appointed 
which will bring forth the best results 
From the reports that were submitted and 
the general interest manifested, the reports 
of the officers of this convention were most 
complete in every detail, and the Wiscon¬ 
sin State Association is to be congratulated 
upon the excellency of its condition, the 
interest shown by its members, and the re¬ 
sults that have been attained. 

A most excellent banquet was provided 
at which time the Mayor of the city was 
present and with others spoke briefly. The 
convention was opened by President Sae- 


ger, who introduced Mayor Abrams and 
another speaker representing th$ American 
Federation of Labor whose name I do not 
recall at this time. General Organizer 
Kennedy also addressed the convention at 
length in a most highly interesting man¬ 
ner, while the writer of this letter was lis¬ 
tened to most attentively while addressing 
the meeting at a considerable length. 

Brother Kennedy in making his report 
clearly established the fact that the Local 
Unions of Wisconsin were in a decidedly 
prosperous and thriving condition, and it is 
my pleasure to say that these conditions 
are largely to be accredited to the activi¬ 
ties and energy of Brother Kennedy him¬ 
self, as well as the hearty co-operation 
that has been given him by the rank and 
file of the State of Wisconsin. 

As stated, I am leaving tonight on an 
unexpected trip to New York, caused by 
conditions that have suddenly arisen, and 
while there are many others I would care 
to mention in this report a lack of time 
prevents such mention. In passing, how¬ 
ever, I will say that on February 9th, I 
paid a visit to Cincinnati on matters re¬ 
ferring to our General Organization, re¬ 
turning to this office on Monday, Febru¬ 
ary 12th, but at this time I would prefer 
not to make further mention with regard to 
my mission to Cincinnati, or the results 
therefrom. 

In conclusion let me say, everything is 
progressing nicely and there can be no 
doubt as to the profitable results to our 
Association and to the labor movement 
generally, as a consequence of the decision 
of the Atlanta convention. There can be 
no mistaking the attitude of the American 
Federation of Labor as mentioned in the 
largest and most important convention yet 
held by that body, neither can there be any 
possible opportunity to mistake the atti¬ 
tude of the men who have suffered so long 
because of jurisdictional strife and who 
now appreciate that there is a haven of¬ 
fered them for relief. The last number of 
the Journal contained extended reference 
to this matter, so that further mention is 
unnecessary at this time, except to say that 
we are actively engaged and do not pro¬ 
pose to stop until there is a united organ¬ 
ization composed of all men who work at 
the pipe fitting industry. 

In my next letter I shall anticipate the 
pleasure of adding favorable mention to 
some of the matters contained herein and 
to which only passing mention has been 
made.

When the Hen Embalms Her Eggs. 

Apropos of a recent discovery comment¬ 
ed on in the Journal of the American Med¬ 
ical Association, to the effect that antisep¬ 
tics, given in the chicken’s food, affect the 
egg, we wonder what Dr. Wiley will Jo 
with a hen that embalms her own eggs. 
By the aid of science, it seems, she can 
now do it, and, from what we know of this 
perverse fowl, we fear that she will do it. 
Such a discovery as this can scarcely elude 
the grasp of the astute poultry producers 
and egg embalmers. Will it be applied 
practically, and, if so, will its effects be 


pernicious or beneficent? Shall we be poi¬ 
soned by both the ham and the eggs, or 
will it now become possible for every far¬ 
mer to stock his own storage warehouse 
and hold down the winter prices on hen 
fruit? 


Systematic Campaign Against Cancer. 

A systematic campaign against cancer 
has been inaugurated in Germany. In a re¬ 
cent address, Prof. Winter, of Konigsberg. 
proposed a number of measures which lie 
urged the cancer committee to undertake. 
One suggestion is that the cancer commit¬ 
tee should send to all medical teachers a 
circular requesting them, either themselves 
or through their assistants, to publish from 
time to time instructive articles on cancer 
and its prevention. The cancer committee 
itself shall publish an article of instructions 
for physicians and send it to all Prussian 
physicians or have it sent out by the gov¬ 
ernment. The government is to be re¬ 
quested to publish a supplement to the of¬ 
ficial book of instructions for nurses on the 
relations of nurses to cancer patients. Fur¬ 
ther, the government shall be asked to 
notify the district physicians to give thor¬ 
ough instructions to midwives at all of the 
regular supplementary examinations re¬ 
garding the course they shall pursue if 
cancer is suspected. The cancer committee 
shall secure proper speakers for the in¬ 
struction of the public in large assemblies. 
Is shall further provide articles for the in¬ 
struction of the public and make arrange¬ 
ments to get them published in proper peri¬ 
odicals. The government is to be request¬ 
ed to publish short instructions in official 
circulars, and to have a circular distributed 
by the officials to all householders in the 
country. 


Ballet Girls on Strike. 

Paris.—There is at present a strike being 
conducted by the “ladies and gentlemen of 
the ballet.” Several dancers have demand¬ 
ed an increase in salary. They at present 
receive between $550 and $600, and they 
want an advance of from $100 to $150. The 
cost of living in Paris has grown enor¬ 
mously and this is assigned as the reason 
for demanding a higher wage and endeav¬ 
oring to get same by strike. 


Urge Women to Organize. 

Washington.—Miss Lenora O’Reilly of 
New York, lecturing before the civic com¬ 
mittees of the District Federation of Wom¬ 
en’s Clubs in this city recently, urged the 
women of Washington to support the la¬ 
boring women of the country in their ef¬ 
forts to organize into trade unions. It was 
stated that more than 5,000,000 women are 
gaining a livelihood as wage earners. 


Electricians Win Raise. 

Boston.—The electrical workers’ contro¬ 
versy in this city, which was referred to an 
arbitration committee, Has been settled- 
The. electricians received a raise from $4.00 
to $4.40 per day. 
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“The Dilemma of Progress.” 

Ou Jan. 22 some of the New York papers 
notified us as follows: “About $77,000,000 
has been obtained from the public by 
fraudulent discovered promoting com¬ 
panies during the last fiscal year, and many 
more remain in the market not yet discov¬ 
ered, or not yet gone to pieces. The in¬ 
formation comes from the Chief Post Office 
Inspector.” 

This promoting business is an old story. 
It simply goes on increasing. That kind 
of business is not patronized by large cap¬ 
italists, but by our plain people, who can 
only invest in small sums. Interest on 
solid basis is so insignificant, 3 to 4 per 
cent, that on very small sums it is not 
very enticing. Then the plain people are 
constantly being told about the rapid for¬ 
tunes that can be made and are being made 
through investments, and that demon¬ 
strates everybody, the rich and the poor. 
Then, again, business on a small scale is 
seldom as profitable as it used to be in old 
times, in the sense of providing for a some¬ 
what decent living. Large concerns are 
the order of the day, and we are told that 
the process is inevitable, or a question of 
progress, from which there is no escape. 

The mania of rapid wealth accumulation, 
which in old times was limited to a few, 
is and has been for years extended to the 
many. Don't you see that we pretend to 
have no classes, but equal rights for all? 
We have the equal right of getting on top 
of each other, insofar as our laws of mo¬ 
nopoly and rank injustice may give us any 
chance. That is the»equal right of special 
despotism, of industrial license on one side 
and industrial slavery on the other. We 
thus indirectly proclaim the ignomy of 
honest labor, of that labor which alone pro¬ 
duces all real wealth. We thus repudiate 
all equity in the industrial fabric of every 
national group. We thus abandon, discard 
the whole simple morality of all divine com¬ 
mands, and leave no room for a sensible 
Creator, no room for an orderly universe, 
no room for the love we owe to each other, 
no room for the peace which passes all un¬ 
derstanding, and has been promised to us 
if we saw fit to behave towards each other. 
All that remains to us, is then—the foolish 
joys, deep sorrows and disagreements im¬ 
plying war to tHe knife against God and 
His creation. 

The fact is that if some of us have made 
the great mistake of falling in love with 
God and humanity, then our advanced na¬ 
tions look to us like a combination of the 
tragical, the ludicrous, the depressing and 
the amusing. Every new advance seems to 
carry us to the brink of an abyss. We try 
to find the bottom, and then erect a bridge 
over the next altitude, and so on ad in¬ 
finitum. Yet, all the time God, with His 
fixed and simple truth stands across the 
path of our crazy progress, ready to lead 
us into the sublimities of the healthy con¬ 
ditions which would never need the erec¬ 
tion of bridges across any abyss. The truth 


with its eternal simplicities, is always so 
dangerous to us, so full of perplexities and 
confusions. The mirage of great wealth 
rapidly accumulated, invariably creating 
poverty and conflicts; we have been fol¬ 
lowing after that mirage for over 62 cen¬ 
turies, and so the desert of sickness, sor¬ 
row and sin has always been around this 
bewildered humanity of ours. Shall we 
ever learn the simple lessons that we all 
ought to have absorbed, and accepted long 
ago? 

No nation has ever yet managed to pro¬ 
duce even the moderate, scanty, sanitary 
needs for its population. That presupposes 
an ethical distribution of the annual earn¬ 
ings, in relation to services rendered. Tfiat 
is what nobody has ever seen. We give 
today, to a small proportion of family 
groups, from about 15 to 2,000 tiroes or 
more than the average we allow to retain, 
out of the wealth produced, to the average 
family group appertaining to the actual 
wealth producers. Approximately the same 
proportions and relations can be found in 
all nations. If anything, the abnormality 
has increased during the last few decades, 
in the advanced nations, advanced after a 
fashion. Let us not forget that by sani¬ 
tary needs we should mean, a healthy body, 
mind and soul. And who has possessed 
that in his terrestrial life? Don’t you see 
that civilization has always managed to 
evolve as much sickness as possible, as 
many physical, mental and spiritual de¬ 
formities as we could pile on at every pe¬ 
riod of history? 

It happens that we have been promised 
the full life that the Father knows we need, 
and we naturally long for. That life can 
be so full and complete, in itself, as to 
eliminate the dreadful anxieties of that 
dreadful tomorrow. Not even those to 
whom we give far more wealth than the 
full life needs, not even such people are 
free from the anxieties of every tomorrow 
until they go—to the eternal today t Don’t 
you see the force and the crime of what 
we call progress? 

It is all in our hands. We have received 
the right, power and duty to legislate our¬ 
selves into healthy, happy, manly human 
beings. We have the power, not the right, 
to legislate ourselves sickly, bad, unhappy, 
crooked fellows. We have thus chosen the 
worse possible conditions. Shall we ever 
have moral courage enough to become the 
natural, healthy, happy children of a glor¬ 
ious Father? There we have the dilemma 
of progress.

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Report of General Organizer Kennedy, 


To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

My report begins with my visit to Bloom¬ 
ington, Ind., where I had the pleasure of 
installing a new Local Union, which will 
be known as Local 560. The conditions 
here are about the same as we find in all 
unorganized places. The men in the local 
are of the kind that will make a success 
and be a credit to the U. A. and we will all 
look for improved conditions in the spring. 

Peru, Ind., where I attended a meeting 
of the I. A. Local of Steam Fitters, who 
work for the Chesapeake & Ohio Ry., with 
a view of getting them to affiliate with the 
U. A. In this I was successful in getting 
them to agree to disband their local at 
their next regular meeting. All signed our 
charter application^ and I hope to have the 
privilege of installing them before this re¬ 
port reaches our readers. 

Logansport, Ind., where I attended the 
regular meeting of Local 399, which was 
quite an important one, as many matters 
of importance to the local were taken up 
and disposed of, as well as many misunder¬ 
standings between individual members and 
the local were straightened out, I feel, to 
the satisfaction of all. The local is in fair¬ 
ly good shape, working under a closed shop 
agreement. If properly lived up to, wifi 
work out to the benefit of all. Especially 
that clause regarding the apprentice. There 
is only one way for a local to maice any 
progress, and that is by working together 
and always keeping in mind the interest of 
all. 

Fond du Lac, Wis., where I attended a 
special meeting of Local 501, which was or¬ 
ganized some months ago. This being the 
first time an organizer had visited them, 
there were many things to explain regard¬ 
ing the workings of the U. A. The day 
following the meeting, with a committee of 
the local, we drew up an agreement to be 
presented to the bosses in the near future. 
I also attended a meeting of the B. T. D., 
at which time a general plan of action was 
adopted that will govern all organizations 
the coming spring, as all are to ask for the 
closed shop, and none but card men will 
be allowed on any job. All labor organ¬ 
izations of the city have made splendid 
progress the past year, and with no mis¬ 
takes made the coming year will see Fond 
du Lac a well-organized city. 

Marinette, Wis., and Menominee, Mich., 
was my next stop, where I attended a spe¬ 
cial meeting of Local No. 23, and was sorry 
to learn of the rather bad finish of their 
short strike last fall. To say the least, 
winter is a bad time to go on strike in this 
cold country. The local made the same 
mistake as others have made—by asking 
too much at one tim$. When you ask for 
a $1.00 a day increase in wages and many 
other things that you never enjoyed be¬ 
fore all at one time, the finish is seldom 
what we could wish for. However, let me 


say that our local is still intact, and with a 
more conservative policy for the spring I 
am sure they will be successful in better¬ 
ing their conditions. I have taken up the 
financial affairs of the local with the Gen¬ 
eral Office and have the same straightened 
out. 

Green Bay, Wis., where I attended the 
convention of the Wisconsin State Asso¬ 
ciation, which was held on Feb. 3 and 4, 
and as usual the convention was a very 
successful one from every standpoint. Prac¬ 
tically every local in the state was repre¬ 
sented and much business was transacted. 
The report of the Legislative Committee 
was very interesting, although they failed 
by five votes at the last session of the Leg¬ 
islature in having a State plumbing law 
adopted, and this after four months* labor 
by the committee. This setback has not 
discouraged them, and they will be back 
at the next session, working harder than 
ever for the bill. In our 19 locals of the 
State, comprising a membership of 575, we 
have only 34 men in bad standing. This 
certainly shows the good condition of our 
locals. One of the surprises and real 
pleasures of the convention was that we 
had President Alpine with us. This was 
the first time President Alpine had ever 
been in Wisconsin since being our Gen¬ 
eral President, and it is needless to say 
his able address to the convention and at 
the banquet was greatly appreciated by 
all. He surely was made to feel at home, 
and I believe his only regret was that he 
had never had an opportunity of visiting 
this progressive State before. Practically 
the same old officers were elected, includ¬ 
ing the old stand : bys of the State, Bros. 
Rud Saeger of Milwaukee, J. J. Wertz of 
Racine and Tom Ferguson of Madison. 
While here I had the opportunity of 
straightening out some matters that have 
been referred to me by the General Office 
concerning our Green Bay local. Everv 
delegate persent is indebted to Local 298 
for the many courtesies extended. Per¬ 
sonally I want to thank everyone present 
for the very kind treatment I’ received. 

Chicago, where on Feb. 6 I had the op¬ 
portunity of assisting Secretary-Treasurer 
Burke and the following committee from 
Local 520: Bros. McKevitt, Holbrook 
Denneby, Freer and McTighue in installing 
a new local of Steam Fitters of 62 men. 
who were former members of Locals 5 and 
33 of the I. A. The entire local is composed 
of men who work for the Northwestern 
Ry., who desired to affiliate with the U. A. 
Secretary Burke is entitled to our thanks 
for the work he did in inducing the men 
to affiliate with us, as he is the one that 
met with them and showed how their in¬ 
terests would be best protected in the 
U. A. Our entire membership extends a 
hearty welcome to our new Local No. 563. 

My next stop was at Chicago Heights, 
where our local had been locked out for 
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seven days. The cause of the lockout was 
due, to the local withdrawing their men 
from one of the shops that violated our 
agreement without first referring the mat¬ 
ter to arbitration, as they claimed their 
agreement provided for. After a meeting 
with committees from both organizations 
the matter .was settled and all men returned 
to work under the existing agreement, with 
the understanding that in the future the 
bosses will force their members to abso¬ 
lutely live up to their agreement. 

Champaign, Ill., to which city I was sent 
by the General Office in order to be present 
at a test at the Illinois State University, 
that was supposed to be made for the ben¬ 
efit of a committee representing the 
Plumbing Inspectors' Association and Bro. 
William Groeniger, State Plumbing In¬ 
spector of the State of Ohio. Some time 
ago Bro. Groeniger submitted plans and 
specifications of different ways of venting 
and reventing various plumbing systems 
which many individuals of his State are in 
favor of, but which are not satisfactory to 
him as State Inspector, and he is taking 
this method of proving they are wrong, 
and that the only proper way of prevent¬ 
ing syphonage of traps and to guard against 
back pressure is by a separate revent for 
each trap. Prof. White, who is in charge 
of these tests, was not prepared to make 
them at this time, and the committee pres¬ 
ent had little to see. As soon as things 
are in shape for the test Bro. Groeniger 
will notify all interested locals, and any 
who desire will be welcome to attend. 

By instructions from President Alpine I 
went to Kewanee, Ill., to call on the Pres¬ 
ident of the Kewanee Boiler Co. and to 
try and induce him to meet a committee 
of the boilermakers and a committee rep¬ 
resenting the Federation of Labor, in order 
that a settlement of the boilermakers’ 
strike, which has been on for 20 months, 
might be settled. After a lengthy interview 
with the president I was unable to bring 
about the desired results, as he absolutely 
refused to meet any committee or to per¬ 
mit the shop to be unionized. 

Trusting this report will be satisfactory 
to our general membership, I beg to re¬

A large part of Long Island is running 
wild and nas been for years, but I believe 
we can tame the place with the assistance 
of our members and officers, in conjunction 
with our Business Agents, Bro. Austin of 
Local No. 418 and Bros. Dunn and Jacoby 
of Local No. 1, as also the assistance, when 
possible, of the Business Agents of our 
Manhattan Locals, Bros. O’Brien and Hill 
of Local No. 480 and Bros. McGowan and 
Connelly of Local No. 498, and Bro. Finley, 
President of Local No. 379. I desire to 
thank Bro. Austin for the assistance he has 
given me. 

I then went into a matter concerning our 
men in New York City and the Master 
Plumbers of Manhattan on a complaint to 
our General Office. This matter will take 
some.little time to clear up, and I am tak¬ 
ing care of it, as well as other matters, 
pending the arrival of General President 
Bro. Alpine, who will come to New York

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Report of General Organizer Clark. 


To the Officers and Members of the U. A: 

My last report left me in Fresno, Cal., 
where I had gone to attend the convention 
of the California State Association, which 
adjourned Sunday, the 14th of January. 
The convention of the California State 
B. T. C. convened on the 15th, and I staid 
for two days in attendance at that con¬ 
vention, one of the most memorable in the 
history of the State, owing to the fact that 
No. 78 had taken steps to close all so-called 
open shops in Los Angeles, which might 
mean a serious strike, for we can never tell 
where these things will wind up. I hur¬ 
ried to Los Angeles, arriving on the 17th, 
in time to attend the meeting. I had most 
emphatically opposed this move at this time 
for several reasons which I thought good 
and sufficient, but the order had gone into 
effect, and no other recourse was open but 
to go down the line, which we are - now 
doing. There are none of us that do not 
believe in the union shop and few, if any, 
that believe in anything else, for that is 
one of our cardinal principles. The move¬ 
ment is now on and we will all do the best 
we know how to make it stick. 

Long Beach Local went out on strike the 
1st of February for a raise in wages from 
$4.50 to $5.00. The boys were out three 
days and got an agreement from the em¬ 
ployers to pay the five on the 1st of April 
next. This was a compromise which I 
thought they had ought to accept, and they 
did so. They were all back to work on 
Monday, the 5th, and, as I believe, well sat- 
fied with their victory. The balance of my 
time was spent in Los Angeles. I might 
mention the fact that I was in this city only 
four days when I had to go to the hospital 
with a very bad cold that threatened pneu¬ 
monia, and did develop a rather high fever. 
I was held in the hospital for ten days, 
but came through in good shape—a little 
groggy on my legs for a week, but still 
able to be of some little assistance*in the 
Long Beach strike. 

On the 7th of February I received a wire 
from First Vice President Coefield to come 
to San Francisco and left for that city on 
the 8th. This was in connection with 
some friction in the Building Trades Coun¬ 
cil, in which we are always deeply inter¬ 
ested. I will report on this later. 

There is one thing that I would like to 
impress on the minds of all our members— 
that is that though California, and, in fact, 
any place this side of the Rockies, has the 
finest climate in the world, you cannot live 
on sunshine and fresh air alone. Fruit is 
more costly than in the East, and all liv¬ 
ing expenses are as high as in Chicago or 
New York. There is no work here at this 


time nor will there be for some time to 
come, for one-half of the men who are here 
now. Fifty per cent of our members are 
idle just now, and this applies to all cities 
along the coast, from Van Couver to San 
Diego. 

There has been an extra effort made by 
the enemies of labor to swamp the labor j 
unions with an excess of men from all over j 
the world. Advertisements are appearing 
in the press of distant cities for men to 
come to the coast, saying that there is a 
sho»tage of labor here. The plain fact is 
that in San Francisco alone there are 12,000 
building trades men idle, and a canvass of 
the city shows in all lines of work that ] 
40,000 men and women are now idle who 
depend on their daily toil for a living. The | 
West welcomes our Eastern brothers, but 
when privation and hunger face us in our i 
own homes it is impossible to extend the 
welcome that under normal conditions is 
your right. Stay away from the Pacific 
coast for a while and you will save your¬ 
self many rude shocks and hardships, as it 
is a long hike over the mountains and des¬ 
erts, and there are no bread fruit trees 
along the line.

PRACTICAL POINTERS ON PLUMB- 
ING. 


By R. M. Starbuck. 


It is with pleasure that we respond to 
the request of the editor of the official or¬ 
gan of the United Association for a series 
of articles on the subject of plumbing con¬ 
struction, and we can assure our readers 
that we shall endeavor to give the best 
that is at our command. 

We realize that there are two distinct 
classes of men who will read what we 
write—the man who has mastered the prin¬ 
ciples of the business, and the beginner or 
the man who is under instruction, and who 
is really a student, both of the practice and' 
the theory of plumbing. We shall do our 
best to make our writing of such a char¬ 
acter that both classes of workers will find 
them of value. 

Naturally, at the outset, the treatment 
of our subject will have to be along rudi¬ 
mentary or fundamental lines, in order to 
establish the basis for more advanced con¬ 
sideration. 

We have chosen to take up in the first 
place, the subject of venting. 

Primarily, the purpose of trap vent is 
to break siphonage, and siphonage, by the 
way, is the'worst enemy that the trap has. 
To study the subject of venting properly, 
one must know something concerning the 
action of the siphon. In Fig. 1 we show a 
cut of a simple siphon, which as our read¬ 
ers know, is a tube used for conveying 
liquids from a high point to a lower point. 
If the air is exhausted in the long arm of 
the siphon, water will flow through it un¬ 
til the end of the short arm is out of wa¬ 
ter. or until air is admitted at the high 
point of the siphon or near it. Right here 
then, the purpose of the trap vent comes 
in, for whenever a tendency to siphon 
arises, the vent pipe, if it is clear, will ad¬ 
mit air at once, and prevent siphonage tak¬ 
ing place. It will be seen in Fig. 2 that 
the vent pipe is always taken from the 
crown or high point of the trap, or at least 
should be so taken. 

It will not do to take the vent off the 
trap a long distance down from the crown, 
as air must be admitted at or near the 
hi eh point to accomplish the desired re¬ 
sult. It is good practice, however, to take 
the vent off slightly down from the high 
point, as the air is thus admitted less di¬ 
rectly onto the seal, and for that reason 
loss of seal from evaporation will be less. 

Now, in Fig. 3 we show an S trap and 
a drum trap, both unvented for the purpose 
of showing the great danger of siphonage 
under such conditions. We show in Fig. 
1 a typical siphon with its long or outlet 
arm. and its short or inlet arm, and the 
longer the outlet arm in comparison to the 
other, the stronger will be the action of 
siphonage. If now. we look at the con¬ 
nections of the S tray, we see at once that 
the outlet or long arm of the connection is 
very much longer than the inlet arm, and 
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we see further, that this connection has 
everything in it that is calculated to form 
a strong-acting siphon. This is the case 
with many waste connections. The same 
thing is true of the drum trap, although 
the difference in length of the two arms 
is not so great, and therefore siphonage in 
this case might not be so strong. All it 
needs in either case, is to have a heavy 
flow of waste down the stock, to siphon 
both traps. When the waste rushes past 
the Y branch it exhaustes the air at that 
point, partially, creating more or less of a 
vacuum. When that happens, the pressure 
of the atmosphere on the house side of 
the trap seal, having nothing to counter¬ 
balance it, forces the water out of the trap, 
and into the waste connection. This is 
what we know as siphonage, and there are 
many ways in which it may be caused. If 
however, in the case of the two traps in 
Fig. 3, there was a vent pipe taken off, air 
coming in on the sewer side of the seal 
would counterbalance the pressure of the 
atmosphere on the other side, and there 
would then be no siphonage. 

If the stack ends at the highest fixture, 
and is not carried through the roof, then 
the danger of siphonage is much greater. 
The roof extension of a soil or waste 
stack is one of the most necessary features 
in the plumbing system, not only for help¬ 
ing to prevent siphonage, but for purifying 
the drainage system. It is a fact that a 
system supplied with fresh air will last 
longer than a plumbing system not so pro¬ 
vided. 

The principles governing trap venting 
are very simple, but if not complied with 
produce unsatisfactory results. Generally 
speaking, the vent pipe should be of the 
same size as the waste. In the case of the 
water closet and slop sink, however, this 
rule is not followed, the vent in each of 
these cases being two inches. 

One principle that should always be ob¬ 
served is that the vent pipe shall rise above 
the fixture which it serves. The violation 
of this principle is often a serious matter. 

In Fig. 4 we show a fixture whose trap 
vent is properly run, as far as the principle 
just stated is concerned and in Fig. 5 a 
fixture whose trap vent is wrongly con¬ 
nected, in that it does not rise above the 
fixture. 

Suppose that in the case of the two fix¬ 
tures in Figs. 4 and 5, the trap should be 
come clogged. In Fig. 4 the waste would 
back up into the fixture showing that there 
was ^rouble, which needed attention. In 
Fig. 5 the waste would not back up and 
give warning in that way, but would be¬ 
gin to flow over through the trap vent into 
the main vent pipe. This would continue, 
probably unknown to anyone, until the 
vent pipe eventually became clogged. Then 
of course, the waste would back up into 
the fixture. 

Strange as it may *eeni to anyone who 
knows what is right, there are many who 
actually believe that the vent pipe should 
be run as in Fig. 5, in order to provide a 
means of escape for the waste, in the event 




of stoppage, and that to run it as in Fig 
4 would actually be defeating the purpose 
of the trap vent. The writer has had such 
eases of ignorance come to his personal at¬ 
tention, and presumes that some of his 
readers have had a like experience. We 
have also seen what probably most plumb¬ 
ers have also seen—the blind vent, which 
simply runs back to the wall, ending there 
in a nickel plated escutcheon, with or with¬ 
out a solid washer covering the end. Such 
a practice as this hardly needs condemna- 
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tion on our part, for on the face of it. it is 
not only the most flagrant kind of fraud, 
bat it is creating direct communication be¬ 
tween the foul drainage system and the 
interior of the house. These things are 
generally impossible in places where there 
is plumbing inspection and supervision, 
bat in all such cases the owner is paying 
for a vented job, and gets what is worse 
than the job would be if not vented at all. 



In Fi^. 4 is shown the customary method 
of running a trap vent, but the best meth¬ 
od, when it is possible, is to run the 
vent at 45 degrees. Right angle turns in 
vent pipes are to be avoided when pos¬ 
sible, as it is at such points that partial 
stoppage may occur. It is not always pos¬ 
sible to run them in this ideal manner, 
however. 

Probably the greatest detriment to the 


successful operation of the trap vent is the 
closing of the entrance of the vent into the 
trap with grease, lint, etc. It is probably 
a fact that if every such opening could be 




inspected, we should be mightily surprised 
to find how few of them were clear. We 
can readily understand how serious the 
closing of the vent is when we stop to 
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think that this result completely nullifies 
its action, the trap then being under ex¬ 
actly the same influences as if it were not 
vented. 

In our next article we shall take for con¬ 
sideration a method of venting which we 
consider far superior to the system of 
crown venting, and which is entirely free 
from this danger of stoppage. 

THE PRACTICE AND THEORY OF 
HEATING AND VENTILATION. 

By Alfred G. King. 

Article 10 . 

Some types of buildings, especially those 
of larger size, are particularly adapted to 
the installation of the overhead system of 
hot water heating, and we may say relative 
to this that there is no more effective and 
economical system of hot water heating in 
use. 

Apartment buildings, hotels and other 
large buildings in which the space on each 
floor is similarly divided, so that the ma¬ 
jority of the radiators on.the job set one 
above the other, can best be piped for the 
overhead system. 

Aside from the simplicity of the con¬ 
struction of the work there are other rea¬ 
sons why a system of this character is 
most efficient and economical. The whole 
volume of the supply usually ascends to 
the top of the building through one large 
supply or flow pipe, where the entire sys¬ 
tem is thoroughly relieved of all air by a 
direct connection from the top of this pipe 
to the expansion tank, and the water is 
then divided into a number (as many as 
are necessary) of sub-mains feeding drop 
supply pipes, each of which supplies sev¬ 
eral radiators as the water descends to the 
basement. The specific gravity of the wa¬ 
ter in the numerous drop pipes is largely 
in excess of that of the one ascending col¬ 
umn in the large flow pipe, and this differ¬ 
ential produces the motive power and 
drives the water at a high velocity through 
the entire system. 

Another reason for efficiency is the elim¬ 
ination of much of the friction from the 
piping through which the water ascends, 
there being much less friction in one large 
pipe than in several smaller pipes of equal 
area. 

The velocity of the circulation through 
the regular system of hot water piping is 
hampered by the fact that they pitch up¬ 
ward but very little from the boiler, and 
this causes cooling of the water by frac¬ 
tional resistance, precipitating the cooled 
and denser water to the bottom of the 
pipe, the heavier water then flowing in 
the opposite direction causing reverse cir¬ 
culation. 

The principle of the overhead system of 
hot water heating is illustrated by Figure 
1, the direction of the flow of the water 
being indicated by arrows. Several meth¬ 
ods of making connection to* the radiators 
are also shown, the line of radiators on the 



right and left of the illustration showing 
the O. S. fittings, used on the drop supply 
pipes. This fitting was illustrated and de¬ 
scribed in Article 8, and used in the man¬ 
ner indicated by the sketch it divides the 
flow in such a manner as to give each 
radiator its proper allowance of the cir¬ 
culation. 

As the large supply pipe full of water is 
very heavy it should be properly supported 
in the basement. It is customary to run 
this pipe from the top of the boiler to a 
convenient point to allow of its being taken 
to the attic or upper floor of the building. 
A base elbow or supporting elbow is used 
at the bottom of the riser which rests on 
a brick pier as indicated by Figure 2. 

The main riser af the top of the building 
supplies as many sub-mains as are neces- 
sarv to feed the various drop supply pipes. 
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These sub-mains pitch downward from the 
riser and the branches connecting with the 
drop supply pipes are taken from the side 
or bottom of the mains as shown by Figure 
3 in order to prevent the existence of an 
air-lock, which would occur were the 
branches taken from the top of the mains. 

In the basement the various drop pipes 
are connected into one or more return 
mains leading to the boiler. These may be 
run overhead in the same manner as the 
returns of an ordinary hot water job, or 
on the basement floor if desired. 

If rooms in the basement are to be heat¬ 
ed the latter method is necessary. With 
this method owing to the pressure on the 
system, due to height, radiators placed on 
a level with the boiler will heat just as well 
as those above, the pressure being suf¬ 
ficient to raise the return circulation to the 
heater without retarding it. This pressure 
equals approximately one-half pound per 
square inch for each foot of height of the 
water in the apparatus. 

As the expansion tank on a system of 
this kind must be placed above all of the 
piping it is usually located as near to the 
main riser as circumstances will allow. 

Figure 4 shows the method of using a 
small vertical tank with the vent and over¬ 
flow combined in one pipe leading through 
the roof. On a large installation requiring 
a tank of considerable size it is usual to 
hang the tank from the rafters supporting 
the roof and to make a separate connec¬ 
tion for the overflow as illustrated by Fig¬ 


ure 5. The drip pipe shown is taken to the 
basement and connected into a drain or it 
may be connected into a nearby rain 
leader. 

We have mentioned the fact that all air 
in the system works out through the ex¬ 
pansion tank. By reason of this no air 
valves are necessary on the radiators. 

The use of the overhead system on a job 
of considerable size will show a marked re¬ 
duction in the cost of material and labor 
over the amount required for any other sys¬ 
tem, and the expense of operation, that is, 
cost for fuel will also be lessened. 

A Honeywell generator or other ecceler- 
ating appliance can be used in connection 
with the overhead system and will greatly 
increase the efficiency of the job. 

A fitter is frequently called upon to in¬ 
stall a hot water job in a building without 
a basement except possibly a small pit or 
cellar for the use of the heater. An over¬ 
head system in a case of this kind is the 
only system that can be employed to ad¬ 
vantage. 

Often it is desired to heat a store or 
large room having no basement, the condi¬ 
tions being such that the heater must be 
placed on a level with the radiators. 

In a case of this kind, the overhead sys¬ 
tem is the only available method and the 
fitter who is conversant with the flow of 
water or the circulation of the same under 
such conditions will have no trouble what¬ 
ever in installing a satisfactory job. 

The manner of connecting the radiators

for this and other systems we shall de¬ 
scribe later in a separate article devoted to 
methods of making radiator connections. 

It is customary to place the radiator 
valves on the flow connections, but as a 
matter of fact it makes no difference 
whether they are placed on the flow or 
return. 

Pipe sizes, of course, depend upon the 
size of the radiators used or the amount of 
radiation supplied by each main, or drop 
pipe. In a general way we may say that 
the main riser should be proportioned to 
the total amount of radiation on the job 
and each sub-main should be of sufficient 
size to supply all drop pipes served by it. 
For a building three or four stories in 
height the drop supply pipes should con¬ 
tinue the same size from the attic to the 
basement. 

As a rule the radiators for an overhead 


system are tapped top and bottom of the 
same end, although this is not essential 
This style of tapping allows of more sim¬ 
ple pipe connections and will effect a sav¬ 
ing in pipe and fittings.

Report of General Organizer Sheehe. 


Bridgeport, Conn., Feb. 14, 1912. 

To the Officers of the United Association: 

My last report closed leaving me in Bos¬ 
ton, working in the interest of Local No. 
175. Conferences were held with the shop 
crew of the Gas Appliance at which prog¬ 
ress was made in the organizing of this 
shop. January 21st, I had the pleasure of 
a visit from President Alpine, and for the 
next four-days our time was fully taken up 
on matters of great interest to the locals in 
Boston. Our most successful work was an 
agreement we succeeded in getting from 
the largest contractor in this vicinity, which 
he signed to employ nothing but U. A. 
titters, after February 25th. This will be a 
blow that will entirely force the remainder 
“f the I. A. members to affiliate with Local 
No. 537, and T look for an early adjustment 
of the steam fitter question in this city. 
With B. A. Fales, our time was spent in 
visiting contractors and architects, ex¬ 
plaining the decision of the executive coun¬ 
cil of the A. F. of L., and I know that the 
visit of our General President has helped 
our cause along with these contractors con¬ 
siderably. By invitation of Local No. 77 
of Lynn, I attended the annual banquet at 
which I also had the pleasure of the com¬ 
pany of President Alpine. As usual, the 
local demonstrated its ability to provide a 
high class entertainment for its members 
and friends. The after-dinner speech of 
President Alpine was listened to with 
marked attention, as he recalled the pro- 
ress and successes of our organization the 
past year. On January the 26th, with Presi¬ 
dent Alpine, I visited New York for the 
purpose of interviewing President May¬ 
nard of the General Fire Extinguisher Co., 
in behalf of Local 476 of Providence, R. I. 
My purpose was to try and get him to run 
His plant in Providence on an eight-hour 
basis. We were unable to see Mr. May¬ 
nard owing to the fact that he was getting 
ready for a board of directors’ meeting, 
and suggested that we put our case in writ¬ 
ing before their board. I regret to say 
that I have since received an answer in 
which they refuse to grant our request. 
While in New York with President Alpine 
and Organizer Higgins, T attended a con¬ 
ference which I feel will be the cause of 
an agreement, which will be very beneficial 
to the sprinkler fitters throughout the 
country. By invitation of the Massachu¬ 
setts State Association, I attended their 
semi-annual convention held in Brockton. 
Mass. This proved to be the largest con¬ 
vention ever held by the State Association, 
there being 65 delegates representing 27 
local unions. As usual, this convention 
maintained the high standard established 
by previous conventions by legislating on 
matters that had for their purpose the bet¬ 
terment of conditions of its members and 
the further strengthening of our interna¬ 
tional. Brother Mooney, of Local 12, was 
elected president, and Brother McCarthy, 
of 145. was re-elected secretary-treasurer 


for the ensuing year. Locals 276 and 318 
proved their ability to provide entertain¬ 
ment and saw to it that all the delegates 
enjoyed their stay in the city of Brockton 

On receiving notice that the Board of 
Appeals of tjie city of Boston had granted 
the trustees of the Brigham Hospital per¬ 
mission to install the plumbing in a new 
group of buildings without ventilation, I 
endeavored to investigate in what manner 
we could prevent them from proceeding in 
the work. On taking the matter up with 
the Building Commissioner, I found that 
he had not yet issued the permit, having 
referred the decision of the Board of Ap¬ 
peals to the Corporation Counsel for an 
opinion. Not having the time to await the 
decision of the council, I procured a law¬ 
yer to look after our interests, and to en¬ 
join the Commissioner from issuing this 
permit, if necessary. If this goes through 
and they arc permitted to install this job 
without back air, it will be a very vital 
blow to ventilation in this city, and I fear 
its influence would be very far-reaching, 
so I intend to follow the case as far as 
possible, and expect to have the co-opera¬ 
tion of the Master Plumbers’ Association 
of Boston. By previous appointment I 
next visited Worcester, Mass., in the inter¬ 
ests of Local 408. With Brother McDon¬ 
ald, we visited many of the men outside the 
local, and invited them to attend an open 
meeting. At this meeting, we succeeded in 
getting a substantial number of new mem¬ 
bers, and there is no question of the suc¬ 
cess of our local in this city, there being 
very few in the old local now holding out. 
While here I attended the meeting of the 
Central Labor Union, at which I endeav¬ 
ored to get our local seated. I regret to 
say that the body did not seat our dele¬ 
gates but referred the credentials to a com¬ 
mittee for investigation. The president of, 
the I. A. in this city is also president of the 
Central Body, and on his motion the mat¬ 
ter was referred. However, the body was 
of the opinion that they would have to seat 
our delegates but owing to the fact that 
Local 4 is not affiliated, they felt that they 
should not seat our steam fitters until the 
plumbers also affiliated. I will endeavor to 
get the plumbers to affiliate with the Cen¬ 
tral Body, and if I succeed in this, there 
is no question but that our steam fitters 
will be also seated over the protest of 
the I. A. 

I next visited Fitchburg, Mass. This lo¬ 
cal has made very little progress since the 
strike of four years ago. With Brother 
John Smith I endeavored to interest the 
non-union men in this city to join our local, 
but I regret to say that I fear it will be 
some time before we get the most of these 
men in—the bosses having them all full of 
that “dear steady job, so long as they work 
for a dollar a day less than our union men.” 
However, T think we will get a few men 
who have already agreed to make out an

There seems to be a 
“nigger in the woodpile” in this law, be¬ 
cause we believe that if a workman is in¬ 
jured in intrastate commerce (that is, in 
commerce within a state) billed to and 
from points within the state, it would be 
impossible for him to prove that his case 
came under the law of interstate commerce 
and consequently he would lose his case.

The strike of the mill workers at Law¬ 
rence, Mass., was caused by the woolen 
trust, the American Woolen Company. 
They goaded their workers into insurrec¬ 
tion by cutting the starvation wages of the 
men, women and children down 25 cents 
a day. The reduction brought the wages 
down to much less than $5 per week on an 
average. This reduction brought about a 
strike of the entire unorganized mass of 
workers. The company, not satisfied with 
this, sent agents all through Southern Eur¬ 
ope importing workers to take the places 
of those on strike, which is against the 
law, and at the same time had the soldiers 
of the state brought out to terrorize and 
shoot down the strikers that were fighting 
for a little more bread for themselves and 
families. Is it any wonder we have dyna- 
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miters and anarchists in this “land of the 
free.” * * * 

Old Massachusetts, the cradle of Amer¬ 
ican liberty, with its tea parties, Bunker 
Hills, Yorktowns and Dorchesters, and 
many more spots dyed red with the blood 
of her sons fighting for human liberty, has, 
we regret to say, been sacrilegiously dese¬ 
crated by the manufacturers who work 700 
women in their foundries and iron plants, 
ranging from the age of girlhood to late 
womanhood, working side by side with 
men in temperatures above 100 degrees 
amid stifling smoke and poisonous gases, 
scantily and improperly clad. This is a 
disgrace to civilization and may bring on 
another Bunker Hill to free us from pres¬ 
ent American slavery.

Kingsville, Texas.—The carpenters of 
this city made a demand last fall for a 
raise in wages to take effect January 1. 
The contractors refused and the carpenters 
went on strike, remaining out six days, at 
the end of which time a satisfactory agree¬ 
ment was reached and they returned to 
work. 


Pittsburgh Garment Workers. 

Pittsburgh.—The garment workers of 
this city are negotiating for a new agree¬ 
ment with their employers. Victor Altman, 
member of the executive board of the Unit¬ 
ed Garment Workers, is assisting in the 
negotiations. 

At Sacramento, Cal., the Cement Work¬ 
ers obtained the Saturday half holiday and 
increased wages.

The indictment and arrest of fifty-four 
trades unionists for alleged knowledge of 
dynamiting and trans- 
indictment of porting this said product 
Labor Officials, through the several 
states, is, we believe, 
whether intentional or not, one of the best 
political stunts of the century, especially 
at this lime when the dominant party no¬ 
ticed the handwriting on the wail. How¬ 
ever, we believe with the law that all men 
are innocent until found guilty, and we 
have no hesitancy in saying that these 
men will be able to prove their innocence 
when the time comes for trial. Anyway 
their word should be taken in preference 
to the traitor and Judas Iscariot, McMani- 
gal, who never had a reputation only of the 
vilest character. As a duty we as trades 
unionists should do all in our power to as¬ 
sist in every manner possible that the ac¬ 
cused secure a fair and impartial trial and 
that thev be properly defended by the best 
talent in the legal profession. The attor¬ 
neys should be men noted for honesty and 
integrity and should be thoroughly investi¬ 
gated before being employed.

On Feb. 12th we celebrated the birth of 
Abraham Lincoln, one of nature’s truest 
noblemen, and as- time 
Lincoln’s goes on his memory 
Birthday. grows younger to the 
world. Among all the 
men of this earth that have contributed to 
progress none is more reverently loved and 
admired than Lincoln, who nobly served 
his country through her greatest crisis and 
died in the glory of his achievements. He 
was not only the champion of American 
liberty but the people’s savior and his 
words and actions aided all the poor and 
oppressed of all the world to bring them 
greater freedom. He was of the common 
people and always remained the same ir¬ 
respective of his power of office or achieve¬ 
ments. 

He was an ardent advocate of the trades 
unions and an eternal foe to oppression of 
every kind no matter who the dispenser. 
We shall quote a few of his words that we 
may take them home to our own hearts 
and emulate them, and which will remind 
us at the same time of the sublime sim¬ 
plicity and nobility of his character. 

From his first address: “Every man is 
said to have his peculiar ambition. Wheth¬ 
er it be true or not, I can say, for one. that 
1 have no other so great as that of being 
truly esteemed of my fellow men, by ren¬ 
dering mv*elf worthy of their esteem.” 

Further quotations of remarkable fore¬ 
thought: 


E. Burke. 

“We all declare for liberty; but in using 
the same word we do not all mean the 
same thing. With some the word liberty 
may mean for each man to do as he 
pleases with himself and the product of his 
labor; while with others the same 'word 
may mean for some men to do as they 
please with other men and the product of 
other men’s labor. Here are two, not only 
different, but incompatible things, called 
by the same name, liberty. And it follows 
that each of the things is, by the respective 
parties, called by two different and incom¬ 
patible names—liberty and tyranny.” 

“This country, with its institutions, be¬ 
longs to the people who inhabit it. When¬ 
ever they shall grow weary of the existing 
Government, they can exercise their con¬ 
stitutional right of amending it, or their 
revolutionary right to dismember or over¬ 
throw it.” 

“Labor is prior to and independent of 
capital. Capital is only the fruit of labor, 
and could never have existed if labor had 
not first existed. Labor is the superior of 
capital, and deserves much the higher con¬ 
sideration.” 

“No men living are more worthy to be 
trusted than those who toil up from pov¬ 
erty; none are less inclined to take aught 
that they have not honestly earned.” 

“This is a world of compensation; and 
he who would be no slave must consent to 
have no slave. Those who deny freedom 
to others deserve it not for themselves, 
and, under a just God, cannot long retain 
it. All honor to Jefferson—to the man 
who, in the concrete pressure of a struggle 
for national independence by a single peo¬ 
ple, had the coolness, forecast and capacity 
to introduce into a merely revolutionary 
document an abstract truth, applicable to 
all men and all times, and so to embalm 
it there that today and in all coming days 
it shall be a rebuke and a stumbling block 
to the very harbingers of reappearing tyr¬ 
anny and oppression.” 

“Discourage litigation. Persuade your 
neighbors to compromise whenever you 
can. Point out to them how the nominal 
winner is often a real loser—in fees, ex¬ 
penses and waste of time. As a peace¬ 
maker the lawyer has a superior oppor¬ 
tunity of being a good man. There will 
still be business enough. 

“Never stir up litigation. A worse man 
can scarcely be found than one who does 
this. . . . A moral tone ought to be in¬ 
fused into the profession which should 
drive such men out of it.” 

“Never let us be slandered from our 
duty bv false accusations against us, nor 
frightened from it by menaces of destruc- 
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tion to the Government, nor of dungeons 
to ourselves. Let us have faith that right 
makes might, and in that faith let us to the 
end dare to do our duty as we understand 
it.” 

We as trades unionists should all take 
a lesson from the teachings and deeds of 
Abraham Lincoln and apply them to our 
own policies and we surely would not fail 
to win the success that we desire in hasten¬ 
ing the consummation of complete human 
freedom.

Will Aid Textile Workers. 

Washington.—The Executive Board of 
the United Textile Workers of America 
has decided to give all assistance possible 
to the striking textile workers in Lawrence, 
Mass., and has issued a statement and ap¬ 
peal for aid. The Executive Board re¬ 
quested the A. F. of L. to indorse its ap¬ 
peal. In answer thereto the Executive 
Council of the American Federation of La¬ 
bor wired John Golden, President of the 
United Textile Workers’ Union, as fol¬ 
lows: “The Executive Council of the A. F. 
of L. approves the statement issued in re¬ 
gard to the Textile Workers’ strike in 
Lawrence and gives its hearty endorse¬ 
ment to the appeal for funds in the aid of 
the struggling men and" women and their 
dependents of Lawrence. It is earnestly 
hoped that labor and our friends will 
promptly respond. May success attend the 
protest, the strike and the movement. You 
may use this endorsement on your circu¬ 
lar appeal.” All funds should be sent to 
James R. Menzie,. Treasurer, 184 Broad¬ 
way, Lawrence, Mass. Money thus for¬ 
warded will reach the duly accredited head¬ 
quarters of the American Federation of La¬ 
bor and the United Textile Workers of 
America, and expended exclusively in aid 
of the strikers. 


Payment Chicago Sluggers Denied. 

Muscatine, la.—During the Button Work¬ 
ers’ strike in this city, Chicago sluggers 
were imported for the purpose of intimi¬ 
dating the button factory strikers. The 
county assumed the responsibility of pay¬ 
ing them. An injunction was secured pro¬ 
hibiting the county from making the pay¬ 
ments and a decision has just been handed 
down declaring that the expenditure of 
money for this purpose is unlawful. This 
decision has had an electrifying effect on 
the strikers. 


Street Car Strike Pending. 

Chicago.—The employes of the Chicago 
Railway Companies have demanded the im¬ 
mediate dismissal of a new superintendent. 
It is stated that this new maanger is pre¬ 
paring to dismiss all of the men who are 
earning thirty cents an hour. The men 
receive pay in accordance with their length 
of service, and it is stated that the evident 
purpose is to dismiss the old men in order 
to secure a reduction of wages for the 
company. 


Britain’s Miners. 

London.—The number of ballots cast by 
the miners on the question of establishing 
a minimum wage and to back up the- de¬ 
mand by a strike if a mutual agreement 
cannot be arrived at was very large. The 
total vote cast was 561,722, of which 445,801 
were affirmative votes as against 115,921 
negative votes. At present the outlook ; s 
good for an amicable adjustment of the 
controversy apparently the coal mining op¬ 


erators realizing that with the tremendous 
vote cast that feeling is at such a pitch that 
if it comes te the point of a strike the en¬ 
tire industries of England will be paralyzed. 


Favor Rigid Laws. 

Washington.-—Arguments favoring Con¬ 
gressional legislation restricting immigra¬ 
tion and having as the chief restriction 
strict enforcement of the illiteracy test 
were recently advanced by representatives 
of the Junior Order of American Mechanics 
before the Committee on Immigration and 
Naturalization of the House. Rev. Lich- 
liter, Chief Clerk of the Agriculture De¬ 
partment of Pennsylvania, was the chief 
spokesman. During his remarks the Rev¬ 
erend gentleman declared that the foreign 
laborer could live under conditions and 
circumstances where it would be impossi¬ 
ble for an American laborer to exist, and 
quoted from a report by President Samuel 
Gompers regarding existing conditions in 
the anthracite coal regions of Western 
Pennsylvania, which declared that Eu¬ 
ropean Jabor has almost supplanted. Ameri¬ 
can labor in the mines. 


England’s Strikes Last Year. 

London.—One of the most prominent 
features in labor circles last year was the 
number of strikes which prevailed. In the 
coal mining industries employment was 
very good on the whole; tne engineering 
trade was very good. From statistics avail¬ 
able from the Board of Trade, it is report¬ 
ed that the workmen lost 10,250,000 days. 
There were 864 trade disputes involving, 
directly and indirectly, 931,050 workmen. 
The stoppages of work exceeded the aver¬ 
age for the past ten years. There is noth¬ 
ing strange in this greater activity, from 
the fact that workmen realize that they 
stand a greater chance of raising their 
wages and shortening their hours when 
work is good than when it is not, and this 
has been the reason why the English 
workmen have entered these contests. 

Plead Not Guilty. 

Los Angeles.—Olaf Tveitmoe, Anton 
Johannsen and E. A. Clancy of San Fran¬ 
cisco, and J. B. Munsey of Salt Lake City, 
pleaded not guilty, when arraigned before 
Judge Olin Wellborn in the United States 
District Court, on indictments charging 
them with entering into a conspiracy to 
transport dynamite on railroad trains in 
violation of the interstate commerce laws. 
The attorney for the accused men informed 
the court that his clients desired a speedy 
trial. 


Mr. Morrison’s Testimony. 

Washington.—“I am satisfied that the 
cause of organized labor has not been in¬ 
jured in the least by the testimony I gave 
before the Federal Grand Jury at Indian¬ 
apolis,” asserted Secretary Morrison upon 
his return. “I gave the Grand Jury all the

information at my command, and the books 
of the American Federation of Labor were 
thrown open to the probers. If anything, 
I am confident that the cause of labor will 
be benefited by the results. Quite natural¬ 
ly, I cannot divulge the nature of the testi¬ 
mony I gave before the Grand Jury. Wc 
have nothing to conceal and quite willingly 
gave the probers all the information possi¬ 
ble.” 


Grand Jury to Report. 

Indianapolis.—The continuous perform¬ 
ance of the Federal Grand Jury, it is stated, 
is shortly to be brought to a close. Press 
dispatches carry the information that be¬ 
tween thirty and forty indictments have 
been drawn up against alleged conspirators 
in the dynamiting cases. It is claimed that 
the curtain will De elevated in a few days, 
and those who have been indicted brought 
into the limelight. 


Sixteen-Hour Law Violated. 

Washington. — ; The government has 
brought action in the Federal District 
court against the Erie railroad for viola¬ 
tion of the sixteen-hour law. The suits in¬ 
volve fifty-one offenses, the period covered 
by the alleged • violations extending from 
April to September, 1911. The penalties, 
if conviction is secured, will total $500 for 
each offense. 


Postal Report Made. 

Washington.—The report of the Postal 
commission on second class rates has been 
submitted to President Taft by Associate 
Justice Hughes of the* United States su¬ 
preme court, who is president of the com 
mission. All the trade union journals 
throughout the country are interested in 
the final determination of this question, 
Postmaster General Hitchcock having pre¬ 
viously made a recommendation radically 
raising the rates on second class publica¬ 
tions. 


To Quit the Movement. 

Washington.—In the Stonecutters 1 Jour¬ 
nal for this month General Secretary- 
Treasurer James F. McHugh announces 
that he will not be a candidate for re-elec¬ 
tion. Mr. McHugh has held his present 
office for twenty years, and is known by 
the members of our movement as a 
ough-going, outspoken trade unionist, with¬ 
out any attached isms. The retirement r>t 
Mr. McHugh will be a distinct loss to the 
labor movement of this country. 


Strikers Winning. 

New York.—The strike of the Cutting 
Die and Cutter Makers for the 48 hour 
work week, which has been in progress m 
this city since„ the first of the year, " 3S 
been adjusted. One firm in Brookton. 
Mass., has also conceded the forty-eight 
hour week. The shorter hour work week 
has now been permanently established in 
New York, Baltimore, Md., Lynn, Stone- 
ham and Haverhill, Mass. 


Card Order to'Stand. 

Washington.—It is announced by the 
War Department that should the employes 
of the Rock Island, Ill., arsenal strike be¬ 
cause of the cards to be issued inaugurat¬ 
ing the Taylor system, the government will 
attempt to secure other employes and, fail- 
in that, will transfer the work to another 
arsenal. It is further stated, that instruc¬ 
tions have been sent to the* commandant 
at Rock Island to install the job card sys¬ 
tem as he was ordered to do. 


Hearings on Seamen’s Bill Closed. 

Washington.—The hearings on the sea¬ 
men’s bill before the merchant marine and 
fisheries committee of the house have been 
closed. Ship owners from the Great Lakes 
and the Atlantic occupied four days in op¬ 
posing the bill before the committee. The 
seamen’s unions of Boston and Philadel¬ 
phia have just recently adopted resolutions 
favoring the bill. 


Waist Makers to Strike. 

New York.—A vote has just been con¬ 
cluded in the Ladies’ Waist and Dress 
Makers’ Union and Cutters* Union on a 
proposition to strike, and has been over¬ 
whelmingly carried. The strike, if finally 
called, will probably involve 10,000 mem¬ 
bers. A definite day has not yet been set 
on which the strike will be called. 


Miners’ Scale not Settled. 

Indianapolis.—The conference between 
the coal miners and operators ended with 
the miners demanding an increase of ten 
cents a ton, and the operators holding out 
for a decrease of the same amount. The 
present contract expires April 1, and at¬ 
tempts will be made before that time to 
reach an agreement. 


To Discuss Higher Pay. 

New York.—A committee composed of 
seven railroad presidents is discussing with 
the general managers of their roads the 
demand made by the locomotive engineers 
for higher wages. It is stated, that the 
committee will meet for consultation Feb¬ 
ruary 23. The engineers in the eastern dis¬ 
tricts have asked for an advance of fifteen 
per cent. 


Would Limit Hours. 

Washington.—A resolution proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution of the Unit¬ 
ed States, granting Congress the power to 
pass laws regulating the hours of labor 
generally throughout the United States, has 
been introduced in the house by Congress¬ 
man Samuel W. McCall of Massachusetts. 


Glass Plant Closes. 

Coffeyville, Kan.—The Kansas Window 
Glass Plant has shut down, throwing into 
idleness about 200 men. In this section of 
the country natural gas is used- largely for 
manufacturing and domestic purposes, and 
the reason assigned for the shutting of 
this plant is poor gas pressure. 
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LAWYERS WHO STIR UP TROUBLE. 

The Chicago Bar Association has ap¬ 
pointed a committee to investigate the so¬ 
licitation of business by attorneys. The 
members of the committee are Joseph B. 
Burtt, Chilton P. Wilson and Delbert A. 
Clithero* The American Bar Association 
in 1908, The Illinois State Bar Association 
in 1910 and the Chicago Bar Association 
in June 1910 adopted the following rules 
of conduct for lawyers: 

Stirring Up Litigation Directly or Through 
Agents. 

It is unprofessional for a lawyer to vol¬ 
unteer advice to bring a lawsuit, except 
in rare cases where ties of blood, relation¬ 
ship or trust make it his duty to do so. 
Stirring up strife and litigation is not only 
unprofessional, but it is indictable at com¬ 
mon law. It is disreputable to hunt up 
defects in titles or other causes of action 
and inform thereof in order to be em¬ 
ployed to bring suit, or to breed litigation 
by seeking out those with claims for per¬ 
sonal injuries or those having any other 
grounds of action in order to secure them 
as clients, or to employ agents or runners 
for like purposes, or to pay or reward, 
directly or indirectly, those who bring or 
influence the bringing of such cases to his 
office, or to remunerate policemen, court 
or prison officials, physicians, hospital at¬ 
taches or others who may succeed, under 
the guise of giving disinterested friendly 
advice in influencing the criminal, the sick 
and the injured, the ignorant or others, to 
seek his professional services. A duty to 
the public and to the profession devolves 
upon every member of the Bar, having 
knowledge of such practices upon the part 
of any practitioner, immediately to inform 
thereof to the end that the offender may 
be disbarred. 

Advertising Direct or Indirect. 

The most worthy and effective advertise¬ 
ment possible, even for a young lawyer, 
and especially with his brother lawyers, is 
the establishment of a well-merited repu¬ 
tation for professional capacity and fidel¬ 
ity to trust. This cannot be forced, but 
must be the outcome of character and con¬ 
duct. The publication or circulatipn of 
ordinary simple business cards, being a 
matter of personal taste or local custom, 
and sometimes of convenience, is not per 
se improper. But solicitation of business 
by circulars or advertisements, or by per¬ 
sonal communications or interviews, not 
warranted by personal relations, is unpro¬ 
fessional. It is equally unprofessional to 
procure business by indirection through 
touters of any kind, whether allied real es¬ 
tate firms or trust companies advertising 
to secure the drawing of deeds or wills or 
offering retainers in exchange for executor¬ 
ships or trusteeships to be influenced by 
the lawyer. Indirect advertisement for 
business by furnishing or inspiring news¬ 
paper comments concerning causes in 
which the lawyer has been or is engaged 
or concerning the manner of their conduct, 
the magnitude of the interests involved, 
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the importance of the lawyer’s position, and 
all other like self-laudation, defy the tradi¬ 
tions and lower the tone of our high call¬ 
ing, and are intolerable.—Chicago Daily 
Law Bulletin.

“There has been a strong movement among 
business men and others interest in eco¬ 
nomic investigation to secure the appoint¬ 
ment of an international commission to 
look into the cause for the high prices of 
the necessities of life." The President fur¬ 
ther states that the preliminary conference 
itself will entail a comparatively small ex¬ 
pense and that the existing bureaus in this 
and other governments could carry on the 
work with little additional expense. 


Hearst Buys Newspaper. 

Atlanta, Ga.—The Atlanta Georgian an¬ 
nounces that that paper has been pur¬ 
chased by William Randolph Hearst. This 
paper was established six years ago. 


Bert H. Connors Acquitted. 

Los Angeles.—Bert H. Connors, one of 
the men indicted for dynamiting the hall 
of records in this city, has been acquitted. 
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Correspondence. 


Following is a decision rendered by the 
City Solicitor of Hazleton, Pa., which will 
greatly protect our members and our trade 
and goes to show the progress that our 
local 425 is making. Recording Secretary 
Bro. Ray T. Drum supplied this informa¬ 
tion as well as a very intelligent report on 
the doings of his local and tne splendid set 
of officers they have just elected will sure¬ 
ly bring permanent success to this live 
local. 

Inspector of City Plumbing-Solicitor De¬ 
cides That Creation of Office is Neces¬ 
sary—Board of Examiners. 

In an opinion submitted to the Law, Or¬ 
dinance and Rules committee of Councils, 
City Solicitor Bigelow decides that the cre¬ 
ation of the office of plumbing inspector 
here is necessary and that there, shall be a 
board of examiners for the qualification of 
plumbers. The opinion is as follows: 

The act is as follows: 

The Mayor is hereby authorized to 
appoint a Board of Examiners to con¬ 
sist of the health officer or superinten¬ 
dent of the department or board or 
bureau of health, one plumbing inspec¬ 
tor and two competent plumbers in no 
wise connected with the city govern¬ 
ment, who shall examine all applicants 
for license under this Act. 

The applicants for license referred to 
in said Act are all those people who de¬ 
sire “to carry on or work at the business of 
plumbing or house drainage in cities of the 
second and third class” all of .whom are 
required to submit to an examination, for 
registration under the penalties prescribed 
by the Act of 1909, to wit, ten dollars per 

The plain inference is that the munici¬ 
pality is obliged to establish a board of 
examiners; otherwise no plumber can, with 
safety, practice his trade. 

A constituent part of the said board is 
a “plumbing inspector;” and there are vari¬ 
ous provisions of the Act of Assembly of 
a salutary character, the enforcement ot 
which are not especially charged upon any 
particular person or officer. 

It is my opinion that the Act contem¬ 
plates the creation of the office of plumb¬ 
ing inspector as a necessary part of the 
city government and that therefore the or¬ 
dinance proposed would be a valid enact¬ 
ment. , . . . 

The ordinance should be adopted, making 
due provision for the salary of the officer; 
and the amount thereof should be appro¬ 
priated in the general appropriation ordi¬ 
nance. ' , _ 

From this it will be seen that the Coun¬ 
cils will still further be compelled to make 


an appropriation providing for the pay of 
the inspector as well as to pass the ordi¬ 
nance.

City 
and county officials are besieged daily by 
half-starved men and women begging foi 
enough bread to keep their loved ones 
from the tortures of a slow death by star¬ 
vation. Thousands of families, new ar¬ 
rivals, have insufficient food and clothing, 
have no means to secure return passage to 
friends and plenty. Make a thorough in- 
v*»«*igatinn before coming to the coast. 
Make sure that you have enough to tide 
you over many a rainy day—you’ll have 
lots of them. This is not a knock, but a 
plain statement of facts as they are and 
a warning to you and your friends of the 
conditions prevalent here. 

Thanking you in advance for whatever 
a distance you can render yourselves and 
the labor movement in general, we remain.

To Our Brothers and Sisters of Organized 
Labor, Greeting: 

Through the daily press, monthly maga¬ 
zines, even by means of posters on the 
billboards, Oregon and its chief metropolis, 
Portland, have been widely advertised as 
a land of golden opportunities, where jobs 
are plentiful and men are scarce, wages 
high and living cheap. We desire to dis¬ 
pute these highly colored statements and 
to show you the true condition of the in¬ 
dustrial affairs here in Portland and Ore¬ 
gon. We have at this date in this city 
alone 10,000 idle men, skilled and unskilled, 
destitute and begging for bread or a chance 
to earn bread, the larger portion of whom 
are new arrivals in this country, lured 
hither by the false advertisements of the 
open shop employers and the greedy land 
sharks, both of whom are desirous of ^eat¬ 
ing down the wages now maintained by or¬ 
ganized labor, wages that are very mod¬ 
erate considering the high cost of living. 

In many instances men have brought 
large families to this new country of un¬ 
developed resources, only to be compelled 
to ask the city and county officials to give 
them the bread to keep their loved ones 
from the awful pangs of starvation. This 
condition is prevalent all over Oregon. 
From the widely advertised Medford in 
southern Oregon, a city of 15,000 inhab¬ 
itants, comes the message that a thousand 
men are unemployed in that town—no 
chance to work. 

We ask you, therefore, to place this state 
of affairs before the membership of your 
locals and see that this information is given 
widest publicity in your papers. Enclosed 
are a few posters which we wish you to 
post in conspicuous places about the meet¬ 
ing halls of working men and women, that 
they may not be misled or inveigled into 
venturing into Oregon unless they have 
sufficient means to support themselves here 
until conditions adjust themselves.

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It it an indisputable fact that on the 
whole the state of labor organization in 
this country at the pres¬ 
ent time is far better than 
Fall in Line, even its friends would 
Men of Action! have ventured to proph¬ 
esy immediately after the 
panic of October. 1907. 
By the press and the public in general, and 
even by many well wishers of trade union¬ 
ism, the assumption was then made that 
for a period, to be determined by the dura¬ 
tion of the ensuing industrial depression, 
labor was doomed to disheartening losses 
through disorganization, lowered wages., 
and long continued unemployment. 

It is true, months of idleness came to 
many men in certain callings, but, what¬ 
ever the causes of the crisis and whether 
or not it was mostly a financiers’ panic only, 
the country has now entirely recovered 
from its injurious effects. 

But neither of the other two results 
feared for labor was realized to any serious 
extent. The local unions that were disband¬ 
ed were so few in number that the average 
fluctuation in the total union forces year 
by year was only slightly exceeded. Not 
one national or international union passed 
out of existence. 

As for wages, declaration was made by 
the American Federation of Labor, at once 
upon the occurrence of the panic, that every 
possible effort would be made to oppose any 
attempt by employers to make the wage- 
earners bear the cost of the depression 
through a reduction of their wages. This 
attitude of the trade unions gave pause even 
to the leaders of finance and great indus¬ 
trial enterprises. They were convinced that 


if they set out to cut down wage-rates they 
would bring upon themselves serious indus¬ 
trial contests, in addition to the other diffi¬ 
culties they were facing. In the case of the 
railroads in particular, the managers admit¬ 
ted publicly that they could not attempt to 
lower their wage schedules. 

In all its phases the policy of the Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Labor in the respect just 
mentioned was justified by the outcome. 
The country has recovered from its finan¬ 
cial set-back, and the great body of the 
wage-earners are today in position to work 
for advances in their movement onward 
from the stage they had previously gained, 
instead of fighting to recover lost ground, 
as would have been the case had they been 
obliged to accept reductions in wages and 
extensions of the workday. 

A small percentage of the trade union 
forces lost ground; organization that had 
been undertaken in some directions was re¬ 
tarded. Recognizing these facts as true, 
we are enabled at the present time to look 
ahead and say that the prospect is most 
encouraging for a general advance in or¬ 
ganization. But no outside providential 
force is destined to perform this work. We 
Ourselves must carry it out. 

To work then! Let every trade union in 
the American Federation of Labor, every 
international, national and local organiza¬ 
tion make an extraordinary effort this year 
to absorb in its ranks all the workers of its 
occupation. Let our movement to this end 
he concerted, co-operative and enthusiastic. 

We urgently request the officers of every 
affiliated trade union to issue a special cir¬ 
cular to their members, informing them of 
the fact that all the organizations of the 
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country have begun a strong pull, a long 
pull and a pull altogether for the purpose 
of developing our labor movement, speed¬ 
ily, in all parts of the country, in every 
calling. The local unions in the various 
communities are invited to redouble their 
efforts this year in organizing all the wage¬ 
workers within their possible reach, irre¬ 
spective of craft. Individual members of 
trade unions are asked to endeavor on all 
possible occasions to advance the cause of 
trade unionism, especially inducing the un¬ 
organized men they meet to join the union 
that is open to them. If each member of 
the union would take upon himself the ob¬ 
ligation to bring one man into the fold of 
unionism, the result would be an enormous 
impulse in the desired direction. 

Every union in the jurisdiction of the 
American Federation of Labor is also urged 
to appoint a label committee, whose duty 
shall be to advocate the purchase of union- 
made products and to wait upon merchants 
and request them to have on sale the prod¬ 
ucts of union labor, bearing wherever prac¬ 
ticable union labels. 

The trade union is a necessity to the 
modern wage-worker. By its means only 
can he protect himself against the aggres¬ 
siveness of hostile employers and secure 
rates of wages and conditions of employ¬ 
ment commensurate with the constantly 
growing demands of civilization. 

The wage-workers have no other re¬ 
source for common defensive purposes than 
the trade union. 

It is now generally admitted by all edu¬ 
cated and really honest men that a thor¬ 
ough organization of the entire working 
class, to render employment and the means 
of subsistence less precarious, and to pro¬ 
tect and promote the rights* and liberties of 
the workers, by securing an equitable share 
of the fruits of their toil, is the most vital 
necessity of the present day. 

In the work of the organization of labor, 
the wisest, most energetic, and devoted of 
us, when working individually, can not hope 
to be successful, but by combining our ef¬ 
forts all may succeed. 

At no time in the history of the labor 
movement has the necessity for the organi¬ 
zation of all wage-earners and the federa¬ 
tion of their organizations been so great as 
at the present time. 

No particular trade can long maintain 
wages much above the common level, and 
no particular locality can sustain wages for 
any length of time above the wage of an¬ 
other locality. 

To maintain high wages and a normal 
workday all trades and callings must be or¬ 
ganized and federated locally as well as 
continentally. 

The lack of organization among the un¬ 
skilled vitally affects the organized skilled. 
The general organization of skilled and un¬ 
skilled can only be accomplished by united 
action. 

It is the duty, as it is also the plain in¬ 
terest, of all working people to organize as 
such, meet in council, and take practical 


steps to effect the unity of the working 
class, as an indispensable preliminary to any 
successful attempt to eliminate the evils of 
which we, as a class, so bitterly and justly 
complain. 

All wage-workers should be union men. 
Their progress is limited only by those who 
hold aloof. Get together, agitate., educate, 
and do! 

Don’t wait until tomorrow; tomorrow 
never comes. 

Don’t wait for some one else to start; 
start it yourself. 

Don’t hearken to the indifferent; wake 
them up. 

Don’t think it impossible; 3,000,000 or¬ 
ganized workers prove different. 

It is true that single trade unions have 
at times been beaten in pitched battles 
against superior forces of united capital, 
but such defeats are by no means disas¬ 
trous. On the contrary, they are sometimes 
useful in calling thq attention of the work¬ 
ers to the necessity of thorough organiza¬ 
tion and federation, of the inevitable obli¬ 
gation of bringing the yet unorganized 
workers into the union, of uniting the hith¬ 
erto disconnected local unions into national 
and international unions, and of effecting a 
yet higher unity by the affiliation of all na¬ 
tional and international unions in one grand 
federation. 

All of this leads to the recognition of the 
urgent need of extraordinary effort now by 
every international organization, and by 
every State Federation, Central Labor 
Union, and local trade union, through the 
appointment of special organization com¬ 
mittees, or by other means which may be 
deemed most advisable to build up unions 
and more closely unite the labor movement 
of every locality. 

Let every'union member constitute him¬ 
self a committee of one to bring, at least, 
one wage-earner into the union. 

Organize! Unite! Federate!

Plumbers', Gas and Steam Fitters' Journal. 

Report of General President John R. Alpine 


My last report was submitted just on the 
eve of my departure from this office and 
with scarcely time enough at my disposal 
to make proper train connections due to a 
sudden and most urgent demand for my 
services. As a result I quite inadvertently 
omitted a reference to the very beautiful 
gift presented me by L. U. No. 520 in the 
form of a magnificent diamond ring. Secre¬ 
tary Burke, however, improved the oppor¬ 
tunity to make extended reference to this 
matter and I am now atoning for my error 
of omission by extending thanks to all the 
members of L. U. No. 520 for the very 
practical manner in which they have shown 
their full appreciation for whatever serv¬ 
ices I may have been to them. Since Secre¬ 
tary Burke has fully explained the nature of 
the present received it is unnecessary for 
me to further dwell upon the matter other 
than to say that I am justifiably proud of 
my possession and deeply grateful to the 
donors thereof. It was quite unnecessary 
for Local 520 to offer me anything that 
would serve as a reminder of their friend¬ 
ship, but the gift is nevertheless welcome 
and fully appreciated and will serve as a 
pleasant reminder in the days to come. 

A passing reference has been made to 
my visit to Cincinnati, Ohio, but it is my 
intention to again visit that city in the very 
near future. While there recently it was 
my very great pleasure to again meet Bro. 
Wm. Groeniger, Ohio State Plumbing In¬ 
spector, General Organizer Lynn who came 
to Cincinnati to consult me on matters of 
grave importance, Business Agent Thos. 
Anderson of L. U. No. 59 as well as Bro. 
McHugh. My visit was necessarily brief, 
and I was unable to see any of the other 
members of Local No. 59. However, I look 
forward to this pleasure at an early date. 

Arriving at the general office on Sunday, 
February 11th, I was confronted with im¬ 
portant telegrams from General Organizer 
Higgins as well as the President and Secre¬ 
tary of the Manhattan branch of the Mas¬ 
ter Plumbers located in New York City de¬ 
manding my immediate presence in New 
York, and realizing that the situation was 
intensely important, on Tuesday, February 
13th, I departed for New York, arriving in 
that city on the evening of the next day. 
Conferences were held between representa¬ 
tives of L. U. No. 480 and No. 498, these 
meetings being followed by a meeting with 
the conference committee and Executive 
Board of the Master Plumbers 1 Associa¬ 
tion. Other meetings between the officers 
of the local unions referred to and the Mas¬ 
ter Plumbers’ representatives followed 
daily while I was in New York and for a 
time it appeared as though serious happen¬ 
ings were to ensue as the result of a gen¬ 
eral misunderstanding that seemed to pre¬ 
vail with regard to existing trade agree¬ 
ments. However, by the kindly assistance 
of our members as well as the members of 
the Master Plumbers’ Association who con¬ 
stituted the committee with whom I met, 


all obstacles were removed and eventually 
a clearer and more definable understanding 
was arrived at with the result that a very 
disagreeable situation was clarified. 

While my visit to New York caused con¬ 
siderable alteration with regard to the out¬ 
lined plans concerning my work, yet I felt 
greatly repaid for the visit and am quite 
satisfied that the same was resultant in 
beneficial results alike to all concerned. To 
the officers of L. U. No. 480 and No. 498 
as well as General Organizer Higgins, I 
offer thanks for assistance rendered. 

On Monday, February 19th, I arrived at 
the General office remaining here until 
Wednesday the 21st, on which day I started 
for St. Louis in order that I might consult 
with General Organizer Leonard, Business 
Agents Herrick and Maloney of L. U. No. 
35, Secretary Moose and the Executive 
Board of No. 35 concerning matters at St. 
Louis with regard to the steam fitting situ¬ 
ation. My time was fully occupied in this 
city attending conferences and doing what¬ 
ever I could to assist in the creation of a 
U. A. local union of steam fitters, until 
Saturday the 24th, and on Monday, Febru¬ 
ary 26th, I was again at the general office 
attending to the various matters that re¬ 
quired my personal attention which fully 
occupied my time until Wednesday, Febru¬ 
ary 28th. On the following day in response 
to urgent telegrams from General Organ¬ 
izer Sheehe I started for Boston, Mass., ar¬ 
riving in that city late on the night of 
March 1st where I devoted my entire time 
in company with General Organizer Sheehe 
protecting the affairs of our Association 
against the attacks of the I. A. The Build¬ 
ing Trades Department had deputized Sec¬ 
retary-Treasurer Spencer to meet me at 
Boston in order that the interests of the de¬ 
partment might be fully protected, and with 
Bros. Sheehe, Spencer, Pratt and Fales, to¬ 
gether with President Huddell of Boston 
Building Trades Council, our efforts were 
directed to the end that industrial peace 
might prevail in Boston and that benefit 
alike should be the portion of the men who 
work with their hands as well as those fair 
employers who desired to employ union 
labor without being confronted by internal 
union troubles caused by men who totally 
disregard all the orders of the American 
Federation of Labor or the Building Trades 
Department thereof. In connection with 
this Boston situation it became necessary 
for Secretary Spencer and the writer to pay 
a hurried visit to New York which we did, 
leaving Boston at midnight on Monday, 
March 4th, arriving in that city early on 
the morning of the next day. We held sev¬ 
eral conferences with contractors interested 
in Boston work, and on the afternoon of 
the day of my arrival in New York I again 
started for Boston, arriving late on the 
night of the 5th inst., Secretary Spencer 
continuing on his way to Washington, but 
keeping in touch with the Boston situation 
at all times. While I was only in New 
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York a few hours and this only because of 
the Boston situation, it is proper at this 
time for me to express thanks to the mem¬ 
bers of our New York local unions for the 
kindly interest manifested and the assist¬ 
ance offered as regards the Boston situa¬ 
tion. I remained at Boston at work with 
Bro. Sheehe until Sunday, March 10th, and 
left that city on the date referred to be¬ 
cause of telegrams urgently demanding my 
presence in other localities. 1 am deeply 
indebted to General Organizer Sheehe, Sec¬ 
retary Spencer, President Huddell and Bus¬ 
iness Agents Pratt and Fales for the many 
courtesies extended and assistance offered 
during my stay in Boston. I am in receipt 
of communication from Bro. Sheehe which 
indicates the approaching settlement of the 
Boston situation entirely in our favor, and 
this state of affairs can be principally cred¬ 
ited to the untiring efforts of Bro. Sheehe, 
President Huddell and the loyal support 
given by the trades connected with the lo¬ 
cal Building Trades Council. I improved 
the opportunity to attend the meeting of 
our Boston Steam Fitters’ Local No. 537, 
and regret my inability to attend the regu¬ 
lar meetings of Locals 12 and 175, as other 
affairs in connection with the fight on hand 
prevented my doing so. 

As stated I left Boston on Sunday, March 
10, leaving the situation in the capable 
hands of General Organizer Sheehe, fully 
aware that our interests would be com¬ 
pletely protected, and arrived at the Gen¬ 
eral Office on Monday, the 11th inst., re¬ 
maining here until the following day. On 
the 13th inst. I was at St. Louis and on the 
night of this day attended the meeting of 
the Building Trades Council of that city, 
while on the 14th inst. it was my pleasure 
to attend a meeting of the newly created 
Local Union of Steam Fitters No. 562. I 
presume General Organizer Leonard will 
make full report concerning the St. Louis 
situation, so I will not dwell at length 
thereon, other than to say that the meeting 
was well attended and much enthusiasm 
prevailed, it being evident that the new 
local union is destined to be entirely suc¬ 
cessful. It was my pleasure to assist in 
initiating six new candidates, and all in all, 
I am very well pleased with the outlook in 
St Louis, feeling confident that we will be 
ultimately successful. Several steam heat¬ 
ing contractors in St. Louis manifested a 
desire to meet me and I held several pleas¬ 
ant and satisfactory conferences with the 
gentlemen referred to, all of which I be¬ 
lieve will be prolific of favorable results. 
In passing it is my duty to commend the 
work of General Organizer Leonard, Busi¬ 
ness Agents Herrick and Maloney, the Ex¬ 
ecutive Board and, in fact, all the members 
of L. U. No. 35, as well as the Business 
Agents and members of L. U. No. 80 and 
No. 268, for the assistance they have ren¬ 
dered in the endeavor to promote the suc¬ 
cesses of the United Association in St. 
Louis. 

On Friday, March 15, after having con¬ 
cluded my affairs temporarily at St. Louis, 
I left that city for Indianapolis, arriving in 


the latter place on Saturday, March 16. 
This visit was prompted by a desire to con¬ 
fer with the International officers of certain 
organizations in relation to the affairs of 
the general movement and our own Asso¬ 
ciation in particular. It was my good for¬ 
tune to meet Business Agent Brick of L. U. 
No. 440, with whom I was privileged to 
pass a few pleasant minutes discussing mat¬ 
ters of general importance. I regret to 
learn that Business Agent Victor of our 
plumbers’ Local Union No. 73 is seriously 
ill with pneumonia, and I sincerely hope he 
will have entirely recovered by the time 
this article reaches him.

It really seemed as though I would 
not be able to present a report for this 
month’s Journal, owing to the fact that my 
time has been so preoccupied, consequently 
I ask our readers to pardon errors of omis¬ 
sion, and I look forward to the day when 
I may have more time at my disposal to 
write at greater length.

To the Officers* and Members of the U. A.: 

Dear Sirs and Brothers—It is with pleas¬ 
ure that I can report upon the institution 
of a United Association local of steam fit¬ 
ters and steam fitters' helpers in St. Louis. 
Mo. Fitters and Helpers’ Local No. 562 
was properly inaugurated on the night of 
March 7. Every effort that could be made 
by myself and the officers and members of 
Locals No. 35, No. 80 and No. 268 was 
made endeavoring to secure a complete 
amalgamation of I. A. Local No. 29 with 
the new U. A. Local No. 562. Everything 
that could be given the I. U. local, even to 
their own defining of the jurisdiction of a 
steam fitter, was given. But our good in¬ 
tentions toward them, in accepting them 
into the U. A. upon the payment of a one 
dollar charter fee putting all in immediate 
good standing, entitled to all our benefits 
and privileges. Their work as fitters being 
positively protected and further being posi¬ 
tively assured that they could conduct their 
own affairs in the most separate and dis¬ 
tinct manner and after we had overcome 
all the objections of the leaders of I. A. 
local, as a whole they are still rebellious, and 
now their only excuse is, “Well, you have 
given us all we asked, but the plumbers at 
your next convention will take it away.’’ 
The readers of this report can readily see 
that every objection of I. A. local has been 
removed by our signed proposals to them 
and in advising with other members of the 
U. A. and President Alpine we can remove 
the last objection insofar as it may include 
the overtaxing by I. A. local of St. Louis 
oi our offers to them. The master steam 
titters of St. Louis, recognizing the fair of¬ 
fers made, voted unanimously as per the 
following resolutions: 

the Officers and Members of Local 29 
of the International Association of Steam 
and Hot Water Fitters and Helpers: 
Gentlemen—At a meeting of the Master 
Steam and Hot Water Fitters’ Association 
°t St. Louis, held on March 7, 1912, the 
following resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED, That this Association rec¬ 
ommend to the International Association 
of Steam and Hot Water Fitters and Help¬ 
ers’ Local 29 of St. Louis, that they affiliate 
and amalgamate with the United Associa¬ 
tion of Plumbers. Steam Fitters, Gad Fit¬ 
ters and Helpers before the twelfth day of 
March, 1912, and in the qvent of such amal¬ 
gamation this Association pledges to do all 
in its power to protect all of the rights and 
Privileges now enjoyed by the members of 
Local 29, provided, however, that this ac- 
*ion of the Master Steam and Hot Water 
Litters’ Association shall not bind their 
members individually to any line of action 
mimical to the best interests of their busi¬ 
ness: and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That a 
ropy of these resolutions be transmitted to 
Local 29 of the International Association 


of Steam and Hot Water letters and Help- 
ers.

And still the response of I. A. to the 
recommendations by employers is up to 
date silent. The employing master steam 
fitters have positively refused to sign an 
agreement with the I. A. and there is no 
expectancy that any agreement will be 
signed by the Master Steam Fitters unless 
it is an agreement to recognize only U. A. 
steam fitters and helpers. 

On the day that Local No. 562 was insti¬ 
tuted two of the very largest steam fitting 
shops in St. Louis signed agreements to 
employ only United Association members, 
namely, the Kauffman Heating and Engin¬ 
eering Company and the firm of Hanley & 
Casey. This start I deem to be a very 
satisfactory one, and it can reasonably be 
predicted that from this good beginning 
others will copy until we finally have se¬ 
cured that which is necessary—the elimina¬ 
tion of dualism in the pipe trades. 

And in addition to the very favorable 
attitude of the master steam fitters, an 
equally favorable endorsement by the St. 
Louis Building Trades for the establishing 
of a local of U. A. fitters and helpers and 
their recognition thereof, was given, as 
shown by the following copy of a letter 
received from the secretary of Building 
Trades:

Dear Sir—I desire to inform you that at 
the regular meeting of the Building Trades 
Council, held on Wednesday, Feb. 28, it 
was voted to give their endorsement to the 
creation and institution of a local of steam 
fitters and steam fitters’ helpers of the 
United Association.

All these influences ought to convince 
the I. A. fitters that amalgamation by them 
with the U. A. is a necessity because they 
know that neither the building trades men 
or their employers would sanction and rec¬ 
ommend to them affiliation with the U. A. 
if they had the slightest doubt that any 
portion of fitters’ work would be taken 
away from them nr their separate identity 
disturbed. 

A very competent business agent for Lo¬ 
cal No. 562 is Robert Williams, who has 
been affiliated with the I. A. of St. Louis 
for twenty years and for eight years served 
as business agent of the I. A. Helpers’ Lo¬ 
cal. Bro. Williams is thoroughly reliable 
in every manner but like many more 1. A. 
members he still feels that the best inter¬ 
ests of all I. A. fitters and helpers is to 
amalgamate with U. 
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Activity by the I. A. local here is more 
pronounced since U. A. was born. A com¬ 
mittee of I. A. Local No. 29 appeared be¬ 
fore the Building Trades meeting March 13 
asking their help for them and the repudi¬ 
ating by them of the endorsement given the 
new U. A. local. It will be enough to say 
that the Building Trades voted unanimous¬ 
ly to non-concur with the request of I. A. 
In conclusion permit me to state that Local 
Union No. 562 is here to stay! The very 
able support tendered Local No. 562 by 
President Alpine, who attended their meet¬ 
ing on the night of March 14, inspired 
in their members that courage and zeal that 
will enable them to climb over safely the 
traps that usually engulf the inexperienced 
and ofttimes engulf the one of real experi¬ 
ence. Trusting this report will prove satis¬ 
factory and wishing for all a joyful Easter,

A Triumph of Sanitation. 

Too much of what appears in print on 
public health subjects bears internal evi¬ 
dence of having been written by those 
without first-hand knowledge of the sub¬ 
jects discussed. The result is a vast ac¬ 
cumulation of platitudinous and often in¬ 
accurate advice, not only as to personal 
hygiene, but as to the solution of nation¬ 
wide health problems. On the other hand 
the real sanitarians, those who actually go 
into the field and accomplish something, 
too frequently content themselves with 
brief and technical accounts of their work. 
The consequence is that much of the en¬ 
thusiasm of the public is misdirected and the 
limited funds usually available for health 
work are. expended on matters of com¬ 
paratively minor importance. 

These remarks of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association do not ap¬ 
ply to the campaign against typhoid con¬ 
ducted last summer in Yakima county, 
Washington, or to the manner in which the 
results are recorded in a recent bulletin of 
the United States Public Health Service. 
In this bulletin Dr. L. L. Lumsden gives 
a clear and succinct discussion of the causa¬ 
tion and prevention of typhoid and il¬ 
lustrates each point by reference to condi¬ 
tions observed in the state of Washing¬ 
ton. A densely populated semi-rural com¬ 
munity, provided only in small part with 
public water supplies and sewerage sys¬ 
tems; a very large number of insanitary 
privies, frequently in close proximity to 
shallow wells; a number of stables and 
manure piles, breeding innumerable flies; 
an extensive system of irrigation ditches, 
accelerating the prompt and wide distribu¬ 
tion of pollution; typhoid prevailing 
throughout the year, but with a marked in¬ 
crease each summer, the annual typhoid 
death rate being about 150 per hundred 
thousand. The methods employed were 
the creation of a popular sentiment for 
improved sanitation by means of public 


addresses; an exhibit at the health depart¬ 
ment, etc.; the enforcement, in a practical 
and common-sense way, of ordinances re¬ 
quiring the connecting of houses with the 
sewerage system and, when this was im¬ 
practicable, the construction of cheap but 
efficient sanitary privies; the protecting of 
the water supplies and milk supplies; the 
proper disinfection of human excreta; the 
destruction of the breeding places of flies, 
etc. Those directing the work did not stop 
with sententiously advising the citizens to 
expend immediately large sums of money 
in filtration and sewage purification plants 
and, in the meanwhile, to “boil the water” 
and leave the rest to Providence; but sim¬ 
ple, practical measures were at once em¬ 
ployed. 

The result was, as already indicated, a 
practical elimination of the disease. This 
signal triumph of sanitation is worthy of 
more than passing attention by other com¬ 
munities, for like conditions may be found, 
with variations, throughout the United 
States. The campaign conducted in Yakima 
valley clearly and indubitably lowered the 
annual typhoid rate there by about 90 per 
cent. Were similarly successful cam¬ 
paigns carried out throughout the country, 
the number of cases of typhoid in the 
United States would soon be reduced by 
400,000, and the deaths by over 30,000 per 
year. Such a statement seems incredible, 
but any one carefully studying the condi¬ 
tions at Yakima will be convinced that 
they were not in any respect more favora¬ 
ble for the suppression of the disease than 
those existing elsewhere; in fact, condi¬ 
tions are more favorable in most localities. 


Agitating Wrapped Bread. 

Washington, March 9.-—-A crusade is* be¬ 
ing inaugurated in this city to have bread 
wrapped at the bakeries before distribu¬ 
tion. It is asserted that unwrapped bread 
is a potential danger to health where it 
is not wrapped at the bakeries. This im¬ 
portant food product is handled many 
times from the ovens to the ultimate con¬ 
sumer—from oven to tray, tray to wagon, 
wagon to the retailer, retailer to the bread 
case, from the bread case to the customer 
or wagon to be delivered from wagon to 
customer, etc. It is stated by the health 
authorities that bread is a convenient germ 
carrier and no doubt many diseases are 
contracted by the careless handling of 
bread. 


Open Air Schools. 

Washington, March 9.—A move is being 
made in this city to segregate tubercular 
school children in the public schools and 
inaugurate an open air school system. It 
is proposed not only to segregate the 
affected children, but to provide nourishing 
food in order that the disease may be not 
only held in check, but with a view to com¬ 
plete eradication.

Report of General 

To the Officers and Members of the 
United Association: 

After completing my last report, 1 went 
to Little Rock, Ark., at the request of our 
Gas Fitters Local Union 543, in order to 
settle a misunderstanding between them 
and Local Union 155, in regard to the 
agreement they entered into last June, 
bearing on the jurisdiction of work. 

I am glad to report after a meeting be¬ 
ing held by committees representing both 
organizations, we were able to come to a 
better understanding regarding the agree¬ 
ment, and have agreed upon a mode of pro¬ 
cedure to guide us in the future, and if fol¬ 
lowed out, and I believe it will be, will be 
the means of preventing such unpleasant 
occurrences taking place in the future. 
While here I had the opportunity of at¬ 
tending the meeting of Local Union 543, 
this is one of our comparatively new 
Locals, although they have several old 
time members of the United Association 
with them. Work is very slack here in 
the Gas Fitting line. However, let me say 
our Local has done very well since being 
organized. 

It is with pleasure I report that the ef¬ 
forts of Local Union 155 have at last pro¬ 
duced results, as they were successful in 
having a plumbing ordinance passed which 
went into effect January 1, 1912. At the 
same time Brother Frank A. Stanley, one 
of the old time members of Local Union 
155 was appointed Plumbing Inspector, 
and there is no member of the Local more 
entitled to the position or better qualified 
for it. Brother Stanley, with the rest of 
the members have been working for years 
for this much-needed reform. This is an¬ 
other-evidence of what consistent and per¬ 
sistent work will accomplish. 

I mentioned in my last report that I 
hoped to have the opportunity of installing 
a Local of I. A. Steam Fitters of Peru, 
Ind., before my report would reach our 
readers. In this I was entirely successful, 
and our new Local will be known as Local, 
No. 540. The men of the Local work for 
the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad. This 
completes the organizing of all steam fit¬ 
ters on this road, and they are now all 
members of the United Association. I 
know our entire membership extend a 
hearty welcome to our Local, and am posi¬ 
tive they will never regret the change they 
have made. 

The balance of the month I spent in 
Chicago with Business Agent Joe Kane, 
of our Steamfitters Local Union 520. We 
have endeavored to y visit all the architects 
of this city to further explain to them the 
decision of the Atlanta convention of ttfe 
American Federation of Labor, with a view 
of making them realize that in the event of 
amalgamation as directed by the Atlanta 
convention, not being agreed to by April 1. 
1912, that our organization was to be the 
only one that was to be recognized by the

entire Labor Movement of the country, 
and if they expect peace and harmony to 
prevail in the building industry, the surest 
'way to bring it about, to let their work to 
contractors who employ members of the 
United Association. 

While it has taken considerable time vis¬ 
iting the many architects we did, I feel it 
was time well spent, and that our individ¬ 
ual members will receive the benefit in the 
near future. I have had an opportunity ol 
attending the meetings of Local Union 520, 
while working here, and as always they 
are well attended and conducted in a busi¬ 
nesslike manner.

Railroad Wrecks. 

Washington, March 9.—Five passengers 
and two trainmen were seriously injured 
on the Southern railway near Milstead. 
Ala., recently, in a wreck, the cause of 
which has not yet been ascertained. Four¬ 
teen passengers were injured on the Illi¬ 
nois traction system at Benld, Ill., when 
three cars were derailed. Three persons 
were killed and nineteen injured on the 
Southern railway at Oxford, Ala., the wreck 
being caused by the train splitting a switch 
and then side-swiping a switch engine on 
a siding. Four men were killed at Muncey, 
Pa., when the boiler of a locomotive at¬ 
tached to a freight train blew up. 


Printing Bill Reported to Senate. 

Washington, March 9.—The Smoot 
printing bill, over which there has been a 
heated controversy in reference to the dis¬ 
placement of hand presses for poweV 
presses, has been reported to the senate, 
with the power press provision eliminated, 
agreeable to a compromise which has been 
reached. It is stated, however, that the 
sundry civil bill will carry a provision 
whereby the power presses will be grad¬ 
ually installed in the Bureau of Engraving, 
in concordance with the compromise 
reached.

To The Officers and Members of the 
United Association: 

Owing to the change in time of going 
to press with our official journal from the 
20th to the 15th of the month, my report 
did not appear in the March issue. 1 will, 
therefore, make as brief report as possi¬ 
ble, covering the time since January 19, 
the date of my last report, at which time 1 
was busily engaged in Richmond, Va. pro¬ 
tecting the rights of our A. U. steam fit¬ 
ters from the invasion of I. A. men from 
Baltimore and elsewhere. Several of these 
men were working on a large hotel for a 
New York firm that employs our plumbers 
all over the country, but had done little 
steam fitting outside of New York City. 
These I. A. men were given every oppor¬ 
tunity to join our local, No. 10, at a re¬ 
duced initiation fee, but the man in charge 
of the job became stubborn 'and endea¬ 
vored to dictate to our organization as to 
how steam fitting jobs should be run in 
our jurisdiction. He sent for William J. 
Bryan, who was business agent for the 
Baltimore I. A. fitters and who also holds 
the title of First Vice President of the 
I. A. Mr. Bryan remained in Richmond 
for a considerable length of time, during 
which he visited local unions of other 
trades, endeavoring to get them to support 
his members against the only recognized 
steam litters of Richmond. He met with 
no success, nor was he successful in his 
endeavor to create dissension within the 
ranks of our fitters in Local No. 10 To 
make a long story short, after conferring 
with representatives of the firm doing this 
work both in person and in Richmond, 
over the phone to New York City, and 
through the aid of President Alpine, who 
conferred with them in New York, the I 
A. men were all removed from the job and 
the foreman that was obstinate sent back 
to Baltimore and our ment put to work. 

I may also add that Mr Bryan went 
"back, back, back to Baltimore” with a full 
knowledge that the steam fitters in Rich¬ 
mond were all good U. A. men, in control 
not only of the job mentioned but of all 
good work in that city. I was in Richmond 
three weeks working upon this and several 
other matters, among them a job being 
done by a large General Contractor with 
offices in Washington, D. C 1 went to 
Washington to confer with them regarding 
a contention we had upon this large job. 
and also to talk the matter over with Pres¬ 
ident Alpine who was in that city. With 
Secretary Spencer, of the Building Trades 
I Jepariment, 1 called at the offices of this 
firm, but unfortunately the party to be 
^cen wa< out of town However, I left the 
full particulars with Brother Spencer and 
by keeping in touch with him on mv re¬ 
turn to Richmond he was able t<» render us 
omie \alualde assistance which I am sure 
our Richmond members fully appreciate 
as does the writer. During the many meet¬ 


ings of the Local and Executive Board of 
No. 10, the proposition of putting a Busi¬ 
ness Agent in the field was considered and 
1 am glad to say finally adopted. Brother 
H. C. Howie was unanimously chosen for 
the position. During the latter part of my 
stay "Boot," as he is generally known, 
worked with me, and I am sure that the 
action of the Local in placing him in the 
field will be conducive of great result' 
Space will not permit me to mention the 
many members and officers who aided me 
during my stay in Richmond. I will only 
add that if the spirit shown during that 
time continues, Local No. 10 will continue 
to grow and prosper. I left Richmond for 
Bluefield, W. Va., Local 536, stopping en 
route at Roanoke, Va., for a short con¬ 
ference with Secretary Conners of Local 
506. The members of these two Locab, 
as well as Local 451, of Portsmouth, 0 
are composed of the pipe fitters working 
on the Norfolk and Western Railroad. A 
contention that arose through a misunder¬ 
standing regarding the election of the 
Chairman on the System, and this conten 
tion necessitated my visit. At the special 
meeting at Bluefield, we soon adjusted 
matters and T called a joint meeting of all 
Locals on the System for February 18. 
Later reports informed me that this meet¬ 
ing was a complete success. Brother Con 
uers. of Roanoke, was elected Chairman of 
the System, many other matters of impor¬ 
tance settled and all is harmonious on the 
Norfolk & Western. 

My next stop was Huntington, W. Va 
for a special meeting of Railroad Pipe 
Fitters, Local 465, that I had arranged for 
through Secretary Quinn. While I was u 
Richmond 1 had several conferences with 
Secretary John Schuh, of Local 538, R R 
Pipe Fitters, regarding the conditions or. 
the C. & O. R. R., and it was in compl) 
ance with the request of our men on that 
road that 1 made the stop at Huntington 
We held an informal meeting at which I 
learned a separate charter had been 
granted to the helpers at the Huntington 
Shops. As both locals are small and their 
interest identical. I advised them to merge 
Locals 565 and 555, assuring them that l 
would return and aid them in carrying thi- 
into effect. A vote was taken on this at a 
meeting after my departure, and it wa- 
decided to postpone action for the preseni 
at least. However, I am of the same opin 
ion and again advise that they merge the 
two Locals I also had the pleasure of 
meeting several members of Local 521 
Plumbers and Gas Fitters, and was grati 
lied to learn of the rapid progress that thi' 
ift?\v local union has made. My next stop 
wa> at Frankfort, the Capital of Kentucky 
where the Legislature was in session, and 
before which we had our state plumbing 
law. Brother Pete Campbell, of Local 1<V. 
was cm the job working hard for the pas¬ 
sage of our bill, being ably assisted by 
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Brother John Schneider, of the Pressman’s 
Union, who with Pete was on the Legisla¬ 
tive Committee of the Kentucky Federa¬ 
tion of Labor. As is true with all Legis¬ 
lative bodies our progress was blocked to 
a considerable extent by political maneuv¬ 
ering, etc., but still we were successful in 
having a favorable report from Commit¬ 
tees in both houses. During my stay in 
Kentucky I spent considerable time in 
Louisville, working between Frankfort, 
Louisville, Covington and Newport. In 
Louisville I found that there is consid¬ 
erable work to be done on the steam fitting 
question. Our Local 522 Steam Fitters is 
progressing rapidly, have doubled their 
membership since my last visit, due greatly 
to the active work of Business Agent Tay¬ 
lor, of the Local. The I. A. was out of 
existence entirely for a considerable length 
of time, but an out of town contractor 
brought several men back into town and in 
the past few months they revived a small 
Local. Negotiations have been on for a 
complete amalgamation locally and Busi¬ 
ness Agent Taylor, and International Offi¬ 
cers of other building trades I met with 
the I. A. men and received assurrance from 
them of action along these lines in the 
near future. Our men have control of prac¬ 
tically all of the work in the city and have 
the assistance of the building trades, and 
with the harmonious feeling shown at the 
various conferences, and at the meeting I 
attended of the I. A., I am sure that there 
will be but one organization in Louisville 
shortly. Also held a meeting of the men 
in a large non-union shop in that city on 
which Brother Taylor has been working 
and was successful in getting the applica¬ 
tions of the several men that attended the 
meetings. As the employer signified his 
willingness to unionize the shop, Brother 
Taylor will soon have the rest of his men. 
Several other matters as well as attendance 
of many meetings transpired during my 
stay in Louisville and State of Kentucky, 
but as space prevents details, I will close 
on that locality by reporting that on leav¬ 
ing that the prospects for passage of our 
state bill was as good as any before the 
Legislature, and I trust by the time this 
report reaches our members the same will 
be a law. I received several wires and let¬ 
ters from the general office to proceed 
South, the most important cases being in 
Birmingham and Montgomery, Ala., and in 
Houston, Tex. I arrived in Birmingham 
March 4 and met with the Executive Board 
of Local 91 on that night, at which I 
gathered data on the case in question and 
also discussed an important subject con¬ 
nected with my proposed visit to Local 52, 
Montgomery. I arrived in Montgomery 
two days later and attended the regular 
meeting of 52, at which an important mat¬ 
ter pertaining to the finances of the Local 
w'as taken up. A committee composed of 
eight members assisted me in the follow¬ 
ing four days in making a thorough audit 
of the books and to which proper settle¬ 
ments were made and a complete report 


rendered to a special meeting and to the 
general office. Also plans made for a 
strict enforcement of the constitution on 
the handling of finances, auditing of books, 
etc., for the future. I want to add that all 
is completely adjusted in Local 52, the 
Local in good shape and members working 
together for the common cause in perfect 
harmony. From Montgomery I left for 
Houston, Texas, in compliance with urgent 
instructions from the general office regard¬ 
ing a controversy’ between Local 68, of 
Houston, and Local 537 Boston Steam Fit¬ 
ters. I stopped en route at New Orleans 
over Sunday and met with Brother Ned 
Glannen and several officers of Local 60. 
Work at present is dull in New Orleans, 
and at the present time nothing of material 
benefit can be done there, but within the 
next two months, considerable time 
should be spent in that city aiding Brother 
Glannen to build up our local union. Ar¬ 
rived in Houston March 11, and am still 
working on the matter before mentioned, 
upon which I will report in the next issue.

To The Officers and Members of the 
United Association: 

In closing my previous report I was 
engaged on a matter concerning our locals 
in New York City, in relation to the agree¬ 
ment existing and our men being charged 
with alleged violation of same. I am 
awaiting the arrival of our General Presi¬ 
dent, Brother Alpine, on this matter as 
the Master Plumbers’ Association desires 
him in conference. 

On the thirteenth I was engaged in this 
matter, and in the evening 1 attended the 
meeting of Local No. 274. I was privi¬ 
leged to make a few remarks to the mem¬ 
bers. 

The next day I was in conference with 
the representative of a large firm doing 
work in Washington, in an effort to have 
our members employed on the work there; 
also in arranging for meetings with our 
local officers and the Master Plumbers 

with our General President, Brother 

Alpine. 

The next few days were spent in con¬ 
ferences which I feel will be fully re¬ 
ported on by our General President, 

Brother Alpine. 

BUFFALO, N. Y. Having received a 
wire from General Secretary Treasurer 

Brother Burke, I went to Buffalo to act as 
arbitrator between our locals in a question 
of jurisdiction. Arriving there I had a 
meeting between the executive boards of 
our locals and, they not agreeing, I had 
to give a decision which I trust will be ac¬ 
cepted by both locals as for the best inter¬ 
ests of our members. While in Buffalo I 
had the pleasure of attending the meeting 
of Local No. 395 and making a few re¬ 
marks, after the meeting in company with 
our well-known Brother John Clark, of 
Local No. 36. I went and attended the 
ball given by Local No 36, where I was 
oleased to meet, not alone members of 
Local No. 36, but also members of Local 
No. 13, of Rochester, a large delegation 
being present, headed by General Vice 
President Brother Hillyard. Memory or 
space will not permit me to mention the 
many brothers of the U. A. I had the 
pleasure of meeting. The following night 
T attended the meeting of Local No. 36. 
which, on account of the ball the previous 
night, was very slimly attended. I trust 
at a later date to attend a meeting of 
Local No. 36. 

NEW YORK CITY. I had to return 
to New York in a project of organizing a 
new local and in which I held a prelimi¬ 
nary meeting on the evening of the 21st. 
I was occupied the next day on this mat¬ 
ter also. 

Having received a wire from General 
Secretary EYother Burke, I had to return 
to Buffalo, where a dispute had arisen be¬ 
tween Local 395 and the machinists, get¬ 
ting in touch with Brother J. Keppler, 
International Vice President of the ma¬ 
chinists, I arranged for him to meet me in 


Buffalo where I was to meet Secretary 
Treasurer Brother W. J. Spencer, of the 
B. T. Arriving in Buffalo, a conference 
of all parties interested was called to try 
and settle this matter. Brother Keppler, 
of the machinists, notified his men not to 
do the work in dispute. Previous to the 
conference being held it was necessary to 
take our men off the job in question and 
to keep them out to secure the recogni¬ 
tion and work for our men. 

NEW YORK CITY. I returned to New 
York where I attended a meeting shortly 
after arriving on Sunday afternoon, of the 
Greater New York District Council, held 
in Brooklyn. I then went into the mat¬ 
ter of the new local I am working on, see¬ 
ing men to join and having another meet¬ 
ing of these men on the evening of the 
27th. The next day I was in conference 
with firms in New York City in relation 
to work in Syracuse, N. Y., and Washing¬ 
ton, D. C., and in the evening attended a 
meeting of local No. 498. 

The next day I was in Camden, N. J., 
on a matter of organizing and the eight- 
hour day, this being referred to me by our 
General Secretary Treasurer, Brother 
Burke. 

On March 1 I was in conference with 
some master plumbers and the officers of 
Local No. 498, and in the evening at¬ 
tended a meeting of Local No. 480, from 
which I was called away by sickness of 
one of my children.

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Report of General Organizer Casey. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., March 14, 1912. 
Jo the Officers and Members of the 
. United Association: 

At the close of my previous report I 
was in Uniontown, Pa., endeavoring to 
straighten out the accounts of Local union 
No. 174, and it certainly was a very com¬ 
plicated proposition to handle, made so by 
the loose methods used in the transaction 
of their business. It was necessary to 
make a complete audit of the books for the 
past five years to be able to arrive at a 
satisfactory conclusion in this matter. It 
was also necessary to examine into and 
determine the legality of certain notes held 
by the local union as security given by 
some members who had sometime pre¬ 
viously borrowed certain sums of money 
from the local union. The manner in which 
these notes were made out made it very 
difficult to determine if they were all right. 
We found, however, the local union can 
collect the face value of these notes with 
legal interest. While working on this mat¬ 
ter I received a telegram from home noti¬ 
fying me of the serious illness of one of my 
children and requesting that I go home 
at once. Under the circumstances I was 
compelled to leave this work unfinished 
and start for home, where I remained for 
about three weeks, doing all that could be 
possibly done to restore the child to his 
former health. As soon as he commenced 
to get well I left home and started back 
to Uniontown to finish up the work re¬ 
ferred to above, stopping off at numer¬ 
ous places on my way as per the request 
of Secretary Burke. My first stop was 
Scranton, Pa., where all the officers of the 
I. A. had been trying to get the members 
of our Steam Fitters Local to go back to 
the L A., but in this he was not successful. 
It’s only a matter of time until this U. A.- 
I. A. controversy in Scranton is settled, 
and settled to the entire satisfaction of the 
U. A., the Central Labor Union and the 
entire labor movement is with the U. A. 
and against the methods of the so-called 
I. A. My next stop was Philadelphia, 
where I went to take up certain matters 
with Business Agent Dwyer, of Local 420, 
and Business Agent O’Brien, of Local 123. 
Also to straighten up a difference existing 
between Local 372, of Germantown, and 
Local 339, of Harrisburg. After getting all 
the information I could from the officers of 
Local 372 I left for Lancaster to ascertain 
what disposition had been made by the 
C. L. U. of the complaint they had entered 
against Local Union 341. I met President 
Keenan, of the C. L. U., who informed me 
that nothing further had been done in the 
matter. I' am satisfied that all parties to 
this difference will finally agree that Local 
Union 341 was entirely within their rights. 
My next stop was Harrisburg, Pa., where 
I went to straighten up the difference be¬ 
tween Local 339 and 372 as referred to 
above. It did not take very long for me 
to arrive at the conclusion that Local 372 


was right in this matter and that condi¬ 
tions in Harrisburg was not as they should 
be—the U. A. was being imposed upon. 
With the result that I demanded that the 
charter of Local 339 be returned to the 
general office and that all books, papers, 
etc., also be sent there and the few mem¬ 
bers who were paying dues into the U. A. 
be placed on the isolated list for the 
present. It may be necessary to take fur¬ 
ther and a great deal more drastic action 
in this matter unless it is settled up within 
the very near future. My next stop was 
York, Pa., where I went to take up certain 
matters referred to me by President Alpin. 
After which I left for Baltimore, Md.. tc 
meet Business Agent Moore, who has been 
endeavoring to get an organizer into Balti¬ 
more for some time. I explained to him 
it was impossible for me to go to Balti¬ 
more for some time because of the fact 
that I had so many other calls previous to 
the one from Baltimore that I had to at¬ 
tend to. I then went to Washington, D. C., 
as per request of Secretary-Treasurer 
Burke to take up the question of some of 
our steamfitters being discharged because 
they would not leave the U. A. and join 
the I A. I found this came about on 
account of the bosses entering into an 
agreement with the I. A. to employ only 
members of their organization. I referred 
to this matter in one of my previous re¬ 
ports, stating the bosses said that the I. A. 
was willing to sign any kind of an agree¬ 
ment the bosses drew up regardless of 
what it contained if it stipulated that only 
I. A. men were to be employed. This 
agreement has not worked out as was ex¬ 
pected by those who entered into it, only 
one of our fitters showed the yellow 
streak when put to the test, the rest stood 
up for the principles of the U. A. at this 
time there are only two of them idle and 
they will be placed very soon. Our posi¬ 
tion in Washington, D. C., has not been 
affected by this action. My next stop was 
Pittsburgh, Pa., where I am at this writing 
attending the convention of the State Fed¬ 
eration of Labor. This is the largest con¬ 
vention ever held by the federation and 
should be the means of bringing about 
better conditions in this state for those 
who toil. I am sorry to say that out of 
about thirty local unions of plumbers and 
fitters in this state less than a half dozen 
are affiliated. This does not show the 
proper spirit nor is it in complying with 
the wishes of the U. A. If it’s necessary 
for us as individuals to organize into local 
unions it is just as necessary for local 
unions to organize into central labor 
unions and state federations for their pro¬ 
tection. We must always remember that 
a chain no matter how strong it may ap¬ 
pear is no stronger than its weakest link. 
I hope our local unions throughout the 
state will affiliate with the federation and 
assist in the great work which lies before 
us.

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Report of General Organizer Clark, 


Report of Thomas B. Clark to the Officers 
and Members of the U. A.: 

I was in San Francisco at the close of 
my last report. There had been a rather 
disagreeable mix-up in Stockton in the 
Building Trades Council, and our Local 
or a few of its members were quite promi¬ 
nent in the affair, and it looked very much 
as though the council would be disrupted 
and as our organization had made demands 
on the employers for an increase of one 
dollar a day in their wages it looked seri¬ 
ous enough to take a most decided stand 
against the procedure that No. 492 had 
adopted through the influence of one of 
their members who happened to be the 
Business Agent of the B. T. C. I had at¬ 
tended the meeting of the local B. T. C. on 
Friday evening in company with First Vice 
President Bowen, of the State B. T. C.,. 
The following afternoon we had a meet¬ 
ing of the majority of the members of our 
Local where I explained what brought me 
to Stockton at that time. I returned to 
San Francisco for Sunday as I had some 
business with First Vice President Cofield, 
and we both came to Stockton on Monday 
for the regular meeting of Local 492. We 
were successful in showing at this meet¬ 
ing to our members where they were mak¬ 
ing a huge mistake in following the course 
they had been led into, particularly so as 
they were asking for a one dollar raise in 
wages the first week in April to be suc¬ 
cessful in getting any increase or even 
maintaining what they have got in this 
country at this time you must have the 
united support of the labor movement, and 
when we nnd men who are ostensibly try¬ 
ing to rid the movement of “so-called 
tyranny,” but back of it all is personal 
spite and animosity—well such men's ac¬ 
tions should be carefully analyzed. We 
returned to San Francisco Tuesday to at¬ 
tend the regular meeting of the Steam Fit¬ 
ters Local No. 509, which takes place on 
that evening. This local has made a suc¬ 
cess, is well officered and conducts its 
business in fine shape; and every one is 
well pleased with the progress the boys 
have made. The next morning I left for 
Modesto, where it was reported that our 
local had not been meeting for some time. 
I found that this had been the case but 
were again active. I called on Brother 
Trueblood and investigated the books of 
the organization, and must say that he 
keeps a first-class account of the financial 
affairs of the local; there was only one 
mistake and it concerned himself. This 
was rectified at the regular meeting on the 
following Monday. I* returned to San 
Francisco for the meeting of Local No. 
442. On Friday evening,, several matters of 
serious importance were up for discussion 
and I may say were settled satisfactorily 
and in a reasonable way. Fifty per cent 
of this local are idle at this time and con¬ 
siderable dissatisfaction with conditions is 
evident, but we all believe that the good 


sense and judgment that has always been 
displayed by this local will tide them over 
this crisis. 

I left again Sunday for Merced where 
I was Monday morning. My mission here 
was to investigate a hotel job that was be¬ 
ing done by a Stockton firm. It had been 
reported that the plumbers were working 
nine hours. This was true, but there were 
good reasons for it, and when I arrived 
this had been stopped. It was a union job, 
working eight hours, so I left for Modesto 
to attend the regular meeting of No. 25. 
We had a very successful meeting and 
some matters were straightened out. When 
I left the members it was with a feeling 
that they were on the road to success 
again. Tuesday I was in Fresno in time to 
attend the regular meeting of this local 
union. We all take our hats off to the 
Fresno union; they have the trade well in 
hand and the employers work hand in hand 
with the journeymen, a practical co-opera¬ 
tion that pays both sides. 

They had arranged for what they call 
“A Duck Mulligan.” The benches of one 
of the plumbing shops was cleared for use 
as tables and a jovial time was had by all. 
“And in conclusion” let me say that I en¬ 
joy visiting a local like Fresno. I left at 11 
o'clock for Los Angeles, and arrived 
Wednesday, where we found things going 
on in about the same old groove. We have 
a sanitary committee working in conjunc¬ 
tion with the employers' committee to 
frame a plumbing ordinance for the regis¬ 
tration and examination of employes and 
journeymen. This has been drawn up and 
indorsed by the joint committee and is at 
this writing in the hands of the best law¬ 
yer in the city. We have great hopes of 
placing it on the statute books of Los 
Angeles, I hope to be able to so report in 
my next. I ran down to San Diego for the 
regular meeting of No. 230 and was most 
agreeably surprised at the progress of this 
local since last summer. They are cer¬ 
tainly doing well and we sincerely trust 
that under the guidance of the level headed 
officers that they have this will continue. 

I had passed through Bakersfield twice, 
but owing to circumstances it was impos¬ 
sible to stop off. The members of No. 460 
had made demands on the Employers last 
fall for an increase of one dollar a day, 
from five to six. According to the laws of 
the State B. T. C, a union expecting the 
support of that body must give ninety 
days' notice. This time limit was up on 
Feb. 15, of this year. Five of the em¬ 
ployers have conceded the demands and 
four have not; the ones that have not are 
doing what little work they have on hand 
themselves. 

I had arrived in Bakersfield Saturday 
afternoon and found the officers a little 
later in the day. We arranged for a meet¬ 
ing of the officers for Sunday afternoon, 
where I was able to gather what informa¬ 
tion that I sought and we also took a 
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glance over the financial secretary's books 
and found them in good condition, all 
members in good standing, with the funds 
of the local in a healthy condition. We 
arranged for a committee to meet and in¬ 
terview the employers, and also the offi¬ 
cers of the Kern County B. T. C. The fol¬ 
lowing morning this was done, and at the 
regular meeting of the union in the even¬ 
ing we recommended that the four bosses 
that were not paying the scale be put on 
the unfair list and the B. T. C. be requested 
to indorse the same. These four bosses 
are not at this time employing any men 
but are working themselves. Our purpose 
is to keep union men from working with 
them and we expect to see that done, as 
we have the indorsement of the council. 
Bakersfield is a strong union town; you 
will find the union store sign and the union 
label everywhere you go. 

1 again left for Los Angeles on the mid¬ 
night train with the expectation of again 
coming to Bakersfield if my services were 
necessary. One of the general contractors 
that is doing business in that town is a 
Los Angeles firm, and the plumbing had 
been let on one of his jobs to a non-union 
boss of Bakersfield, so we called on this 
contractor in Los Angeles who agreed to 
fix things to suit. I don’t apprehend much 
trouble in Bakersfield. I am making as 
many calls on the different locals in this 
part of the state as I can find time or op¬ 
portunity. We made a visit to Pasadena 
and to Venice, Santa Monica and Ocean 
Park. We are also trying to organize 
Santa Ana and Anheim, a short distance 
from the city.

Lawrence Strike Investigation. 

Washington, March 9.—The house com¬ 
mittee on rules has before it for considera¬ 
tion twe resolutions on the Lawrence, 
Mass., strike, one of which calls for a 
special committee of investigation, while 
the other authorizes the committee on 
labor to make the investigation. A number 
of men and women, boys and girls, partici¬ 
pants in the strike, have testified before 
the rules committee, giving their story as 
to the conduct of the police and state militia 
during the strike. Some of the instances 
related are almost unbelievable, and yet ap¬ 
parently the strikers have been treated 
shamefully. President Gompers, Congress¬ 
man Wilson and Berger appeared before 
the committee in advocacy of the resolu¬ 
tions of investigation, the two former ar¬ 
guing in favor of an investigation by the 
labor committee. The Lawrence situation 
from all reports appears to be in statu quo, 
although police officials have ceased their 
hostility toward the strikers. of the 

mills have announced an increase in the 
rate of wages, but from reports at hand 
the increase offered has not been sufficient 
to induce many of the strikers to return to 
work. It is quite likely that the investiga¬ 
tion w ill be ordered by the rules committee 
and the actual state of affairs brought to 


light. The bureau of labor also has its 
agents in Lawrence at the present time. 


English Miners’ Strike. 

Washington, March 9.—From sources 
deemed authentic it is reported that over 
1,000,000 coal miners in England are idle. 
As a consequence approximately 750,000 ad¬ 
ditional workmen are also in idleness. 
Steamship and railroad companies are al¬ 
ready seriously affected, many of their reg¬ 
ular runs being abandoned with the end in 
view to keep up a semblance of communica¬ 
tion as long as possible. In addition many 
factories are being closed and it is predicted 
that by March 12, in the event no settle¬ 
ment is reached, a paralysis of all business 
will obtain. Strenuous efforts are being 
made by high officials of the English gov¬ 
ernment to find some basis of settlement, 
’put at this time the outlook is not promis¬ 
ing. It is reported, however, that a mini¬ 
mum wage law will be introduced in par¬ 
liament and if its provisions are acceptable 
to those involved it is said that steps will 
be taken not only to urge its speedy adop¬ 
tion, but the miners themselves will en¬ 
deavor to at once take the necessary pre¬ 
liminary steps to inaugurate the minimum 
wage, if it is adopted or acceded to. Coal 
and food prices are steadily advancing.

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Report of General Organizer Bruce. 


To the Officers and Members of the Unit¬ 
ed Association: 

Through the unfortunate circumstances 
of the death of my wife my report of Feb¬ 
ruary was delayed, but will cover same in 
this report. At the close of January re¬ 
port I was working in and around Toronto 
in conjunction with Business Agent Storey 
and also on work relegated to me regard¬ 
ing the steam fitters of the I. A. in this 
city. The situation in Toronto is very bad. 
Local 46 is making very slow progress 
among the older men of our craft and 
what with the I. A. proposition to fight 
against you can readily see the seriousness 
of the fight. I have spent a good deal of 
time dealing with the steamfitters and am 
not at all disheartened by what I have 
done. While I cannot report any great 
success with the situation I have made ad¬ 
vances that will tell its own tale in the 
future. Many of the men today realize the 
futility of maintaining two organiza¬ 
tions and some while ready to come would 
rather make a combined move that would 
have a telling effect on the whole situa¬ 
tion. January 18th and 19th I attended 
three sittings of the Workman’s Compen¬ 
sation Commission and we are putting up 
a good fight and are hopeful that when the 
commissioner reports that he will produce 
a bill favorable to the wageworkers of this 
province. 

January 19th I attended with the Provin¬ 
cial Executive of the Dominion Grades Con¬ 
gress a deputation to Premier Whitney 
and the Government to lay before them our 
claims for more effective laws in our prov¬ 
ince. It was the largest deputation we 
have ever had and while it is very hard to 
forecast we believe that we have made 
some advancement that will bring recogni¬ 
tion in the future by having some new laws 
on the statutes. I presented our claims for 
a universal sanitary ordinance for the prov¬ 
ince and the premier showed more interest 
this time than ever before and in the near 
future I am to go further into the matter. 
January 19th I attended a meeting of the 
Executive Board of Local 46 when the situ¬ 
ation in the town was thoroughly gone into 
and plans laid down for the future. Janu¬ 
ary 23rd and 24th I attended two evening 
sessions of the Compensation Commission. 
January 25th I met President Walkers of 
the Dominion Grades Congress and visited 
various parts of the city with him. We 
went into various matters of importance to 
our organization, especially the question of 
the steamfitters and we can look to the 
Grades Congress concurring in the man¬ 
date of the executive of the A. F. of L. re¬ 
garding same. January 20th I attended an 
important gathering where the Hindu emis¬ 
sary, Dr. Sundar Singh, tried to impress on 
the labor workers the importance of their 
claims to be allowed better terms of admis¬ 
sion to Canada than at present. Having 
spent a few years among these people I 
was allowed the privilege of replying and 


I can safely say that we have prevented 
him from making progress with his cause 
by keeping up a running fight against all 
forms of Asiatic labor. January 20th I at¬ 
tended a meeting of Local 46, and spoke 
upon good and welfare, urging upon the 
members the necessity of closer union and 
to use their best efforts to overcome the 
present situation. February 9th I attended 
the decision of the A. F. of L. and our 
members hope that it will prove satisfac¬ 
tory and reunite the trade for the benefit 
of those who toil. During my time in To¬ 
ronto we have been fairly successful in 
adding to our fold although it is a bad time 
of the year, but this year it has been very 
exceptional, very few of our members be¬ 
ing out of work. Many jobs have run all 
winter but we have had a long cold winter 
this year. The necessity for attending to 
other parts of my district have forced me 
to leave the work in Toronto and with the 
season of strife opening up I have started 
into our unsettled portions. March 11th I 
arrived in Hamilton and got in touch with 
Secretary Harris of Local 67, who had ar¬ 
ranged a meeting of the executive. I went 
into the local situation and mapped out a 
plan of campaign which seemed agreeable 
and I have decided to stay for a while 
and clean up the city if possible. In com¬ 
pany with President Bowes of Local 67 we 
are covering all parts of the city and hope 
to be able soon to report that our efforts 
have been rewarded with success. Things 
are fairly good at present and they are hop¬ 
ing for another good season this year. Be¬ 
fore closing my report I cannot pass over 
the sad event that occurred to me by the 
loss of my wife on February 17th. One 
cannot realize the loss it means to me and 
it was fortunate that my work was of such 
a nature that I was home when the death 
of my loved one occurred.

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THE PRACTICE AND THEORY OF 
HEATING AND VENTILATION. 


By Alfred G. King. 

The steamfitter is frequently called upon 
to suggest a method of heating a factory 
from a boiler used for power or with the 
exhaust from the engine. 

Small work, that is to say, small factories 
which are hardly large enough to demand 
the installation of a vacuum system or 
from the fact that the owner does not wish 
to spend the money for such a system, fre-« 
quently present problems which tax the in¬ 
genuity of the fitter. 

As with the heating of all buildings, 
there can be no set method of piping such 
a job, nor in placing the radiators or heat¬ 
ing coils. 

There are numberless things to consider 
in laying out such a system. Factories, as 
a rule, have a large number of windows or 
a number of very large windows, either 
meaning the same when considering the 
heating surface necessary; also, a factor 
may be used for a business requiring the 
operatives to sit at benches, or to be con¬ 
stantly on their feet and moving about. 
For the former a temperature of 70 degrees 
F. should be provided. For the latter a 
temperature of from 60 to 65 degrees is all 
that would be required. 

The general rule covering the installa¬ 
tion of a factory heating job is that the 
radiating surfaces (coils or radiators) must 
be so placed and the piping so arranged 
as not to interfere with the placing of 
shafting or machinery. 

The best method of piping a small fac¬ 
tory is the overhead system. The main 
supply from boiler is taken to some con¬ 
venient point in the basement and there it 
should rise to the ceiling of the upper floor, 
where branches can be run supplying as 
many drop risers as are necessary to feed 
the various radiators or coils. A reducing 
pressure valve should be placed on this 
main supply line and be located in the 
boiler room. 

From the paint in basement where the 
supply rises a heel drip connects the bot¬ 
tom of the riser with a wet return. 

The return from the heating system 
should be brought back to the boiler room 
and connected into a receiver from which 
it may be pumped to the boiler or returned 
to the boiler by means of a return trap. 

The sketch, Figure 1, illustrates in a sim¬ 
ple manner such a system. The location of 
the boiler and structural conditions of the 
building may change this lay-out some¬ 
what, but the principle of installation re¬ 
mains the same. 

The return trap is preferable to the 
boiler feed pump as the trap requires only 
sufficient steam to equalize the pressure 
between the boiler and the trap, while the 
pump will require considerable steam to 
operate it. 


There are several styles of traps manu¬ 
factured for this purpose. We illustrate 
by Figure 2 the Morehead return trap, 
which is a tilting balanced trap. As the 
cylinder or barrel fills with condensation 
sufficient to overcome the weighted lever 
the talk tilts downward, automatically 
opening the valve on the live steam con¬ 
nection from the boiler, admitting steam 
to the barrel at full boiler pressure.. This 
equalizes the pressure in the trap with 
that in the boiler and allows the water in 
the trap to feed downward without resis¬ 
tance through a pipe connection into the 
boiler. 

After the trap has discharged its load 
the barrel is sufficiently lightened so that 
the weighted lever brings it back again to 
a horizontal position ready for filling. An 
automatic valve on the tank relieves it of 
air pressure during the process of filling. 

In case it is not possible to drain all of 
the heating apparatus directly to the re¬ 
ceiver in the boiler room by gravity or with 
such pressure as is on the return pipe, a 
second trap may be employed. This can 
be located at any point in the building. 
This trap has steam pressure on it. re¬ 
ceiving the water of condensation and de¬ 
livering it through the receiver in the 
boiler room to the trap on top of the 
boiler. This trap is of the tank-trap va¬ 
riety. We show by the skelton views. 
Figures 3 and 4, the Morehead trap which 
is designated as a non-return trap. Fig¬ 
ure 3 shows the barrel filled to tne point 
where the lever will be overbalanced and 
the trap will operate, and Figure 4 shows 
a view of the trap immediately after the 
operation of discharge. It will be noted 
that the trap never entirely empties, there 
remains sufficient water in it to seal the 
outlet. 

Wall radiators may be employed to good 
advantage in factory heating and they may 
be connected one-pipe or two-pipe as cir¬ 
cumstances may require. 

Figure 5 shows how wall radiators on 
two floors may be connected. The main 
supply is run overhead on the first floor 
near the ceiling. For convenience in il¬ 
lustrating a tee is shown “bull-head” at the 
end of the branch. It is better to place 
an additional fitting (a tee) on the branch 
and make use of a swing joint in supplying 
riser to upper floor. A reducing elbow is 
then placed on the end of branch from 
which the drop pipe is connected supplying 
the first floor radiator. 

In estimating the amount of radiation 
necessary for a factory considerable judg¬ 
ment must be exercised in applying any 
stated rule. The location of the building, 
the character of its construction, the use 
to which it is put, and the temperature or 
pressure of the steam supplied, all bear 
directly upon the amount of radiation re¬ 
quired. 

To obtain a temperature of 70 degrees 
we have found the following rule to be 
very accurate. 
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When the glass surface does not extend 
one-sixth of the wall surface, figure one 
square foot of radiation for each two 
square feet of glass, one square foot of 
radiation for each twenty square feet of 
gross wall surface, that is counting total of 
outside walls, windows included, and one 
square foot of radiation for each two hun¬ 
dred cubic feet of contents. 

When the glass surface exceeds one-fifth 
of the total wall surface, proceed as before 
except that the net wall surface is figured, 
that is, deduct the total glass from the 
total wall surface. 

In our next article we shall consider the 
use of exhaust steam for factory heating.

Plans Operation by Government. 

Washington, March 9.—A hill has been 
introduced in the United States senate by 
Senator Gardner of Maine authorizing the 
government to take over the properties of 
the express companies and operate them in 
conjunction with the postoffice department. 
The estimated cost of acquiring the express 
companies is a trifle over $39,000,000. The 
statement has been made that the parcels 
post would not bring the relief desired, as 
the express companies are paying the rail¬ 
ways only about one-half as much for 
carrying packages as the government would 
have to pay them for carrying packages 
under the present postal law, and in order 
to get the benefit of this relatively low 
railway rate the express contracts with the 
railways should be taken advantage of. It 
was also brought out that the average ex¬ 
press rate in ten foreign countries amounts 
to $4.25 a ton, while in the United States 
the average is $31.20 a ton. 


Change in Ownership. - 

Washington, March 9.—The Labor Lead¬ 
er of Lancaster, Pa., announces that the 
paper has changed hands. Harry Winner- 
ling, member of Typographical Union No. 
70. has purchased the entire plant. E. E. 
Grcenawalt, who has been connected with 
the paper as associate editor since its es¬ 
tablishment in 1892, now assumes editorial 
charge. 


Wage Conference. 

Washington, March 9.—March 14 is the 
date agreed upon for the conference be¬ 
tween the representatives of the locomotive 
engineers and the railroads. The meeting 
•place to be New York, to discuss the de¬ 
mand of the engineers for increased wages. 
This is a movement that involves oyer 
25,000 engineers, and the railroads main¬ 
tain that existing conditions will not justify 
an increase. As a counter-argument the 
engineers assert that the cost of living has 
increased to such an extent that an in¬ 
crease is imperative. 


Small Wages in Cork Industry. 

Washington, March 9.—The cork industry 
in Houlon, France, pays a wage that is 
infinitesimally small. At the present time 
the factories are running to their full capac¬ 
ity, but the establishments use scarcely 
any automatic machinery. Girls engaged 
in counting and sorting earn as little as 
15 cents per day, while those working the 
hand-operated knives receive 30 to 40 cents 
per day. The wages*of most of the higher 
paid etnployes do not exceed 75 to 80 cents 
per day. 


Warships Nearing Completion. 

Washington, March 9.—Four battleships, 
fourteen torpedo boat destroyers, twenty 
submarine torpedo boats, two seagoing tugs 


and five colliers under construction for the 
United States Navy made good progress 
toward completion during the month of 
January. O 11 February 1 the battleship 
Wyoming was 90 8-10 complete, the Ar¬ 
kansas 88 per cent, New York 23 9-10 per 
cent and the Texas 51 3-10 per cent. 


Builders Make Threats. 

London, ^larch 9.—The National Federa¬ 
tion of Builders, the employers’ association, 
is making an effort to combine all local 
associations of builders, with the end in 
view of ordering a general lockout in the 
event of unionists causing a stoppage of 
work by refusing to work with non-union- 
ists. The union men in the building trades, 
however, announce that they will continue 
their efforts to not only maintain the union 
shop, but to increase its scope. 


Cotton Trade Dispute. 

London, March 9.—The recent cotton 
factory lockout caused an expenditure by 
the unions of $200,000, this sum being 
aside from the money spent by district as 
sociations. The reserve funds of some of 
these district associations have been de¬ 
pleted and there is under discussion at this 
time the advisability of levying assessments 
to carry the reserve fund back to the point 
where it was before the lockout. 


Labor’s Program. 

London, March 9.—The parliamentary 
labor party has mapped out its plans for 
the present session. Mr. J. Ramsey Mac¬ 
Donald has been elected chairman, J. 
Parker, vice-chairman; C. Duncan, secre¬ 
tary; B. H. Roberts, the British trade union 
congress fraternal delegate to the Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Labor convention at At¬ 
lanta, chief whip, and J. Pointer, junior 
whip. A decision has been reached to take 
up the following bills in the order men¬ 
tioned. First, trade union amendment bill; 
second, right to work; third, education 
(administrative provisions); fourth, eight- 
hour day; fifth, railway nationalization; 
sixth, compulsory weighing in certain 
trades; seventh, eviction of workmen dur¬ 
ing trade disputes; eighth, blind aid bill; 
ninth, local authorities (enabling) bill. 


England’s Postal Service. 

London, March 9.-The national joint 

committee of postal and telegraph associa¬ 
tions has abandoned the idea of organiz¬ 
ing the postal service. The organiza¬ 
tion scheme presented so many difficulties 
that it was decided not to attempt it at 
this time. It was decided, however, to 
permit the United Kingdom Postal Clerks’ 
Association to present evidence in support 
of the restoration of civil rights, recogni¬ 
tion of servants' associations, superannua¬ 
tion, access to official papers, casual and 
local labor, sanitary inspection of post- 
offices, limitation of overtime and method 
of future inquiries. 
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Bricklayers’ Wage in England and Germany. 

Washington, March 9.—The average 
wage received by bricklayers in England 
is $9.72 per week for fifty-two and one-half 
hours. The bricklayers in Germany receive 
$7.50 per week and are required to work 
fifty-nine hours. 


Anthracite Coal Miners. 

Washington, March 9.—The anthracite 
coal miners’ demands for increased pay 
and other changes have been rejected by 
the operators. This action was not antici¬ 
pated, although no positive assurance had 
been held out to the miners that an accept¬ 
ance by the operators would result from 
their conference. In other words, it was 
thought that a compromise would be sug¬ 
gested. However, it is not yet thought 
that negotiations will be discontinued. 
A committee of the operators has 
been empowered to formulate a reply to 
the miners to be presented to them on 
March 13. In the meantime efforts will 
be put forth by both sides to reach a basis 
upon which an amicable adjustment can 
be reached. As a. result of the present 
situation anthracite coal has advanced from 
50 cents to $1.00 per ton. In the soft coal 
territory practically the same condition of 
affairs prevails, the miners asking for an 
N increase and the operators refusing. It is 
not probable that a settlement will be ar¬ 
rived at by the miners and operators in 
either the hard or soft coal fields before the 
end of this month, with a strong proba¬ 
bility of cessation of work. As a result 
of the English striko American coal at all 
Atlantic seaboard points has risen in price. 


Each Bill Acted on Favorably. 

Washington, March 9.—The Esch bill, 
which provides for a tax upon white phos¬ 
phorus matches and for other purposes, 
has been acted upon favorably by the house 
ways and means committee, but not as yet 
reported to the house. This bill imposes 
a special tax on manufacturers of white 
phosphorus matches of $1,000 per annum. 
In addition to this there is a tax to be levied 
of one cent per one hundred matches on 
all matches made of white phosphorus, the 
tax to be paid by the manufacturer and 
represented by adhesive stamps upon each 
package. The bill also provides that after 
a certain date white phosphorus matches 
manufactured wholly, or in part, in any 
foreign country shall not be entitled to 
entry at any port of the United States, 
the importation of these matches being 
absolutely prohibited. As is well known, 
employes in match factories where white 
phosphorus is used, contract the incurable 
disease known as “phossy-jaw,” and the 
bill aims to discourage the manufacture of 
matches with this substance. 


Turned to Good Advantage. 

London, March 9.—The recent cotton 
trade lockout, having been directly caused 
by non-unionists refusing to make common 


cause with the unionists, has resulted to 
the advantage of the unions in the weaving 
trade. Since the lockout employes re¬ 
turned to work under the truce a campaign 
has been vigorously carried on, with the 
end in view of getting all non-unionists to 
become members of the Weavers’ Associa¬ 
tion. This campaign has been to a great 
degree successful, in fact, greater progress 
has been made than was to be expected. 
Great impetus has been given to the or¬ 
ganizations not only in the weaving trade, 
but in others as well. 


Chicago Car Strike Avoided. 

Chicago, March 9.—The recent suspen¬ 
sion of a number of men by the new super¬ 
intendent of the Chicago Railways Com¬ 
pany nearly precipitated a strike. The en¬ 
tire matter, however, was taken to the 
higher officials of the railroad and a satis¬ 
factory adjustment has been reached. The 
new superintendent, apparently of an ex¬ 
tremely arbitrary disposition, was over¬ 
ruled by the higher officials of the com¬ 
pany. It is indeed unfortunate that men 
of this character are placed in official posi¬ 
tions, but the street car men of Chicago are 
also fortunate in having been able to carry 
their case to officials of the company who 
recognized that injustice had been done to 
the men in most instances. 


No Coal Reserve. 

Washington, March 9.—-It is reported by 
the United Mine Workers’ officials in the 
Pennsylvania anthracite region that the 
total stock of coal on hand is only about 
one and a half million tons. It is asserted 
that with the average demand this would 
be consumed in seven days. This state of 
affairs argues in the interest of the miners 
should a strike be necessary in these fields. 


Laborers’ Appeal Answered. 

Toronto, March 9.—The Trades and 
Labor Council recently waited on Sir 
Tames Whitney and his cabinet and urged 
legislation with reference to the hours of 
labor in certain occupations. As a result 
Sir James introduced a bill to amend the 
Ontario railway and municipal act. The 
amendment will give the railway board 
the authority to regulate the working 
hours, exclusive of any agreement at pres¬ 
ent existent between the municipality and 
the railway company. The motormen and 
conductors on streat cars now in order to 
put in a ten-hour day are compelled to be 
on duty fifteen and sixteen hours. Sir 
James also introduced a bill to amend the 
mines act, requiring that miners shall not 
be employed under ground for more than 
eight hours in any twenty-four, including 
in such eight hours the time occupied in 
descending into and ascending from the 
mines. The penalty attached is a fine of 
$50 for each offense.

induced to come to San Francisco, expect¬ 
ing upon arrival here to find work ready 
for the asking on the grounds and build¬ 
ings of the Panama-Pacific Intentional 
Exposition. 

Advertisements have been inserted in 
newspapers, and, it is said, in some cities 
posted on billboards, setting forth that 
large numbers of men are needed here on 
the Exposition work. Following is a sam¬ 
ple of the advertisements, this one having 
appeared in the Daily Province of Vancou¬ 
ver, British Columbia, throughout January 
and in February: 

“WANTED—150 carpenters; apply on 
job, Fair Grounds, San Francisco, John¬ 
stone & Sons.” 

Exposition officiate are not responsible, 
and are as much at loss to account for the 
misleading advertisements as labor leaders 
and others who have attempted to run 
them down to the source from whence 
they come. No advertising of any char¬ 
acter had been done by the Exposition 
Board or authorized by the board until 
yesterday, when a call for bids by con¬ 
tractors to do certain filling in the Harbor 
View section of the Exposition grounds 
was inserted in the local newspapers. 

Officers of the Labor and Building 
Trades Councils today denounced the hid¬ 
den perpetrators of the imposition on la¬ 
borers, and announced the intention to at 
once take steps to counteract the effect of 
the advertisements, which have resulted al¬ 
ready in adding large numbers to the un¬ 
employed in this city. The labor leaders 
will conduct an advertising campaign of 
their own, telling through newspapers and 
labor journals and on billboards in many 
cities that there are now hundreds of men 
idle here and advising against more com¬ 
ing until such time as there shall be greater 
need for laborers.—San Francisco Post.

money here and there, under the false pre¬ 
tense that the sum would be refunded by 
Local LTnion No. 1397, United Mine Work¬ 
ers, of West Bay City, Mich.” Mr. Perry 
states that the credentials carried are forg¬ 
eries and requests that should the above 
named gentleman appear seeking funds 
that the office of the United Mine Workers 
he immediately communicated with in order 
that such steps may be taken as will pro¬ 
tect the unions throughout the country 
from being further imposed upon.

Stewart Gets Hammered. 

Washington, March 9.—At the annual 
meeting of the National Civic Federation, 
Second Assistant Postmaster General 
Stewart defended the executive orders of 
ex-President Roosevelt and President Taft 
in denying the right of the postoffice em¬ 
ployes petitioning congress for a redness 
of grievances. Mr. Stewart presented the 
same arguments which he gave at the hear¬ 
ings before the civil service reform com¬ 
mittee of the house. Upon the conclusion 
of his defense of the executive order and 
the department he was followed by Con¬ 
gressman Lloyd, the author of the anti¬ 
ng” bill, and President Gompers. The 
department and Mr. Stewart were handled 
without gloves. Mr. Lloyd claimed he had 
in his possession a large number of letters 
which showed conclusively that the em¬ 
ployes were intimidated, and begged that 
their names be kept a secret, fearing that if 
they were divulged, summary dismissal 
would follow. Mr. Stewart opposed any 
affiliation with or organization of depart¬ 
ment employes by “outside” labor organiza¬ 
tions. Congressman Lloyd was extremely 
vigorous in his criticism of the department 
and Mr. Stewart. President Gompers 
also went after the department and 
did not mince matters. “Government 
employes, if they obeyed this order, would 
be tongue-tied and hand-cuffed,” said Mr. 
Gompers. A large number of representa¬ 
tive labor men were present at the meeting, 
quite a number of whom were on the pro¬ 
gram to address the convention during its 
twelfth annual session. 

Wage Deadlock. 

London, March 9.—Serious friction ex¬ 
ists between the Shipping Federation and 
the Joint Committee of Engineering so¬ 
cieties. The men demand that their ap¬ 
plication for an increase of from $7.50 to 
$15.00 per month, with a minimum of $40.00 
per month for sea-going engineers, shall 
be dealt with on a national basis. The 
shipping federation has refused to proceed 
with the question as desired, contending 
that the shipowners’ associations at various 
ports should deal with the subject. The 
societies involved are the Amalgamated 
Society of Engineers, the Steam Engine 
Makers’ Societv and the Marine Engineers’ 
\ssociation. This latter association, after 
onsidering the attitude of the ship owners, 
las replied that it is not prepared to go to 
he various associations with its demands 
n view of the fact that the National Feder- 
rtion quite recently dealt with the wages pf 
eamen and firemen on a national basis, 
fhe outlook is not very encouraging. 


Requests Denied. 

Washington, March 9.—Director Durand 
of the Census Bureau has refused to grant 
the request of 150 clerks for compensation 
for the two and one-half days leave per 
month which they contend they are entitled 
to. The director states that the employes 
have no legal right to the leave, as the law 
reads “may be granted” instead of “shall be 
granted.” It is possible the matter may be 
called to the attention of congress and the 
leave provided for, there being such a de¬ 
ficiency in the appropriation at this time 
that it is claimed there is insufficient funds 
to pay the amount asked. 


To Mulct Express Companies. 

Washington, March 9.—Fines aggregat¬ 
ing $200,000,000 are the possible outcome 
of the prosecutions against the express 
companies for overcharging. The inter¬ 
state commerce commission is deeply in¬ 
terested in the eleven indictments brought 
against the Adams’ Express Company in 
Cincinnati, and agents of the commission 
are being dispatched to all parts of the 
country, carrying evidence on which ad¬ 
ditional indictments are to be brought. 
Commissioner Lane states that there are on 
file with the commission 10,000 complaints 
against express charges. 


Self-Denial Week. 

Washington, March 9.—It is reported 
that the members of the Women’s Trade 
Union League of Chicago have instituted 
a campaign to raise funds to assist other 
working girls and women to organize 
unions and enforce union conditions. The 
week of February 26-March 2 was desig¬ 
nated as “Self-Denial Week,” the girls 
pledging themselves to remain away from 
theaters, walk to work and donate the 
savings thus made into the fund to be used 
to prosecute organization work. 


Federation Statistics. 

Washington, March 9.—The membership 
of the unions affiliated to the American 
Federation of Labor in January, 1911, as 
ncr capita tax paid, was 1,691,534. In com¬ 
plete reports for January, 1912, give a mem¬ 
bership of 1,827,584, making an increased 
membership in January, 1912, over January, 
1911, of 136,014. The number of volunteer 
organizers commissioned by the American 
Federation of Labor in 1910 was 1,462, and 
for 1911, 1,594. There are now 1,647 
volunteer organizers commissioned by the 
American Federation of Labor.

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GETTING MAD. 


W. T. Bolling, D. D. 


Getting mad is a bad thing, with neither 
sense nor profit in it, but upon the other 
hand, there is much coming to men through 
the indulgence of men in the folly. If any 
one wishes to do anything worth while, he 
or she needs the calmest, coolest mind pos¬ 
sible, a condition not possible when one is 
mad. In the home, getting mad often 
ruins what could have been a happy fam¬ 
ily and would have been, but for hasty, hot 
words growing out of a boiling over anger. 
One may get fretted and nervous some¬ 
times and not show the best spirit, but the 
anger pot only simmers, with little or no 
harm done, but when one gets mad, until 
boiling point is reached, and steam hisses, 
something is going to happen ruinous to 
the peace and prosperity of the home. 
When a man and hi3 wife get mad at each 
other the best thing they can do is for one 
to start east and the other west and never 
turn round, but to keep on going. 

Many a man is in prison today, not be¬ 
cause he is naturally any worse than the 
average of his fellow men, but one day he 
got mad, lost his bearings, turned fool, 
acted hastily and shot a fellow man, taking 
a human life, for which act of madness he 
is paying the penalty. 

Many a friendship has been severed from 
the fact that one got mad, said hot, bitter 
things which lacerated the heart of his 
friend and each has gone his way perhaps 
never to meet in friendship again with a 
grave of buried affection down yonder in 
the valley of memory, to which each steals 
off now and then, and yet both got mad, 
acted the fool and since have not enough 
of manly humility to tell each other so. 

Allow me to interject just here, that it 
takes a great deal more of brave manhood 
or womanhood to confess to wrong than 
it does to get mad and do the wrong, and 
getting mad would not be so bad if we 
would get glad enough to own up to our 
foolishness in word and deed while we 
were mad. 

I was reading a controversy between two 
preachers not long since, in a church pa¬ 
per, and both of them had evidently got¬ 
ten mad, forgotten the injunction to “be 
kindly affectionate one toward another,” 
and if what they said about each other was 
true both of them should be turned out of 
the ministry. It is bad to get mad, but 
worse for the heralds of peace to lose their 
temper and say hot things which prove 
nothing, except that two preachers need to 
do less writing and do more praying. If 


you are bound to get mad at home, go out 
and take your revenge on the weeds in the 
garden and work off your madness, or go 
and milk a cow that kicks and have it out 
with her upon the basis of the rights of 
lower animals, and may be you will swap 
your madness for arnica, with which to 
sooth your hurts, made by an animal who 
can get as mad as you do. 

When people get mad, as they do some¬ 
times, they are pretty sure to make a 
serious mistake and increase the damage 
to good government. 

Blot on History. 

When a church gets mad it is pretty 
sure to leave a good big persecution blot 
upon the pages of its history. Once a pope 
got mad and blotted the record of civiliza¬ 
tion with the blood of martyrs, and then 
John Calvin got made and burned his en¬ 
emy at the stake, until, in the midst of mad¬ 
ness the ecclesiastical pot could only call 
the kettle black. 

It does not pay to get mad, whether in 
the home, the state or the church, and a 
good, hearty laugh from a sinner is better 
than the angry scowl of the so-called saint. 
When one gets mad everything looks ugly, 
for as a rule we see things as we know our¬ 
selves to be, in other words, we reflect our¬ 
selves on everything around us, until we 
see things only through mad glasses. We 
may be grieved and even hurt, but to get 
mad does not help the case any, but so 
clouds the sky that the waiting sunshine 
cannot break through. 

Get mad and say ugly things, and then 
somebody else gets mad and says ugly 
things, until there is an explosion, and a 
damage beyond repair. It is a dangerous 
thing to go about carrying dynamite, for 
it is liable to go off at any moment and 
kill its owner, and anger is the dangerous 
dynamite liable to go off, blow up society, 
destroy the peace of a state and badly dam¬ 
age civilization. One of the curses of our 
time is mad politicians calling each other 
all sorts of names and charging each other 
with all sorts of crimes and getting their 
partisans mad to the wrecking of the peace 
and prosperity of a state. 

One of the distinct characters of the old 
South was Dr. Charles K. Marshall of 
Mississippi, who was famous for his digni¬ 
fied pleasantness. The good doctor had a 
negro named Henry, who just would not 
pick cotton, but who, faithful in all other 
things, would run off when cotton picking 
time came. Once when Henry ran away 
and was caught Dr. Marshall took him and 
said to him: “Henry, I am grieved but not 
mad, and before I chastise you we will 
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have a little religious service, the charac¬ 
ter of which you may choose.” 

Henry looked thoughtful and penitent, 
and said: "Marse Charles, you ain’t mad, 
and I am sorry. Does you let me choose 
the service?” Yes.” said the good doctor. 
Changing his troubled look to one of de¬ 
light, Henry said: ‘'Then, Marse Charles, 
let’s have the benediction.” The story goes 
that Dr. Marshall smiled and pronounced 
the benediction, and let Henry go unpun¬ 
ished, and the next season Henry remained 
at home and picked cotton, won to the 
man who would not get mad and chastise 
in anger. 

To harbor anger is to harbor the spirit 
of murder, and to harbor the spirit of mur¬ 
der is to harbor the spirit of the devil, op¬ 
posed to all that is good for the individual, 
the nation and the race. Especially should 
no parent get mad and in his or her anger 
chastise the child, for the chastising under 
such conditions is simply the temporary 
mastery of brqte force, and is not only 
harmful to the child, but is only the spirit 
of cowardice in the man or woman. Re¬ 
member that your child is helpless, and the 
memory of your cowardly conduct will live 
with the child to blight the good that is in 
him. Many a blow given a child in anger 
has begotten within that child the spirit of 
rebellion, which has ultimately made a 
desolate waste of what might have been a 
charming garden full of the beautiful flow¬ 
ers of love, and bitter memories remain to 
largely mar the pleasure dream of after 
years. If you strike your child when you 
are mad it will be good for you if some 
fellow bigger than you gets mad at you 
and gives you a first-class thrashing, for 
this is what you would most richly deserve. 
Don’t get mad at your child unto evil and 
cowardly action, but remember how pa¬ 
tient the Great Father is with you in your 
folly and disobedience, and deal in equal 
love and patience with your child, remem¬ 
bering that even if he is mean, that with 
you as his parent he comes by his mean¬ 
ness honestly and without any power of 
selection upon his part. Don’t indulge in 
getting mad, for it is foolish and unprofit¬ 
able to you, and hurtful to other people, 
and "as much as lieth in you live peace¬ 
ably with all men.” 


THE NEW LABOR LEADER.

The labor question will never be settled 
by passing resolutions. Neither will its so¬ 
lution be hastened bv misrepresentation and 
abuse. Nor vet will snobbishness or tyr¬ 
anny bring about a more cordial relation¬ 
ship between men. No temporary advant¬ 
age gained at the sacrifice of a righteous 
principle, can permanently benefit the vic¬ 
tor. Men may boast of their power and 
sneer at their helpless opponents, but just 
as sure as there is truth in the world, so 
sure will come the day of reckoning. Some 
there are who seek to put off the "evil day,” 
but their actions are hastening the time 


when justice shall prevail and truth shall 
conquer. 

Whatever all this may mean to the em¬ 
ploying class, it means to the working¬ 
man that the day has gone by when the 
counsel of the cheap, shortsighted, ignorant 
blatherskite is to be heeded. Statesman¬ 
ship of the highest order in the cause of 
labor is demanded. Far beyond the nar¬ 
row limits of the man who has been bowed 
like a bulrush, or he whose eyes^have been 
dulled by the lurid glare of his own imag¬ 
ination, must be the vision of the man who 
is to be the prophet and leader of the 
people. 

Slowly such master minds are emerging 
from among the masses. Sometimes un¬ 
appreciated by the very ones whose battles 
they are fighting and whose destinies they 
are working out, these men and women 
must go on as did the prophets of old, un¬ 
til the hour shall strike that shall proclaim 
the victory of the common people. For, 
frankly, workingmen—like most other men 
—are ungrateful to those who are sacrific¬ 
ing most, and who are putting their best 
into a movement which is giving utterance 
to their own cry for help.. How often do 
they break the hearts of their idols! And 
yet, how frequently do they make unto 
themselves golden calves and bow down 
before them, while their true leaders are 
toiling in the mountain-top to secure for 
them that which will be of permanent 
value. 

What a responsibility this puts upon 
the leader! How close he must live to 
the highest ideals. How free he must be 
from the petty jealousies in the labor 
movement. Looking not only upon his 
own things, nor upon the interests of his 
own craft, but seeing the need of the 
great body of toilers, he must dare and do 
for MEN—the men whose needs are just 
as great as those who are closer to him. 
Onlv in this way will the strife among 
workingmen—jurisdictional and every other 
kind—be done away. 


Freight Handlers’ Lockout. 

Winnipeg, March 9.—The Canadian 
Pacific Railway is making an effort to de¬ 
stroy the Freight Handlers’. Union of this 
city. Recently four men were summarily 
discharged, the president and secretary in¬ 
cluded. These men were told that "per¬ 
sonal services” were satisfactory, but at 
the same time the men were "unsatisfac¬ 
tory” to the company. A day or two after 
the officials of the union were discharged, 
twenty-eight more men were summarily 
dismissed. A member of the executive 
board of the international union is here 
and an attempt is being made to make an 
amicable adjustment, but it would appear 
that the officials of the company are look¬ 
ing for trouble. 


The Idea. 

"Cold? Why, it was so cold out our way 
the hens all laid cold storage eggs!” 
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American Society Inspectors of Plumbing 
and Sanitary Engineers. 

On February 8 the board of directors 
held a meeting in Chicago, those present 
being Messrs. Quinn, Donanue and Claffy. 
Mr. Conroy of St. Paul came in during the 
day. The three members first mentioned 
left on the early morning train for Cham¬ 
paign to witness laboratory equipment and 
tests made under the direction of Prof. 
White in conformity with his agreement 
and offer made at the Milwaukee conven¬ 
tion. It is to be regretted that Mr. Conroy, 
whose train was late, was prevented in at¬ 
tending. 

The committee met Mr. Groeniger, state 
inspector of plumbing of Ohio, at the uni¬ 
versity. After being conducted through 
the various offices of the engineering corps, 
machinery hall and other physical train¬ 
ing departments they were brought to a 
part of the machinery hall where the test 
stack was erected. It was a 4-inch stack 
about 65 feet high with fittings for open¬ 
ings at the various floor levels. The top 
floor had an extended branch with open¬ 
ings for four water closets. A length <?f 
pipe with a fitting for the vent line ex¬ 
tended above the tee which received the 
waste from the water closets. On the 
floor below a 4-inch branch line about 30 
feet long had been connected with a test 
plug closing the end of it. To this test 
plug was attached a "U” shaped glass which 
was designed to illustrate the water level 
in a trap. The fittings under the various 
floors below were plugged. At the base 
of the stack a galvanized sheet iron fitting 
with a 2-inch vent designed in the shape of 
an offset one-quarter bend was inserted and 
increased to very nearly 6 inches in area, at 
its outlet connected to a 4-inch glass pipe 
and from this glass pipe was extended 
about 15 feet of cast iron pipe, the end 
of which was caulked into an iron closet 
bend having a flat enlarged receiving end 
the discharge end of which turned down 
and wasted into an iron tank below. A 
l^-inch water supply on the top floor 
under 20-pound pressure supplied the water 
for testing. Flushing of the stack with 
about 20 gallons of water permitted ob¬ 
servation of the action of the water at the 
base of the stack where a glass tube was 
inserted in the side of the soil pipe, also 
through the length of glass pipe on the 
horizontal run making clear the action of 
the water with a vent previously mentioned 
opened and with it closed. There was a 
great deal of agitation of the water in the 
horizontal line when the vent was closed 
showing the presence of a considerable 
amount of compressed air. The flushing 


of the stack with about 20 gallons of water 
and with all the openings at the top wide 
open as would be the case under ordinary 
conditions in a building showed a differ¬ 
ence of 2\\ inches in the water level of 
the “U” shaped glass mentioned at the 
end of the 20-ioot branch line. This indi¬ 
cated a vacuum due to the flushing of the 
stack. When the glass tube was attached 
to the fitting in the stack the same kind of 
a flush showed a difference of nearly 7 
inches in the water level indicating a 
stronger vacuum close to the stack than 
at a distance from it. The tube was then 
attached to the fitting near the bottom of 
the stack the same flush applied and a dif¬ 
ference of 4 inches in the water level in¬ 
dicated pressure within the stack due to 
the compression of the air. Tests were 
made then for air currents with a 4-inch 
anomometer. These tests showed a speed 
of about 450 feet per minute compressed 
air coming out of the 2-inch vent opening 
at the bottom of the stack when about the 
same amount of flush was applied to the 
stack. Tests at the top of the 4-inch stack 
with all openings closed except at the top 
of the stack itself showed a speed of ap¬ 
proximately 450 feet per minute of air 
being drawn into the stack. The test made 
with the same instrument at a point about 
10 feet above the middle of the stack 
showed a speed of approximately 20 feet 
per minute of air being drawn in indicating 
that the point of equilibrium of air cur¬ 
rents had been almost reached. 

Owing to the lack of proper facilities 
further tests could not be made and after 
consideration of what had been done and 
the facilities at hand it did not seem possi¬ 
ble that very extensive tests could be made 
at the present time which would indicate 
the capacity of soil or vent stacks. The 
discussion however opened up opportuni¬ 
ties to the faculty of the university for mak¬ 
ing further tests which would be of benefit 
to sanitary science in connection with the 
capacity of soil, waste and vent pipes. 

Prof. White expected within the next 
two or three montfis to complete the series 
of tests undertaken for Mr. Croeniger of 
Ohio. It was believed that these tests 
would show the efficiency of the loop vent 
as compared with the individual revent 
system of venting as applied in plumbing 
in an unknown quantity. 

Meeting of the Board of Directors February 
9, 1912, Chicago. 

All members present except Dr. Beatty 
who was prevented attending by a serious 
illness. Mr. Conroy was chairman of the 
committee. 
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The accounts of the secretary were 
checked over and found to be correct. 
Cash receipts February 7, 1911, to 

January 31, 1912.$949.16 

Expenses for the same period. 676.36 

Balance on hand February 1, 1912... 271.80 

A price of $2.00 per volume was fixed for 
the proceedings of 1910 and, 1911, contain¬ 
ing reports of the Trenton and Milwaukee 
conventions. Members in good standing 
to date are entitled to a copy of these pro¬ 
ceedings free. Upon receipt of request for 
copies from several libraries and other per¬ 
sons and from the library of congress, it 
was decided that to' the latter a volume 
of each year’s proceedings including the 
current year would be forwarded gratis, 
the other libraries would be charged the 
same price as for other people. It was 
agreed, and the secretary was ordered to 
include in letters to new members or pros¬ 
pective members that applications for mem¬ 
bership should be in the hands of the board 
of directors at least 60 days previous to the 
date of the next convention. 

In connection with the convention to be 
held in St. Louis which had been set for 
the first week in May, it was found that 
objections to this date had been made to 
the president and other members on ac¬ 
count of the fact that elections in many of 
the cities takes place at that time. A 
motion was made, seconded and carried, 
that the date of the convention be changed 
to June 4, 5 and 6, 1912. The secretary 
was directed to notify all members and 
other interested parties of this change. 
Mr. Quinn of St. Louis reported that satis¬ 
factory arrangements were being made for 
the convention; that the headquarters 
would be in one of their leading hotels 
accessible to a good meeting hall. It was 
agreed unanimously that display space for 
manufacturers and dealers in plumbing sup¬ 
plies and sanitary wares would be given 
free. Mr. Quinn being chairman of the 
committee on arrangements for the con¬ 
vention will have charge of all the details. 
The program for the convention was then 
considered. It was decided that all papers 
for submission to the convention should 
be in the hands^ of Secretary Claffy who 
empowered to vise them and state a time 
limit. The board of directors empowered 
Mr. Quinn to engage the services of a sten¬ 
ographer to report the convention. It was 
agreed unanimously that recognition by 
the chairman should be limited to those 
who are members or those whose applica¬ 
tions have been accepted by the board of 
directors. The secretary was directed to 
read a special invitation to Bro. Kane to 
the convention in recognition of his valued 
services in the past. The secretary was 
directed to write to Henry B. Davis of 
Washington, relative to the books which 
were donated by the International Corres¬ 
pondence Schools in 1906 on plumbing. It 
was unanimously agreed that members who 
are in arrears are not entitled to copies of 
the proceedings or certificates. It was 


unanimously agreed that day sessions only 
would be held, that there would be a roll 
call of attendance at each session in order 
that the business of the convention might 
be facilitated and that the time of delegates 
from different cities who were there for a 
definite purpose would not be so taken up 
as to destract their attention from the busi¬ 
ness at hand. A tentative program for the 
convention was then mapped out. Sub¬ 
jects for consideration upon which papers 
were to be written for discussion are as 
follows: 

Septic tanks. 

Incineration of garbage, sewage and all 
other refuse. 

Action of household grease and oily 
waste on city sewers. 

Latrines (define them). 

Mention of any manufacturers* goods in 
ordinance should be condemned. 

Facts about sewer gas. 

United States government plumbing 
standards. 

Elimination of the privy vault. 

Subjects for discussion upon the floor. 

Bursting of range boilers. 

Instantaneous heaters and gas combus¬ 
tion. 

The secretary was directed to write the 
United States supervising architect con¬ 
cerning standards of venting; and to mem¬ 
bers concerning the enforcing of the pro¬ 
visions of a resolution at our past conven¬ 
tion on venting. 

It was unanimously agreed that the sec¬ 
retary be instructed to write to the presi¬ 
dent of each of the following associations: 

Master Plumbers, Journeyman Plumbers, 
Supply Associations, Manufacturers* Asso¬ 
ciations, requesting them to consider the 
appointment of a standardization committee 
composed of three members from each or¬ 
ganization with three members from this 
society whose duty it would be to take up 
the questions of standardization materials, 
fixtures, pipe and fittings in connection with 
plumbing and drainage. 

Adjourned. 


National Woman Suffrage. 

Washington, March 9.—Senator Works 
of California has proposed an amendment 
to the constitution providing suffrage for 
women throughout the United States, and 
the bill has been referred to the senate 
judiciary committee.

REPORT OF BROTHER CHAS. COON 

To California State Association Held at 
Fresno Jan. 12-14, 1912. 

The California State Association. 

The California State Association is but 
in its infancy. It has aimed at many noble 
deeds and has accomplished a few. Our 
objects arc to help the United Association 
in California and in other states, if pos¬ 
sible; our dues are small, and no great task 
can be expected; but our aim should al¬ 
ways be at some higher, more elevating and 
more substantial way of protecting our 
members. 

We meet every year to get one another’s 
views and we should take note of these and 
report to our respective locals, so that 
those we leave behind may have some idea 
of what they are paying their money for 
and possibly make some good suggestions 
for our successors when they meet again. 

I have tried in my feeble way to think of 
some plan by which we could make more 
use of our California State Association and 
with that end in view will try and name a 
few that I believe will be of vast impor¬ 
tance as food for thought to the delegation 
present at this convention. 

I do not wish to go on record as a crank 
or an office seeker or one who likes to 
cause disturbance among our craft. Nor 
do I want to be ranked with those who are 
satisfied with simply attending meetings 
and listen to what others say without voic¬ 
ing my own sentiments. And right here 
let me say that although I may be in the 
minority at the final judgment, I always 
joined hands with the majority and help 
them to accomplish what I possibly have 
opposed, for I was always a firm believer 
in majority rule in all cases. With this ex¬ 
planation on my part and wishing to cast 
no slurs on any member or body of mem¬ 
bers of the United Association, I will pro¬ 
ceed, my object being criticism for my 
views and suggestions for a remedy. I 
possibly will deal with some things that are 
impossible, but if such things come up let 
us. reason why it is impossible and why a 
few, at least, cannot be accomplished. My 
sole object being, as I have before stated, 
the betterment of our beloved California 
State Association and the United Associa¬ 
tion. 

My Tirst attack will be on our conven¬ 
tions that meet every two years and cost 
the United Association something like $80,- 
000.00, and what business is it that is done 
there that could not be done by direct leg¬ 
islation or referendum vote, or could it not 
be done by State Associations; or let each 
Association send delegates, say one for 


each 400 or 500 members represented. This 
would cut the expense at least in half. But 
you say that the small locals would have 
no show. This is where I differ with your 
views, as I believe that if this was done 
locals would send their progressive men to 
these conventions and take more interest 
in them; and a progressive man cannot be 
kept down; he is bound to be recognized 
among a body of progressive boosters. 

The next question is organizers. 

An organizer costs the United Associa¬ 
tion about $3,000 or $4,000 a year, accord¬ 
ing to the territory he covers. This, I be¬ 
lieve, should also be the business of the 
State Association, as I believe we have as 
bright men in our various Associations as 
any organizer the United Association may 
choose. Then again, we have the advant¬ 
age of being acquainted with the ways of 
our own people and their local conditions 
and are better qualified to perform the du¬ 
ties of organizer than would some one 
from a different part of the United States. 
Then again, this Association could make 
their organizers and have one in the mid¬ 
dle and one at each end of its jurisdiction; 
this would mean very little expense in case 
of trouble, for car fare, etc. 

If we consider only, these two questions 
it looks as though a large amount of money 
could be saved—then, to benefit the State 
Association let our Executive Board pro 
rata the savings by these means and send 
it to our State Associations. This would 
mean an income of, we will say, about $2,- 
000 to each Association each year. With 
this amount see what could be done in case 
of trouble; this money could be sent to 
fight our strike breakers and possibly many 
could be kept from going to work by this 
means and strikes and lockouts made easier 
for us, for we could have funds that are 
not now available. 

Then again, let us put our Association on 
a protective basis by charging more dues 
and paying a sick, death and strike benefit. 
This also would have a tendency to make 
our members work harder for better con¬ 
ditions; for it is hard to go on strike, espe¬ 
cially if we have no bank account, and then 
wait for four to six or even eight weeks 
for our benefits to come from headquarters. 
This often causes men to desert our ranks 
for want of the necessities of life when 
their credit runs out. And again, no pro¬ 
vision is made in our Constitution to pay 
out money to save men from taking our 
places, and I believe that this is a feature 
that will have to be recognized. Then 
again, there are the brothers out of work; 
some steps should be taken to protect them 
from becoming delinquent—while this was 
tried by our national body and many im¬ 
posed upon this clause, I believe if it was 
handled by the State Association it could 
be perfected and become a -feature to save 
many from deserting our ranks; for from 
my experience and from the experience of 
many financial secretaries that I have talked 
to, when a person becomes delinquent and 
needs a reinstatement stamp he becomes 
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more careless and finally his bill becomes 
so large that he drops from our fold. 

Now, brothers, while I have not ex¬ 
plained how we can go about to accomplish 
these results, touching but briefly on sev¬ 
eral things that come to my mind, I leave 
it to you—if you think any of these worthy 
of mention, take them to your locals, dis¬ 
cuss them and then instruct your delegates 
to the convention to work for your ideas 
and I believe that by agitation we can pro¬ 
duce results; and if we have officers in our 
ranks who are not doing their duty either 
in our State Building Trades Council or 
National Convention or among orur own 
ranks let us give some one else a chance to 
try and make good—for persons holding 
office too long are very apt to forget our 
wants and cause us sorrow and defeat. 

Let our watchword be ORGANIZA¬ 
TION, ELEVATION and PROTEC¬ 
TION.

Referendum Proposition from Local 155, 
General Fund. 

In accordance with sections 21, 22 aiid 23 
of the constitution of the United Associa¬ 
tion, Local No. 155 of Little Rock, Ark., 
offers the following amendment to section 
189 of the constitution of the United Asso¬ 
ciation: 

The general secretary-treasurer shall 
compile and publish a monthly report in 
the official organ as follows: 

(a) A report of the total membership of 
the United Association. 

(b) Report of all moneys received from 
each local union; also report receipts from 
all other sources; also a report of total 
amount of all moneys received by the gen¬ 
eral office of the United Association. 

(c) An itemized report of the expendi¬ 
tures of all moneys expended by the gen¬ 
eral office; also report total amount of all 
moneys expended by the general office; 
also report a total balance of all moneys 
on hand at the general office of the United 
Association. 

(d) Whenever the funds of the United 
Association shall fall below the sum of two 
dollars ($2.00) per capita, the executive 
board shall levy an assessment on each 
member to replenish the same, provided 
that no assessment levied upon the general 
membership of the United Association shall 
be valid until the said assessment shall be 
submitted to the general membership of 
the United Association for a referendum 
vote and shall be voted on favorably by a 
majority of the members voting.

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ARE UNIVERSITIES WORTH WHILE ?

The acid test of an education is what a 
man can do. Is it fair to put a commercial 
test to a university degree? Such a test, 
however, has been made by the Harvard 
Appointments Office and the showing 
while startling is certainly far from flat¬ 
tering. According to the statistics avail¬ 
able the average wage of a man who has 
received a bachelor’s degree is at first 
about $15 per week. Princeton reports 
show that its graduates start at an aver¬ 
age of $6 per week. From tables made 
up from the salaries paid graduates in cer¬ 
tain lines of employment the averages are 
as follows: Brokerage business, $3 to $8 
per week; manufacturing, $7 to $12, and 
engineering $10 to $15. In all these lines 
the college graduate does not receive more 
than the average high school graduate. It 
is obvious that these institutions are not 
measuring education in dollars and cents. 
Their declared purpose is to give an all- 
around education for a gentleman. That 
they are doing this to good purpose is 
shown by the following incident which re¬ 
cently occurred at Harvard. Professor W. 
H. Scofield, instructor of comparative lit¬ 
erature, asked a class of more than 100 
when Aristotle lived. Not one could an¬ 
swer. When he further inquired how many 
thci ght he was born after 1840, six men 
held up their hands. 

The attainment of the degree which 
stands f> r culture insures, however, a re¬ 
spectable position in society. Most grad¬ 
uates arc also skilled in several of the 
gentle arts of idleness, and while they 
have not increased their earning capaci¬ 


ties, they have quite necessarily acquired 
the needs and facilities for spending more 
than when they entered college. With the 
earning capacities of children and the 
spending capacities of men, the period of 
dependence is prolonged and unless the 
earning and spending can be made to bal¬ 
ance the danger is that our elegantly edu¬ 
cated gentlemen will serve no higher pur¬ 
pose than to distribute the wealth that his 
forbears have accumulated. And this, 
alas, through no particular fault of his 
own. Of course, our average college grad¬ 
uate has a higher ambition, and so let us 
leave him to struggle with life on his small 
earnings and strain our imagination while 
we contemplate a different kind of a uni¬ 
versity. One that does not deal with the 
theory of life as set forth in text books, 
lectures and libraries, but is ruled by 
science and art in every phase of its man¬ 
ifestation, having control over a large 
area of land and dedicated to showing 
youth by actual contact with all kinds of 
productive occupations, the marvelous pos¬ 
sibilities of the arts and sciences. Not 
merely talking about them and analyzing 
them, but learning how to produce by 
means of them. 

It would be necessarily divided into two 
great interlacing and overlapping sections, 
one c f which would be devoted to the 
min r arts of expression or to those things 
which are devoted to the care and devel¬ 
opment and welfare of the body, and the 
other to the major arts or those things 
devoted to the (are, development and wel¬ 
fare of the spirit. 
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In order to comprehend this new uni- 
veisity we must establish a new fundamen¬ 
tal principle that education is not a com¬ 
modity that can be acquired for a fee. It 
can only be had by living it. That only 
by self-reliant, self-supporting and self-re¬ 
specting work can we attain a real knowl¬ 
edge of the arts and sciences. By dealing 
with them personally at first hand and not 
by the means of indirection from someone 
else; a great university would deal with 
life in all its conditions and be in perpet¬ 
ual experimentation with every problem 
for the uplift of mankind. An ideal, perfect 
city, state in itself, wherein every voca¬ 
tion would play its part in the highest 
form, so that those who studied in these 
surroundings would find no contrast in 
stepping into the outside world, except that 
inspired by the knowledge of his own great 
work to do in order to fulfill his part in 
the great struggle for better surroundings 
and better kind of living innate in every 
soul. That if our great republic is to suc¬ 
ceed it must be through constructive co¬ 
operative work for the uplift of all, and 
not through individualism and competing 
for better places by pulling each other 
down 

Heretofore we have had sections of hu¬ 
manity dominated and controlled by the 
military spirit, at other times by the re¬ 
ligious spirit, not infrequently by the two 
combined, again by the legal spirit and 
by the military and legal spirit, and always 
ruled by the power of money; at all times 
preaching and promising the brotherhood 
of man. but never attaining it except in 
modified and attenuated form. 

Here we have a great republic estab¬ 
lished on the fundamental base that “all 
men are created free and equal.” With the 
best of intentions and efforts at equal op¬ 
portunities of education through the high¬ 
est development of the public school that 
the world has seen, yet we have neverthe¬ 
less failed of attaining the maximum of 
productive capacities both for the poor who 
are allowed to leave school at fourteen 
and for the rich who are educated in a 
false atmosphere and know not life itself. 
We have, in consequence, one kind of ed¬ 
ucation for the poor, another for the rich, 
and through individualism, selfishness and 
the love of power have a people divided 
against itself, and it is known that a 
“house divided against itself cannot stand.” 

Let us, then, be frank with ourselves and 
our national ideal, and establish one com¬ 
munity in the form of a university where 
science and art will be enthroned as the 
dominating spirits, and where everyone 
will be judged by his deeds, where self-re¬ 
liance and self-support shall rule. 

Under such influence the mature stu¬ 
dents when leaving the institution may 
hope to have a greater earning capacity 
than when thev entered it, and be better 
fitted to take hold of life to make of it 
“Peace on earth, good will toward men.” 

In outline this is the kind of institution 
contemplated by Senator Borah of Idaho 
in his bill to establish the Federal Univer¬ 


sity to be located at Washington and be in 
co-operation with the state, colleges, uni¬ 
versities and experimental stations, and 
have local co-operative centers wherever 
the people want them. A university within 
rea«*h of every citizen who wishes to bet¬ 
ter his physical, mental or spiritual condi¬ 
tion by his own efforts for the purpose of 
life, is not only prosperity, but self-devel¬ 
opment. 

It is estimated that there are over ten 
million children in the United States be¬ 
tween the ages of 15 and 21, and a good 
proportion of these do not know how to 
do anything very well and do not want 
t j do anything very much: their produc¬ 
tive capacities have been only partly devel¬ 
oped. They are drifting from one tempo¬ 
rary occupation to another. Although they 
are minors they have no orotection as such 
and are at the mercy of every employer 
who wants their time and their energy be¬ 
cause it is cheap. Their only idea of aVi 
education is that by means of it they may 
attain a life of idleness. As minors they 
are entitled to be taught how to make the 
most of their abilities, and they need to 
be inspired by the idealism of a great uni¬ 
versity wherein self-reliance and self-sup¬ 
port may be the means of advancement not 
only materially, but intellectually and spir¬ 
itually. 

To help make a world where no one has 
the right to idleness, but where all work 
in co-operative instead of a competitive 
wav for the uplift of mankind. 

There has never been a university based 
on fundamental principle that each student 
shall be a self-sustaining unit the same as 
the world itself demands of most of us. The 
trustees or regents of this university are 
to be selected from men who have experi¬ 
ence in the application of the arts and 
sciences to the needs of daily life, and hav¬ 
ing made success of their own private af¬ 
fairs it is to be assumed that they can put 
such an institution on a practical basis. 
The long term of service of the trustees 
insures a permanency of policy. 

While Congress is asked to make the 
initial appropriation the foundation endow¬ 
ment feature of the university will attract 
endowments from those who have money 
to leave for the benefit of mankind, no mat¬ 
ter in what form the fund is intended to 
apply to the betterment of life. Such a 
university will deal with life in every form, 
and will set up an unassailable standard, 
namely, that every one should know how to 
do some one thing well, and that the best 
in everything is none too good for an 
American citizen as his guiding principle. 

On this simple and firm base we can 
make material prosperitv ever a means to 
the highest culture and spiritual growth. 
Some say this is making a science of re¬ 
ligion. others that it is to be a religion 
of science. It matters not. for science and 
religion are really kindred forces and are 
everywhere working for the same ends. A 
university must deal with humanity as it 
is and the idealism of the spirit is a big 
part of human life. 
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The great purpose of Mr. Henry K. 
Bush-Brown in writing these articles and 
in advocating this proposed university is 
to make it possible for working people to 
securing a first-class, practical and useful 
education at a small cost. 

Knowledge is power. When our fellow- 
workers know more, they will not only 
be able to produce more, but they will 
know' better how to secure a larger and 
larger share of what they collectively pro¬ 
duce, until they finally secure the full value 
of that product. 

Young men and women who crave for a 
higher education will be able to qualify 
for the studies they wish to pursue by 
means of this proposed university with 
what knowledge they possess without hu¬ 
miliation or the discouragement of exorb¬ 
itant costs, self-help, self-reliance, persona) 
dignity and the highest efficiency will be 
the stimulant to set the standards of moral 
and mental worth so that an individual may 
live his own life in his own way. 

It will reverse the rebuke which Alexan¬ 
der the Great gave to Aristotle the philoso¬ 
pher, when he said, “You did wrong in pub¬ 
lishing the acroamatic parts of science. In 
what shall we differ from others if the 
higher knowledge which we gained from 
you be made common to all the world? 
For my part I had rather excel all man¬ 
kind in the superior parts of learning than 
in the extent of my power and dominion." 

Mr. Bush-Brown is engaged in a worthy 
effort. He would open wide the doors of 
learning so that all who choose may have 
a free opportunity to secure technical and 
serviceable knowledge and emulate Ari¬ 
stotle in his search of wisdom, “The gods 
help those who help themselves. 1 ’ 

This proposed national university can be 
made a great instrument for good. Now 
let the people help themselves to get it.

The label of this organization appears 
upon the handles of the brooms close to 
the end of the same. This label appearing 


upon a broom or whisk is an absolute guar¬ 
antee that the same were NOT made by 
contract prison labor, but by union labor 



receiving a fair rate of wages. A large 
number of products are being made yearly 
by contract prison labor. To avoid pur¬ 
chasing this class of goods, insist upon the 
union label of the broom makers when 
making purchases.

Steam Fitters and Helpers to make a living 
in Boston, and also to carry out the man¬ 
dates of the American Federation of La¬ 
bor that only one organization in the pipe 
trade shall exist and that the United Asso¬ 
ciation. The injunction cases come up next 
week and we know that we have the men 
on the ground that don’t fear injunctions or 
contempt proceedings, either, and will fight 
them to the last ditch. We are bound to 
win in Boston, as well as elsewhere, be¬ 
cause the I. A. ship has not only hit an 
iceberg, but they are up against the big¬ 
gest stone wall there is in Christendom and 
can never overcome it. They had better 
steer their bark into the safe harbor of the 
l T . A. and haul down their sign, because 
the inevitable must happen, as their day is 
doomed. They must all belong to one or¬ 
ganization or become heretical pirates. 
President Alpine is so busy in this work, as 
well as similar work in that neighborhood, 
that he will not have time to write a re¬ 
port for this month’s Journal.

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Report of General Organizer Kennedy. 


To the General Membership of the United 
Association. 

Brothers—My report for the May issue 
of our journal begins with my visit to Mad¬ 
ison, Wis., in which city practically a week 
was spent in working with Brothers Thos. 
M. Ferguson of L. U. No. 167, and E. M. 
Larson of L. U. No. 394 in an endeavor to 
straighten up the Mueller Heating Com¬ 
pany, which has the heating contract on 
a portion of the new State Capitol build¬ 
ing. The men who work for the company 
were visited at their homes and on their 
jobs, at which time they made solemn 
promises to attend a meeting of all the 
men in the shop that we had arranged for. 
which I feel they intended to do until their 
employer ’got hold of them, and induced 
them to remain away. Failing to secure 
results along this line, we held three con¬ 
ferences with Governor Francis E. McGov¬ 
ern, who immediately agreed to give us 
his assistance in the matter and frankly 
stated he preferred union men on the job. 

This firm has been unfair for many 
years, and in view of the fact that they 
have a contract signed, it is a difficult mat¬ 
ter to handle, but we do not propose to 
let up until we thoroughly unionize the 
iob and shop. The job was not in shape 
to call an effective strike, but when 
through the aid of the governor and all 
ether trades of Madison we fail to bring 
the desired results, you can rest assured 
proper action will be taken, and I think it 
goes without saying that this firm will 
not be able to get in on the balance of 
the work that is to be done on the State 
Capitol. 

Both of our local unions at Madison are 
greatly interested in the fight being made 
on this firm, and can be depended upon 
to do the right thing at the right time. 

My visit to Elgin was in respect to a call 
from L. U. No. 554, which was about to 
present an agreement to the Master 
plumbers. After two meetings with them 
we were able to come to an agreement that 
carries with a $4.00 wage scale, closed shop 
and a proper restriction of the apprentice. 
While our committee had power to act, 
the committee representing the bosses did 
not. This was owing to the fact that one 
of the leading bosses was out of the city, 
but our committee was practically assured 
that on his return the agreement as en¬ 
tered into by the committees would be ac¬ 
cented by their entire organization. 

When this agreement goes into effect, 
and if properly lived up to, the Local will 
have ample reason to feel proud of the 
progress made since being organized last 
fah. 

1 spent a week in Clinton. Ia., working in 
the interest of Local No. 456. On my ar¬ 
rival there March 29, I found tjiat our local 
had presented an agreement to their bosses 
to take effect April 1st, which they had 


not signed or given any answer as to what 
they intended to do. At a special meeting 
of the local, we decided to compel all em¬ 
ployers to sign up by Saturday night or 
there would be no one working Monday, 
April 1st. I visited all the employers Sat¬ 
urday and they all signified their willing¬ 
ness to sign up, and did so. 

We held a special meeting Sunday, and 
all agreements were returned properly 
signed, thus avoiding the necessity of hav¬ 
ing to go on strike. The agreement is not 
all we could wish for, but it is a step in 
the right direction and calls for the closed 
shop and puts a stop to the “kid” question 
that has been holding this town back for 
years. The local is less than two years 
old and has done well, all things consid¬ 
ered. While here I had the opportunity 
of meeting the local of Steam Fitters, who 
work on the Northwestern Railroad, at 
which time they decided to join the U. A. 

I therefore sent for our charter and sup¬ 
plies and had the pleasure of installing the 
local on Thursday, April 4, which will be 
known as L. U. No. 346. This practically 
makes 100 men that work for the North¬ 
western railroad that were former mem¬ 
bers of the I. A. that have joined the U. A. 
in the past three months. We all extend a 
hearty welcome to our new members and 
wc feel that they will not regret the step 
they have taken. 

My next stop was at Joliet, Ill., where 1 
had been wired to go by the general of¬ 
fice. On my arrival there I found our 
members had been called off a depot job 
that was being done by an I. A. contractor 
from St. Louis. A meeting was held the 
afternoon of my arrival, at the office of the 
general contractor. L. U. No. 422 was 
represented by Brother Heilman and one 
other member of the local, whose name 
I cannot now recall, and myself. The so- 
called I. A. Association was represented 
by their secretary, William H. Davis, and 
Fred Williams. After a lengthy meeting, 
at which time I feel we proved that the 
members of Local No. 422 were the only 
ones entitled to work on the job. Although 
the job was not settled until April 10, and 
from a letter at hand, I am pleased to say 
it was settled satisfactory to our local. 

It is gratifying to report that after our 
members being out two days, April 1 and 2. 
our local committee signed an agreement 
with the bosses that was accepted by a 
unanimous vote, at the local meeting April 
2, which I had the pleasure of attending. 

The local received an increase of thirty 
cents per day in wages, which makes their 
wages $4.80 per day. There are few locals 
in the IT. A. that have made greater prog¬ 
ress than our Joliet local in the past three 
years. 

South Bend, Ind., where a few days were 
spent in the interest of L. U. No. 172, dur¬ 
ing which time two meetings of the local 
were held and a proposed agreement was 
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adopted by the local. Same will be pre¬ 
sented to the bosses in the near future 
to take the place of our present agreement, 
which expires June 1. The changes in our 
new agreement are of such a mild and 
reasonable nature that there should be no 
trouble in getting it signed. At some later 
date, I will report on the steamfitter situa¬ 
tion that took up considerable of my time 
while here, as well as the time of Brother 
Henry Haney, who worked with me during 
my stay there, which I am indeed very 
thankful for. 

My next report will date from Grand 
Rapids, Mich., at which place 1 am at 
present.

What’s Sauce for the Ecuador Goose is 
Sauce for the American Eagle. 

Dispatches from Washington announce, 
with appropriate headlines, that 

Guayaquil, the “pesthole of the Pacific” 
—the clearing-house of the western hemis¬ 
phere for cholera, yellow fever, smallpox 
and the bubonic plague—is to be cleansed. 
Uncle Sam has decided to force its sanita¬ 
tion: if the end sought cannot be accom¬ 
plished by courteous diplomatic means, the 
star-spangled avuncular personage will 
drop in on Ecuador and do the job in his 
own thorough way. 

This is well, nor will any right-minded 
person fail to rejoice that insanitary ports 
have been recognized as of sufficient im¬ 
portance to a nation to be made the sub- 
jrct of diplomatic representations. Surely 
yellow fever germs, cnolera-polluted drink¬ 
ing water and disease-bearing mosquitoes 
are quite as deadly and as worthy of inter¬ 
national notice as are dum-dum bullets, 
submarine mines in peaceful harbors, or 
torpedoes floating in the track of com¬ 
merce, all of which practices are forbidden 
by civilized nations. The recognition of 
the rights of one nation to insist on proper 
sanitation in the ports of its friendly neigh¬ 
bor will constitute a distinct advance in 
international comity. But—is Uncle Sam 
prepared to accept the logical consequences 
of this invitation, asks The Journal of the 
American Medical Association. If Secre¬ 
tary Knox, by diplomatic representation, 
can insist that Ecuador shall make Guaya¬ 
quil sanitary, why cannot the Italian sec¬ 
retary of state insist that the United States 
compel Pittsburg to furnish pure drinking 
water for the Italians working in the steel 
mills? Why cannot Russia insist that the 
United States clean up the tuberculosis- 
breeding tenements of Greater New York, 
in which thousands of Russians cough their 
lives away? The situation is worth con¬ 
sidering. The advanced ground taken by 
the Department of State is distinctly in 
line with the march of civilization. But 
can the United States with consistency 
force little Euador to clean up her one 
sea-port when, in our own cities, thousands 


are dying each year from preventable 
causes? Would it not be well for Uncle 
Sam to clean up some of his own cities 
“in his own thorough way” as an object 
lessen to his little South American neigh¬ 
bors as to how the work should be done? 


Vegetables as a Factor in the Spread of 
Typhoid. 

The possibility of the conveyance of ty¬ 
phoid germs by means of vegetables and 
fruits has long been suspected, and as a 
result of studies in recent years, evidence 
has been collected that such foodstuffs 
play an important part in the transmission 
of typhoid infection. Typhoid fever is a 
rural disease; typhoid fever patients are 
frequently found on farms where green 
vegetables are cultivated for market; and, 
in some localities at least, the practice is 
prevalent of using human excreta as fer¬ 
tilizer to force the growth of vegetables 
that are intended to be eaten raw. 

To determine the factors responsible for 
the spread of typhoid fever, it is highly im¬ 
portant to determine how long the typhoid 
germ can live under natural conditions. In 
recent years a number of investigators, 
working under different conditions, have 
recovered this organism from previously 
contaminated soil after varying periods up 
to fifty days, and Mair regained the organ¬ 
ism after eighty-four days from soil in¬ 
closed by glass and moisture added. Since 
the longevity of the typhoid bacillus is un¬ 
sterilized water ranges from seven to thir¬ 
ty days, it would seem that the soil might 
serve as a reservoir of infection to the 
stream which drains it. 

The latest work on this subject is re¬ 
ported by Creel, who conducted experi¬ 
ments both within doors and in the open 
air, with exposure to rain and sunlight. 
The typhoid organism was carried up from 
the soil by the growing plants, and on re¬ 
peated examination the organisms were re¬ 
covered from the leaves and stems up to 
thirty-one days. A leaf of lettuce from an 
infected bed yielded positive cultures after 
three washings, thus indicating that rain¬ 
fall will not free vegetables from infected 
material. These results have practical sig¬ 
nificance in view of the insanitary condi¬ 
tions on many farms. The demand for 
fresh vegetables being so great and the 
means of transportation so rapid, vegeta¬ 
bles grown in one section may be shipped 
great distances and used by large numbers 
of persons. There is danger of the trans¬ 
mission of typhoid fever by this means. 
The Journal of the American Medical As¬ 
sociation thinks that the inspection of truck 
farms would be advisable, and permits for 
the cultivation of vegetables for public sale 
might properly be withheld from all farms 
on which improper methods of fertilizing 
are practiced.

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Report of General Organizer Lynn. 


REPORT OF GENERAL ORGANIZER 
LYNN. 

To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

My report for this month starts with my 
special mission to Houston, Texas, to where 
I was sent on account of a difficulty be¬ 
tween Local 68 of Houston and a steam fit¬ 
ter of Boston, a member of our new Local 
527. A special committee has this matter 
in charge and with their able assistance and 
after several conferences with the steam fit¬ 
ter mentioned, we were successful in ad¬ 
justing the case to the satisfaction of all 
parties concerned. While in Houston I also 
made an investigation into a case in which 
Local 91 of Birmingham, Ala., is interested 
and made a statement of my findings on 
same to our general executive board. As 
Texas was not in my district, I could not 
spend any more time there than was neces¬ 
sary, but I did feel that a visit was neces¬ 
sary to Galveston, as that city was so near 
to Houston. On my arrival there I met 
Secretary Walter Dick and several other ac¬ 
tive members of Local 200. I was agree¬ 
ably surprised to find conditions much im¬ 
proved since my last visit to that city. With 
Brother Dick I called on many of the em¬ 
ployers and also visited the one and only 
non-union shop in the city and I feel confi¬ 
dent that although no immediate under¬ 
standing was reached, the results will show 
from our efforts in the near future. From 
Galveston I went back into my own terri¬ 
tory, crossing over to Key West, Fla., from 
where I had had information that a Local 
could be instituted. I was not able to carry 
out that plan, however, as there were not 
sufficient men in that city for a Local, but 
all that were there were anxious for organ¬ 
ization and with the many improvements 
going on in Key West, there will soon be 
sufficient men to form a good Local Union. 
From Key West I went to Tampa, Fla. This 
is a city where all the building trades have 
been battling against the greatest odds for 
two years, ever since the great cigar mak¬ 
ers' strike. Our few members have more 
than held their own, have established a 
sho^ which gives all of them a good living, 
and in spite of all the money and prejudice 
arrayed against them they are gaining 
friends and prestige daily. I called on all 
of the employers in the city, but found that 
the time was not opportune for a get-to¬ 
gether movement. A bitter political fight 
is waging in Tampa, and the final result will 
materially effect building trades interests 
and until that is decided very little can be 
done towards bringing about any kind of a 
fair settlement. While in Tampa I received 
a wire from President Alpine to proceed 
at once to Charleston, W. Va., on account 
of a strike in that city and also because of 
the fact that Organizer Casey was temor- 
arily on a leave of absence. I arrived in 
Charleston on the 31st of March, remained 
three days, during which time I aided our 
members in their struggle to maintain their 


right to belong to an organization. The 
largest shop in the city signed an agreement 
and the one other that was antagonistic sig¬ 
nified their willingness to hire union men. 
I received another wire at this time to go 
to Lima, Ohio, where our Local was also 
on a strike and also to go to Toledo, where 
the services of an organizer was necessary. 
I spent the rest of my time to the date of 
this report in those cities. Considerable 
time will probably have to be spent in To¬ 
ledo, but as I have practically only started 
there, I will not report on that city this 
month. In Lima we have a fight on our 
hands. Employers there have assumed 
their usual tactics of resorting to injunc¬ 
tions, etc. Our men are loyal, however, and 
the final result will be a victory for the U. 
A. I have covered considerable territory 
this month, so owing to that fact I have 
not mentioned the names of the many mem¬ 
bers thaj aided me in my work and who did 
everything in their power to make my stay 
in their several localities pleasant. I take 
this opportunity of thanking each and every 
one of them without mentioning names. As 
will probably be explained elsewhere in our 
Journal, my stay in Organizer Casey’s dis¬ 
trict is but temporary. Trusting that this 
will meet with your approval,, I am

To the Officers and Members of the Unit¬ 
ed Association: 

In closing my last report, I reported on 
the New York State Association conven¬ 
tion. Since closing that report, I am sorry 
to now state to our members in New York 
state the failure of the Journeymen License 
Bill to pass the State Legislature, after 
hard and strenuous work on the part of 
Bros. Charles Grace, John Strachan, and 
others. The bill was reported out of the 
committees and then it was passed in the 
Senate but was killed in the Assembly, 
making it again a failure. Some other 
method and effort will be necessary to 
have this measure made a law. 

New' York City.—Where I returned after 
the convention to confer with some New 
York City master plumbers on a matter 
that was creating some little dissension 
also in the office of L. U. No. 498, in con¬ 
ference with Secretary Bro. Hopkins and 
Business Agents McGowan and Connelly 
on the same matter. 

Jersey City.—Where I was called for by 
Business Agent Bro. Norton of Local No. 
14 in connection with a matter concerning 
the interests of L. U. No. 14. Also had a 
conference with B. A. Bro. Hamilton of 
Local No. 274. I visited several jobs with 
Bro. Norton in connection with the matter 
he had in hand, and then I visited 

Brooklyn, Local Union No. 1, office, and 
met Bro. McClimont, secretary, and Busi¬ 
ness Agents Brothers Jacoby and Dunn, 
and had a conference with them in relation 
to the matter I had been engaged on.

Newark.—Where I had a conference with 
Brothers Ryan and Burns, Business Agents 
of Locals No. 475 and No. 24, respectively, 
and in the evening I attended the meeting 
in Jersey City, of the Hudson County Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

The next day I was around New York 
City and Brooklyn, visiting different places 
where the men I am organizing work. 

Staten Island.—Where I visited in look¬ 
ing up conditions in regard to our organ¬ 
ization and craft. 

New Brunswick.—Where I went in con¬ 
nection with a matter referred to me by 
the general office. I attended a meeting 
of our Local No. 432 in New Brunswick. 
In the evening I arranged to return at a 
later date, and returned to 

New York City.—Where I attended in 
the evening the meeting of Local Union 
No. 480 and also a meeting of the men 
being organized. 

The next day I was on a matter concern¬ 
ing Local Union No. 480, and I visited the 
office of Local Union No. 1 in connection 


with same. 

On Sunday I attended a meeting of the 
men I am organizing, with the view of 
getting in touch with men who work at 
night. 

The next day I was in the office of L. 
U. No. 480 in connection with matter re¬ 
ferred to me by said local. I also had a 
conference with Organizer Bro. Hugh 
Frayne of the A. F. of L., who is assisting 
me in every way in organizing. In the 
evening I was in 

New Rochelle, in connection with a mat¬ 
ter referred to me by the general office. 

The next day I was in Jersey City, where 
I met Brothers Norton and Hamilton, Busi¬ 
ness Agents of Locals No. 14 and No. 274, 
respectively. I then went to Jamaica and 
Forest Hills in connection With a matter 
concerning our locals and Local No. 480 
in particular. I had Business Agent Bro. 
Austin of L. U. No. 418 meet me. 

I next attended a meeting of the execu¬ 
tive board of L. U. No. 14 on a matter con¬ 
cerning L. U. No. 14. 

The next day I had a conference with a 
firm in New York City doing work in 
Elizabeth. I was accompanied by Business 
Agent Bro. Charles Dooley of L. U. No.

Looking Backward. 

Following the housewreckers in one of 
the old Fifth avenue mansions recently al¬ 
tered to conform with the new street line 
and reconstructed into mercantile shops, 
I picked up a few relics and records of 
the past. 

They contain a wealth of ancient history, 
interesting to the present-day wage earner, 
and they are unique, silent, yet eloquent 
reminders of bygone days. 

And as we write, three of them lie be¬ 
fore us. They are receipted bills rendered 
by once prominent master plumbers of 
Gotham firms that catered to the wealthy; 
in fact, did the cream of the work in Man¬ 
hattan when Jenny Lind sang in Castle 
Garden and when Bowling Green, with 
the adjacent territory, was an abiding place 
for the leisured and well-to-do. 

A glance over these old receipts show 
the high prices charged for material and 
the low pay the mechanic of an earlier 
day received for his toil, when trade 
unions were an unknown quantity, mere in¬ 
fants wrapped in swaddling clothes. 

We have at hand a bill of Mr. George 
F. Quinn, plumbers, 1037 Broadway. It is 
dated August 17th, 1855, and was rendered 
to one of the old Knickerbocker families 
for work done at their residence, 74 Broad¬ 
way. We copy verbatim the following 


charges from Mr. Quinn's bill: 

% day time, plumber.$1.25 

Vi day time, laborer.63 

2 days time, mason and apprentice... 2.50 

1 barrel cement . 2.00 

100 rough brick.88 

Cartage for one load.* .25 


By deducting Mr. Quinn’s legitimate 
profits from the first two items, we can 
easily determine what pay the plumber and 
laborer received per day; this also applies 
to the mason, as the apprentice boys of 
that period were always indentured and 
worked for their board and keep only, but 
it is a difficult matter to figure out what 
pay the driver of the horse received. His 
compensation must have been very meager, 


judging from Mr. Quinn's charge for cart¬ 
age, and as upper Broadway was only a 
cowpath then, it was a long, hard haul 
from Mr. Quinn’s shop at 31st street down 
to Wall street and return. 

In passing, it might be stated that in 
those days there was no pipe system of 
underground drainage. All the street, cel¬ 
lar and yard drains were cemented brick or 
stone, and all the large plumbing shops 
kept masons constantly employed. 

We hold a bill of I. Pearce & Co., plumb¬ 
ers, 100 Broadway. The bill is dated Oc¬ 
tober 20th, 1856, and was rendered to the 
same old Knickerbocker. There is only 
one item on Mr. Pearce’s bill, a 14-gallon 
water filter at $14. As there is no charge 
for installation, we take it that the ar¬ 
ticle was a hand-made affair to filter water 
for table use. 

Mr. Pearce has a very interesting busi¬ 
ness card on the upper left-hand corner of 
his bill in which he states that he keeps 
constantly at hand plumbing appliances of 
all kinds and lead work of every descrip¬ 
tion, including lead coffins of various sizes. 
It is evident, then, that the plumbers of 
an earlier day not only piped and filtered 
water, but also helped to consign the dead, 
to Mother Earth. 

We have at hand a bill of Mr. Stephen 
Philbin, the senior member of the well- 
known firm of Philbin & Quinn. The bill 
is dated April 1st, 1868, and was rendered 
to our friend, the old Knickerbocker, who 
had been compelled bv the march of trade 
to abandon his home on lower Broadway 
and erect a mansion on upper Fifth ave¬ 
nue, the house his son has recently va¬ 
cated to trade and moved further north 
to Carnegie Hill. 

Mr. Philbin on the above date had three 
shops, 707 Broadway, 7 West Fourth street 
and 3 Barclay street, Astor House. There 
is but two items on Mr. Philbin’s bill: 


2 gas brackets and globes.$14.00 

1 Independent gas cock. 1.50 


There is no charge for labor, but the 
gas cock that was a luxury then is a ne¬ 
cessity now and can be bought and in¬ 
stalled by well-paid mechanics with a good 
profit to the employer for half the charge 
in 1868. In those so-called $ood old days 
all rates of wages were paid. Each em¬ 
ployer had his own rate, and while he 
charged high prices for his work, the 
wage-earner received but a trifle for his 
toil, as he was an individual standing alone 
with nothing behind him to create a stand¬ 
ard rate. 

Prior to the civil war there were no 
building trade unions of any strength in 
New York excepting the stone cutters and 
plasterers. The mechanic met his employer 
man to man, but that ancient theory of 
master and servant prevailed and it was 
impossible for the servant to drive a good 
bargain. The dissatisfied young man could 
go West, but the married man had to re¬ 
main and face the music. He was often 
compelled to work eleven hours a day, and 
for lumpers who paid every two weeks, but

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Report of General Organizer Casey, 


To the Officers and Members of United 
Association: 

At the close of my previous report I 
was in Pittsburgh, Pa., attending the con¬ 
vention of the Pennsylvania State Federa¬ 
tion of Labor, the sessions of which were 
quite interesting and at times very stormy. 
Considerable business was transacted, 
which I earnestly hope will be beneficial to 
the trade union movement. On the last 
day of the convention the officers for the 
ensuing year were elected. President 
Greenwalt, who has so successfully con¬ 
ducted the affairs of the office of president 
for the past ten years, was defeated for re- 
election by Brother James Mauer of Read¬ 
ing. Bro. Mauer is a member of the 
United Association and at this time is a 
member of the Legislature of Pennsyl¬ 
vania. I hope the local unions throughout 
the state will give Bro. Mauer their undi¬ 
vided support, so as to make the Federa¬ 
tion a bigger and better organization. Any¬ 
thing I can do to assist in this matter will 
be cheerfully done. From Pittsburgh I 
went to Uniontown, Pa., to finish straight¬ 
ening up the account of Local Union No. 
174. It will be remembered while I was 
working on these books in January, I was 
called home on account of sickness in my 
family. We finally got the accounts 
straightened out. It was quite a job. It 
was necessary to audit the accounts for 
five years back to be able to arrive at any 
thing like a satisfactory conclusion. We 
prepared a report covering five years' ac¬ 
counts, which was submitted to the local 
union and accepted by them. I then left 
for home again, Mrs. Casey having wired 
me to come home at once because the boy, 
who was suffering from blood-poison, had 
taken a change for the worse and another 
one of the children was down with scarlet 
fever. Upon my arrival home I found a 
telegram from President Alpin notifying 
me to go to Scranton at once and try and 
straighten out some misunderstanding be¬ 
tween the plumbers and fitters. The fol¬ 
lowing day I went to Scranton and after 
going over the situation with President 
Smith of the fitters and B. A. Kerrigan 
of the plumbers, I arranged a meeting be¬ 
tween the executive committees of both lo¬ 
cals. At this meeting we went over the 
entire situation and many of the misun¬ 
derstandings were straightened out. It 
was agreed to by all present that the better 
policy would be for the committees from 
the two local unions to meet again and set¬ 
tle the question in dispute between them¬ 
selves and if unsuccessful in their efforts 
to notify the General Office to send in an 
organizer to take up the entire matter and 
render a decision. After doing all that 
could be done about this matter, I left for 
home to be with my sick children. The 
one who had the fever is nearly well 
again. But the one suffering from blood- 
poison is not so well. While he has im¬ 


proved somewhat, it will be a long time 
before he gets entirely well.

when pay day came the lumper had van¬ 
ished. 

In the palmy days of that card-board 
structure, the open shop, it was the cus¬ 
tom of many employers who when paid 
for their work in good United States coin, 
would sell it on Saturday morning in the 
money exchanges on Chatham street and 
the Bowery for wildcat currency of the 
Southern banks and use it to pay off their 
hands on Saturday night. Sometimes this 
currency represented an 8 per cent dis¬ 
count off its face value, but the mechan¬ 
ics of that day had to accept it, and the 
only way they could use it was to get rid 
of it on Saturday night by selling it back 
to the money broker for a consideration 
or purchasing something with it in fear 
that the Bank Reporter would announce 
on the following Monday morning that 
another Southern bank had failed, which 
was a usual occurrence. It is a matter of 
record that at the close of the civil war 
the high prices of commodities and the 
rise in house rents left the mechanics in 
a sorry plight and they were forced to 
organize. Going alone they found they 
were traveling a stony road, and after a 
long and bitter fight for better terms they 
succeeded in getting their wages raised 
from $1.50 a day to the $3.50 and $4 rate 
that prevailed in New York in the early 
seventies. 

If the mechanics of fifty years ago had 
not organized and blazed the way, events 
now measured by the many new labor- 
saving devices and the combinations of 
men who can raise and lower the prices 
of our bread and butter at will, the condi¬ 
tion of the wage-earners today would be 
but a fraction above the level of the serfs 
that toil in the rice fields of the Orient. 

Outside the constitution of the United 
States and the church, there is nothing in 
God’s universe that has done so much to 
elevate the luckless toiler as trade unions. 
For proof let us hark back to the days 
when Mr. Quinn’s carman drove a heavy- 
laden team six miles up and down the 
pike for a mere existence. 

To the organized workers of North 
America we must look for that influence 
over our national and state governments 
that will bring about the enactment of 
legislation and laws that will benefit and 
improve the condition of all wage-earners, 
both organized and unorganized. The or¬ 
ganized have the numbers, the energy and 
the manhood to demand recognition and 
justice, and there is no political party in 
existence today that can withstand the just 
demands of organized labor.

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Report of General Organizer Clark, 


To the Officers and Members of the U. A. 

I believe my last report was dated here 
in Louisiana just after my return from 
Bakersfield. I have made so many visits 
to the towns in this part of California that 
it is a hard job to keep track of them. 

In company with Organizer Gray of 
the Carpenters and Uhl of the Painters I 
visited Santa Ana and Orange several times 
to try and get an organization of the B. 
T. C. in that county. There are no locals 
of any of the building trades there, but 
we have possibilities of Painters*, Car¬ 
penters* and Plumbers’ unions in the near 
future. 

YVe were also in Venice, Ocean Park and 
Santa Monica several times stirring the 
boys to a better organization. I also re¬ 
turned to Bakersfield on the 15th to at¬ 
tend the meeting of the B. T. C., where 
we had a matter of importance coming up 
for their indorsement regarding our strike 
in that city. I may say that we were suc¬ 
cessful and that I believe that we have 
that strike won. 

I also audited the books of the financial 
secretary and fixed up the accounts of a 
couple of members that were tangled up 
between that local and some others, leav¬ 
ing there on the night of the 18th and 
stopping in Pomono the following day for 
the regular meeting of No. 398. This local 
takes in Pomona, Ontario and Uplands. 
There are only ten men in this locality 
but are getting along all right under the 
circumstances, for the towns are not very 
well organized. The Plumbers and Car¬ 
penters are the only ones that have a 
union. Steps are now being taken to or¬ 
ganize the place a little better. 

I left for Riverside the next morning. 

I had notified this local that I would be in 
town for their regular meeting, but owing 
to the fact that I had two other dates for 
that evening I was unable to stay for the 
meeting. I met some of the members and 
related the circumstances to them and they 
let me go on my way to Los Angeles. My 
first date for the evening was at Santa Ana, 
where in company with Organizers Gray. 
Uhl and Johanson we had a mass meeting 
of all the B. T. C. workmen. We did not 
have as large a meeting as we desired, but 
we made the right start for a B. T. C. in 
Orange County. 

We returned to the city of Los Angeles 
in time to appear at the Plumbers, Gas and 
Steam Fitters’ annual ball, which took 
place at the Labor Temple on that even¬ 
ing and was a success and as fine an affair 
of the kind as was ever had in the tem¬ 
ple. and this is saying a lot. 

For the next few days we were busy in 
different small towns in this part of'the 
state and took part in a mass meeting at 
Santa Monica on the evening of the 25th. 

1 had received several letters from Secre¬ 
tary Burke in reference to a rather bad 
state of affairs in Seattle, urging me to 
go there and see what might be done to 


straighten things out in some sort of a sat¬ 
isfactory shape, so with this object in view 
I started north on the 26th of March. First 
stop was at Santa Barbara, where in com¬ 
pany with Organizer Gray of the U. B. of 
Carpenters and State Organizer Johanson 
we had a special meeting of all crafts 
scheduled, but owing to some misunder¬ 
standing there was only one plumber and 
two painters. All the rest were carpenters. 
We had a very good session as it was, and 
next morning I got a rig and went to the 
different parts of the town and suburban 
places to find our members. I was suc¬ 
cessful in calling a special meeting for that 
evening and the boys turned it into a so¬ 
cial gathering over a “Spanish dinner.’’ 
Bros. Gray and Johanson were invited and 
to my way of thinking they both enjoyed 
it, as did every one else present. Local No. 
114 was represented in full. Our main ob¬ 
ject was to organize a B. T. C. in Santa 
Barbara. The sentiment is strong in that 
direction and I believe that by this time 
we have one in that city. I certainly ap¬ 
preciated the style and manner in which 
my short visit was received by all the mem¬ 
bers of our local in Santa Barbara. I do 
not thank any one, but thank them all and 
promise to “come back.** I left that even¬ 
ing at midnight for San Jose. The entire 
labor movement of Santa Barbara came 
down to the train to see that I got safely 
away. I arrived in San Jose the next 
morning and went to the Labor Temple to 
find some of our members and report was 
successful in finding Bro. Volkers, the 
plumbing inspector, who in turn found th< 
president of the local and turned me over 
to the good graces of Bro. Milchrist for 
the day. There were some of the boys 
working on the new Odd Fellows* Home, 
about twelve miles out, so Bro. Milchrist 
hired a rig and drove there. It was a 
grand ride through the thousands of acres 
of prune trees all in bloom. I was in¬ 
formed that an expert had estimated the 
number of blossoms at 322,000,000,000, so 
vou that live in boarding houses need not 
be afraid that you will run short on the 
regulation desert this winter. 

I attended the meeting of the Santa Clara 
B. T. C. that evening and the next day 
looked over the situation on the other 
si ’e of the valley from the mountain tops. 
The same evening I had the pleasure of 
attending the regular meeting of the San 
Jose Local. This is what I came for, and 
I find nothing but praise for the union. 
San Jose is a well-organized city and wc 
are in the front rank. 

On the first evening I was invited to din¬ 
ner by President Milchrist at his home, 
and the following evening at the home of 
Bro. Volkers. These instances are always 
an oasis in the life of an “organizer.” 

San Jo^e is a city that makes a person 
feel at home. I know I did. I hated to 
leave, but got away to Stockton the next 
morning, where we had a special raeet- 
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ing of the Stockton Local for Saturday 
afternoon, just to talk over the situation, 
as this union is making demands for an in¬ 
crease of one dollar a day on the 8th of 
April. Every one seemed sanguine of no 
trouble in getting what they were asking 
for, so I left for San Francisco that even¬ 
ing and arrived there at 9 o'clock that 
night; called up First Vice President Coe- 
held, who came to the hotel to see me. 

The next morning (Sunday) I left for 
Portland, where I arrived Monday after¬ 
noon in time to attend a meeting of the 
Steam Fitters’ executive board and also 
the regular meeting of No. 51. There are 
several matters to come up in Portland, 
in which I am interested, and will get back 
there in a couple of weeks. Left Tuesday 
for Seattle, where I arrived late that after¬ 
noon, and attended the regular meeting of 
No. 32. I propose to make a special re¬ 
port on this Seattle affair, so will close 
this one here.

Central Labor Council of Medford and 
Vicinity. 

We, the Central Labor Council of Med¬ 
ford and vicinity, deem it necessary that 
some steps should be taken to inform the 
workingman who is thinking of changing 
his location to benefit his condition, of the 
true conditions as they exist in the Rogue 
River Valley. A bunch of organized pro¬ 
moters, “boosters” and real estate men are 
advertising this country in glowing colors. 
They do not hesitate at any statement to 
catch the unsuspecting, prospective settler. 

All of the really good land, which com¬ 
prises about two-fifths of the Rogue River 
Valley, has been bought up by millionaires 
and speculators, who have boosted the 
price out of the reach of the man of mod¬ 
erate means, and who are at present ad¬ 
vertising desert land, with hardpan only a 
few inches under the surface, in which they 
must needs blast holes for fruit trees that 
cannot survive more than a few years, at 
from three to five hundred dollars an acre. 

This entire country is overrun with an 
unemployed and disappointed army of men 
who have reponded to this unscrupulous 
advertising. The churches, lodges and mu¬ 
nicipality of Medford have made many con¬ 
tributions to charity in order to tide their 
unemployed through the winter—and still 
men, willing and anxious to work, are beg¬ 
ging for bread in Medford. And these de¬ 
plorable conditions are not confined to 
Medford alone, but exist quite generally 
over the State of Oregon. 

Skilled mechanics are in the same boat 
with the common laborer and are having a 
hard struggle under these adverse condi¬ 
tions. Very few are at work. 

This letter is not put out, as some of the 
“boosters” claim, “to get a cornor on la¬ 
bor,” but to protect the workingman. Any 
sane man knows that a “corner on labor,” 
in these times of depression and unemploy¬ 
ment, is an impossibility. The day of the 


homesteader is passed in this vicinity, and 
unless you are prepared to support your¬ 
self by other means than day labor our ad¬ 
vice to you is, do not come to Oregon, un¬ 
til such time when matters have been so 
adjusted that you can at least find employ¬ 
ment and not be compelled to walk the 
streets looking for work while your say¬ 
ings, accumulated by hard work and sacri¬ 
fice, dwindle and disappear. 


Progress in Vital Statistics Registration. 

The Director of the Census has admitted 
Kentucky to the registration area of the 
United States for the year 1911. This 
makes the twenty-second state included 
and raises the population having accurate 
registration of deaths to 63 per cent of the 
total population of the continental United 
States. The Kentucky law went into effect 
Jan. 1, 1911, so that it is a marked testi¬ 
monial to the efficiency of the system of 
registration recommended by the Bureau 
of the Census that the results for the first 
year of its operation have entitled it to 
admission. Other states that have recently 
been included under the provisions of the 
model law are Ohio and Missouri, while 
the model bill has been passed by both 
heuses of the Virginia legislature. Amend¬ 
ments to the present law, designed to bring 
it into more thorough compliance with the 
accepted system, are now being considered, 
cn the recommendations of the State Board 
of Health, by the legislature of Maryland. 
Kentucky, however, is the only state south 
of the Ohio River to possess efficient reg¬ 
istration of deaths, and the Bureau of the 
Census is actively engaged in recommend¬ 
ing the passage of similar laws for other 
states of the South. A bill patterned after 
the model bill of the American Medical 
Association has just been passed by the 
legislature in Mississippi. This seems to be 
a good year for vital statistics. The Jour¬ 
nal of the American Medical Association 
says that it is to be hoped that the exam¬ 
ple of these three southern states will be 
followed by all the others. 


Department of Labor. 

Washington, April 13. — Congressman 
Sulzer of New York, author of the bill pro¬ 
viding for a department of labor, is ac¬ 
tively engaged in an effort to have the 
house pass the ball. He says: “This bill 
will go far toward allaying jealousy, estab¬ 
lishing harmony and promoting the gen¬ 
eral welfare.” The house labor commit¬ 
tee has unanimously agreed to favorably 
report the bill, and it will be presented to 
the house in a few days and placed upon 
the calendar.

To the Officers and Members of the United

But I am hopeful that 
in the near future their true sense of man¬ 
hood will return to them and they will 
unite with us in maintaining conditions in 
Hamilton. February 26th 1 attended reg¬ 
ular meeting of Local 67 when we had 
a fair attendance and many matters of in¬ 
terest were discussed for the benefit of all. 

In company with President Bowes we cov¬ 
ered all parts of the city and our work 
will be productive of good. February 23 
I visited Toronto to speak on behalf of 
our Local against the conditions prevail¬ 
ing in the G. Caton Company’s establish¬ 
ments. The mass meeting in Massey Hall 
was packed, over 4,500 being present, hun¬ 
dreds being turned away. The cause of 
meeting was to bring before the public the 
true condition prevailing in reference to 
the Cement Workers’ strike and the con¬ 
ditions of all trades. It was the most en¬ 
thusiastic labor meeting ever held in the 
city and the outcome is awaited with in¬ 
terest. I spoke on behalf of our trade and 
with the other speakers received a good 
reception, and we are hopeful that the 
workers will take advantage of their pur¬ 
chasing power and spend their money with 
firms who treat their employes fair. I 
would warn our members all over the Do¬ 
minion when buying to know that this firm 
does not recognize the conditions of Lo¬ 
cal 46. 

February 27 1 attended a meeting of the 
executive board of Local 67 and reported 
what had been done and were satisfied with 
the work, and we outlined a policy for 
the future that may bring good results. 
February 29 I visited Local 186, Brantford, 
when we held a special meeting with a 
good attendance. Local 186 is in good 
condition and is holding things down in 
good shape, and is making fine progress. 

I went over the work of our organization 
and from the discussion that ensued Local 
186 is keeping closely in touch with the 
work of this great industrial movement. 
April 1st I arrived in Kingston on instruc¬ 
tions from the General Office. Local 221 
is seeking better conditions this season 
and they certainly need them, having prob-

ably the worst conditions in Canada. April 
2d I attended a meeting of 221 and we 
went into the situation, and outlined our 
policy. I interviewed all the employe, s 
in town with reference to the demand of 
the men, and am pleased to say I found 
them fair and reasonable with the excep¬ 
tion of two, who think our men are well 
off. They would have nothing to do with 
me whatever, so we had a special meeting 
of the Local and decided to leave the mat¬ 
ter till the time arrived with the hope that 
these employers would see the error of 
forcing our Local to lay down their tools. 
I am hopeful that ere this goes to print 
that an amicable settlement has been 
leached with the influence of the fair boss¬ 
es and that in the future Local 221 will 
have conditions consistent with other por¬ 
tions of the Dominion.. April 5th I spent 
in Toronto. April 8th I arrived in Wind¬ 
sor, where 552 had need of my services 
before closing up their charter. I visited 
all the men on the outside and with the 
exception of one believe we will close up 
this town. In company with Bro. Miller 
we visited all parts of the district and find 
the members a real live bunch. April 9th 
I took advantage of my closeness to De¬ 
troit and crossed over the river and spoke 
under good and welfare to the members 
of" Local 98 and had a good reception. On 
the invitation of Business Agent Brother 
Cook on April 10th I attended the meet¬ 
ing of the Detroit Federation of Labor and 
was accorded the privilege of addressing 
the meeting, and I venture to say that from 
the reception I received it will help 
Brother Cook in his efforts to bring about 
the amalgamation of the I. A. fitters with 
the U. A. April 12th I attended a special 
meeting of Local 552, when we had a fair 
attendance. I went into the various mat¬ 
ters of interest to a new Local and urged 
them to take a deep interest in their Local 
and from the expression of the members 
1 look forward with interest to the work 
of Local 552. Brother Willis, their ener¬ 
getic secretary, was forced to give up his 
position on account of leaving the city 
and carries the good will of all, and our 
new secretary is a real live one and going 
to show the way. April 14th I arrived in 
London, where we had a local union up 
till some months ago, and am going to try 
and revive same. My next report will be 
from here and hope to report success. 

Trusting this will meet with the approval 
of our membership.

Minimum Wage Law. 

London, April 13.—The minimum wage 
bill passed by Parliament contains the fol¬ 
lowing provisions: “Every worker under¬ 
ground in a coal mine shall be entitled by 
law to a minimum rate of pay. This wage 
to be part of every contract; employer 
compelled to pay not less than minimum 
rate settled under the act for particular 
district. Miner can sue owner in civil court 
for wages of not less than minimum rate. 
Any contract modifying statutory rate will 
be void. Minimum wage payable from 
time when miners return to work. Aged 
and infirm miners excepted. Safeguards for 
owners shall be established bv rules for 
regularity and efficiency of work. Non- 
compliance with the rules shall deprive the 
miner of the right to a minimum wage. 
Rates of pay and safe-guarding rules shall 
deprive the miner of the right to a mini¬ 
mum wage. Rates of pay and safeguarding 
rules shall be settled by joint district 
boards for the various districts, joint dis- 
tirct boards shall be formed by employers' 
and miners* representatives in equal num¬ 
bers, with a chairman appointed by agree¬ 
ment, or, failing that, by board of trade. 
The chairman of a joint district board shall 
have a casting vote in the event of dis¬ 
agreement. Country divided into twenty- 
one districts. Power of revision on three 
months* notice by either side or both, after 
wage rate has been in force a year. Bill 
to be in force only three years unless pro¬ 
longed by Parliament. No penal provisions 
for either side. No compulsion to open 
mines; no compulsion on miners to work.*’ 


Los Angeles Times Hard Hit. 

Washington, April 13.—Figures secured 
by the Los Angeles Record from the New 
York headquarters of the Association of 
American Advertisers show, in a startling 
way, the loss of public approval suffered 
by the Los Angeles Times because of its 
persistent abuse of organized labor, and 
every other movement for social better¬ 
ment. It is stated that the Times* circula¬ 
tion began to dwindle three years ago, and 
has fallen so rapidly that today it is the 
smallest of any morning paper in Los An¬ 
geles. It stands fifth at the present time 
in circulation, the Record, Express, Tribune 
and the Examiner leading it. 


State Federation Booming. 

Tacoma, Wash., April 13.—Secretary 
Taylor of the State Federation of Labor, 
reports organization work throughout the 
state going on with increased vigor. Dur¬ 
ing the past month a number of local or¬ 
ganizations have been formed, together 
with a trades council at Ellensburg. Pros¬ 
pects are bright for placing President Case 
permanently in the field on a monthly sal¬ 
ary, replies from the unions to the sug¬ 
gestion that he devote his entire time to 
the field work being extremely favorable 
from all quarters. 


Girls Strike for Higher Wages. 

New York, Aprij 13.—Declaring they 
were tired of working in the dark from 
8 a. m. to 6 p. m. for $5 per week, fifty 
girls employed by a moving picture manu¬ 
facturing concern here have gone on strike 
for more money and shorter hours. It is 
said that the work is very tryipg on the 
eyes, as the employes labor in the dark 
room of the plant all day in the perform¬ 
ance of their duties. 


Labor L?ws Recently Passed by New 
York. 

Washington, April 13.—The following 
laws, recommended by the state factory in¬ 
vestigation commission, of which Presi¬ 
dent Gompers was a member, have been 
passed by both houses of the New York 
State Legislature: (1) An act to amend 
the labor law in relation to fire prevention 
in factories, providing for fireproof recep¬ 
tacles, enclosed gas jets and prohibiting 
smoking. (2) An act to amend the labor 
law in relation to fire drills in factories in 
which more than twenty-five persons are 
regularly employed, above the ground 
floor, at least once in every three months. 
(3) An act to amend the labor law in re¬ 
lation to automatic sprinklers, requiring 
the installation of automatic sprinklers in 
every factory building over seven stories in 
height, in which wooden floors or wooden 
trim is used, and where more than 200 peo¬ 
ple are regularly employed. (4) An act to 
amend the labor law so as to limit the oc¬ 
cupancy of buildings or factories accord¬ 
ing to the size and number of exits. (5) 
The New York city administration spon- 
S9red a bill to amend the city charter pro¬ 
viding for fire drills in factories where 
deemed necessary by fire commission, and 
conferring adequate powers on officials for 
the enforcement thereof. (6) An act pro¬ 
viding for the registration of factories. (7) 
An act providing for the prohibition of 
woman labor within four weeks after child¬ 
birth. (8) An act providing for the physi¬ 
cal examination of minors by a physician 
of the board of health upon their applica¬ 
tion for working papers. These enactments 
are considered a substantial achievement 
as the result of the commission's efforts 
to protect the lives of factory operatives 
and employes generally. 


Strikers Consider the Babes. 

Chicago, April 13.—Babies and invalids, 
whose lives depend on milk, will not be 
denied their regular supply by milk wagon 
drivers who have gone on strike. An agree- 
men was reached on this point by the 
union when it was decided to call strikes 
on one dealer at a time instead of all at 
once. This will afford an opportunity for 
the supply of milk to not be curtailed to 
the point where the supply will be entirely 
cut off.

The strike of the Lawrence textile work¬ 
ers will remain a bitter memory on account 
of the high-handed methods of the au¬ 
thorities in subserviently trying to crush 
the strikers, in the interference with pa¬ 
rents’ rights over their children and the 
invasion of constitutional rights by false 
arrests and other persecutions all calcu¬ 
lated to do the dirty work of the millown- 
ers. But all’s well that ends well, and with 
the final victory of those toilers comes a 
betterment of conditions for their fellow- 
workers all over New England. John Mar¬ 
tin, writing in the Independent, points out 
that the persecutions by police and military 
were in themselves of service, for had it 
not been for the acute condition of things 
at Lawrence, the general public would 
never have been informed of the shameful 
treatment to which textile-workers there 
and elsewhere were subjected. 

The Federationist, summing up the re¬ 
sults of the victory, says: “The certainties 
are that henceforth strikers will send their 
children where they please; that few truth- 
tellers will be able to assert that our infant 
industries foster American labor; that the 
use of the militia as strike-breakers will be 
backed by a much-weakened public opinion; 
that the workers, skilled and unskilled, will 
organize more thoroughly than ever, and 
that employes, as at Lawrence, may at 
times unwittingly help in this highly meri¬ 
torious and humane work. 

The great strike of the British coal-min¬ 
ers ended quickly in an anticipated victory, 
for the compact organization of the men, 
and the example of last year’s memorable 
railroad strike were cogent reasons for be¬ 
lieving the mine operators could not hold 
out against the demand for better condi¬ 
tions. It is true the men made concessions 
at behest of the Government to allay public 
fright of a coal famine, but the cardinal 
point of a minimum wage scale was gained 
and the operators in future will be less 
prone to let a dispute proceed to the point 
of a national disaster. 

Similarly the coal strikes in the American 
fields have been averted, because the oper¬ 
ators were sane enough to realize they 
would be the gainers to an immense degree 
to employ arbitration instead of bidding 
defiance to a body of men having the 
strength of complete and intelligent organ¬ 
ization. The bituminous strike was pre¬ 
vented by a joint conference held at Cleve¬ 
land at which increases of pay were agreed 
upon, to the amount of 5 cents a ton for 
mining screened coal, 3 cents a ton for the 
unscreened, and 5 26/100 per cent for all 
other mining work. This agreement was 
approved by referendum vote of the United 
Mine Workers by an overwhelming ma¬ 
jority. At this writing the anthracite oper¬ 
ators and miners have about arranged for 
arbitration of their affairs by the commis¬ 
sion that was designated by President 
Roosevelt in 1904. Who can doubt that 
“in Union there is strength.” 


A Uniform and National Plumbing Code. 

By E. H. Donahue. 

Under the above heading an article ap¬ 
peared December 31, 1910, in Domestic En¬ 
gineering. The argument advanced by the 
writer was against the examination of mas¬ 
ter and journeyman plumbers, as required 
by the state plumbing laws of Illinois. 
That it is proper and right for a doctor to 
pass a state board examination for if he 
lacks the necessary skill and knowledge a 
train of death and illness will follow in his 
wake. In the case of the master plumber, 
any educational test or examination im¬ 
posed is unreasonable, unnecessary, illegal 
and absurd. That the public does not look 
to the master plumber for protection. That 
there are laws made for that purpose. That 
it does not matter whether the work is 
done by a botch or an ignoramus. That 
the inspector will not pass it if the work is 
not properly done. That plans and specifi¬ 
cations are prepared and so perfect that the 
most stupid contractor can follow out the 
work. That the master plumbers should 
take it on themselves to educate the com¬ 
ing master plumber and along different 
lines. That the master plumber educate 
both the journeyman and apprentice en¬ 
gaged in the business. That an architect 
or engineer would make a better inspector 
than a journeyman plumber. That trained 
engineering methods are better than prac¬ 
tical experience. 

Let us see how this will work out in 
every day practice. In the first place, 
plans and specifications are not so fully 
executed or skillfully drawn that all a man 
has to do is to sit down and take off the 
piping material, etc. You will say then, do 
not approve them. Your ordinance says 
that plans and specifications must be fur¬ 
nished. On the other hand there is a very 
small percentage of architects that can 
draw a correct plan of plumbing and drain¬ 
age without the assistance of a plumber 
who is posted in the way out of plumbing 
work and a thoroughly practical man. I 
worked for over five years trying to perfect 
just such a system of planning as the writer 
advocates by going from one architect’s 
office to another. The results were not at 
all encouraging so I* therefore discontinued 
the instructions to architects. They then 
got into the habit of sending over their 
draughtsman to the plumbing department, 
saying if you want plumbing plans for this 
building, show me what you want and I 
will draw them. This I also discontinued 
as it was a waste of time (except in the 
case of large plumbing jobs where outside 
of the duties of inspector I assist the archi¬ 
tect to make complete plumbing plans 
when called upon). The system I find most 
practical as a plan examiner and plumbing 
inspector is as follows: 

The architect must show on the base¬ 
ment plan where the sewer is located 
throughout the building, all connections on 
the horizontal run, the connection of down 
spouts and cistern pipes the partition

Dear Sir and Bro.: Seeing referendum 
proposition from L. U. 155 entitled “Gen¬ 
eral Funds,” in the February Journal 
prompts me to make the following objec¬ 
tions. In the first place with all respect 
for sister local No. 155. I am of the opinion 
this change in the laws would be detri¬ 
mental to our association. Knowing the 
foes of organized labor keep as near a cor¬ 
rect record of our strength (both financially 
and numerically) as they can to use against 
us when the oppression grows too great 
and we are forced to seek redress by strike 
or other means, I am also of the opinion 
that if the proposition of L. U. 155 were 
in force it would greatly handicap the suc¬ 
cess of our organization, as a great deal of 
our success has been accomplished by the 
public belief that we are one of the strong¬ 
est organized crafts in the United States 
And that we are financially able to combat 
the enemy with any mode of warfare they 
may choose. And if our Gen. Secy.-Treas. 
is compelled to publish every month in our 
journal, the exact strength of our organiza¬ 
tion, giving an itemized account of all the 
financial resources of the U. A. and the 
exact numerical strength, our enemies will 
have the information they have long 
sought. I believe the affairs of the U. A. 
are in the best possible hands, and I also 
believe that the laws of the U. A. are of 
such a nature at the present time, that If 
an official of the U. A. should try to ap¬ 
propriate to his own use the funds of the 
U. A. it would be impossible for him to do 
so and not be detected and the publishing 
of the same in the Journal would not be a 
check, if an official were inclined to be 
crooked. The local unions receive from 
time to time financial reports from the 
general office and I think that is sufficient 
information. Some members may think 
that they are helping pay the freight and 
have a right to know where and how their 
money is spent, but do they stop to con¬ 
sider that they have received in working 
conditions more than the most part of us 
will ever be able to pay for. I consider the 
$1.30 per month dues and an occasional 
assessment is the best financial proposition 
I have ever found. Space will not permit 
me to go in further debate on this subject, 
but taking a referendum vote on an assess-' 
ment levy I think is wrong, as it is liable 
to bankrupt our organization, and cause 
uncalled for hardship on our members. If 
there were sudden and heavy drains on our 
treasury as there has been in the past when 
numerous locals were on strike or lockout 
and our treasury should fall below the $2.00 
per capita the delay in the referendum and 


possible defeat of levying an assessment 
would strain our officers from progressing 
with any degree of certainty, and prohibit 
further guaranteeing the benefits the con¬ 
stitution provides for. The price is small 
and the results that have been accom¬ 
plished are marvelous, and I think the pres¬ 
ent system cannot be improved on at the 
present time so why change it. Submitted

To the Officers and Members of all Lo¬ 
cal Unions—Greetings: I have before me 
at this writing a sheet called the “Steam 
Fitter,” and being a steamfitter myself, 
naturally the contents was read by your 
humble servant. In reply to same, let me 
state that I, along with some 20 or 25 
others of my craft, have but recently decid¬ 
ed to cast our lot with the United Associa¬ 
tion because of the fact that we received 
the most generous support (?) of our “In¬ 
ternational Association,” which I will en¬ 
deavor to set forth before I am through. 
To go back to the year of 1904 when Mr. 
Cummings organized Local 71: There was 
about 12 steamfitters and 15 helpers who 
organized and after paying in their dues 
for oyer two years decided that the time 
was ripe for an advance in wages. “Timmy 
O’Brien,” the “sthrong bye of the game,” 
after waiting upon the masters decided that' 
we “yet too young to get anything,” to use 
the words of his royal highness. Well, 
we swallowed his gab, hook and line, and 
waited another two years and again the 
same result, but lest I forget to mention 
“Timmy” in the meantime was getting sub¬ 
stantial increases for his very proficient 
work as a steamfitter? We finally, after 
seven years of this work, decided that we 
would amalgamate with the U. A., since 
which time 40 per cent of our members 
are receiving the minimum wage of $3.75 
per day for fitters and $2 per day as help¬ 
ers secured by the U. A. alone, and as for 
the plumbers trying to control one game, 
as my friend, W. H. Davis, would have it, 

I challenge him or his crowd of bosses’ 
bont-liekers who compose the alleged Lo¬ 
cal 71 of our city to prove to the contrary. 
Our local is run in a business-like manner 
and all of our money, thank God, is ac¬ 
counted for, which, in the mind of the 
writer, is 90 per cent the life of the organ¬ 
ization. We are not composed of men 
who are sitting most of the time on the 
fence watching for a chance to knock ap¬ 
ples when not engaged in underbidding 
the men who are employing them on cer- 
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we composed of men who are at the shop 
at 6 a. m. to begin work at 8 a. m. and 
stay until 6 or 7 o'clock p. m. and all day 
Sundays pouring into the ear of the bosses 
the entire contents of the local minutes 
book, but rather of men who will be found 
on the firing line bare-headed facing the 
crowd of gentlemen who have done so 
much to make the steamfitters’ life in 
Scranton what it is today. In bringing 
my letter to a close, let me ask Mr. Gar¬ 
rett why he didn't come back to face the 
issue which he left so hurriedly and so 
undignified which came up in our Central 
Labor Union at the time of his last visit 
in Scranton. We are patiently waiting for 
his return. We are ready at all times to 
meet the gentleman with the teary voice 
at any time or place to again take up that 
little argument which he found too hot 
to handle when he was here last. Thank¬ 
ing you in advance for space taken up by 
one of the degenerate-minded locals, we

marked where the soil and vent pipes pass 
through and where the fixtures go. Then 
when the plumber comes to take out the 
permit he must furnish a sketch of the 
vertical section of the drainage and ventila¬ 
tion. This is placed on file until the job is 
inspected in this way, the tearing out of 
installed work is avoided as the sketch is 
evidence of his intention. Plumbing per¬ 
mits are issued to plumbers only, who must 
be able to make all necessary explanations 
of the work proposed along with the switch 
to the satisfaction of the department. I 
also have plans on file showing the differ¬ 
ent connections and construction of drain¬ 
age and ventilation according to our ordi¬ 
nance. 

If there is at present in the State of Illi¬ 
nois, any city that has the complete plan¬ 
ning system as a safeguard mentioned by 
the writer I do not know where it is. Now 
under the conditions as they are take your 
business man without any education or 
qualification as a plumber and the botch or 
ignoramus and turn them both loose in a 
community and trail of death will be far 
worse than that of the doctor for the de¬ 
fects in the work are covered up where 
there is no inspection, as there is more than 
two hundred cities and towns in Illinois 
that have no ordinance or inspection for 
the reason of its lack of enforcement by 
the different localities. That the public 
does not look to the master plumber for 
protection, I most emphatically deny, how 
many hundred jobs are given throughout 
the country by the day or on percentage 
basis for the reason of the confidence in 
the master plumbers and the reputation he 
has made. Then that the master plumbers 
will take up the education of a man simply 
because he has money to go into the 


plumbing business without any practical 
ability or education along those lines is 
ridiculous. How is this business man 
plumber to educate the journeyman and 
apprentice as he says the master craftsman 
of old did all there was to know about the 
trade, when he does not know the trade 
himself. The writer says the (contracting 
or master plumber I take it) is principally 
in the business to make a profit. Now 
what interest has a man of this descrip¬ 
tion in the plumbing trade simply to make 
money, nothing more, nothing less, and in 
that case the botch and ignoramus would 
be the kind of men he would tie to be¬ 
cause in the wage proposition they are 
cheap. As for theory against practice my 
experience is all in favor of the practical 
man. All through the article, the reader 
would be led to believe that plumbers as a 
class were uneducated and ignorant, along 
sanitary lines, especially the journeyman. 
In my experience I wish to say that all the 
brains of the plumbing trade is not con¬ 
centrated in the master, for some of the 
brightest minds today are in the ranks of 
the journeyman. The points the writer 
tries to make are impractical, unfair, mis¬ 
leading and an insult to the intelligence of 
both master and journeyman plumbers of 
the United States.

Report of the Seattle Situation. 

The second week in March I received 
a communication from the general office 
inclosing a letter that was signed by nine¬ 
teen members of Local No. 32 of Seattle 
protesting against the action of that union 
in contracting the labor for the plumbing 
on the eighteen-story building in that 
city to be known as the Hoge building and 
asking the U. A. to suspend Local Union 
No. 32 and let the nineteen members whose 
names appeared on the protest pay their 
dues to headquarters. This, to say the 
least, was a rather far-fetched scheme, as 
there are eighty-two members in the local. 

I arrived in Seattle on the second of 
April in time to attend the meeting of 
No. 32, told them what I was in town for 
at this particular time and outlined a plan 
of action and investigation. We called a 
meeting of the nineteen members who 
bad signed this letter to headquarters for 
the eighth of April at the Labor Temple, 
where they would have a chance to lay 
bare their grievances and also called a 
special meeting of all the members of 
Local Union No. 32 for the ninth of April, 
at which meeting we intended to make a 
report and recommendation on this mat¬ 
ter. I also had a meeting with the execu¬ 
tive board of the Steam Fitters to get at 
their side of this question. I might say 
at this point that the fitters deny that 
they contracted their labor on the build¬ 
ing in question, and as there is no con¬ 
tract between them and the Lavan Com¬ 
pany, we will take for granted that this 
is correct. The matter was of such a 
serious nature to the progress of our locals 
in this city that I deemed it wise to ask 
First Vice President Coefield to come here 
from San Francisco to preside at these 
meetings and lend his aid and advice, for 
several reasons. First, is the fact that I 
was acquainted with the case in question 
since last summer, and then again, though 
I never wish to shift any responsibility, I 
am always willing to “share” it with men 
of ability and nerve and experience greater 
than mine. So I wired Bro. Coefield to 
come here and also wired the office ask¬ 
ing their sanction. This was given. Bro. 
Coefield arrived Sunday night and was 
made acquainted with the situation as far 
as I had gone. We attended the meet¬ 
ing that I had called on Monday even¬ 
ing and I listened to the grievances of the 
eleven members that showed up. 

I wish to say here that I consider all 
the members who may have signed that 
letter to the general office as union men, 
some of them may be better than others, 


but we are going to give all the same treat¬ 
ment until they show they will not abide 
by the laws of the Local Union. 

On Tuesday evening, the 9th, we had 
the special meeting with a large attend¬ 
ance. We made a report of our investiga¬ 
tion and also made a recommendation 
which is herewith appended. This report 
and recommendation was adopted by a 
roll-call vote with a majority of eight to 
one in favor, First Vice President Coe¬ 
field in the chair: 

Seattle, April 9th, 1912. 

After a thorough investigation of the 
complaint of certain members of No. 32 
in reference to the conduct of the execu¬ 
tive board and twenty-odd members of 
that local union in contracting the labor 
on the Hoge building in Seattle, we find 
that the labor conditions that surrounded 
the city at that time was such that it war¬ 
ranted such action in the part of the execu¬ 
tive board. 

We also find that the executive board 
had been given full power to act in all 
such cases, using their own judgment as 
to what methods should be employed in 
the harassing of non-union employers and 
keeping them off of all large work in the 
down-town district and the securing of as 
much employment for the members of 
our local unions in this city as possible. 

We find after a week’s consultation with 
all parties concerned, journeymen and em¬ 
ployers, that if this action had not been 
taken that the contract for the plumbing 
and heating would have gone to a nonunion 
firm and they would without doubt have 
been able to complete the work with 
scabs. It is conceded that if this large 
job had been done by nonunion plumbers 
and fitters last summer, that it would with¬ 
out doubt had a very depressing effect 
upon our membership. 

In view of these facts, we believe and 
recommend that the executive board of 
that time and the members who sustained 
them should be sustained by this local 
union and commended by the United Asso¬ 
ciation for their unselfish action in what 
they believed to be for the best interest of 
our membership in Seattle at the time and 
which proved to be from a financial stand¬ 
point a costly affair to the few men who 
had taken this upon their shoulders.

PROPOSITION FROM L. U. 250. 

Proposed method to carry on the work of 
the United Association in a more demo¬ 
cratic and practical manner, by adopting 
the Initiative and Referendum and Re¬ 
call. 

To the Members of the United Association 
Everywhere. Greeting: 

With the constant and ever changing 
conditions that control the life and welfare 
of every individual member the time has 
arrived when the rank and file of our or¬ 
ganization must become the source of all 
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its laws, rules and regulations—it must be 
the power behind the throne. No changes 
in the laws, no changes in the by-laws, no 
officer of any kind should be elected unless 
done so by the desire and expressed 
wishes of the individual membership. Other 
labor organizations have adopted the initia¬ 
tive, referendum and recall with great suc¬ 
cess. 

In order that the United Association may 
be up to date and in line with modern 
government of a labor organization we pro¬ 
pose that the principles of the initiative 
referendum and recall be made a part and 
parcel of its constitution. 

We herewith submit a plan to carry out 
the measures involved. 

Any subordinate local union in good 
standing shall have the privilege of pro¬ 
posing any amendments to this Constitu¬ 
tion or submitting any grievance that 
may arise, by submitting the same to the 
general secretary-treasurer of the United 
Association, providing such proposed meas¬ 
ure has the endorsement of at least five 
local unions in good standing. Not more 
than two shall be from the same state, 
province or territory. 

All amendments shall be printed in bal¬ 
lot from the general secretary-treasurer 
and in such numbers that each individual 
member may have a ballot given to him by 
the secretary of his local union in due time. 

All proposed amendments to be pub¬ 
lished in the official organ at least thirty 
days prior to submission. 

The voting and reporting of votes shall 
be done in the following manner: 

1. The ballot must bear the seal of the 
United Association. 

2. The ballot shall be so constructed that 
the voter can with ease designate his choice 
by marking an X opposite the names or 
amendments he wishes to vote for. 

3. No ballots shall be used at such elec¬ 
tions, except those issued by the general 
organization. The general secretary- 
treasurer shall furnish duplicate tally sheets 
for tabulation purposes, to show the votes 
cast by each local union. One of the tally 
sheets to go to the general secretary- 
treasurer, and the other one kept on file 
by the local union for record and verifica¬ 
tion. 

4. The election of officers of this organi¬ 
zation shall be held in the meeting place 
of each local union. 

5. All members must be notified of such 
elections or amendments to the constitu¬ 
tion by mail. Members who are employed 
in the outlying districts shall be furnished 
with ballots and cast their votes by mail, 
subject to the examination by their local 
union as to their right to vote in this man¬ 
ner. 

6. Every local union shall elect tellers 
to tabulate the votes cast and with the 
president and secretaries certify the tally 
sheets. 

7. Tally sheets shall be sent to the gen¬ 
eral secretary-treasurer, who shall pro¬ 
ceed to count and tabulate the result of the 
vote. 


8. The general officers at headquarters 
shall constitute the board of election and 
shall examine the work of the general 
secretary-treasurer. 

9. The results of the voting shall be 
printed and published in the official organ, 
and certified copies sent to every local 
union. 

10. All amendments shall be adopted and 
candidates for offices elected by plurality 
except in case of a tie vote, when the propo¬ 
sition shall again be submitted to referen¬ 
dum. 

Should a vacancy occur through death or 
otherwise the general secretary-treasurer 
shall immediately send out notices for nom¬ 
inations for the office made vacant, the 
election to be governed by the referendum 
law. 

The recall of any officer of the general 
organization shall be carried out in the 
same manner as outlined in the offering of 
amendments to the constitution; that is to 
say that any local union in good standing 
can demand the recall of any officer pro¬ 
viding they have the endorsement of at 
least five local unions to the recall propo¬ 
sition, of which only two shall be located 
in the same state, province or territory. 
The recall proposition, so submitted, must 
state reasons for desiring the officer re¬ 
moved, and shall contain no more than 
three hundred words. The official to be 
removed shall have the same right to sub¬ 
mit his side of the case, and both shall 
be sent out with the recall ballots at the 
expense of the organization. 

The general secretary-treasurer shall 
send out a call for nominations to fill va¬ 
cancy of the official to be recalled, with 
the ballots for the recall. Thirty days are 
allowed to make nominations, and thirty 
days for voting.

Referendum Proposition from Local 155, 
General Fund. 

In accordance with sections 21, 22 and 23 
of the constitution of the United Associa¬ 
tion, Local No. 155 of Little Rock, Ark., 
offers the following amendment to section 
189 of the constitution of the United Asso¬ 
ciation: 

The general secretary-treasurer shall 
compile and publish a monthly report in 
the official organ as follows: 

(a) A report of the total membership of 
the United Association. 

(b) Report of all moneys received from 
each local union; also report receipts from 
all other sources; also a report of total 
amount of all moneys received by the gen¬ 
eral office of the United Association. 

(c) An itemized report of the expendi¬ 
tures of all moneys expended by the gen¬ 
eral office; also report total amount of all 
moneys expended by the general office; 
also report a total balance of all moneys 
on hand at the general office of the United 
Association. 

(d) Whenever the funds of the United 
Association shall fall below the sum of two 
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dollars ($2.00) per capita, the executive 
board shall levy an assessment on each 
member to replenish the same, provided 
that no assessment levied upon the general 
membership of the United Association shall 
be valid until the said assessment shall be 
submitted to the general membership of 
the United Association for a referendum 
vote and shall be voted on favorably by a 
majority of the members voting.

The Thyroid and Moral Responsibility. 

That patients suffering from exophthal¬ 
mic goiter are often very irritable is well 
known; that this may also occur with those 
suffering with less marked degrees of en¬ 
largement of the thyroid gland is illustrat¬ 
ed by a well-authenticated case in which a 
man showed almost no symptoms except a 
very quick and irritable temper which 
caused him on several occasions to he 
brought into the police court charged with 
wife-beating. Operation revealed a dis¬ 
tinctly enlarged thyroid; its partial re¬ 
moval caused a marked improvement in th* 
man's disposition. This case led a wit tG 
remark that if he ever got into difficulty on 
account of his quick temper he would plead 
that he was suffering from hyperthyroid¬ 
ism. Such a plea of partial irresponsibility 
on account of thyroidism (induced by tak¬ 
ing thyroid tablets in excess) was actually 
made in a London police court recently. 
The Journal of the American Medical As¬ 
sociation called attention some time ago to 
the risks to health incurred by those who 
indulge too freely in thyroid or in some of 
the “antifat remedies" containing it; the 
cases just mentioned show that still other 
dangers beset those who try to get thin by 
this usually irrational method. 

Favorable to Compensation Bill. 

Washington, April 13.—The Southerland 
hill for employers' liability and workmen’s 
compensation has been approved by the 
Senate committee on judiciary. The bill 
was drafted by the joint commission ap¬ 
pointed by Congress a few years ago to 
investigate this subject, and it specifies the 
financial compensation to be paid to in¬ 
jured employes by railroads engaged in in¬ 
terstate commerce. The compensation 
rates are fixed in accordance with the 
amount of the physical disability resulting 
from the accident, but in case of fatal ac¬ 
cident, according to the size of the de¬ 
pendent family. The bill also provides for 
the bringing of suits for adjustment of 
compensation before adjusters, these ad¬ 
justers to be appointed by the United 
States district courts and to receive sal¬ 
aries of from $1,000 to $3,000 per annum.

Wheeling, W. Va., April 13.—The paint¬ 
ers of this city are on strike for an ad¬ 
vance of from $3.40 to $4.00 per day.

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FINAL DECISION BY AMERICAN 'FED¬ 
ERATION OF LABOR 

In the Controversy Between the United Association Journeymen Plumbers, Gas Fitters 
Steam Fitters and Steam Fitters’ Helpers of the United States and Canada, and the 
International Association of Steam, Hot Water and Power Pipe Fitters and 
Helpers—Official Notification Sent to the Organized Workers of America.

Washington, D. C., May 1, 1912. 

To All Whom It May Concern: 

For years an unsatisfactory condition ob¬ 
tained in regard to the organization of the 
workers in the plumbing and steam and 
hot water fitting trade, by reason of the 
fact that steam and hot water fitters and 
helpers were members of both the United 
Association of Plumbers, Gas Fitters, 
Steam Fitters and Steam Fitters' Helpers 
of the United States and Canada, and also 
of the International Association of Steam 
and Hot Water Fitters and Helpers of 
America. Some years ago the Interna¬ 
tional Association of Steam and Hot Wa¬ 
ter Fitters and Helpers of America applied 
for charter to the American Federation of 
Labor. The application was protested by 
the United Association of Plumbers, Gas 
Fitters, Steam Fitters and Steam Fitters' 
Helpers, and one of the conventions of the 
American Federation of Labor decided to 
refer the application to a committee of well 
known trade unionists to determine 
whether a charter should be issued, and if 
so, upon what conditions. The committee 
recommended that a charter be issued upon 
certain conditions. Charter was issued. 
Later, upon charges preferred and a thor¬ 
ough investigation made, the charter of the 
International Association of Steam and Hot 
Water Fitters and Helpers of America was 
revoked. Later, upon the pledge to abide 
by the original conditions, the charter was 
re-issued. This, however, did not in any 
way minimize, but rather accentuated the 
conflict between the United Association of 
Plumbers, Gas Fitters, Steam Fitters and 
Steam Fitters’ Helpers, and the Inter¬ 


national Association of Steam and Hot 
Water Fitters and Helpers of America. 
This conflict worked to the detriment of 
the Steam and Hot Water Fitters and 
Helpers throughout the country, and af¬ 
fected materially the Building Trades De¬ 
partment and the American Federation of 
Labor. 

For a considerable period of time efforts 
were made to bring the International As¬ 
sociation of Steam and Hot Water Fitters 
and Helpers in accord with the United As¬ 
sociation of Plumbers, Gas Fitters, Steam 
Fitters and Steam Fitters’ Helpers. The 
Building Trades Department endeavored to 
adjust the claims in controversy, and at its 
Tampa convention rendered a decision, 
and for its refusal to comply with the de¬ 
cision suspended therefrom the Interna¬ 
tional Association of Steam and Hot Water 
Fitters and Helpers and asked that the 
American Federation of Labor take like 
action. Preferring to pursue a course 
which would tend to meet the needs of the 
situation, the Executive Council of the 
American Federation of Labor directed 
that the president of the A. F. of L. and 
the president of the Building Trades De¬ 
partment hold a conference with the of¬ 
ficers of the United Association of Plumb¬ 
ers. Gas Fitters. Steam Fitters and Steam 
Fitters’ Helpers, and the International As¬ 
sociation of Steam and Hot Water Fitters 
and Helpers, for the purpose of endeavor¬ 
ing to bring about harmonious relations, 
and. if possible, amalgamation. 

Conferences were held. The officers of 
the International Association of Steam and 
Hot Water Fitters and Helpers refused 
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point blank to accept any suggestion of 
amalgamation. Thereupon, the Executive 
Council of the American Federation of 
Labor, after reporting to the Atlanta Con¬ 
vention of the A. F. of L. the entire history 
of the case in controversy, among other 
things made the following observation and 
recommendation: 

“In the instance of the contention af¬ 
fecting the pipe fitting industry, the in¬ 
terests directly involved raise the following 
questions: 

“First. Concentration of effort and ef¬ 
ficiency in one general pipe fitting organi¬ 
zation; or 

“Second. Segregation of certain por¬ 
tions of the industry into separately man¬ 
aged and distinctly administered associa¬ 
tions. 

“In regard to the latter question, the seg¬ 
regated portion of the industry does not, 
and for many reasons cannot, cover or 
comprehend in all parts of North America, 
the portion of the industry it assays to 
govern in largely populated cities and their 
environments. 

“Therefore, in this instance, the Execu¬ 
tive Council holds that both for harmony 
and for practicability, the pipe fitting 
trade should be represented in the A. F. of 
L., also in the Building Trades Depart¬ 
ment, by one general association of the 
pipe fitting industry—the United Associa¬ 
tion of Plumbers, Gas Fitters, Steam Fit¬ 
ters and Steam Fitters* Helpers of the 
United States and Canada; and, further 
recommends that the Executive Council of 
the A. F. of L. be instructed, and the Ex¬ 
ecutive Council of the Building Trades De¬ 
partment be requested to carry this into 
effect.” 

The Atlanta Convention of the American 
Federation of Labor adopted the report 
and the above recommendation of its Ex¬ 
ecutive Council, and the Atlanta Conven¬ 
tion of the Building Trades Department 
took similar action. 

With this instruction of the conventions, 
further conferences were held between the 
representatives of the United Association 
of Plumbers, Gas Fitters, Steam Fitters 
and Steam Fitters’ Helpers, and the Inter¬ 
national Association of Steam and Hot Wa¬ 
ter Fitters and Helpers of America, in 
which the President of the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor and the President of the 
Building Trades Department participated. 
The representatives of the International 
Association rejected all propositions sub¬ 
mitted and insisted that the Executive 
Council carry out the decision of the At¬ 
lanta convention and render its decision in 
the case. The Executive Council of the 
A. F. of L. in conference with the execu¬ 
tive officers of the Building Trades Depart¬ 
ment rendered a decision providing for the 
most generous terms of amalgamation of 
the International Association of Steam and 
Hot Water Fitters and Helpers of America 
with the United Association of Plumbers, 
Gas Fitters, Steam Fitters and Steam Fit¬ 
ters’ Helpers. This decision and proposed 
amalgamation was accepted by the United 


Association of Plumbers, Gas Fitters, 
Steam Fitters and Steam Fitters’ Helpers, 
and rejected by the officers of the Inter¬ 
national Association of Steam and Hot 
Water Fitters and Helpers of America. 

Then the Executive Council decided that 
“unless the amalgamation is agreed to by 
April 1, 1912, no payment of per capita 
tax or of any other character shall be re¬ 
ceived from the International Association 
of Steam and Hot Water Fitters and Help¬ 
ers, and that the American Federation of 
Labor will, on and after May 1, 1912, rec¬ 
ognize but one organization of the pipe 
fitting industry; that being the United 
Association of Plumbers, Gas Fitters, 
Steam Fitters and Steam Fitters’ Helpers, 
of the United States and Canada.” 

Now, therefore, in view of the instruc¬ 
tions of the convention of the American 
Federation of Labor and of the Building 
Trades Department, and the acceptance by 
the United Association of Plumbers. Gas 
Fitters, Steam Fitters and Steam Fitters* 
Helpers, and the refusal of the Interna¬ 
tional Association of Steam and Hot Wa¬ 
ter Fitters and Helpers, to amalgamate 
upon the generous terms offered, all or¬ 
ganized labor is hereby informed that: 

There is now but one organization of the 
pipe fitting industry recognized by the 
American Federation of Labor, and its de¬ 
partments, namely, the United Association 
of Plumbers, Gas Fitters, Steam Fitters 
and Steam Fitters’ Helpers of the United 
States and Canada, and all international 
and national unions, all state federations 
and city central bodies, and all organized 
labor of America are, in the interest of the 
workers in the pipe fitting industry, the 
wage earners of our country, and for a well 
ordered, self-imposed discipline in our 
movement, requested and urged to aid by 
every means within their power to carry 
into effect the decision of the American 
labor movement in this case.

Labor. 
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Hunger Strike at New York Mills, New 
York. 

Utica. N. Y., April 19. 1912 

The strike of three thousand five hundred 
textile workers, employed in the cotton 
mills at New York Mills, a suburb of Utica, 
N. Y., is being stubbornly contested by the 
mill owners, the most outrageous methods 
being employed to intimidate and crush out 
the spirit of revolt among the half starved 
strikers. Mill bosses, ex-criminals and 
strong-arm men, to the number of two 
hundred are employed as deputies by the 
sheriff of the county. These worthies 
promptly proceeded to beat up men and 
women, and then carted them to jail. The 
militia was in waiting, all groomed for 
this frame-up, and were immediately or¬ 
dered to New York Mills. The taxpayers 
of the county having to shoulder this ex¬ 
pense to the tune of over a thousand dol¬ 
lars a day. They are in open revolt and 
have denounced this high-handed method 
taken by the sheriff. The strikers have 
the sympathy of the public and the press. 

The average wages of the employes for 
a week consisting of 65 or 70 hours, was 
$6.95, but this wage was materially reduced 
by a shameful method of fines that was 
nothing short of robbery; in most cases the 
majority of the workers received $3.50 to 
$5.00 per week. In addition to receiving 
these princely wages they are compelled to 
live in company shacks, two families shar¬ 
ing the wretched home, the unsanitary 
conditions of these miserable places are 
unspeakably shameful, no water, no closets, 
and no sewage provisions exist. The 
Board of Health is now investigating this 
condition. Many of the strikers are wom¬ 
en with fatherless children and, owing to 
the severe winter, a good share of their 
wages had to go for fuel to try and warm 
these shacks, so consequently they are in 
dire need of clothes and the necessaries of 
life. In spite of these conditions they are 
determined to win. They are standing as 
firm as the rock of Gibraltar, men and 
women, side by side, and sharing their 
all together. 

About one thousand of these workers 
are members of the United Textile Work¬ 
ers of America. This organization is doing 
everything it possibly can to relieve the 
suffering, but owing to the many strikes it 
has been called upon to finance during the 
past few months, the International's treas¬ 
ury is completely depleted. They are now 
compelled to depend upon the “Father¬ 
hood of the Labor Movement" for support 
in this struggle. One is surprised at the 
noble unselfishness displayed by the mem¬ 
bers of the union in sharing equally all 
benefits they receive from their inter¬ 
national union to support the families of 
the unorganized workers. The strike is 
being handled by General Organizer Chas. 
A. Miles of the United Textile Workers, 
who with the co-operation of the Utica 
Trade and Labor Assembly are sending out 
an urgent appeal to organized labor for 
funds to help feed the many hungry 
mouths. General observations of the situa¬ 


tion is, that if those in charge of the solici¬ 
tation of the funds can raise enough to 
feed the strikers, there is no doubt that 
they will win a complete victory. 


The Federal Children’s Bureau and Its 
First Director. 

An act creating a Child Welfare Bureau 
was recently placed on our national statute- 
books. This legislation had been earnestly 
and continuously advocated for several 
years by progressive men and women, and 
during its pendency in Congress no rea¬ 
sonable argument was ever advanced 
against it. Certain conservative states¬ 
men were shocked that “children were to 
be treated like pigs," but they were silenced 
by the retort of the more enlightened that, 
as a matter of fact, pigs were being better 
treated by the federal government than 
children, since the government has for 
years gathered and disseminated informa¬ 
tion concerning the welfare of pigs, but 
the questions relating to the life, health 
and welfare of children it has left almost 
untouched. 

The new bureau will be part of the De¬ 
partment of Commerce and Labor. Its 
duties and functions will be wholly educa¬ 
tional. It will make investigations, collect 
information, classify, digest and publish it, 
and furnish it on application to state, mu¬ 
nicipal and other authorities, as well as 
to private bodies or persons. It will study 
laws and ordinances bearing on child-labor, 
education, play, discipline, juvenile courts 
and like institutions, and all measures or 
proposed measures designed to protect, re¬ 
claim or healthfully develop childhood. 
Such studies will in turn suggest and in¬ 
fluence further legislation. 

It was in the highest degree important 
to give this new and largely experimental 
bureau a good start, and President Taft has 
done this, rising fully to his opportunity 
and surprising many politicians by appoint¬ 
ing as the director and chief of the institu¬ 
tion Miss Julia C. Lathrop of Chicago. She 
will be the first woman to direct a federal 
bureau. Her fitness for the position is 
quite exceptional; indeed, according to The 
Journal of the American Medical Associa¬ 
tion, there are few whose qualifications for 
this position, both natural and acquired, 
could be fairly compared with those of 
Miss Lathrop.

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Report of General President John R. Alpine 


I will endeavor to submit a brief review 
of my doings since submitting my previous 
report for the journal, making effort to 
cover the situation as thoroughly as pos- 
sibe while at the same time confining my¬ 
self to a degree of brevity without omitting 
any of the essentials. 

It might be well to say by way of pref¬ 
ace that since submitting my last letter I 
was detained at the general office attending 
to the varied duties entailed with the af¬ 
fairs of our association during the vacation 
of Secretary-Treasurer Burke. Upon his 
return and as soon as was consistent with 
general affairs, I undertook the duties 
which confronted me on the road, depart¬ 
ing for Boston, Mass., on April 13th, as 
this visit was occasioned by the very ag¬ 
gravating situation that prevailed in the 
city referred to. The George A. Fuller 
Company, who had entered into verbal and 
written agreements with General Organizer 
Sheehe and the writer, whereby none but 
United Association Stcamfitters were to be 
employed upon the work of the said com¬ 
pany, had seen fit to most flagrantly vio¬ 
late these agreements and had displaced 
our men with members of the I. A. 

As a consequence, the trades affiliated 
with the local Building Trades Council had 
gone on strike on all work controlled by 
the Fuller Company and matters were rap¬ 
idly aprpoaching a crisis at the time of my 
arrival. I will at this time improve the 
opportunity to pay proper tribute to Broth¬ 
er Sheehe for the splendid work he had 
performed and the magnificent fight he had 
presented under most discouraging condi¬ 
tions. At the same time, I must not fail 
to make similar reference to the represent¬ 
atives of the several trades who had re¬ 
mained loyal to the American Federation 
of Labor and the Building Trades Depart¬ 
ment thereof and in so doing, I would be 
amiss in my duties were I to fail to men¬ 
tion Brother Arthur Huddell, the Business 
Agent of the Boston Building Trades Coun¬ 
cil, who worked untiringly in order that 
the orders of the American Federation of 
Labor and our contract or agreement with 
the Fuller Company might be obeyed and 
respected. To the great rank and file of 
the trades who assisted us, much credit is 
due; time and space prevent me from mak¬ 
ing fitting reference; it will suffice to say 
that they all performed their full duty in 
a manner that leaves no room for unfa¬ 
vorable criticism. It is proper to say that 
while the trades connected with the local 
Building Trades Council did their full duty 
there were other trade organizations, viz., 
Carpenters, Lathers, Plasterers and Brick¬ 
layers, who did everything within their 
power to defeat the aims of the American 
Federation of Labor and assist the Fuller 
Company in their fight against us. One 
very astonishing feature of the situation 
was that Union Tile Layers, who had 
struck in sympathy with us, because of the 
violation of the agreement by the Fuller 


Company, found their places filled by al¬ 
leged union men from New York, who were 
members of the same International Union 
and over whom the officers of that Interna¬ 
tional Union claimed to have no control. 
This to me is a most remarkable condition 
of affairs, and not in keeping with the 
splendid reputation for unionism that these 
men are noted for in all parts of our coun¬ 
try. 

Within twenty-four hours after my ar¬ 
rival I received the not-unexpected intelli¬ 
gence that I was to be the defendant or 
one of the defendants in numerous peti¬ 
tions for injunction issued by the George 
A. Fuller Company and the sub-contractors 
on his work. There were so many of these 
petitions that I am not quite certain as to 
the exact number, but am of the impression 
that there were seven which cited Brother 
Sheehe and myself as being worthy of re- 
strainment by a court of law. 

A preliminary hearing in these cases was 
held and Monday, April 22nd, set as date 
for hearing of the cases on their merits. 
On Wednesday, April 17th, in company 
with President Short of the Building Trades 
Department, it was my pleasure to attend 
and address the convention of the Granite 
Cutters’ International Union held at Quin¬ 
cy, Mass., and in passing, let me say this 
convention, composed of representative 
workers in the granite industry, was one 
of the best gatherings of its kind 1 have 
ever been privileged to address. That ster¬ 
ling pioneer of trade union movement and 
first vice-president of the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor, James Duncan, presided, 
which together with the calibre of men who 
went to compose the conventon will be a 
sufficient guarantee that the meeting was 
well maintained and entirely successful. I 
believe it is quite well established that Jim 
Duncan has been an ardent advocate of 
our principles for many years and it was 
indeed an incident of greatest pleasure to 
be privileged to address the convention re¬ 
ferred to. 

On the night of this day I departed for 
Washington, to confer with President Gom- 
pers relative to the Boston situation. I 
have quite inadvertently omitted, however, 
to say that on Tuesday evening, April 16th, 
I had the privilege of attending a regular 
meeting of Local No. 12, many of whose 
members were necessarily engaged in the 
conflict which was progressing. 

This meeting was well attended and in¬ 
teresting as all of Local 12*s meetings are. 

Arriving at Washington on Friday morn¬ 
ing, April 19th, I held satisfactory confer¬ 
ence with President Gompers and reached 
Boston on Sunday, the 21st, in order that 
I might be present in court on the 22nd 
inst. to answer charges preferred by the 
Fuller Company et al. Very much to my 
surprise, it developed that the Cornell 
Plumbing Company, with hearquarters at 
New York, were also participants in this 
injunction procedure, and had petitioned for 
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restraining orders against us. The trial in 
these cases lasted three full days and the 
judge who presided declared that the Ful¬ 
ler Company, having entered into a bona 
fide agreement with Brother Sheehe and 
myself and having deliberately violated 
such agreement, was not entitled to relief 
in a court of equity, and consequently 
summarily dismissed the Fuller Company’s 
bill of injunction. 

One of the sub-contractors, Mr. Taylor 
by name, and who, by the way, was the 
steamfitting contractor, was also told by 
the court that his proposed bill of injunc¬ 
tion was not well founded, and his case 
was also dismissed. The bills of the other 
sub-contractors were, however, granted, 
and as a consequence we are now enjoined 
by the Cornell Plumbing Company and 
other sub-contractors on the Fuller Com¬ 
pany's work. We do not propose to vio¬ 
late the orders of the court, nor do we 
propose in the slightest degree to trespass 
upon the laws of the city, state or nation; 
but we do propose, despite the injunctions, 
to protect our position by any and every 
legal means, and we seriously question 
whether these injunctions will avail the pe¬ 
titioners advantage or whether they will 
not, like the boomerang, return from 
whence they came. The members of Local 
No. 12 (Plumbers, 537 Steamfitters, 175 Gas- 
fitters) are quite naturally involved in this 
matter, and of course I believe it follows 
that the members of Local No. 12 are 
involved to a greater degree than the oth¬ 
ers. They are assuming the brunt of the 
fight and all of them as individuals have 
refused to work upon any of the Fuller 
Company’s work or upon any work under 
contract with the Cornell Company until 
such time as these companies remove the 
injunctions and agree to abide by the legiti¬ 
mate agreements entered into. 

It would seem as though it were almost 
time for contractors, who pride themselves 
upon their business abilities, to recognize 
that trade agreements honorably entered 
into should be kept inviolate, and that 
these trade agreements constitute a form 
of industrial insurance quite as essential as 
accident, sick, fire or death insurance. If 
ever there was a clear case of where a 
contractor wantonly and flagrantly violat¬ 
ed an agreement honestly entered into, 
this is the instance. 

The members of our local unions, as 
well as those locals of other trades who are 
in sympathy with us, are remaining stead¬ 
fast, and there can be but one change in 
the situation, as we are determined to 
maintain the integrity of our association 
and the return of the obligations violated 
in the first instance. 

It is amusing to record that one of the 
sub-contractors, who succeeded in procur¬ 
ing the injunction against us, recently in¬ 
terviewed me for the purpose of removing 
the restraining order and I could not re¬ 
frain from advising him that he did not 
seek my consent when he made applica¬ 
tions for the injunction and I was at a loss 
why he should ask my advice with regard 


to removing the same. It is quite evident 
the injunctions are not proving as bene¬ 
ficial as was anticipated. All in all, I feel 
quite convinced that this matter will ter¬ 
minate in our behalf and that eventually 
the Fuller Company, as well as the sub¬ 
contractors, will see the error of their 
ways. It is not my intention to extend 
this conflict with the Fuller Company or 
any of the other contractors to other lo¬ 
calities unless compelled to do so, but have 
no hesitancy in saying that if these con¬ 
tractors expect to maintain peaceful rela¬ 
tions with us elsewhere they must refrain 
from ill treating us in Boston. 

While on this visit, it became evident 
that a local union of steamfitters could 
be instituted in Lowell, Mass., and I re¬ 
gret exceedingly my inability to visit that 
city. It was also quite impossible for 
Brother Sheehe to undertake the task re¬ 
ferred to but I was fortunate enough to 
secure the services of Brother Austin Fales, 
business agent of Local Union 537, who 
kindly volunteered to go to Lowell and 
hold a preliminary meeting concerning the 
creation of the steamfitters’ local, the com¬ 
pletion of which later devolved upon 
Brother Sheehe. 

Feeling satisfied that there was nothing 
more I could do at Boston, I departed for 
Chicago, because of information received 
from Secretary Burke that industrial dis¬ 
turbances were liable to arise in that city, 
and that conditions which were in evi¬ 
dence demanded my presence. Arrived at 
the office on Monday, April 29, and re¬ 
mained in Chicago or vicinity until Mon¬ 
day, May 6, on which day I again started 
eastward to attend the regular meeting of 
the Executive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

On Tuesday, May 7, I held conference 
with General Organizer Higgins, relative 
to matters concerning his territory, and 
also conferred with some contractors rela¬ 
tive to the advisability of employing our 
men in several sections of the country, 
departing for Washington on the night of 
May 8 and arriving in that city on the 
morning of the 9th inst., which date 
marked the opening of the Executive Coun¬ 
cil session. 

Friday and Saturday following the dates 
mentioned were spent in attendance at the 
council meeting, and on Sunday, May 12, 
I departed again for New York, in order 
that I might hold conference with Mr. 
Maynard, president and manager of the 
General Fire Extinguisher Company, with 
whom we were having disputes in Provi¬ 
dence, R. I., and Chicago. In connection 
with this matter, I regret to say that the 
Sprinkler Fitters of Chicago, who had gone 
on strike prior to my leaving that city, 
had reported, through Secretary Burke, 
that their places were being taken in Chi¬ 
cago by I. A. Fitters. This, however, is in 
keeping with the usual practices of the 
I. A. leaders and consequently is not cause 
for wonderment. 

I held the conference with Mr. Maynard, 
as arranged, and departed from New York 
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at midnight for Washington. Mr. Maynard 
declared that he would not interfere so far 
as concerned the Chicago situation, but 
that he would go to Providence, look the 
situation over and. if he could do so con¬ 
sistently, he would adjust the existing 
trouble. Later advices at hand, however, 
indicate that Mr. Maynard does not intend 
to accede to the demands of our members, 
and we iri turn do not propose to concede 
his wishes. Before leaving this subject, it 
is well to say that I have appointments at 
Providence on May 20 with the Steam 
Heating Contractors of that city, and am 
hopeful that something will be done to end 
the strike that has been in progress for a 
number of weeks. 

General Organizer Sheehe, who has been 
handling this matter, pays extended tribute 
to the men of Providence who have been 
concerned in this matter, and, like myself, 
is fully confident of satisfactory results. 
Concerning the result of our visit on Mon¬ 
day, reference will be made in another let¬ 
ter, and, as stated, we hope to be able to 
report favorably. 

It may be added that it is our intention 
while in Providence to make another effort 
to confer with the representatives of the 
General Fire Extinguisher Company, and 
if our efforts are of no avail, then the only 
thing remaining for us to do is to continue 
the fight until it is settled in our favor. 

I must now return again to the Boston 
situation, because of recent developments 
that have arisen. President Gompers, 
realizing the importance of the situation at 
Boston, issued a call to the presidents of 
the several international unions connected 
with the Building Trades Department, re¬ 
questing a meeting at the rooms of the 
Building Trades Department, Friday eve¬ 
ning, May 10. This meeting was largely 
attended and was addressed by President 
Gompers in such a manner as only he can 
employ. The result was that the represen-' 
tativeS of the several trades all agreed to 
visit Boston and do what was within their 
power to properly solidify the Boston 
Building Trades Council, and at the same 
time use their best efforts to clarify the 
situation generally and secure the proper 
enactment of laws and decisions of the A. 
F. of L. With this intent, a meeting was 
called to be held at Boston on Wednesday 
morning, May 15, and in order to keep this 
appointment, I left Washington in com¬ 
pany with several other international offi¬ 
cers on the night of the 14th inst. The 
meeting at Boston was held, as arranged, 
and was eminently satisfactory. Another 
meeting was arranged for Friday morning, 
the 17th inst., and leaving matters in the 
hands of Brother Sheehe, I returned to 
Washington, arriving on Thursday, the 
16th. 

I neglected to say that while in Wash¬ 
ington a dispute arose on one of the large 
buildings in course of erection between the 
Steamfitters of the I. A. and the Plumbers 
of our local Union No. 5, with regard to a 
jurisdiction of work. The contractors who 


had the work in hand, after listening to the 
several arguments, decided that the work 
should be installed by members of our local 
union, and while the work itself was not of 
particular magnitude, the principle in¬ 
volved was of greater importance. I offer 
thanks to Secretary Spencer, of the Build¬ 
ing Trades Department, President McDon¬ 
ald, of Local No. 5 and to Business Agent 
Koehler, of the same local, who were prin¬ 
cipally responsible for the results that fol¬ 
lowed, while I rendered such aid as was 
available. 

I found it quite impossible to return to 
Boston in time for the meeting above re¬ 
ferred to, but President Gompers, with a 
full realization for concerted and immediate 
action, wired President Short to arrange 
a meeting for Saturday morning, at which 
time President Huber, of the Carpenters, 
and the writer would surely be in attend¬ 
ance. This request was complied with, and 
on Saturday morning, May 18, unless all 
signs fail, the most important meeting ever 
held in the history of the building trade 
movement of Boston, was held and defi¬ 
nite plans were consummated which can¬ 
not fail but be prolific of beneficial results. 

It must be understood that many of the 
trades, while properly connected with the 
American Federation of Labor, were un¬ 
affiliated with the Building Trades Council. 
This state of affairs was brought about by 
personal feelings that played important 
parts and which, because of differences 
that had arisen had created a void between 
men that seemed almost insurmountable. 
The usual result followed. The contractors 
used one faction to whip another with, but 
the same contractors had in mind only one 
object—that after one side had been thor¬ 
oughly whipped, they would then proceed 
to punish the* other. The representatives 
of these trades affiliated and unaffiliated to 
the Building Trades Council, met in earnest 
debate, discussed long-pending differences, 
entered into the situation with the ardor 
that a trade unionist is capable of develop¬ 
ing and then unanimously agreed that they 
would reorganize the Building Trades 
Council and make it second in importance 
to none other. Much enthusiasm was dis¬ 
played and the meeting, together with its 
results, most gratifying to us all. 

Arrangements have Deen made whereby 
this unification of the building trade indus¬ 
try of Boston will be completed on Friday, 
May 24, and I am satisfied that with this 
solidification in evidence, there will have 
been removed much of the opposition from 
hostile employers that has hitherto been 
displayed and a consequent elimination of 
injunction proceedings. 

Much credit for the success of these 
meetings is due President Gompers, of the 
A. F. of L., President Short, of the Build¬ 
ing Trades Department; Secretary Spencer, 
of the same department; General Organizer 
Frank McCarthy, who is also president of 
the Boston Central Labor Union, attended 
all the sessions, and entered into the matter 
with that same- enthusiasm that has so 
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characterized his every movement and 
made him so successful in the field of labor. 

It is my intention, as previously stated, 
to go to Providence tomorrow, filled with 
the endeavor to secure favorable adjust¬ 
ment in that city. 

On Tuesday, I have conference arranged 
with a general contractor, who has under 
course of construction several important 
buildings in St. Louis, Mo. The object of 
this visit is to aid General Organizer 
Leonard in his work at St. Louis and secure 
the employment of our men on the work 
under construction. 

I will return here on Wednesday, the 
22nd, intending to address the meeting of 
the District Council of Carpenters and 
Jdiners, to aid, if possible, in securing their 
affiliation to the Building Trades Council; 
and on Friday, the 22nd, l hope to be 
present at the very important meeting of 
Building Trades Men, at which time it is 
expected the Building Trades Council of 
Boston will be greatly augmented by the 
addition of numerous trades not previously 
connected and thereby effect a concen¬ 
trated, well-developed Building Trades 
Council that cannot fail in its mission to 
better living and working conditions. 

I am conscious there will be errors of 
omission contained in this report, but if 
such occur I will endeavor to make amends 
in the next number of our journal. T 
would request the local unions in New 
England, at least such locals as are in need 
of organizers’ services, to be patient for a 
short while longer, as Brother Sheehe has 
been extremely busy and quite unable to 
keep pace with the general demands made 
upon nim. 

It is confidently expected, however, that 
relief in this direction is near at hand, and 
that Brother Sheehe will very soon be able 
to visit localities that he has been deprived 
from visiting because of conditions prevail¬ 
ing. 

I infer that our membership is fully 
aware of the recent letter issued by the 
American Federation of Labor relating to 
our dispute with the International Steam- 
fitters. It is my further impression that 
Secretary Burke intends to reproduce the 
decision of the A. F. of L. in the current 
number of the journal, consequently I will 
not dwell upon this subject other than to 
say that the law, as it stands, means noth¬ 
ing more or less than but one organization 
prevails in the pipe-fitting industry as rec¬ 
ognized by the organized labor movement 
of North America, and that organization 
is the United Association of Plumbers, Gas- 
fitters, Steamfitters and Steamfitters’ 
Helpers of the United States and Canada. 
So far as the International Association of 
Steamfitters is concerned and their rela¬ 
tions with the American labor movement, 
they have ceased to exist. No local union 
of the International Association is eligible 
to membership in any central labor union, 
state federation or department of the 
American Federation of Labor unless they 


are properly amalgamated with the United 
Association. 

This is a final decision and information 
to this effect has been sent to all central 
bodies and to all international unions of 
the American Federation of Labor, appris¬ 
ing them that but one organization exists. 

I desire to offer congratulations to our 
membership because of the victory gained 
and to assure all that it is our intention tq 
continue the work of organizing until every 
man employed at any branch of the pipe¬ 
fitting industry is properly enrolled in our 
association. A 

The many friends of Business Agent 
Thomas L. Pratt will learn with regret 
that Tom is at present confined to his 
home seriously ill. We all unite and hope 
that he will speedily recover his former 
good health and that ere many days he 
will be able to assume his former duties.

Federation of Federations. 

Washington.—There was held in Kansas 
City, Mo., April 15-22, a convention of 
delegates representing the railroad shop 
trades. As a result of this meeting there 
has been formed what is called the Feder¬ 
ation of Federations of Railway Employes. 
A constitution has been adopted and offi¬ 
cials elected. The purpose of the organiza¬ 
tion is to secure unity of action among the 
system federations now in existence, and 
those hereafter to be formed. The plat¬ 
form states that the objects are: “One, 
to bring within this organization all rail¬ 
way employes; (2) to shorten the hours 
of labor to eight per day; (3) to establish 
a minimum wage scale for all employes 
in all branches of railway service; (4) to 
bring about a national agreement; and (5) 
to prevent strikes and lockouts wherever 
possible. The membership is to be con¬ 
fined to those organizations in direct affili¬ 
ation with the American Federation of 
Labor. The Executive Council consists of 
the presidents of the national, international 
and brotherhood organizations which are 
affiliated with the Federation of Federa¬ 
tions. 


The Building Trades. 

London.—There is a strong probability of 
a general strike taking place in both Lon¬ 
don and Manchaster in the building trades. 
On June 8 the six months’ notice given 
by the Amalgamated Society of Carpenters 
to the Master Builders’ Association will ex¬ 
pire. The notice demands an advance of 
V/ 2 <\ per hour upon the present rate of 
lO^d, as well as a reduction in the work¬ 
ing hours. Meanwhile, 17 of the building 
trades' unions are endeavoring to form a 
close alliance in order that decisive action 
may be taken should the occasion require. 
The situation at this time is tense and un¬ 
less relief is afforded in the way of in¬ 
creased wages, strikes are bound to occur. 
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Weekly News Letter from American Federation of Labor 


Decision in Steam Fitters’ Case. 

Washington.—At the Atlanta convention 
of the American Federation of Labor the 
report submitted by the Executive Council 
recommended, after giving a brief history 
of the jurisdiction dispute between the 
United Association of Plumbers, Gas Fit¬ 
ters, Steam Fitters and Steam Fitters' 
Helpers and the International Association 
of Steam and Hot^Water Fitters and Help¬ 
ers, “that the pipe fitting trade should be 
represented in the A. F. of L., also in 
the Building Trades’ Department, by one 
general association of the pipe fitting in¬ 
dustry—the United Association of Plum¬ 
bers, Gas Fitters, Steam Fitters and Steam 
Fitters’ Helpers of the United States and 
Canada.’’ It was further recommended 
“that the Executive Council of the A. F. 
of L. be instructed and the Executive Coun¬ 
cil of the Building Trades’ Department be 
requested to carry this into effect.’’ The 
Atlanta convention adopted this report. 
Following the convention conferences were 
held between the representatives of the or¬ 
ganizations involved, with a view to secur¬ 
ing amalgamation and putting into effect 
the action of the convention, but the In¬ 
ternational Association refused to accept the 
terms of amalgamation. The Executive 
Council then decided “that unless the amal¬ 
gamation is agreed to by April 1, 1912, no 
payment of per capita tax or of any other 
character shall be received from the Inter¬ 
national Association of Steam and Hot 
Water Fitters and Helpers, and that the 
American Federation of Labor will on and 
after May 1, 1912, recognize but one organ¬ 
ization of the pipe fitting industry, that 
being the United Association of Plumbers, 
Gas Fitters, Steam Fitters and Steam Fit¬ 
ters’ Helpers of the United States and 
Canada.” A circular letter has just been 
issued, in substance stating, “there is now 
but one organization of the pipe fitting 
industry recognized by the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor and its departments, 
namely, the United Association of Plum¬ 
bers, Gas Fitters, Steam Fitters and Steam 
Fitters’ Helpers of the United States and 
Canada, and all international and national 
unions, all state federations and city central 
bodies and all organized labor of America 
are, in the interest of the workers in the 
pipe fitting industry, the wage earners of 
the country and for a well ordered, self 
imposed discipline in our movement, re¬ 
quested and urged to aid by every means 
within their power to carry into effect the 
decision of the American labor movement 
in this case.” 


Labor’s Memorial Day. 

Washington—It is desirable that all cen¬ 
tral bodies throughout the countrv be again 
notified that Labor’s Memorial day occurs 
on Sunday. May 26. Information is com¬ 
ing to headquarters that a large number of 
central bodies have already made arrange¬ 
ments to observe that day fittingly. 


A. F. of L. Electrical Workers. 

Springfield, Ill., May 18.—The Interna¬ 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical Workers 
has recently chartered the following locals, 
which were formerly with the Reid seced¬ 
ing faction: Pittsburgh, Pa.; Cleveland. 
O.; Youngstown, O.; Dallas, Texas; two 
locals in Fort Worth, Texas; Sherman, 
Tex.; Houston, Tex.* Pittsfield, Mass.; 
Fresno, Cal.; Jacksonville, Fla.; Carlinville, 
111.; Milwaukee, Wis.; Tefferson City, Mo.; 
Boston, Mass.; Paducah, Ky.; Manchester, 
N. H.; Moberly, Mo.; Atlanta, Ga., and 
Memphis, Tenn. This addition is the re¬ 
sult of the decision rendered by the court 
sometime ago in Cleveland, O., which de¬ 
cided that the McNulty organization was 
the bona fide organization of Electrical 
Workers. 


Sherwood Makes Brilliant Speech. 

Washington.—Congressman Isaac R. 
Sherwood of Ohio, a member of the In¬ 
ternational Typographical Union, recently 
made a brilliant and illuminating speech in 
the house. The house had resolved itself 
into a committee on the state of the union, 
having under consideration the bill making 
appropriations for the legislative, executive 
and judicial expenses of the government 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1913 
The subject of the address was “Judicial 
Tyranny and the Remedy.” It was one of 
the clearest expositions of the usurpations 
of the judiciary ever delivered in the house, 
and marshaled an array of questionable de¬ 
cisions handed down by the courts that 
was appalling. During a portion of the 
speech the congressman referred to the 
contempt cases against President Gompers, 
Vice President Mitchell and Secretary M 9 r- 
rison, and scathingly arraigned Justice 
Wright for the part he played in the con¬ 
tempt cases. This speech appeared in the 
Congressional Record of Friday, May 3, 
and is well worth perusal. 


Council Against Bill. 

Washington, May 18.—Senator Warren 
of Wyoming is championing a bill for an 
appropriation of $100,000 yearly for rifle 
practice in public schools and colleges, or 
under the direction of the war department. 
The executive council has passed a reso¬ 
lution disapproving of the Warren bill, as 
follows: “We protest against the enact¬ 
ment of the Warren bill, or any other 
movement toward militarizing our school 
system; that such a purpose or tenden¬ 
cy contains serious and dangerous pos¬ 
sibilities to divert the activities and ideals 
of American boyhood to the destruc¬ 
tive and brutal art of war, rather than to 
the activities and ideals of the arts of 
peace; that the proposition contained in 
the Warren bill is un-American and not 
calculated to develop the best conception 
of patriotism or the maintenance of the na¬ 
tional spirit of liberty.” 
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Report of General Organizer Leonard. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 14, 1912. 
To the General Membership of the U. A.: 

In St. Louis the scene has changed from 
one of conference after conference with 
contractors, builders, owners, etc., to a 
practical demonstration of sympathy and 
supoort of United Association Steam Fitters 
by the St. Louis Building Trades’ Council, 
which on May 4th ordered all trades work¬ 
ing on one of the largest buildings in the 
city to cease work on account of L A. 
Fitters working on the building. This 
affected a large number of structural iron 
workers, sheet metal workers, cement work¬ 
ers, electrical workers, hoisting engineers, 
roofers, lathers, machinists, sprinkler fit¬ 
ters, plumbers and gas fitters. At time of 
writing this report hopes are being enter¬ 
tained that a favorable settlement for the 
Building Trades’ Council and U. A. Fitters 
will be made in a few days on this large 
job referred to. 

The prospects of a general strike of the 
Building Trades’ Council in support of the 
decisions of the Executive Council of the 
A. F. of L. cannot be expected until the 
building industry of the city has assumed 
a little more progress. The United Asso¬ 
ciation is in excellent standing with those 
who compose the Building Trades’ Council 
of St. Louis, and we can reasonably antici¬ 
pate that when it becomes necessary, the 
Building Trades’ Council will give the U. A. 
its support. 

At one of the largest and most enthusi¬ 
astic meetings of St. Louis U. A. Locals, 
held on May 9, that represented Plumbers’ 
Local No. 35, Gas Fitters No. 80, Sprinkler 
Fitters No. 268 and Steam Fitters and 
Helpers No. 562, it was unanimously voted 
not to work on any building in St. Louis 
where I. A. Fitters were employed. This 
action of joint meeting became effective 
on May 11th and has already caused very 
favorable results. While the majority of 
steam fitting contractors who always em¬ 
ployed I. A. are still occupying that same 
position, Steam Fitters* Local No. 562 is 
adding to its list of fair employers every 
day, and is rapidly closing up the mark of 
one hundred loyal members. In some of 
the shops signed up it also carried with it 
an increase in wages. 

The Central Labor Union of St. Louis 
is now giving attention to the decision that 
declares the I. A. outlawed and only im¬ 
poses when I. A. declares they are con¬ 
nected with organized labor movement. It 
has been a hard fight for the United Asso¬ 
ciation to win this magnificent victory for 
only one International of the pipe trades. 
It has done now, and will entail, self sac- 
fice. that every member of the U. A. should 
unflinchingly accept day in and day out, 
if a quick and healthy elimination of dual¬ 
ism in our trades is absolutely to be wiped 
out. And again I want to repeat that this 
victorious decision for one pipe trades is 
to be credited to many Locals and their 


members. Many individuals were specially 
active and successful, but no one person can 
be considered when reflection and honest 
tribute is considered that compares with 
the general president of our U. A. At 
times he alone has been the whole army 
of opposition because others grew tired. 
But he never yielded one crack, and to 
Alpine above all individuals can the Steam 
Fitters of the U. A. thank for their many 
better opportunities. 

At this writing work on many buildings 
in St. Louis is tied up because of refusal 
of the plumbers, gas fitters and sprinkler 
fitters to work with the I. U. Time can 
only prove what results will come to us, 
but the loyalty of our members in St. Louis 
will prove to be of an unyielding type, 
unless there is a capitulating by the con¬ 
tractors, owners, etc. 

In East St. Louis, Ill., Plumbers’ Local 
No. 360 has been locked out by its em¬ 
ployers, who sought to change the working 
conditions of the journeymen, and just as 
soon as the employers declared for a lock 
out there appeared a dozen so-called Inter¬ 
national Plumbers with a so-called organ¬ 
izer from their headquarters in Chicago. 
Recently it was proved to the entire satis¬ 
faction of the General Executive Board of 
the United Association that the Interna¬ 
tional Association of Steam Fitters was 
back of these strike breakers, but the efforts 
in East St. Louis, III., will be like their 
failures in Elgin, Ill., and LaGrange, Ill. 
Already the employing plumbers of Granite 
City, Ill., have discarded them and re¬ 
employed the members of Local 360. Busi¬ 
ness Agent Neenan is particularly alert to 
the situation and there promises for these 
strike breakers a life like a rocky road. 
There is now in East St. Louis a real U. A. 
Steam Fitters’ and Helpers* Local that has 
been granted jurisdiction over all steam fit¬ 
ting in East St. Louis, Granite City, Ill., 
and vicinity. They have made rapid prog¬ 
ress and are now the only fitters who are 
employed. 

At a meeting that I attended tonight of 
the East St. Louis Central Labor Union, 
the I. U. was unseated and like action is 
anticipated at the meeting of Granite City 
Central Trades and Labor Union tomorrow 
night (May 15). 

I have attended so many meetings of 
our Local in East St. Louis, Ill., and St. 
Louis, Mo., that to attempt to report would 
be saying that every nijjht I was either at 
a meeting or conference of U. A. Locals, 
or appearing before different Locals of the 
Building Trades. 

My ommission of report in May Journal 
was more because I could only report the 
numerous meetings and conferences I at¬ 
tended, and at that time without any real 
success, to report, rather than submit such 
a discouraging report that our enenves 
would make capital of I and others that 
I advised with deemed it best to omit 
report. I trust this explanation will be ac- 
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cepted by the United Association as being 
for the best. 

I arrived in Louisville, Ky., April 23, and 
remained until May 3, when I returned to 
St. Louis. Prior to my arrival some of 
the largest apartments being erected in the 
city were struck by the Building Trades 
Council on account of I. A. Fitters being 
employed. At a general conference of own¬ 
ers, architects and delegates from Louis¬ 
ville Building Trades, held on April 27, 
an agreement was reached that I. U. Fitters 
would be removed. Grievances were also 
adjusted for the Sheet Metal Workers and 
Machinists, who were represented, in addi¬ 
tion to their Local delegates, by General 
Organizer Robert Byron of Sheet Metal 
Workers and Organizer J. W. Doyle of 
Machinists. Success was also had in put¬ 
ting I. U. Fitters off on a large hotel and 
the placing of U. A. Fitters and helpers on 
the 22-story Inter Southern Insurance 
building. 

From the hour of my arrival it was a 
rapid pace in Louisville, but success 
crowned every effort. At the first meeting 
of Steam Fitters* and Helpers* Local No. 
522 of Louisville 14 applications for mem¬ 
bership were received and many additional 
applications have been made since. 

Bro. Campbell, who is president of 
Plumbers* Local No. 107, and Bro. Thos. 
Kelley, business agent of Local No. 107, 
have done great service for the U. A. and 
the building trades of Louisville, and their 
strenuous activity with the officers and 
members of Steam Fitters* Local is the real 
cause of all the successes that I have re¬ 
ferred to. 

My desire is to thank the delegates of 
the Louisville Building Trades for the sup¬ 
port they gave the U. A., but space will 
not permit the naming of all, so I will 
content* myself by sincerely thanking the 
building trades as a whole for their sup¬ 
port to myself and the U. A. Louisville 
is now a U. A. city and for the first time 
in five years there is every good prospect 
for a closed shop for the U. A. 

Trusting this report will be found satis¬

Compensation Increased. 

Washington.—News has been received 
that the New Brunswick legislature has 
amended the workmen's compensation act, 
increasing the compensation to be paid for 
a workman’s life from $1,500 to $2,000. 
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Report of General Organizer Kennedy. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

At the time of completing my last re¬ 
port, I was at Grand Rapids, Michigan, 
where I attended an open gieeting of Lo¬ 
cal 70, on April the 15th, which was a 
very successful one in every respect. 
Practically a week was spent here work¬ 
ing with Brother Charles Lang, during 
which time eighteen appications were se¬ 
cured. Local 70 has haa a hard fight since 
their strike some few years ago, but are 
gradually gaining ground. While here I 
had the opportunity of meeting most of 
the members of our Steamfitters' Local at 
the open meeting, as well as meeting with 
their Executive Board. Local 301 has been 
doing well and are'more than holding their 
own. With the exception of two days 
spent in Chicago in the interest of Local 
563 , and three days spent at Dubuque, la., 
as witness sn a lawsuit being tried in the 
United States District Court, I have been 
in Minneapolis and St. Paul. The object 
of my visit in Chicago was to be present 
at a meeting of our steamfitters who work 
for the Northwestern railroad, at which 
time a committee was to be appointed to 
call on the superintendent of motive pow¬ 
er and machinery, in order that a grievance 
our members had might be adjusted. The 
day following the meeting I called on the 
superintendent and arranged for a meeting 
with our committee the following day. The 
matter was thoroughly gone into, and 
while it was impossible to adjust the mat¬ 
ter at this time to our entire satisfaction, 
we have a better understanding of our posi¬ 
tion with the company, and I believe in 
the future when our shop committee has 
t grievance, there will be no unneces¬ 
sary delay on the part of the railroad of- 
icials to meet and hear our complaint, as 
hey should do under the terms of their 
igreement with us. In order that you 
nay understand the object of my visit to 
)ubuquc, permit me to say that the 
nembers of our local, as well as all build- 
ng trades, have been locked out since 
‘larch, 1911. During the past eight 

months the Brunswick-Balke-Collender 

ompany have been building a large fac- 
ory here. At the time the contract for 
he plumbing and heating was to be let 
ne of the non-union firms of Dubuque, 
Iolo & Company, put in the lowest bid. 
d the time the bid was submitted the 
Irunswick people claim they did not know 
he firm was unfair to organized labor, 
t was therefore their intention to give 
Iolo the contract. When Business Agent 
lehl, of Local 66, discovered this he got 
1 touch with the general office and he and 
rganizers from several other trades and 
>yself took up the matter with the of- 
cials of the Brunswick concern in Chi- 
igo, with the result that the company 
■ fused to permit Mr. Molo to sign the 
sntract, the work was therefore done by 
fair contractor. This so incensed the 
itizens' Alliance of Dubuqe, of which Mr. 


Molo is a leading spirit, he decided to 
sue the Brunswick people for what he 
claimed would be his profit, providing he 
did the job. Owing to the fact that I 
was present at a meeting of the superin¬ 
tendent of the Brunswick Company and 
Mr. Molo, at which time they refused to 
let him sign the contract unless he would 
agree to employ none but union men, I 
was therefore asked to appear as a witness 
for the Brunswick people, which I gladly 
did, as the letting of the contract to a fair 
firm meant a great deal of work for our 
members, as the plumbing, heating and 
sprinkler work amounted to about $70,- 
000. The members of Local 66 are still 
running a co-operative shop, and are giv¬ 
ing the employers the battle of their lives, 
through this, the only means they have 
of fighting them. The employers claim 
they are sorry they ever got into this fight, 
but say the Citizens' Alliance will not 
"permit them to settle on any other basis 
than the open shop. 

Minneapolis, to which city I was dele¬ 
gated some months ago, to represent our 
organization during the labor forward 
movement campaign, which lasted for two 
weeks. During the time there were twenty 
national and international organizations 
represented; at least 165 meetings were 
held in all parts of the city, which were 
addressed by the organizers and local labor 
representatives. Practically every meeting 
was w'ell attended and the committee in 
charge was well satisfied with the work 
accomplished. The largest and best meet¬ 
ing of the building trade was a joint meet¬ 
ing held by our locals Nos. 15, 539 and 417. 
Brother William McEwen of our Duluth 
local, who is also secretary-treasurer of the 
Minnesota State Federation of Labor, was 
present, and gave a very interesting ad¬ 
dress on the labor movement, especially 
so as to its aims and accomplishments. 
President George Hall of the State Feder¬ 
ation also gave a very fine address, that 
was appreciated by all. I want to express 
my sincere thanks to the members of all 
our locals for the very kind treatment and 
liberal applause given to the above named 
speakers and myself. While here I had the 
opportunity of attending the meetings of 
Locals 15 and 539, as well as working with 
Business Agents Litchliter and Peterson, at 
which time many matters of interest to 
both locals were taken up. As a whole, our 
three locals of Minneapolis are doing well, 
and are making rapid strides toward a hun¬ 
dred per cent organization. After the 
campaign of the labor forward movement 
was closed here all the representatives of 
the different labor organizations moved to 
St. Paul, and reported to the committee in 
charge of the campaign here, and have 
been doing the same kind of work with 
practically the same good results as were 
accomplished at Minneapolis. While here 
I had the opportunity of attending two 
meetings of our steamfitters' local, which 
have increased their membership from 
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twenty to fifty-two members during the 
past two months, many of them being mem¬ 
bers of the I. A. organization, coming over 
to the U. A. On Friday night, May 10, 
I attended the meeting of the Trades 
and Labor Assembly, at which time I 
had an opportunity of helping to unseat the 
I. A. steamfitters, in accord with the de¬ 
cision of the A. F. of L. Local 455 now has 
a hustling business agent in the person 
of Robert Morgan, and I feel before this 
report reaches our readers the fitter situa¬ 
tion in this city will be pretty well cleaned 
up. The steamfitters* helpers of this city 
have never been organized. We therefore 
held a meeting for that purpose May 15th. 
Charter will be sent for at once, and 
there is no doubt of the success of the 
new organization. 

I had the pleasure of attending the reg¬ 
ular meeting of Local 34, which was, as 
usual, a well attended and interesting one. 
While here I have been working with Busi¬ 
ness Agents Peglo and Morgan trying 
to accomplish some things for the benefit 
of all. Outside of three bad shops in St. 
Paul the local is in fine shape, and are 
now enjoying a half holiday on Saturdays 
all year around. 

Sincerely trusting this report will meet 
with the approval of our general member¬ 
ship.

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Report of General Organizer Lynn. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

At the close of my last report I was 
working between Toledo and Lima, Ohio. 
Our little local in Lima is being strongly 
opposed by combination of employers who 
resorted to the courts in an endeavor to 
stop our men from doing legitimate picket¬ 
ing even in a peaceful manner. 

At the hearing of this case, we won a 
complete victory, and I will venture to 
predict that the ultimate result of the strike 
will also be a victory for our members in 
Lima. At Toledo, where our members have 
been on a strike for over a year, I decided 
after conferring with many of the promi¬ 
nent members of the Plumbers' and Steam- 
fitters' Local Unions, and also interviewing 
several employers that were inclined to 
be favorable toward their old employes, 
that a new plan of action was necessary. 
After holding joint meetings of the officers 
and the executive boards of both locals 
and later holding a joint meeting of the 
locals themselves, a plan was adopted which 
has already been conducive of good results 
in that city. One could not say too much 
regarding the loyalty of our men in To¬ 
ledo, men who have been opposed by one 
of the strongest combinations of employ¬ 
ers that ever existed, who are known as 
the C. I. A.—Citizens' Industrial Associa¬ 
tion. Our members have stood pat for 
over one year and will eventually win out 
regardless of the interference of this out¬ 
side organization that is controlled by 
men that are making a living by stirring 
strife between our employers and ourselves. 
Leaving Toledo I went to Middletown, 
Ohio, to attend a meeting of our Local 
Union that has been for some time endeav¬ 
oring to perfect an agreement with the em¬ 
ployers of that city. Business Agent Duf¬ 
fy and Brother King of Dayton, Ohio, also 
attended this meeting. Brother Duffy had 
been aiding our local, in fact had spent 
considerable time in Middletown in the in¬ 
terest of our members. After discussing 
conditions with him and with the members 
at the meeting and later on the next day 
after conferring with all the employers an 
understanding was reached which will 
bring forth the agreement sought for by 
the Local Union. From Middletown I went 
to Dayton, Ohio, to attend a special meet¬ 
ing of the officers of Local 162, at which 
the men working in the one and only non¬ 
union shop of any consequence were to be 
given consideration. 

Brother Wm. Groeniger, former Business 
Agent of Local 162 and at present Ohio 
State Plumbing Inspector, was in attend¬ 
ance, and as Brother Groeniger was thor¬ 
oughly conversant with conditions in Day- 
ton he was able to render some valuable 
suggestions and I feel confident that the 
action taken at this meeting will enable 
Business Agent Duffy to make a complete 
cleanup for Local 162. While in Dalton 
and Middletown I learned that our local in 


Hamilton, Ohio, was on strike, and as I 
was in the vicinity I decided to call there. 
1 arrived on the night of a special meeting 
of the Building Trades, and at this meeting 
1 found that our members had been some¬ 
what misled by that organization enforcing 
them to insert certain arbitrary clauses in 
the agreement that our local had ten days 
previous to my arrival presented to the 
bosses; on the following day at a special 
meeting of our Local Union, I set our 
members right on that proposition and la¬ 
ter arranged a meeting with our employers 
at which we came to an amicable agree¬ 
ment, signing up for two years; in fact, 
getting forty cents more per day than what 
our original demands called for, making 
the wages in Hamilton $4.40 per day, eight 
hours, half holiday on Saturday, restriction 
of apprentices and good general working 
condition. This speaks well for this local 
union that was organized only five years 
ago, at which time plumbers and steam- 
fitters of Hamilton were working for from 
$2.00 to $3.00 per day, with a ten-hour 
work day. From Hamilton I went to Cin¬ 
cinnati, Ohio, where I took up certain 
matters with Business Agent Anderson, of 
Local 59 and the business agents of the 
other building trades, who had been re¬ 
ferred to me by Secretary Burke. I will 
refrain from comment upon this matter at 
the present time, except to say that I feel 
confident that the steam-fitters of Cincin¬ 
nati will be U. A. men, if our line of action 
is carried out. 

I also had the pleasure of attending the 
regular meeting or Local 59. I am writing 
this report in Cincinnati. I leave for 
Wheeling, W. Va., tomorrow, with the 
hope of being able to revive the old local, 
which Secretary Burke informs me as be¬ 
ing out of business.

A Change in Program. 

Washington.—The house committee on 
appropriation recently proposed to dismiss 
employes of the government in the classi¬ 
fied service who had reached 65 years of 
age. This proposition was met with in¬ 
tense opposition and the committee finally 
announced that the obnoxious section would 
be striken out. Later President Taft sent 
a message to congress approving the plan 
of the commission on economy and effi¬ 
ciency to retire all government employes 
upon reaching the age of 70 years, with 
annuities of one-half of their salaries, with 
a maximum of $600 per year. The plan pro¬ 
vides that employes entering the service 
after the adoption of the superannuation 
scheme shall make annual contributions 
from their salaries to provide a retirement 
fund. The opening of this question un¬ 
doubtedly will result in the inauguration 
of some retirement plan to coyer all gov¬ 
ernment employes in the classified service. 
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Report of General Organizer Sheehe. 


Boston, Mass., May 15, 1912. 
To the Officers and Members of the 
United Association: 

For the past two months my report has 
been omitted from our journal, for which 
I wish to apologize to the membership and 
state that it was due to the fact that I have 
been so overwhelmed with work I could 
not really spare the time to get out my re¬ 
port. In fact, at the present, were it not 
for the fact that I feel that the membership 
might be a little impatient to hear from 
me, I would omit this report, as I am at 
this time engaged in one of the most bit¬ 
ter labor struggles that has ever been 
fought in this section. 

Since my last report I am engaged in the 
defense of our steam-fitters of Boston, and 
I can assure you, brothers, that there has 
been one hot time here since. 

As you will remember in one of my pre¬ 
vious reports, I informed our membership 
that I made agreements with the George 
A. Fuller Company that on and after Feb¬ 
ruary 26, none but U. A. fitters would be 
employed on their work. On February 
27, I displaced the I. A. men that were on 
the Fuller work with members of our asso¬ 
ciation and at noontime the bricklayers, 
plasterers, carpenters and lathers, who 
were outside the Building Trades’ Council, 
struck against our members. After about 
ten days the steam fitters were stopped and 
the trades that were on strike returned to 
work. However, before this work was 
stopped, President Alpine and myself were 
given assurances that when the work was 
again resumed it would be done by our 
members. The work was held up from 
March 7 until April 10, on which day the I. 
A. Fitters were put back again on the work 
—in direct violation to Fuller’s agreement 
—so that all the trades affiliated with the 
trades’ council struck on these jobs in de¬ 
fense of our fitters. We had the work well 
tied up and the Fuller Company com¬ 
menced to use new tactics, by not only him¬ 
self petitioning for injunction, but also 
forcing his sub-contractors to petition for 
the same. These cases came up in court on 
April 18, from which time we were in court 
for a week. It looked very much as though 
the opposition thought they would over¬ 
whelm us by a multiplicity of bills and le¬ 
gal talent. But I am pleased to report, 
brothers, that our attorney so completely 
outclassed the bunch of attorneys that op¬ 
posed him that he made them all look like 
a bunch of bush-leaguers. 

I have nothing but praise for the judge 
who presided, as a most fair and reason¬ 
able man; and I feel that if we had more 
Judge Pierces there would be less feeling 
toward our courts, caused by the usurpa¬ 
tion of power that they sometimes assume 
in labor disputes. 

After an exhaustive trial the court dis¬ 
missed the petition of the George A. Fuller 
Company, also the L. W. Taylor Company, 
finding that they could not seek relief in a 
court of equity, as they had wilfully and 


wrongfully broken a legal contract. Since 
this time the strike has continued, the 
Fuller Company not receding from its 
wrongful position, but going into the fight 
with the avowed intentions of breaking up 
our Building Trades Council. The Fuller 
Company has succeeded in getting men to 
break our strike from New York City. The 
worst feature of this is the fact that some 
supposed to be leaders in New York are 
sending men over here to take the places 
of the Boston men that are now on strike 
and who, in many cases, belong to their 
own International. 

This is especially true of the tile-layers. 
After 37 men had quit, by orders of the 
department, their places were immediately 
filled by tile-layers from New York, with 
the approval of their own international 
president. Such tactics as this should 
surely bring a successful career to a man 
like him in the labor movement. 

Owing to the influx of the skates, I de¬ 
sire to state that it has had no very dis¬ 
tressing effect on any of the trades in our 
council. While I will not admit that these 
desertions have weakened our position, yet 
it may serve to prolong the fight. But oth¬ 
erwise, I am very optimistic as to the final 
results. 

After a month of scouring the country 
for “scabs” they have only succeeded in 
getting six plumbers to take the places of 
the 70 odd plumbers that went on strike; 
so I guess by this you can see that the 
plumber is yet to be reckoned with. 

There are other signs which make me 
feel sure of our ultimate success and that 
is the fact that the trades that struck 
.against our men now see the folly of their 
move; and now, realizing that they are 
working under police protection and also 
working with “scabs” that took the places 
of the sheet-metal workers, engineers, ele¬ 
vator constructors, tile-layersi cement 
workers and plumbers, they fully realize 
the main object of the George A. Fuller 
Company has been to break the potency of 
the Building Trades Department. They see 
that should Fuller succeed in this, that 
they—the same trades that helped to serve 
the purpose of the George A. Fuller Com¬ 
pany—will also be annihilated. Realizing 
this there is a strong feeling permeating all 
the trades to get together to preserve their 
organizations. 

At the present time there is a represen¬ 
tative from all the building trades, and 
President Short, of the Department, is here 
holding conferences with the object in view 
of solidifying the council and to have the 
council live to the laws and decision made 
by the American Federation of Labor. I 
believe that they have come at a most op¬ 
portune time and feel that they shall be 
successful in their work in re-establishing 
the Boston Building Trades Council to a 
position second to none in the Depart¬ 
ment*

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Report of General Organizer Higgins, 


To the Officers and Members of the United 

Association: 

My Teport this month starts with my at¬ 
tendance at the meeting of the Greater 
New York District Council to take up some 
matters of interest to our membership and 
to meet the delegates to the Council. I 
then went to Redbank, N. J.. where our 
Local No. 181 had made a demand on the 
employers. I was met by Bro. Slattery, 
the president of the Local, and we made 
arrangements to hold a conference with the 
employers the next day, some of them not 
being in town just then. 

I then went to Yonkers and attended the 
meeting of Local No. 152, and arranged for 
the Local appointing a committee to meet 
with a like committee from Local No. 544. 

I then returned to New York City to 
confer with our attorney and some of our 
members in relation to our case. Then I 
went to Redbank, N. J., to attend a con¬ 
ference with a committee of Local No. 181 
and the employers, in an effort to secure 
an agreement for our Local. After some 
hours spent in this matter, we were unable 
to do anything with the employers, and I 
attended a meeting of the members and 
reported to them; the Local took action 
to go on strike if I could not on the next 
day make an agreement with the individual 
employers. 

The next day, with a committee of the 
Local, I visited each employer to try and 
make a break in the ranks of the Masters’ 
Association, but without success, and in 
the evening our men decided to go out on 
strike next morning. I had to return to 
New York City to confer with our attor¬ 
ney, to give him any assistance he needed 
in preparing our case to have our members 
see and talk to him. I then went to Red¬ 
bank and spoke to our men who were then 
on strike, advising them what I believed 
was necessary to win their fight, which I 
expect will not be a long fight, but a fight 
that is really needed in Redbank to com¬ 
pel the employers to treat our men as hu¬ 
man beings and not as automatons without 
hearts or brains. 

I then returned to New York City to 
attend a conference with the business 
agents of Local No. 480, Bros. O’Brien and 
Hill, and Local No. 498, Bros. McGowan 
and Connelly, in the office of a large con¬ 
tracting firm, in relation to the situation 
existing in Boston, Mass., after quite some 
discussion there was absolutely nothing got 
out of the conference for any relief to the 
Boston situation. I then went myself to 
another firm interested in the same matter, 
but could not do anything with them. Hav¬ 
ing received a wire from Bro. Alpine, our 
general president, I met him on the next 
day in conference on many matters, and 
then went with him to attend a conference 
with our attorney on the 22nd. On the 
advice of Bro. Alpine, he and Bro. Sheehe 
being enjoined by the courts in Boston, I 
made a hurried trip to Hartford, where 


some of our members were out on a strike 
in support of other trades, and against a 
firm which was acting in a fair manner 
to our men in Boston. 

I met Bro. Tom Sweeney, the business 
agent of Local No. 76, and went into 
the matter with him, so that the situation 
might be cleared up in Hartford and help 
us in Boston. This matter Bro. Sweeney 
will do all in his power to settle up, which 
means much in Hartford, and I can report 
now that the matter was settled the next 
day. 

In the evening I had the pleasure of at¬ 
tending the meeting of Local No. 76 and 
addressing the members. 

I then returned back to New York to 
again confer with our attorney, and some 
of our men and also employers, in regard 
to our case. 

The next day for the greater part was 
spent in the court house waiting for our 
case to be called, which was called and 
postponed for a few days. In the evening 
I was at the meeting of L. U. No. 498. 

I had to keep in touch with Redbank, 
when I could not get there by telephone. 
I next went to Morristown, and attended a 
meeting of our Local No. 334, in an effort 
to reorganize the Local and get our former 
members enough interested to attend their 
organization meetings. This matter I find 
needs quite some coaxing along, and will 
be carried on by those in the Local who 
realize the necessity of getting together. 
I will have to get back at a later date. 

I returned to take up a number of mat¬ 
ters with different firms in New York, re¬ 
lating to Boston, Richmond and New Jer¬ 
sey; also to confer again with the attorney. 

In the evening I went to Orange, N. J., 
to see Bro. Mulhall, business agent of 
Local No. 122, and a former member of 
the General Executive Board of the U. A., 
after getting in touch with him, to go to 
our attorney’s office the next day to confer 
with him. 

I then went to Redbank to advise with 
our men out on strike, and then returned 
to the attorney’s office to do whatever 
might be needed by the attorney. 

Part of the next day was spent the same 
way, and on Monday morning our case was 
called for trial and took up two days' space 
and memory will not permit me to mention 
the different members of the U. A. at the 
trial, and to be brief will say that, to our 
great surprise, a verdict was returned 
against the U. A., which is being fought 
out in the legal way. 

A matter of a somewhat serious nature 
took place during the trial, and in which I 
will not make public, required my attention 
in the court house the next day in company 
of one of our members, this matter will 
not turn out to be a serious matter, I hope. 

I found it necessary from advices I had 
received to watch for men leaving New 
York to go to Boston and also Peekskill 
and Redbank, and I succeeded in getting 
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some men going to Peekskill and to Red- 
bank and managed to persuade them not 
to go. This matter required some little 
attention to different points in New York, 
as well as some time. 

I made a trip to Redbank, where matters 
appeared to be near a settlement, and I 
can report that the Local won a splendid 
victory, receiving an increase of 50 cents a 
day and, what is more important, the aboli¬ 
tion of the open shop, a condition they 
have been working under. 

I am sorry to have to report that I had, 
to lay up in bed at this time for a few 
days with pleurisy, and I now at this writ¬ 
ing am at work again, having attended two 
conferences here in Peekskill in an effort 
to secure an agreement for our men, who 
are on strike, for an increase and a closed 
shop. 

I am leaving here for Buffalo on the 
orders of the General Office, and will re¬ 
port later on Peekskill and Buffalo.

Washington.—President Taft has re¬ 
stored to his former position Charles H. 
Quackenbos, a railway mail clerk of Stam¬ 
ford, Conn., who was dismissed by Post¬ 
master General Hitchcock in April, 1911, 
because he was active in the protest which 
arose when the postmaster general issued 
his famous “economy order.” While Mr. 
Hitchcock was requested to reinstate 
Quackenbos by the congressional delega¬ 
tion from Connecticut, yet he refused, and 
the case was then taken to the White 
House, with the result indicated.

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Report of General Organizer Casey, 


Baltimore, Md., May 12, 1912. 

To the Officers and Members of the United 

Association: 

At the close of my previous report I was 
home on account of sickness in my family. 
Just as soon as conditions would permit, 

I left home and took up my work on the 
road. 

Secretary Burke having notified me that 
our Local Union of Huntington, W. Va., 
was locked out and requesting that I go 
there as soon as possible, I started for 
Huntington, stopping off at Pittsburgh for 
about two hours to see Vice President 
McKee about certain matters concerning 
the U. A. Upon my arrival in Huntington 
I found that a new agreement had been 
prepared by the Local Union and pre¬ 
sented to the employers. This agreement 
provided for an increase in wages and bet- 
ter^ conditions and, although it is a very 
fair agreement, a few of the employers re¬ 
fused to be a party to it, and locked their 
men out and at once endeavored to secure 
non-union men to take the places of our 
men who were put on the street. This 
being the first trouble this Local has had 
since being organized a short time ago. 
Some members were a little afraid of the 
results. T had the officers call a special 
meeting of the Local, where the entire 
situation was gone over and a policy out¬ 
lined which if followed I believe will be 
the means of bringing about a speedy and 
satisfactory end to this trouble. 

Having been notified by President Alpine 
and Secretary Burke to be in Baltimore on 
May 2nd to address an open meeting and 
remain there for some time to assist our 
Local Unions in their campaign of organ¬ 
izing they had under way, I was compelled 
to leave for Baltimore at 2 a. m., arriving 
there at 5 p. m., in time to take part in 
the meeting. Bro. Wm. J. Spencer, secre¬ 
tary treasurer of the B. T. D., was also 
present and gave those present a great 
many reasons why they should become 
members of the United Association. At 
the conclusion of the meeting quite a num¬ 
ber secured application cards and promised 
to become members. After going over the 
situation with B. A. Moore and Vice Presi¬ 
dent O'Rourke, and outlining a policy to 
be followed, I left for Hazelton, Pa., where 
our Local Union was on strike. Upon my 
arrival a meeting was hsld and the situa¬ 
tion gone over. The next day, accompanied 
by a committee, I called to see many of 
the employers to try and arrange a confer¬ 
ence, at first they were very determined 
not to do anything, but after talking the 
matter over some of them agreed the proper 
course was to hold a meeting and go over 
1 he situation together. 

Having previously arranged to attend a 
special meeting of Local No. 433 on Wed¬ 
nesday evening, also a special meeting of 
Local No. 48 on Thursday evening, I was 
compelled to leave for Baltimore before 
finishing the work under way or meeting 
the employers. I promised to return just 


as soon as possible. I arrived in Baltimore 
in time to attend the special meeting of 
Local No. 438, where the entire matter of 
organizing the city was gone over. At the 
special meeting of Local No. 48, the follow¬ 
ing night, the same subject was covered. 
The question of organizing Baltimore as 
it should be is a big undertaking and it is 
going to be slow work and take much time 
and patience, and it all depends on the 
members of Local Unions Nos. AS and 438 
what progress will be made along these 
lines. If they are willing to take this mat¬ 
ter up as it should and demonstrate they 
are interested, a great deal can. be done 
to remove the very bad conditions existing 
at this time, on the other hand, if they are 
not going into this matter as thev ought 
to, the success will not be so good. 

President Alpine being in Washington at¬ 
tending the meeting of the Executive Coun¬ 
cil of the A. F. of L., accompanied by 
Vice President O'Rourke, I went to Wash¬ 
ington to see him about certain matters of 
very much importance to the U. A., after 
which we returned to Baltimore to take 
up the work already referred to.

Doctor Kerby Square with Labor. 

Washington.—Rev. William J. Kerby of 
the Catholic University, in speaking before 
the Catholic Philopatrian literary institute 
of Philadelphia, lauded the benefit which 
has accrued to society through the organi¬ 
zation of labor unions. He said in part: 
“The law has long since recognized the 
principle that laborers may form unions 
for purposes of mutual protection. Or¬ 
ganized labor has rendered to modern so¬ 
ciety services of which it may be proud. 
It has awakened discipline, and educated 
laboring men when none of the other social 
forces could reach them to do this work.” 


Preachers Want Minimum Wage. 

Boston.—A movement which aims to 
make $1,000 the minimum salary of clergy¬ 
men in the Methodist Episcopal church, 
has been launched here by a member of 
the board of foreign missions. In support 
of the statement that preachers are under¬ 
paid a declaration is made that of the 101 
churches in a certain district in New Eng¬ 
land, only 12 pay their pastors more than 
$700 a year. It is further stated that one- 
half of the churches are paying far less 
than a living wage. 


Proposes Election of Judges. 

Washington.—A constitutional amend¬ 
ment which provides for the election of 
federal judges, has been proposed in the 
house by Representative Neely of Kansas. 
The resolution would limit the tenure of 
office of district judges to six years and 
provides for their selection by the regu¬ 
larly qualified voters of the district. Its 
provisions do not change the existing and 
constitutional method of electing the judges 
of the superior federal courts. 
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Report of General Organizer Clark. 


Seattle, May 13, 1912. 
To the Officers and Members of the U. A.: 

At the close of my last report we were 
in Seattle trying to adjust the difficulty 
that had arisen in Local No. 32, and, which 
has been reported while we were there, the 
Everett Local sent Bro. Coefield and myself 
and a general invitation to the officers and 
members of our locals in Seattle to attend 
a “smoker" in Everett, but owing to the 
fact that Bro. Coefield had to get to San 
Francisco on the following Sunday and 
wished to stop off in Portland, we were 
unable to attend, and I extend an apology 
to the members of No. 265 for running 
away, but will avail myself of the next 
opportunity that may present itself. We 
arrived in Portland Friday morning and 
made our way to the Labor Temple, where 
wc met the leaders of the labor movement 
in this city. We attended the meeting of 
the Steam Fitters in the evening, where 
both Bro. Coefield and myself addressed a 
few remarks to assembled brothers, the fol¬ 
lowing day Bro. Coefield left for San 
Francisco, and I began to look over the 
situation to see what efforts might be put 
forth to better the conditions here. We 
are now working in connection with the 
rest of the members and expect to see 
things move soon. 

Left Wednesday morning for Eugene, 
where I had been expected for a year or 
more and, though my visit had been delayed 
so long, my welcome was none the less 
warm. We are the only organization in 
this city and this acts as a detriment to 
us, as we are regarded with suspicion, v that 
is, of course, always the case; the pioneers 
are always under the ban of “public opin¬ 
ion." We have a good bunch of workers 
and stickers there and we started a move¬ 
ment that will bring results to all. 

Friday morning left for Roseburg and 
arrived in that Rose City at five-thirty, and 
here is where I had an unusual experience. 
The entire Building Trades* movement of 
Roseburg was at the train to meet me, 
and had a photographer with them. “The 
entire Building Trades’ movement in Rose¬ 
burg is composed of the Plumbers’ and 
Steam Fitters’ Union." 

After having our picture “took," we took 
in the city and in the evening held a con¬ 
ference with the boys to see what was on 
their minds. There was several matters 
that I was able to fix up for them in 
proper shape the following day, in com¬ 
pany with Bro. Bunnell. We visited the 
employers and as a rule they were favor¬ 
able to our propositions. There is a friendly 
co-operation here between the men and 
the employers that works well; we pro¬ 
pose to maintain it. There is one thing 
noticeable in these smaller cities and that 
is that the milk of human kindness is not 
all soured in the inhabitants, as is some¬ 
times the case in the metropolitan centers, 
and that makes the work of an organizer 
a little bit easier. 

That evening T left for Medford, where 


I arrived at an hour that “grave yards 
yawn and graves give up their dead, and 
I met all the live ones next day, and, say, 
there is a bunch of live wires in this city, 
even though business is at a standstill. We 
have only seven members here just now, 
where we had nearly thirty last year. Noth¬ 
ing doing, and they have left for other 
parts. While in Medford that Sunday 
morning I had the sad duty of attending 
the funeral of Bro. Graham of the Medford 
Local, who had died on the Friday pre¬ 
vious. 

Late Sunday we got all the members of 
362 to gather at headquarters and there 
settled a couple of matters that had brought 
me to Medford at this time. These things 
satisfactorily settled, I left for Grant’s Pass 
on the following morning. This Local has 
only four members at present but, as busi¬ 
ness is picking up, will have more in the 
near future. I found Bro. Jack Wend and 
talked over the situation with him. He 
was very optimistic as to Grant’s Pass, and 
I left well satisfied that our Locals in this 
part of the country are well able to take 
care of their interests. I arrived back in 
Portland on Tuesday morning, where I 
picked up a week’s mail. 

There is a lot of things that might be 
reported on in Portland, but I have found 
it just as well to say nothing until there 
has been something definite in hand. 

There has been signs of a lockout in 
Spokane for over a year to my personal 
knowledge, and I was in no wise surprised 
to receive a message from Secretary Burke 
to go there at once, May first, so I picked 
up my few “belongings" and made for Spo¬ 
kane, arriving on the morning of the third. 
We have about sixty members locked out 
here, which is practically all our member¬ 
ship in Spokane. The cause of the men 
quitting is that our employers nailed up 
the following sign: This place of business 
is run on the “open shop principle, all 
employes will be paid according to their 
individual merit," which, of course, means 
that our minimum scale would be the max¬ 
imum scale paid to one man and the rest 
would get what they could or quit and let 
scabs take their places. It meant that we 
would have no control over the member¬ 
ship, so as quick as that card went up, out 
went the plumbers and fitters and helpers. 
We are now going into the master plumb¬ 
ing business and with a vengeance, right 
off the bat. The boys were no more than 
out on the street than some of them had 
jobs of their own at prices that would net 
them wages. We rather expect this to last 
all summer. I will be surprised if it does 
not, but if the business interests want the 
bottom kicked out of Spokane, believe me, 
we will do it for them. In the past we 
have resisted the employers* attempts to 
do this and for that reason it has taken 
a long time to run a town down, but we 
are taking a different tack here, and are 
going to help to put it in fine shape quick 
and have the misery over with.

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Report of General Organizer Bruce. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 

Association: 

At the close of my last report I was in 
London, with the idea of reviving interest 
with the men of our craft in the work of 
organization. I met our late secretary, Bro. 
Avery, who was as energetic as ever, and 
went into the situation, but with the inter¬ 
views I had with others, and the existing 
condition, I was not able to reorganize. 
Our Local’s condition in this town is de¬ 
plorable and the workers will have to make 
a very decided move if they continue to 
allow things to go the way they are at 
present, but I am hopeful of the future. 

April 17 I arrived in Guelph. There has 
been a lack of interest in this town by some 
of our members, which seemed to discour¬ 
age the few loyal brothers who were en¬ 
deavoring to keep the flag flying. I visited 
several of the brothers, and hope for better 
results in the future. I attended the reg¬ 
ular meeting, with only a fair attendance, 
hut of men of the right kind, and I was 
pleased to be able to initiate two new mem¬ 
bers. Under Good and Welfare I was able 
to speak on the work of our organization 
and the present conditions, and we had a 
discussion which will help the whole situa¬ 
tion and things will be better for the future. 
Bro. James, our secretary, with several 
other brothers, intends to make things 
move and Local 534 will keep on going. 

April 22 I arrived in Berlin and got in 
touch with Secretary Goelscher, who re¬ 
ported everything very fair, and had ar¬ 
ranged for a special meeting of Local 527, 
which was well attended. I spoke on sev¬ 
eral matters of interest and we went into 
several things that needed attention and 
which, if carried into effect, will bring 
them good results. While here I was able 
to get in touch with several brothers who 
were losing interest and got promises of 
better results in the future. I was also 
privileged to speak to the Trades and Labor 
Council on the general movement, and had 
a good reception. Many matters of interest 
at present are agitating the minds of the 
workers and I am urging interest by our 
Central bodies to the great work of our 
Locals and our organization in trying to 
secure better and more sanitary conditions 
all over the country, and seeking their co¬ 
operation in our efforts to have effective 
laws placed on the statutes governing our 
trade. 

April 24th I‘ arrived in St. Thomas, where 
a Local of the I. A. is in the railroad shops. 
I conferred with some of the members and 
from the interview I had I am satisfied to 
report that in the near future we will have 
a satisfactory condition in the shops. 

April 25 I attended the meeting of the 
Trades Council and was granted the priv¬ 
ilege of addressing the members and giving 
an explanation of the U. A.-I. A. contro¬ 
versy, which was well received, and many 
expressed concurrence in the plan of one 
organization for the pipe trades. President 
Dougherty of the Council gave me some 


important information that will be helpful 
in the future. As far as the city is con¬ 
cerned, the trade is in a bad condition, very 
few mechanics being engaged, and almost 
any class of work going. Our only hope 
of better conditions in these smaller towns 
appears to be in getting a satisfactory law 
on the statutes. 

April 20 I arrived in Toronto for a few 
days. T attended the regular meeting of 
Local 40, which was fairly well attended. 
The members seem to be working better 
in the interests of the Local, and the new 
organizing plan seems to be bringing re¬ 
sults. Business Agent Storey had a batch 
of men for initiation, which sounds good 
and looks as if things are moving. 

April 29th I arrived in St. Catherines, 
met Bro. Oliver and went into situation, 
which was satisfactory for our local shops. 
He reported that they had been successful 
in straightening out a shop which had been 
against them for a few years, which speaks 
well for the determination of the members 
of Local 244. There are a few large works 
being erected by outside firms, which they 
are unable to control. I visited these places 
and found some of the usual type of inter¬ 
lopers on the job, and nothing could be 
accomplished. 

April 30th I visited some of the growing 
outside towns in this vicinity, Thorold and 
Welland, but they are too small as yet, 
although in the near future the possibilities 
seem good. 

May 1st I attended the Trades Council 
and was accorded the privilege of speaking 
to the Council on matters of importance, 
chiefly the proposition of our Local for a 
sanitary ordinance for the city. The mat¬ 
ter has been before the city and I am 
hopeful that with the aid of the T. and L. 
Council and the labor alderman, Local 244 
will be able to get a satisfactory by-law 
in their city. , 

May 2nd I attended the regular meeting 
of Local 244, when we had a good attend¬ 
ance and many matters of interest to our 
members were discussed. Conditions in 
this city are fair and our Local in excellent 
condition. 

May 4th I arrived in Toronto. Tn con¬ 
junction with Business Agent Storey I vis¬ 
ited various parts of the city and assisted 
where possible in the organization work 
on hand. I took up the matter of the man¬ 
date from the A. F. of L. with some of 
the members of the I. A. and, now that 
something definite has been ordered, I be¬ 
lieve that there are a good many who will 
see the necessity and utility of such a 
scheme, and who will endeavor to bring 
about harmonius conditions for the benefit 
of the trade. 

May 10th I attended the meeting of 
Local 40, when another batch of new mem¬ 
bers was added to our increasing list. The 
decision of the A. F. of L. was reviewed 
and the matter thoroughly discussed, which 
will help in placing the matter clearly be- 
(Continued on Page 37.)

“A NEW DEFENSE.” 


By Frederick W. Mansfield, of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Bar. 


It is probably true that the Supreme Ju¬ 
dicial Court of Massachusetts has gone 
farther than any other tribunal in the world 
in shaping and settling the law in cases 
arising out of trade disputes in general and 
strikes in particular. Briefly summarized, 
the Massachusetts decisions hold that a 
strike is lawful if 

1. It is for higher wages. 

2. Less hours. 

3. Better conditions of employment. 

It is necessary also, in order to be legal, 
that a strike must not only have justifiable 
objects such as are enumerated above, but 
it must be conducted in a lawful and 
proper manner. If the purpose of the strike 
is lawful but the means used to carry it on 
are unlawful, these unlawful methods will 
be enjoined. On the other hand, if the 
strike is in itself for an unlawful purpose, 
the fact that it is carried on lawfully does 
not help the matter and the strike itself 
will be enjoined. It is plain, then, that two 
elements are necessary to make a legal 
strike: a legal object and lawful methods 
in conducting it. Practically every case 
decided by the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court and every other court in the civilized 
world that has dwelt with this subject, can 
be brought within the above general state¬ 
ment of the law, and strikes that fall out¬ 
side of the above rules may safely be con¬ 
sidered illegal. 

New cases as they arise, new sets of facts 
and surrounding circumstances must neces¬ 
sarily give rise to new decisions embody*ng 
new principles insofar as that may be 
necessary to decide these new cases. 

An illustration in point is a case tried 
very recently before Mr. Justice Edward P. 
Pierce, of the Superior Court of Massachu¬ 
setts, which is not only important to the 
labor movement generally, but will prove 
especially important and interesting to the 
readers of this journal, as the case im 
volved members of the United Association, 
the first defendant named being its gen¬ 
eral president. I refer to the case of 
George A. Fuller Company vs. John R. 
Alpine et al. 

The facts may be briefly stated thus: 

The Fuller Company was the general 
contractor engaged in erecting the Plaza- 
Copley Hotel in Boston. Some time in the 
autumn of 1911, when it appeared that the 
struggle between the United Association 
and the International Association was be¬ 
coming acute, the Fuller Company agreed 
with representatives of the United Asso¬ 
ciation and the American Federation of 
Labor to abide by the decision of the 
American Federation of Labor as to which 
of these organizations was entitled to its 
charter, the question having been referred 
to this latter body to be decided at its con¬ 
vention. As is well known, the convention 
decided in favor of the United Association 
and ordered the International Association 
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to amalgamate with it; but this the Inter¬ 
national Association has refused to do. 
After the convention made this ruling, the 
Fuller Company, in pursuance of its agree¬ 
ment, ordered off all the International 
Association men that were working on the 
building and hired none but United Asso¬ 
ciation men. Thereupon, several of the 
other crafts on the building who were in 
sympathy with the International Associa¬ 
tion, struck, evidently through sympathy 
for the men who were ordered off. This 
strike continued for ten days, during which 
time the United Association men were 
working on the job. The strike so crip¬ 
pled the Fuller Company that at the end 
of these ten days it ordered the United 
Association men off the building, took 
back the International Association men, 
the strike of the other trades was declared 
off and they immediately resumed work. 

Conferences were then had with the 
Fuller Company, at which representatives 
of the United Association and the American 
Federation of Labor accused it of violation 
of its agreement to employ none but 
United Association men. Mr. Fuller replied 
to this that it was true he had engaged to 
hire none but United Association men, 
but that the labor representatives had 
also agreed to see that he had no 
trouble on his job if he did so, and 
he, in turn, accused them of violating 
their part of the agreement in not prevent¬ 
ing the strike of the trades before men¬ 
tioned. The labor representatives denied 
this and stated that they had agreed to use 
their best endeavors to prevent trouble, but 
had not agreed to prevent it absolutely. A 
period of some six weeks of inactivity then 
elapsed, during which no steamfitting or 
plumbing was done upon the job; but when 
this kind of work was resumed, the Fuller 
Company caused it to be resumed by Inter¬ 
national Association men instead of United 
Association men. Thereupon the other 
crafts on the job which were in sympathy 
with the United Association and which be¬ 
long to the; Building Trades Department of 
the American Federation of Labor, struck. 
When matters had reached this stage, the 
Fuller Company applied for an injunction, 
alleging in effect that it was the innocent 
victim of a jurisdictional struggle between 
rival labor organizations and that the 
strike was really intended to punish the 
International Association men and was not 
caused by any grievance which the strikers 
had with the Fuller Company. The defense 
set up to this' complaint was unique in 
Massachnsetts pleading in strike cases, so 
far as the writer is aware. The defense 
admitted the strike, but claimed that it was 
not caused by the reappearance of the In¬ 
ternational Association men on the job, but 
by the breach of its agreement on the part 
of the Fuller Company. This defense set 
up, of course, the justification of the strike, 
but it was not left to be developed at the 
hearing. Instead, the ground was boldly 
taken and a complete recital of the circum¬ 
stances with the grounds upon which the 
defense expected to justify the strike was 


set forth in the answer, and on these plead¬ 
ings issue was joined and the opposing 
forces lined up for battle. 

Some five or six of the sub-contractors 
had filed bills of complaint similar in a gen¬ 
eral way to that of the Fuller Company, 
and inasmuch as the facts involved in all 
the cases were practically the same, it was 
agreed that all the cases should be tried to¬ 
gether, the Fuller case being called first. 
The trial lasted three full court days, the 
presiding justice pronouncing his decision 
on the morning of the fourth day. The 
agreement of the Fuller Company, it is al¬ 
most needless to say, was the stormy petrel 
of the whole campaign, and around it the 
battle flashed and flamed and fiercely raged. 
When the case was finished and the smoke 
of contest had rolled away, we had reached 
the following results: 

1. The judge found that there was an 
agreement on the part of the Fuller Com¬ 
pany to employ only United Association 
men. 

2. That this agreement was lawful. 

3. That the Fuller Company had vio¬ 
lated it. 

4. That it violated the agreement in full 
knowledge of the consequences of its act, 
one of which would be a strike. 

5. That the strike did not come as a re¬ 
sult of the violation of the agreement and 
that the strike was justifiable. 

6. That the Fuller Company was not en¬ 
titled to relief from the consequences of its 
own wrongful act in breaking its agree¬ 
ment. 

The plaintiff’s bill of complaint was dis¬ 
missed, as was also that of one of the sub¬ 
contractors, whom -the judge found was so 
“inextricably” mixed up with the Fuller 
Company that his case necessarily had to 
stand or fall with the Fuller case. The 
other four sub-contractors were granted 
limited injunctions without costs, but as 
these cases were subservient in importance 
to the Fuller case, it is not necessary here 
to enlarge upon them. Damages were re¬ 
fused in every case. 

The result marks the establishing of a 
principle which is sound law, not only in 
Massachusetts, but which undoubtedly will 
be followed by other tribunals. The under¬ 
lying principle is not new, but its applica¬ 
tion to cases like this is new and unprece¬ 
dented.* It has long been axiomatic in 
equity law that no man may expect to 
break a contract with impunity and then 
by application to equity expect to be re¬ 
lieved of the consequences which his own 
wrongful act in breaking his contract 
brought about. Nor could he escape if he 
should plead that the contract which he 
entered into and afterward violated was il¬ 
legal, as the very admission that he had 
entered into an illegal contract would close 
the doors of equity against him and he 
would not be allowed to plead that because 
the contract was illegal. It was, therefore, 
of no effect. Assuming that a contract was 
illegal, the court would leave the parties 
exactly as it found them and no relief 
would be granted, Tbi§ <?ld principle was 
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applied in the Fuller case, and inasmuch as 
the court found that the Fuller Company 
had broken a valid contract, it refused to 
grant relief from conditions caused by the 
plaintiff’s own wrongful act. While this is 
the general basic principle involved and 
which lies at the bottom of the whole ques¬ 
tion, yet the readers of this journal will 
more readily grasp the significance of this 
doctrine when applied to strike cases. It 
means that a strike caused by the violation 
of an agreement by the employer is a justi¬ 
fiable strike. It is enough for workers in 
the labor movement to know this without 
further inquiry, but if the % reasons for the 
decision are sought they will be found as 
just above stated in the application of the 
ancient rule of equity above set forth. The 
importance of this decision can hardly be 
magnified or exaggerated and its far-reach¬ 
ing consequences must be a matter of con¬ 
jecture only. It has added a new defense 
to those formerly recognized by our courts 
and one that is susceptible of many appli¬ 
cations. 

It would be evidence of base ingratitude 
if this article were to be closed without 
saying a word about Judge Pierce. The de¬ 
fendants were indeed fortunate in having 
for a presiding judge at the trial a man so 
absolutely fair and fearless as he. The 
writer has always maintained that judges 
are the victims and creatures of environ¬ 
ment, especially early environment, and 
the point of view assumed by them de¬ 
pends altogether on how their early train¬ 
ing has been shaped and their youthful 
minds formed. For example, if a judge is 
a descendant of one of our old families, if 
you please, surrounded by wealth, culture, 
refinement and old and musty traditions of 
the grandeur of the past—if he has never 
known what it means to work with his 
hands or rub shoulders with his fellowmen 
at the bench or in the workshop; if he has 
never known what it means to support him¬ 
self; in short, if he has never been forced 
to take off his coat in a battle for a living, 
but has always had instilled into him the 
feeling that all existing institutions were 
right and that anything new and radical 
must of necessity be wrong, then it is plain 
that that man, when he becomes a judge, 
is going to measure every case that comes 
before him by his own contracted standard 
and small inch rule. In a case involving a 
struggle between employer and employe— 
or between capital and labor, to use the 
familiar phrase^such a man, all other 
things being equal, is certain, by reason of 
influence and force of his early training, 
to decide in favor of capital, in which he 
sees nothing more than the entrenched, 
powerful interests that he has been led to 
respect and almost worship during his 
whole life. But on the other hand, a man 
who has had some experience with his fel¬ 
low men, especially with the workers, 
would be affected in just the opposite way. 
He will learn to see things partly, at 
least, from the view of the “man in the 
street,” and if his early training has in¬ 


cluded in it work in the shop or years of 
self-support while preparing himself for the 
bar and afterward the bench, his views are 
necessarily broader and he brings to his 
work when he finally becomes a judge, a 
broad-gauge grasp of affairs that is en¬ 
tirely unknown, unappreciated and incom¬ 
prehensible to his associate who descends 
from conservatism itself. To the latter 
class of .men Judge Pierce belongs. He has 
worked at the bench and he knows how 
workmen feel. He knows their likes and 
dislikes and pains and pleasures, and he 
does not think that every member of a 
labor union wears horns and a tail. But 
this humanitarian qualification is by no 
means his only claim to being a great 
judge. His training in the law has been 
thorough and his grasp of legal principles 
as sure and sound as any of his colleagues. 
In addition to this he possesses a tremen¬ 
dous amount of sand and every decision 
which he has ever given and which requires 
a liberal amount of that commodity, proves 
that he has it in abundance. He is a red- 
blooded man. Notwithstanding all this, 
however, it must not be thought that he 
shows any partial leanings toward labor 
unions in his decisions. He is just as quick 
to resent and restrain violations of law and 
order as any other Judge, and if he does 
issue an injunction he expects it to be 
obeyed to the letter; and poor indeed are 
the chances of the unfortunate who is 
brought before him and proved to have 
violated it. The writer deprecates and de¬ 
plores the universal criticism of judges 
throughout the country, although he is well 
aware that there is much ground for it; 
but if the sketch of Judge Pierce which has 
just been given will in any way tend to 
check this wholesale and indiscriminate 
censure, then it will not have been in vain. 
Only let members of organized labor re¬ 
member that here, at least, is one fair and 
impartial judge and that there are probably 
very many of the same calibre and attain¬ 
ments throughout our country. 

One word now for yourselves. Mr. Al¬ 
pine, your president, Mr. James H. Sheehe, 
your local organizer, and the other wit¬ 
nesses called for the defendants acquitted 
themselves nobly. Their testimony and the 
candid and prompt manner in which it was 
given was in sharp and favorable contrast 
to the halting, hesitating and altogether un¬ 
satisfactory performance of the witnesses 
called for Mr. Fuller. They were indeed 
fit representatives of the great labor class 
of this country and they were men to be 
proud of and witnesses, so far as the writer 
has had experience, not to be excelled for 
truth, candor and cogency. 

The moral of all this is that it pays to 
make a fight, that truth will prevail, and 
most important of all, that a straight legiti¬ 
mate defense will be recognized by the 
courts, whether the person making it is a 
multi-millionaire or a humble member of 
a labor union.

We offer our sincere thanks and 
congratulations to Mr. Mansfield for the 
very able manner in which he presented 
and won our case in Boston and we are 
also very appreciative of the fair and im¬ 
partial conduct of Mr. Justice Edward P. 
Fierce in rendering .the decision he did 
which was made on solid equitable grounds 
and cannot be disputed. If we had more 
Judge Pierces our burdens would be con¬ 
siderably lightened. 


UNIONS WIN NEW POINT. 


First Decision of Its Kind in Massachu¬ 
setts. 


Labor won a new point in its fight against 
capital this morning when Judge Pierce 
of the Superior court ruled that a strike 
called because an employer breaks an 
agreement or contract with a union is 
justifiable and therefore legal. The de¬ 
cision was iqade in the case brought by 
the George A. Fuller Company against 
John R. Alpine and others, because of a 
strike on the work on the Copley-Plaza 
hotel. 

Counsel for the unions and labor leaders, 
who were present in court this morning, 
are jubilant. They say that the case sets 
a precedent and that it is a great victory 
for them. The point at issue, a breach of 


contract, is new to labor litigation in Mas¬ 
sachusetts, and counsel for both sides com¬ 
mented on the suit, following the decision, 
agreeing that it was a “very pretty case.” 
Previous decisions have decided that strikes 
called for the purpose of securing higher 
pay or bettering working conditions are 
justifiable, but the question of a breach of 
contract has never before been at issue. In 
his decision, Judge Pierce said: 

“In the matter of George A. Fuller Com¬ 
pany against John R. Alpine and others, 
I find: First, that George A. Fuller Com¬ 
pany entered into a lawful contract with 
John R. Alpine and others representing 
the defendants in this case. The George A. 
Fuller Company wilfully and with a full 
knowledge of the consequences which were 
likely to follow, among which was a strike, 
deliberately chose to violate the terms of 
their contract. I therefore find: 

“First, that by reason of such wrongful 
conduct, the George A. Fuller Company 
is not entitled to relief in a court of equity 
as against the consequences which it has 
brought upon itself. 

“Secondly, I find that the strike which 
followed was a lawful strike.” 


“I see in the near future a crisis ap¬ 
proaching that unnerves me, and causes me 
to tremble for the safe- 
Abraham Lin- ty of my country. As a 
coin’s forebod- result of war, corpora- 
ings of the future, tions have been en¬ 
throned, and an era of 
corruption in high 
places will follow, and the money power 
of the country will endeavor to prolong its 
reign by working upon the prejudices of 
the people, until all the wealth is aggre¬ 
gated into a few hands, and the republic is 
destroyed. I feel at this moment more 
anxiety for the safety of our country than 
ever before, even in the midst of the war. 
God grant that my forebodings may bd 
groundless. Monarchy itself is sometimes 
hinted at as a refuge from the people. In 
my present position I could scarcely be jus¬ 
tified were I to omit to raise a warning 
voice against the approach of a returning 
despotism. It is assumed that labor is 
available only in connection with capital; 
that nobody labors unless somebody else, 
owning capital, somehow by the use of it, 
induces him to labor. Labor is prior to 
and independent of capital. Capital is only 
the fruit of labor, and could not have exist¬ 
ed if labor had not first existed. Labor 
is superior to capital and deserves much 
the higher consideration. I bid the labor¬ 
ing people beware of surrendering the pow¬ 
er which they possess, and which if sur¬ 
rendered will surely shut the door of ad- 
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vancement for such as they, and fix new 
disabilities and burdens upon them until 
all of liberty be lost. 

“In the early days of our race the Al¬ 
mighty said to the first of mankind, ‘In the 
sweat of thy face shalt thou eat thy bread/ 
and since then, if we except the light and 
air of Heaven, no good thing has been or 
can be enjoyed by us without having first 
cost labor. And, inasmuch as most good 
things have been produced by labor, it fol¬ 
lows that all such things belong of right to 
those whose labor has produced them, but 
it has so happened, in all the ages of the 
world, that some have labored and others 
have without labor enjoyed a large portion 
of the fruits. This is wrong and should not 
continue. To secure to each laborer the 
whole product of his labor, as nearly as 
possible, is the worthy object of any gov¬ 
ernment/*

and it further states conclusively that no 
more per capita tax shall be received by the 
American Federation of Labor from the In¬ 
ternational Association of Steamfitters and 
Helpers, as they have refused to accept the 
decision as handed down by the Atlanta 
convention of the American Federation and 
the Building Trades Department thereof 
and therefore become suspended by their 
action in not accepting the amalgamation 
order of the convention. President Gom- 
pers has notified all central bodies. State 
Federations and all national and interna¬ 
tional organizations of this decision and 
of which a verbatim copy is printed on the 
front pages of this journal. Since all or¬ 
ganizations affiliated with the A. F. of L. 
have been notified the different central 
bodies of the various cities and towns 
throughout the United States and Canada 
are now suspending the I. A. Steamfitters 
and having them unseated and which is 
their imperative duty in order that the man¬ 
dates of the American Federation of Labor 
and of the whole American labor movement 
shall be obeyed and carried into execution. 

It is also the imperative duty of our 
local unions to have their delegates insist 
that this rebellious organization be unseat¬ 
ed immediately from all central bodies and 
State Federations as well as all the de¬ 
partments of the A. F. of L. The United 
Association has accepted the decision of 
the American Federation of Labor and its 
plan of amalgamation and is prepared now 
and always has been since the order went 
forth, to carry the same into execution. 
Many of the central bodies have already 
unseated the I. A. of Steamfitters since the 
order went out and it is only the matter 
of short time when they will be ousted 
from every body affiliated with the A. F.

obey the law or henceforth be outcasts 
from the society of the orthodox labor 
unions of America. The labor movements 
are very well aware of the nefarious prac¬ 
tices of the officers of the I. A. association 
in forming a scab plumbers* union where 
they are now at this moment taking the 
places of our members of East St. Louis 
that have been locked out by their em¬ 
ployers. In New Haven, Conn., where our 
local 349 is on strike, Organizer Michael 
Garrett of the I. A. Steamfitters came 
oersonally into New Haven the other 
day with ten rat steamfitters and put 
them on the jobs that our members 
struck on. and Mr. Garrett, from informa¬ 
tion received, has been negotiating with 
the bosses of New Haven devising ways 
and means to break the strike. This is 
not the first time that the I. A. association 
has aided the bosses to break strikes 
against the United Association; it is a 
notorious fact that I. A. association is a 
bosses’ organization, and we have th* cv ; 
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dence to prove that they are in combina¬ 
tion with the bosses in all their outrageous 
and diabolical strikebreaking schemes. The 
character of this I. A. association is so 
black with their dirty deeds against the 
basic principles of the trades union move¬ 
ment, that we are surprised that good union 
men would associate with them or even 
consider them. The labor movement of 
America cannot for an instant tolerate such 
conduct in an organization calling them¬ 
selves union men; if they did, they would 
be considered as condoning the most se¬ 
rious trangression of labor’s principles and 
be as bad, if not worse, than the culprits 
themselves. It is now high time that all 
labor should do their duty and show to the 
world that the “tail shall never wag the 
dog” in the American labor movement, in 
order that peace and tranquility will reign 
supreme and that all interested in the build¬ 
ing trades shall reap the just rewards of 
their labor that they are entitled to by 
right. 


A tragedy so terrible and which might 
have been averted, naturally calls out bit¬ 
ter denunciations against 
the business men whose 
Lesson of the management is respon- 

“Titanic” sible. That all such de- 

Disaster. nunciations, even the 

bitterest, are excusable 
in so far as they afford 
relief to overwrought 
sorrow or anger or horror, no one with a 
spark of the human in him would deny. 
That they are useful in so far as they tend 
to make ocean travel safer in the future, 
few would wish to dispute. But to all who 
have eyes to see or ears to hear, this 
“Titanic” disaster will carry a deeper les¬ 
son than the necessity for better safety 
appliances at sea; it will arouse higher 
emotions than anger at any person! or 
class. 

The inexcusable destruction of those 
fifteen hundred human lives was not all 
from greed. Though greed may have 
played a part along with many another im¬ 
pulse, it could have been only on the sur¬ 
face. Greed does not run deep. This was 
proved by the truest of tests at the climax 
of the tragedy. The democratic impulse— 
most distinctly human of all human char¬ 
acteristics, braver than greed and more ab¬ 
sorbing than selfishness—came uppermost 
then. At that supreme moment, when 
human souls were on trial, the appeal to 
brotherhood was intuitive and overwhelm¬ 
ing. Kiser’s inspiring verse gives us the 
picture: 

Christian and Jew. and humble and high, 
Master and servant, they stood at last, 
Bound by a glorious brotherly tie. 

At last! But why only at last? Was the 
spirit of brotherhood absent before? Had 
greed crowded it out? Had consciousness 
of race or class made it insensible to every 
emotion but fear of death? This cannot 


be. Fear of death could not awaken a 
sense of brotherhood, fear of death could 
not make way for a democratic spirit to 
rise supreme—not if that sense, not if this 
spirit, were less powerful among human 
passions than selfishness. Were the demo¬ 
cratic spirit indeed non-existent or para¬ 
lyzed, were selfishness normally in supreme 
command, selfishness would be strength¬ 
ened, not weakened, by fears of death and 
hopes of escape. No; not selfishness but 
democracy is the power that moves man¬ 
kind at every crisis. Selfishness has no 
hold which the basic sense of democracy 
cannot loosen; none which it does not 
loosen in fact whenever the test comes. 
Yet there is an unhappy significance, un¬ 
intended, it may be, but true, in Kiser’s 
words—“at last.” Is it only “at last,” 
then, only when Death duels with Life, 
that the brotherly tie becomes the tie that 
binds, the democratic instinct the instinct 
that triumphs? 

It may seem so. Daily tragedies to 
which the “Titanic” disaster is by com¬ 
parison a trifling incident make it seem so. 
These tragedies are due to the laws under 
which we live; they are the frightful price 
that all have to pay for the luxury of some; 
but as to them, where is the brotherly in¬ 
spiration to drive away greed, where the 
democratic instinct to dethrone the instinct 
of self love? Well may the question be 
asked, and hard enough may the finding 
of the answer be. But if the answer be 
hard to find, isn’t it because it is so simple 
and so near—the pot of gold at the foot of 
the garden tree? Isn’t it there in every 
human heart, but unawakened? Its selfish¬ 
ness stubbornly prevails in the face of 
every-day industrial tragedies, may the 
reason not be that the philosophy of sel¬ 
fishness holds so man^r university chairs, 
is preached in thin spiritual disguise from 
so many pulpits, and gets tremendous em¬ 
phasis in much socialist teaching, while so 
few stirring appeals are made to the great 
human instinct of democracy. 

It cannot be from any lack of the demo¬ 
cratic instinct that beneficiaries of privil¬ 
ege are selfishly indifferent to the neart- 
sickening perennial tragedies of our indus¬ 
trial life. These folk are like all other 
folks; they have the same mixed impulses 
of selfishness, generosity and fairness. 
Not very different can any of them be from 
those of their own class who went down 
with the “Titanic.” If they are careless 
of the awful industrial tragedies, or cold 
toward them, it must be because their dem¬ 
ocracy is not awakened. On that doomed 
vessel, along with their brethren of all 
classes there, those children of privilege, 
face to face with the tragic, were as demo¬ 
cratic and as brave as any. But the in¬ 
dustrial tragedies—these they do not feel, 
these they do not see, these are unreal to 
them, these they face, if they face them 
at all, only as conditions for charitable 
relief and not as preventable disasters of 
the social seas. The thrilling fact never 
stirs them, that they themselves flourish 
luxuriously upon the very tragedies that 
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submerge their brethren in an ocean of 
servitude and poverty. What they lack is 
not democracy, but imagination. 

Let the privileged see the industrial 
tragedies they thrive upon, make them 
realize the tragical cost of their selfish 
luxury, and their icy greed will melt in 
the heat of their democracy. Real as their 
selfishness is, truly as it helps to make 
poverty and crime, it is no more basic or 
controlling with their class than with any 
other. Men of the kind who go bravely 
to death in sinking ships when rescue- 
appliances are inadequate for all, will as 
bravely give up their industrial privileges, 
once they understand that privilege for 
some spells disaster for others. Let their 
imaginations be fired, and they will feel 
their brotherhood and think of its responsi¬ 
bilities. Their sense of democracy will do 
the rest. And their imaginations can be 
fired, but not through calls to a war of 
classes, however peaceable in form. They 
must be fired by appeals to the democratic 
sense of brotherly rights and duties as op¬ 
posed to undemocratic privilege and the 
unbrotherly classes that privilege produces. 
—Louis F. Post, in The Public. 


The present Congress has been very 
largely a disappointment, partly because a 
professedly Progressive 
Congress Enacts House has had to make 
Two Humane terms with a Senate 

Measures. that is still reactionary, 

a chronic condition in 
that august body which 
the elections of 1910 gave a heavy jolt, and 
which is expected to get the final slide 
down the skids as a result of next Novem¬ 
ber’s elections. But another reason why 
the Congress has shelved much needed 
legislation and let things take their course 
very much after the old way, is that both 
big parties have been playing politics as 
their first consideration, ever since the spe¬ 
cial session was assembled more than a 
year ago. In this respect Speaker Clark 
and his party have been quite as palpably 
offending as have the Republicans. 

But to give credit where due, two enact¬ 
ments of the last month stand out as in 
line with the spirit of the day. First and 
most immediately important of these is the 
passage of the Esch bill which places a 
prohibitive tax on white phosphorus 
matches, the manufacture of which unavoid¬ 
ably entails the distressing disease which 
has come to be known as phossy-jaw. 
When the subject first came up in Congress 
more than two years ago abundant evidence 
was presented to show that this disease, 
painful, loathsome, and destructive annual¬ 
ly of a shocking number of human lives, 
is inseparable from the manufacture of this 
kind of matches and that sooner or later 
practically all of the workers so employed 
fall victims. It was also shown that there 
was not even a commercial demand for the 
match, as other kinds serve every purpose 
just as well. 


In the face of all this the Esch bill had 
hard sledding. Why? For the old and 
brutal reason that the individuals who reap 
riches from the white phosphorus match 
were on hand with their lobby, to fight the 
reform tooth and nail, and they did it. It 
is still doubtful whether this humane meas¬ 
ure would have gone successfully through 
the mill of capitalistic opposition but for 
the fact that Senators and others are alive 
to the fact this year as never before that 
the people stand ready to send to the po¬ 
litical tumbrels every man who openly 
aligns himself on the wrong side, on any 
question where the issue is so plainly 
drawn between human welfare and cap¬ 
italistic greed as it was in this case. Presi¬ 
dent Taft, it must be admitted, was favor¬ 
able to the bill throughout and promptly 
signed it. 

The other measure enacted is the estab¬ 
lishment of a children’s bureau in the de¬ 
partment of Commerce and Labor. There 
is a vast and important work for this bu¬ 
reau to do, in the way of safeguarding the 
health of the children—the future hope of 
the nation—in doing away with the abuses 
which now wreck or distort so many young 
lives through child employment under ob¬ 
noxious conditions, in short by stopping 
the exploitation and stunting of child life 
for private greed. Even here the reac¬ 
tionaries were again in evidence in oppo¬ 
sition to this measure of humanity. Not 
daring to come out in the open as denying 
the actual beneficence of the move, its op¬ 
ponents hypocritically fell back on the pre¬ 
tense that it was “unconstitutional.” But 
their ground was so untenable that even 
such a grim old stand-patter as Uncle Joe 
Cannon was found voting a reluctant yea. 
After signing the bill Mr. Taft made the 
bureau a reality, appointing Miss Julia C. 
Lathrop of Chicago, the friend and col¬ 
league of Jane Addams, as its head. It is 
the first time a woman has been appointed 
head of a federal bureau. 

At present the fight for the employers* 
liability and workingmen’s compensation 
bill is going on in the Senate. We see by 
the papers, “a mass of telegrams for and 
against the measure were presented.” It 
matters not to those “against” that nations 
which we choose to regard as old barna¬ 
cles of feudalism are already a generation 
ahead of us in such most necessary and 
just legislation. The opposition gained a 
point in preventing a vote on April 25th. 
Perhaps in this as in the Esch bill, Sen¬ 
ators will see the handwriting on the wall, 
and do the right thing through no better 
motive than the saving of their own bacon. 


Plumbers on Strike. 

Peekskill, N. Y.—The plumbers of this 
city made a demand on the master plumbers 
for an increase of 50 cents per day and 
the Saturday half holiday, but were refused 
the concessions. As a consequence the or¬ 
ganization is on strike to enforce its’de¬ 
mands.

Let me say, brothers, that there will be 
only one steam-fitter that will be recog¬ 
nized, and that will be the United Associa¬ 
tion. 

I want to thank all the brothers who 
have assisted me in my work while in Bos¬ 
ton and to compliment Local No. 12 for the 
magnificent demonstration of loyalty she 
has made for our National Association in 
its policy of one organization for all pipe 
trades. 

While engaged on the above situation, I 
was successful, with the aid of Brother 
Coynnc, of Manchester, N. H., in organ¬ 
izing a local of plumbers and steam-fitters 
in that city. They have not had a local in 
Manchester for some years. By composi¬ 
tion of its officers and members in this new 
local they will render a very good account 
of themselves in the future. 

I also succeeded in organizing a local of 
steam-fitters in Lowell, Mass., and feel that 
this local will soon become a 100 per cent, 
organization, as the boys feel that the I. 
A. never did them any service, and only 
through the United Association can they 
better their conditions. 

I am deeply indebted to the members of 
our Plumbers Local Union 400, also Busi¬ 
ness Agent Fales, of Boston, who assisted 
me in organizing this local. 

For the past two weeks I have been giv¬ 
ing my assistance to our Providence Local 
476, which is now on strike for an increase 
of wage and a shorter work day. This city 
is the home of the General Fire Extin¬ 
guisher Company, and as we all know that 
organized labor never had many friends in 
that country, so we were and are prepared 
for a hard fight. 

The boys are putting up a grand fight, 
over 250 men being now out. Many of 
these men never belonged to our local, but 
have joined with us since the strike com¬ 
menced for the just and most reasonable 
demands that we have made. 

At this writing a plan of settlement has 
been outlined by the president of the Mas¬ 
ter Fitters* Association which I feel sure 
will be adopted by both sides. It carries 
with it a substantial increase in wages, 
shortening the work day to 8 hours and a 
half-day on Saturday. With this good re¬ 
sult, this city should have one of the finest 
locals in the country. If they preserve 
their organization, I look to see them 
make further progress. 

We are much indebted to Local 537 of 
Boston for assistance rendered in this 
fight. Notwithstanding the bitter^ fight 
that they themselves are engaged in, in 
Boston they did not hesitate to pull any 
of their members that were working for 
any of these firms that have headquarters 
in Providence. 

As I am over-running the space allotted 
to me, I feel that our editor will blue-pen¬ 
cil some of it, so I think that I will cut 
some of my report out and simply state 


that I regret that I could not give the 
time needed to the several cities that are 
seeking my services. 

But after the reading of this short re¬ 
port, F trust that the members will realize 
how fully my time has been occupied, and 
how it was physically an impossibility to 
attend to the many places that called for 
my assistance. This is especially true of 
Bridgeport, Conn., which place I regret I 
was unable to finish the work which I had 
started when the trouble broke out in 
Boston. 

I trust that I will soon be able to re¬ 
sume my work in that city and give them 
all the attention that they require. 

I visited Worcester Local 408, also Mil¬ 
ford, Mass., to both of which I feel that 
I gave them the information desired. 

Trusting that this report will meet with 
the approval of our membership, also the 
omissions of the past two months, I re¬ 
main Fraternally,

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ATTENTION, CITIZENS! DUBUQUE 
TRADES AND LABOR CONGRESS. 

Dubuque, la., May 15, 1912. 

A great wrong is being perpetrated 
against the honest, working-class citizens 
of Dubuque, which the fair-minded people 
of this city should know about. 

Read This Carefully. 

Unscrupulous men and selfish interests 
have engineered and attempted to force 
upon this city the open shop program 
which was started over fourteen and a half 
months ago by the uncalled-for lockout of 
the building trades, and which is carried 
to such extremes by the use of secret, cow¬ 
ardly and vindictive tactics, by slander, in¬ 
timidation, boycott and blacklist, that the 
gravest danger is menacing the city’s peo¬ 
ple and welfare. Regardless of all lying 
stories to cloud the issue, the sole and only 
purpose of the lockout and the open shop 
is the destruction of our unions that the 
wages and conditions may be lowered to 
the lowest notch that men in a labor- 
glutted market will accept; in fact, it is the 
whole bone of contention. 

Wages have already been lowered and 
hours lengthened in every open shop in 
the city, and the end is not yet. The build¬ 
ing mechanics are the main victims of the 
misguided Open Shop Booster fight, but 
the effect is directed at the whole organized 
labor movement. Labor is to be made sub¬ 
missive and subject to the oligarchy of 
selfishness and wealth. Herein lies the great 
menace which every business man who 
feels the pulse of capital recognizes and 
fears. Like many of the contractors, they 
are mere pawns in the game. 

In the hardships of this bitter starvation 
lockout, our thoughts are for the women 
and children first, and we have a right 
to conclude that he who is not with us is 
against, us and our families. 

Union Men Boycotted. 

Some of the labor-crushers are showing 
their hands in their hatred of unions and 
are forcing contractors to do their dirty 
work by specifying that no fair labor shall 
be employed on any buildings they control. 
And, hand-in-hand with the lockout, the 
boycott, and the black-list, goes the boost¬ 
er policy to flood the town with the riff¬ 
raff of the labor world, to glut the mar¬ 
ket in order to still further reduce labor 
conditions. Advertisements in magazines, 
newspapers and by hand bills are distrib¬ 
uted over the country and throughout the 
towns, calling for one thousand carpenters 
and two thousand mill men and cabinet 
makers, wanted in Dubuque; and any mill- 
man or cabinet maker can get work in 
Dubuque. Address Dubuque Employment 
Agency, Box 376. 


Newspaper articles in Cincinnati, Mil¬ 
waukee, Kansas City and many other pa¬ 
pers refer the jobless, bread-line men to 
the Dubuque Industrial Corporation. Al¬ 
luring indeed is the ad. which designates 
fourteen woodworking shops which “have 
increased their plants and manufacturing 
facilities and require additional help.” That 
is, additional to the two thousand already 
enumerated. 

The actual facts are that one-half our 
home carpenters have no work and the 
millmen are being discharged every day; 
over seventy have been fired the past seven 
weeks on suspicion of being union sympa¬ 
thizers. And those who are still at work in 
the sash and door mills are now on short 
time, the day being reduced two hours with 
one-half day on Saturday, which, at the av¬ 
erage rate of sixteen cents per hour, leaves 
the weekly wage at about $7.04 per. Others 
in certain departments are taking week 
about, each man taking his lay-off in turn. 
This condition, coupled with the gentle¬ 
men’s agreement in force here, “To hire 
none of each other’s men,” is calculated to 
keep a long line of starving men at the fac¬ 
tory doors competing with each other for a 
job at any price. 

Who Will Feed These Men? 

And who is responsible for aggravating 
the local unemployment problem, while 
cities like Chicago and Des Moines have 
had commissions appointed to investigate 
and relieve the same? 

Dubuque Citizens Are Mistreated. 

While inducements are offered the riff¬ 
raff and floating element to locate here, 
who because of their needs and lower 
standard of living will accept the lowest 
conditions, as for instance, the gang of 
laborers who are living, eating and sleep¬ 
ing in a box car on the outskirts of the 
city. This family is composed of fifteen 
men and one woman, and their home and 
family life is of an order low enough and 
open enough to satisfy the most rabid 
open-shopper. 

Protective Ordinance for Merchants. 

The merchants and councilmen believe in 
a high prohibitory license as a protection 
of business men against outside scabs and 
price wreckers. Do not our trades, our 
homes and our families entitle us to as 
much protection as the merchants* shelves 
of dead goods and the Dubuque standard 
of false weights and measures? It seems 
not, because the thief who steals the mer¬ 
chants’ goods gets twenty years in prison, 
while the thief who steals our jobs and 
good names is commended and patted on 
the back. 

Is it right that labor be made subject to 
the fiercest competition, while business is 
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given the highest protection? What would 
become of the women and children and the 
weaker of our wage earners if our unions 
were crushed and no man could withstand 
the selfish purposes of his economic mas¬ 
ters? 

What Will the Harvest Be? 

To the shame of Dubuque be it said, the 
various interests in the Citizens 1 Alliance 
have found nothing to attack and crush 
but the oppressed and exploited workers 
within its confines. To crush means to 
drive out or destroy. To boost means to 
uplift. Violating honor and principle for 
a chance to work can never help the work¬ 
ers or the city. Fierce bread-and-butter 
competition is bound to lower, the wages 
and conditions of the people.* Business 
conditions can never go forward and up¬ 
ward while the workers are being crushed 
downward and backward. Store displays, 
stocks and advertisements do no good 
when the people who would buy cannot 
earn the wherewith to pay. Businessmen, 
workingmen, citizens, can we afford to 
stand idly by and allow this to continue? 
For mutual benefit, hire fair Dubuque labor 
and help bring back the prosperous con¬ 
ditions of the past.

To the Officers and General Membership 
of the United Association of Journey¬ 
men Plumbers, Steam and Gas Fitters 
and Steam Fitters’ Helpers. 

On May 1st, 1912, U. A. Local 349 of 
New Haven, Conn., in order to get our 
wage scale on a par with other cities of 
our size approximately, went on strike to 
enforce a minimum of $4.36 per day for 44 
hours per week, and brothers, in order to 
be thoroughly conversant with the situa¬ 
tion, this local is a mixed local of pipe 
trades, brought about by the best mechan¬ 
ics of the I. A. Steam Fitter leaving I. A. 
Local No; 11 and becoming members of 
U. A. Local 349, where the fitter and 
plumber comprise quite a happy family. 

In April, 1910, when U. A. Local 349 was 
conferring with the employers in regards 
to bringing about the Saturday half holi¬ 
day which we gained May 1st, 1910, the 
I. A. fitter employed in the largest steam 
shop in the city went to their boss in this 
shop and came to an agreement that they, 
too, would be granted the Saturday half 
holiday, but to give all justice to our own 
U. A. fitter he discovered how this so- 
called body of union men gained the half 
holiday, and here was the scheme un¬ 
earthed. 

We will work from 8 a. m. to 12, and 
from 12:30 p. m. to 5 p. m. for 5 days, 
making 42^4 hours, and work Saturday 
from § a. m. to 1 p. m., making a total 
week's work of 4 7 l A hours, as against the 
shops that employed the U. A. fitter work¬ 
ing 44 hours. 

This condition we have for two long 
years been fighting, but as the building 


trades of our city were but recently organ¬ 
ized, our progress was slow. Beaten at 
most every attempt by the fact that they 
were recognized by the A. F. of L. and the 
little credential that Mike Garrett carried 
that he would flash at any builders* con¬ 
ference, .showing it signed by President 
Gompers and Secretary Morrison of the 
A. F. of L., and exclaim: “See for your¬ 
self, gentlemen, we are union men at 
heart,” and invariably the Master Builder 
fell for this and declared his willingness 
to employ “union” men, scabbing it on 
another organization 3J4 hours a week, and 
to top off all of this, brothers, comes on 
our strike May 1st, and on Friday morn¬ 
ing, May 3rd, Michael Garrett organizer 
of I. A. steamfitters appears on the scene 
with a coterie of his I. A. fitters (rats), 
and acting as a tool of the bosses, he has 
seen fit to have them placed where our 
U. A. fitters have been on strike, and as 
union men we have witnessed the same 
spectacle as Gary, Ind., did a year ago. 

But the boys in 349 are plugging away 
every minute, and this latest contemptible 
trick of so-called “union” men has made 
a legion of friends for the U. A. in New 
Haven, both in and out of the building 
trades. 

We thought it advisable at this time to 
let all union men know of such actions on 
the part of “Dreamey-Eyed Mike with the 
Rosey Cheeks,” and, as one of his rats put 
it when interviewed, said: “Mickey Gar¬ 
rett told me that wnat I am doing was a 
‘pur-fektly ligitamit tranzaction,* so in¬ 
structed before leaving New York.” 

So, brothers, we wish to thank you all 
for any assistance given us morally, and 
let us keep a shoving the Old U. A. to the 
front rank.

Referendum Proposition from Local 155, 
General Fund. 

In accordance with sections 21, 22 and 23 
of the constitution of the United Associa¬ 
tion, Local No. 155 of Little Rock, Ark., 
offers the following amendment to section 
189 of the constitution of the United Asso¬ 
ciation: 

The general secretary T treasurer shall 
compile and publish a monthly report in 
the official organ as follows: 

(a) A report of the total membership of 
the United Association. 

(b) Report of all moneys received from 
each local union; also report receipts from 
all other sources; also a report of total 
amount of all moneys received by the gen¬ 
eral office of the United Association. 

(c) An itemized report of the expendi¬ 
tures of all moneys expended by the gen¬ 
eral office; also report total amount of all 
moneys expended by the general office; 
also report a total balance of all moneys 
on hand at the general office of the United 
Association. 

. (d) Whenever the funds of the United 
Association shall fall below the sum of two 
dollars ($2.00) per capita, the executive 
board shall levy an assessment on each 
member to replenish the same, provided 
that no assessment levied upon the general 
membership of the United Association shall 
be valid until the said assessment shall be 
submitted to the general membership of 
the United Association for a referendum 
vote and shall be voted on favorably by a 
majority of the members voting. 


PROPOSITION FROM L. U. 250. 


Proposed method to carry on the work of 
the United Association in a more, demo¬ 
cratic and practical manner, by adopting 
the Initiative and Referendum and Re¬ 
call. ' . 

To the Members of* the United Association 
Everywhere. Greeting: 

With the constant and ever changing 
conditions that control the life and welfare 
of every individual member the time has 
arrived when the rank and file of our or¬ 
ganization must become the source of all 
its laws, rules and regulations—it must be 
the power behind the throne. No changes 
in the laws, no changes in the by-laws, no 
officer of any kind should be elected unless 
done so by the desire and', expressed 
wishes of the individual membership. Other 
labor organizations have adopted the initia¬ 
tive, referendum and recall with great suc¬ 
cess. 
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In order that the United Association may 
be up to date and in line with modern 
government of a labor organization we pro¬ 
pose that the principles of the initiative 
referendum and recall be made a part and 
parcel of its constitution. 

We herewith submit a plan to carry out 
the measures involved. 

Any subordinate local union in good 
standing shall have the privilege of pro¬ 
posing any amendments to this Constitu¬ 
tion or submitting any grievance that 
may arise, by submitting the same to the 
general secretary-treasurer of the United 
Association, providing such proposed meas¬ 
ure has the endorsement of at least five 
local unions in good standing. Not more 
than two shall be from the same state, 
province or territory. 

All amendments shall be printed in bal¬ 
lot from the general secretary-treasurer 
and in such numbers that each individual 
member may have a ballot jjiven to him by 
the secretary of his local union in due time. 

All proposed amendments to be pub¬ 
lished in the official organ at least thirty 
days prior to submission*. 

The voting and reporting of votes shall 
be done in the following manner: 

1. The ballot must bear the seal of the 
United Association. 

2. The ballot shall be so constructed that 
the voter can with ease designate his choice 
by marking an X opposite the names or 
amendments he wishes to vote for. 

3. No ballots shall be used at such elec¬ 
tions, except those issued by the general 
organization. The general secretary- 
treasurer shall furnish duplicate tally sheets 
for tabulation purposes, to show the votes 
cast by each local union. One of the tally 
sheets to go to the general secretary- 
treasurer, and the other one kept on file 
by the local union for record and verifica¬ 
tion. 

4. The election of officers of this organi¬ 
zation shall be held in the meeting place 
of each local union. 

5. All members must be notified of such 
elections or amendments to the constitu¬ 
tion by mail. Members who are employed 
in the outlying districts shall be furnisned 
with ballots and cast their votes by mail, 
subject to the examination by their local 
union as to their right to vote in this man¬ 
ner. 

6. Every local union shall elect tellers 
to tabulate the votes # cast and with the 
president and secretaries certify the tally 
sheets. 

7. Tally sheets shall be sent to the gen¬ 
eral secretary-treasurer, who shall pro¬ 
ceed to count and tabulate the result of the 
vote. 

8. The general officers at headquarters 
shall constitute the board of election and 
shall examine the work of the general 
secretary-treasurer. 

9. The results of the voting shall be 
printed and published in the official organ, 
and certified copies sent to every local 
union. 

10. All amendments shall be adopted and 


candidates for offices elected by plurality 
except in case of a tie vote, when the propo¬ 
sition shall again be submitted to referen¬ 
dum. 

Should a vacancy occur through death or 
otherwise the general secretary-treasurer 
shall immediately send out notices for nom¬ 
inations for the office made vacant, the 
election to be governed by the referendum 
law. 

The recall of any officer of the general 
organization shall be carried out in the 
same manner as outlined in the offering of 
amendments to the constitution; that is to 
say that any local union in good standing 
can demand the recall of any officer pro¬ 
viding they have the endorsement of at 
least five local unions to the recall propo¬ 
sition, of which only two shall be located 
in the same state, province or territory. 
The recall proposition, so submitted, must 
state reasons for desiring the officer re¬ 
moved, and shall contain no more than 
three hundred words. The official to be 
removed shall have the same right to sub¬ 
mit his side of the case, and both shall 
be sent out with the recall ballots at the 
expense of the organization. 

The general secretary-treasurer shall 
send out a call for nominations to fill va¬ 
cancy of the official to be recalled, with 
the ballots for the recall. Thirty days are 
allowed to make nominations, and thirty 
days for voting.

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ELECT TRADE UNION CONGRESSMEN 


Editorial by Samuel Gompers in June American Federationist 


Fifteen members of the United States 
House of Representatives are trade union¬ 
ists in good standing in their respective 
unions. The achievement of this remarka¬ 
ble result of three Congressional campaigns 
typifies the aggressiveness of the trade 
unionists in the Congressional district 
from which these members were elected, 
and emphasizes the potency of well di¬ 
rected trade union effort. 

The year 1906 marked a concerted move¬ 
ment of organized labor into the field of 
national politics—not for the purpose of 
promoting the interests of any political par¬ 
ty, but to secure representation in the pop¬ 
ular branch of Congress by the election of 
trade unionists without regard to the po¬ 
litical party with which they are affiliated. 

The controlling motive which crystal¬ 
lized into action the political activity of 
organized labor was the fact that the courts 
persistently increased the jurisdiction and 
usurpation, and continued issuing their In¬ 
junctions in greatly aggravated form, in¬ 
vading the rights and liberty of the work¬ 
ers, and denying the equality before the 
law guaranteed by the Constitution. Con¬ 
gress had not only been apathetic toward 
proposed remedial legislation affecting the 
interest of labor, but among the controlling 
characters in the dominant party, open hos¬ 
tility was apparent. Members of Congress 
known to be hostile to the trade unions, 
and elected from districts where the or¬ 
ganizations of labor were numerically small, 
were assigned to committeeships with the 
sole purpose of smothering intended legis¬ 
lation designed to secure relief from injus¬ 
tice and wrongfully administered laws. 
This hostility became so marked that it 


was decided to register a vigorous protest 
against the machinations of these political 
misrepresentatives. This slogan was adopt¬ 
ed as Labor’s Watchword: 

“We will stand by our friends and ad¬ 
minister a stinging rebuke to men or par¬ 
ties who are either indifferent, negligent, or 
hostile and wherever opportunity affords, 
secure the election of intelligent, honest, 
earnest trade unionists, with clear, unblem¬ 
ished, paid-up union cards in their pos¬ 
session.” 

This watchword of labor met with hearty 
response. The records of Congressmen 
were scrutinized and furnished to those re¬ 
questing such information, and where these 
records showed hostility to labor’s inter¬ 
ests, trade unionists used their influence 
to the end that labor’s enemies might be 
defeated. The first contest revealed the 
efficacy of the effort. Six trade unionists, 
in full standing with their respective or¬ 
ganizations, were elected to membership 
in the national House of Representatives. 

This small group signalized the direct 
entrance of organized labor as a factor in 
the law-making branch of the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment. Political faddists and theorists, 
of course, ridiculed the policy of trade un¬ 
ionists in coining their balance of power 
into definite results. Illusory programs 
were pushed to the fore and profuse pre¬ 
dictions were made that labor’s efforts 
would prove abortive, but the election of 
six trade union Congressmen in the first 
contest constituted indisputable evidence 
that material results had been achieved. 

While the then dominant party refused 
to change its policy in any material way, 
yet the labor group made an effective im- 
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pression. . Organized labor was aroused to 
the possibilities of adding to the initial la¬ 
bor group, and in the election of 1908 four 
additional trade unionists were successful 
in securing election to the House. With a 
group of ten trade union Congressmen, the 
plan of following the lines of least resist¬ 
ance showed results that could not go un¬ 
recognized. Congress and the public gen¬ 
erally became convinced that labor pro¬ 
posed to exercise its political rights, to the 
end that Congressional relief should be se¬ 
cured. 

The Sixty-first Congress showed a 
marked reduction of the dominant party’s 
strength, and a corresponding added in¬ 
fluence of the labor group. Hostility be¬ 
came tempered with some reason, a dawn¬ 
ing realization of the power of labor be¬ 
came apparent to political prophets, and a 
change in attitude towards labor’s demands 
was noticeable. While it could not be ex¬ 
pected that the full fruition of trade union 
hopes could be realized with this small la¬ 
bor group, yet with the softening attitude 
of the hostile forces, brought about solely 
by persistent trade union vigor, with con¬ 
stantly increasing activity in every part of 
the country to the end that the labor group 
should be augmented, labor’s prospects 
were materially brightened. 

With hope and determination the trade 
unionists entered the Congressional cam¬ 
paign of 1910, and conducted a contest that 
is memorable in the history of our coun¬ 
try. The result of labor’s third campaign 
was the still further addition of five more 
members, augmenting the labor group to 
a total of fifteen. In the present Congress, 
the Sixty-second, these fifteen trade union 
Congressmen have performed conspicuous 
service. The labor group has continually 
grown, the initial effort electing six trade 
unionists into Congress; the second effort, 
re-electing the first six and adding four 
more, while the third effort totaled fifteen. 
This gratifying result could not have been 
accomplished in any other way than that 
adopted. 

The election of the present Congress wit¬ 
nessed the overthrow of the dominant par¬ 
ty in the House, and a material reduction 
of its numerical strength in the Senate. 

The labor group has been fittingly rec¬ 
ognized in important committee appoint¬ 
ments. The Chairman of the House Com¬ 
mittee on Labor is a staunch and tried 
trade unionist, and that committee, instead 
of being the charnel house of labor’s meas¬ 
ures as formerly, now responds to the jus¬ 
tice of labor’s needs. Important legisla¬ 
tion in the interest of labor has been re¬ 
ported out and passed, while other meas¬ 
ures are pending. 

The House Labor Committee has done 
splendid work during the present session of 
Congress. A brief summary is interesting. 
As is well known, the Chairman of that 
committee is W. B. Wilson, former Sec¬ 
retary-Treasurer of the United Mine Work¬ 
ers of America, who is not only a man of 
marked ability, but staunch and true to 
labor and all the people. Associated vyith 


him upon this committee are James P. 
Maher, former Treasurer of the United 
Hatters of North America; Frank Buchan¬ 
an, former President of the Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers, and David ]. 
Lewis, of the United Mine Workers. The 
highest commendation is deserved and ac¬ 
corded to them. It must be noted, in add! 
tion to these union men upon the Labor 
Committee, that the other members of the 
Labor Committee are friendly and sympa¬ 
thetic toward labor’s bills. In contrast to 
the accomplishments of the House Labor 
Committee in former Congresses, the work 
of the present House Committee on Labor 
stands out in bold relief. 

The following is a record of the activi¬ 
ties of the House Labor Committee: 

Reported favorably the Children’s Bureau 
Bill, which was passed by the House and 
Senate and is now law. 

Reported favorably the Eight-Hour Bill, 
which passed the House without a dissent¬ 
ing vote. 

Reported favorably the bill creating a 
Department of Labor, the bill now being 
upon the calendar. 

Reported favorably upon a resolution 
providing for an investigation of the “Tay¬ 
lor system.” The House adopted the reso¬ 
lution. authorizing the investigation. The 
investigation was held and an adverse re¬ 
port made to the House, thus opposing the 
installation of the “Taylor system’’ in the 
Government works. 

Reported favorably the Musicians’ Bill, 
which provides that enlisted musicians in 
the service and pay of the Government 
shall not accept employment in Competi¬ 
tion with civilian musicians. 

Reported favorably the Industrial Com¬ 
mission Bill, which provides that a commis¬ 
sion of nine members shall inquire into and 
study the relations between employes and 
employers; the cause of industrial unrest, 
and the general condition of labor, and en¬ 
deavor to discover the underlying cause of 
industrial dissatisfaction in this country 
and abroad. 

Reported favorably the Bacon-Bartlett 
Injunction Limitation Bill, which also pro¬ 
vides the taking of the labor organizations 
out from the operation of the Sherman 
Anti-Trust Law. 

A Convict Labor Bill was favorably re¬ 
ported to the House and was passed by an 
almost unanimous vote. This bill provider 
that States-shall have the power to enact 
legislation prohibiting the sale of convict- 
made goods within their respective bor¬ 
ders. 

With the labor group of fifteen in Con¬ 
gress assigned to various committee ap¬ 
pointments, labor has been able to wield a 
great influence on measures which have 
been referred to committees in Congres> 
other than the House Labor Committee. 
The record of the progress of legislation 
in the interest of Labor up to the present 
time (May 15) is as follows: 

The Clayton Injunction Limitation Bill 
was reported favorably by the House Ju¬ 
diciary Committee and placed upon the cal- 
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endar. Under a rule submitted by the 
Kules Committee, the bill was taken from 
the calendar and put upon its passage, a 
long debate being allowed. The bill passed 
the House by a vote of 243 to 31. The bill 
is now before the Senate for action. 

The Judiciary Committee favorably re¬ 
ported a “contempt bill/* which provides 
for a trial by jury in indirect contempts. 
This bill is upon the House calendar, and 
undoubtedly will be considered and action 
taken in the near future. 

Through the influence of labor’s repre¬ 
sentatives an eight-hour provision was in¬ 
serted in the Fortification Bill in the 
House, providing for the manufacture of 
ordnance and powder under the eight-hour 
day. This provision was accepted by the 
Senate, and upon the signature of the 
President became operative. 

An amendment to the Postoflice Appro¬ 
priation Bill, which passed the House, pro¬ 
vides for the eight-hour day for postoffice 
clerks and letter carriers. 

A provision was also inserted in the Post- 
office Appropriation Bill which, as noted 
above, has passed the House, providing 
that all employes in the postal service 
should have the right to form organiza¬ 
tions for their mutual benefit and to ap¬ 
pear before Congressional committees for 
the purpose of increasing their wages or 
redressing their grievances. 

In the Postoffice Appropriation Bill, sec¬ 
ond-class mail rates were accorded to pub¬ 
lications of labor and fraternal organiza¬ 
tions. The bill has passed the House. 

The Employers’ Liability and Workmen’s 
Compensation Bill passed the Senate. 

The Immigration Committee favorably 
reported to the House the Illiteracy Test 
Bill. 

The Senate has passed an amendment to 
the Chinese exclusion law to correct the 
defects in that law. The illiteracy test has 
also been passed. 

The Phosphorus Match Bill, prohibiting 
manufacturers from using white phos¬ 
phorus in the manufacture of matches, 
passed both Houses in Congress, and was 
signed by the President. This law will 
effectually eradicate the loathsome disease 
of “phossy jaw.” 

The House passed a bill providing for 
citizenship for the people of Porto Rico. 

The Public Health Bill, introduced in the 
Senate, has been favorably reported. 

The Committee on Agriculture and For¬ 
estry of the Senate reported favorably the 
Page-Wilson Industrial Educational Bill. 

The Wilson Bill, which has been -under 
consideration before the Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries Committee, and which pro¬ 
poses to abolish involuntary servitude 
among seamen and to establish efficiency 
and supply life-saving apparatus to ade¬ 
quately protect seamen and passengers, has 
been favorably reported and is on the cal¬ 
endar of the House. 

The House and Senate passed the resolu¬ 
tion to amend the Constitution of the 
United States so that. United States Sen¬ 


ators shall be elected by a popular vote of 
the people. 

The Government Employes’ Compensa¬ 
tion for Injuries Act has been amended so 
as to include the employes of the Bureau 
of Mines, and the House Committee on Ju¬ 
diciary favorably reported a bill extending 
the act to all Federal employes and ma¬ 
terially increased the benefits on account of 
injuries sustained. 

The Atlanta Convention of the American 
Federation of Labor by unanimous vote 
made the following emphatic declaration 
and adopted these instructions. 

“The Eexecutive Council is hereby fur¬ 
ther authorized and directed to take such 
further action as its judgment may warrant 
to secure the enactment of such legislation 
at the forthcoming session of Congress as 
shall secure the legal status of the organ¬ 
ized movement of the wage-workers for 
freedom from unjust discrimination in the 
exercise of their natural, normal, and con¬ 
stitutional rights through their voluntary 
associations. 

‘‘And the Executive Council is further 
authorized and directed that in the event of 
a failure on the part of Congress to enact 
the legislation which we herein seek at the 
hands of the Congress and the President^ to 
take such action as in its judgment the situ¬ 
ation may warrant in the presidential and 
congressional election of 1912.” 

The Presidential and Congressional elec¬ 
tions are approaching. Labor’s effort^ have 
been rewarded by effective and tangible re¬ 
sults. The future looks bright for addi¬ 
tional numbers to the labor group in the 
next Congress. With continued fidelity to 
the cause of Labor future legislation of 
the Congress of the United States will bear 
the humanitarian impress of Labor’s high 
ideals. The history of the trade unions is 
a continuous narrative of loyalty and devo¬ 
tion to principle. A trade unionist in Con¬ 
gress, regardless of party affiliations, is a 
sentinel who will stand for right and 
justice, for all humanity. 

Every State Federation, City Central 
Body, and Trade Unionist should embrace 
the present opportunity to secure the nom¬ 
ination and election of trade unionists to 
Congress. 

Labor is not partisan to any political 
party, but is intensely partisan co a 
principle. 

Don’t be deluded by fanciful political pro¬ 
grams that assume to transport the labor 
movement to some Utopian land of prom¬ 
ise. Strive for the better day TODAY. 
Material and actual results constitute the 
ethics of trade unionists. The labor group 
in Congress can be doubled in the coming 
election, if advantage is taken of the pres¬ 
ent opportunity. There are energy and vital¬ 
ity sufficient in our movement to accom¬ 
plish great achievements, and there is abil¬ 
ity enough to bulwark and retain any ad¬ 
vantage which may be gained by the rank 
and file of organized labor. Fellow-work¬ 
ers. enter the pending contest with grim 
determination to achieve, to increase La¬ 
bor’s representation in Congress. 
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Fellow trade unionists, you have ever 
proven true to yourselves, to your time, and 
to humanity. The cause of the trade union¬ 
ists and humanity will be best conserved by 
a concerted effort to augment our loyal 
trade unionists, now members of the legis¬ 
lative branch of the government. 

Men of Labor, grit your teeth, organize, 
unite, federate. Elect bona fide trade union¬ 
ists to Congress. Get busy! 


English Carpenters Get Raise. 

London, June 8—Ten pence an hour is 
the scale agreed to for carpenters and 
joiners under the new agreement with the 
Manchester, Salford and District Building 
Trades Employers’ Association. From 
March to October A9 l / 2 hours per week are 
to be worked, 41^4 in December and Jan¬ 
uary and 44 hours in November and Feb¬ 
ruary. Traveling expenses outside of the 
city, lodging money and overtime charges 
are also regulated by the agreement. 


Duluth Forward Movement. 

Duluth, Minn., June 8.—This city has been 
conducting a series of meetings under the 
auspices of the union labor forward move¬ 
ment. Prominent labor men who have 
been attending a similar movement in Min¬ 
neapolis and St. Paul are in this city, and 
have assisted materially in the various 
meetings which have been held in further¬ 
ing the cause of union labor. 


Ask Pay for Labor Day. 

Washington, June 8.—A joint resolution 
presented to the house recently by Con¬ 
gressman Gillett of Massachusetts asks 
Congress to make-Labor Day a holiday 
with pay to the employees of the govern¬ 
ment who were paid by the day, as well as 
to those who receive annual compensation. 


Shawnee Clerks ,Get Shorter Hours. 

Shawnee, Okla., June 8.—The Retail 
Clerks' Association has been successful in 
securing agreements whereby all business 
firms in this city will recognize a materially 
shorter workday. The Clerks’ association 
was assisted by the local central body in 
getting the betterments. 


Carpenters Settle Dispute. 

St. Cloud, Minn., June 8.—The carpenters 
of this city, after negotiating a considerable 
time over a reduction in hours and increase 
in wages, have reached an amicable ad¬ 
justment of their differences to the satisfac¬ 
tion of all concerned without a strike. 


Wood Carvers. 

Rochester, June 8.—The local branch of 
the International Wood Carvers’ Associa¬ 
tion has secured an advance of 2 x />c per 
hour and Saturday half holiday for the en¬ 
tire year in all architectural and custom 
shops in this city, making the working 
week 44 hours.

Bro. James V. Brady of Local 264, Saska¬ 
toon, has taken his withdrawal card and 
started up in business in this town. Bro 
Brady has for some time past been a 
prominent and earnest worker in local labor 
circles.

Oklahoma, where he located at Chickasha. 
Local 381, and there he ably assisted in the 
work of the Local and occupied the posi¬ 
tion of vice-president for three years.

London, June 8.—A large soap manufac¬ 
turing establishment at Stratford has in¬ 
formed its employes that herefater the 
work week shall consist of 51 hours in¬ 
stead of 59 as heretofore, and that there is 
to be no -eduction in wages. 
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Report of General President John R. Alpine 


My last letter recorded the efforts made 
to be helpful with regard to the aggravated 
situation prevailing in Boston and in con¬ 
nection with which General Organizer 
Sheehe will doubtless report in more thor¬ 
ough detail since he has been in complete 
touch with the situation since my departure 
from Boston. While engaged attending the 
sessions of the Executive Council of the 
A. F. of L. at Washington I managed to 
visit Boston to be in attendance at two 
meetings of the International officers of 
the several building trades, interested in the 
Boston situation, and as these preliminary 
meetings resulted in another and larger 
meeting held for the purposes of more 
thoroughly organizing the local building 
trade council and at the same time serve to 
adjust the struggle pending, in company 
with Bro. Sheehe I attended this as the 
other meetings referred to as representing 
the United Association. The meetings as 
a whole were not of a satisfactory nature, 
though it is possible there may b eventually 
better results. At the present writing, un¬ 
less there be some changes in the situation 
of which I am not aware, our members are 
bearing the whole resposibility of the situa¬ 
tion alone in a fight that concerns the en¬ 
tire building trade industry generally, 
though in this instance it refers to Boston 
in particular. Since the fight is. really di¬ 
rected at the Building Trades Council, rath¬ 
er than against the United Association and 
no trade can understand when its time will 
come to prepare a defense. Bro. Sheehe is 
still working most assiduously in the behalf 
of our members who have remained loyally 
firm in protecting the principles of the 
United Association and to them and Bro. 
Sheehe great credit is due for the splendid 
fight presented. I trust some change for 
the better has been presented. I believe 
my movements with regard to matters at 
Boston have been quite generally covered 
and I opine Bro. Sheehe will record further 
developments. 

I must not fail to make reference to my 
visit to Providence, R. I., in company with 
Brother Sheehe and Business Agent Aus¬ 
tin Fales of Local Union No. 537. This 
visit, aside from the interest to call upon 
our locked out local No. 476, was for the 
purpose of attending a conference with 
those employers who had previously em¬ 
ployed our men and who were at the time 
of my visit stubbornly denying our men 
the rightful demands being made. A lengthy 
meeting was held, but no tangible results 
attained as the employers flatly refused to 
accede to our demands and we, on the 
other hand, declined to make concessions. 
This meeting with the employers occupied 
practically all the afternoon of May 20 and 
later on the same day it was my privilege to 
address a meeting of our striking mem¬ 
bers. This meeting was splendidly attend¬ 
ed and one could not but be impressed by 
the enthusiasm of our men and the grim 


determination manifested to win. They 
have made a grand fight and I hope to 
learn of complete success. This is another 
subject being cared for by Bro. Sheehe, 
who is being ably assisted by Business 
Agent Prophet. It was also my very great 
pleasure and privilege on this same evening 
to briefly address a meeting of the Provi¬ 
dence Central Labor Union and while doing 
so again meet our old friend Roderick Mc- 
Geary, who is President of the Central 
Labor Body and Business Agent of Local 
28 as well. I was also greatly pleased to 
see Secretary Grace of the Central Union, 
who is well known in the field of labor. 

After the conclusion of the meetings 
spoken of we started for Boston, arriving 
late at night and at mid-night I was on 
the way to New York in order- that I 
might meet the representatives of the 
James Stewart Construction Company, rel¬ 
ative to some work at St. Louis, which was 
engrossing the attention of Bro. Leonard 
and concerning which I had arranged a con¬ 
ference with the company referred to. This 
conference was also attended by President 
James A. Short of the Building Trade De¬ 
partment, who had very kindly consented to 
accompany me, and for which kindness 
thanks are herewith tendered. A pleasant 
meeting was held on May 21, which will, I 
believe, be productive of beneficial results 
in the future. 

On the following day, May 22, I was en 
route to New Haven, Conn., where our 
local union No. 349 had been involved in 
strike for a number of weeks. Arriving in 
that city about noon of the same day, May 
23 and a portion of the 24th were passed 
in New.Haven endeavoring to be helpful to 
our cause, and on the afternoon of the 24th 
I was again on the way to Boston to at¬ 
tend meeting of International Offices and 
delegates to Building Trades Council al¬ 
ready spoken of. On the evening of this 
date I had forgotten to mention that in 
company with Business Agent O’Meara, I 
paid a visit to Bridgeport, Conn., where a 
mass meeting of building trades men had 
been arranged for the evening of May 23. 
Because of a somewhat faulty notation 
made in this regard, I am not quite certain 
as to the date of this meeting, but feel con¬ 
fident it was at the time mentioned. Bro. 
O’Meara and numerous others including the 
writer, were -privileged to attend and ad¬ 
dress this meeting which, judging from the 
proportions of the gathering and the pre¬ 
vailing sentiment will be resultant in much 
good for the building trades of Bridgeport 
and vicinity. While at this meeting it was 
a source of real pleasure to meet Broth¬ 
ers Burns and McCoy of Local 173, my 
only regret being the inability to remain 
and attend the meeting of 173, but on ac¬ 
count of the previous engagements entered 
into I was compelled to forego the pleas¬ 
ure. 

On May 25 I started for New York to 
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hold further conferences relative to the Bos¬ 
ton situation. Remaining in that city until 
Monday, May 27, on the forenoon of which 
day I again returned to'New Haven, where 
I was busily engaged until the evening of 
the 29th when 1 was compelled to return 
to New York. I found the situation at New 
Haven to be most aggravated and used 
every possible consistent effort to make 
proper adjudication. The demands of our 
men are extremely reasonable and there 
should be no grounds for denial on the 
part of the employers. Shortly after the 
refusal to grant our demands the employers 
issued their customary ultimatum “we will 
agree to nothing but the open shop” and 
then quite naturally the fight was on in real 
earnest. In person I visited the representa¬ 
tive employers on different ocasions and 
endeavored to secure conferences between 
them and our union representatives but in 
this was unsuccessful as they all seemed 
imbued with the “open shop” theory, while, 
of course, our members will fight indefinite¬ 
ly against any such system. 

At the time of my visit there were no 
non-union plumbers employed in New Ha¬ 
ven, but, sad to relate, an individual named 
Garret, who poses as an organizer for the 
I. A. fitters had brought ten strike break 
ing steam filters, members of the I. A., to 
take the place of our men on strike. There 
is nothing surprising about this action as 
it is entirely in keeping with the tactics of 
the fellow referred to. It may be added 
that the I. A. are offering paid up due books 
to our striking steam fitters if they will re¬ 
turn to work under open shop conditions. 
It would seem as though this was indeed 
organizing for scabs and scab employers, 
but again we must not wonder, as it is sim¬ 
ply another evidence of history repeating 
tiself. It is not the unusual state of affairs 
when one is confronted by the regular 
strike breaker, but when you find this breed 
of cattle reluctant to take our place and 
discover that men who claim to be union 
men are acting as strike breakers you can¬ 
not but feel that these men in the final 
analysis are the dyed-in-the-wool scabs and 
with their leaders entitled to even less con¬ 
sideration than would be accorded the strike 
breaker who plys his habit openly and who 
does not adopt the disguise of unionism 
to hide his real wolfish nature. The “open 
shop” advocates in New Haven needed 
some assistance and they secured it as de¬ 
scribed. There will be the invariable result 
in this as in all other such instances and 
these breakers of strikes will be peremptor¬ 
ily discharged by the employers after they 
discover that the best way to secure benefi¬ 
cial results is to conduct union shops with 
real union men, who have the courage born 
of honest conviction and who propose to 
maintain their rights irregardless as to the 
duration or severity of the battle.. 

I attended two crowded meetings of our 
New Haven local and was gratified at the 
attitude of the men. 

While in the East, as will be noted, my 
affairs were quite generally in connection 
with our members in the several cities 


where strikes were in progress. It is a 
pleasurable duty for me to declare that in 
all the cities visited, I was intensely im¬ 
pressed by the dignity, conduct and general 
bearing of our striking members. They 
are indeed representative men of labor, en¬ 
titled to every consideration, creditable alike 
to themselves, the United Association and 
the movement of labor generally. As stated 
I departed for New York on the evening 
of May 29 leaving New Haven reluctantly 
with the feeling that the contest would ter¬ 
minate eventually in our favor. The visit 
to New York was again for the purpose 
of conferring with people directly con¬ 
cerned in the Boston situation and May 30 
and 31 being principally devoted in this 
respect. On the evening of May 31 I was 
on the way to Chicago having been ad¬ 
vised by Secretary Burke of the necessity 
for such action, remaining in that city four 
days, attending to my numerous duties. At 
this writing I am in Denver, Colorado, 
having been advised to call here, and con¬ 
cerning which visit I will write later.

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Report of General 

Youngstown, O., June 15, 1912. 

To the Officers and Members of The United 

Association. 

Dear Sirs and Brothers: The report will 
indicate that my efforts have been directed 
in many different jurisdictions of the U. A. 
While in St. Louis, beginning on Thursday. 
May 16th, continued efforts by myself and 
all others were made to further increase 
the membership of the Steam Fitters Local 
Union and procure also additional employers 
to recognize the United Association of 
Steam Fitters. Our success in that direc¬ 
tion can be best demonstrated in the show¬ 
ing of 25 shops who now employ only steam 
fitters who are connected with the U. A. 
The* membership of Local Union 562 is 
now considerably above the 100 mark and 
with even better prospects of further in¬ 
creases than previous reports could indi¬ 
cate. After a series of efforts the Central 
Federation of Labor of St. Louis unseated 
the International Association, which will 
mean added prestige and opportunity for 
the U. A. To show the inconsistency of 
the International Association, who declare 
that they are fighting for a separate Inter¬ 
national, free from any other alliances, it 
was proven beyond all question of doubt 
before the St. Louis Federation of Labor 
that the International Association members 
in St. Louis had applied for a charter from 
the Brewery Workers’ International Union 
through the St. Louis District Council of 
Brewery Workers. The proving of this 
hypocritical action by the International 
Steam Fitters of St. Louis has done more 
to place them in bad order than any other 
act of theirs in a long time. 

And not only has their inconsistency been 
shown to get a charter from the Brewery 
Workers, but they are working untiringly 
at this hour to secure affiliation with the 
International Association of Machinists. 

The U. A. Sprinkler Fitters of*St. Louis, 
Mo., are at the present time negotiating 
with their employers for an increase in 
wages and other improved conditions. It 
was my pleasure to attend the meetings of 
the Sprinkler Fitters’ Local. I can assure 
the members of the U. A. that they are real 
stalwarts in the trades union movement can 
be depended upon in all emergencies. On 
May 19th I attended, at the request of our 
general office, a meeting of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor, for the purpose of 
co-operating with our members in the city 
of Chicago in having the International Asso¬ 
ciation unseated from that body, but on ac¬ 
count of the seriousness of the newspaper 
strike that was then on consideration could 
and was not given to any other subject. I 
feel certain in predicting that the action of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor will be 
like that of the St. Louis. Mo., Federation 
of Labor. Our Local Union in East St. 
Louis. Ill., is still contesting against the 
lockout that was recently inaugurated by 
the employers, who now want to repudiate

some working conditions that they them¬ 
selves created and profited by to such an 
extent that their mercenaryism actuated 
them to bite the hand that in reality pro¬ 
cured for them all of their real profits. It 
is to be regretted that the employer as¬ 
sumed this position, but the knowledge that 
I have of the men who compose the mem¬ 
bership of our Local Unions in East St. 
Louis, I am sure that their moral suasion, 
together with the peaceful aggressiveness, 
will be rewarded by converting the employ¬ 
er to the more sensible idea that the jour¬ 
neymen after all is the real foundation stone 
for all of his profits. 

On May 25th I arrived at Muskogee, 
Okla., in an effort to settle a question of 
jurisdiction between the plumber and the 
steam fitters. While Muskogee is not a 
large city, it is a city that is bustling with 
industrial activity and unfortunately one 
plumber—and only one—refused to recog¬ 
nize the rights of the Steam Fitters. When 
protest was entered to the general office 
the general secretary immediately notified 
the Muskogee Local that unless they would 
immediately refrain from trespassing upon* 
the jurisdiction of the Steam Fitters that 
their Local Union would be suspended. At 
a special meeting called on May 29th this 
matter was thoroughly thrashed out, with 
the result that jurisdictional lines regarding 
the work of a steam fitter were drawn up 
and which were satisfactory to every steam 
fitter and plumber in that city and which 
provided for everything that represents the 
work of a steam fitter or steam fitter’s help¬ 
er. While in the city of Muskogee I vis¬ 
ited the unfair shops, with a committee 
from the Local Union, and I am pleased to 
report that in every instance we secured a 
genuinely favorable declaration, that they 
would run union shops and employ only 
members of the United Association, which 
absolutely places the city of Muskogee in 
the column of “Closed Shops’ ’and only 
members of the U. A. employed. 

On May 27th I arrived in Tulsa, Okla., to 
investigate and recommend to our Local 
Union there what might be done towards 
the signing up of the firm of Hamilton & 
Moyer, who had been unfair in that city and 
in the city of Louisville, Ky., and who have 
extensive contracts in Youngstown, O., 
Cleveland, O., and other places. In some 
instances the Local Union of Tulsa agreed 
to remit and reduce fines placed upon those 
who had worked in their city for this un¬ 
fair firm. 

At this writing I am in Youngstown, O.. 
and every indication points that within the 
next three or four days we will be able to 
get a signed agreement from the firm of 
W. A. Moyer & Co., recently Hamilton & 
Moyer, but Mr. Hamilton has sought the 
climate of South America, it being more 
healthy for him (?). The position of Local 
Union 87 in Youngstown, O., is one of the 
very best. They have in their Local Union 
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every man who is working in their juris¬ 
diction with the exception of three. It was 
my privilege to address one of the largest 
meetings ever held by them on June 13th. 
There were over 100 journeymen present. 
At this meeting the Local Union decided 
unanimously that on and after July 1, 1912, 
they would recognize only “Closed Shop” 
conditions. The employers in the city of 
Youngstown are apparently satisfied with 
the great progress made by the Plumbers 
and Steam Fitters’ Local Union and have 
arranged for a series of social gatherings 
that surely proves that finally there is real 
friendship existing which will be to the 
benefit of both the employers and employes. 

I regret my inability to complete the 
effort that I attempted to make and which 
I believe would have resulted satisfactorily 
in the city of Wichtta, Kan., but I was com¬ 
pelled, because of the necessity of imme¬ 
diately returning to St. Louis on June 1st, 
to forego this effort until a more favorable 
opportunity presented itself. On June 10 
I arrived in Atlantic City, N. J., to attend 
the national convention of the Master 
Steam and Hot Water Fitters’ Association. 
General Organizer Higgins was also pres¬ 
ent and jointly we appeared before the 
•convention of this association on June 13th, 
asking their co-operation for the United 
Association of Steam Fitters and Helpers 
and presenting to their body the real posi¬ 
tion that the United Association occupies 
and reciting to them in a general way com¬ 
parisons between the I. A. and the U. A., 
and finally proving, as we afterwards dis¬ 
covered, to their intense satisfaction, that 
the labor movement did not intend to sup¬ 
port in any manner the Steam Fitters who 
are connected with the International Asso¬ 
ciation. President Kensella of the Inter¬ 
national Association and John Mangan of 
Chicago were also present and appeared 
before the Employers’ Association in an 
endeavor to bolster up their belittled, weak¬ 
ened and untenable position. The board of 
directors of the Master Steam and Hot 
Water Fitters’ Association do direct every 
policy of that association and we are in 
hopes, because the board is composed in 
its majority of men who employ U. A. Fit¬ 
ters, that, like the American Federation of 
Labor itself, they will see the necessity as 
well as profit to recognize only members 
of the United Association. 

During the week beginning June 3 to 8 
a convention of Plumbing Inspectors and 
Sanitary Engineers was held in the city of 
St. Louis. Considerable of my time, to¬ 
gether with all other officers and business 
associates in St. Louis, was spent in at¬ 
tending the sessions of this body and asso¬ 
ciating with the visiting delegates who 
represented in a majority those who are 
affiliated with the U. A. The possibilities 
of this association are of great magnitude, 
and r am thoroughly impressed with the 
good that they are doing in a sanitary way 
and the resultant effect for good it will 
have for the general membership of the 
U. A. and out of the hundreds of inspectors 
>vho are in this country there were less than 


50 present at this convention, with about 
30 to 40 sanitary engineers. I believe the 
U. A. Locals should give better considera¬ 
tion to the Plumbing Inspectors and Sani¬ 
tary Engineers’ Association, and they should 
try to have the inspector from their locality 
present at these conventions. There is one 
evil which we all recognize among plumb¬ 
ing inspectors—not all but in many cases— 
that as soon as they are advanced from the 
journeymen plumbers to that of inspector 
of plumbing they immediately create for 
themselves a feeling of false dignity and 
aristocracy, and to the journeymen who 
made them and privileged them to have a 
position of that kind they unquestionably 
ignore, because of a feeling that is only 
“self” that they are better than “thou.” 
Many papers were read pertaining to the 
sanitary features of plumbing, and during 
one of the sessions of the convention they 
unanimously went on record, because of 
sanitary necessity, the reventing of all 
plumbing fixtures. Local Union No. 35 
exhausted every effort to try to make the 
stay of these experts a pleasant one. The 
employers of St. Louis, as well as the sup¬ 
ply houses, ignored the presence of this 
important body in the city by not provid¬ 
ing or participating in any social functions, 
but Local No. 35 did provide and recognize 
the visitors and their importance in tender¬ 
ing to the visitors every form of sociability 
and notably a banquet that was held in a 
hall donated by the Anheuser-Busch Brew¬ 
ing Co. to the bartenders. After all were 
seated at the banquet tables Business 
Agent Herrick of Local No. 35 made the 
address of welcome to all present and called 
upon Past General President J. S. Kelly to 
act as toastmaster. When the things good 
to eat and drink had been disposed of the 
toastmaster called upon Past General Sec¬ 
retary-Treasurer L. J. Tilden, who, with 
Bro. Phil Horn of Local No. 35, made very 
good short talks on sanitation. These were 
followed by General Vice President Martin 
Conroy, Bro. Casserly from San Francisco, 
plumbing'inspector; Shower • of St. Paul, 
who sang in his usual good voice the pop¬ 
ular and sentimental songs. Business 
Agent Matt Hodgson and Secretary Otto 
Moore of Local No. 35 made very pleasant 
and instructive talks. ,When called upon 
also Bros. Block and Rose of Local No. 35, 
who done their part in response to the call 
of the toastmaster upon them. Plumbing 
Inspectors McGrath of Louisville, Ky., 
Laurence and Lee of Pittsburgh, Mulane 
of Minneapolis, McHugh of Cedar Rapids, 
la., and Bro. Yackley of Dayton, O., all 
expressed their sentiments and all were 
well received. The supervisor of plumbing 
of St. Louis, Mr. Gilmore, and Past Gen¬ 
eral Vice President Donavan, who is now 
selling his own inventions of plumbing 
specialties, ably responded to the toast. 
The good work of the plumbing inspectors 
and sanitary engineers, space will not per¬ 
mit a full recital of names of all those 
present, but all had a very pleasant time 
and voted that there were none better than 
Local No. 35. 
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Report of General Organizer Kennedy, 


To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

At the time of completing my last report 
I was at Duluth, Minn., where I attended 
the regular meeting of Local No. 11, and 
am glad to report they are more than hold¬ 
ing their own. Five years ago Duluth was 
one of the best organized cities in the 
country for all crafts. At that time a gen¬ 
eral lockout was declared by all employers 
in the building line, which proved very dis¬ 
astrous to the building industry of the city. 
At the time of the lockout we had twelve 
shops, today there are forty in the city, and 
everyone of them kicking about the tough 
competition, and those that were respon¬ 
sible for the lockout realizing to the fullest 
extent the mistake they made, and 
are now advocating getting together 
with the journeymen in order to pro¬ 
tect the business. Good results can be 
looked for in the future along this line. I 
attended a special meeting of our Steam 
Fitters’ Local No. 426 and found them still 
doing business at the same, old stand. They 
have had the same hard fight Local No. 11 
has had, but the same bright prospects are 
in view for them as is for Local No. 11. 
Too much credit cannot be given to the 
loyal members of both locals, and if the 
same loyalty and energy is kept up things 
will again shape themselves to the satisfac¬ 
tion of both locals. The two weeks' labor 
forward movement that was carried on in 
Duluth under the auspices of the Minnesota 
State Federation of Labor was very suc¬ 
cessful. Many meetings were held during 
the time, all of which were well attended. 
President George Hall of the State Federa¬ 
tion and Brother William McEwen, Secre¬ 
tary-Treasurer and member of Local No. 
11, deserve the thanks of all the trade 
unionists of Duluth, for the able manner in 
which the labor campaign was conducted. 

At Superior, Wis., many meetings were 
held with the Executive Board of Local No. 
434, before the financial affairs of the local 
was straightened out. This was due to the 
wilful neglect and disregard for common 
honesty of the former secretary of the 
local. After sending $117.16, due the gen¬ 
eral office, we were able to get all members' 
accounts squared up, and the local is now 
determined to do business in the future as 
it should. If the constitution was lived up 
to in regard to auditing books, these un¬ 
pleasant things would not occur. Many 
thanks for the assistance rendered by 
Brothers Carlson, Omberg, Campbell and 
Davis. While here I had the opportunity 
of organizing a local of gas - fitters that 
work for the gas company, which will be 
known as Local No. 560. During the past 
year there has been no end of trouble be¬ 
tween our local, the Building Trades, and 
Trades Assembly, over the organizing of 
the Fitters in a Federal Union, by an A. F. 
of L. orgariizer. The Gas Fitters are now 
where they properly belong, and I trust 
this will settle the question for all time 


to come, and that our new local will have 
peace and prosperity. 

Being notified that Local No. 561, of 
Mankato, Minn., was on strike, 1 went 
there and remained until the same was set¬ 
tled. No. 561 is a new local that was or¬ 
ganized in February of this year by Broth¬ 
er Henry Prieser, of Local No. 75, of Mil¬ 
waukee, who has been doing a large job 
here for a Milwaukee firm. On the 1st of 
May our local made demand on our em¬ 
ployers for a reduction in the hours of 
labor, which they granted, but on or about 
the 12th of May two of the firms decided to 
compel some of the younger members of 
the local to return to the 10-hour day, 
which they refused to do. The firms dis¬ 
charged them; then all our men quit in 
sympathy with those discharged, and after 
a twelve-day strike the trouble was settled 
to the absolute satisfaction of our local. 
The usual number of non-union men blew 
into town during the strike, and everyone 
was kept busy keeping them from working. 
I want to thank Brother Prieser for the 
personal sacrifice he made in laying off 
from his work in order to assist the local 
to win this, their first strike. 

Virginia, Minn., is the home of Local No. 
156, which I am glad to report are doing 
well, after recovering from practically the 
same experience that our Superior local 
had, which I mentioned at the beginning 
of this report. I had the pleasure of at¬ 
tending a special meeting of the local ar¬ 
ranged for by Secretary Andrew Skumautz, 
and find they are very much interested in a 
pending plumbing ordinance, which, if 
passed, will be of great benefit to them. 
The local is composed of a good bunch of 
union men, and will always be able to give 
a good account of itself. If there are any 
locals attached to the U. A. that are not 
complying with the constitution, by having 
their books properly audited at least every 
three months, let the past experience of 
Local No. 434 and Local No. 156 be a warn¬ 
ing to them. As mentioned in my last re¬ 
port, with the assistance of Secretary Ben 
Wersing and Business Agent Morgan, of 
Local No. 455, we were successful in or¬ 
ganizing a Steam Fitters’ Helpers’ Local, 
which I installed on May 28th. The local 
will be known in the future as local No. 
402. New members will be added from time 
to time in sufficient numbers to supply the 
demands. The formation of this local 
should and will be of great assistance to 
Local No. 455, which is slowly but surely 
getting control of the situation in St. Paul. 

One day was spent in Grand Forks, "N. D., 
where I intended remaining long enough to 
assist in building up Local No. 424, but 
on receipt of wire from Secretary Burke, I 
went to Milwaukee, as per instructions, but 
will return to Grand Forks at an early date, 
and take up the work I was compelled to 
leave so abruptly. 

On my arrival at Milwaukee, June 7th, I 
found that all building trades were out 
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on strike against the brewers of the city, 
because of their refusal to sign the agree¬ 
ment of the various trades as presented, 
which in several cases provided for a slight 
increase in wages. Most all trades had In¬ 
ternational officers here during the trouble, 
which had been on since May 22d. May 
conferences were held between the building 
trades representatives and the committee 
representing the Brewers’ Association, and 
when I left Milwaukee with the balance of 
the International officers on Saturday, June 
15th, I was of the impression that the en¬ 
tire situation *had been cleaned up and set¬ 
tled. Let me say as far as our own organ¬ 
ization is concerned that there is no mis¬ 
understanding between the brewers and 
ourselves; it is simply a case where we had 
to go on strike with the balance of the 
trades that were unable to secure satisfac¬ 
tory agreements. To my great surprise I 
learned this day that another hitch in the 
final adjustment of the trouble took place 
on account of the Painters and Sheet Metal 
Workers. However, I am informed that 
this is only a technicality, and will soon be 
straightened out. 

My next report. will be from Grand 
Rapids, Mich., where I am at the present 
writing.

Grant Jurisdiction. 

Washington, June 1.—President Johnston 
of the International Association of Machin¬ 
ists appeared before the executive council 
at its recent meeting and requested that 
the organizations of Machinists’ Helpers, 
under charter of the American Federation 
of Labor, be turned over to the Interna¬ 
tional Association of Machinists, and that 
jurisdiction conceded. The executive coun¬ 
cil took favorable action and conceded the 
jurisdiction to the machinists, and the lo¬ 
cals of machinists’ helpers have been in¬ 
structed to apply for charters to the ma¬ 
chinists, which will be granted without 
cost. 


Painters Get Agreement. 

Worcester, June 1.—Twenty-seven of the 
thirty-four painting firms in this city have 
signed the new schedule agreed upon be¬ 
tween the local Painters’ Union and the 
Master Painters’ Association, and practi¬ 
cally all of the painters who went on strike 
on April 1 have resumed their old posi¬ 
tions.. The new agreement calls for the 44- 
hour week and a substantial increase in the 
wage schedule beginning April 1, 1913. 


Brotherhood of Railway Carmen. 

Kansas City, Mo., June 1.—The Brother¬ 
hood of Railway Carmen of America has 
secured a splendid schedule with the south¬ 
ern system of railroads known as the 


Southern Railway Company; Cincinnati, 
New Orleans and Texas Pacific Railway 
Company; Alabama Great Southern Rail¬ 
way Company; Georgia Southern and Flor¬ 
ida Railway Company; Mobile'and Ohio 
Railway Company, and the Virginia and 
South Western Railway Company. New 
rules have been secured in addition to an 
increase in pay, and all has been accom¬ 
plished without friction. The Brotherhood 
of Railway Carmen has also been success¬ 
ful in organizing local lodges at Bridge- 
burg, Ont., Can.; Bay City, Mich., and Mil¬ 
waukee, Wis. The national organization 
also shows a continued and steady increase 
in membership of existing lodges. 


Federal Union Gets Raise. 

New York, June 1.—Organizer Hugh 
Frayne reports that he has just been suc¬ 
cessful in securing an agreement for the 
Vacuum Bottle and Apparatus Glass Blow¬ 
ers’ Union No. 14,201, A. F. of L., and two 
firms employing its members. The agree¬ 
ment concedes the eight-hour workday. In 
the case of the Vacuum Specialty Company 
of New York the wage increase amounts 
to 25% and in 'the case of the American 
Thermos Bottle Company 20% increase, 
equalizing the wages of the men employed 
by both companies. The minimum wage 
of the men is from $30 to $35 per week. 
The firms also agree to use the union label 
of the American Federation of Labor on 
their products. 


Street and Electric Men. 

Detroit, June 1.—The local association of 
street and electric railway employees has 
just secured an agreement with the Detroit 
United Railways which fixes the wages at 
25c an hour for the first six months, 28c 
for the second and third six months and 
30c per hour for those of eighteen or more 
months of service. The new scale is an 
increase of 2c per hour to first six months’ 
service men and half a cent per hour to the 
classes of more than six months of serv¬ 
ice. The aggregate annual increase for 
motormen and conductors reaches $90,000, 
with 2,100 men affected. 


United Brotherhood of Carpenters. 

Indianapolis, June 1.—The district coun¬ 
cil of the United Brotherhood of Carpen¬ 
ters in Saginaw and Bay City, Mich., re¬ 
port an increase in wages from 40c to 45c 
per hour, and the establishment of the 
Saturday half holiday. This achievement 
was brought about after a strike lasting 
two days. 


Brewery Workers Get Agreement. 

Dubuque. Ia., June 1.—The brewery 
workers of this city have negotiated new 
agreements with all the local breweries for 
a period of five years. The agreement car¬ 
ries with it an increase in wages and a 
betterment of conditions and the negotia¬ 
tions were conducted without friction. 
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Report of General Organizer Lynn 


To the Officers and Members of the 

United Association. 

This report starts at Wheeling, W. Va., 
the home of old Local 83. I had been ad¬ 
vised by Secretary Burke that there was a 
chance to formulate a new Local Union 
there, and also that the charter of the old 
Local Union had been sent into the office 
about a year ago. When I arrived in the 
city I got in touch with Brothers Letzelter 
and Hirt, who were former members of old 
83, but on the lapse of the Local had been 
forced to put their cards into the nearest 
Local Union, 214 of Bellaire, O. With the 
assistance of the brothers mentioned I was 
able to meet with many prospective mem¬ 
bers during the few days I remained in the 
city, also able to enlist a few other hustlers 
whose names I will not mention, but whose 
work is appreciated by the writer. . Two 
meetings were held and at the last one I 
put a proposition to the men of Wheeling 
giving them the price they would have to 
pay to secure a charter again, explaining 
to them my reasons for making such terms. 
Every man at the meeting pledged to join, 
but as the amount could not be forthcom¬ 
ing at once,' I arranged to leave Wheeling 
and return in a week or so and install their 
Local, in the meantime sending for charter 
and supplies. I had received a wire from 
Secretary Burke that day requesting me to 
go to Columbus, O., as soon as possible, 
owing to a grievance of Local 216. 1 got 

in touch with Business Agent Birch over 
the phone and he arranged a special meet¬ 
ing on May 24th. At this meeting the mat¬ 
ter in question was thoroughly discussed 
and reviewed from all angles. One portion 
of the contention, that of a man changing 
his card from one branch of the pipe fit¬ 
ting business to the other, was disposed of 
without delay, as our laws strictly forbid 
men being plumbers today and steam fit¬ 
ters tomorrow and vice versa, but regard¬ 
ing the other portion of the grievance I 
decided to take the same under considera¬ 
tion and render a decision the following 
day in writing. This I did at another spe¬ 
cial meeting on Saturday afternoon, and 
as the same was in strict accordance with 
our laws, it was acceptable to our members 
interested. With President Hennessy, 
Business Agent Birch and others I went 
over the local affairs of both 216 and 189, 
and although work is not any too plentiful, 
both of our Locals are enjoying good con¬ 
ditions and the city well organized. From 
Columbus I went to Toledo, Ohio, to meet 
with some of our members there and learn 
how our new plan of action adopted during 
my last visit was working out; I met Broth¬ 
ers Kewley, Wellman and many others 
during my short stay and found that all of 
our members were at work, and in certain 
shops our plans working out as anticipated, 
but that there had been some deviation 
from the original plan in other cases. This 
must be corrected to have success and har¬ 
mony between our two Local Unions. It 


was not possible for me to stay for the 
meetings of the Locals to see that this was 
done, but I trust the same was attended to 
by our Toledo members. 

I am sorry to have to report that the 
plumbing ordinance calling for an exam¬ 
ination of Journeymen introduced in the 
City Council by Brother Kewley, who is 
one of the city fathers, was defeated. It 
was killed by the activity of the Citizens' 
Industrial Association. (“City Industry 
Assassination"). One Master Plumber and 
a representative of a certain supply house 
in that city, whose main specialty is a line 
of tools used daily by our members, were 
the leaders of this opposition. This supply 
house man should keep out of such affairs, 
or if not our members made familiar with 
the facts of the case and allowed to use 
their judgment accordingly. I also took a 
trip down to Lima, Ohio, from Toledo for 
the regular meeting of Local 485. Our 
boys are still fighting at Lima and had 
their battle about won when four of their 
members, one of them # who had held promi¬ 
nent offices in the Local, deliberately .went 
scabbing. In spite of this, all of our boys 
are making good time in the fair shops and 
are going to fight it out. They are prepar¬ 
ing for the Ohio State Convention that 
meets in July. President Gremling was 
elected delegate. 

Had these four members before men¬ 
tioned remained true to their obligation, 
Lima would have a victory now, but our 
boys hope to show by convention time the 
same results in spite of these traitors. I 
returned to Wheeling on May 31st, having 
arranged a meeting for that night, and I 
am glad to report that our men in Wheel¬ 
ing had been busy during my absence and 
on that night our new Local was founded, 
officers elected with Brother $mith as 
president, Brothers Letzeller and Hirt as 
secretaries and all other offices fiHed by 
good efficient men. Our Local is now com¬ 
posed of 35 men and several more applica¬ 
tions pending. I visited the officers of the 
Master Plumbers' Association the next day 
and they signified their willingness to meet 
with our members and perfect a working 
agreement. Success to new Local 83. From 
Wheeling I went to Canton, Ohio, where I 
had heard my services were needed, but I 
was agreeably surprised on my arrival 
there, and after a chat with Secretary 
Zerbe, to learn that our Local was in excel¬ 
lent condition, the town thoroughly organ¬ 
ized and wprking under an excellent agree¬ 
ment with the Master Plumbers’ Associa¬ 
tion. I visited some of the Master Plumb¬ 
ers on the following day with Secretary 
Zerbe and attended the regular meeting on 
that night. While in Canton I received 
word from Secretary Burke to proceed 
south to my own district, and also to make 
New Orleans in the southwestern district 
as soon as possible. However, I had just 
notified our Akron Local 219 to call a spe¬ 
cial meeting for the following night, so I

went there from Canton. President Staley 
presided at the special meeting and the 
situation in Akron was thoroughly dis¬ 
cussed. A very peculiar condition existed 
in this thriving little city and much good 
work could be accomplished there, but to 
do this at least two weeks’ time should be 
spent in that vicinity and, as I could not 
stay, I assured ,our members I would ex¬ 
plain this necessity at the general office, 
and in the meantime urged a plan of action 
that will be beneficial to them if carried 
out. From Akron I went to Chattanooga, 
Tenn. Local 43 had a strike this spring, 
but I found that practically all of our 
members were working in fair shops and 
the prospects very bright for the coming 
season. I called on several employers hir¬ 
ing our men, and later called upon the pro¬ 
prietor of the largest shop in town, who 
has not been hiring our men for some 


time. I made some suggestions to him 
that he considered fair and asked me to 
submit same in writing for his considera¬ 
tion; this I did and also promised to return 
to Chattanooga to aid in carrying the 
proposition if it was so desired. I attended 
the regular meeting of 43 on June 12th, and 
with a committee appointed to work with 
me, Brothers Payne, Brooks and J. B. Al¬ 
len, took up several matters before leaving, 
one being that of retaining an attorney to 
fight the unfair bosses in their old game of 
injunction. I arrived in New Orleans yes¬ 
terday; have met Secretary Glannon and 
went over conditions with him, but I will 
report upon this city and also on final re¬ 
sults in Chattanooga in the next issue.

Journeymen Tailor Movements. 

Bloomington, Ill., June 1.—Local unions 
of the Journeymen Tailors’ Union of Amer¬ 
ica in Rochester, N. Y., Toledo and Calgary. 
Canada are still on strike, contending for 
the union shop against an effort in the Mas¬ 
ter Tailors’ Association to establish the 
open shop. The international union has a 
large treasury and is financing the strike 
and will continue to do so until a victory 
is won. The strikes have been in progress 
nearly three months. New local unions 


have been chartered at Haverhill, Mass., 
Trenton, N. J., Waterbury, Conn., Wood¬ 
land, Cal., and Dunkirk, N. Y. John B. 
Lennon, treasurer of the American Federa¬ 
tion of Labor, and ex-general secretary of 
the International Tailors’ Union, has been 
nominated for delegate to the Rochester 
convention of the A. F. of L., and E. J. 
Brais, general secretary of the Journeymen 
Tailors’ Union of America, has been nomi¬ 
nated for Congress from the 17th Illinois 
district on the Socialist ticket. 
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Report of General Organizer Higgins. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

My report for this month starts with my 
visit to Buffalo, where I went on o'rders 
from the General Office in relation to a 
dispute between Local Nos. 36 and 395. I 
had a meeting with a joint committee of 
members of each local so that I could find 
out what the dispute was; having done this 
I attended a meeting of L. U. No. 395 and 
explained to the members what was neces¬ 
sary to be done to avoid further disputes, 
and I sincerely trust that this course will 
be pursued for the interests of our mem¬ 
bers in Buffalo. While in Buffalo I met 
with quite a number of our members, who 
gave me every assistance. I desire to 
thank them all. I might say that I am 
glad to see that Bro. John Clark and Busi¬ 
ness Agent Bro. Fred Leeman are able to 
be around again, both having been sick. 
From there I went to Utica, where our 
Local Union No. 79 was on strike to better 
conditions. I arrived there in time to be of 
assistance in having one of the largest 
shops to agree to the conditions our men 
were seeking, which cleaned up the situa¬ 
tion in Utica with the exception of one 
shop, that has been bad for some time 
past. I made some suggestions which I 
feel quite sure will help in bringing this 
shop around. While in Utica, Bro. Stephen 
Dwyer and Bro. Gates acted on the com¬ 
mittee with me and I offer them my thanks 
for their assistance. I next went to 
Albany, where I was met by Bro. Chas. 
Grace and we went over the situation in 
that city. In the evening I attended the 
meeting of the Central Labor Body and 
was privileged to address the delegates. I 
was also Enabled to assist Bro. Grace and 
his co-delegates to the body in unseating 
the I. A. Local Union in conformity with 
the decision of the A. F. of L. convention 
and executive council. I hope this is the 
beginning of the end of the fight that has 
been going on in Albany for some years. 
The delegates of the I. A. Local put up a 
hard fight, but it proved useless. From 
• here I went to 

Peekskill, where our local is still on 
strike, to try and help them in any way I 
could to bring the fight to a successful con¬ 
clusion. I found this impossible and the 
fight will have to continue. I then went to 
Port Jerris, where our local was also on 
strike. I found on arrival that our local 
was in a fight along with the carpenters 
and painters for better conditions. I had 
a conference with the Master Plumbers in 
company with a committee from our local. 
Wc were unable to do anything and I found 
that our employes had also joined a com¬ 
bination with the Master Carpenters and 
Master Painters to fight against the 
granting of any concessions. If it were 
not for the forming of these combinations, 
I believe we could have accomplished some¬ 
thing. This fight will have to continue to 
a finish, but I believe our men will win 


something, if not at this time, at a later 
date. I also had a talk with the individual 
employers and this talk makes me feel as 
I have stated, they are pledged together, 
and it was impossible to get any one to 
break away. I am afraid our men will get 
beat, but will eventually win anyhow. I 
then went to 

Syracuse on wire from Genl. Secy. Bro. 
Burke. On arrival I met Business Agent 
Bro. David Orr and Secy. Bro. Williams. 
We conferred on matters in relation to 
Syracuse and some other matters I have 
under investigation, which I will report on 
to the general office and the locals, inter¬ 
ested when I have finished my investiga¬ 
tion. While in Syracuse I attended the 
meeting of our Local No. 54. I was priv¬ 
ileged to address the meeting. I found that 
the local had already taken action‘against 
the General Fire Co., who the United Asso¬ 
ciation is fightfng in Providence and other 
places. In company with Bro. Orr I went 
to 

Canastota, where the General Fire Co. 
had a job going on and we took our men 
off that job. This fight is for better con¬ 
ditions and against the open shop, and is 
primarily in the interest of our Sprinler 
Fitters and Steam Fitters and also the en¬ 
tire members of the U. A. I. I next went to 

Newark, having received word that it was 
important to get in there. On arrival I 
met with Bros. Ryan and Burns, business 
agents of Locals Nos. 457 and 24, respect¬ 
ively. We went over matters and then ar¬ 
ranged to go and meet with the different 
steam fitters employers, and we went and 
spoke with a number of them. We then 
arranged to try and have a conference with 
a committee from the Employers’ Associa¬ 
tion. Not being able to see the president 
and secretary, I left this arrangement in 
the hands of Bro. Ryan and he to notify 
me when the conference was. I then left 
for 

Rochester on wire from general office. 
On arrival I was met by General Vice Pres¬ 
ident Bro. Geo. Hillyard, who is also the 
secretary of L. U. No. 13. We had a con¬ 
ference on matters pertaining to my visit, 
and then I attended the meeting of the 
local, where I spoke to the members on 
the matters that called for my services. I 
also brought to the attention of the local 
the fight bein# carried on against the Gen¬ 
eral Fire Co. The local took action au¬ 
thorizing the business agent and myself 
to take out our men in Rochester and on 
the next day in the company of Business 
Agent Bro. Mitten we visited the different 
jobs and took the men away from the Gen¬ 
eral Fire Co. I also had a conference with 
some members of L. U. No. 13 in regard 
to the matters that brought me to Roches¬ 
ter. Bro. Hillyard was with me in this 
conference. I believe that the matters in 
question will solve themselves for the best 
interests of all concerned. While in Roch¬ 
ester I was in the office of the Labor Jour- 
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nal, which is now being edited by our old 
friend and former business agent, Bro. 
Frank Kehoe, and who is making a success 
in his new line of work. I then left to re¬ 
turn to 

Newark, having received word from Bro. 
Ryan he had conference arranged. I stopped 
while en route at 

Peekskill to see how things were prog¬ 
ressing and after spending a little time 
with some of our members I continued on 
my way to 

Newark to attend the conference with 
Bros. Ryan and Burns. We met with a 
committee of the Employers’ Association 
and spent a few hours in going over the 
situation in Newark. The committee will 
report to their association, and we expect 
to have a further conference later on. I 
was advised that it might be profitable to 
go to Atlantic City and appear at the con¬ 
vention of the National Association of 
Master Steam Fitters, and after taking up 
matters with Bros. Ryan and Burns I got 
in touch with our general office in this 
matter. I then returned to 

New York City to confer with some dif¬ 
ferent firms doing work throughout the 
country in an endeavor to have them em¬ 
ploy our men. I will have to take this up 
again. Getting a decided answer, I then 
left for 

Atlantic City, where I am at this writing. 
I was met there by General Organizer 
Leonard. We made application to the 
Master Steam Fitters for a hearing at the 
convention and the time was set for this 
morning, we being allowed fifteen minutes’ 
time. Bro. Leonard and myself mapped 
out a line of talk, and Bro. Leonard ad¬ 
dressed the convention, and he made a 
very favorable impression. We asked for 
a committee to be appointed to meet with 
a committee from the U. A. At this writ¬ 
ing no definite action has been taken on 
our request and T am now awaiting de¬ 
velopments. Bro. Leonard having been 
called away by Bro. Burke. I might also 
say that the I. A. was also accorded fifteen 
minutes, being represented by the I. A. 
president. Mr. Kinsella, who did the 
talking, and Mr. Mangin being with him, 
while there has been no definite action 
taken, yet on our request, and there may 
be none yet, I feel that we have accom¬ 
plished something that will prove benefi¬ 
cial later on. 

Trusting this report will meet with the

union labor. Every indication, points to the 
success of the enterprise. 


What Do You Know About This? 

Washington, June 1.—During the consid¬ 
eration of the naval appropriation bill an 
amendment was offered that no part of 
the appropriation be expended for foreign 
coal to be used by the marine corps on the 
Pacific coast of the United States. After 
a slight modification of this amendment it 
was agreed to. Then followed an amend¬ 
ment offered by “Uncle Joe Cannon” that 
staggered those who have been watching 
his performances in the house of repre¬ 
sentatives. “Uncle Joe’s” amendment pro¬ 
vided “That the coal shall be mined by la¬ 
bor that is employed not exceeding eight 
hours a day.” After considerable discus¬ 
sion this amendment was adopted. Verily, 
but times and opinions do change. 


Federal Union Gets More Money. 

Mineville, N. Y., June 1.—The Federal 
Union of this city, comprising approxi¬ 
mately 700 members, employed in and 
around zinc mines, have just secured a 10c 
a day increase. The company has also 
agreed that it will meet with a committee 
from the union in the future. Further, that 
another conference will be granted in three 
months to consider a still further increase 
in wages, and also the question of reduc¬ 
ing the workday. Negotiations have been 
in progress for several weeks, and at one 
time a strike appeared imminent, but mat¬ 
ters, as stated above, have been worked 
out satisfactorily to both employees and 
employers. 


Powder Trust Hit. 

Washington, June 1.—During the consid¬ 
eration of the naval appropriation bill, an 
item appropriating $1,150,000 for the “pur¬ 
chase and manufacture” of smokeless pow¬ 
der, an amendment was offered and adopted 
eliminating the word “purchase,” and also 
reducing the appropriation to $900,000. The 
appropriation bill thus provides that the 
government shall “manufacture” smokeless 
powder, thus eliminating the trust. 


Leather Workers Win. 

Chicago, June 1.—The leather workers 
of this city, after a struggle with the em¬ 
ployers, have returned to work with an 
agreement that all differences are to be ad¬ 
justed by a committee of the union and 
the employers. 


Alabama State Federation. 

Anniston, Ala., June 1.—The Alabama 
State Federation of Labor recently in con¬ 
vention, aside from transacting the regular 
business before that organization, passed 
a resolution declaring in favor of women's 
suffrage. 


Motor Company Raises Wages. 

Detroit, June 1—The Ford Motor Com¬ 
pany has informed its 5,000 employees that 
their working day would be reduced from 
10 hours to 9 and that the pay of all em¬ 
ployees working on an hourly rate would be 
increased 15 per cent. 
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Report of General Organizer Casey, 


Baltimore, Md., June 13, 1912. 
To the Officers and Members of the United 

Association: 

At the close of my previous report I was 
in Baltimore, Md., going over the accounts 
of Local Union No. 48 for the purpose of 
getting these accounts to correspond with 
the records of the general office, also for the 
purpose of doing what I could to assist 
our Local Unions in their efforts to more 
thoroughly organize the men of our craft 
in Baltimore. We have the accounts of 
Local Union No. 48 almost straightened up 
with the general office. As soon as I re¬ 
ceive the verification sheet showing the 
standing of the members of Local Union 
No. 48 in the general office I will be in a 
position to close the books and clear the 
entire matter up. 

On May 16th Local Union No. 48 held a 
special meeting for the purpose of outlining 
a policy to be followed in their organizing 
campaign. After going over the entire mat¬ 
ter from all angles a policy w&s agreed on. 
If the members of Local Union No. 48 fol¬ 
low the policy they have outlined they are 
bound to be successful. If they don’t do as 
they agreed to, their organizing campaign 
will be a miserable failure; in other words, 
their success will be what they make it and 
they will be judged accordingly. 

Having received a wire from Secretary- 
Treasurer Burke, also from the secretary of 
our Local Union in Hazleton, Pa., to make 
Hazleton to attend a conference to be held 
between the Master Plumbers and the strike 
committee of Local Union No. 425 for the 
purpose of trying to bring about a settle¬ 
ment of the strike, I left for Hazleton right 
after the meeting of the 16th. Upon my ar¬ 
rival I met the strike committee of Local 
No. 425, the Master Plumbers having sent 
the committee a counter proposition which 
called for a 9-hour day instead of an 8-hour 
day which our agreement called for, and 
they further wanted the right to pay what¬ 
ever they—the bosses—thought a man was 
worth, instead of paying a minimum scale 
as called for by our agreement. They had 
many other clauses in their agreement 
which our men could not agree to, such as 
furnishing tools, fire-pots, etc. After going 
over the situation, we met the committee 
representing the Master Plumbers, and both 
sides explained the meaning of the different 
sections of their respective agreements. 
Many misunderstandings were cleared up, 
a better feeling prevailed, but we were un¬ 
able to arrive at anv agreement. The con¬ 
ference adjourned to meet at some future 
date, when I expect to see the present dif¬ 
ficulty settled. The majority of the bosses 
have agreed to the demands of Local Union 
No. 425 and nearly all our members are 
working, and with the settlement of the 
miners' strike work will soon start up, and 
all our members will be employed under the 
new agreement. 


Before leaving Baltimore I arranged for 
an open meeting and sent out notices to 
the non-union men requesting them to at¬ 
tend. On account of this open meeting it 
was necessary for me to leave Hazleton, 
notwithstanding I would like to have re¬ 
mained and assisted in bringing about a set¬ 
tlement of the strike. On the night of our 
open meeting we were all agreeably sur¬ 
prised at the large attendance of non-union 
men. It is claimed by the members here as 
being the largest meeting of our craft ever 
held in Baltimore. I explained to those 
present the conditions under which they 
could become members. Also explained 
what our organization was doing for the 
men of the pipe trades and the labor move¬ 
ment in general. After the meeting quite 
a large number paid their initiation fee, and 
many others promised to do likewise the 
following week. After this open meeting I 
left for Lancaster, Pa., where Local Union 
341 was on strike for better conditions. I 
had a special meeting of the Local called, 
where we went over the situation, this be¬ 
ing the first strike of Local 341 since they 
became affiliated with the U. A. I discov¬ 
ered that they were not following the usual 
procedure, due to their lack of experience 
in matters of this kind. It did not take very 
long to get them on the right road; the 
members were a little uneasy because the 
Executive Board of the U. A. had disap¬ 
proved of their strike application. This ac¬ 
tion was taken because detailed information 
was not placed before the Executive Board. 
This has all been done since and the Execu¬ 
tive Board has approved of their strike, 
which is a just one. Nearly all the bosses 
agreed to the new agreement and put our 
members to work. Some two or three shops 
did not agree; the number of men affected 
is very small. It’s only a short time until 
the entire matter is settled satisfactorily to 
our Local. 

Having made previous arrangements to 
attend a special meeting of Local Union 
No. 438, also Local No. 48, I was compelled 
to leave for Baltimore to be present at 
these meetings, where the question of or¬ 
ganizing was gone over in detail and ar¬ 
rangements made for another open meeting 
to be held tonight, June 13th. A few words 
on conditions in Baltimore to enlighten our 
members may not be amiss at this time. 
This city of nearly 700,000 inhabitants, has 
very poor sanitary laws, therefore, first 
class work is the exception, not the rule, 
with the result that all kinds of work is 
done by all kinds of plumbers. Baltimore is 
known as the incubator of non-union men. 
It seems that it’s not a question of wages, 
hours or condition with the great majority 
of workmen here; it seems as though the 
important question with them is a steady 
job, as they term it. There are about 700 
license plumbers in the city and God knows 
how many who have no license. Local Un¬ 
ion No. 48 has about 80 contributing mem- 
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bers who receive $4.00 per day of 8 hours. 
The men on the outside of the Union re¬ 
ceive almost any kind of wages from $1.50 
up, and they work all kinds of hours. It 
can readily be seen that to organize this 
city it’s going to take a long time and plenty 
of good hard work, and since our campaign 
of organizing has started it’s been nothing 
but political mass meetings, previous to the 
primaries elections, and now coming on the 
National Democratic convention, which will 
be held here June 25th inst., it’s a hive of 
political activity. This all helps to retard 
the progress of our organizing work. The 
Executive Board and General Office have 
instructed me to remain in Baltimore for an 
indefinite time in connection with this or¬ 
ganizing work. This means that other parts 
of my district will be unable to receive very 
much assistance from me for the present. I 
am in hopes that this work here will take on 
such a shape that it will not be necessary 
for me to remain here; but that I will get a 
chance to get to other sections of my dis¬ 
trict where my assistance is needed.

Massachusetts Compensation Law. 

Boston, June 1.—*The workmen’s com¬ 
pensation law, enacted by the state legis¬ 
lature, will go into effect July 1 next. This 
measure abolishes the rule of contributory 
negligence, negligence of fellow servants 
and the assumption of risk laws and court 
rulings; allows a person half his regular 
earnings for a maximum of* 300 weeks if 
partly incapacitated in an accident while 
working; gives the employe half pay for a 
period of 500 weeks if he is totally disabled 
for work by any such accident; adds from 
$4 to $10 a week to this allowance for 100 
weeks if he loses both hands, both feet or 
10 per cent of sight of both eyes; makes 
this additional allowance for 50 weeks if 
he loses one hand, one foot or 10 per cent 
of sight of one eye; furnishes him with the 
added compensation for 25 weeks for the 
loss of two or more fingers, thumbs or 
toes, and for 12 weeks for the loss of one 
finger or one toe; prevents exploitation by 
exorbitant fee charges by lawyers or doc¬ 
tors under any and all circumstances; ex¬ 
empts such sums of money as may be due 
him for damages from attachment for debt 
of any kind or description; sets his half 
pay allowance at a minimum of $4 per week 
and a $10 maximum, with a $3,000 limit for 
total disability; in case he is killed gives 
his dependent relatives the equivalent of this 
half pay for 300 weeks, and if he has no 
dependent relatives allows $200 for his fu¬ 
neral expenses. It will, with the exception 
of domestic servants and farm laborers, 
cover all cases where accidents occur to 
wage workers of both sexes, while at work 
for their respective employers. 


Printers Get More Wages. 

Toledo, O., June 1.—After several con¬ 
ferences the local Typographical Union 
and newspaper publishers have agreed on 
a new wage scale which means an increase 
of $2.25 per week for every member em¬ 
ployed on the Toledo newspapers, and the 
aggregate will total an increase of $76,000 
per year. The new rate will be $26.75 for 
night work and $23.75 for day work. The 
agreement calls, of course, for the strictly 
union shop, together with regulations re¬ 
garding apprentices, who will be given a 
thorough education in the printing trade by 
the union after the first six months. This 
education comprises a technical training un¬ 
der the system inaugurated by the Interna¬ 
tional Typographical Union. 


To Build Labor Temple. 

Terre Haute, Ind., June 1.—Some months 
ago it was decided by the labor organiza¬ 
tions of this city to build p. labor temple. 
All of the organizations have taken a deep 
interest in the project and entertainments 
of a various character have been held since 
that time for the purpose of providing the 
nucleus for purchasing the site. A neat 
sum has already been gathered, and it is 
expected that before long a sufficient 
amount of money will be available to pur¬ 
chase a site. 


Voluntarily Advances Wages. 

Holyoke, Mass., June 1.—The Farr Al¬ 
paca Company has surprised its employees 
by issuing a notice that a raise in wages 
would be voluntarily granted. The wage 
increase runs from 9% to 14%. On Jan¬ 
uary 1 this company did not reduce wages, 
although it reduced the working time two 
hours a week, the same schedule was paid 
for 54 hours, to conform to the state law, 
as had been paid for the 56-hour week. 


Print Works Raise Wages. 

Haverstraw, N. Y., June 1.—The strike 
which has been in progress at the Garner- 
ville Print Works for nearly two weeks, in 
which over 800 men and women were in¬ 
volved, has drawn to a close, and the em¬ 
ployees have returned to work. The em¬ 
ployers conceded a substantial increase in 
wages, which means that $30,000 per year 
has been added to the pay roll of the 
company. 


Molders Win Strike. 

Moncton, N. B., June 1.—The iron mold¬ 
ers of the Record Foundry and Machine 
Company of this city, who have been on 
strike over four months against a reduction 
of 20% in wages, have returned to work, 
the management of the company having 
receded from its position, granting to the 
iron molders the wage scale and conditions 
demanded by the organization. 
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Report of General Organizer Clark. 


Spokane, June 8, 1912. 
To the Officers and Members of The U. A.: 

At the close of my last report I was lo¬ 
cated in Spokane, where our three Locals 
were out against the “Open Shop” move¬ 
ment of the “Money Power” of that city. 

The Building Trades are not in very good 
condition here, in fact, they have foundered 
on the Rocks of Jurisdiction. I am pleased 
to say in this connection that “we are not 
guilty,” as we have none of those kind of 
quarrels now that we cannot settle ourselves 
to our own satisfaction. Our three Locals 
are working fine together with the best of 
feeling prevailing, and they are standing 
“Pat” for the Union Shop. 

We figured the plumbing and heating on 
the new City Hall, the largest job in this 
city at present, and were successful in land¬ 
ing both contracts. In two Union Shop# 
they were cut to actual cost, but we had 
the satisfaction of knowing that we beat 
the “Open Shoppers.” 

The boys have started a shop of their 
own and getting considerable work. We 
could corral all there is in town, providing 
we could get right prices on material. They 
expect to overcome that handicap soon. 

I made a trip to Seattle and Portland for 
the purpose of having Bros. Potter and 
Johnston of the Independent Plumbing & 
Heating Co. figure the City Hall plans, so 
we could get the prices on material. The 
boys here, in Spokane, could not get any 
prices on the plumbing goods. Bros. Pot¬ 
ter and Johnston deserve something more 
than praise for their unselfish efforts in this 
matter. They worked two days and nights 
on those plans, as they had to be figured to 
a “nickel.” It was a good thing that it was 
done, too. Bro. Potter came to Spokane 
with me. He was of invaluable assistance 
to us here. 

I have expressed myself several times on 
the Seattle System of Co-Operative Shop. 
It is the correct system. If properly fi¬ 
nanced will win any strike that we may en¬ 
ter. It will do more than that—if will keep 
the “pirate” out of the plumbing and heat¬ 
ing business. I predict that in five years 
there will be one of these shops in every 
large city in this country. Where the Boss 
Plumber is allowed to work and do as he 
pleases, the Master Plumber or Fitter is 
a useless member of society, anyway, and 
should be eliminated. There is no reason 
for his existence, except to collect the 
money and pay the Journeymen Saturday. 
When we get our members educated to the 
knowledge of how to do that little stunt 
themselves, we will have the problem of 
strikes and lockouts settled in our busi¬ 
ness. 

The United Association should levy an 
assessment of one day’s pay on every mem¬ 
ber for the purpose of establishing a Cen¬ 
tral Supply House for plumbing and heating 
goods to be furnished to any local Union 
that wished to start a shop on the system 


now in effect in Portland and Seattle, also 
Spokane. 

** The plan that appeals to me is for the 
U. A. to levy an assessment of one day’s 
pay for every member in September of each 
year for two years for the purpose of es¬ 
tablishing a Central Supply House for 
Plumbing and Steam-fitting Goods, and 
have this supply house in. the central dis¬ 
trict near Chicago. When a Local has just 
reason for the placing of one of these shops 
in existence let the U. A. take charge of 
the situation and place a shop in the field 
in that city, in charge of the organizer in 
that district. Then material could 'be 
shipped from the Central Supply House to 
this branch, where the members could get 
same at cost prices plus a small per cent for 
overhead charges. 

Every member is his own employer. He 
goes out and gets his own job and brings 
it to the shop where the cost price of all 
material is figured and the member places 
his own time on the job. The contract is 
made out in the name of the shop, the ma¬ 
terial furnished and the work completed by 
the journeyman. The contract price is col¬ 
lected by the manager of the shop, the cost 
price of material is deducted and the bal¬ 
ance is turned over to the journeyman as 
his wages. 

By this method it is impossible to depre¬ 
ciate the capital invested, as there are no 
wages to be paid out of it, but on the con¬ 
trary every man earns just what he receives 
—or receives just what he earns. There 
can be no favoritism shown under this 
method. Under the old system, where the 
shop funds were used to pay wages, it did 
not take long until we were in so deep that 
it caused all kinds of friction and trouble. 

Since writing the above Local No. 44 has 
received a loan from the North West Asso¬ 
ciation of $500.00 for the Co-Operative 
shop; the Steamfitters’ No. 429 have also 
contributed as a local and some of the 
members who are possessed of a little 
money have also come in with a contribu¬ 
tion; the Helpers’ local has also done its 
share by loaning from its treasury, so that 
taking everything into consideration the 
boys are getting along all right and if any 
of the unions in this part of the country 
can see their way clear to come to the help 
of the Spokane unions with financial as¬ 
sistance at this time they should do so 
quick. 

Left for Portland on the fifth of June to 
take up some matters that were in train 
there when I left some weeks ago.

Muscatine, la., June 1.—President Gomp- 
ers of the American Federation of Labor, 
in company with President Urick of the 
fowa State Federation of Labor, were in 
this city recently, making an investigation 
of the strike against the button factories. 
There are about 800 button workers still 

on strike. 
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Report of General Organizer Bruce. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 

Association: 

At the close of my last report I was 
leaving for the West. I investigated condi¬ 
tions in and around Sudbury and found no 
evidence for the reforming of a Local. On 
20th I arrived at Sault Ste. Marie, met Sec. 
Dew and went into situation, things being 
very satisfactory in this district. Held a 
special meeting and had fair attendance, 
and dealt with various matters of interest 
to the Local. Wednesday, 22nd, I arrived 
at St. William, met some of the officers 
and went into the situation as it exists. 
Thursday, 23rd, I attended the regular 
meeting of Local 257 and had the pleasure 
of addressing them under Good and Wel¬ 
fare. The present situation was fully dis¬ 
cussed and plans laid down for the future. 
Friday, 24j:h, I attended the regular meet¬ 
ing of Local 378, Port Arthur, when we 
had a fair attendance. After addressing the 
Local, we went into a thorough discussion 
of their proposed agreement, and while 
things did not jook very favorable, we ar¬ 
rived at a decision that will be satisfactory 
in the near future. While there were some 
who desired immediate results, the utility 
of postponing action will become apparent 
in the near future. May 25th I arrived in 
Winnipeg. I was met by Bus. Agt. Wood¬ 
ing of 250 and Bro. Jupp of 332. May 
26th I visited various jobs in city and held 
meeting of Executive Board of Local 254. 
We went into situation and outlined a 
policy for the future, when I hope to return 
and help make it effective. Mav 29, held 
meeting of Executive Local 332 and agreed 
with the plan outlined. I received a wire 
from Saskatoon which urged my presence 
in their city on account of putting their 
new agreement into effect, and I left Win¬ 
nipeg after conferring with the superin¬ 
tendent of one of the larger firms involved. 
May 31st I stopped off at Reginia and held 
a meeting of the Executive Board. The 
Master Plumbers have turned down the 
proposition of our Local and in the near 
future T will return with the hope of help¬ 
ing Local 179 establish better relations with 
the employers of the city. June 1st I ar¬ 
rived in Saskatoon and was met by some 
of our officers. We held a meeting and 
T was pleased to learn that they had signed 
up their agreement satisfactorily with all 
but the Ballantyne Co. This firm is very 
unfair to our organization. They employ 
a large staff, but we are unable to make 
any progress with them on account of the 
low wages and poor class of mechanics 
employed. We gave their superintendent 
time to communicate with his office, and 
failing a satisfactory reply we called a 
special meeting when the Local decided to 
call our few men out. Others in their em¬ 
ploy recognized the justness of our claim 
and also came out with ns. I am sorry to 
say that a few misguided individuals stayed 
with the job and all efforts were of no 
avail to induce them to come with us, but 


we are hopeful of making a satisfactory 
settlement. Monday, 3rd, I attended a 
special meeting and had the opportunity of 
addressing the members on the work of 
our organization, and they are a live factor 
in this district. After the meeting, I was 
their guest at a splendid banquet, when we 
had an excellent time. After having made 
arrangements covering the strike against 
Ballantyne’s, I proceeded to Prince Albert, 
where we have lately installed a Local Un¬ 
ion, and who are very much alive. I met 
several officers and found that though only 
recently organized they had made an agree¬ 
ment with the employers and they control 
all the men in town. Friday, 7th, I attend¬ 
ed special meeting when I addressed them 
on the work of our organization and Local 
Unions, in particular, and by the way they 
received it you can expect to hear from 
them when necessary. I was favored by 
a late supper, when we all sat down to a 
very enjoyable evening and some excellent 
entertainment provided by our own who 
were in fine trim, and ended a very nice 
evening with the hopes of continued suc¬ 
cess for Local 569. Saturday, 8th, I left for 
Edmonton, laying off for a few hours at 
Saskatoon for information. Sunday. 9th. 
I arrived at Edmonton. Monday, 10th, in 
conjunction with Bus. Agt. Ferguson, I 
met the new by-law committee and entered 
into work of amending the city by-laws. 
Acting with the committee we held a con¬ 
ference with the Master Plumber, when 
our amendments were finally drafted and 
submitted to Inspector Huntback, who ac¬ 
cepted same and presented them for ratifi¬ 
cation to the city council. At this time it 
is impossible to say what will be done, but 
we have every reason to believe they will 
be accepted and adopted, placing Edmon¬ 
ton in line with the rest of our prosperous 
western Locals. Tuesday, 11th, we had a 
special meeting of the Local, when I dealt 
with various matters of interest to all, and 
had a good time. After the meeting I was 
the guest of the Executive Board to a late 
supper, when we passed over a very en¬ 
joyable evening. I wish to extend thanks 
to the brothers of the various Locals for 
the many kind acts in working through 
this territory. I am at present in Calgary, 
from which my next report will be given 
Trusting this meets with the approval 
of our members.

Building Trades Department Charters. 

Washington, June 1.—The Building 
Trades Department, American Federation 
of Labor, has recently granted charters for 
local departments at Fargo, N. D.. and 
Fort Wayne, Ind., and applications are 
pending for the Indiana State Building 
Trades Council, Newburg, N. Y., and Kan* 
kakee, Ill. 
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Eight Hour Day in Naval Bill. 

Washington, June 1.—The naval appro¬ 
priation bill has passed the house of repre¬ 
sentatives. Congressman Buchanan ot Il¬ 
linois, a member of the Structural Iron 
Workers, was successful in having incor¬ 
porated in various parts of the bill a pro¬ 
vision “That no part of this appropriation 
shall be expended for the procuring or pro¬ 
ducing of such ordnance material and for 
such armament of ships as manufactured in 
a government establishment from or by 
any person, firm or corporation which has 
not at the time of commencement and dur¬ 
ing the prosecution of such work estab- 
lisned an eight-hour workday for all em¬ 
ployees, laborers and mechanics engaged 
or to be engaged in the work on the mate¬ 
rials and armament named herein.” 

Arguments in Appeal Case. 

Washington, June 1.—As will be remem¬ 
bered, the suit instituted in St. Louis by 
C. W. Post of “Grape Nuts” fame, against 
the American Federation of Labor for $250-, 
000 damages, or really $750,000, growing out 
of the Buck Stove and Range controversy, 
was dismissed by the St. Louis court. Post 
then appealed to the Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals and arguments were recently made in 
this case. It is believed that the appeal of 
Post will be dismissed and the decision of 
the lower court sustained. 

Embroidery Makers. 

New York, June 1.—A convention of em¬ 
broidery workers of this city and surround¬ 
ing territory held a meeting recently and 
decided to organize an international union. 
The new organization is to be known as the 
Embroidery Workers’ International Union 
of America. There are also organizations 
of this craft in Chicago and Baltimore, and 
provisions were made looking toward the 
thorough organization of this class of 
workers throughout the country. 

Bakers Win Strike. 

Fort Worth, Tex., June 1.—The bakers 
in this city have just won a victory. After 
a six weeks’ strike an agreement has been 
reached whereby all the Fort Worth bak¬ 
eries are to be manned by union men. The 
agreement provides for the use of the label 
and also an arbitration clause. This makes 
Fort Worth 100 per cent strong for the 
union bakers. 

Amalgamation Announced. 

Boston, June 1.—The Bostqn union of the 
United Boot and Shoe Workers has an¬ 
nounced that it has amalgamated with the 
Boot and Shoe Workers’ Union affiliated 
with the American Federation of Labor. 

Minneapolis Doings. 

Minneapolis, Minn., June 1.—The city 
council has just passed a resolution increas¬ 
ing the pay of laborers in the sewer, water¬ 
works and paving departments from $2.25 
to $2.40 a day of eight hours.

When the Minimum Wage bill was 
passed by the British parliament by way 
of settlement of the great coal strike last 
winter the measure was regarded as a com¬ 
promise which rather took the edge off the 
strikers’ victory. Mr. J. Keir Hardie, the 
veteran labor leader and member of Par¬ 
liament, takes a different view of it. In an 
article in the Cosmopolitan for June cap¬ 
tioned “Labor’s Great Victory in England,” 
he declares the wage bill an epoch-making 
victory for labor as well as involving an 
unlooked for but important constitutional 
change. 


President Taft has been about the un- 
luckiest man that ever sat in the chair of 
Washington. Every pet measure of his has 
been knocked into a cocked hat at some 
stage or other. Canadian reciprocity was 
one of them. Now both houses of Con¬ 
gress have passed a bill abolishing the 
Court of Commerce, which was established 
through the personal insistence of the 
President, and it goes out of business July 
1st.

The Danbury Hatters get their new trial, 
which was in effect ordered by the federal 
Supreme Court when it upheld their case, 
on August 20, at Hartford. There is little 
doubt in any quarters as to the outcome of 
this trial, since the Supreme Court's deci¬ 
sion requires that the charges made against 
the Union must be proved against evety 
individual member, that is, absolute proof 
must be adduced showing knowledge and 
participation in every act charged by the 
prosecution.

That the American Federation of Labor, 
which at the Atlanta convention was shown 
to have attained its greatest growth and 
its largest ratio of increase last year, is 
growing even more this year is shown by 
a statement of new charters issued. From 
October 1, 1910, to April 30, 1911, the new 
charters totaled 155. For the correspond¬ 
ing period, October 1, 1911, to April 30, 
1912, the number issued was 172. Consola¬ 
tion here for Otis et al.

In the excitements of Presidential con¬ 
ventions the general public gives little or 
no attention to the platforms. Perhaps 
there is a reason for this, such as is sug¬ 
gested when we remember the Republican 
platform of 1908 and what hasn’t been done 
to it since the election of that year. But 
the platform counts just the same and it 
is the business of every voter to post him¬ 
self as to what the various platforms stand 
for—or, if the foregoing is a bull, what 
is to stand on the platforms.

On July 5th there will be unveiled in Cin¬ 
cinnati the monument to Martin Fox, pio¬ 
neer labor leader and president of the In¬ 
ternational Molders’ Union. The labor 
bodies of that city have arranged appro¬ 
priate ceremonies to mark the event and 
President Gompers, Secretary Morrison i\pd 
other leaders have been invited to spea'% 
Martin Fox tfas one of the heroic vanguai 
of the labor movement and it is well thai 
his memory and the memory of other spir¬ 
its like him should be shown honor by la¬ 
bor's hosts.

The Allis-Chalmers Co., long notorious 
as a fighter of trade unionism and main- 
tainer of the open shop, is the latest con¬ 
cern to find out that bull-headed antagonism 
to union labor does not pay. Some weeks 
ago, in a desperate' effort to save the big 
concern from the financial shoals it went 
into a receivership, but things were too far 
gone and now the Continental and Corn- 
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mercial Trust Co. of Chicago has moved 
to foreclose a mortgage of $15,000,000, 
which spells bankruptcy. While there were 
contributing causes, the mismanagement, in¬ 
competent workmanship and general de¬ 
moralization inevitable in the open shop 
had a great deal to do with the wrecking 
of this huge and once affluent company. 

* * * 

It is an awful commentary on the com¬ 
mercial greed of our times that, as the 
Federationist points out, the Titanic in¬ 
vestigation showed that while life-saving 
precautions in modern ships are enough 
to insure against any ordinary accident, the 
first consideration of the builders is to 
secure the ship, as property, and next to 
safeguard the lives of those passengers 
whose loss would injure business in the 
future. As to the third cabin and the crew, 
why, every one for himself and De’il take 
the hindmost. 

♦ * * 

There are fifteen Trade Union men in 
the present Congress, and they have done 
a splendid work. One thing to the credit 
of Speaker Clark is that in appointing com¬ 
mittees he gave the labor men excellent 
representation, and on such committees as 
their experience in labor matters best fit¬ 
ted them for. This delegation of fifteen 
ought to be doubled in the next Congress. 
We are still miles behind Great Britain, 
Germany or Australia in the representa¬ 
tion of the working masses in the national 
law-making body. 

* * * 

William Jennings Bryan is kept busy ex¬ 
postulating that he is not a candidate and 
does not want to be, and exhorting his 
friends to quit talking about him in that 
connection. Nevertheless in.the last six 
weeks there has been a growing demand 
for Bryan, chiefly because none of the ac¬ 
tive Democratic candidates has aroused 
any degree of popular enthusiasm. Bryan 
is to be a delegate at Baltimore, and it 
would surprise no one to see a thunder¬ 
clap and a stampede there beside which 
that at Chicago in '96 would look small. 

* * * 

Our sanctimonious old friend, Henry 
Clews, has discovered and tells us in his 
financial bulletin that “the industrial and 
financial leaders seem to have decided by 
common consent to cut loose from poli¬ 
tics.” Now, if it isn’t to laugh! Imagine 
the “industrial and financial leaders” aban¬ 
doning to strangers the goose that has laid 
all the golden eggs for them. We’ll bet 
Mr. Crews himself is at this moment busily 
doing his best to help along the nomina¬ 
tion of some candidate who, to his notion, 
is best calculated to serve Big Business.

James Simpson of Toronto in the June 
Federationist warns Canadian workingmen 
against any movement to establish purely 
national Canadian Unions. He rightly says 
the interests of the workers of the two 
countries are too closely interwoven for 
separate organization to be practicable, and 


he points out that the “national” idea is 
encouraged chiefly by the financial inter¬ 
ests that are exploiting Canada’s rich re¬ 
sources and a very small percentage of 
whom are Canadians. The more divisions 
there are in labor’s ranks the more is Big 
Business served.

It is estimated that the tuberculosis 
plague costs annually the monetary loss of 
$570,000,000. This is a sordid considera¬ 
tion alongside the enormous toll of human 
life and the unspeakable suffering it entails. 
And it is all preventable. Our present gen¬ 
eration will have done nothing more worthy 
of the grateful remembrance of future ages 
than this, that it began and prosecuted to 
a wonderful degree of immediate success 
the intelligent campaign for the wiping out 
of this scourge. The day is near when 
consumption will be as little of a menace 
in civilized lands as the once terrible chol¬ 
era or yellow fever are today.

Verily, wonders will never cease! Like¬ 
wise we are reminded of the old comfort¬ 
ing assurance that while' the light holds 
out to burn the vilest sinner may return. 
It’s this way. The other day they were 
considering the naval appropriation bill in 
Congress and an amendment went through 
to the effect that no part of the appropria¬ 
tion be expended for foreign coal to be 
used by the marine corps on the Pacific 
coast. Then followed another amendment, 
and a fine one, also adopted, to the effect 
that “the coal shall be mined by labor that 
is employed not exceeding eight hours a 
day.” Who, do you think, was the man 
who proposed this second amendment? No¬ 
body but our dear old Uncle Joe Cannon! 
W« feel like taking back everything we’ve 
ever said about Uncle Joe, and that’s a 
whole lot. 

* * * 

There is something amusing and at the 
same time gratifying in the manner in 
which the people of Arizona have shown 
President Taft and others that in that new 
state anyhow the people do rule. It will 
be remembered that the original Arizona 
statehood bill was vetoed by the President 
solely because the constitution contained a 
provision for the judicial recall. The peo¬ 
ple voted again and unanimously cut out 
the judicial recall business, after which a 
new statehood bill went to the White 
House, was promptly signed, and Arizona 
proudly took her place in the galaxy of 
states. Now comes amendment No. 1 to 
the constitution of the new state, and it 
provides for the judicial recall as a founda¬ 
tion law. It passed the.House unanimous¬ 
ly and the Senate with only two opposing 
votes and Governor Hunt has signed it. 

One wonders how “dear Maria,” relative 
of President Taft and the once “dear” 
friend of the Colonel, views the present 
conflict between those two doughty war¬ 
riors who once were as “two souls with but 
a single thought,” 
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Senate Rejects House Provision. 

Washington, June 8.—When the legislat¬ 
ive, judicial and executive appropriation 
bill was under consideration in the house of 
representatives, a provision was inserted 
limiting the tenure of office of civil service 
employees to five years, with the further 
provision that these clerks should again be 
re-appointed either with or without exam¬ 
ination. Upon the passage of the bill it 
went to the senate and the committee in 
charge of the bill in the upper branch of 
congress struck out the provision^ and the 
senate concurred in the committee’s report. 
In all probability when the bill goes to the 
conference committee the senate’s action 
will prevail. 


Legien Visits Printers* Home. 

Colorado Springs, June 8.—Carl Legien. 
president of the Federation of Trade Unions 
of Germany and secretary of the Interna¬ 
tional Secretariat, together with his travel¬ 
ing companion and interpreter, A. Bau- 
meister, who has just completed a lecture 
tour under the auspices of the American 
Federation of Labor, paid a visit to the Un¬ 
ion Printers’ Home in this city recently. 
They expressed themselves as being highly 
pleased with the institution and commended 
the patriotism and loyalty of the members 
of the International Typographical Union 
in maintaining such a magnificent establish¬ 
ment for its indigent members. 


Old Officials Re-elected. 

Washington, June 8.—The 37th annual 
convention of the Amalgamated Associa¬ 
tion of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers recent¬ 
ly held in Chicago, re-elected its old of¬ 
ficers, President John Williams succeeding 
himself, as did also Secretary-Treasurer M. 
F. Tighe. The convention arrived at a de¬ 
cision to ask for an advance of 25c per ton 
in the rate of puddling, making the base 
$5.25 on a lc card rate, each succeeding ad¬ 
vance giving the puddler an increase of 
15c instead of 12 T / 2 c as at present. Changes 
in other classes of work were made to con¬ 
form to the above advance. 


Migratory Workers. 

San Francisco, June 8.—The organization 
of migratory workers, which began over a 
year ago at the instance of the Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Labor and the California 
State Federation of Labor, is a difficult 
problem, but the efforts expended have be¬ 
gun to show tangible results. There are lo¬ 
cals of migratory workers in this city, in 
Oakland, Richmond, Stockton, San Jose. 
Fresno, Bakersfield, Los Angeles and River¬ 
side The membership of the San Francis¬ 
co local reaches 2,000, while that of Oak¬ 
land is 1,000. 


Voluntary Raise in Wages. 

Toledo. June 8—The Toledo dock man¬ 
agers. having become alarmed over the rest¬ 
lessness and the predicted joint action of 
their engineers, firemen and oilers, have 


voluntarily raised the wages of these men 
$5 per month. There has been a sentiment, 
which was rapidly crystallizing in the crafts 
mentioned, -of combining for the purpose 
of securing an increase. The employers, as 
indicated, discounted the intended action 
by the voluntary increase. 


International Ladies* Garment Workers. 

Washington, June 8 —The annual conven¬ 
tion of the International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers was in session the week of June 
3-8 at Toronto, Canada. Secretary Frank 
Morrison of the American Federation of 
Labor was in attendance and delivered an 
address before the convention, as was also 
John B. Lennon, treasurer of the American 
Federation of Labor. The International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers since the strike 
of two years ago in New York city 
vicinity have a membership close to 1UU,UW. 


Milwaukee Street Carmen. 

Milwaukee, June 8.—Wage increase^ 
amounting to $50,000 annually has been vol¬ 
untarily granted by the Milwaukee Electric 
Railroad Company. This voluntary in¬ 
crease is the direct result of the efforts o! 
the Amalgamated Association of Street and 
Electric Railway Employees to organize 
the men upon this road, which resulted in 
a strike. It is stated that the wage rate for 
carmen in Milwaukee is below that ot 
cities of like size, with conditions still very 
unsatisfactory. 


Photo Engravers on Strike. 

Seattle, Jhne 8.—The photo engravers em¬ 
ployed by the local establishments in this 
city and Tacoma are on strike against all 
firms with the exception of two companies. 
The photo errgravers presented a new scale, 
which embodied an increase of 50c a day. 
and practically all men in the city were 
receiving an equivalent in advance of the 
established scale, but the employers re¬ 
fused to grant the concession asked, conse¬ 
quently a strike took place. 

Elected President. 

Washington, June 8.—Austin W. Biggs, 
commissioner of labor of Missouri, was 
unanimously elected president of the Asso¬ 
ciation of Officials of Bureaus of Labor 
and Factory Inspectors at the annual con¬ 
vention recently held in this city. L. 
Vance, sueperintendent of the Free Employ¬ 
ment Bureaus of Oklahoma, was elected 
first vice-president.

thereon. Faster agencies than ours will 
apprise them of the answer, and our com¬ 
ment must be deferred until next month. 
Of course everybody knows what the burn¬ 
ing question of the hour is. It is a double- 
barreled one. It is: What will they do 
at Chicago? and, What will they do at 
Baltimore? Very likely what they do at 
Chicago w.ill have a whole lot to do with 
what they will do at Baltimore. 

As we write, they are already doing 
things in Chicago. The climax of the hot¬ 
test and bitterest pre-convention campaign 
ever waged is at hand and it is even now 
a matter of speculation as to whether there 
will be an exterior show of harmony or 
whether a gigantic bolt will split the G. 
O. P. in twain. That astute party has in 
times past patched up its differences at the 
eleventh hour, and thereby saved its bacon, 
but never were the parting of the ways 
between rival factions sc near at hand as 
now. True, Roscoe Conkling fought Blaine 
to the disastrous finish, but the memorable 
Blaine-Conkling feud was nothing beside 
the fierce antagonism that has grown up 
between the two former fast friends, one 
President, one past President, and both 
dead anxious to be President again. 

For the first time since Andrew Jackson 
the country has had the spectacle of a 
President of the United States on the 
stump in his own behalf. Of course no 
one expects dignity from Teddy, and no 
one Teels the worse for him because he 
contemptuously regards that quality as a 
negligible asset. At this writing all is at 
sea, but the wisest bookies are laying slight 
odds on Teddy. Taft has had the advan¬ 
tage of a majority-of the national commit¬ 
tee, which decided the many contested 
cases, and Roosevelt was quick to charge 
unfairness, but the committee’s action in 
giving the Colonel the best of it in the 
Missouri contests weakens that charge. 
The feeling is strong except among the * 
President’s warmest adherents that if nom¬ 
inated he is doomed to defeat in Novem¬ 
ber. There is also fear that Roosevelt 
may lead a bolt. At any rate there is 
growing talk about a dark horse, and one 
rumor is of an effort to switch the Taft 
strength to Cummins of Iowa at the cru¬ 
cial moment. LaFollette is not considered 
as at all in the running except as he may 
endeavor to lead his following of Pro¬ 
gressives into a new party. The belief is 
more general that LaFollette will give his 


strength to Rosevelt rather than let Taft 
be nominated. 

The choice of the Democratic conven¬ 
tion is quite as problematical as the other. 
Undoubtedly it will be influenced largely 
by the outcome at Chicago. On paper 
Speaker Clark is far and away ahead of 
Woodrow Wilson and all other aspirants, 
but it would look as if his accredited dele¬ 
gates represent the limit of his strength. 
The nub of the situation is that not one 
of the candidates has aroused the party 
enthusiasm to any degree. This fact fos¬ 
ters the growing belief that there will be 
at the psychological moment a stampede 
for Bryan, whose magnetic personality will 
be in the convention hall. So many cir¬ 
cumstances tend to this denouement that it 
looks just now as if the determined re¬ 
iteration of Bryan’s sincere expression of 
his objection to being a candidate may be 
the only thing to stop it. 

Developments in the agitation for the 
reform of our judiciary, from the highest 
courts in the land down 
Sidelights to the “justice shop,’’ 
on the come thick and fast, and 

Judicial Reform at every angle there 
Movement. crops up some new evi¬ 
dence of how very much 
this reform is needed. Indeed some of the 
disclosures are so rank that the job of re¬ 
form suggests the cleaning of the Augean 
stables. President Taft’s obstinate insist¬ 
ence on the sacred inviolability of the ju¬ 
diciary and his opposition to the recall in 
any formed served to force the issue, quite 
as much as did the rapidly growing pro¬ 
tests of publicists who saw and were pow- 
erless in the face of judicial abuses. Col. 
Roosevelt’s pronunciamento for a modified 
recall, that is, for the “recall” of the de¬ 
cision, opinion, or whatever it may be 
called, instead of the judge, got the ques¬ 
tion to the forefront in the ferocious strug¬ 
gle now at its climax ih the Coliseum at 
Chicago. t . . . 

Meanwhile the people are being informed 
every day as to the frightful degree to 
which the judiciary has been debauched, by 
the railroads, by the money power in gen¬ 
eral and by the political bosses who serve 
the money power. The series of articles in 
Everybody’s Magazine by C. P. Connolly, 
a lawyer who gave up his profession in 
hopeless disgust of the courts, are illumi¬ 
nating, and some of the instances he re¬ 
cites make the blood boil with indignation. 
A series of like import by Allan L. Benson 
appeared in Pearson’s Magazine last fall, 
and it is well to mention here that this 
series in pamphlet form is now being sent 
by the publishers of Pearson’s to any ad- 
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dress for 5 cents each or at the rate of 3 l / 2 
cents each for 100 copies. It is worth any¬ 
one's while to send for it. 

The other day in the Senate a speech 
was made by Senator Crawford of South 
Dakota, who is not in favor of the recall, 
advocating an amendment to the Constitu¬ 
tion limiting the tenure of all Federal 
judges except the justices of the Supreme 
Court alone, to ten years. Senator Craw¬ 
ford declared there “is much which calls 
for criticism in the administration of our 
courts. There are defects in judicial pro¬ 
cedure, both civil and criminal, which all 
admit should be remedied”; and *he went 
on to warn that it behooves us to heed the 
complaints that are being made on every 
hand in regard to the glaring defects in the 
civil and criminal procedure of both the 
state and federal judiciary. Mr. Crawford’s 
declaration shows that the opinion of the 
people with reference to the judiciary has 
begun to impress itself upon the minds and 
actions of United States Senators. 

Also the other day in the lower House, 
Congressman Victor Berger of Milwaukee 
demanded action in the notorious case of 
Federal Judge Cornelius P. Hanford of Se¬ 
attle, whose action in annulling the natural¬ 
ization papers of Leonard Oleson, caused a 
whirlwind of protest from all over the land. 
There is not a vestige of doubt that Han¬ 
ford's act was without the slightest war¬ 
rant. As powerful a paper as the Chicago 
Tribune has gone on record denouncing 
him for having overridden the constitution¬ 
al rights of a citizen. Hanford must have 
known he was beyond the law, but he felt 
secure in the tenure of his job, probably 
flattering himself that he would intimidate 
the man on account of his political opin¬ 
ions and punish Oleson without raising a 
cause celebre. Mr. Berger demands his 
impeachment, charging him with “having 
annulled on May 13, in violation of the 
Constitution and on a frivolous charge the 
naturalization papers of Leonard Oleson.” 
But Mr. Berger does not rest his case on 
this one act. In explaining his impeach¬ 
ment resolution he charged Judge Hanford 
with being “an habitual drunkard, with be¬ 
ing morally and temperamently unfit to 
hold a judicial position, with having been 
guilty of a long series of unlawful and 
corrupt decisions.” These are terrible 
charges against a Federal judge holding 
life tenure, but does any one doubt that 
Mr. Berger has the goods on him? 

That Hanford is not alone in the fan¬ 
tastic ornamentation of Seattle’s judiciary 
is shown by an incident later than the Ole¬ 
son case. Another judge, named Frater, 
really outdoes Hanford. On a recent day 
he granted naturalization papers to twenty- 
three new citizens and then proceeded to 
scold them. He warned them that they 
were not carrying out their oath of alle¬ 
giance “if they went out of the court room 
and began a campaign to change the laws 
and Constitution of the country!” Can 
you beat that? Ever since the govern¬ 
ment was founded earnest, thinking citi¬ 
zens have been at work in one cause or 


other seeking to change the “laws and Con¬ 
stitution of the country” for the common 
good. Only a month ago the Congress 
and President of the United States united 
in a conspiracy of this very kind when they 
made effective the long cherished hope oi 
reformers of our political system to “change 
the Constitution” so that United States 
Senators may be elected by the people di¬ 
rect. If Hanford has got himself in bad, 
his colleague Frater has written himself 
worse than bad. 

And so on. Instances of the need for a 
judicial house cleaning multiply ad nau¬ 
seam. The movement to that end can be 
pushed none too vigorously, and any can¬ 
didate who stands in the way of it must 
be pushed out of the way. 


EIGHT-HOUR BILL. 


Labor's Bill Has Passed Both Houses of 
Congress and Now Goes to the 
President for His Approval. 


Washington, June 8.—Labor’s eight-hour 
bill passed the house of representatives 
unanimously on December 14. 1911. The 
bill then went to the senate and on Friday. 
May 31, 1912, it passed with several amend¬ 
ments. The vote upon the bill in the sen¬ 
ate was: Yeas, 45; nays, 11; not voting. 
39. The following is the vote: For the 
bill—Ashurst, Bacon, Borah, Bourne, Bris¬ 
tow, Brown, Bryan, Catron, Chamberlain. 
Chilton, Clapp, Clark of Wyo., Clarke of 
Ark., Culberson, Callom, Curtis, Fletcher, 
Gronna, Hitchcock, Johnson of Me., Jones, 
Kern ; Lodge, McLean, Martin of Virginia, 
Martine of New Jersey, Myers, Newlands. 
Overman, Perkins, Poindexter, Pomerene. 
Rayner, Reed, Shively, Simmons, Smith of 
Ga., Smith of Mich., Smoot, Stone, Suther 
land, Tillman, Townsend, Williams and 
Works. Against the bill—Bradley, Dilling¬ 
ham, du Pont, Gallinger, Heyburn, Oliver, 
Page, Percy, Root, Sanders and Wetmore. 
On Wednesday, June 5, 1912, Chairman 
Wilson of the house labor committee called 
up the amended bill and the house con¬ 
curred in the senate amendments. Two of 
the amendments added by the senate are 
important, one providing that the law shall 
not apply in the Panama Canal Zone un¬ 
til January 1, 1915. This amendment was 
for the purpose of leaving matters in statu 
quo in the Panama Canal Zone until the 
waterway shall have been completed. The 
other amendment changes the date for the 
law to go into effect to January 1, 1913 
The bill now goes to the president for his 
approval. This law applies to government 
work and to contractors of government 
work, but does not apply to supplies usual¬ 
ly purchased in the open market, whether 
manufactured to conform to particular 
specifications or not. Congress first adopt¬ 
ed a law constituting eight hours a day for 
all laborers, workmen and mechanics em¬ 
ployed by or on behalf of the government 
of the United States on June 25, 1868. By 
an act approved May 24, 1888, the eight- 
hour law was extended to letter carriers. 
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The next change in the law became op¬ 
erative on August 1, 1892, when the eight- 
hour law was strengthened by specific pro¬ 
visions requiring the government to not 
“permit” any laborer or mechanic to work 
more than eight hours in any one calendar 
day except in cases of extraordinary emer¬ 
gency. It is well to state here as a mat¬ 
ter of information that from June 25, 1868, 
until March 21, 1906, the enforcement of 
the provisions of the eight-hour law by 
the government officials was extremely lax, 
but upon the latter date the executive coun¬ 
cil of the American Federation of Labor 
registered a most vigorous protest against 
the violation of this law. That protest to 
a considerable extent had the effect of se¬ 
curing a closer observance of the law by 
the officials in charge of the government 
works. The law just passed materially ex¬ 
tends the scope and operation of the eight- 
hour law, and will be of inestimable bene¬ 
fit to wot only workmen employed directly 
by the government, but will affect many 
institutions that do contract work for the 
government. One material addition to the 
law provides that armor plate shall be 
manufactured under the eight-hour law. 

Later, just as we go to press, a telegram 
was received at the general office inform¬ 
ing us that President Taft had signed the 
above bill and had sent, with his best wish¬ 
es, the pen with which he had signed it, 
to President Samuel Gompers. 


Booming Union Goods. 

To secure the attention of the public in a 
direct way, in order to introduce the Union 
label topic, the Boot and Shoe Workers’ 
Union has carried upon the road a travel¬ 
ing entertainment for the past five years. 

A singer, musician and moving pictures 
formed the amusement part, and a lecturer 
took care of the educational feature. 

Every state in the country has been vis¬ 
ited by the troupe and every Union label 
has had its full share of attention before 
the audiences. 

Some of the largest auditoriums and the¬ 
aters have been packed to the doors. Many 
times bands have been furnished by the 
Musicians' Unions and the free admission 
feature insured, usually, a full house. 
Towns and cities, large and small, from 
Vancouver to San Diego, and from Miami, 
Fla., to points on the Northern Atlantic 
seaboard, every state in the country, too, 
had a call from this Union Label publicity 
outfit, and the hundreds of thousands of 
earnest men and women, eager to learn of 
a way to better their lot in life, sat in 
the audiences and absorbed, many of them 
for the first time, the lesson of the wonder¬ 
ful power for good contained in the Union 
Label. 

This kind of work is so much needed that 
it is a wonder that other organizations 
have not taken it up. 

Certain it is that labor organizations de¬ 
pend for strength upon the support of the 
people; the people as a whole naturally 
incline toward anything which is calculat¬ 


ed to better their lot in life; consequently, 
advertising seed of this kind is thrown up¬ 
on fertile soil. 

It is a practical common-sense departure 
and should be approved by everybody. 

The ears of the people should be held 
the year round by all who work and hope 
for the future of Unionism. 


Senator Smith’s “Titanic” Speech. 

Washington, June 8.—Senator Smith of 
Michigan, who was chairman of the sena¬ 
torial committee that investigated the Ti¬ 
tanic disaster, made a report to the senate 
on May 28. During the course of his ad¬ 
dress which, taken as a whole, was a splen¬ 
did effort, he made use of the following lan¬ 
guage, which indicates that the investiga¬ 
tion instituted by the committee was com¬ 
prehensively made: “Lanes of travel must 
be more carefully defined, strength of bow 
more positive and water-tight subdivision 
to limit submergence, life-saving equip¬ 
ment better and numerous enough for all, 
discipline and practice a rudimentary ex¬ 
action, eye more keen and ear alert to 
catch the warning cry; as on British bat¬ 
tleships as well as on our own, powerful 
lights should be provided for merchant ves¬ 
sels to search out the partially submerged 
derelict; buoys should be carried by every 
ship to mark temporarily the place of the 
ship's burial in case of accident; and men 
of strength and spirit there must be, won 
back to a calling already demoralized and 
decadent. But ten per cent of the men be¬ 
fore the mast in our merchant marine are 
natives or naturalized Americans; even 
England, that twenty years ago had bare¬ 
ly 7,000 Orientals on her merchant ships, 
now carries over 70,000 of that alien race. 
Americans must re-enlist in this service, 
they must become the soldiers of the sea, 
and, whether on lookout, on deck, or at the 
wheel, whether able or common seamen, 
they should be better paid for their labor 
and more highly honored in their calling; 
their rights must be respected, and their 
work carefully performed; harsh and se¬ 
vere restraining statutes must be repealed, 
and a new dignity given this important 
field of labor.” 


Dunkirk Doings. 

Dunkirk, N. Y. ? June 8.—The Journey¬ 
men Tailors of this city recently organized 
and have been successful in securing agree* 
ments with three of the largest merchant 
tailors. The plumbers * also recently de* 
manded a 50c advance per day and secured 
agreements with all firms except two. The 
central body then took the matter up and 
secured in a very short time the two re¬ 
calcitrant firms, thus making this a union 
city so far as the plumbers are concerned. 


Convention of Stereotypers. 

Washington, June 8.—The annual con¬ 
vention of the Stereotypers’ and Electro- 
typers’ Union of North America convened 
at San Francisco on June 3. 
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Heyburn Has Another Spasm. 

Washington, June 1.—Senator Heyburn 
of Idaho, than whom labor has no more 
uncompromising enemy, was presented an 
occasion during the discussion of the eight- 
hour bill in the senate to air his discounted 
views on labor's rights. The senator has 
an .inexhaustible supply of vitriolic lan¬ 
guage ready for instant use when the in¬ 
terests of labor are under discussion. Dur¬ 
ing the debate on the eight-hour bill Sen¬ 
ator Heyburn made use of the following 
language: “There is no crying need for 
it. If there were I would be more patient 
with the effort, the superhuman effort, to 
legislate on a subject that needs no legis¬ 
lation. There is no demand for it except 
from the paid representatives of the real 
workingmen, and it is the snap of a whip. 
1 do not recognize the right of any man 
or the representative of organized men to 
snap a whip at the congress of the United 
States, and it will be a sad day for the gov¬ 
ernment when it shall be done. I will treat 
them as fairly and as liberally as I would 
the representatives of the biggest monopo¬ 
lies in the country, and I will not deal 
with them any more liberally or fairly. I 
will protect them against oppression, but 
I will not allow them, merely because they 
think they have the power, to sit above our 
heads and say, ‘We want this legislation, 
and we are going to have it or we will see 
to it that you are defeated at the polls at 
the next election.' ” Further along in the 
debate the senator gave utterance to the 
following: “We have now prohibited the 
sturdy, robust young men of 12 and 13 and 

14 years of age from participating in the 
support of the families of which they are 
members. Why? For the benefit of those 
young men? No man will dare to claim 
that, but in order to lessen the supply of 
labor in the interest of the agitators. That 
is why we did it, and I have not to carry on 
my shoulders the sin of participating in 
that kind of legislation merely because 
there was a hue and cry for it. There was 
no demand from the widows and the dis¬ 
abled people of the country who depend 
upon their children under the age which 
we fixed in that legislation, that we for¬ 
bid by law those robust and capable sup¬ 
porters from performing their duty. There 
came to the senate no petition from those 
mothers and dependent relatives and old 
people asking for that legislation. ’There 
were no petitions from them, and there are 
no petitions from that generation repre¬ 
sented by the young men between 12 and 

15 years asking that they be relieved from 
the performance of their share in support 
of the family. Did it ever occur to sena¬ 
tors that we should have heard through 
some means from that class of people? No. 
We were hearing from the class of people 
who limit the apprentices in the fields of 
industry through a selfish purpose of en¬ 
abling them more easily to control the 
field of labor within their own limits. It 
came from the same source.” Labor will 
remain on the “job’’ in spite of misrepre- 
sentatives of the Senator Heyburn stripe. 


Frank Buchanan’s Speech. 

Washington, June 8.—Frank Buchanan, 
member of the Structural Iron Worker* 
and representing one of the Chicago con¬ 
gressional districts, was exceedingly active 
in the discussion of the naval appropriation 
bill, which recently passed the house. Mr 
Buchanan is a member of the naval affairs 
committee and during the progress of thr 
consideration of this bill derogatory refer¬ 
ence was made by some of the members 
on the floor to the political attitude as¬ 
sumed by the American Federation of La 
bor. Referring to this particular phase oi 
the discussion Mr. Buchanan said : “Now. 
something has been said here about the 
president of the American Federation 
Labor in regard to his activity in politica 
affairs. I know something about that mat¬ 
ter. 1 know Mr. Gompers personally, and 
respect and admire him for his brilliant in¬ 
tellect, rugged honesty, sincerity of pur¬ 
pose and fidelity to a principle and I know 
something about his record as a laboring 
man. Mr. Gompers hesitated to go into 
politics and when he did go into it, it 
to carry out the demands of a conference 
that was held, if my memory serves me 
right, in March, 1907, and which might be 
called a special convention which had rep¬ 
resentatives not only of those organiza¬ 
tions affiliated with the American Federa¬ 
tion of Labor, but those that were not af¬ 
filiated with the American Federation 
Labor, and I suppose so far as representa¬ 
tion is concerned it was one of the largest 
conventions that the laboring people of flu* 
country have ever had. . . . The Amer¬ 

ican Federation of Labor never has been* 
partisan organization. Its political influ¬ 
ence has never been used only to support 
its friends and oppose its enemies. Tht 
Socialists in the labor movement endeav¬ 
ored at times to make the Federation o: 
Labor a tool for that political group, but 
failed. The American Trade-Union move¬ 
ment has refused to be the tail of the kite 
of any political organization. Mr. Gomper>‘ 
political position has been the position of 
organized labor, and that is what I desire 
to make clear to you, that Mr. Gompers 
should not be attacked for what he 1^ 
done in political matters unless you attack 
the trade unions, because he was carrying 
out what he had been instructed to do by 
the representatives of the unions, and 1 
think if was a credit to him to make the 
political fight he did in 1908. To do s 1 
was answering the call of duty.” 


Coffee Prices Double. 

Washington, June 8.—A statement has 
just been issued by the Commerce of Labor 
department's bureau of statistics showing 
that during the present fiscal year the aver¬ 
age import price of coffee was 13c a pound, 
as against 11c in 1911, 8c in 1910 and 
in 1903. Porto Rico and Hawaii are the 
only portions of the United States territory 
in which coffee is produced. 
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Ohio’s New Constitution. 

Columbus, June 1.—The constitutional 
convention of this state has completed its 
labors. One important provision adopted 
by the convention is the abolishing of the 
contract system in all the penal institutions 
of the state. The provision goes further 
than the constitutional provision of New 
York, in that it also forbids the sale of 
any prison-made goods whether manufac¬ 
tured in the state or not, unless they are 
stamped “Prison made." A law passed six 
years ago abolished the cQntract system 
in the state penitentiary and reformatory, 
but did not touch the system in the work- 
houses. Contracts in the Cincinnati, Co¬ 
lumbus, Dayton and Zanesville workhouses 
are now held by the Bromwell Brush and 
Wire Goods Company and, in addition to 
the above institutions, operates at the New 
Jersey state prison and the Maryland peni¬ 
tentiary at Baltimore under the name of 
the Mercer Brush Company. Other impor¬ 
tant provisions in the interest of labor were 
adopted as follows: State legislature em¬ 
powered to establish .minimum wage laws; 
capital punishment abolished; women’s suf¬ 
frage provided for; initiative and referen¬ 
dum, provided that legislature must first 
pass on the proposal and, if rejected, the 
people can vote on the amendment or their 
original proposal; legal limits of amount of 
damages that a workman can recover re¬ 
moved; labor injunctions are limited to 
such cases where actual property is de¬ 
stroyed and at the hearing a trial by jury 
can be demanded; provision providing for 
direct nominations; it is made impossible 
for the Supreme Court of the state to de¬ 
clare a law unconstitutional unless five of 
the six judges concur; establishes an eight- 
hour day on all public works, whether done 
directly or indirectly. Labor was repre¬ 
sented by 11 delegates, whose influence in 
shaping many of the important provisions 
in the new constitution is evident. The en¬ 
tire new constitution will now be submit¬ 
ted to the people for their approval or re¬ 
jection. 


Wants Filing Time on Telegrams. 

Washington, June 1.—S. A. Konenkamp, 
president of the Commercial Telegraphers’ 
Union of America, appeared recently before 
the house committee on interstate and for¬ 
eign commerce to urge favorable considera¬ 
tion of the Cary bill, providing that tele¬ 
graph companies shall put the filing time 
on messages, as is done in Europe, and 
also in Massachusetts and Maryland under 
the state laws. This bill is designed to stop 
the practice of telegraph companies send¬ 
ing messages by mail. The most conspicu¬ 
ous instance of sending messages by mail' 
occurred at the time of the San Francisco 
earthquake, when thousands of messages 
were accepted by the telegraph companies, 
but owing to the fact that the wires were 
down and communication impossible, the 
messages were sent by mail, although the 
telegraph companies accepted the ruling 
telegraph rates for transmission. 


A. F. OF L. STRIKE BENEFITS. 

Washington, June 1.—The federal labor 
and trade unions attached directly to the 
American Federation of Labor, there being 
no international organization holding juris¬ 
diction over the class of work performed by 
the membership of these unions, have been 
recipients of large strike benefits during the 
last seven months. The constitution of the 
American Federation of Labor provides 
that where organizations have been in con¬ 
tinuous good standing for one year its mem¬ 
bers (in good standing for one year also) 
are entitled to a strike benefit of $4 per 
week. The first seven months of the fiscal 
year, according to a report rendered by 
Secretary Morrison to the executive coun¬ 
cil, shows that $50,059 have been paid out 
as strike benefits to members of the or¬ 
ganizations referred to. This is the larg¬ 
est amount of strike benefits ever paid out 
by the federation in any one like period. 
Benefits are still being drawn by a large 
number of strikers. 


Hatters’ Case Again. 

Washington, June 1.—The re-trial of the 
famous hatters’ case will commence on 
August 20 at Hartford, Conn. Judge Mar¬ 
tin will be the presiding judge. This case 
was remanded for trial by the Circuit court 
of appeals with the decision that the 
charges made against the union must be 
proved against every individual member 
of the organization involved, or, in other 
words, absolute proof must be adduced 
showing knowledge and participation in 
every act charged by the prosecution. 


Carpenters Vote to Reaffiliate. 

Washington, June 1.—Since the St. Louis 
convention of the Building Trades Depart¬ 
ment, A. F. of L., the United Brotherhood 
of Carpenters has not been affiliated with 
the department. The controversy was aft¬ 
erward taken, up and amicably adjusted, 
and the United Brotherhood submitted to 
a referendum vote the question of reaffilia¬ 
tion with the department. That vote has 
been taken and resulted favorably, there 
being 32,077 votes for reaffiliation and 
15,490 against. 


Martin Fox Monument. 

Washington, June 1.—The unveiling of 
the monument erected in honor of Martin 
Fox will take place at Cincinnati on July 5, 
with appropriate ceremonies. Martin Fox 
was at one time president of the Interna¬ 
tional Molders’ Union, and for the fidelity 
which he displayed on behalf of the organ¬ 
ization and the success which attended his 
efforts, his memory is greatly revered. 
President Gompers, Secretary Morrison and 
Vice-President O’Connell of the American 
Federation of Labor have been invited to 
be present at the ceremonies, as well as 
other members of the executive council.

Dear Sir and Bro.:—Realizing the need of 
effective legislation for the toiler; desiring 
to awaken the indifferent to the necessity of 
having a representative in Congress who 
has the courage of his convictions, and be¬ 
lieving that the time is opportune for the 
introduction of strong policies, Local Union 
147 of Wilkes-Barre, Pa., urged John J. 
Casey to aspire for Congress. 

He succeeded in obtaining the Democrat¬ 
ic nomination despite the fact that the or¬ 
ganization and corporative interests were 
solidly arrayed against him. The battle at 
the primaries was a royal one, replete with 
activity, because the politicians realized that 
their political life was imperiled, and to 
hold their power, sinister methods, perfidi¬ 
ous tactics were employed. 

But it is pleasant to relate that a day of 
reckoning had come; the people were 
aroused, had shook off the apathy and in¬ 
difference, and demanded, and will continue 
to demand, a reasonable amount of just 
legislation. 

Too long have the people endured the 
perfidy; too long have the interests con¬ 
trolled to their own advantage; too long 
have the politicians prospered at the ex- 
ense of the people, and too long have men 
een sent to Congress, and the only re¬ 
ward for the honor was an array of broken 
promises. 

Our members were alive to the need of 
a change and decided to place in the politic¬ 
al field a fighter, a leader, a man who can 
take his place in the halls of Congress and 
make his presence felt. Why? Because he 
has been tried and not found wanting. 

Did he not go to the Pennsylvania legis¬ 
lature and secure the enactment of the 
Casey Liability Law? And did he not fight 
the measure to a successful issue single- 
handed and alone? And did he not batter 
down the opposition in one of the greatest 
interest-controlled states in the country— 
Pennsylvania? 

And when our members, and the working 
people generally, desired a leader, to whom 
did they look? To whom did they appeal? 
It was to our friend—John Casey. And he 
heeded the call, because he appreciates the 
condition of the country. And he knows 
that the mere crack of the party whip will 
not be sufficient to get him in line. The 
proposed law must be just or it will not get 
his vote. 

Too long have we been subservient to the 
unscrupulous gangster; too long have we 
accepted the piece while the politician and 
the interests received the loaf; too long 
have we relied upon the promises of the 
politicians for remedial legislation, and too 
long have we allowed the petty and inju¬ 


dicious party feeling-to actuate our efforts. 

But, no longer can we afford to remain 
silent while the corporative interests are 
controlling legislation; no longer can we af¬ 
ford to be menials in the political field; no 
longer can we afford, as just men, who love 
our country, and our families, to be led 
blindly to the polls and vote for those who 
shall surely vote against us. 

No! NO! NO! We must be alert. We 
must fight against the increased cost of liv¬ 
ing. We must fight against the men and 
measures who faVor the few against the 
many. We must fight against the profes¬ 
sional politician; the professional legislator, 
and in order to successfully battle against 
these blots on American life we must send 
our own men to the legislative halls and 
have them speak to the public and tell it of 
our wants. 

We believe in evolution instead of revolu¬ 
tion. But the way affairs are being con¬ 
ducted it makes the most conservative be¬ 
come radical at intervals. And it does not 
surprise the observer to see the seeds of 
Socialism finding fertile soil upon which it 
grows and thrives. 

Why? you ask. Because from one end 
of the country to the other there is discon¬ 
tent. The affected people have looked about 
for a remedy and various ones were tried, 
but did not avail. There is only one solu¬ 
tion, equitable and just legislation, procured 
through the efforts of honest and intelligent 
men. 

We have them in our ranks; men who 
can go out and arrange and legislate much 
better, with a greater degree of efficiency, 
than the majority of the men who represent 
us now. 

In the past we were penny wise and dol¬ 
lar foolish. We accepted, or a great many 
of us did, the soiled dollars of the poli¬ 
ticians, knowing well that it would be taken 
from us a hundredfold before the end of 
the year. 

Would it'not have been far better if, in¬ 
stead of taking the dirty dollar, we contrib¬ 
uted a similar sum towards the election of 
one of our own number? Then we could 
stand before the world and declare that 
American manhood was asserting itself; 
that it was not afraid to do its duty; that 
it could not be bought or traded; but stood 
out for right against might every minute 
of the day. 

Then we all could go home, fondle the 
little baby, so dear to us, and say without a 
twitch of conscience that, “Papa worked 
hard, strived and toiled, but could not be 
seduced by the call of the soiled, and that 
every day he was doing something for the 
general betterment of mankind.” And while 
he endured many hardships the baby would 
not have to endure so much.

While John J. Casey won one nomination 
yet he has as an opponent a coal operator, 
a man who considers the expenditure of 
$100,000 a mere trifle, and our member will 
have to hustle to be elected. 

It is sad to relate that he is not financially 
equipped to meet the obligations of a cam¬ 
paign, and it is also against the grain to 
relate that we, the toilers, made the expen¬ 
diture of money during former campaigns 
possible. 

We realize, and you must, too, that the 
coal companies and the interests will un¬ 
load a barrel of ill-gotten money here, and 
while we do not expect to be able to spend 
much, yet some will be needed. And we 
that know Bro. Casey; we that know the 
good he will do; we that are looking for 
greater and better things; we who want 
justice cannot afford to sink into dormant 
apathy, and solid indifference, when one of 
the best men is battling in our behalf. 

In concluding, I ask every member of our 
organization to cast their eyes in the direc¬ 
tion of Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania, and to 
watch the battle that is to be fought here, 
and to keep in mind the fact that assistance 
is desired, and to remember that every vote 
for John J. Casey is a vote for you, for your 
family and all just and deserving people.

Rule Regarding 45 and 60 Pipe Work. 
Rule 1. For 60° degree work as shown in 
ig. 1. To find the length of the hpothenuse, 
ultiply the base by 1.15. 



Explanation: In Fig. 1, the measurement 
36" multiplied by 1.15 gives 41.40" or the 
hypothenuse. In the same figure, the meas¬ 
urement 48" multiplied by 1.15 gives 55.20" 
the hypothenuse. 

The measurement 12" multiplied by 1.15 
gives 13.80" the required hypothenuse. 

In Fig. 1, the hypothenuse measurement 
41.40" divided by two gives the altitude 
measurement 20.70". Likewise, hypothenuse 
measurement 55.20" divided by two gives 
altitude measurement 27.60". Also measure¬ 
ment 13.80" divided by two gives altitude 
6.90". 



Rule 3. For 45° angles as shown in Fig. 
2. To find the length of the hypothenuse 
multiply the base or altitude by 1.41. 

Explanation: In Fig. 2, the measurement 
36" multiplied by 1.41 gives 50.76" or the re¬ 
quired hypothenuse. Likewise, the meas¬ 
urement 14" multiplied by 1.41 gives 19.74" 
the hypothenuse. 

Note: It will be observed in both 45° 
and 60° figures shown, that all measure¬ 
ments are from center to center and in cut¬ 
ting the pipe, a proper proportionate allow¬ 
ance should be made for different sized fit¬ 
tings.

in the laws, no changes in the by-laws, no 
officer of any kind should he elected unless 
done so by the desire and expressed 
wishes of the individual membership. PfV r 
labor organizations have adopted the initia¬ 
tive. referendum and recall with great sue- 

In order that the United Association mar 
be up to date and in line with modern 
government of a labor organization we pro* 
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pose that the principles of the initiative 
referendum and recall be made a part and 
parcel of its constitution. 

We herewith submit a plan to carry out 
the measures involved. 

Any subordinate local union in good 
standing shall have the privilege of pro¬ 
posing any amendments to this Constitu¬ 
tion or submitting any grievance that 
may arise, by submitting the same to the 
general secretary-treasurer of the United 
Association, providing such proposed meas¬ 
ure has the endorsement of at least five 
local unions in good standing. Not more 
than two shall be from the same state, 
province or territory. 

All amendments shall be printed in bal¬ 
lot from the general secretary-treasurer 
and in such numbers that each individual 
member may have a ballot given to him by 
the secretary of his local union in due time. 

All proposed amendments to be pub¬ 
lished in the official organ at least thirty 
days prior to submission. 

The voting and reporting of votes shall 
be done in the following manner: 

1. The ballot must bear the seal of the 
United Association. 

2. The ballot shall be so constructed that 
the voter can with ease designate his choice 
by marking an X opposite the names or 
amendments he wishes to vote for. 

3. No ballots shall be used at such elec¬ 
tions, except those issued by the general 
organization. The general secretary- 
treasurer shall furnish duplicate tally sheets 
for tabulation purposes, to show the votes 
cast by each local union. One of the tally 
sheets to go to the general secretary- 
treasurer, and the other one kept on file 
by the local union for record and verifica- 
tion. 

4. The election of officers of this organi¬ 
zation shall be held in the meeting place 
of each local union. 

5. All members must be notified of such 
elections or amendments to the constitu¬ 
tion by mail. Members who are employed 
in the outlying districts shall be furnished 
with ballots and cast their votes by mail, 
subject to the examination by their local 
union as to their right to vote in this man¬ 
ner. 

6. Every local union shall elect tellers 
to tabulate the votes cast and with the 
president and secretaries certify the tally 
sheets. 

7. Tally sheets shall be sent to the gen¬ 
eral secretary-treasurer, who shall pro¬ 
ceed to count and tabulate the result of the 

vote. 

8. The general officers at headquarters 
shall constitute the board of election and 
shall examine the work of the general 
secretary-treasurer. 

9. The results of the voting shall be 
printed and published in the official organ, 
and certified copies sent to every local 
union. 

10. All amendments shall be adopted and 
candidates for offices elected by plurality 
except in case of a tie vote, when the propo¬ 


sition shall again be submitted to referen¬ 
dum. 

Should a vacancy occur through death or 
otherwise the general secretary-treasurer 
shall immediately send out notices for nom¬ 
inations for the office made vacant, the 
election to be governed by the referendum 
law. 

The recall of any officer, of the general 
organization shall be carried out in the 
same manner as outlined in the offering of 
amendments to the constitution; that is to 
say that any local union in good standing 
can demand the recall of any officer pro¬ 
viding they have the endorsement of at 
least five local unions to the recall propo¬ 
sition, of which only two shall be located 
in the same state, province or territory. 
The recall proposition, so submitted, must 
state reasons for desiring the officer re¬ 
moved, and shall contain no more than 
three hundred words. The official to be 
removed shall have the same right to sub¬ 
mit his side of the case, and both shall 
be sent out with the recall ballots at the 
expense of the organization. 

The general secretary-treasurer shall 
send out a call for nominations to fill va¬ 
cancy of the official to be recalled, with 
the ballots for the recall. Thirty days are 
allowed to make nominations, and thirty 
days for voting.

Washington, June 8.—The Atlanta con¬ 
vention of the American Federation of La¬ 
bor directed that the executive council 
make an investigation into the subject of 
introducing the election of officers of the 
American Federation of Labor by the sys¬ 
tem of initiative and referendum, that is, 
by the direct voting of the members of all 
affiliated organizations, and to report the 
result of the finding to the Rochester con¬ 
vention next Noyember. Agreeable to that 
direction there has just been forwarded an 
explanatory letter and question blanks to 
the national and international organiza¬ 
tions of this country, together with the 
city central bodies and state federations. 
Blanks have also been forwarded to recog¬ 
nized organizations in foreign countries. 
When these question blanks are returned 
and the data compiled, it will not only be 
interesting, but will be of great value in 
determining the question at issue. 
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Brick Layers Get 44-Hour Week. 

Worcester, Mass., June 1.—The contro¬ 
versy between the bricklayers and the con¬ 
tractors has been terminated, the issues 
having been decided by an arbitration com¬ 
mittee. The bricklayers endeavored to se¬ 
cure a 44-hour week for the entire year. 
The arbitration board granted the 44-hour 
week for June, July, August and September 
of this year. -It is understood, however, 
that next spring the 44-hour week goes in¬ 
to -effect permanently for the year.

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It is indeed surprising to note the at¬ 
titude of our government towards union 
labor in the letting of their contracts, es¬ 
pecially those which concern their build¬ 
ings. They invariably accept bids and give 
the contracts to men who are in many in¬ 
stances very antagonistic to union labor, 
and especially is this so as far as our trade 
is concerned. We are too generous to 
believe that the government does this in¬ 
tentionally, but nevertheless it is a fact. 

The principle places where these non¬ 
union contractors are successful in doing 
government work is in the forts or army 
barracks, where they can have the pro¬ 
tection of the soldiers in case any trouble 
may arise wherein the trade unions might 
try and unionize the particular jobs. In 
many instances the union agents have been 
put off the grounds by the soldiers and, 
of course, the non-union contractor can go 
on with his work unmolested and is en¬ 
abled to hire the men of his choice, namely, 
any old kind of skalawag or skate that has 
no standing as a first-class mechanic or 
stability as a man, and as a consequence 
the work installed cannot be of the best, 
and the government surely is the loser. 

It is a noted fact and recognized by all 
mankind that the trades unions have the 
vast majority of the best mechanics en¬ 
rolled in them, and the good mechanics 
outside the pale of trades unions are as 
scarce as hens’ teeth. Therefore the gov¬ 
ernment by their action in letting contracts 
to any and all comers are robbing them¬ 
selves of the opportunity of the ability of 
the best talent, because of the fact they 
do not specify in their contracts that union 
labor be given the preference. 


Our government should appreciate the 
gfeat amount of money and energy expend¬ 
ed by the trades unions in educating and 
equipping the young mechanic in order 
that he can perform his task the best that 
the human mind can conceive, that society 
can be benefited. They should encourage 
this great work, because it is the duty of 
government to do so, and also to be model 
employers at the same time, instead of 
allowing certain unfair contractors and 
their unrecognized and unreliable mechan¬ 
ics that cafe nothing whatsoever concern¬ 
ing these splendid efforts of the trades 
unions to excel, do the work. Our govern¬ 
ment that presides over the greatest re¬ 
public the world has ever known, should 
be at least as liberal and as appreciative 
as that monarchical country called Eng¬ 
land, but I regret to say that it is not, for 
England has had a law on its books for 
many years and carried out to the letter, 
that all government work must have in 
the contract what is known as the “fair 
wage” clause, which means the conditions 
that the trades unions have made and which 
is recognized by the government of Eng¬ 
land, and further the government work of 
England is always done by union labor, 
and I might add that all the governments 
of the world recognize the worth of the 
trades union man because of his great 
battle for excellence and perfection of 
work, as well as his great endeavors for 
good materials and good conditions, and 
he always gets the preference, as he should 
do, because of his usefulness to the ad¬ 
vancement and elevation of his fellowman. 

Our government has not been taught to 
recognize these principles as yet, but the 
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time has come when they must take no¬ 
tice of these things and it is our imperative 
duty to bring to their notice that it is 
their duty to recognize and give the pref¬ 
erence to the trade unionist who is so 
nobly aiding government in making for 
perfection in the mechanic as well as per¬ 
forming other great duties for the state, 
which is really a government function, 
and for which we receive in return ingrati¬ 
tude, with the inevitable skate and skala- 
wag doing our work. 

The argument that the officials of gov¬ 
ernment give when interrogated on the 
reason they do not give the preference to 
the trades unions, they say invariably that 
they give the contracts to the lowest and 
best bidder and they do not recognize the 
trades unions. How in the name of “Sam 
Hill” can they secure the best bidder or 
the man that does the best work when 
they are willing to, and often have, given 
the work to the most antagonistic con¬ 
tractor to union labor! We are sure in 
this manner of letting contracts they can 
secure low bidders because these con¬ 
tractors hire the cheapest labor they can 
get, and honest contractors that are will¬ 
ing to do what is right and fair with all 
concerned cannot compete with them, and 
as a consequence the government in many 
instances is cheated both out of good me¬ 
chanics and good, first-class work. 

The time was never more opportune 
than the present to begin a campaign 
whereby we can have our members and 
their friends in Congress pass laws similar 
to those of other countries to have the 
government recognize the worth of the 
trades unionist to society and give us the 
preference of all their work. It is the 
duty of every trades union throughout the 
land to begin now and make the agitation 
so strong and constant that our claims 
shall be recognized and that we will have 
the honor of enrolling the government of 
the United States in the American union 
shop. 


Trade unionism differs from all other in¬ 
stitutions in that no royal road or short 
cuts to economic freedom 
No Royal are promised or predict- 
Road. ed. All other cults and 

“isms” spread their allur¬ 
ing wares before workers, weary with the 
age-long struggle for freedom, and who be¬ 
come impatient with the slow, steady and 
substantial progress trade unionism says it 
can only make as each man develops and ex¬ 
pands. 

Workers cannot be blamed for being 
swept off their feet by waves of emotional¬ 
ism and sentimentalism. Their lives are a 
sacrifice that strengthens these noble senti¬ 
ments in man, which are taken advantage 
of by astute seekers for an easy living, who 
pose as “our friends,” but whose presence 
on the picket line is rarely noted. 

History, evolution and bitter experience 
teaches us there is no royal road to emanci¬ 
pation. Up from slavery the workers stag¬ 
gered under the heavy load that continually 


grows lighter as they learn the value of 
solidarity on the industrial field and the re¬ 
sultant changing of public opinion which is 
reflected in legislative halls and on the ju¬ 
dicial bench. 

We cannot transfer our burdens to others. 
If we are to come into our own we must 
face responsibilities rather than lend a will¬ 
ing ear to those who tell us, “Come all ye 
who are heavily laden. Put us in office and 
all will be well.” 

The political state is only an echo of in¬ 
dustrial masters. The men who ignore 
trade unionism and favor political action 
first have placed the cart before the horse 
in their zeal for power. This theory, so 
continually pounded on by expert press 
agents and working class politicians, has 
deadened the faith of many workers in the 
trade union movement, who fail to see any 
contradictions in their union journals of 
this heresy which is now in its heyday of 
power, but which will, in time, spend its 
force, as men again strike an even keel, as 
they have done many times before. 

The trade union movement is slow. It 
contains nothing spectacular. Every day it 
makes countless gains, without fanfare, 
trumpet blare or noise. 

Its defeats are many. Its mistakes are 
without number. All this, however, be¬ 
cause unionists are working out their own 
destiny, and because up to only a few years 
ago not a single institution—political, eth¬ 
ical or social—offered a friendly hand to the 
trade union movement. Of late, however, 

these influences have made a complete 

“about face” and are working overtime in 
an effort to show' how they love us. 

For all of which we are glad. 

But we will stick to our weather-beaten 
battle-scarred trade unions—the only strict¬ 
ly working class movement in America to¬ 
day, although it is woefully shy of frills and 
fancies.—The Amalgamated Journal.

Not a few assert that labor organizations 

restrict the liberties of the members, name¬ 
ly, take out of their hands 

Labor Unions the control of their right 

and Individual to contract, and other 

Liberty, by matters appertaining to 
D. H. Corcoran, employment, such as 
hours of labor, etc. Such 
criticism is wholly un¬ 
just, as even a cursory view of the situation 
will show. 

Now, as to our moral right to organize, 
we have only to point to the fact that capi¬ 
tal does the same thing by combining the 
resources of the individual into a common 
fund, which is put in control of board or 
directors to manage for the benefit of all 
the investors, and the individual stockholder 
cannot demand that his particular capital 
be handled in a manner to suit himself. No 
one has a right to find fault with this ar¬ 
rangement, as the public reaps the benefit 
in the fact that such combinations enable 
capitalists to finance large enterorises such 
as railroads, which the individual would 
never be able to do. 

It must be admitted, then, that labor has 
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the same inherent right to organize as capi¬ 
tal. The trouble with our critics seems to 
be that they have no just conception of the 
meaning of the word liberty. A so-called 
free government, where the opportunity of 
advancing their welfare is denied to the 
governed, allows less freedom than does a 
more absolute government, where this op¬ 
portunity exists and can be enjoyed. 

Thus it is seen that liberty consists of 
opportunity. Labor organizations afford op¬ 
portunity to the worker. They are the di¬ 
rect means of securing some just wage by 
the members, and there can come no harm 
to any one because of this. The same gen¬ 
eral principles are followed as are employed 
by the business man. Labor is the work¬ 
ers* capital and the fact that they combine 
and put the running of such combinations 
in the hands of a few who act in a repre¬ 
sentative capacity that greater benefits may 
accrue, is no more depriving the individual 
member of his liberty than it does the busi¬ 
ness man as a stockholder. 

On the other hand, we claim that trades 
unions have the direct effect of making the 
members enjoy a greater measure of liberty 
than possibly could be obtained without 
them. Is a man free who cannot rise above 
abject poverty? Is a man free who cannot 
provide his wife and babes with at least 
some of the comforts of this life? Is a man 
free who has to toil long hours at a low 
wage, as do the employes of the Steel 
Trust? In short, what kind of freedom 
would a wage earner be able to enjoy stand¬ 
ing alone in the making of an employment 
contract, with nothing to sell but nis labor, 
in order to obtain food, shelter and cloth¬ 
ing for himself and his dependents? These 
are questions we would ask our critics to 
answer. 

Some of the greatest minds of the age 
have studied this question, and their ver¬ 
dict has always been that the unions have 
every moral right to exist and to spread 
their beneficence throughout the world.

The concept cf a living wage is a Chris¬ 
tian concept, based on the Christian idea ot 
the worth of the individ- 
The Living ual. The idea in its full- 
Wage. ness implies the sacred¬ 
ness of the individual. 

The idea of a living wage bears no rela¬ 
tion to productive efficiency. The idea of 
productive efficiency means that the aim 
and end of life is production. 

What we mean by a living wage is a wage 
sufficient to enable the individual to develop 
its faculties to a reasonable extent at least. 
It means he must have sufficient food, 
clothing and shelter to insure health, and 
he must have sufficient recreation to enable 
him to recreate and get that diversion 
which is necessary to growth of mind and 
body. 

And man can’t be expected to be much 
of a member of,a church if he has only one 
suit of clothes, the same suit in which he 
has worked ail the week, perhaps, at some 
disagreeable employment. These are all 
included under the head of a decent liveli¬ 


hood and should include not only the man 
himjself, but his wife and children, who are 
yet too young to be wage earners. But to 
obtain these things the individual must be 
willing to do a reasonable amount of work.

The Republic of China is not yet a year 
old, yet it has already established a national 
department of health. 

A National The United States of 
Department of America is 136 years old, 
Health Estab- and is still discussing the 
liahed in China, question. Dr. W. W. 

Peter, medical mission¬ 
ary located at Shanghai, China, discusses 
some of the health problems of China in 
a recent number of The Journal of the 
American Medical Association. He says: 
“Two thousand miles, 20,000,000 people, 200 
cities—and not one sewer! This, in brief, is 
a summary of a trip into the interior of 
China.” Congestion, it seems, is one of the 
important problems in China. Viewed from 
the top of a city wall, nothing can be seen 
fromi wall to well but house-tops. There 
are no playgrounds, parks or wide streets. 
Trees are the exception; streets are very 
narrow, five feet is considered ample width 
for an alley; ten feet is quite a street, and 
a fifteen feet wide thoroughfare is regarded 
as a boulevard. There are no yards; houses 
and shops open directly on the street; pav¬ 
ing is practically unknown, and ten people 
often occupy quarters barely large enough 
for two. During the three hundred years 
of Manchu government, nothing was done 
to safeguard the public health. There are 
no quarantine laws, no hospitals, no meth¬ 
ods of controlling epidemics, no health reg¬ 
ulations and no health officers. With the 
exception of medical missionaries and a 
few recent graduates of American and Eu¬ 
ropean schools, there are no physicians in 
the modern sense. But the change has al¬ 
ready began. The new republican govern¬ 
ment has just completed the organization 
of a national department of health. Dr. 
Lin Boon Keng of Shanghai has been ap¬ 
pointed as its head. A knowledge of the 
possibilities and value of modern scientific 
medicine is rapidly spreading among the 
people. While the recent revolution se¬ 
riously interfered with the hospitals and 
work of the medical missionaries, there are 
today eight large union medical schools, 
manned principally by American and Eng¬ 
lish physicians. “Once the Chinese mind 
acquires a full understanding of modern 
science,” says Dr. Peter, “the benefits will 
affect not only China, but the rest ot the 
world also. Her health problems will in¬ 
creasingly become world problems; her 
ships manned by her crews will carry her 
products to the doors of all nations. Will 
they also carry her diseases?” 


The annual report of the executive coun¬ 
cil of the Society of Amalgamated Tool 
Makers, Engineers and Machinists of Eng¬ 
land shows a membership of over 6,608, 
and a gain during the past year of 1,453.

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Report of General President John R. Alpine 


Salt Lake City, July 17th, 1912. 

My last report was written at Denver, 
Colo., and contained therein was a reference 
to the situation at New Haven, Conn. 
At this time I improve the opportunity to 
extend thanks to Brothers P. O’Meara, Ed 
Groark, W. H. Byrne, John Garrity, Willie 
Whitney, Geo. Schenck, Wm. Webber, 
Chas. Clerkin and Geo. Farren for the 
many favors offered me. I hope to learn 
favorable news from this city in the very 
near future. My visit to Denver was be¬ 
cause of the belief that something might 
be accomplished with regard to a number 
of shops still working under non-union 
conditions. It was my pleasure to meet 
Gen. Organizer Clark during this visit as 
he had called for the purpose of confirming 
on the general conditions prevailing in one 
of the most important cities of the West. 
Departing for Denver on June 12th, my 
time was fully occupied here until June 
20th, at which time I departed for Chicago, 
in which city my attentions were required 
concerning matters of urgent importance. 
During this time Organizer Clark and the 
writer visited a number of those shops run¬ 
ning as non-union shops and held two con¬ 
ferences with representatives of those 
shops, with whom we held agreements. 
The result of our efforts to unionize addi¬ 
tional shops was most encouraging and 
there was evidently a desire on the part 
of these employes to do business with us, 
though we were unable to effect anything 
tangible at the time. It was arranged, 
however, that we were to make a return 
visit, reference to which is contained herein. 
A visit was paid to Local 367, Steamfitters’ 
Helpers, on June 18th, after which Bro. 
Clark and myself attended the meeting of 
Local No. 3, both meetings being held on 
the same night. Addressing these meetings 
we found the same spirit prevailing that 
has ever characterized our members here, 
while our reception was cordial in the ex¬ 
treme. Returning to Chicago on June 21st, 
I devoted myself to the many subjects re¬ 
quiring attention and among other matters, 
with Sec. Burke held numerous conferences 
with steam heating contractors with the ob¬ 
ject in view of convincing these contractors 
that their best interests lie in the employ¬ 
ment of U. A. steamfitters. We are pleased 
with the results of our labors in this re¬ 
gard. More meetings have been arranged 
for and due reference will be made to the 
same at the proper time. Request had been 
previously made that the Master Plumbers’ 
Assn, of Denver, who were employing non¬ 
union men, should grant us a conference 
and on July 2nd I received word that such 
a meeting was agreeable. Before proceed¬ 
ing further it should be understood that 
there are two Master Plumbers’ Associa¬ 
tions in Denver, one of which is under 
agreement to employ union labor. On July 
5th return was made to Denver and con¬ 
ference held with employing plumbers and 
steamfitters while on the night of July 8th 


Bro. Clark and the writer attended and 
addressed the M. P.’s Association urging 
a return to union conditions. We were 
treated most cordially, but owing to the 
fact that the National Master Plumbers’ 
Asso. was to hold its annual convention in 
Salt Lake City July 16th, 17th and 18th 
and several of the committee appointed to 
confer with us were to attend this conven¬ 
tion we were unable to effect a date for 
joint conference until Monday, July 22nd. 
On Tuesday, July 23rd, it is my purpose to 
attend the meeting of the Denver Master 
Steam Fitters* Association to determine 
what can be done along the lines of union¬ 
ization. One cannot of course predict as 
to the result of our efforts in Denver, but 
we are hopeful and the indications warrant 
such feelings. Vice-President Bulger and 
Frank Bryan will please accept thanks for 
consideration shown. Several weeks ago 
arrangements were made for a visit to 
Colorado Springs, the object being to as¬ 
sist in the unionizing of a non-union shop, 
but before entering into this I must not 
omit to mention that on July 9th I at¬ 
tended a meeting of Local 208, Steam Fit¬ 
ters, where I was most cordially and cour¬ 
teously received. On July 11th I departed 
for Colorado Springs and upon arrival was 
met at the station by Bros. Tom Jones, 
who is Plumbing Inspector, and George 
Bainter, who is one of the officials of the 
Free Employment Agency. Shortly after 
arrival I was in conference with the pro¬ 
prietors of the shop we desire to unionize 
with the result that a meeting is arranged 
between a committee from our local union 
and the representatives of the firm in ques¬ 
tion and at which meeting I will be pres¬ 
ent. This meeting is to be held Sunday. 
July 21st. I hope we will be successful 
in adjusting the matter as it is the only 
shop of any note in Colorado Springs re¬ 
garded as unfair. In all my visits to this 
famous and wonderfully beautiful city, I 
had never seen any of the wonderful sights, 
so bountifully provided by nature. This 
was not because of any neglect on the part 
of our local members but rather because 
of the fact that my time was invariably 
limited and I was compelled to hasten away. 
Indeed our members were always highly 
incensed because of my failure to accept 
their invitations to visit the several places 
of interest. On the occasion of this visit, 
however, some of our members determined 
I should not escape without seeing some 
of the sights and on Friday, July 12th, 
Bro. Clark, who had stopped over at the 
Springs on his way further West, and the 
writer, were captured bodily by Bros. Jones 
and Bainter and for once in our lives we 
have it to say we have seen practically ev¬ 
erything of interest to be seen in the vi¬ 
cinity of Colorado Springs, the entire day 
being devoted to sightseeing. In fact. I 
believe we saw many places of interest that 
Bros. Jones and Bainter had not previously 
seen and 1 passed one of the most enjoy- 
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able and instructive days of my life viewing 
the beauties of nature and marveling at 
the wondrous creations of the Almighty. 
Words fail me to express thanks for the 
kindness shown and I shall never forget 
this day’s pleasure. Abler tongues and 
pens than mine have failed to properly de¬ 
scribe the beauties of this wonderful coun¬ 
try and I shall not attempt description; I 
can understand now what I had missed up- 
. on my other visits. To Bros. Jones, Bain- 
ter, Grant and the Local generally I offer 
thanks for all they did in our behalf. I am 
to meet President Welch Saturday, July 
20th, and arrange with him as previously 
spoken of for the meeting on the following 
day when happy results are hoped for. On 
Thursday night, July 11th, I was privileged 
to speak at the meeting of the Colorado 
Springs Local Union, and on the night of 
Friday, July 12th, I addressed the regular 
meeting of Local 58 and the reception ac¬ 
corded was sufficient guarantee of our wel¬ 
come. Will every member, beginning with 
President Welch, please accept heartfelt 
thanks and deepest appreciation? As to the 
outcome of this visit, as well as my effort at 
Denver, due mention will be made. At this 
writing I am at Salt Lake City, where the 
National Master Plumbers’ Association is 
in annual convention. Brother Clark ac¬ 
companies me and it is the intention to ad¬ 
dress the convention in the general inter¬ 
ests of the trade if this is possible. While 
in this city our interests are being cared 
for by the local members and extended 
reference to this as well as the intention to 
address the Master Plumbers’ convention 
will be recorded in our next issue. While 
intending to make full mention later, I will 
however improve this opportunity to thank 
Bro. Henry Bockholt of Local No. 19 for 
his many acts of kindness.

To the Officers and Members of Provincial 
Federations of Labor, Trades and Labor 
Councils, National Trades Unions, Fed¬ 
eral Labor Unions and International Lo¬ 
cal Trades Unions in the Dominion of 
Canada, Greeting: 

Fellow Labor Unionists and Brothers: 
The twenty-eighth annual session of the 
Trades and Labor Congress of . Canada will 
convene in the Armouries’ Building, Huskis- 
son St., city of Guelph, Province of Ontario, 
beginning at 10 o’clock, Monday morning, 
September 9th, 1912, and will continue in 
session from day to day until the business 
of the convention has been completed. 

The delegates assembled at Calgary last 
year chose Guelph as the next meeting 
place, and it will be a striking tribute to 
the enthusiasm and enduring ability of the 


organized wage-workers of the “Royal” and 
progressive city and surrounding industrial 
centers in the heart of the Province of On¬ 
tario to have a large representation of dele¬ 
gates from all over Canada in attendance. 
The bill of fare to be presented is one that 
will require the very best intelligence of 
the delegates to grapple with. 

The past year has been replete with mat¬ 
ters of vital interest to the workers, and 
the opponents of organized labor are very 
active, as will appear from the systematic 
and persistent endeavor being made in Can¬ 
ada and Great Britain to weaken regula¬ 
tions that were imposed for the protection 
of the working classes. Each year has wit¬ 
nessed a wonderful growth in the intricacy 
and difficulty of the problems to be dealt 
with by the Congresss, and the Guelph con¬ 
vention will be no exception in this respect.

5. The Workingmen’s Compensation 
Acts in the various provinces—administra¬ 
tion of by provincial governments and their 
interpretation by the courts. 

6. ' Amendments to the Industrial Dis¬ 
putes and Investigation Act. 

7. Clear definition of our position as 
wage-workers on the projected Old Age 
Pensioq measure now before a special com¬ 
mittee of the Dominion House of Com¬ 
mons. 

8. Proposed amendments to the Domin¬ 
ion Elections Act; to make election day a 
public holiday and to abolish the $200.00 
deposit now exacted. 

9. Payment of wages on railways, fort¬ 
nightly, and many other features. 

Never more than now has there been 
greater necessity for vigilance in safeguard¬ 
ing the rights of labor. Organized bodies 
on every hand are contesting for their 
own protection, and in this regard labor 
no longer has the field to itself. If labor is 
to receive its portion it will have to keep 
watchful every hour of every day. 

Send your best, most experienced and 
faithful men to the convention, and elect 
them now. If you neglect to do so, don't 
complain that your particular interests have 
been overlooked or neglected. This is the 
time of prosperity, and labor must be pre¬ 
pared to do battle at every available op¬ 
portunity if it is to keep up with the pro¬ 
cession.

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Report of General Organizer Leonard 


St. Louis, Mo., July 17, 1912. 

To the Officers and Members of the U. A. 

This report beginning June 17 found me 
at a regular meeting of Local No. 105, and 
the following day I left for Cleveland, 
Ohio, to co-operate with other interna¬ 
tional organizations in an effort to union¬ 
ize a large manufacturing concern. My 
mission, however, -was fruitless on account 
of the unexpected absence from the city 
of the management of this concern. It 
was a pleasure to meet again the custodian 
of the Cleveland Building Trades, Bro. 
James Malley, Business Agent Tom Joyce 
of Fitters and Helpers, and Business Agent 
of the Building Trades Tom Roberts. Also 
Business Agent John Mooney and Secre¬ 
tary Kennedy of Local No. 55. On June 
20th I arrived in Chicago and remained 
there until June 24. It was again my privi¬ 
lege to consult with the officers and busi¬ 
ness agents of all our locals in Chicago, all 
of whom have deservedly been re-elected 
to their various offices. Steam Fitters’ and 
Helpers' Local No. 520 is enjoying more than 
ever their accustomed success that is 
marred only by the continued unjust and 
illegal conhnement of their business agent 
Bro. Enright. Permanent Secretary of Fit¬ 
ters’ Local Tom Freer and Business Agent 
Joseph Kane, with all other members, were 
justly and enthusiastically reporting from 
day to day the joining of many former 
members of the I. A. At a regular meet¬ 
ing that I attended on June 24th, seventeen 
prominent I. A. Steam Fitters were in¬ 
itiated. Everywhere, among the delegates 
and officers of our Chicago Locals, there 
is always exhibited a loyal and harmonious 
working together that might well be adopt¬ 
ed in all cities. 

Arriving in Kansas City, Mo., June 25, 
I immediately made the effort assigned me 
to have the I. A. Local unseated from the 
Building Trades Council. This was finally 
consummated at a meeting of Building 
Trades held on July 5th, when the repre¬ 
sentatives of I. A. reported their local had 
accepted the desire of council that they 
withdraw. During my stay in Kansas 
City the Sprinkler Fitters and Helpers won 
their demands for an increase of 50c per 
day, and while the strike was of short life, 
it showed how I. A. Fitters acted against 
them. When the management of one 
sprinkler concern informed our members 
that he was visited by. a committee from 
I. A. Local during the strike who offered 
to work for 50c a day less than the de¬ 
mands of Local No. 314, I had two meet¬ 
ings with the employers of Kansas City 
regarding recognition of U. A. Steam Fit¬ 
ters, which will eventually brine the de¬ 
sired results. U. A. Steam Fitters and 
Helpers’ Local No. 533 is loyal and nat¬ 
urally their ambition is to secure the amal¬ 
gamation of the I. A. But to accomplish 
this is necessary for them to place a local 
man as business agent, at least temporar¬ 
ily. Plumbers’ Local No. 8, always an im¬ 


portant part of the U. A., gave serious con¬ 
sideration at the meeting that I attended 
of rendering every support for the better 
support of the U. A. Fitters and Helpers’ 
Local, and improving some weak spots 
where there are a few non-union plumbers. 
The attitude of the employes will deter¬ 
mine the need of their opposing the I. A 
and I am still confident that if need be 
the members of Local No. 8 will do their 
full share towards the wiping out of the 
dual Local of I. A. Fitters. 

I arrived in St. Louis, Mo., July 6th and 
found the Plumbers’, Gas Fitters’ and 
Sprinkler Fitters’ Locals were vigorously 
continuing their policy not to work on any 
building with I. A. Steam Fitters. The U. 
A. Local of Steam Fitters are increasing in 
membership at every meeting and at this 
writing only five members out of 145 are 
unemployed. During the past week (July 
8 to 13) the I. A. Steam Fitters started to 
do the plumbing work on the Horace 
Mann, the Delaney and the Bryan Hill 
Schools, where our members are on strike 
Not only are they attempting to do the 
Durham, but have made attempts to do the 
lead work. How consistent this is of I 

A. They howl for one organization fo: 

Fitters and then try to do plumbing? Well 
the fight is going on and each day shows 
some additional advantages for the U. A. 
With all U. A. members united in opposing 
the I. A. at the St. Louis Central Trades 
and Labor Council the delegates represent¬ 
ing U. A. Steam Fitters and Helpers were 
unanimously seated. In East St. Louis. 
Ill., Local No. 360 is still on strike against 
their old employers. A meeting was ar¬ 
ranged to try and settle this controversy, 
but the very biased position taken by & 
representatives of the employers prevent 
any good being accomplished. The I. A 
and N. A. Plumbers, numbering abegr 
seven or eight, are still strikebreaking, b* 
are being lessened every day. The enclosed 
circular, distributed on the streets of E. S* 
Louis, is the best evidence that the I. A. 
headquarters are backing these strike¬ 
breakers, the firms mentioned bein$ all un¬ 
fair and the statements contained m cirqi- 
lar being all lies, because the I. I 
neither a part of the A. F. of L. nor aa^B 
its departments. w

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zation and wish to inform the public that 
those so-called National Plumbers have no 
affiliation or standing in any labor organiza¬ 
tion recognized by the Building Trades 
Council.

On July 13 the Building Trades were re¬ 
organized in E. St. Louis under a charter 
from the B. T. Department. U. A. Steam 
Fitters and Helpers' Local No. 439 is not 
enjoying very prosperous conditions be¬ 
cause of poor building conditions, but in¬ 
active as they are industrially they are all 
and always active in successfully preventing 
the dual local from gaining any advantage.

One of the greatest victories ever gained 
by union labor in the Ohio Valley has just 
been won. The largest carpenter con¬ 
tractors of this city, who have been fight¬ 
ing the combined building crafts, signed 
an agreement with the representatives of 
the Ohio Valley District Council of Car¬ 
penters and the Ohio Valley Trades and 
Labor Assembly. The contest which has 
been conducted by the building trades was 
against a strong combination of “open 
shop" advocates. The result of securing the 
agreement will be beneficial to all of the 
organizations in this valley. 


Four of the biggest paper mill companies 
in this city have announced a voluntary in¬ 
crease to their employes. To all workmen 
receiving less than $2.25 per day an in¬ 
crease of 7 l / 2 per cent has been granted: 
to workmen receiving over $2.25 per day. 
2% per cent increase in given. Over 1,000 
men are affected. 


It is reported from Milwaukee that the 
strike of the building trades unions at the 
breweries of that city has ended in securing 
a satisfactory agreement. The settlement 
carries with it an increase in wages approx¬ 
imating 2 V 2 cents per hour to most of the 
trades involved, while some organizations 
receive a greater advance. The strike was 
inaugurated May 21 and involved about 12 
organizations. 


Three decisions have recently been hand¬ 
ed down by the Illinois State Supreme 
Court which are imoortant to the organized 
labor movement. The court sustained the 
constitutionality of the women's ten-hour 
employment act. as revised bv the legisla¬ 
ture in 1911, also the constitutionality of 
the chauffeur's license automobile act and 
the right of labor unions to call strikes or 
use anv lawful means in maintaining and 
furthering their organizations. The court 
held that “it was of the opinion that the 


limiting of the hours of employment of 
females in hotels to not exceel ten hours 
a day is not an unauthorized exercise of 
the police powers of the state." The de¬ 
cisions in the three cases opens the way 
for further social legislation. 


The corner stone of Utica's Labor Tem¬ 
ple was laid with appropriate ceremonies 
on July 4, 1911. Since that time the edifice 
has been completed and on July 4, 1912, 
dedicatory exercises were held. William 
D. Huber, president of the United Broth¬ 
erhood of Carpenters, delivered the prin¬ 
cipal address. The building is a creditable 
monument to the persistent endeavor of 
Utica’s union men. 


The Minnesota State Federation of La¬ 
bor, the sessions of which recently closed, 
was the most successful convention ever 
held by the state body. A large attendance 
was present and a large amount of con¬ 
structive work accomplished. The old offi¬ 
cers were generally re-elected. 


Discussion of the establishment of a Fed¬ 
eral University, to be supported by gov¬ 
ernment funds, will be renewed at the 50th 
annual meeting of the National Educational 
Association, which is to be held in Chicago 
July 6-12. This association is the largest 
organization of its kind in the world, and 
it is expected that 50,000 people will be in 
attendance at the meeting. Other topics 
to be considered will include industrial edu¬ 
cation, manual training and art, the Amer¬ 
ican high school, the relation of the public 
schools to social welfare work, and to pub¬ 
lic health and rural life conditions and ed¬ 
ucation. 


The strike of the bakers in San Fran¬ 
cisco for the introduction of the union la¬ 
bel has resulted in favor of the bakers. 
Over 250 members participated in the 
strike, and 144 bakeries were involved. All 
but 16 have signed the new agreement, 
which contains a label clause. It is stated 
that the main fear .of the San Francisco 
employers was that the local union would 
establish its own bakery. The San Jose 
Baking Company, which employes union 
bakers, has already made heavy inroads 
into the business of the shoos where the 
men were on strike, and this has had great 
influence in inducing the employers to ac¬ 
cept the agreement. 


After a favorable strike vote had been 
taken by the organizations in the operating 
department of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company on its lines east of Pittsburg and 
Erie, an understanding was arrived at 
whereby concessions were offered.by the 
company and arbitration agreed to on mat¬ 
ters still in dispute. It is provided that in 
the event of the company extending the 
electrification of its lines the steam railroad 
men affected shall hold their positions or 
ones paying them the same wages. 
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Report of General Organizer Kennedy. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 

Association: 

The day I completed my last report, J 
arrived in Grand Rapids, principally to at¬ 
tend an open meeting of our Steam Fitters* 
Local No. 301, who invited all members of 
Local 70 to be present as well as all non¬ 
union men of our crafts. It was one of the 
best and most successful open meetings I 
ever attended, as well as the largest meet¬ 
ing held in that city since the lock-out of 
our members some few years ago. Local 
301 has had the same hard fight to regain 
their former position as has Local 70, and 
after all this, it is more than gratifying to 
report that we have practically every eli¬ 
gible steam fitter in our local. It is only 
another evidence of what can be ac¬ 
complished by hard and persistent work, 
such as the loyal members of our Locals 
have done. After a very interesting enter¬ 
tainment served for all, the following speak¬ 
ers addressed the meeting: Mr. Taylor, 
president of the Trades and Labor Assem¬ 
bly, John J. Scannell, organizer for the 
boot and shoe workers, the secretary to 
his honor, the mayor, who is a union car¬ 
penter, whose name I cannot recall at this 
time, after which I was given an oppor¬ 
tunity to be heard and took advantage of 
the time to explain to those outside the 
fold of our organization the benefits that 
were in store for them, if they would join 
us. I see no reason why Grand Rapids will 
not be in the near future a thoroughly or¬ 
ganized city, especially so, if our two 
Locals keep up the work they are now en¬ 
gaged in. 

Evansville, Ind., to which city I was 
called on account of the bad financial affairs 
of Local 136, due to the carelessness of their 
former financial secretary as well as the 
neglect of the membership to see that the 
books of the Local were properly audited, 
at least, every three months. After sev¬ 
eral meetings were held, the matter was 
straightened out and a better feeling pre¬ 
vails all around. During my stay here. 
Brothers Harry Grant and Jones worked 
with me and considerable progress was 
made towards getting some of our ex-mem¬ 
bers back. 136 has been in trouble ever 
since the Building Trades lockout of a few 
years ago. There is no trouble with the 
non-union men that were brought here dur¬ 
ing the lockout. They have been gone for 
many moons; the whole trouble seems to 
lie in getting our old members back and 
to get them to take the same interest as 
they had to do when this was a strictly 
Union city, and there was no chance of a 
man working without a paid-up card. There 
is no chance of the Faithful Few of 136 get¬ 
ting discouraged and there is no reason 
why they should, as things look brighter 
today than any time since their trouble. On 
Tuesday, June 25th, I had the opportunity 
of attending the regular meeting of Local 
130 at Chicago, at which time the annual 
election of officers was held, with the result 


that all of the old officers that had guided 
the affairs of the Local so well for many 
years were re-elected. There were between 
1,200 and 1,400 members present; that is 
easily accounted for, as Local 130 has over 
1,800 members in good standing. The fol¬ 
lowing officers were elected: President, 
Dick Donnelly; Vice-President, Jerry 
Ready; Financial Secretary^ John J. Bush- 
nell; Reading Clerk, Buck Ford; Treasurer, 
W. W. Petrie; Business Agents, Simon 
O'Donnell, Thomas Kearney and James 
Garvin. The new agreement as entered 
into some few months ago, to take effect 
July 1st, carries with it a wage scale of $6 
per day as well as other improved working 
conditions. Believing that there was a 
chance or organizing a Local Union at La 
Porte, Ind., I went there and spent two 
days with Brother O. A. Eulitz of Local 
1 72 of South Bend, who I happened to meet. 
In canvassing the city and after calling on 
everyone that might be eligible to join, we 
succeeded in holding a meeting with seven 
men present, who signed a charter applica¬ 
tion. Not being convinced the Local would 
last, if organized with this number. I de¬ 
cided not to grant a charter at this lime, 
but left the application with a committee 
that will make further attempt to get al! 
eligible men to sign up. There is quite a 
building boom on here, and there are three 
fair firms outside the city who have three 
large jobs, one a hotel, a schoolhouse and 
postoffice, which will be ready to start dur¬ 
ing the coming month, at which time I trust 
I will be able to get a Local that can and 
will live. 

Champaign, Ill., where the greater part 
of a week was spent, working with Brother 
Frank Whittington, of Local 149, in 20 
endeavor to further build up their Local 
While we made some progress, it was rath¬ 
er a hard grind and we could not accom¬ 
plish what we were after at this time. One 
shop, in particular, we were after, the Re¬ 
liable Plumbing & Heating Co., we found, 
after several meetings with the firm and 
employees, that while one of the firm want¬ 
ed to unionize the shop, the other did not. 
However, I feel our work was not in vain, 
and that the near future will see this a fair 
shop. While here, we secured several ap¬ 
plications and held a good meeting of the 
Local on the night of July 3rd. Every one 
seemed to be satisfied that all was done that 
could be at this time, and there will be no 
letup until the proper results are had 
Brother Whittington and other faithful 
members of the Local are entitled to many 
thanks for the hard licks they are putting 
in for the Local and the United Associa¬ 
tion. 

Sioux City, Iowa, to which city I went to 
keep an appointment of July 8th made some 
three wfffics ago, that being the date th- 
new wage scale made by Local No. lo¬ 
af ter a two-weeks' strike in May, was to 
take effect. At a special meeting held on 
the above date, all shop stewards reported 
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the bosses were paying the $4.50 as agreed 
to, which is 50c per day increase in wages 
over the old scale. There were many other 
things the members thought of more im¬ 
portance than the wage question, but under 
the conditions which then prevailed, they 
could not get all they wanted, and there¬ 
fore, for the time being, accepted the wage 
increase. While here, I worked with Broth¬ 
er Jim Durkin, who is plumbing inspector 
of the city, and we were successful in se¬ 
curing twelve applications, several of whom 
were old members. This practically takes 
in every man in the city that the Local 
wants or is eligible to join. There is plenty 
of work here, and there is no doubt of the 
absolute success of Local 18, and before 
another year rolls around, I am sure we 
will be able to tell of greater progress made. 
During my four days’ stay here, I had the 
pleasure of meeting Brothers Harry Stiller 
and Tom Mooney of Local 15, of Minneap¬ 
olis, who are doing a large hotel for a 
Minneapolis firm, as well as many old tim¬ 
ers from various parts of the country. 

On my way to the Illinois State Associa¬ 
tion Convention I stopped over one night 
in Clinton, Iowa, and met most of the mem¬ 
bers of Local 465, and am glad to report 
that all bosses but one are living up to the 
agreement they signed with us the first ot 
April. This one man no sooner signed the 
agreement than he tried to violate the very 
spirit of it. Our members were withdrawn 
from the shop. Since that time the boss 
has been successful in getting one supposed 
boss plumber from Muscatine, Iowa, to as¬ 
sist him and his kindergarten he has around 
him. The fight will be kept up on the shop 
until we force him to properly recognize 
our Local as he agreed to do. In talking 
to Secretary W. H. Waun of our new 
Steamfitters' Local I learned that they were 
progressing nicely and that things were 
running smoothly for them. I hope my 
next visit here will give me the opportunity 
of attending the meetings of both our Lo¬ 
cals. 

On Sunday, July 14th, I was at Moline, 
Ill., attending the meeting of the Illinois 
State Association. This was their Third 
Annual Convention, and it is with pride 
and pleasure I note the growth of the As¬ 
sociation the past three years. From the 
first convention of nine delegates to thir¬ 
ty-five which were present at this conven¬ 
tion. The most important business of the 
convention was hearing the report of the 
committee that had been appointed bv the 
State Executive Board to meet with a com¬ 
mittee of the Master Plumbers’ Associa¬ 
tion, for the purpose of trying to agree on 
an amendment to the present state plumb¬ 
ing law. The Masters Plumbers’ Associa¬ 
tion want to create one examining board 
for the entire state, instead of having each 
city provide its own Board, as the law now 
calls for. The convention by a unanimous 
vote went squarely on record as being op¬ 
posed to the change, but did adopt a resolu¬ 
tion as being in favor of a State Plumbing 
Inspector and signified their willingness to 
co-operate with the Master Plumbers to 


this end. The principal trouble with the 
state law, as it now stands, seems to ber 
inability to get some of the cities to put 
the law in effect. The convention again 
when on record as being willing to assist 
the Master Plumbers in the proper enforc¬ 
ing of the law in any city which to date 
has not complied with the state law, even 
to the extent of starting mandamus pro¬ 
ceedings against the rebellious city author¬ 
ities, which proceedings have been started 
in some cities of the state and won. Many 
matters in the form of resolutions were in¬ 
troduced and acted on that will be of bene¬ 
fit not alone to the State Association but 
to our entire membership. Space will not 
permit special mention of each resolution, 
and a little later Secretary Bushnell will 
send to each Local printed copies of the 
entire proceedings. The convention, as a 
whole, was the best, an<f I feel the most 
beneficial one ever held by any State Asso¬ 
ciation. Moline being but a short ride from 
Chicago and the convention being held on 
a Sunday, Secretary-Treasurer Burke took 
advantage of the day of rest and attended 
the convention, and it is needless to say 
that his many friends throughout the state 
were glad to see him, and as usual he made 
a splendid address to the convention that 
was enjoyed by all. During my brief re¬ 
marks to the convention I had the oppor¬ 
tunity of telling the convention the entire 
membership of the U. A. in the State of. 
Illinois is 3,864, with only 150 of this mem¬ 
bership in bad standing. This surely is a 
record that we can all be proud of and with 
one exception thq wage scale of all our 
Locals in the state runs from $4.00 to $6.00 
per day. The following officers were elect¬ 
ed for the ensuing year: President and 
delegate to the Boston convention in 1913, 
Joe Brewster of Decatur; First Vice-Presi¬ 
dent, Ray Callahan of Chicago; Second 
Vice-President, Fred Baker of Springfield; 
Secretary and Treasurer, John J. Bushnell 
of Chicago; Sergeant-at-Arms, John Shra¬ 
der of Moline. The next convention will 
be held in Freeport, Ill. In concluding my 
report I have no intention in overlooking 
expressing sincere thanks of every delegate 
present for the kind treatment and enter¬ 
tainment given the delegates by Locals 113 
of Rock Island and 211 of Moline, who 
jointly looked after the welfare of all pres¬ 
ent. His Honor, Mayor Carlson of Moline, 
attended the banquet given by our Locals 
during the afternoon and it was indeed a 
real pleasure to meet him, and his address, 
as well as the clever stories told by him, 
weie greatly appreciated. The banquet 
was attended by practically the entire mem¬ 
bership of Locals 113 and 211, as well as 
a few visiting brothers from Davenport, 
Iowa, and to say that it was a splendid af¬ 
fair in every particular is only a mild ex¬ 
pression of what could be said about it. I 
personally want to thank the convention 
as well as the above mentioned Locals, for 
the very courteous treatment I received at 
their hands.

I also, in company with Brother Ryan, 
and also at times Brother Burns accompany¬ 
ing us, had talks and conferences with the 
different employers of Newark, in an en 
deavor to get their assistance and avoid a 
strike. 

I also had Brother Ryan to New York 
in conference with some firms in New York, 
doing work throughout different sections 
of New Jersey. 

This matter that I am working on, in 
conjunction with Brother Ryan, is going to 
take some time, the process being slow, but 
we have hopes they will be the more sure, 
in us getting what we ate trying to do in 
Newark. 

I also attended a meeting at New Ro¬ 
chelle, Local Union No. 151, in connection 
with a matter which has been hanging fire 
for some length of time. 

Our Local No. 54 of Syracuse is also 
connected in this same matter. I have for¬ 
warded a report to Syracuse and which I 
hope will clear the matter up. 

I also attended the meeting at the request 
of our Local Union No. 326 of Hackensack. 
This meeting was a mass meeting arranged 
bv the Building Trades, with the view of 
encouraging non-members of the organiza¬ 
tion to join the several organizations. 1 
was privileged to address the mass meeting, 
on behalf of our United Associations and 
the labor movement in general, and I have 
every belief that this mass meeting will pro¬ 
duce some good results. I trust that more 
such meetings may be held, as they are of 
an educative influence on those men not 
members of our Trade Union, and will help 
us more to organize these men. 

I received a wire from General Secretary 
Burke to proceed to New Haven and do 
what I could to try and make a settlement 
of the strike in New Haven. I found on 
arrival there that our old stand-bys of our 
Local in New Haven were having a hard 
battle,* with a class of men who are being 
sent in to fill their places. I had a confer¬ 
ence after arriving with the Executive 
Board of the Local No. 349, to see what 


Organizer Higgins. 

I might do towards a settlement or having 
a conference with the employers. I learned 
that it would be absolutely useless to try 
and secure any conference, as our members 
were so successful in getting the strike¬ 
breakers away that the employers were a 
little too hot to try and talk business with. 
I was introduced to some of the employers 
whom I ran into in walking the streets, and 
I could see from their attitude and talk 
that at this particular time it would be 
useless to ask for a conference. I decided 
to do all I could in assisting our strike 
committee to get the men out of New 
Haven who have been shipoed in there. In 
fact, I might say, it was a shame to ship 
some of them away, because they would 
do more good in New Haven than harm to 
our Local Union. However, our strike 
committee is very busy there, headed by 
Brother O’Meara, and assisted by Brother 
Drork, and several others whose names 1 
fail to remember at this particular moment, 
and they do surely do some hustling 
throughout the twenty-four hours of the 
day and night. 

I want to thank Brother Thomas Hill, 
Business Agent of Local No. 480 of New 
York City, who was in New Haven and 
done a lot of gbod work for our Local Un¬ 
ion there. His work was appreciated by 
the members of the Local Union, as well 
as the strike committee, and myself as 
well. 

I received a wire from Brother Burke to 
go to Brooklyn, Local Union No. 1, as soon 
as I could leave New Haven, as my serv¬ 
ices were desired in No. 1 on a matter 
of grave importance. On my arrival in 
Brooklyn I learned of the protest being 
filed against the election just passed, and 
I arranged to at once take up the protest 
and proceed with an investigation as rapid¬ 
ly as possible. I also received a wire from 
Brother Norton of Local Union No. 14. 
Jersey City, of some trouble over in Jersey 
City. I took the time to run over to Jersey 
City and see Brother Norton, and I believe 
we straightened out the trouble to the sat¬ 
isfaction of Brother Norton and Local Un¬ 
ion No. 14. 

I also made a trip to Hackensack to look 
over a number of men of our craft, not 
members of our Local Union. I intend to 
hold an open meeting there very shortly, 
and hope to get some of these men in. 

I then returned to Brooklyn and attended 
the meeting of Local Union No. 1, where 
the matter of the protested election was 
gone into to a little extent, and I arranged 
for a meeting to start investigation and take 
the statements and testimony of those in¬ 
terested in that election. 

I have been busy since that meeting of 
No. 1 with this investigation, the reading 
up of the testimony submitted, the different 
matters submitted as exhibits, and have not 
finished as yet with the matter in its en¬ 
tirety; at the close of this report I am try¬ 
ing to finish the matter up so that, if pos- 
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sible, I may give a decision on next Mon- 
day. 

Trusting this will meet with your approv¬

Labor Sunday. 

Labor Sunday was first instituted by the 
Presbyterian Bureau of Social Service 
seven years ago, the Rev. Charles Stelzle 
being the originating factor. This bureau 
has been merged into the Federal Council 
Commission on the Church and Social Serv¬ 
ice. The American Federation of Labor 
has given its endorsement to the observ¬ 
ance of Labor Sunday. This year the Fed¬ 
eral Council Commission is making a sys¬ 
tematic effort to have Labor Sunday gen¬ 
erally observed in all churches throughout 
the country, and is sending out literature, 
explanatory in character, and urging pas¬ 
tors to feature this day. Sugestions are of¬ 
fered as to the methods to be employed in 
securing a good attendance of union men 
and women, as well as the unorganized. It 
is also further suggested that in all Labor 
Sunday sermons the subject be “One Day’s 
Rest in Seven for All Workers,” with an 
offer to supply appropriate literature on 
this theme. Charles S. Macfarland, secre- 
tatyr of the commission, 1611 Clarendon 
building, 215 Fourth avenue, New York, can 
be communicated with if any further in¬ 
formation is desired. Labor Sunday falls 
on September 1 this year. 


Darrow on Labor Day. 

Clarence S. Darrow, now on trial at Los 
Angeles for alleged bribery, in connection 
with the McNamara case, has been extend¬ 
ed an invitation by the organized labor 
movement of this city to deliver the Labor 
Day address at Shell Mound Park, San 
Francisco, on September 2. Mr. Darrow 
has accepted the invitation. It is expected 
that the coming Labor Day celebration will 
be the greatest demonstration of its kind 
ever held in this city, as preparations have 
been commenced earlier than usual. Presi¬ 
dent Gompers delivered the principal ad¬ 
dress at the Labor Day celebration at Shell 
Mound Park last year. 


Department of Labor Bill. 

On Wednesday, July 1(X Chairman Wil¬ 
son of the House Labor Committee called 
up for discussion the Department of Labor 
bill, which has been reported out of the 
Labor Committee some time ago, the com¬ 
mittee unanimously recommending that it 
pass. Almost the entire session was devot¬ 
ed to the consideration of the bill, and 
numerous amendment's were submitted and 
accepted by Chairman Wilson, who had 
charge of the bill during the debate. The 
bill provides, as its name implies, for a de- 
artment of labor, with a secretary at its 
ead, who shall be a member of the Pres¬ 
ident’s cabinet, power being conferred on 
this official to use the good offices of the 
department in industrial disputes. Media¬ 
tion and conciliation between employer and 
employe is one of the distinctive features 
of the measure. It is expected that a vote 
well be had on the next calendar, Wednes¬ 
day, July 17. No opposition to the bill has 
thus far been had, and it will likely pass 
the house by a unanimous vote. 
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Report of General Organizer Casey, 


Baltimore, Md., Julv 14, 1912. 
To the Officers and Members of the United 

Association: 

At the close of my previous report I was 
in Baltimore, where I remained for a few 
days to assist in the organizing work re¬ 
ferred to in my last report. I was com¬ 
pelled to leave for Hazleton, Pa., to be 
present at a conference arranged between 
the committee representing Local Union 
No. 425 and the committee representing the 
Master Plumbers. At this conference the 
entire situation was gone over, and while 
we did not arrive at a final settlement, we 
did agree on many points not agreed to at 
the previous meetings. The only difference 
between us when the conference adjourned 
was the wages to be paid junior plumbers 
and the number of hours to constitute a full 
work day, the bosses holding out for the 
nine-hour day, while we stood by our de¬ 
mand for the eight-hour day. I finally 
agreed to compromise on the junior plumb¬ 
ers* wages if the bosses would grant the 
eight-hour day. This they could not see 
their way clear to do at the titne we ad¬ 
journed to give both sides time to go over 
the situation and meet again at some fu¬ 
ture date. Nearly all the members are 
working. I anticipate that the trouble will 
be over in a short time. It is strange the 
conception some people have about the 
principles of the trade union movement. 
For instance, a member of Local 425, re¬ 
ceiving strike benefits, informed the Local 
he had gone in partnership with a firm that 
had refused to agree to the demands and 
their men went on strike. This member 
was not working for this firm when the 
strike was called, but he says he is in part¬ 
nership with this firm whose men are on 
strike, and he was at the conference repre¬ 
senting the bosses and claimed their firm 
was running a union shop, and did not like 
it when I told them they were not running 
a union shop. This member occupies the 
very same position as if he had continued 
on strike and some one took his job. The 
only difference is his position is very much 
worse. 

From Hazleton I returned to Baltimore 
to be present at the meeting of Local 
Union No. 48, where I had the pleasure of 
initiating a class of about thirty new mem¬ 
bers. It was a fine meeting, the hall pack¬ 
ed to the doors. When I first arrived here 
it was a hard matter to get enough mem¬ 
bers together to hold a meeting. The mem¬ 
bers were not oaying their dues, etc., as 
they should, no cash sheets had been sent 
to the general office from January. The 
members owed for dues, assessments, etc., 
over $500. Interest was gone, confidence 
had to be restored. Today we have a local 
of about 150 members, all paid up to date 
and many paid in advance. All cash sheets 
have been sent to the general office and all 
money owed to the U. A. has been paid. 
The local is in first-class condition at this 
time, better than it has been in many years. 


Confidence, has been again restored and 
everything was in good shape when I left 
for Scranton, Pa., to take up some trouble 
between the Steam Fitters* Local and one 
of the firms of that city. I was extremely 
busy and could not spend much time there 
I met B. A. Kerrigan, who represents our 
locals, and went over the situation with 
him, and after suggesting a few changes 
in the agreement they had prepared and 
presented to this firm, and approving what 
he had already done and intended doing in 
this matter. I left for Baltimore to be pres¬ 
ent at a special meeting of Local No. 48, 
after which I left for Wilmington, Del., to 
see the president of the Remington Ice Ma¬ 
chine Co. about some work they were do¬ 
ing in Orange, N. J. It seems this firm 
would rather employ non-union men to do 
their work. I wrote Bro. Mulhall, B. A. of 
Local 122, explaining the position of this 
firm. I stopped at Philadelphia for a short 
time to see B. A. A. Bryan of Local 123 
and B. A. Dwyer of Local 420 about a 
contention over what is termed a vacuum 
fitter. I could not settle this matter unn 
I received further information from the 
general office bearing on this matter. 

A complaint having been entered in tht 
general office against the Vapor Heatin? 
Co. of Philadelphia. I called to see this 
firm as ner instructions from Sec. Burke 
The complaint was the alleged discrimina¬ 
tion of this firm through its agent against 
the firm's employing U. A. fitters in Chi¬ 
cago. The manager denied all knowledge 
of such action and promised to take it up 
with the general office when he went to 
Chicago in the very near future. 

Having been appointed by the Executive 
Council of the Pennsylvania Federation or 
Labor to represent them at the hearing 1 
before the Industrial Accident Commissi^ 
who are preoaring an Employers* Liabifo 
Law and a Workmen's Compensation La* 
to be presented to the next session of the 
Pennsylvania Legislature, I went to Harris¬ 
burg. where I spent two days in connection 
with this work. I then went to Lancaster, 
where we have a strike on for some time, 
and after goin^ over the situation with Sec¬ 
retary Overdeer I agreed to return for the: 
meeting of Local Union No. 341, Mondav 
night, July 15, at which time we can g° 
over the entire situation. 

I then left for Baltimore to be present 
a special meeting of Local No. 48, when the 
election of officers took place. This cer¬ 
tainly was a fine meeting. The spirits ^ 
the members seemed to be aroused to the 
importance of the occasion and after a verv 
enthusiastic and spirited meeting. wnic= 
lasted until midnight. Bro. Leonard Win - 
ler, a former president of Local No. 
was again elected president and Bro. 
Moore was re-elected Fin. secretary an 
B. A. for the ensuing term. I Have c*™ 5 * 
important matters to attend to here 
leaving for Lancaster, Pa. I will retu - 
on Thursday to meet all the old and n« 
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officers of Local No. 48, when I expect to 
complete arrangements for the campaign 
of organization to be carried on here, after 
which I expect to leave for Steubenville, 
Akron and other cities in Ohio, as per the 
request of Secretary Burke.

Local unions of sheet metal workers, car¬ 
penters and painters were recently organ¬ 
ized in this city with a membership that 
is encouraging. All of the men engaged in 
the building trades are looking forward 
to the time when an active and effective 
building trades council can be organized. 


Compensation Act Lauded. 

Seattle, Wash., July 13.—Eicdit months* 
administration of the workmen's compen¬ 
sation act adopted by the last state legisla¬ 
ture has been completed. The total number 
of firms listed and assessed is 5,200; em- 
loyes listed and protected, 125,000. There 
as been paid into the fund from assess¬ 
ments $640,951.30. The number of claims 
allowed totals 4,525, while to meet these 
claims $216,435.21 has been expended. The 
expense of administration is 11 per cent, 
but will undoubtedly be reduced, as the 
initial cost of inaugurating the act will not 
have to be met again. The expense in¬ 
curred in administering the law does not 
come from the fund paid in by the employ¬ 
ers, but is taken from the general fund of 
the state derived from general taxation. 


Following is a civil service plank that the 
employes of government are having placed 
in the platforms of both the Republican and 
Democratic parties. The proposition is in¬ 
deed a very laudable one and should not 
only be adopted and incorporated in the 
above platforms, but should be supported 
by every citizen and brought to an issue 
immediately to have government enact a 
law that will incorporate all of its pro¬ 
visions: 

We, the undersigned representatives of 
civil service employes, recommend the 
adoption and incorporation of the follow¬ 
ing declaration in the platform of the Re¬ 
publican party. 

CIVIL SERVICE. 

We favor a reorganization of the civil 
service with adequate compensation, com¬ 
mensurate with the class of the work per¬ 
formed, for all officers and employes; the 
enactment of an equitable retirement law 
for superannuated and disabled persons in 
the civil service, continuous service during 
good behavior and efficiency; an extension 
to all classes of civil service employes of 
the benefits of the provisions of the liabil¬ 
ity compensation act, and the right of di¬ 
rect petition to Congress by the employes 
for redress of grievances.

We rather expect some 
good to come of this, for the employer and 
journeyman are beginning to understand 
that we have to get together or lose out 
entirely.

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Report of General 

New Haven, Conn., July 15, 1912. 

To the Officers and Members of the Asso¬ 
ciation : 

Not having made a report in the last is¬ 
sue of our Journal, I beg leave to say that 
owing to the fact that I have three large 
strikes, namely Boston, Providence and 
New Haven, and as I could not report a 
sufficient amount of progress I felt it betr 
ter to omit my report rather than furnish 
our friends, the I. A., further information 
which thev could use assisting the bosses 
in these three cities where they have most 
assiduously engaged in procuring strike¬ 
breakers. Since my last report I have been 
engaged in Boston, where at the time or 
the writing of the same I felt sure that In¬ 
ternational officers who were then in that 
city would succeed in re-establishing the 
B. T. D. of that city. I regret to say that 
no great success came from their efforts, 
and as far as the Building Trades Council 
is concerned it will be some time before 
it will amount to anything in that city, 
however, although our Association was 
practically deserted after the eighth week 
of the strike by all the trades in the Coun¬ 
cil, the plumbers continued to fight on un¬ 
til such time as we got agreements which 
will assure our Association the control of 
the pipe-fitting industry in Boston. At the 
present time, while some of the jobs are 
still tied up, most of our members are off 
the strike list and are now working, so that 
conditions are now normal. As to the suc¬ 
cess obtained by the strike, permit me to 
say that the ledger will show that we have 
the long end of it, while our friends, the 
I. A., have the short end and that constant¬ 
ly fading from them. Prior to the strike 
there was no really U. A. shop, our mem¬ 
bers working with the I. A. men, they like¬ 
wise working with our members, or even 
worse in many cases, working with non¬ 
union men. The strike caused the drawing 
of the lines and today our men are working 
in only shops which employ U. A. men from 
top to bottom. We have most of the repu¬ 
table shops in our column. All architects 
are now furnished with a list of the U. A. 
shops, and as they know that they can not 
get a reputable plumber to do the work 
where an I. A. contractor is installing the 
work, why they are looking out that they 
do not put their heads in the noose and 
now see that steam and sprinkler work is 
let to U. A. shops. I can not pass this situ¬ 
ation without recording my full apprecia¬ 
tion of the work rendered by B. A. Hud- 
dell of the Building Trades Council. He 
never hesitated to go the fullest limit in 
our behalf and notwithstanding the fact 
that it was plain that after many of the 
trades had deserted the council and went 
back to work that it was evident that the 
council would be wrecked, he never thought 
of his own interest, but fought on for the 
laws and decisions of the A. F. of L. I 
also want to thank the engineers, tile lay¬ 
ers, elevator constructors, and sheet metal

workers who loyally supported us to the 
last ditch. As for the others, well, the less 
said the better. They couldn’t stand the 
pressure and surrendered under fire, not¬ 
withstanding that the courts had declared 
this a legal strike and refused to issue an 
injunction asked for. For the success made 
we are in the main indebted to the fight 
made by Locals 12, 537 and 175, also the 
personal efforts made by B. A. Fales, 
whose standing in the steam fitting indus¬ 
try is high both with the employer and the 
journeyman. During the height of this 
fight we were most unfortunate in losing 
the services of Business Agent Pratt, who 
was stricken with a sudden illness, which 
incapacitated him from work for about six 
weeks. At this time I am glad to report 
that he is now out and attending to his 
usual duties, but I regret to state it will be 
some time before Tom will regain his nor¬ 
mal state of health. During the above I 
was giving to our Providence Local 476 
as much time as I could possibly spare, as¬ 
sisting them in their fight for better wages 
and shorter hours. This Local certainly is 
entitled to great credit for the fight they 
put up for ten weeks. While they were 
successful in establishing the forty-four 
hours a week, an the wage question they 
were forced to compromise, but let me say, 
brothers, the compromise was one that 
makes a substantial increase to the ma¬ 
jority of the men who work in this city. 
I fear that our Local made a mistake in 
going on strike May 1st. Men had hardly 
gotten work after a very hard winter when 
they went on strike, so as is natural were 
not in a position to stand such a long siege. 
Had the strike been held off until July 1st 
I feel that it would not have lasted two 
weeks, and a much better minimum wage 
would have been established. We are deeply 
indebted to Local 29 of Pawtucket, R. I., 
Local 537 of Boston, Local 54 of Syracuse 
for the assistance rendered, they having 
withdrawn their men in support of our fit¬ 
ters. Had we had like assistance from the 
Building Trade Council of Providence I 
feel that this strike would not have lasted 
as long as it did. We are also deeply in¬ 
debted for assistance rendered by the Cen¬ 
tral Labor Union and the Miscellaneous 
Trades who assisted our Local financially, 
also a committee appointed by the central 
body composed of Brother Grace of the 
teamsters, Brother Agnew of the Bartend¬ 
ers, Brother Hersey of the barbers, Brother 
Cullen of the painters and Brother McGary 
of the plumbers. These brothers succeeded 
in getting a conference with the employers, 
which was the means of settling this strike. 
To the above I wish to tender my thanks 
for assistance rendered, also to compliment 
the Local for the hard working committee 
that they had selected. Much credit is due 
to the hard work of Business Agent Profit, 
President Azelson, Brother McHenry, 
Brother Tweedale, Brother McNiff, also 
some others whose names at this time I 
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can not recall. While in this city I had the 
pleasure of attending a meeting of the 
Local 28 who I might say is enjoying the 
very best of conditions, and at the time of 
my visit had just concluded a very satisfac¬ 
tory agreement with their employers call¬ 
ing for an increase in wages and a proper 
regulation of the apprenticeship system. 
Having received word from our Worcester 
Local 408 the Central Labor Union of that 
city had refused to seat our Locals 4 and 
408, I proceeded to Worcester to try and 
assist them in properly being recognized. 
I had our Local 4 put in new credentials 
and attended the meeting in person. How¬ 
ever, this central body has an I. A. man as 
president and let me say, brothers, further, 
that he is an employer and not a journey¬ 
man. When I put my card in I was kept 
outside waiting about an hour. When I did 
get in I asked what was done with Local 4 
credential, and was told that no action was 
taken. I then asked that they be acted 
upon when Mr. Noonan, being in the chair, 
ruled that it would take a two-third vote 
to return back to the consideration of cre¬ 
dentials. Well, we didn’t get the two- 
thirds vote, so for the time being Mr. 
Noonan was successful. I have entered my 
protest to the A. F. of L. and I expect their 
success will be short lived. While in Wor¬ 
cester I met Brother Rooney of Local 4, 
Brother Sweeney and Brother Lahey. This 
Local has just closed a successful strike 
which lasted about ten days, and are now 
receiving $4,50 a day, forty-four hour week. 
Local-Four never has to make a long strike 
for conditions. Their reputation is too 
well established for the employers to at¬ 
tempt to give them a long nght. New 
Haven having been on strike since May 
1st and on account of the pressure of 
work in the above cities I was only able to 
give them a few days of my time. Just as 
soon as the Providence strike was settled 
I proceeded to that city where for eleven 
weeks our members have been on strike 
for a betterment of wages. On arriving 
here I find that what I have suspected for 
some time, the I. A. were no more or less 
than the bosses’ organization, and that its 
national officers were nothing more or less 
than the agents of the bosses, is demon¬ 
strated to a nicety in the present contro¬ 
versy. Mr. Garrett is working hand in hand 
with the Metal Trades Manufacturers' As¬ 
sociation to break this strike by sending 
strike breakers from New York. When 
you hear a gentleman from the Manufac¬ 
turers’ Association tell you what a nice 
organization the I. A. is make up your 
mind there’s a cause. Although with all 
their dirty work the boys have succeeded in 
getting most of the strikers out of town 
and at this writing they have the work 
well tied up. I have met many of the em¬ 
ployers of this city and by conversations 
that I have had I am quite satisfied they 
are sick of it. I attended the meeting of 
the Master Plumbers’ Association and, 
while I got the courtesy of the floor, I re¬ 
gret to say that they were not prepared to 
grant us a conference. Everything looks 


good and I expect before this is published 
that this strike will be settled in our favor. 
It is my intention to stay here while I can 
be of service to 349. I want to compliment 
the committee for the way they have con¬ 
ducted this strike, they being the hardest 
working committee that it has ever been 
my pleasure to meet, and due to the exam¬ 
ple set by themselves they keep the rest 
of the brothers busy and that accounts for 
the success they have had in keeping the 
town clear of scabs after the bosses have 
shipped them in here. July 13th and 14th 
I attended the annual convention of the 
Connecticut State Association held in 
Waterbury, Conn. Many matters of vital 
importance to our organization was con¬ 
sidered, probably the most important, or 
the one that will bring the most direct re¬ 
sults, was the levying of an assessment of 
all the members throughout the state to 
assist our Local in New Haven to win their 
strike. Every delegate present realized the 
importance of winning this strike in the 
largest city in the . state and all were en¬ 
thusiastic m assisting this cause. Brother 
Charles Mullholland was re-elected presi¬ 
dent, Brother Pearson vice-president and 
Brother Walsh secretary and treasurer. 
Brothers O’Meara and Miller were elected 
to fill vacancies on the Executive Board. 
Local 22 proved itself to be a most enter¬ 
taining host. Every minute that the dele¬ 
gates were not engaged in the convention 
the local boys saw to it that the delegates 
enjoyed their stay in their city. I had the 
pleasure of meeting many old friends, and, 
as would be natural, some new ones, all of 
whom I wish to thank for the many cour¬ 
tesies shown me. At the present time I 
am back in New Haven, from which place 
my next report will date. 

Trusting that this report will meet with

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Report of General Organizer Bruce. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 

Association. 

At the close of my last report I had just 
arrived in Calgary. Having got in touch 
with Bus. Agt. Laraway, we decided on a 
plan of work he had in hand. June 13th 
held a meeting of the Executive Board and 
discussed the whole situation and 1 decided 
to do what I could to settle some matters 
in relation to some of the large work in the 
course of construction. During the week 
I visited a good many jobs and we endeav¬ 
ored to get the Ballantyne Co. to do the 
work on the new C. P. R. hotel with fair 
labor, and from present indication they in¬ 
form us that it is their intention to employ 
our men, and we can only trust that they 
will do so. I visited the new C. P. R. erect¬ 
ing shops in the course of construction, on 
which there will be a large quantity of 
work and which is being done by the West- 
inghouse, Chuch, Kerr Co. We found that 
there were several men there who were 
members of the I. A. and who proved they 
were the right type and signified their in¬ 
tention of becoming members in our Local 
496, and working our members under our 
Local conditions. There were several other 
large jobs that 1 visited with our business 
agent and we got satisfactory assurances. 
We tried to bring the only unfair shop in 
town into line but under the present condi¬ 
tion of the shop, just a family one, nothing 
could be accomplished. June 20th I attend¬ 
ed the regular meeting of Local 496 and 
there was a splendid attendance, and they 
are certainly alive to their surroundings 
and doing all they can to maintain their 
good conditions. Under Good and Welfare 
I was allowed the privilege of addressing 
the meeting and had a good reception. The 
natural gas project in this city is becoming 
a factor and in the near future measure will 
be taken to have it done by skilled mechan¬ 
ics carrying a U. A. card. June 22nd I left 
for Kamloops, where work seemed very 
brisk. After investigating conditions I de¬ 
cided that it was useless attempting to put 
in a Local at present. „ There were three or 
four jobs, but they were being done by 
U. A. men from Local 170, Vancouver, and 
who would be returning when they were 
finished. June 26th I arrived in Vancouver, 
got in touch with Bus. Agt. Quinlin and 
discussed the local situation which was 
causing a good deal of worry. I attended 
the regular meeting and had the privilege 
of again addressing the members of Local 
170, and one could hardly realize the spirit 
of indifference that permeates the men in 
this locality and the utter loss of energy, 
to that which prevailed here a year ago. 
June 27th attended a meeting of the Execu¬ 
tive Board and we thoroughly discussed the 
situation and we decided that Bus. Agt. 
Quinlin and myself would try a sharp ag- 

f ressive campaign on our own members, 
n company with the business agent we 
fairly covered the town and tried to awak¬ 


en new interest in our members, with fair 
results. It is wonderful how the members 
of this Local have laid down and nothing 
could injure them more than allowing it 
to drift the way it is, and I am hopeful that 
they will rise to the occasion and again 
enter the fight with the same spirit and de¬ 
termination that they had before. Work 
is fairly brisk and with some few men idle, 
but the present trade conditions will not 
remain long if they do not rise to the oc¬ 
casion. July 3rd I again attended the regu¬ 
lar meeting and spoke to the members with 
fair results. July 5th I visited Local 495, 
New Westminster, which held a special 
meeting while I was in this vicinity, and 
which I had the privilege of addressing. 
While the attendance was only fair it made 
up for it with enthusiasm. The boys of this 
Local have good conditions and are de¬ 
termined to maintain them irrespective of 
some of the surrounding places. July 8th, 
I attended a meeting of the Executive 
Board of 170 and we made arrangements 
to have an open meeting and smoker with 
the hope of reviving interest in the Local 
Union and get some to shake off their 
grouch and get in and work. July 10th, 
we held an open meeting and it was a very 
successful event. The meeting was en¬ 
thusiastic and I am hopeful that the result 
will be better than we anticipated. We 
had a good programme and Bro. Quinlin 
and myself addressed the meeting on the 
work of organization and I believe that it 
will prove a new awakening in this city. 
July 11th I am leaving for Victoria, from 
which city my next report will be from. 
Trusting this will meet with the approval 
of our members.

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SENTENCES REIMPOSED. 


Justice Wright Again Assesses Prison Sen¬ 
tences Upon President Gompers and Sec¬ 
retary Morrison. 

Washington.—After dragging its weary 
length the second time through the Su¬ 
preme Court of the District of Columbia, 
the case against President Gompers and 
Secretary Morrison has reached a conclu¬ 
sion by the infliction of prison sentences of 
one year for President Gompers and six 
months for Secretary Morrison for alleged 
contempt of court, Justice Wright handing 
down his decision on Monday, June 24th, 
1912. John Mitchell, a co-defendant in the 
suit, not being present in court at the ren¬ 
dering of the decision, and who was for¬ 
merly sentenced to nine months, did not 
receive any sentence at the hands of the 
judge. It is understood, however, that upon 
Mr. Mitcheirs return to this city, sentence 
will be pronounced, it being believed that 
the former sentence of nine months will be 
reimposed, from the fact that the opinion 
delivered by the judge indicated that he 
considered Mr. Mitchell as culpable as the 
other two Federation officials. After the 
justice read his decision and imposed the 
sentences attorneys for the Federation gave 
notice of appeal. Bonds pending an appeal 
were provided for and the Federation offi¬ 
cials will remain “at large” until the higher 
court has an opportunity to review the case. 
Immediately after the cases were disposed 
of President Gompers gave out the follow¬ 
ing statement: 

“The expected has happened. Justice 
Wright has held Mr. Mitchell, Mr. Morri¬ 
son and myself guilty of contemot of court? 
He has sentenced Mr. Morrison to six 
months and me to twelve months 1 imprison¬ 
ment. When Mr. Mitchell can come to 
Washington he will receive his sentence. 
This decision typifies in an acute manner 
the contention which labor has made 
against the practice which has been usurped 
by courts of equity in dealing, not with 
property rights, but with personal relations 
—normal personal activities—a practice en¬ 
tirely at variance with constitutional gov¬ 
ernment, with government by law. In this 
case the judge has acted the initiator of 
criminal contempt, appointed the attorneys 
of private litigants to prepare a complaint 
and prosecute it to a conclusion. The judge 
has heard the evidence. He himself deter¬ 
mined the credibility of witnesses. He then 
formulated his decision and executed it by 
imposing prison sentences. Facts and the 
evidence in the case have been suppressed 
and perverted, and the purposes .and mo¬ 
tives of my colleagues and myself entirely 
misrepresented. There is not in the evi¬ 
dence, nor can there be found therein or 
elsewhere, one single fact upon which to 
base the statement of Justice Wright that 
we have violated any law of the state, na¬ 
tion, or the District of Columbia. We have 
contended that a court has no right in ad¬ 


vance to enjoin or prevent publication: that 
anyone who speaks or publishes anything 
which is either seditious or libelous should 
be made to answer before a law court and 
before a jury, but the attempt in advance 
to prevent expression of opinion either or¬ 
ally or by publication is an unwarranted 
invasion of constitutionally guaranteed 
rights. That for which my associates and 
I have been contending was for the main¬ 
tenance of the right of free speech and a 
free press, and for these we are contending 
not alone for the rights of the working 
people, but the right of every citizen of our 
country. Today it is the effort to take 
from us the right of free speech and free 
press. If that practice is once established 
and conceded it means a “sacred precedent” 
to be invoked against any citizen. It is the 
establishment of a censorship by a judge 
acting as a chancellor in the court of equity, 
the establishment of personal government 
as against government by law, and as per¬ 
sonal government establishes itself and ad¬ 
vances, so in the same degree is govern¬ 
ment by law, government by the people, 
forced back. Justice Wright physically 
lives in our time, but his decision and sen¬ 
tences disclose a mental concept of more 
than two centuries ago, when the workman 
was either a slave or a serf. He does not 
realize that the workmen of today, at least 
in the United States, are citizen with every 
guaranteed right of the constitution, of the 
laws, and the normal activities of equalitv 
before the law. My associates and I have 
all our lives been engaged in the effort for 
the protection and promotion of the physi¬ 
cal, moral, political, material and social wel¬ 
fare of the working people, and that means 
for the uplift and betterment of all our 
people; for the maintenance and perpetua¬ 
tion of the highest, the best concepts and 
ideals of justice and freedom; to make, in 
modern industry, life the better worth liv¬ 
ing; to instill the understanding of civic and 
social duty, as well as the attainment of 
a better life and a better day. If Justice' 
Wright imagines that by imposing prison 
sentences upon my associates and myself 
he can stop human progress, he has missed 
his point. Long after he is gone, long aftei 
he may have attempted to silence us, others 
will speak, others will be heard, and the 
principles for which we are now contending 
and perhaps may suffer, will be established 
beyond peradventure. Information just 
came to me that the decision which Justice 
Wright rendered this morning was com¬ 
pleted more than a month ago, but withheld 
until after the close of the Chicago Repub¬ 
lican National Convention. If true, the in¬ 
ference is obvious.

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ANCIENT PRISON SHIP OVERDUE 


Famous Hulk to Be Exhibited—Vessel Has 
Startling History, and Is Connected 
With Many Tragedies of 
By-gone Years. 


Making a slow voyage from Queenstown, 
Ireland, the old Australian convict ship 
Success, built in 1790 at Moulmain, Burmah, 
and said to be the oldest vessel still operat¬ 
ing under sail, is due for the port of New 
York, for which she sailed about the first 
of May. The old notorious “Ocean Hell? 
as the Australians designated her, is to be 
exhibited in the eastern metropolis on her 
arrival, according to advices received here. 

After a tour in New Zealand and Aus¬ 
tralia as an exhibition ship, the Success 
sailed for England in 1890, and her appear¬ 
ance in the Thames after a voyage of 165 
days created a sensation. She is built of 
heavy teak and was designed for the East 
India company as an armed merchantman, 
her armament consisting of seven brass 
guns on each side. Her tonnage is 589 and; 
stie is 135 feet long and 29 feet beam, in 
her day she was considered a big ship. 
Her square-cut stern and bluff bows stamp 
her with the mark of antiquity and the cut 
of her sails and yards also give that im¬ 
pression. 

Shown in London. 

She was shown five times in London and 
her visitors have included the King, the 
Prince of Wales, and other members of the 
royal family, the German Emperor, Lord 
Charles Beresford, the late Mr. W. E. 
Gladstone and thousands of other notables. 
On her present trip it was found difficult 
to secure a crew to man her, as the sailors 
were -superstitious of the gruesome old ves¬ 
sel and its association with some of the 
most horrible episodes of English penal 
life. By promise of extra pay, Captain John 
Scott, her present master, induced sufficient 
men to embark on the craft to handle her 
and she is now slowly pounding her way 
westward in some part of the Atlantic. 

. The Success landed the first English emi¬ 
grants at the place where the city of Perth, 
Australia, is now located. She was later 
purchased by the Victorian government for 
a prison ship. Cells, strong and gloomy, 
were constructed between decks and in 
these the prisoners of a desperate time 
were incarcerated. The cells are marked 
with figures drawn on the walls by men 
who have made criminal history in Aus¬ 
tralia. Among them are Harry Power, a 
noted bush-ranger, who served seven years 
and afterward a guide for tourists on the 
ship when she was sold. 

Six Men of Dorset. 

The six men of Dorset, who were sen¬ 
tenced to seven years each for forming an 
agricultural laborers* union with the ob¬ 
ject of securing an advance in wages, are 
shown on the cells in caricature. A monu¬ 
ment to their memory—the first trade un¬ 
ionists—now stands in their native town. 


Daniel Morgan, the most cruel bush-ranger 
ever known, Owen Suffolk, a man of great 
literary attainment and others who served 
time in the prison ship can be seen on the 
cell waHs in effigy. 

In 1857 the disclosures which were made 
Df the brutal treatment served out to the 
prisoners created a fierce outcry in Aus¬ 
tralia, amounting almost to a revolt against 
the English government, and resulted in 
the abandonment of the hulk system. The 
Success was then used as a women's prison 
and then a reformatory ship. Later all the 
hulks were ordered sold on the express 
condition that they be broken ui> and their 
association lost to the recollection of the 
residents of Melbourne. By a clerical error 
the terms did not appear on the articles of 
the Success’s transfer and she was used as 
an exhibition ship. 

In 1892 a gang of Sydney residents stole 
aboard to revenge themselves for the out¬ 
rage on their pride caused by the exhibi¬ 
tion of their ancestors and the ship was 
scuttled and sunk. Her owners raised her 
after enormous expense and for twenty 
years she has been a traveling exhibition, 
not only in the Antipodean colonies, but in 
nearly every British port.

A deliberate attempt is being made by 
the management of the Imperial Glass 
Company at Bellaire to destroy the union 
of glass packers in its employ. The plan 
being pursued is to present each workman 
with a typewritten letter, in which is in¬ 
cluded an application for a position, stip¬ 
ulating wages, and the following clause: 
“In making this application I promise to 
work solely for the interest of the Imperial 
Glass Company, without any attempt to be¬ 
long to or help to form a packers’ union, 
until such action is taken by the packers 
In all other glass factories which now co¬ 
operate with the American Flint Glass 
Workers’ Union.”

The North Dakota Advocate, published 
at Fargo, N. D., prints the following: 
“Word comes from Grand Forks that a 
number of the county officers from various 
parts of the state are demanding the union 
label on their blank books, and they are 
being readily supplied. When it is consid¬ 
ered that outside of the large cities of the 
state the average person rarely comes in 
contact with trade unionism, this is indeed 
a tribute to trade unionism. The knowl¬ 
edge of the public in an agricultural state, 
such as North Dakota, is confined princi¬ 
pally to reading the highly colored stories 
in the daily press about a strike in some 
part of the country, which is intended to 
prejudice the mind of the reader.” 

* * * 

The manner in which the coal operators 
and the state of Pennsylvania co-operated 
during the coal strike in Westmoreland 
county to crush out labor unions and to 
defeat the purpose of the strike is shown 
in an exhaustive report of an investigation 
into conditions there made by the Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce and Labor, and recent¬ 
ly transmitted to congress in response to a 
resolution introduced by Congressman 
Gregg of Pennsylvania. Much of the mat¬ 
ter included in the report was made public 
at the time of the strike. It is likely now 
that the reports will be published and given 
wide publicity for the purpose of showing 
the extreme methods reported to in the 
effort made by the coal operators to crush 
out the miners’ unions. 

* * * 

Justice Wright has signed the formal 
judgments of contempt against President 
Gompers and Secretary Morrison, but de¬ 
clined to pass sentence upon John Mitchell 
in his absence. The justice expressed 
doubt as to the wisdom of passing sentence 
in the absence of the accused, but advised 
Attorney Ralston, in charge of the Federa¬ 
tion’s defense, that a written request from 
John Mitchell would be considered. That 
course will be pursued. In reply to the in¬ 
terview given to the press immediately 
after sentences were passed, Justice Wright 
criticised President Gompers for having 
asserted that he (Gompers) had “been in¬ 
formed that the opinion had been prepared 
for more than a month, but held up until 
after the Chicago convention.” The jus¬ 
tice stated that “he was deliberately and 
falsely misrepresented.” On its own initia¬ 
tive the court refused to assess the costs 
of the contempt proceedings, amounting 
to $1,500, against the respondents, although 
a motion to that end was prepared and 
presented by the “committee of prosecu¬ 
tors” appointed by the court. 
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The Great Western Printing Company 
of Minneapolis pleaded guilty recently to 
illegally using the allied printing trades’ 
label and a fine of $50 was assessed. The 
union label was used without authority in 
the publication of the election laws. 

* * ♦ 

The newspaper publishers of Duluth 
have signed a two-year agreement with 
the Typographical Union, by which all em¬ 
ployes in the composing room will receive 
an increase of $1 per week for the first 
year and $2 per week for the second year 
and thereafter. All overtime after Jan. i, 
1913, will be paid for at the rate of time 
and a half. The union shop prevails. 

* * * 

The freight handlers of Winnipeg have 
just secured an advance in wages. Truck¬ 
ers get an increase from 18% cents per 
hour and $2 per day after six months’ serv¬ 
ice to $2 and $2.10, storers from 21 cents 
to 25 cents, checkers from $52.50 and $65 
per month to $57.50 and $70. This is the 
second increase in ten months. All roads 
entering this city are paying the advanced 
scale. 

* * * 

At a joint meeting of representatives of 
the Employers’ Association and the Amal¬ 
gamated Association of Beamers, Twisters, 
Drawers and Machine Workers, held re¬ 
cently at Blackburn, England, an applica¬ 
tion was made for a 5 cent advance and 
several changes in conditions. The em¬ 
ployers conceded the 5 cent advance, and 
the new scale was accepted and went into 
effect July 1. 

* * * 

The employes of the union laundry of 
Worcester, numbering about 100, have 
been agreeably surprised by the manage¬ 
ment of the company announcing that a 
plan had been inaugurated whereby in the 
future every employe when sick would re¬ 
ceive the sum of $4 a week for thirteen 
weeks and a funeral benefit of $50 in case 
of death. The plan has been adopted with¬ 
out cost to the employes. 

* * * 

In three non-union foundries in Utica, 
N. Y., the molders have been organized 
and are out on strike for better conditions. 
In 1904 a strike occurred in these same 
shops, but Polish and Italian workmen 
took the places of the strikers and defeat¬ 
ed the purpose of the strike. The found¬ 

ries are at a complete stand-still now, and 
it is believed that a settlement will be 
reached within a short time. 

* * * 

A case involving the right of unions to 
execute their law was taken to the courts 
in Tacoma, Wash., recently. A member 
of the local union of American Federation 
of Musicians began legal proceedings to 
compel his reinstatement in the local union 
without a corresponding compliance with 
laws in force in the local union. The court 
before which the case' was brought dis¬ 
missed the petition, thus sustaining the lo¬ 
cal union in its position of insisting on the 
enforcement of is laws. 


Fifteen trade union congressmen help 
some. Thirty will help more. 

* * * 

The shops act passed by parliament in 
London secures to the clerks a weekly 
half holiday. This was accomplished 
largely through the organization, but the 
extent of the organization is restricted ow¬ 
ing to the apathy among the drapers. There 
was an effort made to incorporate in the 
act a limitation of hours and prohibition 
of Sunday trading. The main reason why 
these two latter provisions failed was due 
to the weakness of the organization, nu¬ 
merically and otherwise. The weekly half 
holiday, on its inauguration, was made an 
event of general rejoicing. 

♦ * * 

Several years ago the legislature passed 
an act prohibiting the adoption of any 
system of grading the work of a weaver 
that would affect his pay, except in the 
case of imperfection. Last year an act 
was passed prohibiting the imposition of 
fines for imperfections. A case was recent¬ 
ly taken to court against a company fining 
one of its employes and the lower court re¬ 
turned a verdict in favor of the employe. 
An appeal was taken and a decision has 
just been handed down nullifying the law, 
which will permit the reintroduction of the 
fining system. It has not yet been decided 
whether an appeal will be taken, but it is 
likely. 

* * * 

According to a statement just issued by 
the census bureau at Washington it is 
averred that despite the heavy immigration 
to this country during the ten years, 1900 
to 1910, the proportion of illiterates for 
continental United States was less in all 
of the nine geographic divisions and in all 
states, except New York and Connecticut. 
In these states, in which the proportion of 
illiterates was about the same, the actual 
number of illiterates was much larger be¬ 
cause of the heavy influx of foreign-born 
whites. Owing to the same cause the num¬ 
ber of illiterates has increased in many 
other states, though the proportion, with 
regard to the entire population in each 
state, has diminished materially. 

Specify Union Conditions. 

Vancouver, B. C., July 13.—The board of 
school trustees of South Vancouver recent¬ 
ly awarded contracts aggregating over 
$100,000 for the erection of additions to 
three of the school buildings. In the speci¬ 
fications for these buildings was inserted a 
clause which requires that union conditions 
in so far as wages and hours existing in the 
several building trades at the time of sign¬ 
ing the contracts, shall prevail throughout 
the construction of the additions. This re¬ 
sult was attributable in a large .measure 
from the fact that the secretary of the local 
typographical union is a member of the 
board of trustees, having been elected last 
spring as a member of the board by the 
workingmen of South Vancouver. 
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Labor Conditions Bad. 

Eureka. Cal.—Labor conditions in this 
county (Humboldt) are bad, due to lack of 
organization. The building trades in this 
city are fairly well organized. It is report¬ 
ed that the woodsmen only receive $1.50 to 
$2 per day of ten hours. Efforts are being 
continued by the American Federation of 
Labor to organize the migratory and un¬ 
skilled labor in this section of the state. 


Erie Carpenters Get Increase. 

Erie, Pa., July 6.—One of the largest 
contracting firms in this city has just an¬ 
nounced its compliance with the scale of 
wages agreed upon last spring between 
the employers and the carpenters* union, 
in that they have received notice in their 
pay envelopes that the increase to 40 cents 
per hour would be paid thereafter. It is 
expected that other contracting firms will 
immediately follow. 


Aerial Service Established. 

Washington, July 13.—Aerial mail service 
is here. On July 5 the first letter sent by 
the United States aerial mail service was 
received by a New York newspaper from 
South Amboy, N. J. The envelope was 
stamped with the South Amboy stamp, and 
also the announcement that the letter came 
by way of aeroplane on special route 
900.006. A Burgess-Wright hydroplane- 
aeroplane was the machine used. 


Suspender Strike Settled. 

Aurora, Ill.—The strike of the employes 
of the suspender factory has been settled 
and the workers are returning to work. 
The contest has been of nine weeks* dura¬ 
tion, and would have been settled before 
but for the fact that the management of 
the firm refused to employ the president of 
the local union, all other points at issue 
having been adjusted. Finally it was 
agreed to submit this question to a board 
of arbitration, and as a result of its award 
the local president was reinstated, but re¬ 
signs from official position in the union. 


Knocks Out Eight-Hour Clause. 

Washington.—While the naval appropria¬ 
tion bill was under consideration in the 
senate on July 5 Senator Perkins of Cali¬ 
fornia submitted an amendment to strike 
out the provision “that the coal shall be 
mined by labor that is employed at not ex¬ 
ceeding eight hours per day,** which was 
inserted and passed by the house. This 
refers to coal purchased by the govern¬ 
ment to operate its vessels. The senate 
concurred in the amendment of Senator 
Perkins and the provision was struck out. 
It was asserted by Senators Perkins and 
Lodge that it would be impossible for the 
navy department to get “eight-hour** coal 
for a considerable length of time. An¬ 
other objection was that coal was mined 
and paid for by the ton. The bill now goes 
to a conference committee. Whether the 
opponents of the eight-hour clause can sus¬ 
tain their position before the conference 


committee is a matter of conjecture, for un¬ 
doubtedly it is possible to procure im¬ 
mense quantities of coal that is mined by 
laborers employed eight hours per day. 


Vessels Built in June. 

Washington.—According to a govern¬ 
ment report just issued American shipbuild¬ 
ers completed 229 vessels of all descriptions 
during the month of June. Most of the 
craft were of the small wooden steamer 
variety and the total gross tonnage for the 
entire number was only 31,385. Nine steel 
steamers were turned out, the largest be¬ 
ing the Renoun, of 4,154 gross tons, built 
for the Standard Oil Company, and the 
Sol Due, of 1,085 gross tons, built at Se¬ 
attle, Wash., for the Seattle Construction 
Company. 


To Safeguard Endorsements. 

Washington.—Owing to the fact that oc¬ 
casional application is made by political as¬ 
pirants to the organizations of labor for 
endorsement, and from the further fact 
that in this city the political cauldron is 
ever simmering, the local Plate Printers* 
Union, whose members are employed in 
the printing of currency, has under consid¬ 
eration an amendment to its constitution 
covering this question. The amendment, 
if adopted, which it probably will be, will 
prohibit the giving of any endorsement for 
political preferment to any one aspiring 
for any office of importance in the bureau 
of engraving and printing, or any position 
of prominence under the supervision of 
the treasury department, except upon ap¬ 
proval by a vote of the membership, with a 
still further approval by the executive 
council of the American Federation of La¬ 
bor. _ 

Meritorious and Unionlike. 

Portland, Ore.—No greater tribute can 
be paid to the organized labor movement 
than to recount its meritorious and self-sac¬ 
rificing deeds. In this city only recently 
an incident occurred that shows not only 
fidelity to principle, but plainly emphasizes 
the altruistic spirit pervading the member¬ 
ship of our unions. Several years ago Mrs. 
Eva Shaffer was left a widow with five 
children to support. She was without 
means and was compelled to exercise the 
most rigid economy to support her chil¬ 
dren and keep them in school. With com¬ 
mendable persistence she strutted on, but, 
as misfortune seldom confines its opera¬ 
tions to any prescribed area, the brave 
woman was met with further reverses. Her 
little home was destroyed bv fire, thus mak¬ 
ing her struggle doubly hard. But the 
Good Samaritan did not fail to put in an 
appearance this time. The carpenters’ lo¬ 
cal union took immediate action and se¬ 
emed donations of lumber from the lum¬ 
ber yards and a number of union carpen¬ 
ters volunteered to rebuild the little home, 
which has been completed, and without 
cost to the unfortunate widow. It is deeds 
of this character that make for the im¬ 
perishability of the unions of labor. 
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Half Holiday Begins. 

Washington.—The thousands of govern¬ 
ment employes in this city are now enjoy¬ 
ing the Saturday half holiday, which will 
continue until the close of September. Un¬ 
der the executive order issued by the Presi¬ 
dent in 1909, and which has been consid¬ 
ered as a continuing order each summer 
since then, the civil employes of the gov¬ 
ernment work only four hours on Saturday 
during July, August and September. The 
District of Columbia government employes 
also get the Saturday half holiday, it hav¬ 
ing been inaugurated a year ago. The half 
holiday is not charged against clerks who 
are taking their vacation during the sum¬ 
mer months. If a clerk is on leave during 
the holiday period he or she is entitled to 
leave equal to the combined holiday period. 


Anti-Trust Act Decision. 

Washington.—According to a decision 
just handed down by the Massachusetts su¬ 
preme judicial tribunal, the owners of pat¬ 
ents are included as coming under the op¬ 
eration of the Sherman anti-trust act. The 
case in which this decision covers involved 
the United Shoe Machinery Company, and 
the decision, written by Chief Justice Rugg, 
finds that, while the question of whether 
the United Shoe Machinery Company is 
“an illegal combination in restraint of 
trade, and has monopolized trade and com¬ 
merce between the several states,” must be 
governed ultimately by decision of the 
United States Supreme Court, no word or 
phrase in the Sherman anti-trust act re¬ 
veals an intent to exempt the owners of 
patents from its sweeping provisions 
against monopolistic combination. 


Union* Busters at Work. 

Fort Wayne, Ind.—Some weeks ago the 
employes of the Packard and Bond Piano 
Companies of this city organized a local 
union under the Piano, Organ and Musical 
Instrument Workers’ International Union. 
As soon as it became known that the men 
had organized the president of the two 
companies discharged all employes known 
to be members of the new union. The 
National Piano Manufacturers’ Association 
also appeared on the scene to assist the 
local firms. It is also stated that operatives 
were secured -from a Chicago detective 
agency to accept employment in the facto¬ 
ries and also join the union in order to se¬ 
cure a list of members. The list was se¬ 
cured and reported, with the result that 200 
men were promptly loocked out. There 
were about 100 men that had not joined 
the organization, and they were not dis¬ 
turbed, but they determined to make com¬ 
mon cause and walked out in sympathy 
with the locked out men. Both plants are 
completely tied up. The local, being a 
new one, is without funds, and is soliciting 
donations to carry on the fight. J. F. Blake¬ 
ly, 1905 Webster street, this city, is author¬ 
ized to accept and receipt for all donations, 
which will be used to carry the contest to 
a successful conclusion. 


Will Change Marine Laws. 

London.—In the investigation conducted 
by the Board of Trade into the Titanic dis¬ 
aster sufficient evidence has been adduced 
to compel a revision of the maritime laws 
of Great Britain. The attorney general 
has announced that the conclusions reached 
by the board of inquiry would be incorpor¬ 
ated into protective laws, thus assuring 
governmental regulations to the end that 
sea travel shall be made as safe as ingenu¬ 
ity can devise. Sir Rufus Isaacs, the attor¬ 
ney general, maintains that the cause of 
the disaster was due to the high speed 
which the Titanic was making while in the 
dangerous ice fields, and also sharply criti¬ 
cises Captain Lord of the California for 
failure to extend assistance to the ill-fated 
vessel, with only fifteen miles intervening 
betv/een the Titanic and California. 


To Extend Civil Service. 

Washington.—It is reported from official 
sources that it is contemplated that ten 
thousand navy yard mechanics will come 
under the operation of the civil service law 
when President Taft signs the executive 
order now being prepared by the navy de¬ 
partment officials, in conjunction with the 
civil service commissioners. Heretofore 
these employes have been shielded from po¬ 
litical changes by a system of regulations 
governing the employment boards in navy 
yards and stations. The employes were sub¬ 
ject, however, to change or abolition at the 
will of the person who might be at the head 
of the department. The men now in the 
yards are not to be required to undergo 
examination, but newcomers will be sub¬ 
jected, so it is said the plan provides, to 
severe practical tests, and must also pass 
physical examinations. It is also said that 
there will be a regulation that any one leav¬ 
ing work and seeking reinstatement must 
place his name at the bottom of the eligible 
list. 


Paper Makers Strike. 

Washington.—After several conferences 
held between the representatives of the In¬ 
ternational Brotherhood of Paper Makers 
and the management of a number of paper 
mills in Kalamazoo, Mich., in which the 
aper makers sought to secure the eight- 
our day, the manufacturers refused to con¬ 
cede and a strike is in progress. The mills 
affected are the Kalamazoo Paper Com¬ 
pany, Bryant Paper Company, King Paper 
Company and the Monarch Paper Com¬ 
pany. About 500 men are directly affected, 
but it means the closing down of the mills, 
involving some 2,800 employes. A large 
number of paper mills have been operating 
under the eight-hour day for a long time, 
and within the past few months a large 
number of mills in the east have changed 
to the three tour or eight-hour work day. 
As a competitive proposition it is difficult 
to see why the Kalamazoo mills can not 
also go to the eight-hour day. The contest 
will be vigorously prosecuted by the paper 
makers. 
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Burlington (Vt) News. 

Burlington, Vt.—The strike in the lumber 
mills of Burlington is now in the eighth 
week with an unbroken line of strikers. One 
of the largest companies has settled, sign¬ 
ing a nine-hour agreement, but the other 
companies still remain intractable. Char¬ 
ters have been issued to textile workers at 
Winooski, where the employes of the 
American Woolen Company have decided 
to organize. A local union has also been 
formed among the cotton weavers of the 
Queen City mills. The men, women and 
children employed in this latter mill work 
sixty-four hqurs per week, with wages aver¬ 
aging $6.50. In other mill towns in this 
vicinity organizations of the mill workers 
is only a matter of a short time. 


Join Regular Organization. 

Washington.—The Industrial Weekly, 
published at Syracuse, N. Y., prints this 
item: “The Syracuse local of electrical 
workers, which, when the split between 
President McNulty and Vice President Reid 
came, were with the Reid faction, and there¬ 
by outlawed themselves with the general 
labor movement (because the A. F. of L. 
forbid the recognition of the Reid faction), 
has returned to the fold again by its deci¬ 
sion at its last meeting to use the old Mc¬ 
Nulty charter. This is very pleasing to the 
local labor men, who never felt quite dis¬ 
posed to fight the local boys of No. 43, 
believing that in time they would again 
become regular. Thus the local atmos¬ 
phere in labor's realms has been somewhat 
clarified, for there is nothing so damaging 
to the labor movement as these internal 
dissensions." 


Boston Car Strike. 

Boston.—The street car strike in this 
city is making headway. The state board 
of arbitration and conciliation is conducting 
an investigation, and as a result there prob¬ 
ably will be something material grow out 
of it. There are 3,500 strikers, and they are 
being fairly well provided with sustenance. 
The condition existing on the car lines is 
well nigh indescribable, with only few peo¬ 
ple using the cars, and accidents continue 
to be the order of the day, and blockades 
are not uncommon, the strikebreakers being 
extremely “green." Those in charge of the 
strike report that they are satisfied with the 
present state of affairs, and look for a 
change for the better to come in the shape 
of consent on the part of the company to 
open negotiations. The business men and 
the public generally are sympathetically in¬ 
clined toward the strikers. 


Corset Workers Mistreated. 

Washington.—In last week's News Let¬ 
ter it was reported that the corset workers 
and the manufacturers in Kalamazoo, Mich., 
had reached an agreement, and the strik¬ 
ers were returning to work. An agreement 
was signed by the manufacturers, but upon 
the return of the strikers they were sub¬ 
jected to such ill-treatment, the manage¬ 


ment also violating the terms of the agree¬ 
ment, that it was determined to continue 
the fight. It is stated that the strikebreak¬ 
ers refused to work with the strikers and 
the company stood by the strikebreakers. 
From reports it was never the intention of 
the company to abide by the terms of the 
agreement. The girl strikers are plucky 
and will continue the fight with as much 
zest as heretofore. At a meeting called in 
the interest of the strikers Miss Jane Ad¬ 
ams of Chicago and Mrs. Raymond Rob¬ 
bins, president of the National Women's 
Trade Union League of the same city, de¬ 
livered addresses. 


No Shut-Dbwn for Summer. 

Pittsburgh.— With the thermometer 
reaching for the top of the tube, the iron 
manufacturers have announced that there 
will be no summer suspension of the mills. 
This is unprecedented, for in the past, no 
matter how rushing business was, there 
has been a shut-down of about a month, 
and often six weeks, during the heated pe¬ 
riod. Labor is as scarce as it was a month 
ago, and the big corporations are still keep¬ 
ing men at ports of entry on the sea coast 
to get as many as possible of the foreign 
laborers coming in. It is stated that the 
demand for laborers in the iron mills is 
greater at this time than for many years. 


Summer Heat and Adult Sickness. 

In Europe during the summer of 1911 the 
excessive heat was observed by De Fleury 
to have had a pronounced effect. Not only 
was there increase in sickness during the 
hot period, but after its subsidence many 
persons developed gastro-intestinal dis¬ 
turbances, congestion of the liver or some 
skin affection of digestive origin. In at¬ 
tempting to account for the effects of the 
hot weather De Fleury says that the abuse 
of cooling drinks with food, the tendency of 
foods to spoil and the increasing Virulence 
of disease germs were important factors, 
but he believes that the most important 
factor was the diversion of the water in the 
body from the kidneys to the skin, with in¬ 
creased excretion of water, with lowering 
of blood-pressure, but with decreased elim¬ 
ination of poisons. The sweat-excreting ap¬ 
paratus of the skin is equal to only about a 
fourth of the filtering apparatus of the kid¬ 
neys and during the hot weather fluids are 
excreted by the skin almost entirely. It 
was De Fleury's observation that persons 
who lived on a fruit and vegetable diet, to 
the exclusion of meat and eggs, escaped 
gastro-intestinal of meat and eggs, escaped 
also acted in a prophylactic way, as did the 
employment of the lactic ferments. Drugs 
which increase the blood-pressure and 
stimulate the kidney function also had 
beneficial effects. The observations of De 
Fleury, according to The Journal of the 
American Medical Association, would seem 
to confirm the dictum that in hot weather 
it is desirable to decrease the amount of 
protein food intake, to limit the diet more 
closely to fruits and vegetables and to drink 
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plenty of plain water or other bland drinks 
while the stomach is empty in order, if 
possible, to increase elimination by the kid¬ 
neys. The frequentcy of congestion of the 
liver would seem also to support the theory 
of a deficient elimination of poisons as an 
important cause of the morbidity due to 
the heat. 

Defective Rails Cause Wreck. 

Washington.—Experts connected with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission have 
for many months been conducting an in¬ 
vestigation for the purpose of securing data 
relative to defective railroad rails. From 
information gathered it is shown that dur¬ 
ing November and December, 1911, and 
January, 1912, there were 2,760 accidents 
attributable to rail failure, and of this num¬ 
ber 936 occurred as the result of defective 
rails. The defects in the rails are due to 
the process of manufacture, and H. W. Bel- 
nap, chief inspector of safety appliances of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
states that “present specifications and tests 
of rails, in so far as tne detection of longi¬ 
tudinal seams is concerned, appear to be 
inadequate. It would seem to be time that 
some definite action be taken toward elimi¬ 
nating this source of danger and securing 
structurally sound rails.”

Judge Archbald Indicted. 

Washington.—The judiciary committee 
of the house of representatives, on July 8, 
submitted to the house its conclusions as 
the result of its investigations into the 
charges filed against Judge Robert W. 
Archbald, formerly district judge of the 
United States Court for the middle district 
of Pennsylvania, and now a judge of the 
Commerce Court. The judiciary commit¬ 
tee is unanimous in its decision that the 
judge has prostituted his office for personal 
profit, and arraigns his conduct in a most 
denunciatory manner. The several offenses 
charged against the judge are sustained by 
the committee and set forth in great par¬ 
ticularity. According to law the senate will 
now be called upon to formally conduct the 
impeachment proceedings. The legislative 
machinery whereby judges may be recalled 
by the people has been given a decided im- 
etus by the revelations in the case against 
udge Archbald. 

During the past year the building trades 
organizations, Minneapolis, have been bit¬ 
terly fought by the Builders* and Traders* 
Exchange. This latter organization has 
been endeavoring to destroy the unions by 
devious means, the principal manner in 
which they have worked being the inser¬ 
tion of alluring advertisements for mechan¬ 
ics in the newspapers in the northwest, 
misrepresenting the conditions in that city. 
This has had the effect of producing a con¬ 
dition whereby large numbers of men are 
idle. The building trades council, how¬ 
ever, is prosecuting a vigorous campaign 
against the union busters, and headway is 
being made. 


Dunkirk Activities. 

Dunkirk, N. Y., July 6.—The labor 
movement of Dunkirk, N. Y., has taken 
on renewed activity recently. Organiza¬ 
tions of painters, tailors and street car 
men have been completed with an en¬ 
couraging membership. The machinist lo¬ 
cal has increased its membership by about 
300, and other organizations in the iron 
trades are increasing numerically. The 
central body is energetically engaged in 
meeting responsibilities imposed. 

Fox Monument Dedicated. 

Cincinnati, July 6.—On July 5 the monu¬ 
ment erected to the memoty of Martin 
Fox was unveiled at Calvary Cemetery. 
Martin Fox was one of the brilliant figures 
in the organized labor movement, and as 
president of the International Iron Mold- 
ers* Union he achieved a reputation for 
integrity and ability second to none. The 
ceremonies consisted of addresses by Pres¬ 
ident Gompers and Secretary Morrison, of 
the American Federation of Labor; Joseph 
Valentine president of the International 
Iron Molders* Union, and John P. Frye, 
editor of the Iron Molders’ Journal, to¬ 
gether with numerous other well-known 
trade unionists. 

On July 1 the rules and regulations form¬ 
ing the new constitution of the Granite Cut¬ 
ters* International Association went into 
effect, and James Duncan, International 
president, reports that the membership of 
the organization, as well as employers, arc 
favorably impressed with the provisions in 
the new constitution which, from a humani¬ 
tarian standpoint, provide for more health¬ 
ful conditions for the man behind the ham¬ 
mer, more leisure, in that overtime is to be 
undesirable, and with a Saturday half holi¬ 
day new baseball leagues have been formed 
among the cutters, which means better 
health, more cheerful manhood, release 
from the dust of the shop, and breaking 
up of the “icebergs** between granite cut¬ 
ters and their employers, for the latter are 
joining with the former in baseball con¬ 
tests. This brings the best that is in them 
to the front and cultivates better feelings 
than six full days of hard, unremitting toil, 
and no possibility of employer and em¬ 
ployes meeting for an outing and becoming 
better acquainted. 

The Building Trades Organizations of 
Minnesota took the preliminary steps to 
organize a State Building Trades Coun¬ 
cil at the recent meeting of the State Fed¬ 
eration at Brainerd. Temporary officers 
have been elected and committees appoint¬ 
ed to draw up a constitution and by-laws. 

Recently the laborers in the employ of 
the city street maintenance department, 
Berlin, N. H., struck for higher wages. 
They asked for an advance from $1.75 to 
$2.00 per day. A compromise settlement 
was reached the day following the strike, 
and the laborers returned to work at $1.85 
per day. 
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Report of Thomas N. Casserly. 

To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association of Journeymen Plumbers, 
Gas and Steam Fitters and Steam Fitters’ 
Helpers of the United States and Canada: 

Dear Sjrs and Brothers: As a delegate 
representing the United Association in con¬ 
vention of the American Society of In¬ 
spectors of Plumbing and Sanitary En¬ 
gineers held on the 4th, 5th and 6th days of 
June, 1912, convention city, St. Louis, Mo., 
I herewith beg leave to submit my report 
of the proceedings of said convention. 

President Martin J. Conroy was unfort¬ 
unately ill, and upon Vice-President Law¬ 
rence J. Lawler devolved the responsibility 
of conducting the meeting. 

The meeting was opened at 11 o’clock on 
Tuesday, June 4, by President Conroy and 
the roll was called by Secretary Thomas J. 
Claffy. President Conroy appointed an aud¬ 
iting committee composed of Isaac R. Car¬ 
ver, W. H. Jenish and F. H. Baker, and a 
resolution committee composed of L. W. 
Tilden, A. C. Shaver and C. M. McHugh. 
Secretary Claffy then read a resume of the 
minutes of the last annual meeting and 
presented the following report. 

The secretary’s report showed the finan¬ 
cial records of the Association for the year 
are as follows:

The correspondence has been unusually 
heavy, partly on account of the changes 
made in the constitution and bv-laws in 
Milwaukee and the way it affected the 
membership, and partly on account of the 
fact that a second year as secretary brings 
in the natural course of events more cor¬ 
respondence on account of a wider range 
of acquaintances. . 

A resolution offered by President Conroy 
awarding the sum of $100 to Secretary 


Thomas J. Claffy as a partial recognition 
of the invaluable service he has rendered 
as secretary was unanimously adopted. 

The report of the Board of Directors 
was then read, from which the following 
extracts are taken: 

Report of Board of Directors. 

A meeting of the Board of Directors was 
held in Chicago on February 8 and a trip 
made to Champaign, Ill., to witness a test 
of soil and drain pipes, to determine what 
takes place in them in operation. 

The Board also decided upon $2 per vol¬ 
ume as the price for the proceedings of 
the Trenton and Milwaukee conventions. 

Owing to statements to the Board that 
elections in several cities would present 
their inspectors attending a meeting in 
May, the date for the annual meeting was 
changed to June 4, 5 and 6 in St. Louis. 
Arrangements for the meeting were left in 
charge of E. Quinn. It was decided to 
make no charge for the display of goods 
of the manufacturers, and that all papers 
should be in the hands of the secretary i'i 
time for them to be revised. Invitations 
were ordered sent to applicants for mem¬ 
bership. 

The Board planned a nrogram for the 
meeting and a list of subjects on which pa¬ 
pers were to be requested from members. 
The secretary was directed to write the 
United States Supervising Architect con¬ 
cerning standards of venting, and to mem¬ 
bers concerning the enforcing of the pro¬ 
visions of a resolution adopted at the last 
convention. Invitations were sent to the 
associations of master plumbers, journey¬ 
men plumbers, supply associations and 
manufacturers* associations, reouesting the 
consideration of the appointment of a 
standardization committee composed of 
three members of each organization, with 
three members from the society, to take up 
the standardization of materials, fixtures, 
pipe and fittings in connection with plumb¬ 
ing and drainage.

Secretary Claffy then announced that the 
Board had found it necessary to provide 
some interpretation of the by-laws as the 
result of the changes made at the annual 
meeting in Milwaukee in 1911. He stated 
that the following definition awaited ratifi¬ 
cation by the Society and that the same 
action would be required in reference to 
some amendments which had been duly 
presented to the Board and were properly 
submitted to the Society for action with 
the recommendation of the Board for fav¬ 
orable action: 

Revision of By-Laws. 

Definition of sanitary engineer, as- appli¬ 
cable to membership in this society: One 
who, having acquired a broad knowledge 
of the phenomena, laws and principles of 
sanitary science, has by practical experi¬ 
ence on the art of constructing sanitary 
works or operating sanitary processes be¬ 
come qualified to design and execute im¬ 
portant sanitary works or to materially im¬ 
prove sanitary methods and procedures. 

The foregoing definition shall constitute 
a standard bv which sanitary engineers 
shall be measured for eligibility to active 
membership in this society. 

Amendment to Article 1, Section 2: No 
member shall be eligible to take office in 
this society unless he is an active member 
for at least two years and in good standing. 

Amendment to Section 3, Article 3: As¬ 
sociate membership shall be extended to all 
those who are interested in sanitary sci¬ 
ence and the objects of this society, and 
shall become eligible to active membership 
at the end of two years, provided they 
make application in proper form. 

Section 5, Article 3: Repealed. 

Section 6, Article 3: Repealed. 

Article 4, Section 2: All applications for 
membership are to be sent to the secretary 
and acted upon and approved by a majority 
vote of the Board of Directors. Such ap¬ 


plications shall be in the hands of the 
Board of Directors at least sixty days 
previous to the date of the next conven¬ 
tion. 

Section 10: Amendments to the constitu¬ 
tion and by-laws will be considered only at 
annual meetings, or must be presented in 
writing to the Board of Directors between 
meetings, signed by at least three members. 
The question of the adoption of such 
amendments shall be voted upon by ballot 
in the manner prescribed for the election 
of members. 

On motion the definition of the sanitary 
engineer was adopted as the standard for 
the Society, as were also the new amend¬ 
ments to the by-laws, and the sections men¬ 
tioned were repealed. 

Vice-President Lawler opened the after¬ 
noon session with the roll call. 

I. R. Carver reported that the Auditing 
Committee had found the books of the So¬ 
ciety to be correct. 

Reading of Papers. 

A paper on United States Plumbing 
Standards was then read by Thomas j. 
Claffy. 

Harry de Joannis read a paper on the 
Future of the American Society of Plumb¬ 
ing Inspectors and Sanitary Engineers. 
This paper was discussed by Dr. H. K. 
Beatty, who stated that it should be kept 
before the members as a guide for their 
future work as members to carry forward 
the invaluable work for sanitation which 
the society had undertaken. Dr. Beatty 
then made an address on the Elimination 
of the Privy Vault, speaking of the menace 
to life it is, both through contamination of 
water supply and affording opportunity for 
the fly to collect and distribute deadly 
poison. He strongly urged the members 
to labor in their home cities for the remov¬ 
al of the privy vault and to study to se¬ 
cure the provision of safe means of sewage 
disposal. 

On motion of E. Quinn the Society voted 
that its members should use their influence 
to secure the elimination of privy vaults 
wherever possible. Dr. Beatty stated that 
over 4,000 had been discontinued in Pitts¬ 
burgh during the last fiscal year. W. G. 
Williamson stated that 1,500 privv vaults 
had been abandoned in Detroit during the 
past year. He had found that the courts 
contended that a clean or empty vault was 
less dangerous than when full, while he had 
contended that when full there was less 
exposed surface and less danger. He stated 
that with new foreign population in Deroit 
the modern water closet was being used 
successfully. 

Dr. Beatty stated that he agreed that the 
larger the fouling surface, the greater the 
menace. He pointed out that most of the 
privy vaults are connected with the sewer, 
and expressed pleasure that the Society had 
voiced its positive objection to the use of 
the privy vault. 

W. J. Yackley said that after attending 
the meeting in Milwaukee and hearing the 
discussion on the elimination of the privy 
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vault, he had reported to the authorities of 
Dayton, Ohio, and as a result a campaign 
was started which eliminated 1,700 privy 
vaults in Dayton last year, and that there 
are others which must go. 

T. J. Claffy told of one instance in which 
the water supply was taken from the Mis¬ 
souri at a point below where night soil 
scavengers dumped their collection and pol¬ 
luted the stream and caused a typhoid fever 
epidemic. 

L. W. Tilden asked if there is any city 
where there is any inspection made of sani¬ 
tary equipment after it is in use for sev¬ 
eral years, to detect the development of a 
menace. 

Dr. Beatty replied that in his city the 
various inspectors report whatever they 
find and it is taken up by the proper de¬ 
partment if there is need of action. 

John E. Mullane sugested that the So¬ 
ciety should commend cities which finance 
sewerage systems, and thus most effectually 
work for the elimination of the privy vault. 
A motion to this effect was carried. 
Committee to Collect Data on Privy Vaults. 

On motion of John Alford, provision was 
made for the appointment of a committee 
of three to collect data in reference to the 
disadvantage of privy vaults and report at 
the next annual meeting. 

The meeting was opened on Wednesday 
morning by President Conroy with the roll 
call, after which he presented the follow¬ 
ing address: 

President’s Address. 

It gives me great pleasure to address to¬ 
day this Society, which I consider still in 
its infancy, for I believe it has done more 
to better sanitary conditions in this coun¬ 
try in the past six years than all other 
forces of a similar nature have done in a 
century. Why? First, because it is com¬ 
posed of practical as well as technical men, 
who have been unselfish in the giving of 
their time and money to advance the cause 
of sanitation. Second, it has opened its 
meetings to all who have a desire to co¬ 
operate with the Society in this great work; 
and third, but by no means at least, the 
hearty co-operation of the trade press in 
calling to the attention of, its great army of 
readers the work being done by this So¬ 
ciety and the publication of the very able 
papers presented at these conventions. 

Membership. 

As charter member of this Society, it has 
been a pleasure as well as a matter of pride 
to me to see it grow from a small body of 
men, gathered together in Washington, D. 
C., to its present large and enthusiastic 
membership. However, we should at this 
meeting provide ways and means for in¬ 
creasing our membership until we have en¬ 
rolled all those who are eligible. 

The time has long since passed when the 
plumbing inspector need only to see that all 
joints were properly wiped and calked and 
that the job would hold air or water, for to¬ 
day he must not only be able to do the 
above, but must be able to design a com¬ 
plete job, not only of a cottage, but of a 


large factory, mill or skyscraper, as well 
as be able to thoroughly explain the need 
of a sanitary installation to those who wish 
honest, unbiased information, as well as to 
defend it from the dishonest and unscrupul¬ 
ous master plumber or builder. 

The sanitary engineer must today not 
only be able to design a sewage or water 
system, but must be able to fulfil the duties 
of an inspector as previously defined. 

Permit me to do as my predecessors 
have—call to the attention of the plumbing 
inspector that he must not overlook the 
fact that he is a public servant, and he 
should enforce the law as he finds it, and 
must not be swerved in his duty to the pub¬ 
lic by either the dishonest master or shift¬ 
less journeyman. 

Progress and Publicity. 

The fact that the proceedings of previous 
conventions have been distributed to quite 
a number of libraries—and a number of 
calls for copies have been received from 
others—should convince us that a great 
deal of attention is being paid to the doings 
of the society. 

The great amount of space given to the 
proceedings in the trade press, and especi¬ 
ally to the papers read at our conventions, 
and the demand for copies carrying same, 
is additional evidence that we are being 
looked to as proper authorities on sanita¬ 
tion. 

While I believe this Society has done as 
much to promote public comfort stations as 
our time would permit, let us not stand 
still in this good work, as nothing will call 
favorable public attention to the work of 
this Society as will our efforts in this direc¬ 
tion. 

Sanitation for the Workers. 

This Society cannot be too zealous in its 
efforts to promote better sanitary condi¬ 
tions in the factories and workshops, for in 
carrying on this work we are doing a great 

? 'ood, not only for society in general, but 
or those not able to demand it themselves. 
Co-operative Work Recommended. 

The Society should give its hearty co-op¬ 
eration to the good work of the manufact¬ 
urer who is putting on the market fixtures 
and materials that will make a better job, 
the master plumber who wants to give his 
customer a good job, and the journeyman 
who does his work well and always wel¬ 
comes you on his job. 

To all others in our particular line of 
business, I dedicate the following stanza: 
“The Maker and seller of Junk, 

The Master who depends on his Bunk, 
The Jour, who on each job will Flunk, 
Should in the sea of Oblivion be sunk, 

So all get some lead Boys and tie on a 
hunk.** 

. Need for a National Code. 

No one will deny that the ideal would be 
a national code, suited to the different 
climatic conditions. Therefore, I believe 
we should encourage state codes as a means 
to that end, and I would suggest that mem¬ 
bers of the Society living in the different 
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states should hold state meetings and frame 
codes to present to the next session of their 
respective legislatures, and in the states 
that now have codes, to improve them. 

There should be a department of plumb¬ 
ing inspection in each state Board of 
Health within the next two years, but that 
means work; are you willing? 

Inspection and Testing. 

Nearly every city now has some sort of 
inspection on new work, but after careful 
inquiry I am surprised at the large number 
of cities having very good codes on installa¬ 
tion, that have either no inspection or very 
loose methods of looking after old plumb¬ 
ing. We all know tjiat the life of a plumb¬ 
ing job is very short, even when well done, 
and properly looked after. Therefore, it 
is of the greatest importance that this mat¬ 
ter be given careful consideration by this 
convention, to the end that all members 
see to it in their respective cities that there 
is provision made for constant and regular 
inspection and testing of old plumbing, see 
to it that the inspector be given power to 
compel owners or occupants to maintain all 
plumbing in a sanitary condition or vacate 
the premises. Insanitary plumbing is more 
of a menace than none at all. 

Let me say in conclusion that while we 
have accomplished a great deal in the past, 
when we were few in numbers, but unselfish 
and untiring, we have only started. Now 
that we have grown numerically, let us all 
do our share, and if we each give as much 
of our time as a few have in the past we 
will feel when we lay down life’s burden 
that we have done our share “to make this 
old world a better place in which to live.” 

On motion of John E. Mullane the Board 
of Directors was requested to submit an 
amendment to the by-laws providing for 
five vice-presidents. President Conroy then 
retired., placing the meeting in charge of 
Dr. H. R. Beatty. 

Discussion on Effect of Grease in Sewers. 

A paper cjn Mention of Manufacturers’ 
Goods in Plumbing Ordinances Should Be 
Condemned, by Harry de Joannis, was then 
read, and on motion was referred to the 
Committee on Resolutions. 

Papers by Wm. Hutton, of Metal Work¬ 
er, Plumber and Steam Fitter, and Howard 
L. Alt, of the Alton Engineering Co., on 
“The Action of Household Grease and Oily 
Wastes on City Sewers,” were read. 

William G. Williamson told how in one 
sewer, in Detroit, 15x19 in. in size and serv¬ 
ing a manufacturing establishment, men 
had worked for some time and removed 
several barrels of grease. He said that 
there is trouble in the packing-house dis¬ 
trict. even though they have separators 10 
avoid it. 

R. G. Ellithorpe said that in Fresno, not¬ 
withstanding the use of oil traps, they have 
trouble from the outflow from soap fac¬ 
tories and from septic tanks. 

Wm. J. Yakcley told how in Dayton they 
use eliminators and have a fine charcoal 
filter as a part of it, and since they have 


been in use there has been no further trou¬ 
ble from the packing-house district 

Secretary Claffy read a letter from D. S. 
Bowman, plumbing inspector of Hawaii 
asking if grease traps should be required 
by a city ordinance. In answering the let¬ 
ter, Secretary Claffy informed Mr. Bowman 
that grease traps were required in houses 
and catch basins outside and were more 
effective, serving for 8 or 10 years, and 
serve in some measure as a septic tank. He 
also told of having been informed that a 
large sewer had its bore reduced to 18 in 
through the accumulation of grease and 
expressed his belief that an effort should be 
used to keep the grease out of the sewer. 

E. H. Donahue pointed out that in Peoria, 
after having trouble with grease-choked 
drains they had found a catch-basin to be 
superior to a grease trap. He pointed out 
that one of the troubles with the grease 
trap is the disgusting odor which comes 
from the decomposition and consequently 
few servants are willing to do the cleaning 
A. C. Shaver stated that in most households 
there is a belief that lye is the best thing 
with which to cut grease, to the use oi 
which he is opposed. 

Jacob Boll said that in Dallas, Texas, 
they have a Waring system of sewers with 
small laterals and there were frequent 
stoppages. In the cotton-oil factories a 
catch-basin is used and acid treatment giv¬ 
en before the effluent reaches the sewer. 

H. Walker reported that in Waterbury 
there is enough muriatic, sulphuric ani 
nitric acid from the manufacturing estate 
lishments to cut the grease in sewers and 
avoid trouble. 

A vote of thanks was given to Wm. Hil¬ 
ton and H. L. Alt for their kindness c 
preparing the papers, and the secretar. 
was requested to write them informing 
them of the action of the Society. 

The afternoon session was opened by 
Vice-President Lawler. 

L. W. Tilden reported for the Resolu¬ 
tions Committee a recommendation to ap¬ 
point a committee of research, as suggested 
in the paper which condemned the mention 
of the names of manufacturers’ goods in or¬ 
dinances regulating plumbing. 

A paper illustrated with lantern slides on 
the Incineration of Garbage, Sewage and 
Other Refuse, by Harry de Joannis, was 
then read. 

A paper on Latrines was then read by 
Thomas J. Claffy. The same author als^ 
read a paper on Facts About Sewer Gas. 

A. C. Shaver pointed out that there is 
no good point in a latrine that can be en¬ 
larged upon, and the Society is on record 
at two annual meetings condemning the 
latrine. He. stated that little consideration 
should be given to it. 

T. J. Claffy reported that during the past 
year some members had trouble over 
latrines in their cities and that this paper 
had been presented to assist in eliminating 
this fixture in future, as it is not a sanitary 
device. 
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Resolution Condemning Latrines and 
School Sinks. 

On motion of Thomas J. Claffy, the So¬ 
ciety went on record condemning the use 
of latrines or school sinks, because they are 
a public nuisance and a menace to health, 
and recommending the use of individual 
water closets with a tank flush, and that all 
schools and health boards be apprised of 
the action of the secretary. 

New Comfort Station Mark Adopted. 

On motion of Isaac R. Carver, a four- 
pointed orange-colored star in a 5-in. green 
circle was adopted as the mark of the So¬ 
ciety for public comfort stations. 

The meeting was opened on Thursday 
morning by Vice-President Lawler. L. W. 
Tilden, for the Resolution Committee, re¬ 
ported in favor of action on the recom¬ 
mendations of the president’s address, to 
provide for state plumbing codes and or¬ 
ganizations of state plumbing inspectors, 
and on motion, the recommendations were 
adopted. 

Secretary Claffy reported that the board 
of directors favored the amendment to the 
by-laws to increase the number of vice- 
presidents to five. On motion, the amend¬ 
ment was unanimously adopted. 

The afternoon session was opened by 
Vice-President Lawler, and a discussion of 
school plumbing in St. Louis brought out 
the fact that the Board of Education had 
defended a suit to avoid complying with the 
St. Louis plumbing regulations and that 
the suit is still in the courts. The School 
Board has advocated a continuous vent, 
which has met the disapproval of the St. 
Louis plumbing department* The discussion 
brought out the opinion that in higher 
buildings larger vent pipes and <ji»»rt vent 
connections had been clearly shown to be 
necessary and that the continuous vent in 
some measure had the defects of the dead 
end in a plumbing system. 

On motion of T. J. Claffy, the Society re¬ 
affirmed. the action of the Milwaukee con¬ 
vention in advocating the ventilation of 
each fixture trap, and ordered a copy of 
the motion sent to the Board of Educa¬ 
tion, with the recommendation that the po¬ 
sition of its plumbing inspectors, in refer¬ 
ence to plumbing installation, be supported.

Engineering, to be sent to the Society’s 
headquarters.

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General President Alpine Vists and Addresses the 
National Master Plumbers* Convention.

On Thursday, July 19, General President 
Alpine addressed the Thirtieth Annual Con¬ 
vention of the National Master Plumbers* 
Association, held at Salt Lake City, July 16, 
17 and 18, on lines well calculated to insure 
the best interests of the Journeymen and 
Employing Plumbers and the promotion of 
the trade generally. We are advised that 
although greatly hampered by lack of time, 
Bro. Alpine succeeded in doing justice to 
the subject and although his remarks appa¬ 
rently did not meet the approval of many 
small shop and so-called “open shop’* pro¬ 
prietors, generally speaking, his words were 
accepted as intended and with appreciation 
as was evidenced by the generous applause 
accorded your general president at the con¬ 
clusion of his address. Indeed, he was ten¬ 
dered a most flattering reception upon en¬ 
tering the convention hall as well as being 
treated most liberally and courteously dur¬ 
ing his stay at the convention and in com¬ 
pany with General Organizer Clark was 
made a guest of the occasion. President Al¬ 
pine spoke to the convention on the last day 
of its deliberations, indeed at practically the 
closing hour, and while yet the election of 
officers and other important business re¬ 
mained to be performed. As a result he was 
restricted as to time, but through the gener¬ 
osity of the presiding officers and the con¬ 
vention, a sufficient allotment of time was 
permitted to allow the presentation of a 
comprehensive statement of facts that were 
true and non-controversial, and while as 
stated, judging from the applause rewarding 
President Alpine's words, met with hearty 
response from the minds of men whose de¬ 
sires were to be fair and deal accordingly. 
Mr. Alpine declared there would continue

to be strikes and lockouts, that the men he 
represented would never surrender their 
right to bargain collectively, but believed 
these strikes and lockouts could and would 
be largely minimized if a closer affiliation 
were maintained between the employer and 
the man who works with his hands, since 
the latter would now as ever have to be 
regarded as a most important factor in the 
promotion of our own trade and the general 
betterment of the world’s conditions. He 
asked that such closer affiliation and con¬ 
sequent better understanding of the needs 
of employe and employer be promoted, to 
the end that general conditions of the trade 
might be improved, encroachments decimat¬ 
ed, better sanitary measures enacted and 
enforced after enactment, industrial difficul- 
ites obviated, without financial or moral 
loss but with advantage to the man who 
hires or is hired, regulation as to the 
number of apprentices and a more gener¬ 
ally beneficial condition of affairs created 
for all concerned. He declared that the 
journeyman had done more than his full 
share to effect and sustain sanitary legis¬ 
lation for the good of the common weal, 
and assumed more than his full share of the 
financial and mental responsibility of pro¬ 
tecting the trade generally. He spoke of 
instances where trade agreements were al¬ 
leged to have been broken by the journey¬ 
men and declared he had found many in¬ 
stances where the employer had wantonly 
ignored and violated the provisions of a 
trade agreement, but this had never de¬ 
terred us from entering into a new compact. 
He stated that where we invariably learned 
of a breach of faith in this regard on the 
part of the journeymen we were not likely 
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to learn of the employers transgression in 
the same respect, nor did we ever hear 
mention of the hundreds of instances where 
the journeymen had kept the trade agree¬ 
ments inviolate despite the unfair inter¬ 
pretations some times placed upon them by 
the employer. His faith he said was placed 
in trade agreements honestly made, hon¬ 
estly adhered to, and said he considered 
such agreements as essential a form of in¬ 
surance, since they insured against indus¬ 
trial intervention, as fire, accident, sick or 
even death insurance. 

He suggested the creation of a joint Na¬ 
tional Committee to be composed of em¬ 
ployer and employe for the future consid¬ 
eration of the subjects herein contained and 
the promotion and protection of the trade 
from a general viewpoint. He referred to 
the existence of a previous committee of 
this description and declared that the Bos¬ 
ton convention of the Master Plumbers’ 
Association made a most grievous mis¬ 
take when that convention discharged their 
committee and consequently suspended the 
work under contemplation. Reference was 
made to the hardware dealer who, having 
embarked in the sale of plumbing material, 
was also preparing to furnish incompetent 
help with which to install the same. One 
of Brother Alpine’s most assertive declara¬ 
tions was that the “one man” shop or shop 
composed of so-called stockholders, where 
work was started at the hour when the 
milkman goes to work and ends when the 
night watchman patrols his beat, performed 
without regard to limitation of the work 
day was a distinct evil to the journeymen, 
as these men, were usurping the places of 
the union mechanic, but most distinctively 
were these class shops detrimental to the 
legitimate master plumber, because of the 
unfair competition presented. He declared 
that no argument could be sustained against 
his declaration that a season of amity and 
better understandings would not alone pro¬ 
tect the trade but would insure profitable 
returns to journeyman and employer. He 
paid his attentions to the handy men, jan¬ 
itors, etc., who were intruding upon our 
privileges as skilled mechanics and pointed 
out that these poachers upon our preserves 
were of necessity also entering into the 
field of the master plumber and said it was 
now high time we devoted a little of the 
energy and finance previously used in con¬ 
flict, to further the protection and promo¬ 
tion of our trade and in so doing not alone 
assist in securing a fitting return for the 
union members and the master plumbers, 
but assist in the common good of the 
public as well. He declared against the 
so-called trade school whose promoters are 
bent upon getting rich quickly at the ex¬ 
pense of the duped ones, and stated that 
the average American boy, who determines 
upon learning the plumbing trade, does so. 
not with the intention of forever remaining 
a journeyman, but because of the fact that 
one can embark in business as a “master 
plumber” with the expenditure of less cap¬ 
ital than in any other of the building 


trades. The boy looks forward to the day 
when he will be a real master plumber. 
The so-called trade schools consequently, 
Mr. Alpine declared, in producing these 
half fledged mechanics upon the unsuspect¬ 
ing public were not only imposing upon 
the people generally, but were, by this prac¬ 
tice, creating a source of evil for the em 
ployer. He said the journeymen had long 
since forgotten to regard these trade school 
students seriously as compared with the 
apprentice who mastered his trade legiti¬ 
mately and by actual contact and experi¬ 
ence with the work, speaking from the 
standpoint of efficiency, but rather could 
it be stated that these so-called trade school 
students were more liable to embark in 
business for themselves and consequently 
the matter was of equal importance to 
employer and employe. Mr. Alpine at the 
beginning of his address, stated that he 
was aware the convention was composed of 
men who ran union shops as well as those 
who ran non-union shops and said that 
while preaching the doctrine of trade 
unionism was his chief stock in trade and 
one of the things he believed himself 
capable of doing well, it was not his pur¬ 
pose to undertake the task of unionizing 
the Master Plumbers’ convention at one 
fell swoop. He created a laugh by adding 
“It is my purpose to prove to you individ¬ 
ually that union shops are your best in¬ 
vestment and if you gentlemen see me ap¬ 
proaching you in the hotel lobby or on the 
street during your stay in Salt Lake City, 
you will know what to expect.” He said, "1 
firmly believe if this convention or your 
incoming officers will adopt the creation 
of a joint national committee, those of y' 
who run union shops will run better unioa 
shops and those among you who are no* 
running non-union shops will instil 
union shops because you will 
experience and contact that the best busi¬ 
ness investment you can make is to iwk»* 
ize your shops and deal with your men col¬ 
lectively as union men, and by means of 
the trade agreement insure industrial peace 
It is in evidence that the motion to adn 
President Alpine was vigorously opposed 
by some of non-union shop advocates, be 
after a short but spirited debate the motion 
was carried by a vote of five to one. On 
of those opposing said he was 
to Mr. Alpine as he entertained tor 
highest respect, stating that he was opr 
ing simply because he did not a^rec 
the theories advanced by our president ' 
conclusion Brother Alpine declared that tb 
United Association would in the future * 
in the past, fight every inch of the way > 
needs be to protect the interests of 
members, but again urged that some step 
be taken tending toward better 
ings which would obviate the 
conflict at least to some degr 
mote the general betterment of our trad*

to do. We offer him our sincere congratu¬ 
lations and thanks for the great results 
achieved, and we also appreciate and thank 
those who aided him to secure the con¬ 
vention floor as well as the many courtesies 
tendered General President Alpine and 
General Organizer Clark by all concerned.

A GROUP OF MEMBERS FROM LOCAL 839, ATTLEBORO, MASS. 
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Report of General President John R. Alpine 


The report appearing in the August 
Journal was written at Salt Lake City where 
I had in company with General Organizer 
Clark been in attendance at the convention 
of the Master Plumbers. Since this subject 
will be referred to in another column of 
this issue, I will make no further mention 
other than to again thank officers and 
members of Local No. 19 for the splendid 
treatment given us. Nothing was left un¬ 
done for our comfort and welfare and the 
successful efforts made in our behalf are 
sincerely appreciated. On the night of 
Tuesday, July 16, it was my pleasure to 
address a joint meeting of our plumbers 
and steamfitters and was paid every at¬ 
tention. The meeting was splendidly at¬ 
tended and entirely successful. Bro. Clark, 
who remained in Salt Lake City after my 
departure, will doubtless make further ref¬ 
erence to affairs in that city, so it will be 
unnecessary for me to do so at this time. 
Remaining there until Friday, July 19, de- 
arture was taken on this date for Colorado 
prings, arriving in that city late on the 
night of July 20. There existed in this city 
just one non-union shop and on the occa¬ 
sion of my former visit attempts were made 
to unionize this shop, but without avail. 
However, while at Salt Lake City, arrange¬ 
ments were completed for a meeting be¬ 
tween the owners of the shop in question, 
a committee from our local union and the 
writer to be held on Sunday, July 21. This 
meeting was held as arranged and although 
we did not succeed in making adjustment, 
sufficient advancement in this direction to 
warrant holding another session. After 
considerable telephoning between Denver 
and Colorado Springs and after a special 
meeting of the local had been held to con¬ 
sider terms of settlement submitted by the 
proprietors of the shop in question, accom¬ 
panied by Vice President Bulger, another 
visit was made to Colorado Springs on 
July 29, where the meeting of July 21 was 
continued. I am pleased to say our efforts 
to unionize the shop in question were en¬ 
tirely successful and now it can be said 
there prevails nothing but union shops in 
Colorado Springs. At this time I desire to 
say the whole credit for this adjustment 
so far as our side is concerned belongs to 
the local committee, as I acted simply in 
the capacity of mediator and in an advisory 
manner. To this committee composed of 
F. J. Blair, R. G. Sperber and J. T. Lor- 
rance, I offer thanks for assistance ren¬ 
dered and congratulations for results 
achieved. While on this subject I will 
again improve the opportunity to thank 
Plumbing Inspector Tom Jones, George 
Baniter and Brother Daly of the Brother¬ 
hood of Carpenters for the many kind¬ 
nesses presented. Just prior to leaving 
Colorado Springs I learned with regret 
that Bro. John Mohaueser, of Madison, 
Wisconsin, was ill at the Woodman’s home, 
Colorado Springs and were it not for the 


fact that I was compelled to return to 
Denver at once I surely would have called 
upon my old friend. I sincerely trust I 
may soon learn that “Johnnie” has entirely 
regained his good health. 

The interim between July 21 and 29 was 
entirely devoted to affairs in Denver where 
Business Agent Frank Bryan and Vice 
President Bulger aided unstintingly in the 
effort to unionize a number of shops re¬ 
garded as unfair since the strike or lockout 
of three years ago. A committee from the 
plumbing and steamfitting employers had 
been appointed to confer with us and so 
far did the work of unionizing proceed that 
both committees agreed upon a basis of 
settlement, but I regret to learn that the 
employers later repudiated this proposed 
agreement and the matter for the time be¬ 
ing is suspended. This is to be regretted 
for as stated everything appeared to be sat¬ 
isfactory. Well, we will continue in Denver 
as best we may. During my stay, confer¬ 
ence after conference was held, visits paid 
to shops in dispute again and again, but as 
will be seen without the desired results. 
The matter is simply delayed a while 
longer, that is all, as these disputed shops 
are bound to be organized in the long run. 
I will offer thanks to Brothers Bryan and 
Bulger and predict that a change for the 
better will present itself shortly. I arrived 
at Chicago Aug. 1, remaining in that city 
attending to the affairs of my office until 
Monday, Aug. 5, on which day I departed 
for St. Louis, where in company with Sec¬ 
retary Burke and Bro. Ben Herrick, mat¬ 
ters pertaining to the St. Louis situation 
were considered and remedies supplied. 
While here we attended a splendid meeting 
of Local No. 35 and found the same old 
guard still hammering away as in the days 
of yore. On Tuesday, Aug. 6, a meeting 
was held in East St. Louis between a 
committee from the Master Plumbers* As¬ 
sociation, our local union, Brother Burke, 
Ben Herrick and myself. It must be un¬ 
derstood that our people in East St. Louis 
have been on strike for a number of 
months and our visit was merely incidental 
to the splendid work that had been per¬ 
formed in the vicinity by General Organizer 
Leonard, he being ‘temporarily away on 
other work, which by the way was also 
in connection with St. Louis affairs. I am 
advised that the difficulty in East St. Louis 
has been adjusted to the complete satis¬ 
faction of our members. This news is in¬ 
deed most pleasing and I would prefer to 
permit Bro. Ed. Leonard to make further 
report on this subject as he has been 
through the thick of the fight and has been 
as actively engaged in this effort to pro¬ 
mote and secure the welfare of our mem¬ 
bers as he invariably is. To Bro. Leonard 
and our members at East St. Louis I offer 
congratulations for accomplishments gained 
and to Brothers Ben. Herrick and Secre- 
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tary Otto Moose of Local No. 35 thanks 
and appreciation are herewith extended for 
assistance rendered. At this writing I am 
in New York and will report later as to 
further actions.

Cincinnati, Aug. 19, 1912. 
To the Officers and Members of the U. A. 

Dear Sir and Brother: 

The situation in St. Louis, Mo., is one 
of constant improvement and our hopes 
and ambitions from day to day to have one 
International of the pipe trades of that 
city, are being added to beyond expecta¬ 
tions, and because of the influence of Gen¬ 
eral President Alpine, with the breweries 
industry of St. Louis. I am inclined to 
predict that ere the Journal reaches the 
members of the U. A., his influence will 
have been felt to the extent that only 
United Association steamfitters will be em¬ 
ployed by these great industries. Local 
Union No. 35, the Sprinkers' Fitters Local, 
the Gas Fitters 1 Local, are always deter¬ 
mined and prove it in a thousand ways, 
come what might, that they will insist on 
only United Association being in this great 
city. I am sorry to report that the Inter¬ 
national Association of Steamfitters of St. 
Louis, like the International Association 
in many, many other places, have begun 
strike breaking, because they have taken 
the places of members of the United Asso¬ 
ciation who are on strike in four schools 
now being erected. Not only are they satis¬ 
fied to act as strikebreakers, but they are 
repeating their inconsistencies by actually 
attempting to install all the plumbing work 
in these schools and I am pleased to re¬ 
port, however, that despite the assistance 
they gave to strikebreakers and the strike 
breaking that the I. A. did themselves in 
East St. Louis, Ill., that Local Union No. 
360 of the U. A. has successfully entered 
into an agreement with the employers that 
carries with it the entire obliteration of the 
I. A. in that city and the strike breakers 
whom they brought into it, and whom they 
co-operated with most intensely and loy¬ 
ally. Prior to my meeting the contracting 
plumbers and steamfitters of East St. Louis 
on Aug. 15 General President Alpine and 
Secretary-Treasurer Burke had met them, 
and their efforts and their good impress left 
was all the cause of my being permitted to 
announce this victorious ending for the 
United Association and Local Union No. 
360. 

In Dallas, Texas, Local LInion No. 100 
was notified that a steamfitting contractor 
of St. Louis who had several of the largest 
contracts in that city, had no agreement 
with the United Association, therefore was 
unfair to the U. A., and their attention was 
called to this fact that the Book of Laws 
of the United Assn., said that when an 
employer was unfair in one place, he was 
unfair in all places. It was needless, how¬ 
ever, to call the attention of Local No. 100 
to this law of the U. A., because they had 
already determined to take action by re¬ 
fusing to work on any building that this 
St. Louis steamfitting contractor had work 
on. After several days of stoppage of work 
on this building, I arrived in Dallas, and 


in conjunction of Secretary Jacob Boll of 
that union, met Mr. Kauffman of the Kauff¬ 
man Heating & Ventillating Co., of St 
Louis, as well as other general contractors 
and parties concerned, and secured an 
agreement that he would employ only mem¬ 
bers of United Assn. This indeed was a 
great victory for the United Association, 
but credit for its accomplishment is due 
only to the loyalty and fraternalism of the 
members of Local Union No. 100. If space 
would permit, I would accept opportunity 
to honestly eulogize and praise all of the 
members of Local Union No. 100, particu¬ 
larly their secretary, who in my opinion, 
represents just the type of a man that we 
all admire and who does things without the 
blowing of trumpets or boastful bluster. I 
know I am expressing the thanks of every 
member of the U. A. to declare in this pub¬ 
lic manner that the United Association does 
surely appreciate the loyalty of our Dallas 
Local Union and only wish that a re¬ 
occurrence of this loyalty might be more 
generally exhibited. I have visited during 
the past month, our local unions in Hous¬ 
ton, Texas, and in Galveston, and found 
that in each locality our members are main¬ 
taining absolutely closed shop conditions. 
In Houston I attended a specially called 
meeting as well as a regular meeting of our 
local union, to discuss the advisability of 
our members refusing to work on the new 
Rice hotel in that city because contractor 
for steamfitting was employing I. A. men in 
St. Louis. Circumstances surrounding this 
job prevented us from taking positive ac¬ 
tion, but I can say, that unless there is a 
disposition in the near future by the steam- 
fitting contractor who are installing the 
work on the Rice hotel, to recognize the 
•U. A. steamfitters, that there will be some¬ 
thing doing. There was no lack of loyalty 
on the part of members of our Houston 
local union, and I am confident that they 
would respond to the call, even though it 
did entail some sacrifice on the part ot the 
individual members if only the request was 
made. I met with the officers of our Gal¬ 
veston local union, and visited with secre¬ 
tary, architects and owners of contemplated 
buildings and was assured that work on 
same would be given only to union men— 
United Association of Steamfitters and 
Helpers. It is impossible for me to report 
the many details of my experiences during 
the past month, * which included in addi¬ 
tion to those already enumerated, several 
days spent in the city of Chicago, co-oper¬ 
ating with the business agents of all of our 
local unions, helping to add to the successes 
that now properly can be considered phe¬ 
nomenal when we look back and consider 
our condition 12 months prior to this time 
in the city of Chicago.

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Report of General Organizer Kennedy. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 

Association: 

On the day of completing my last re¬ 
port I went to Gary, Ind., to take up with 
our locals of Gary and Hammond the ad¬ 
visability of having our steamfitters’ help¬ 
ers 1 Local No. 205 of Hammond affiliate 
with Local 307. After a thorough under¬ 
standing between our three locals the mem¬ 
bers of 205 were instructed to send in their 
charter and to join 307, which I feel was 
the best thing to do for all concerned. Un¬ 
doubtedly our membership would like to 
hear how things are progressing for Local 
433 of Gary, which has had a fight going on 
two years, mostly due to the fact that the 
I. A. sent men to Gary to take the places 
of our men when on strike. Without going 
into detail, permit me to say, by an action 
of the local taken a short time ago, our 
men are getting back into the shops and 
the scabs are moving on. While it will be 
some time before things right themselves, 
we are in better shape today than any time 
since the trouble started, with e f 'ery pros¬ 
pect for continued success. 

A few days were spent in Kalamazoo in 
an endeavor to assist Local 337. While we 
did not have the success we could wish for, 
some good was accomplished along the 
lines of a more solid organization. The dis¬ 
astrous ending of a few days’ strike one 
year ago left a bad feeling among the 
members of our crafts that will have to be 
forgotten before any real and lasting prog¬ 
ress can be made. I am to return to Kala¬ 
mazoo in another month to further assist 
the loyal members of our local in their 
fight for a better organization. 

On July 23 I was at Grand Rapids to at¬ 
tend a meeting of all our locals in the 
State of Michigan for the purpose of organ¬ 
izing a state association, which was formed 
on the above-named date. Local 70 took 
the lead in this matter and called the 
meeting, which was an absolute success. 
The few locals that did not respond to the 
call I am sure will join. The real object 
of the state association will be to see that 
the state plumbing law is enforced as it 
now stands, which compels all master and 
journeymen plumbers to pass an examina¬ 
tion. The examining board of Grand Rap¬ 
ids have absolutely refused to examine jour¬ 
neymen, claiming it was not necessary and 
it was illegal. If they are right in their 
contention we propose to find it out, by 
going to the court if necessary. If they 
are upheld by the court in their contention 
we will then endeavor to have the law 
amended to suit the wishes of the journey¬ 
men. The following officers were elected: 
President, Lee Hatch of 70; First Vice- 
President, John Howe of 154; Second Vice- 
President, Frank McMahon of 311; Secre¬ 
tary-Treasurer, John Cook of 98; Sergeant- 
at-Arms, John Dunaback of 190. All the 
delegates attended the regular meeting of 
Local 70 and were royally entertained by 


them during their stay in the city, for 
which we all express many thanks. 

I went to St. Joe and Benton Harbor to 
attend a special meeting of Local 164, 
which had been called by Secretary Collins, 
and found that the local had not been mak¬ 
ing much progress since being organized 
two years ago, which naturally caused a 
feeling of unrest. The lack of progress has 
simply been due to the lack of interest and 
non-attendance at meetings. Every man 
of the local is in good standing, but paying 
dues is not all that is required of any or¬ 
ganization. The meeting was a good one, 
and every man promised to attend the 
meetings in the future. An agreement will 
be presented to the employers in the near 
future, and we will look for greater prog¬ 
ress from now on. 

I mentioned in my last report that I ex¬ 
pected to be able to organize a new local 
in La Porte, Ind., which I was successful 
in doing on Aug. 5. I believe our new 
Local No. 205 will make good, and there 
is surely a great opportunity to improve 
their working condition. They have a good 
start, and it is now up to them to do some¬ 
thing to assist themselves. 

South Bend, where I had the opportunity 
of attending a special meeting of Local 
172, in order that we might discuss the lo¬ 
cal situation as it pertains to the few mem¬ 
bers of the I. A. of the city. Local 172 
for the first time in eight years signed up 
a closed-shop agreement with their em¬ 
ployers, to take effect the 1st of June, 
which, of course, shut the I. A. out of all 
shops, and after a little skirmish in two 
of them, the agreement is being lived up to 
by all employers, with one exception. The 
I. A. has had a man here who claims to be 
their organizer, who has done all he could 
to create trouble. When visiting our em¬ 
ployers he told them to let the plumbers 
strike against the I. A. men if they wanted 
to; he would furnish them with some of 
their scab plumbers. His unwarranted and 
damnable practice was of little avail, as our 
employers whom I have visited told me 
they were absolutely satisfied with U. A. 
fitters and the agreement as entered into. 
Local 172 is to be congratulated for the 
stand and progress they are making. 

Quincy, Ill., where the greater part of 
a week was spent, working with Secretary 
O’Neil of Local 161, during which time a 
meeting was held with the members of 
T. A. local of the city, after which each and 
every one of them signed an application to 
join the United Association. In addition 
to this several applications were secured— 
in fact, for the first time in nine years we 
have every man in the city in our local, or 
his application. The I. A. local was organ¬ 
ized here eight years ago. Since that time 
there has been little or no progress made, 
due to the fact that the boss has been 
playing one against the other. The Build¬ 
ing Trades Council is entitled to th^ir fijll

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Report of General Organizer Lynn. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

My report in this issue will in a brief 
manner outline my movements for the past 
two months, due to the fact that no report 
appeared in the last issue of our Journal. 
I arrived in New Orleans, La., on Thurs¬ 
day, June 13. and remained in that city until 
Tuesday, July 9. On my arrival there I got 
in touch with Secretary Ned Glannon, the 
old war horse of Local 60, and arranged for 
a meeting with some of tne officers for that 
night. Together we went over the condi¬ 
tions in New Orleans. To cover the ex¬ 
planation of these conditions at the time of 
my arrival I can use one word, “Rotten.” 
The city is overrun with shops, the exact 
number, which I learned from the city rec¬ 
ords later, total 168. Our own members 
in the local had become disgusted, and 
with the exception of the faithful few were 
not attending meetings, and many not pay¬ 
ing dues, etc. We arranged to get all the 
members at the regular meeting June 17. 
At this meeting I outlined a plan of action 
and started a campaign to get the dilatory 
members in line and to bring in many men 
that were outside the ranks entirely. We 
arranged to hold an open meeting and 
smoker July 1 ? and every member pledged 
himself to aid in making this a success. To 
close upon this particular subject, I will 
say that the men of Local 60 kept this 
promise and at the open meeting two weeks 
later our hall was packed. Many interest¬ 
ing talks were made by our prominent 
members, after which the writer explained 
the many benefits of our organization, and 
the enthusiasm aroused was gratifying to 
all who had worked to make the meeting a 
success. We took in 61 applications at this 
meeting and during the week following I 
secured 10 more, making a total of 71. On 
Monday, July 8, 32 of these men had paid 
in full and I had the pleasure of obligating 
them in a body. Since that date the in¬ 
crease has continued, according to advice 
I received by mail. Getting men into our 
local was not the only line we worked on 
during my stay in that city. I called on 
many of the prominent employers. They 
all agreed that conditions were deplorable 
for both sides in New Orleans and ac¬ 
knowledged that the only way to better 
same was through a combined effort. 

On June 24, with the committee from Lo¬ 
cal 60, composed of Brothers Glannon, 
Manning, Ellin and Forto, I attended the 
meeting of the Master Plumbers* Associa¬ 
tion. Each member of the committee and 
myself addressed the meeting, and our re¬ 
marks and suggestions were well received 
and a committee to work with a committee 
from our local will be forthcoming. An¬ 
other line of action our members were 
working on was the proper restriction and 
examination of all men working at the 
plumbing business in New Orleans. On 
these lines a State bill had been drafted 


with the intention of introducing same at 
the Legislature, in session at that time. 
Unfortunately this was delayed, owing to 
the bill being held up by a lawyer for sev¬ 
eral weeks. After holding a conference 
with Brother Joe Gleason, who is a member 
of the Legislature, and later seeing another 
attorney upon the matter, we decided that 
it was too late in the session to introduce 
our bill this year, but we now have same 
properly drawn and, with the co-operation 
of legitimate master plumbers, we expect 
to have a strong sentiment aroused in our 
favor by the time the next Legislature con¬ 
venes. We will then be in on the ground 
floor. In the meantime the same legisla¬ 
tion will be pushed in the city legislative 
bodies. With these various plans outlined 
and our members enthusiastically working 
upon them, and with the increase of mem¬ 
bership, New Orleans is much improved. 
I had several important calls for my serv¬ 
ices, so I had to leave, but I have promised 
to return and aid in keeping up this active 
work at an early date, and in the mean¬ 
time, if our members do their part, we will 
get old Local 60 back to its old form be¬ 
fore long. 

My next stop was Memphis, Tenn., arriv¬ 
ing there just in time for the regular meet¬ 
ing, the night of July 9. On my last visit 
to Memphis, nearly a year ago, a good 
start was made in building up Local 17. 
A business agent was put in the field and 
a great many men brought into the 
local, and affairs in general were progress¬ 
ing nicely. About December of last year 
many of the old-time members dropped 
back into the old rut and interest died out 
again, their business agent had to quit 
owing to assessments not being paid, and 
from that time to the time of my arrival 
Local 17 kept going from bad to worse. 
The accounts of the local were in a de¬ 
plorable condition, contentions with numer¬ 
ous locals around the country were contin¬ 
ually cropping up, and, due to this, every¬ 
one was losing confidence. At the meet¬ 
ing I arranged for a series of meetings 
with the officers and finance committee, 
and during my stay in Memphis, which was 
until Aug. 1, the adjusting of these ac¬ 
counts and contentions with other local 
unions was my principal work. During the 
first week we had a hard time getting our 
committee and officers interested together, 
but after I was finally successful in this we 
made rapid progress. At a special meeting 
on Tuesday^ July 30, a final report was 
made, in which every contention with sister 
locals was finally adjusted, our members in 
Local 17 squared with a verification sheet 
from the general office and the financial 
affairs put in excellent shape once more. 

On July 11 and 25 I attended meetings 
of the Memphis Trades and Labor Council 
and with our delegates entered vigorous 
protest against the 1. A. delegates retaining 
their seats in that body. I might say a

great deal on this subject, but as the mat¬ 
ter is not finally settled, and as it can only 
be settled in one way—that by the enforce¬ 
ment of the laws of the A. F. of L.—I will 
simply say this, that the few I A. steam- 
fitters in Memphis will never progress or 
secure the conditions they are striving for 
and are entitled to until they come over to 
the United Association, and any leaders, 
either local or national, that preach other¬ 
wise are not true to themselves or to their 
fellow workmen in the steamfitting branch 
of the pipefitting industry. During my stay 
in Memphis Brothers Craven, McGrath, 
Howe, Phenfort and our new Secretary, 
Paul Owens, aided me greatly in adjusting 
accounts of the local and are entitled to the 
thanks of our Memphis members and the 
writer. 

I received a wire while in Memphis from 
Secretary Burke to proceed to Newport 
News, Va., to aid in a general movement 
there in organizing the Newport News 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company's em¬ 
ployes. I left Memphis for that city, stop¬ 
ping en route in Richmond, Va. Arriving 
at Richmond, I got into touch with our new 
business agent, Brother Frank Minter, who 
was recently elected to the office left va¬ 
cant by Brother “Boot" Howie, who has 
gone into business. “Boot" did some good 
work while in the field, and I am glad to 
say that he is succeeded by an able man 
and one who is certainly a hustler. I called 
with Brother Minter on several employers 
and on men interested in the erection of large 
jobs, and met with success in each in¬ 
stance. Richmond is in better shape than 
it has been in years and conditions are im¬ 
proving daily. I attended a regular meet¬ 
ing of our Local 10 and on the following 
day I went to Newport News. I met with 
national officers of many other organiza¬ 
tions and joined with them in the campaign 
of organization in the ship yards. To date 
I have been very successful, have formed 
a temporary organization of pipefitters and 
have sent for a charter. On Sunday, Aug. 
11, a joint meeting of all trades was held 
and a combined demand made upon the 
management for a meeting to discuss our 
numerous grievances. I will report on this 
further in the next issue. 

I am in Norfolk, Va., today. These cities, 
as well as Portsmouth, Va., are closely con¬ 
nected, so I will divide my time between 
them for the next week or so. I attended 
a meeting of the Executive Board and offi¬ 
cers of Local 110, Norfolk, Saturday, and 
am working with their organization com¬ 
mittee while in this city. On this I will 
also report in detail later. Trusting this 
will meet with your approval, I remain,

Sheet Metal Workers Growing. 

Washington, Aug. 10.—During the sec¬ 
ond quarter of this year the Amalgamated 
Sheet Metal Workers granted charters to 
eight new locals. Editor Bray reports in 
the July Journal that the strike against the 
Milwaukee Brewers' Association by local 
No. 24 of the amalgamated has been set¬ 
tled in every way entirely satisfactory to the 
sheet metal workers. In reaching a final 
settlement an agreement was entered into 
which will run for three years. This agree¬ 
ment not only provides a liberal wage in¬ 
crease, but makes concessions in the way of 
improved working conditions for the men. 


Chinese Mining CoaL 

Washington, Aug. 10.—The largest coal 
fields in China are located at Kaiping and 
Lanchow. Originally they were govern¬ 
ment enterprises. During the Boxer rebel¬ 
lion British capitalists took control of the 
fields. Since then the output of the mines 
has increased from 80,000 to 2,000,000 tons 
annually. The fields cover 220,000 square 
miles. It is intended to increase the annual 
output to 4,000,000 tons. The British com¬ 
pany is realizing an annual net profit of 
over $1,500,000. 


Last Minute Items. 

Washington, Aug. 10.—Organizer Frank 
McCarthy reports a complete victory for 
the street car men in Boston. All old em¬ 
ployes will go back to their former runs by 
August 19. 

The Martin eight hour bill for railroad 
telegraphers was favorably reported to the 
House by the committee on interstate and 
foreign commerce August 6. 

Senator La Follette of Wisconsin has in¬ 
troduced a bill providing for a constitution¬ 
al amendment for the election of President 
and Vice President by a direct vote of the 
people. 

The striking weavers at New Bedford, 
Mass., have decided to continue the strike 
and yield nothing. The total abolition of 
the grading system, which is only a ruse 
for fining the weavers for faulty work, will 
be insisted upon. 
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Report of General Organizer Higgins. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

In closing my last report I was engaged 
in the investigation of a protest made by 
members of L. U. No. 1 against their re¬ 
cent election. In connection with this mat¬ 
ter T made the fullest investigation, made 
a report and made a decision in the matter 
to a regular meeting of the members of 
L. U. No. 1. On motion properly made 
my report and decision, also some recom¬ 
mendations I made, were unanimously re¬ 
ceived by L. U. No. 1. I am very pleased 
that this matter has ended in such a har¬ 
monious way. I also made a report of the 
entire matter to our General Office, so that 
it might be made a matter of record in the 
office. 

I next attended a meeting of L. U. No. 
379 in connection with some matters con¬ 
cerning that local and our other locals in 
Greater New York in connection with the 
matter. I visited the offices of Locals No. 
480 and No. 498 in this matter and made a 
report to our General Secretary, Brother 
Burke. 

I then went to Rutherford to keep an 
appointment with Brother C. Baker, Secre¬ 
tary L. U. No. 542; this was in connection 
with matters concerning that local. We 
visited some employers. This matter will 
necessitate another visit later on to try and 
accomplish results. 

I then went to Hackensack to arrange 
for an open meeting of L. U. No. 326. 
There are a number of men not members, 
and with the help of Brothers Borrows and 
Lozier we are trying to get these men in. 
I had to get out letters inviting these men 
to a meeting which we held, and met with a 
little success. We will again arrange an¬ 
other meeting for a later date and hope for 
more results. 

I then went to Newark to confer with 
Brothers Ryan and Burns, business agents 
of Locals Nos. 475 and 24, respectively, on 
matters concerning our fitters in Newark, 
and which we are working on and in which 
considerable time is spent. 

T next went to Yonkers to confer with 
Brother McGeory, business agent of L. U. 
No. 544. 

In the evening I went to Ossining and 
was met by Brother Secor, Secretary of 
L. U. No. 312. This local needs reorganiz¬ 
ing, and I arranged with Bro. Secor to hold 
a meeting and get all we could to the meet- 
ing. 

I then returned to New York to meet 
Business Agent Brother Ryan of L. U. No. 
475 to visit some firms in New York City 
doing work in various parts of New Jersey, 
as well as in Newark. I also attended a 
regular meeting of L. U. No. 475 and I 
was privileged to address the members as 
well as to answer some questions asked 
of me. 

I then went to Ossining to look up mat¬ 
ters concerning the reorganizing of our 


local, and in the evening was in Brooklyn 
and attended a meeting of the Executive 
Board of L. U. No. 1. 

I then went to Hackensack to do some 
work in connection with our organizing 
there and I then went to Newark, and 
then went to New York to again visit firms 
Brother Ryan and I had appointments with. 

I went out to Jamaica and that section 
to Minneola in connection with some in¬ 
formation given to me and which I re¬ 
garded of interest to our association. 

I next went to Jersey City, where I had 
made an appointment with Brother Geo. 
Hamilton, business agent of L. U. No. 13 4. 
This was in regard to work being done by 
New York City firms in Jersey City. Bro. 
Hamilton has this matter in hand and will 
watch after the work. I then returned to 
Brooklyn to get out some letters for a 
meeting. 

I again returned to Newark to confer 
with Brothers Ryan and Burns and then 
went to Orange, where I had an appoint¬ 
ment with Brother Mulhall, business agent 
of L. U. No. 122. 

I again made a visit to Hackensack in 
connection with our work on that local. 
I also visited again some firms I was try¬ 
ing to do some business with for our mem¬ 
bers. 

I next went to Newark on the work we 
are engaged in there, which is certainly 
slow work in getting results. 

I next went to Yonkers to have an inter¬ 
view with former Brother McGeory in re¬ 
lation to him and his local union. I also 
met a number of our members of L. U 
No. 152 while there. The difficulty of L. U. 
No. 544 Steam Fitters is due to the fact that 
the Master Steam Fitters have work in 
New York and claim they must employ 
I. A. men or they cannot do work in New 
York City. This is the excuse given for 
the trouble and is corroborated by some of 
the employers. This matter will be taken 
care of. In the evening I went to Ossining, 
where we had an open meeting with quite 
some success, and we will have another 
meeting. I look for very good results. 

I next went to Newark and I attended 
the meeting of the Board of Business 
Agents of Newark. I then went to Yon¬ 
kers and the vicinity. 

I returned to New York City and met 
General President Brother Alpine and con¬ 
ferred with him on many matters. I had 
to look after some matters in New York 
City and I then started for Niagara Falls, 
N. Y., in connection with a matter concern¬ 
ing our organization and a large firm who 
is doing work here and in other parts of 
the country. I hope to be able to accom¬ 
plish something on this visit.

Fourth Annual Convention at Moline De¬ 
mands Creation of Office of State 
Plumbing Inspector. 


The Illinois State Association of the U. 
A. held its fourth annual convention at 
Moline, July 14th, with a full attendance of 
delegates from affiliated locals and a visit¬ 
ing company of ladies and friends of the 
members. The brothers of Rock Island lo¬ 
cal united cordially with Moline in the re¬ 
ception and entertainment of visitors. 

The topic of chief interest that arose for 
discussion was a proposed amendment to 
the present state plumbing law and a new 
law creating the office of state plumbing 
inspector. Secretary Bushnell presented 
correspondence showing the association 
had been invited to send representatives to 
a conference held at Aurora, May 14th, and 
to which Bro. Baker of Springfield, Peter¬ 
son of Moline, Petrie of Chicago, Joers of 
Rock Island, Jameson of Evanston and 
Williamson of Joliet were accordingly sent. 
They met an equal number of the master 
plumbers’ state organization and two dele¬ 
gates also from the Chicago master plumb¬ 
ers. There was a draft of a proposed stat¬ 
ute made providing for a board of inspec¬ 
tors in Chicago, and a slightly differently 
constituted board for all other towns above 
1,500 population. Another provision re¬ 
quired the certification of all plumbers in 
towns above this size. On behalf of the 
journeymen the state association received a 
substitute draft, requiring every plumber to 
be certified regardless of population. The 
resolutions committee recommended that 
the present law as to certification be al¬ 
lowed to stand as it is but heartily approved 
the demand for a state inspector and urged 
all members to present such demand to the 
representatives at Springfield from their 
home districts. The convention approved 
the recommendations of the committee. 

Before settling down to business the con¬ 
vention received a welcome from President 
John F. Schroeder of Moline local, whose 
address was seconded by another welcome 
from Mr. A1 Beck, representing the enter¬ 
tainment committee of Moline and Rock 
Island. Committees named by President 
Brewster were: On credentials, A1 Dunlap 
of Rock Island, Fred Finder of Urbana and 
W. H. Woodward of Lagrange; resolu¬ 
tions, Bros. A1 Williamson, W. W. Petrie, 
C. W. Gilbert, Fred Baker and William 
Tibbies; finance, J. F. Schroeder, W. J. 
Lenahan and T. P. Pagett. 

Among visiting brothers were General 
Organizer Frank J. Kennedy and General 
Secretary-Treasurer Thomas E. Burke of 
Chicago. Secretary Bushnell presented a 
letter from General President John R. Al¬ 
pine extending greetings and expressing re¬ 
gret that official business elsewhere pre¬ 
vented his attendance in person. Organizer 
Kennedy made a stirring address at the 
morning session. 

At tne midday adjournment the dele¬ 


gates were invited to a banquet prepared 
in their honor by the joint entertainment 
committee. As a preliminary the delegates 
and members of tne twin city locals were 
photographed in front of the convention 
hall. Bro. Beck was toastmaster at the 
banquet and introduced Hon. Martin L. 
Carlson, mayor of Moline, who extended a 
cordial welcome to the city and dwelt on 
the good work accomplished by the U. A. 
in promoting legislation for better sanita¬ 
tion and the improvement of sanitary and 
living conditions in general. Secretary- 
Treasurer Thomas E. Burke was called 
upon to respond to the mayor’s address 
and in his remarks highly complimented 
Mayor Carlson for the intimate knowledge 
of sanitation he had disclosed also for his 
enlightened and progressive views on this 
and other subjects concerning the welfare 
of the working crafts. Others present 
made short addresses during the course of 
the banquet. 

At the afternoon session there was pre¬ 
sented a resolution signed by President 
Brewster, Secretary Bushnell, and repre¬ 
sentatives of ten locals commending the 
official records of President Alpine, Secre¬ 
tary-Treasurer Burke and Bros. Frank J. 
Kennedy, Edward W. Leonard, Thomas 
Clark and Joe Vallila, and recommending 
to the members of the I. S. A. and the 
United Association at large that their re- 
election be urged at the Boston convention 
next year. It was unanimously voted to 
concur in the letter and recommendation 
made. 

Secretary-Treasurer Thomas E. Burke 
was asked to preside when the election of 
officers became the order of the day. The 
following were chosen, the old officers in 
every instance being given the compliment 
of unanimous re-election: 

President—Joe Brewster, Decatur. 

First Vice President—Ray Callahan, Lo¬ 
cal 520, Chicago. 

Second Vice President—Fred Baker, 
Springfield. 

Secretary—John J. Bushnell, Local 130, 
Chicago. 

Sergeant-at-Arms—J. F. Schroeder, Mo¬ 
line. 

President Brewster was by unanimous 
vote elected delegate from the I. S. A. to 
the international convention at Boston. 

Official reports to the convention showed 
the association to be in a flourishing condi¬ 
tion with twenty-one affiliated locals, five 
new locals having been admitted since last 
convention. An invitation from Freeport 
to meet there as guests of Local 313 in 
1913 was accepted. 


Strike of Cigar Makers Won. 

Chicago, Aug. 10.—The members of Lo¬ 
cal Union 129, at Denver, Colo., obtained 
improved shop conditions and consequently 
increased earning capacity through a strike 
which lasted ten days. The state of trade in 
the cigar making industry is reported to be 
better than it has been for five years. 
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Report of General Organizer Casey, 


Cleveland, Ohio, Aug. 15, 1912. 

To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

At the close of my previous report I was 
in Baltimore, Md., assisting our local unions 
in their organizing campaign. As men¬ 
tioned in my previous reports, we have 
made exceptionally good progress. Our 
local unions were never in better condition 
than they are at the present time. But not¬ 
withstanding the progress we have made, 
there is a tremendous amount of wosk to 
be done before Baltimore will be any way 
nearly organized. It's a very large city, 
with a large number of men still outside 
the trade union movement. It’s going to 
take considerable time and much hard work 
to bring about the desired results. How¬ 
ever, if everyone will do their little bit by 
putting their shoulder to the wheel Balti¬ 
more can be organized and the conditions 
of those who toil greatly advanced. But if 
the members get careless and indifferent 
and leave all the work for a few willing 
hands to do the burden will be too heavy, 
with the result that all that has been done 
will be undone in a short while, and none 
will suffer only those who will be responsi¬ 
ble for bringing about such conditions. 

I went to Lancaster, Pa., to attend a 
meeting of Local Union No. 341, as pre¬ 
viously arranged with Secretary Overdeer. 
This local union has been on strike for 
some time. My visit was for the purpose 
of trying to bring about a settlement. After 
going over the situation it was agreed that 
a committee composed of two members of 
Local 341 and myself would go around and 
see the bosses who were still holding out. 
We called to see as many of these bosses 
as we could reach. Unfortunately, some of 
them were out of the city at the time. 
Many misunderstandings we straightened 
out, and it was agreed that a special com 
mittee would be appointed by Local Union 
341 to meet the bosses who have not ac¬ 
ceded to the demands. I was compelled to 
leave for Baltimore to attend a joint meet¬ 
ing of the retiring officers and the newly- 
elected officers of Local Union 48, where 
the matter of carrying on the organizing 
campaign was carefully considered, and 
after much discussion a policy was outlined 
and agreed to by all present which I trust 
will be followed. If this is done success 
will be the reward for the efforts put forth. 

In addition to the progress made, as pre¬ 
viously mentioned, I am pleased to say that 
just before I left Baltimore we entered into 
an agreement with the firm of Riggs, 
Distler & Stringer, one of the largest heat¬ 
ing contractors in Baltimore. This firm em¬ 
ploys about 25 men, and they informed us 
they would want 20 more men in about two 
weeks. This agreement calls for the em¬ 
ployment of only U. A. fitters and helpers. 
Fitters’ wages, $4 per day of eight hours; 
helpers* wages, $2.25 per day of eight hours. 
In fact, it is an exceptionally good agree¬ 
ment all the way through. This is the first 


agreement the U. A. has ever had with the 
heating contractors of Baltimore. The I. A. 
have always had control, and how our 
friends the 1. A. did fight to get this shop— 
they left nothing undone to secure it. But 
we were on the job and finally got the 
agreement and the shop. This means very 
much to Local No. 438, also the U. A. Vice- 
President O’Rourke, who is B. A. for Local 
438, and B. A. Moore of Local 48 are en¬ 
titled to much credit for the manner in 
which they took up this work and went 
through with it. They certainly gave me 
great assistance. 

I was compelled to leave for home to 
make arrangements to have an operation 
performed on one of my children. He has 
been laid up since January with blood poi¬ 
soning, with the result that many bones in 
his foot became affected. It was necessary 
to remove these bones in an effort to save 
his foot. As soon as this was over I 
left for Cleveland, as per instruction from 
Secretary Burke, where there is a serious 
mixup on some large buildings which in¬ 
volves our local unions, both Plumbers, Fit¬ 
ters and helpers. At this time it is impos¬ 
sible to say just how it will be settled. 
The B. T. C. has decided that all trades 
keep off this work. As long as this de¬ 
cision stands our locals will keep their 
members off. It is very pleasing to me to 
be able to say that Local Union No. 55 
of this city has without much trouble been 
successful in establishing a minimum wage 
rate of $5 per day of eight hours, with half 
holiday Saturday. This demonstrates that 
Local 55 is living up to its reputation of 
being one of our militant progressive lo¬ 
cals. I had the pleasure of meeting all the 
officers and many of the members of our 
local unions. They are the same happy 
bunch as of old. Respectfully,

Miners Get Increase. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 10.—The coal 
mine owners and representatives of the 
United Mine Workers of America reached 
an agreement on August 3, after a ten day 
conference at Cheyenne, Wyo., in which the 
interest of 10,000 miners in the Wyoming 
coal field was involved and a strike averted. 
The new agreement will run until September 
1, 1914. It provides for a substantial wage 
increase and a very material improvement 
in the working conditions of the coal mines 
of that field. The United Mine Workers* 
organization is in good shape, and the mem¬ 
bership steadily increasing. Small local 
strikes are in progress in Colorado, Ken¬ 
tucky, Missouri and Tennessee. A much 
more severe one is undergoing a crucial 
test in West Virginia. Prospects for a set¬ 
tlement in the near future for the smaller 
strikes appear to be good. The mine work¬ 
ers and operators are in conference nego¬ 
tiating new wage contracts in Montana and 
Washington. 
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Report of General Organizer Clark. 


Seattle, Wash., July 10, 1912. 
To the Officers and members of the United 
Association: 

My last rather brief report was sent in 
from Denver, Colo., where General Presi¬ 
dent Alpine and myself were in an endeav¬ 
or to bring about a more amicable feeling 
and better understanding between our local 
unions and the employing plumbers and 
fitters of that city. We held interviews 
with a great many of the employers and 
also attended a regular meeting of the local 
Association of Master Plumbers, who are 
attached to the National Association and 
whose members are all running non-union 
shops (there are two associations of master 
plumbers in Denver), and the time seems 
ripe for the elimination of one of them. 
It is the opinion of all those who have 
watched and fought in the Denver struggle 
that the time is here when the old wheel 
will take another turn, and this time for the 
better of the trade in general. 

On the 13th of the month President Al¬ 
pine and myself started for Salt Lake City 
to attend the National Association of Mas¬ 
ter Plumbers' convention, that was held in 
that city on the 16th of July. I will leave 
the report of this matter to the General 
President, as the most of my time was 
taken up with local matters pertaining to 
the situation in reference to a few amend¬ 
ments to the present agreement which have 
for their ultimate result the elimination of 
the working boss. 

With this aim in view we called a meet¬ 
ing of all the employers (or nearly all) and 
at this meeting the general good was dis¬ 
cussed. There were no differences of opin¬ 
ion as to what should be done; the only 
hitch is the method and the time of putting 
it into effect. These things are to be 
worked out, and the meeting adjourned to 
meet the following Monday evening, with 
the best of feeling and with the idea that 
the first step in the way of reorganization 
of the trade had been taken in Salt Lake. 

T left the following morning for Ogden, 
where we had tried upon several occasions 
to institute a local. I might say that we 
have had three charters in this town in the 
past, but it seems impossible to make these 
men here stick—that is, the "native sons” 
of Ogden. There are several men there 
carrying clearance cards and several others 
that have let their cards lapse—got dis¬ 
gusted, in fact. I found Bro. Graves, who 
has an isolated card, and in talking over 
the situation we came to the conclusion 
that it was only a waste of time and money 
for me to spend any time in Ogden just 
now. There is a movement on foot in this 
state to place a state plumbing law on the 
statute books of Utah next winter that will 
provide for the registration and examina¬ 
tion of masters and journeymen under a 
state examiners' board. The employers 
seem to be interested in this at this time, 
as the journeymen seem to be willing to 


stand their share of the expense. This 
same movement and this same feeling is 
not alone here in Utah, but is in every 
other state in the west and in all of the 
states where the lawmaking bodies meet 
this winter. 

My next stop was at Pocatello, Idaho, 
but there is nothing doing there, as the 
strike of the Federated Shop Employes has 
put a damper on all kinds of business, and 
no hopes for this year. 

Having had a communication from Seattle 
that something was stirring in that city, I 
determined to make it as soon as possible, 
so I left for Portland for a short stay, to 
see what may be doing there. There is 
no change of any importance in the situa¬ 
tion here, except that the employers are 
in a far worse condition than they have 
ever been and our members are holding 
their own quite well. There are so many so- 
called ‘‘master plumbers” here that never 
employ a man that they are eating them¬ 
selves up quite rapidly. Six months more 
of^ this game that is going on here, and I 
predict there won't be so many master 
plumbers left in the business. 

While in Portland I took the opportunity 
to run over to Vancouver, Wash. I was 
not able to find any of the plumbers that 
were there last fall, but the men in the rail¬ 
road shops are all right. 

After a week in Portland we decided that 
the time was not ripe for any radical move 
for an agreement, as the employers were in 
a state of disorder, have no organization, 
nor do they seem to be able to get to¬ 
gether. Business is very bad, and the hope 
is that it may get worse, and by this means 
about two hundred of the so-called master 
plumbers will go bankrupt. Many of them 
are on the verge now; the only thfng that 
keeps them going is the supply house. 

I arrived in Seattle for the purpose of 
making an investigation of the business 
here and if possible starting something to 
bring about an understanding between the 
employers and our local unions. We are 
working with that end in view—what the 
outcome will be is problematical. 

Having a day to spare, I ran up to 
Bellingham to see some of the boys. Lo¬ 
cal No. 40 meets but twice a month, so I 
was unable to meet them collectively, but 
had the pleasure of meeting Secretary 
Viclitto and Bro. Alsop. Missed seeing 
Bro. Farnum was very sorry for this, but 
time was limited, as I was due in Seattle 
that evening to attend ‘‘32's” meeting.

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Report of General Organizer Sheehe 


Northampton, Mass. 

To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association : 

At the close of my last report I was 
engaged in New Haven, assisting the mem¬ 
bers of our Local 349 in their struggle for 
an increase in wages. At that time I felt 
sure that the strike would be settled in a 
short time, but I regret to say that the 
fight is still on, with few encouraging signs 
of an early adjustment. I am quite satis¬ 
fied that the employers are sick of this 
fight, but owing to the fact that they are 
doubled up with the Manufacturers' Asso¬ 
ciation, they are unable to settle with our 
men, so they refuse to meet a committee 
of our local in conference. Owing to the 
success we have had right along in getting 
the strike breakers to leave them as fast 
as they ship them in here, they were driven 
to take the usual course that the bosses 
generally do and applied to the courts. Four 
of our members were arrested for intimida¬ 
tion. A plumber from New York by the 
name of Joseph Kennedy, who is a strike 
breaker, is the tool who the bosses had*to 
make the complaint—he claiming that these 
men had forced him against his will, to 
leave the city. To listen to his story would 
make anyone laugh. Can you imagine two 
men taking a man against his will through 
the principal streets of this city, and making 
no complaint to anyone until he got to the 
ball grounds away out of the city limits? 
The whole story sounds like a fairy tale 
and strong suspicion of a frame-up is evi¬ 
dent. There has been no violence through¬ 
out this strike, and how any court could be¬ 
lieve such a story is beyond me. Two of 
the brothers were fined $50, and sentenced 
to three months in jail, while the other two 
were discharged. Our members promptly 
entered an appeal, and I honestly believe 
you could not get twelve men in the world 
who would find them guilty on the evidence 
presented. However, brothers, while I have 
no fear of the result of the next trial, we 
all know how costly the law is, and as our 
local has been on strike for sixteen weeks, 
you can realize that they are in no position 
to defend these brothers properly. At the 
present time there is a letter of appeal been 
sent to all the locals, asking for financial 
assistance, and I cannot but help, add my 
humble request that the locals do what they 
possibly can afford, to assist these brothers. 
This strike means a lot to the whole state 
of Connecticut. Should New Haven lose 
this fight, it would have a bad effect on the 
rest of the state. I fear it would be some 
time before any of the locals could better 
the conditions in that city, as the employ¬ 
ers are boasting that just as soon as they 
break up New Haven, they will tackle some 
other locals in the state. We are deeply 
indebted for assistance rendered by Busi¬ 
ness Agents Hill of 480, Agent Connolly of 
498, and Agent Norton of Local 14. These 
business agents have been here, and have 
assisted our local committee in getting 


many of the strike breakers to leave this 
city. I want to assure them, also their 
locals, that the New Haven boys deeply 
appreciate the assistance rendered. Receiv¬ 
ing an invitation from the Massachusetts 
State Association to attend their semi¬ 
annual convention, I proceeded to Salem, 
Mass., where I had the pleasure of attend¬ 
ing the largest convention ever held by this 
state association—there being represented 
26 locals by 64 delegates. As usual many 
matters of importance were considered. 
Space will not permit for me to enumerate 
them all—however, much for the welfare of 
our organization, was legislated upon and I 
look for good results through this con¬ 
vention, especially in the steamfitting in¬ 
dustry. Since their last convention held in 
January, President Mooney of Local 12 has 
gone into business, so it is necessary to 
elect a new predident to fill the unexpired 
term. Bro. Joe Currier of Local 77 was 
chosen for this position, he formely being 
vice president. Bro. Al. Gardner of 316 was 
elected to fill the vice presidency. Bro. 
McCarthy of 145 is still secretary, so with 
this strong board of officers, it can be safely 
depended upon that they will steer the 
state association successfully in the ensuing 
term. Locals 138 and 77, demonstrated their 
ability as being the most entertaining hosts, 
as they furnished the visiting delegates a 
very pleasant entertainment while they 
were in their city—there bein^ many places 
of. historic interest in the Witch city that 
kept the local boys busy showing the visit¬ 
ing brothers around, between sessions of 
the convention. I wish to offer my sincere 
thanks to all for the many courtesies shown 
me, and trust that I may again have the 
pleasure to be at their next convention. 
While working in New Haven, I improved 
the opportunity to visit our local of Nor¬ 
wich, Conn., who have been on strike for 
the past eighteen months. You will re¬ 
member about a year ago we opened a 
co-operative shop there. This shop has 
done fairly well, considering that it has 
been an extremely dull year here—how¬ 
ever, it is quite evident that the brothers 
are losing interest in it, and I think for the 
best interest of all, that we will bring this 
shop to a close, providing the employers 
will meet us half way in bringing about 
new arrangements in this city. Bro. John 
Shay is as active as ever in behalf of our 
local, and to him whatever success this 
shop has had, is the credit due. I also had 
the pleasure of visiting our Bridgeport 
local. This local T was assisting at the 
time of the Boston strike, so could not fin¬ 
ish the work here. However, I am pleased 
to report, that with the assistance of Bro 
McLevy, we have made considerable prog¬ 
ress, and with the assistance of the Build¬ 
ing Trades Council, which most of the 
trades are now affiliated with, they should 
be able to hold their own, and bring back 
the former good conditions which they en-

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Report of General Organiser Bruce. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 

Association: 

At the close of my last report I was leav¬ 
ing for Victoria, where I arrived July 12. I 
met Business Agent King and went into the 
situation. That evening we held a meeting 
of the executive board, when the local situa¬ 
tion was thoroughly gone into. The chief 
cause of any concern was the establishment 
of the Pacific Plumbing and Heating in this 
city, an unfair outfit from Seattle, who had 
several large contracts and were doing 
same with non-union men from Seattle. I 
visited their jobs and tried to get the men 
to throw in their lot with us, but up till my 
leaving of no avail. I also tried to get a 
conference with Mr. Nelson, but he abso¬ 
lutely refused to meet me in any way. So 
today we have in the city a scab outfit from 
the outside, all our other shops being fair 
and working under our conditions. But the 
workers in Canada have an object lesson of 
loyalty as prated about so much by our 
politicians. These people are doing the ad¬ 
ditions to the C. P. K. Empress Hotel— 
alien contractors with scab alien labor. So 
much for loyalty. 

July 16 I attended the regular meeting of 
Local 324, which was well attended. I was 
privileged to speak under good and welfare 
and had a very good reception. The mem¬ 
bers are holding things down fine consider¬ 
ing the state of the Pacific coast, and let's 
hope they are able to always do so. 

July 17 I arrived in Vancouver, met Busi¬ 
ness Agent Quinlin, took up several matters 
of import to Local 170, then left for the 
east, coming by way of Nelson, where I 
arrived July 18. Met Business Agent Hardy 
of the trades council and we visited several 
men and discussed the situation, but de¬ 
cided that conditions at present did not 
warrant starting a local. July 20 I ar¬ 
rived at Leithsbridge. Met several officers 
of the local and went into local conditions, 
which are very good, with a solid local 
union, and cleared up several matters re¬ 
quiring attention. July 23 attended special 
meeting of the local and spoke to the mem¬ 
bers on important matters confronting us 
and had a brief discussion on matters of 
local interest. After the meeting I was in¬ 
vited to partake of the .good things for the 
inner man and spent a very enjoyable even¬ 
ing eating and making merry with the 
members at a very nice supper, for which I 
extend many thanks. July 24 I left on an 
urgent call from Calgary re the Ballantynes 
Co. work. They submitted a proposition 
which I took up with our executive, who 
decided we would have to go further owing 
to existing conditions. I held a meeting 
with the Master Plumbers' Association and 
after a very lengthy discussion outlined 
their policy. I held another meeting of 
our executive and we decided that the 
Ballantyne Co. would have to sign our 
agreement, the same conditions as others 
in those towns where we already have 
agreements, and leave his conditions as to 


any other towns in abeyance. They refused 
to sign. Therefore the Ballantyne Co. are 
still unfair and our members should take 
warning re same. I am hopeful that in the 
near future the conditions will be such that 
they will see the necessity of living up to 
our conditions. 

While here I attended to several other 
matters, and things in this jurisdiction are 
splendid. The business agent, along with 
the other officers, set out to make 496 a 
banner local and they are doing good work. 
Every member today is in good standing 
and working under good conditions and 
recognized as one of the finest locals in 
Canada. 

July 30 left for Medicine Hat, where we 
have a new progressive local. Met Secre¬ 
tary Bailey and several officers and found 
things O. K., they having been able to 
get a satisfactory agreement without trou¬ 
ble. which speaks well for Local 565. 

Aug. 2 I attended the regular meeting, 
when we went into many matters of inter¬ 
est to a new local, and we had a good in¬ 
structive meeting. 

Aug. 3, left for Moose Jaw. Bros. 
Doughty and Simmons met me on arrival 
and we discussed local matters and found 
things satisfactory here also, Local 548 
having entered into peaceful relations with 
our employers and made a satisfactory 
agreement covering our local conditions. 

Aug. 5 we held a special meeting and 
smoker, when we had an excellent time. 
After addressing the meeting at S 9 me 
length we then took to the harmonious 
side of life and spent a very pleasant even¬ 
ing together, and they are now looking for 
some more of the same. 

Aug. 6, owing to previous instruction, I 
next visited Regina, where the outlook was 
not very encouraging, the members of Lo¬ 
cal 179 being dissatisfied with the existing 
conditions. On arrival we held a meeting 
of the Executive Board, when we went 
thoroughly into the situation, and it was 
decided to give me another opportunity to 
clear matters up if possible without going 
out on strike. I got a conference with 
the Master Plumbers’ Association and they 
agreed to meet a committee from our 
local and, I am pleased to state, arrived 
at an amicable settlement with a good 
agreement, a reduction of hours and an in¬ 
crease in pay, with union shops. 

Aug. 9 we held a special meeting. As 
matters were in abeyance we adjourned 
till later, but not before I had the pleasure 
of addressing them on the situation. 

Aug. 12 we held the adjourned special 
meeting, when the committee reported on 
their efforts and the local accepted same, 
believing we had accomplished good results 
in bringing Regina back to her old place 
and in line with the rest of our western lo¬ 
cals. The boys celebrated the event with 
song and story and the victory gave them 
renewed energy in the fight in front of us. 

Aug. 13 I left for Brandon, where I had 
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news of the formation of a local, and was 
pleased to see the boys of this town had 
lined up under the guidance of Bro. Brown, 
A. F. of L. organizer. I was just in time 
to be present for the installation, and we 
have added another local to our already in¬ 
creasing list. With the active workers in 
their ranks and the apparent intention of 
the members to make good, we can look 
forward with hope from our new local. 
After having given them the necessary in¬ 
structions and a talk on our organiza¬ 
tion, I left them with good wishes for their 
success. 

Aug. 15 I left for Winnipeg, from which 
city my next report will appear. 

Trusting this will meet with the ap¬ 
proval of our members.

Report from Brewery Workers. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, Aug. 10.—The brewery 
workers have signed new contracts for two 
local unions in Portsmouth, N. H., and for 
others at Neenah, Menasha and Appleton, 
Wis., Walla Walla, Wash., and Thornton, 
Ill. 


Clarence Darrow was acquitted by the 
jury at Los Angeles that tried him on the 
charge of attempted jury bribing in con¬ 
nection with the McNamara case. The jury 
went out August 17th and in half an hour 
returned the verdict of exoneration. Dar¬ 
row made a great closing speech in which 
he charged that the tools of the Los An¬ 
geles cabal headed by Otis who have 
soucrht to move heaven and earth to dis¬ 
rupt organized labor, deliberately tried to 
railroad him as another blow at the labor 
movement which would at the same time 
put out of the way a very aggressive ex¬ 
ponent of labor's rights. The jury seems 
to have taken his view of it. It is stated 
that Mr. Darrow, for many years one of 
the leaders of the Chicago bar, has ar¬ 
ranged to remain in California and will 
enter practice at San Jose. 


Dr. J. B. Murphy, the famous Chicago 
surgeon, having just returned from an ex¬ 
tended tour of Germany, is enthusiastic 
over a system of insurance against sickness 
which the German imperial government has 
fostered and is successfully applying. Dr. 
Murphy thinks the plan is “something this 
country can well afford to study and imi¬ 
tate." Under its operation, carried on by 
labor societies formed for the insurance ex¬ 
clusively, the working men and women are 
freed from the constant worry as to what 
will become of them in case the family pro¬ 
vider is stricken low by sickness. Also, 
after a term of sickness the insured work¬ 
man does not have to begin anew burdened 
with the load of debt caused by loss of 
time, physicians’ bills and other inevitable 
expense. The American surgeon says there 
are hardly any pauper patients in the Ger¬ 
man hospitals. Under the insurance sys¬ 
tem all can pay their way.

joyed a few years ago. Receiving word 
from Local Northampton, Mass., that they 
desired my presence in their city, I pro¬ 
ceeded to the same. I found that our local 
had formulated a proposition to the em¬ 
ployers asking for increase in wages, and 
Saturday half holiday, to take effect Aug. 1. 
Am pleased to report that the employers of 
Northampton have come to an amicable 
agreement, and are now paying the in¬ 
creased rate. Unfortunately, the employers 
in Easthampton, who is in the jurisdiction 
of our Local 64, refused to deal with a 
committee from our local. While I suc¬ 
ceeded in getting a meeting with these em¬ 
ployers, I regret to say^ that they refused 
to do business with our association, stating 
the old worn out bluff, when they want to 
evade the question of wages, they refuse to 
allow any union to dictate to them. Every¬ 
thing possible was done to avoid a strike, 
but these fellows insisted on being shown. 
At a special meeting, the local ordered a 
strike for four shops in Easthampton. By 
nine o’clock, the first morning, the largest 
shop in this town, saw how foolish it was, 
and signed up with the local, our men being 
reinstated immediately. As for the other 
three shops I feel that it will not take veiy 
long for them to see the error of their 
ways, and sign up also. Just now we have 
an opportunity to place all the men who 
are on strike, to work in the immediate 
vicinity, for better conditions than they 
were enjoying in their home town. I wish 
to thank Bro. Lapine, Bro. Burroughs, and 
the other two brothers whose names I can¬ 
not recall, for the assistance they gave me 
while working in their city. I also wish to 
thank Vice President Scanlon and Business 
Agent Cronin of Holyoke, who attended 
the special meeting in Northampton, offer- 
ink the assistance of Springfield and Hol¬ 
yoke to the brothers on strike. It will be a 
pleasure to the many friends of Vice Presi¬ 
dent Scanlon to know that Local 89 has 
decided to put business agent on the road 
permanently, Joe being selected for that 
important position. I want to compliment 
the local for their good judgment, and feel 
assured that our organization will be very 
successful both locally and nationally 
through this selection. Trusting that this 
report meets with the approval of our 
members, I remain.

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General Secretary-Treasurer Informed of 
His Brother’s Death by Drowning 
at Sea. 

General Secretary-Treasurer Thornes E. 
Burke received the distressing news on 
August 22 of the accidental death of his 
brother Patrick Francis Burke, by drown¬ 
ing on the coast of France. The young 
man was a marine engineer and his home 
city was Belfast, Ireland. He sailed around 
the world many times on all kinds of ships 
and was in several shipwrecks, but was 
drowned a short distance from shore and 
his body was not recovered, as the strong 
currents that abound in close proximity to 
the Bay of Biscay must have carried it out 
to sea. The French coast guards arc on 
the lookout and may recover his body. The 
venerable mother and father of the Burke 
brothers are still living in Belfast, Ireland, 
at an advanced age. Three years ago an¬ 
other promising son met his death by a 
fall, and two months afterwards another 


died with pneumonia. The weight of this 
new sorrow in addition to their weight of 
years is a sore affliction* indeed. The pro¬ 
found sympathy of Bro. Burke’s associates 
in the general office and of our members at 
large goes out to him and to his venerable 
parents in their sudden bereavement.

The supreme courts of Washington and 
California have both recently approved new 
state laws limiting the working day for 
women in stores, factories and other em¬ 
ployments outside of household pursuits to 
eight hours. Of course, in these progres¬ 
sive Pacific states, as elsewhere, Greed was 
there to combat the enactment in the 
courts and was only quieted by the intelli¬ 
gent constitutional interpretations made by 
the highest court. 

* * * 

Senator La Follette, the stormy petrel of 
the United States Senate, started an ugly 
sensation when he charged on the floor of 
the Senate one day last month that his mail 
had been tampered with systematically, and 
intimated that all circumstances indicated 
that officials of the department instigated 
this invasion of personal rights. The Sen¬ 
ator is interested in getting improved con¬ 
ditions for postal employes and particularly 
in ridding those under civil service of fear 
of their superiors* disciplining in case they 
organize for mutual benefit. To get infor¬ 
mation he addressed letters to 10,000 postal 
clerks, and it was the letters received in 
answer that he claims were opened before 
being delivered to him. Other Senators 
who examined some of the letters com¬ 
plained of declared the evidence of tam¬ 
pering to be very plain. The Senator made 
this complaint incidentally, while discuss¬ 
ing another topic, and there has been no 
proposal of an investigation. Is an offense 
so flagrant going to pass unchallenged? 
Every now and then a stripling caught red- 
handed is yanked from his desk in a post- 
office and hurried to Ft. Leavenworth for 
opening mail passing through his hands 
Are those who commit or direct the same 
criminal practice on a wholesale scale to 
be immune from such plebeian punishment? 

* * * 

Arizona can boast having a real live 
Presidential nominee of its own at an ear¬ 
lier age than any other state ever admitted 
to the union. Less than a year old in the 
constellation of states, it claims as a citi¬ 
zen Eugene W. Chafin, the Prohibitionist 
candidate. If it hadn’t been that Arizona 
gracefully bowed to President Taft’s ideas 
about the judicial recall (for the time) last 
winter, and thereby won her statehood 
rights, the cold water party would have had 
to look elsewhere for a candidate. Mr. 
Chafin was the Prohibitionist nominee font 
years ago, but at that time he lived in Chi¬ 
cago. His original home, very appropri¬ 
ately for the water wagon candidate, h 
Waukesha, Wis., and it was there he got 
official notice of his nomination. Of course. 
Mr. Chafin says he thinks he will be elected 
—they all do.

It sort of tries our patience to find ex¬ 
changes printing laborious editorials ex¬ 
plaining to members of their craft the ad¬ 
vantages of unionism. The workman who 
can’t see for himself where and how union¬ 
ism is the best thing for himself individ¬ 
ually and for his fellow workers collec¬ 
tively is a fool.

The union man who doesn’t demand the 
union label always, deserves the worst that 
the tradesman can hand him. The “female 
of the species” must be educated to the 
same standard, and by the same token; 
once the husband properly tips off to her 
what the union label stands for she will be 
found the “loyalest of her kind.”

Raymond Robins, who, by the way, be¬ 
gan life as an overworked and underpaid 
youngster in a southern coal mine, answers 
the old piece of rot to the effect that when 
workmen are given more leisure and more 
pay they squander both in the saloons, with 
the retort that “if you give more dividends 
to some men their sons will buy automo¬ 
biles and give them to chorus girls.”

The Wisconsin State Federation of Labor 
held its twentieth annual convention at 
Sheboygan during the month just past. 
There were ninety delegates present, rep¬ 
resenting thirty cities. J. J. Handley of 
Milwaukee, a machinist, was elected secre¬ 
tary-treasurer to succeed Frederick Vith- 
mann, who having served twelve years in 
the office asked to retire. F. J. Weber of 
Milwaukee was re-elected state organizer. 
* * * 

On Tuesday, September 3d, at a special 
election, the voters of Ohio will pass upon 
the work of the constitutional convention 
which spent five months in hard and earn¬ 
est work for the purpose of bringing the 
fundamental laws of that state up to the 
second decade of the twentieth century. 
There can be no doubt whatever that the 
amendments proposed by the convention, 
and which cover every item in the Progres¬ 
sive program, will be adopted and the work 
of the convention approved. Ohio was for¬ 
tunate in the makeup of its convention, and 
especially so in the thoroughly informed, 
zealous and unbrowbeatable chairman, Rev. 
Herbert S. Bigelow. There were, by the 
way, out of a total of 119 delegates, 21 card 
men. This is hardly organized labor’s 
proper ratio of representation in such pub¬ 
lic assemblages, but it is away ahead of the 
representation we have ever had before in 
any political body not strictly of our own 
convening. 
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Berlin physicians have united in urging 
one day of rest in seven. We observe that 
the Christian commission which directs La¬ 
bor Sunday exercises in the churches urges 
that one day of rest in seven be the appeal 
of preachers on that day, September 1st. 
Come to think of it, in this day of skepti¬ 
cism, not to say scoffing, the leaders of 
action in moral, sociological and hygienic 
progress, all unite starting from diverse 
viewpoints, in confirming the suspicion that 
good old Moses was one of the greatest 
lawgivers—one of the wisest of men. 

* * * 

The great Lawrence strike of last winter 
was in its way a blessing in disguise, and 
it looks as if the inhuman mill owners in 
forcing that struggle to the death on the 
part of the textile workers were, as is so 
often the case with short sighted selfish¬ 
ness, doing the best possible thing for their 
abused employes and the worst thing for 
the maintenance of their own selfish lord- 
ism, although as they will see in time it is 
the best thing for themselves too. The big 
textile strike was one of the prime causes 
of the sweeping investigation of the whole 
labor situation just ordered by Congress. 
In the meantime the textile workers’ union 
is reporting rapid progress all along the 
line. A report from Providence announces 
that in all bleaching, print and dye houses 
in that city a minimum week’s wage of $15 
for 56 hours has been established as against 
the old average of $2 per day on a 60-hour 
week basis. In Philadelphia official infor¬ 
mation is that the wages of dyers have 
gone up from 10 to 40 per cent and in most 
shops the minimum wage now is 25 cents 
er hour as against a former maximum of 
12 per week. 

* * * 

The International Typographical Union, 
which has just closed its annual convention 
at Cleveland, is one of the most advanced 
of trade unions in regard to the care it 
bestows on the care of sick and aged mem¬ 
bers and in general attention to the phys¬ 
ical welfare of the 60,000 men under its 
banner. In the matter of conservation of 
health it was one of the pioneer bodies to 
systematically work for improved working 
environment and to bring about other re¬ 
forms for the combating of disease and 
premature old age. Figures presented at 
the late convention showed that from 1900 
to 1911 the average age of members at 
death had been advanced from 41years 
to 59J4 years. This advance of more than 
20 per cent in average life is as gratifying 
as it is startling and shows how much of 
disease and physical ills can be prevented 
by intelligent action, not only in this par¬ 
ticular trade but in the whole industrial 
world. The printers have also a very ade¬ 
quate system of old age pensions with 1,0.18 
members now on the roll. In the last year 
applications were received for pensions 
from 38 men all above 70 years of age. In 
the excellent home for invalid printers at 
Colorado Springs there arc now 127 in¬ 
mates and a total of 1,312 have been cared 
for there since its establishment. 


The Democratic state convention of Ne¬ 
braska adopted a platform plank denoun¬ 
cing Justice Daniel Thew Wright, of such 
disagreeable notoriety in connection with 
the prosecution of Messrs. Gompers, Mitch¬ 
ell and Morrison for alleged contempt. The 
resolution charges him with unjust usurpa¬ 
tion of power and calls on the Nebraska 
delegation in Congress to thoroughly in¬ 
vestigate his activities in the Gompers case 
with a view to impeaching him. Members 
of the Nebraska delegation have heartily 
responded to the demand of the convention 
and are gathering the facts in the case. 
This modern Daniel come to judgment may 
yet find himself in hot water. 

* * * 

Senator La Follette has presented a reso¬ 
lution for a constitutional amendment pro- 
' ’'ditig for the erection of President and 
Vice President by direct vote of the people. 
This is a reform not as important as the 
election by popular vote of United States 
Senators, now on its way to becoming an 
actual fact. For years the electoral col¬ 
lege, which elects the President, has been 
a farcical cumbrance, and the election has 
been by popular vote except in so far as 
the bosses and financial agents who rule 
national conventions have been able to 
stipulate whose names should be given the 
people to vote for. But La Follette’s reso¬ 
lution is all right in that it looks to doing 
away with a Toad of dead and cumbrous 
election machinery. It is, too, one more 
assertion that this is a government of pop¬ 
ular rule. 

* * * 

The political situation in Belfast, Ireland, 
the world’s greatest linen center and like¬ 
wise one of the great shipbuilding ports, 
always bad, is particularly distressing this 
summer owing to the agitation stirred up 
over the question of home rule. It is 
charged by Liberal papers in London, Dub¬ 
lin and Belfast that workmen are refused 
employment or are harrassed beyond en¬ 
durance, with full connivance of the own¬ 
ers in many cases, if they happen to be 
Home Rulers, or liberals, anjf this persecu¬ 
tion is applied with equal severity to Prot¬ 
estant Liberals and Catholic Nationalists. 
Within the last year a standard English 
magazine produced an article on Belfast in 
which it was charged, and many facts cited 
to prove, that owners of the great indus¬ 
trial plants of that city deliberately and 
systematically fan the fires of religious and 
political hatred which nowhere in the world 
today are as bitter as in unhappy Belfast. 
The object of these captains of industry is 
obvious. By rearing the wall of religious 
misunderstanding and bigotry between peo¬ 
ple who are of one kin and should be of 
one interest, they have in the past very 
effectively prevented their getting together 
in order to stem the tide of freedom that is 
now about to flow on old Ireland, but they 
shall not be successful this time as the peo¬ 
ple are going to win, and toryism shall re¬ 
ceive its death blow forever. 
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In Australia, somehow or other, they 
have a way of going to the root of evils 
and chopping them out that older nations 
don’t seem to have the knack to acquire. 
The absorption of great tracts of land by 
individuals, estates or corporations having 
proceeded so far as to raise fear of a trans¬ 
planted system of landlordism. The gov¬ 
ernment of the commonwealth promptly 
checked this tendency by imposing a land 
values tax, which is rapidly breaking up the 
larger estates. Since it was imposed estates 
to the total value of $90,000,000 have been 
subdivided and sold. As a result the land 
is put to better use, made more productive 
and feeds more people. Incidentally the 
commonwealth has gathered about $7,500,- 
000 in taxes. 

* * * 

The Federationist devotes its leading ed¬ 
itorial to a comparison of the platforms of 
the Democratic and Republican parties so 
far as they answered or ignored the de¬ 
mands of organized labor as placed before 
both conventions by a committee of the A. 
F. of L. It is clear that the Federationist 
thinks the Baltimore convention met la¬ 
bor’s demand squarely and fairly, and that 
the powers at Chicago rejected most of 
what they did not temporize with. One ex¬ 
pects to see an out-and-out declaration for 
Wilson in the September Federationist. 
But, since the August number was sent to 
press the new Progressive party has been 
born and has gone on record for everything 
good in the Baltimore platform and for a 
whole lot besides. We await with interest 
what attention Editor Gompers proposes to 
give this new power in American politics. 

* * * 

The A. F. of L. has undertaken the or¬ 
ganization of iron and steel workers in a 
way that can hardly fail to lift that unlucky 
army of toilers out of the mire of individ¬ 
ual slavery and get them into the condition 
of manhood and independence which or¬ 
ganization confers on its members. The 
federation has sent out a circular, No. 1, to 
all the steel and iron workers notifying 
them of the purpose to organize. It in¬ 
forms them that Circulars 2 and 3 will fol¬ 
low in order. No. 2 will be printed in the 
native language of the individual addressed 
in every instance and will inform him in his 
own tongue of the advantages of unionism, 
and of the slavery which he endures solely 
because of lack of organization, and which 
he can escape through organization. Cir¬ 
cular No. 3 will name a time and place of 
meeting for every steel mill center for the 
purpose of organizing a union, and this 
time will be so fixed that meetings all over 
the country will be simultaneous. We can 
imagine the ravings of the steel barons 
when they discover this plan, doubtless al¬ 
ready well known to them, and they know 
too that in the A. F. of L. they have foe- 
men worthy even of their billionized steel. 
Only a show of manhood and a little cour¬ 
age on the part of the workers themselves 
is needed to insure entire success.

Our readers will readily recall the stir 
raised some two years ago when the post- 
oce department threatened to advance rates 
for second class mail matter on certain 
kinds of publications, particularly the 
monthly magazines, under which head this 
journal comes, as well as the standard pop¬ 
ular priced magazines which have done an 
important part in recent years to expose 
the misdoings of the money power and to 
show up how completely our governmental 
machinery was in its grasp. Rightly or 
wrongly, it was openly charged at the time 
that the department was prompted in this 
move by big business, its object being to 
cripple or destroy the magazines which had 
excited its enmity. At any rate the depart¬ 
ment, after finding Congress discreetly un¬ 
sympathetic, compromised by establishing 
the “blue tag” system, under which daily 
papers and certain other publications are 
given the best and fastest mail service as 
formerly while many monthly magazines, 
including this one, are forced to accept a 
“fast freight” service, thereby delaying the 
time elapsing between publication and its 
receipt by readers. Now the Senate com¬ 
mittee on postoffices has recommended the 
abolition of the blue tag system and there 
is no doubt the House committee will con¬ 
cur. It was as clear a case of class dis¬ 
crimination as was ever proved against a 
government measure. 

* * * 

We recently had occasion to point out 
how the crafty agents of big business are 
seeking to undermine unionism in Canada 
on the plea of patriotism. In fact, on that 
occasion we quoted the warning of a Cana¬ 
dian labor leader against this sinister at¬ 
tempt at disruption. The idea of the pluto¬ 
crats and their emissaries in this case is to 
break up the international brotherhoods, 
such as our own, by exciting jealousy of 
the United States “and all its works” in the 
loyal and patriotic Canadians, precisely as 
the Conservatives did when they succeeded 
in overthrowing the Laurier government by 
grace of President Taft’s reciprocity meas¬ 
ure, which had been cordially approved by 
the Dominion premier. They represent 
that since the various trade unions are nat¬ 
urally stronger numerically in the United 
States the Americans have it all, and give 
their Canadians members wHat they see fit. 
Of course the Canadian leaders of labor 
know this is untrue and are conscious that 
they are well able to care for their con¬ 
stituency in our international labor coun¬ 
cils. Recent figures given out by the De¬ 
partment of Labor of Canada indicate the 
foes of labor are not making much head¬ 
way along this line. These figures show a 
total of 133,132 union men in the Dominion. 
Of these 86,542 are members of interna¬ 
tional unions, represented by 1,139 locals, 
all affiliated with the A. F. of L. There 
are 32,873 more affiliated with 323 interna¬ 
tional unions but not affiliated with the fed¬ 
eration. The small minority of 13,917 be¬ 
long to 191 locals whose organizations arc 
purely Canadian.

Our brothers of Local 480, New York, 
have won an enviable distinction and at the 
same time participated in a feat which they 
may well remember with a pride akin to 
that with which the veteran soldier recalls 
his greatest battle, by doing the plumbing 
work in the new Woolworth building. This 
phenomenal structure, now nearing comple¬ 
tion, may well rank as one of the seven 
wonders of the modern world. It is not 
only from now on the most conspicuous 
landmark in the metropolis, but it is the 
highest edifice in the world, excepting only 
the Eiffel tower. No doubt our readers 
have all read and heard of this great build¬ 
ing, some idea of whose immensity and ar¬ 
chitectural beauty is conveyed by the ex¬ 
cellent cut on an adjacent page. 

This latest and most marvelous triumph 
of architectural and engineering science is 
situated in the heart of the metropolis, on 
Broadway, facing City Hall park. It rises 
to the dazzling height of 750 feet from the 
sidewalk, dwarfing alike the pyramids of 
Egypt, the historic cathedrals of Europe, 
the Washington monument in our capital 
city and all other edifices that have hereto¬ 
fore been famed as the most imposing 
works of man. The Eiffel tower, the only 
structure that surpasses it in height, has no 
utilitarian purpose, unless it be as an ob¬ 
ject lesson of engineering progress; and 
the Woolworth building dwarfs this, too, by 
emphasizing so eloquently how great has 
been that progress since the world mar¬ 
veled at the freakish creation of Eiffel only 
twenty years ago. The building is fifty- 
seven stories in height, with an aggregate 
floor space of twenty-seven acres. But 
mere figures convey an inadequate idea of 
its hugeness. In the accompanying picture 
the tall building, round towered, in the 
background is the Singer building, forty-six 
stories high, which up to now enjoyed the 
premier position which the Woolworth 
now takes from it. Just beneath the new 
building is the New York post office, itself 
an imposing edifice, but beside its new 
neighbor*it looks like a pygmy. 

The man who conceived and carried out 
this gigantic enterprise, as great as those to 
which whole nations at one time gave their 
energies, is Mr. F. W. Woolworth, well 
known in the commercial world. Mr. Wool- 
worth reared this building as a personal un¬ 
dertaking, and when he conceived its pres¬ 
ent majestic proportions it was with the 
idea, as he expressed it, of leaving in the 
metropolis a monument to himself. But if 
the one who conceived the project fathered 
a colossal idea, those who brought it to 
realization for him faced a herculean task. 


They had, so to speak, to think and to 
work in miles where other men measure by 
inches. 

The architect of the building is Mr. Cass 
Gilbert of New York. Mr. L. E. Eden is 
the mechanical engineer and Mr. Albert L. 
Webster the sanitary engineer. The Thomp- 
son-Starrett company is the builder and the 
plumbing contractor is the W. G. Cornell 
company, with Brother Daniel Dennery as 
foreman of plumbing installation. Our 
readers will readily grasp something of the 
immensity of the job (and gasp as well as 
grasp) when a few figures are given. Up to 
the present time, with the building by no 
means complete, there are installed 475 
water closets, 225 porcelain urinals, 175 
toilet basins, 1,400 office basins, 20 showers, 
75 slop sinks, and 90 drinking fountains,

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making a total of 2,460 fixtures in the 
building. 

The system of drainage is Durham 
throughout, with special pipe and fittings of 
the extra heavy malleable pattern. The 
water supply is entirely of brass with spe¬ 
cial pattern fittings. The water supply is 
divided into four sections, each section hav¬ 
ing its own supply tanks, pump pipes and 
pumps. The storage supply and capacity of 
water is 89,000 gallons, and the fire pump is 
capable of pumping 500 gallons per minute. 
When the building is complete there will be 
approximately sixty-five miles of pipe. 

These statistical items give some idea of 
the job that our brothers of Local 480 have 
had on hand, and which they have carried 
through with characteristic skill, expedition 
and vim. Opposite the picture of the build¬ 
ing will be seen a group picture of the 
plumbers employed on the structure. In 
the group photographed are sixty-nine 
men, who are identified by the names un¬ 
derneath. Brother Dennery had as assistant 
foremen Brothers A. Woehr, F. Schweizer 
and P. Doran. No-doubt the Woolworth 
represents the acme of architectural 
achievement in hugeness, and the members 
of this group may well preserve the picture 
and hand ’it down to their children as a 
memento of their part in the biggest single 
job of plumbing in a commercial building 
ever undertaken. 

While on the subject Local 480, like our 
other locals of Greater New York, continues 
to* flourish like the proverbial green bay 
tree. The second largest local under our

banner, it has an efficient and aggressive 
corps of men, and an excellent line of offi¬ 
cers, whose personnel suggests the care and 
discrimination with which the members se¬ 
lect their leaders. George T. McGuire, the 
president, enjoys the distinction of having 
been given the responsibilities of business 
agent and later of president at a younger 
age than any one else in the local’s history. 
Secretary Fred Deigan is as painstaking in 
his work as he is popular personally, and is 
one of the best secretaries in the U. A. 
Thomas Hill, elected business agent at the 
last election, has shown such capability in 
the work and rendered such splendid serv¬ 
ice that without doubt he will be rewarded 
by reelection in December. Dan O’Brien, 
the senior business agent, needs no intro¬ 
duction to our members, having attended 
many of the biennial conventions of the U. 
A., and he has been repeatedly honored by 
his local with election to its most responsi¬ 
ble offices. 

The fact that Local 480 “pulled off” its

This step for the study 
officially of the greatest of all problems of 
internal policy was urged alike by trade 
unions, some well meaning capitalistic in¬ 
terests and by many of the foremost pub¬ 
licists of the land. 

The commission created will be composed 
of nine persons, to be appointed by the 
President with the approval of the Senate. 
It is proposed to have three representa¬ 
tives each of organized labor and of cap¬ 
ital, one publicist, perhaps one who is iden¬ 
tified with settlement work, and one mem¬ 
ber of the Senate and one of the House. 
The creating bill gives the commission ex¬ 
tensive powers and outlines a wide scope 
of phases of the problem to be gone into 
thoroughly. Among those names already 
suggested are those of Senator Borah of 
Idaho and Representative Hughes of New 
Jersey, who fathered the bill in their re¬ 
spective houses, John Mitchell and Miss 
Jane Addams. 

The commission is a move that may 
bring splendid results. Very much depends 
on the character and views of the men and 
women named to constitute it. If they are 
of the right calibre the commission can do 
a great work in assisting in the adjustment 
of industrial questions of the day. If they 
seek to turn their mission to the benefit of 
special interests the investigation will end 
in farce. Labor welcomes the investiga¬ 
tion. If the underlying facts are brought 
to full publicity the cause of labor will be 
benefited; such publicity can do labor no 
harm, though we may weB imagine certain 
combinations of capital shrinking from it. 


Already, as was to be expected as matter 
of course, the interests have sought to di- 


vert the Panama Canal to 
’ E p tk i g its own enlarged profits, 

tnc regardless alike of treaty 

Panama obligations, national hon- 

Canal. or or a general spirit of 

fair play. A desperate effort was made by 
the lobbyists and representatives of the 
great transportation interests of this coun¬ 
try to incorporate in the Panama Canal bill 
just passed by Congress a provision making 
the canal free of toll to all American ships. 
In this attempted grab, the elements of 


greed had an unusually plausible plea to 
back them—the building up of an American 
merchant marine. Everybody concedes the 
need of the United States taking its right¬ 
ful place in the commerce of the seas in¬ 


stead of having ours, the greatest share of 
world commerce, transported on foreign- 
owned vessels. This was a fine chance for 
the ship-owning interests, and the jingo 
papers and spouters promptly “fell” for 
their little game. 

Fortunately better judgment prevailed 
and in the final passage this grab was 
knocked out. A provision for free tolls to 
American coastwise sailing vessels went 
through. Great Britain, to whom certain 
guarantees about the canal were given in 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, had already 
voiced a mild protest against the proposed 
discrimination and other nations would un¬ 
doubtedly have followed suit had the grab 
gone through. Of course the canal is ours 
and the soil through which it is dug is 
owned by the United States, the strip hav¬ 
ing been acquired by purchase. But the 
opening of the canal in itself will be the 
biggest boost for American commerce pos¬ 
sible to conceive and there is no reason on 
earth, or on the seas either, why with our 
unlimited wealth, also unlimited material 
resources and natural initiative, an Ameri¬ 
can commercial navy cannot be built up to 
surpass any other in the world, regardless 
of paternal assistance from Washington. 
This attempt to get free passage through 
Panama is only another form of the old 
attempted ship subsidy, so long a bugaboo 
in Congress. It does cause a smile to sec 
our billionaire interests repeatedly appear¬ 
ing before the world in the role of common 
beggars. They have no more sense of 
shame than the most hardened mendicant 
of the streets.

Presidency. dog days of August saw 
the last of the preliminary movements 
when Col. Theodore Roosevelt and his fol¬ 


lowers assembled in Chicago, formed a new 
party, launched it on a radical platform and 
nominated the colonel for President against 
his erstwhile bosom friend. President Taft 
There was a disposition just after the Re¬ 
publican convention held in Chicago in 
June to regard the revolt of Roosevelt and 
his crowd as on the opera bouffe order, but 
developments since then, culminating in the 
remarkably representative and enthusiastic 


convention of August 5th in the very same 
hall wherein Taft was nominated, have dis¬ 
abused the minds of those who treated the 


third party idea lightly. It has become 
plain that the strenuous colonel, always 
doing something out of the ordinary, this 
time has done something extraordinary. 
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He and bis followers are making history 
and most people believe their present 
course spells the ruin of the G. O. P.—its 
dismemberment is already accomplished. 

With the situation thus it is little wonder 
that the Democrats are exultant and the 
confidence they have had since the land¬ 
slide of November, 1910, that they would 
capture control of the government machin¬ 
ery this year has been trebled. They re¬ 
gard the Roosevelt defection, or rebellion, 
as fatal to President Taft’s chances, and 
consider Governor Wilson's election as 
good as assured. The old Democracy was 
fortunate in spite of itself, that is, in spite 
of the bosses who generally succeed in mis¬ 
directing its councils, in having nominated 
Woodrow Wilson for President. There 
was a mighty opposition to him because of 
his emphatic stand for progressive princi¬ 
ples and his acknowledged lofty integrity 
and courage of conviction. There were ef¬ 
forts to create sneers at the “Professor,” as 
though in this twentieth century it were 
matter of shame or unmanly to have an 
education and to have been engaged in the 
work of educating others. 

That Governor Wilson was nominated, 
in defiance of the party generals, the men 
who always pull the strings, and in disre¬ 
gard of their allied friends of high finance 
who triumphed in the Chicago convention 
a week earlier, is due solely to the person¬ 
ality and the patriotism of one man. That 
man is William Jennings Bryan. Had 
Bryan not been at Baltimore Wilson would 
have been turned down cold. The great 
Nebraskan, himself three times defeated for 
the Presidency, stood his ground against 
all odds, notified the Warwicks what and 
who would be acceptable to real, honest 
democracy, defied, and it may be said in¬ 
sulted publicly the money barons, and he 
won. It may be sure that big business has 
no more love for Governor Wilson than it 
has for Bryan or for Roosevelt, and in its 
support, with all the resources (which by 
no means implies financial resources direct 
and that alone) seems to lie the one hope 
df President Taft, for if there is any read¬ 
ing to be made of the remarkable develop¬ 
ments of the year, it is that the people are 
aroused to the keenest and demand a revo¬ 
lution. The man on the street sees the 
rebel, Roosevelt, triumphant if the invad¬ 
ing general, Wilson, does not reach the 
citadel first. / 

So universal is the appreciation that 
President Taft has done all things for the 
best according to his light, and so gener¬ 
ally amiable is his personality that one can¬ 
not regard his popular repudiation without 
sympathy, but the imminence of such a 
termination to his political career is attrib¬ 
utable to his dogged adherence to princi¬ 
ples of caste and privilege which the public 
mind today is inflamed against. That the 
affairs of the multitude should be adminis¬ 
tered by the anointed few smacks too much 
of “Divine Right” Baer’s assumption of a 
Providential stewardship to go down well 
nowadays. The President got into bad 
company during Roosevelt’s stay in the 


wilderness of Africa, and he has been un¬ 
able to extricate himself, in fact has seemed 
unwilling to break away from it. One 
thing that will be said of him in future, 
whatever befalls him in November, is that 
his lexicon did not contain the word ex¬ 
pediency, and whatever he believed in he 
fought for, regardless of consequences to 
himself. In these days of subterfuge and 
conniving that is high tribute to any man, 
however mistaken his ideas may have been. 

Of course the regular Republican leaders 
profess a sanguine assurance that the G. O. 
P. will be returned triumphant, but there 
are no impartial observers to agree with 
them that the chances that way are at all 
bright. Such spontaneity did the Bull 
Moose movement show that the Demo¬ 
cratic chiefs are confessedly afraid of the 
Roosevelt movement far more than of the 
often victorious Republican party. There 
are many shrewd students of the situation 
who think it not unlikely the colonel may 
sweep the country like wild fire and march 
his newly marshaled party to victory right 
at the start of its career. It would be a 
remarkable thing if this should happen, but 
there have been many remarkable develop¬ 
ments in politics since this campaign 
opened. The Progressive party has the ad¬ 
vantage of a platform that answers every 
demand of a people restless under its awak¬ 
ening to the fact that it was being exploited 
and despoiled by organized greed. It is 
true the Democratic platform is quite as 
firm in the same general stand, and Gov¬ 
ernor Wilson has the advantage of organi¬ 
zation and a historic party, along with an 
absolutely unassailable personal record, to 
favor him. In the next thirty days there 
will be much activity, and very* likely many 
things will transpire to give indication as to 
just which way the wind doth blow. In the 
meantime there is satisfaction that the two 
most likely candidates are committed, both 
by personal conviction and platform pledge, 
to the policy that this government “of the 
people and for the people” must be re¬ 
stored to the people so that again it shall 
be, truthfully, “by the people/’ But the 
question is will they carry out their pledges 
to the people honestly and sincerely.

Congress 
Near End. 


The present session of Congress, which 
all records for length of 
duration, is at this writ¬ 
ing very near an end. The 
present Congress, it will 
be recalled, has already 
had two sessions, having 
been convoked by President Taft as soon 
as it came into existence to take up his 
Canadian reciprocity measure. Much other 
work was done at that session and the 
present one has also had a busy time. 
There remains the short session, extending 
from December to March next, when this 
Congress gives way to the one to be elected 
in November and whose political complex¬ 
ion just now is a matter studied with inter¬ 
rogation points. 

Although there was much jockeying at 
this long session, both Democrats and Re- 
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publicans playing party politics to the limit, 
some excellent measures were enacted. 
Others, in which labor has a lively interest, 
are still held up. One of these is the par¬ 
cels post, which seems very sure of enact¬ 
ment, its friends having at last triumphed 
over the notorious express office to the ex¬ 
tent of securing favorable action by both 
Houses. Another is the establishment of a 
Department of Labor, whose head shall 
have a seat in the President’s cabinet. Of 
course the money power dislikes this inno¬ 
vation, in which we are behind other na¬ 
tions, and has fought it relentlessly. It is 
likely the measure will be crowded out at 
this session, but is sure to go through, if 
not at the winter session, then just as soon 
as the new Congress gets busy. 

Among the notably good measures made 
into law one of the best was the abolition 
of the manufacture of white phosphorus 
matches which industry, through the ter¬ 
rible “phossy-jaw,” caused many lives an¬ 
nually and invalided nearly every worker 
employed in it sooner or later. Of course 
the owners of this industry bitterly fought 
against its doom. What are the lives of 
their workers to these fellows so long as 
their wealth continues to pile up? Event¬ 
ually they were put out of business, Con¬ 
gress imposing a prohibitive tax. The 
eight-hour federal law is another conces¬ 
sion to modern ideas and demands. Other 
measures of interest include a law prohibit¬ 
ing the exportation of arms, coal or sup¬ 
plies to insurrectionists in other countries. 
In this, aimed at the Mexican disturbers 
chiefly, we seem to have receded from the 
ultra-holy and virtuous attitude we always 
held toward Cuba. Authority was granted 
the government for official use of the 
American Red Cross organization in time 
of war, an excellent step, and a matter to 
promote public safety is a law requiring 
that wireless operators be constantly on 
duty on pcean going vessels. 

An effort was made to have the civil 
service system modified so that no govern¬ 
ment employe could be sure of tenure for 
more than seven years. At the end of that 
time he was to be made subject to an effi¬ 
ciency test, failing in which he would be 
ousted. It was very clear that this was 
merely an attempt of the politicians to re¬ 
vive the spoils system so that those not to 
their liking could be ousted and desirable 
places filled by their friends. The unctuous 
plea of increased efficiency was made for 
the bill, but under the fire of public opinion 
most of its backers had to seek cover and 
it failed, as it deserved. Clearly such a law 
would easily be misused for the abuse of 
the service, and instead of promoting effi¬ 
ciency it would discourage competent men 
and women from entering the government 
service, only to be at the mercy of the 
spoilsmen and their job-hunting friends. 

Congress has given its approval to a con¬ 
stitutional amendment for direct election of 
United States Senators by the people, and 
this much needed reform is now in sight. 
The admission to statehood of New Mexico 
and Arizona was one of the historic acts of 


the session. With these admitted only 
Alaska and the island possessions of Porto 
Rica, Hawaii and the Philippines are now 
under territorial administration. The Dem¬ 
ocratic House sought to reduce the tariffs 
on wool and steel, but President Taft, true 
to his reactionary record, promptly vetoed 
them. The House promptly passed both 
bills over his veto, but of course it was not 
to be hoped the Senate would concur with 
the tariff reformers in this. The creation 
of a children’s bureau in the Department of 
Commerce and Labor is another of the pro¬ 
gressive measures that went through. On 
the whole Congress has done pretty well 
and that it did so is due to the loyalty and 
patriotism of good men in both parties and 
especially our labor members who over¬ 
stepped party lines to help along good 
legislation. _ 

Higher Wages for Tailors. 

Washington, Aug. 10.—Consul Chase of 
Leeds, England, reports that the “ready 
made” clothing shops are extremely busy 
and that the bosses complain of emigration. 
They say that the supply of workers has 
been reduced and the remaining workers 
are taking advantage of the conditions to 
strengthen their union, thereby reducing 
hours and increasing wages. The garment 
workers report that less than ten years ago 
they worked steadily from 7 a. m. to 9 p. m. 
for 80 cents per day, but since their organ¬ 
ization has become strong, they work from 
8 a. m. to 6 p. m. and secure a minimum 
wage of $1.50 a day, many earning more. 

Railroad Juggernaut Kills 11 and Injures 84. 

Washington, Aug. 10.—The death harvest 
on the railroads continues unabated. The 
railroad officials will play politics, juggle 
with courts, harass their employes, beat the 
tax collector, and do everything and any¬ 
thing except attend to their own legitimate 
business and operate the railroads safely. 
From a few scattered clippings gathered 
from the daily press it is found that in the 
past ten days eleven persons have been 
killed and eighty-four injured. 

In a collision on the New Jersey and 
New York railway at Hillsdale, N. J., ten 
persons were injured on July 25. At Ston- 
ington, Conn., on the New York, New Ha¬ 
ven and Hartford railroad, three were killed 
and four injured by the sideswiping of two 
trains on July 25. At St. Johns, Mo., eigh¬ 
teen were seriously injured, caused by a 
freight colliding with a passenger train on 
July 29. At Clarksville, Va., on the South¬ 
ern, ten persons were injured because of a 
head-on collision on August 1. At Eureka, 
Ohio, one was killed and seven injured be¬ 
cause a freight ran into an excursion train 
on August 1. At Chewsville, Md., on the 
Western Maryland railroad, there were 
eighteen seriously injured because of a 
head-on collision on August 2. At Foun¬ 
tain River, Colo., on the Rock Island rail¬ 
road, five were killed and ten injured be¬ 
cause of a faulty roadbed on August 2. At 
Vienna, Pa., on the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad, two were killed and seven injured 
because the train left the track on August 4.

Ettor-Giovanetti Resolutions. 

Whereas, Joseph J. Ettor and Arthur 
Giovanetti, representatives of the textile 
workers of Lawrence, Mass., are charged 
with being accessories before the fact to 
the murder of Anna La Pezzi, an Italian 
woman striker, which occurred during an 
assault made on a peaceful body of strikers 
on January 29, by armed police and thugs 
of the woolen trust; and 

Whereas, The testimony of a score of eye 
witnesses before the examining magistrate 
showed conclusively that Anna La Pezzi 
was shot by a policeman, who was identi¬ 
fied by eye witnesses at the preliminary 
hearing; and 

Whereas, The prosecution admits that 
neither Ettor nor Giovanetti were present 
at the scene of the provoked riot, but claim 
that they by their speeches incited, coun¬ 
seled and commahded violence and rioting, 
and as a result homicide took place, thus 
seeking to establish a precedent which is 
vicious and infamous; and 

Whereas, Ettor and Giovanetti loyally 
fought the woolen trust, bringing a sub¬ 
stantial increase in wages to over a quarter 
of a million of textile workers, thereby 
causing a loss of revenue of $15,000,000 per 
year to the mill owners of New England; 
therefore be it 

Resolved, By the members of Local 24 of 
the United Association of Journeymen 
Plumbers of Newark, N. J., that the indict¬ 
ment and trial of Ettor and Giovanetti is 
an outrageous and inhuman attempt on the 


part of the woolen trust plutocracy and 
their hirelings in retaliation for the success¬ 
ful revolt of the mill workers of New Eng¬ 
land, to destroy the right to strike and the 
right of free speech and assembly of wage 
earners and to establish a precedent, base 
in its conception, vicious in its enforcement 
and detrimental to the entire working peo¬ 
ple of America, and destructive to funda¬ 
mental civil rights, and further 
Be it resolved, That the sum of $25 be 
appropriated from the treasury of Local 24 
and same be forwarded to the treasurer of 
the Ettor and Giovanetti defense commit¬ 
tee at Lawrence, Mass., and be it further 
Resolved, That a copy of these resolu¬ 
tions be sent to the press and our official 
journal.

Dear Sir and Bro.: It is a long time since 
I have attempted to write anything for our 
Journal, though I carefully read every issue 
and enjoy keeping in touch with what is 
happening in the U. A. world. In reading a 
New York paper today I came across an 
article describing how organized labor in 
general and one member of our organiza¬ 
tion in particular are discriminated against 
by the administration of the city of Denver. 
(I am inclosing the clipping.) 

This prompts me to write a short review 
of how our organization has fared in the 
city of Schenectady, where a working class 
administration has been in the saddle for 
just seven months. 

I trust I will be pardoned for personal 
reference if I mention the fact that the 
writer was fortunate enough to be elected 
president of the common council at last 
November’s election, thereby being in a 
position to observe and assist in carrying 
out this program of giving organized labor 
the recognition which it so richly deserves. 

The present plumbing law operating in 
New York state took effect March 1, 1893, 
and all these nineteen years the union 
plumbers of this city had their work in¬ 
spected by non-union inspectors with one 
short period excepted. Some years ago 
one of our members was appointed in¬ 
spector; in a few months he withdrew from 
our local. When the first of last January 
arrived and the labor administration took 
up the reins of government, Bro. Frank La 
Force, a diligent and consistent member of 
the U. A. for more than fifteen years, was 
appointed plumbing inspector. The non¬ 
union gentleman who had held down the 
job for the past twelve years was informed 
his services were no longer required. He 
strenuously objected; he refused to vacate; 
he threatened all sorts of legal entangle¬ 
ments and court actions; but it was no use. 
The rollers were under him and he rolled 
away. Next comes the board of examining 
plumbers. Bro. James T. McConville, who 
represented Local 105 at the Indianapolis 
convention, was appointed the journeyman 
member of the board and elected president 
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of the board. Mr. E. W. Hollister and Mr. 
Fred T. Wemple, two ex-members of Local 
No. 105 and consistent friends of the U. A., 
were appointed the master plumber mem¬ 
bers of the board. Bro. Ernest Fandrich 
was appointed superintendent of sewers. 
Bro. Louis A. Welch, another old time 
member, was appointed inspector of heat¬ 
ing and ventilating of schools under con¬ 
struction. Bro. Fred E. Porter, who is not 
as young as he was when he joined the U. 
A. by about seventeen or eighteen years, 
was appointed janitor of a school building. 
Bro. Eddie Carey employed in the public 
works department doing plumbing repairs 
on school buildings. 

I think we are doing fairly well for seven 
months in office, being we never had a peek 
in before in the nineteen years since Local 
No. 105 was installed into the U. A. 

Trusting that this may suggest to some 
of the members of the U. A. the feasibility 
of depending upon themselves or their 
brother members for favorable legislation 
rather than on the well to do gentlemen 
who pose as friends of labor, I remain,

Washington, Aug. 10.—In spite of the 
cry of poverty and persecution, the “poor 
railroads” and the “struggling trusts” still 
seem to be overburdened with surplus dol¬ 
lars wrung from labor and the people 
through the unholy combination of low 
wages and high prices. As, for instance, 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad officials 
reported in June that its gross earnings ex¬ 
ceeded $4,000,000 more than the fiscal year 
preceding, and that its net earnings were 
over 7 per cent. 

Of course that includes 7 per cent on 
“water” as well as legitimate stock. Dur¬ 
ing the first five months of the year the 
New York Central shows a gross increase 
of $20,000,000 over the previous year. The 
Pennsylvania railroad for the same interval 
had an increase of $12,000,000. On July 25 
the General Electric added $25,000,000 
worth of water to its stock and declared a 
dividend of $30 per share, payable in stock 
of the company at par. On July 27 the 
Colorado Southern candidly admitted it 
was able to earn 2 per cent on its common 
stock over the last fiscal year, and in addi¬ 
tion earned $532,749 from “other income,” 
which is supposed to represent its control 
of the Trinity and Brazos railroad. 

The Standard Gas and Electric Company 
showed nearly $2,000,000 increase in gross 
earnings. The Denver and Rio Grande, 
after paying its regular dividend, deposited 
$1,000,000 in its surplus fund, a sum equal to 
2]/ 2 per cent on its preferred stock. On 
July 29 the “good old stock of the Standard 
Oil Company” of New Jersey sold on the 
curb for $1,000 a share. This is an increase 
of $325 per share since the United States 
Supreme Court smashed the Standard Oil 
trust. The market price of Standard Oil. 
including subsidiaries, has increased 
$300,000,000 since it was ordered to dis¬ 
solve. Mr. John D. Rockefeller’s part of 
this amount is estimated to he $80,000,000. 
On July 30 the United States Steel Cor¬ 
poration showed that it had added a neat 
surplus after all expenses were paid of over 
$25,000,000 during the quarter. On July 31 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit showed a sur¬ 
plus of almost $4,000,000, being an increase 
of $672,000 over the previous year. On Au¬ 
gust 5 the Westinghouse Electric Company 
declared a dividend equal to 6 per cent on 
its common stock, and then adds, as an en¬ 


couragement to investors, that “the com¬ 
pany is earning 15 per cent on common." 
On the same date the Norfolk and Western 
railway showed total gross earnings oi 
$40,000,000, an increase of $4,200,000 over 
the previous year, or the equivalent of 1’ 
per cent. 

The earnings of this road have increased 
130 per cent in ten years and it is no? 
earning $20,000 gross per mile. The Great 
Northern railroad's earnings increase for 
the month of June were $293,000, and so ir 
goes—the more water that is poured into 
these corporate investments, the more 
sweat is squeezed out of the toiler and con¬ 
sumer. 


Steamboat Men Gain an Increase. 

Washington, Aug. 10.—The Steamboat 
Men’s Union of San Francisco has obtained 
an increase in wages for all of its member; 
on the bay ana river after conducts* 
lengthy negotiations with some of the or*- 
ers. The organized boatmen of the Sacn* 
mento and Joaquin rivers have demonstrat¬ 
ed the constructive value of trade umos- 
ism. , 

Before they were organized they worn® 
an unlimited number of hours per day. They 
started and stopped, and started aga* a 
whenever the boss ordered. Overtime 
to them was unknown. Their wages were 
set by the owners according to the season 
of the year, and according as the snppb 
and demand of labor fluctuated. That was 
ten years ago. Since organization was ef¬ 
fected a schedule of hours and wages aa* 
been enforced. . 

Gradual improvements have been made 
from year to year. The latest schedule 
wages provides that firemen shall 
$55 per month and double time for all bar- 
day work. Bow watchmen and deck 
will receive the same pay as deck ham-, 
and will perform the services of deck 
when called upon, wages for deck hands l 
ing $50 per month, but on boats travel* 
north of the Sacramento bridge the J* 
will be $52.50 per month. Cooks . 

boys will receive an increase of 
month. Cooks and stewards receiving ~ 
than $70 per month will be raised P 
month, and extra pay for all overtime 
be allowed. Six hundred men are aftec 
by this new schedule. 
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LABOR’S PROGRESS AND HOPE 
=rr. '

For this article we borrow the title of the 
leading article in the American Federa- 
tionist’s Labor Day number. It is obvious 
to the most trivial thinker that labor organ¬ 
ized and militant is cutting a wide swath 
in the politics of the day. The leaders of 
the labor movement have evolved definite 
economic and social demands out of the 
growing realization of just what is the mat¬ 
ter with the country. As workmen co-oper¬ 
ating in the production of the vast social 
wealth of the country they have evolved 
definite economic and social demands. The 
justice of our cause is manifest as the light 
of American golden prosperity falls upon 
the wretched conditions of those who toil 
without the aid of organized labor to 
relieve them. All social reformers concede 
that the most effective instrument the 
workers have employed to utilize the con¬ 
dition of unrest and discontent for con¬ 
structive reform is the Trade Union—an or¬ 
ganization evolved out of the necessities of 
the workers and as broad and as deep and 
as manifold in purpose as are the needs 
of the workingman. It is the economic 
agent of the workingman, with which he 
comes in contact with business affairs, 
where shrewd bargaining and business 
methods are necessary to gain any advan¬ 
tage or profit. Some business men inter¬ 
pret the trade unions as purely a business 
device. To others it is a class organiza¬ 
tion by which this class aspires to assume 
an economic and political power. To those 
of broader view it is a great social uplift 
movement for the purpose of inculcating 
higher ideals, customs and habits.

The trade union is all of these things. 
In a cross section of society its live tendrils 
reach out through all the phases of social 
experience touching the workingman’s life. 
It gains for him higher wages, without 
which he has not the means for physical, 
moral or intellectual improvement. In 
fighting the common battles involving self- 
sacrifice and co-operation he realizes the 
meaning of the fellowship and brotherhood 
of man. he catches the vision of personal 
immortality. The trade union serves the 
function of a club, a place of social pleas¬ 
ures, where those of the same standards 
and experience naturally gather. Since 
party politics are so thoroughly organ¬ 
ized in the United States that every con¬ 
siderable undertaking has its political sig¬ 
nificance and influence, the trade union 
must seek some of its ends through politi¬ 
cal channels. 

The pathway to social legislation in our 
country is made difficult by two elements— 
our dual form of government, which often 
necessitates a national law and state laws 
to secure for all the workers » desirable 
condition, and our judiciary, which oft- 
times takes from us that which we think we 
have. In securing legislative relief for ills 
that collective bargaining cannot remedy 
representatives of the trade unions have 
been increasingly influential and success¬ 
ful at Washington, the various state capi¬ 
tals and municipal governments. 

The political power of organized work¬ 
ers is not generally appreciated, nor in¬ 
deed do they seem to have full knowledge 
themselves of what a mighty influence they 
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are. In much of our American reform leg¬ 
islation those who blazed the way have 
been frequently the representatives of or¬ 
ganized labor. Frequently some humani¬ 
tarian organization has adopted their 
causes, rendered them aid and then claimed 
the honor of achievement. Society is self- 
complacent, blind to the obvious wrongs, 
until some impending danger is upon it. 
There must needs be some sentinels ever 
watching whither we are headed, where the 
sociaLdangers lie. This is one of the func¬ 
tions of the organized trade group, ever 
studying conditions of work, changes in 
regulations, the relation between labor and 
the whole body politic, and the calling of 
attention of society at large to needs and 
remedies. Out of this function of the trade 
unions has come what is called “labor leg¬ 
islation.” It would be difficult to enumerate 
the many beneficiary laws that have been 
enacted in the last three years absolutely 
because of labor’s demands for them, but 
there is riot a statesman of sincere patriot¬ 
ism, not a publicist, not an honest news¬ 
paper that does not* recognize that organ¬ 
ized labor has been the most potent factor 
in securing those laws through which we 
are gradually emerging from the old con¬ 
dition of the domination and control of or¬ 
ganized wealth. 

Enactment of labor legislation does not 
usually come about without hard work on 
the part of its proponents. Our needs and 
theories must be presented and defended, 
hostile legislation must be defeated. Se¬ 
curing these positive and negative results 
requires that labor representatives be con¬ 
stantly in attendance and on guard. The 
trade union, while essentially an economic 
organization, utilizes its power for politi¬ 
cal and social advantage. The labor or¬ 
ganizations of late years have found it 
necessary to maintain legislative agents. 
The most strikingly characteristic feature 
of the general economic legislation enacted 
during the past two years is compensation 
and insurance of employes. Only a few 
years ago any legislation looking toward 
the improvement of labor contract was as¬ 
sailed as interference with the freedom of 
contract. Our much vaunted democracy 
was used as a weapon against us by the 
hypocritical exploiters of human brawn 
and brain. In the monarchical countries 
of Europe they are ahead of us in thus Rec¬ 
ognizing the need of protecting the laborer 
against avarice. In England they have en¬ 
acted laws providing for old age pensions, 
for compensation in case of injury •or 
death and for insurance in case of sickness. 
Germany also has compensation and insur¬ 
ance laws. In this country we are gradually 
falling into line. The aroused social con¬ 
science is demanding that the public, 
through the employer, not only pay for 
the waste and destruction of material 
things, but for the waste and destruction 
of human life. 

The great social wealth that has come as 
a result of improved methods, mechan¬ 
ical inventions and power, and the devel¬ 


opment of natural resources, is in strong 
contrast to the distribution of wealth and 
the misfortunes of many of those who have 
aided in its production. People with en¬ 
lightened consciences see the injustice of 
pauperism among workers who have pro¬ 
duced a social wealth greater than that 
of any other country, and demand that 
more consideration and more care be given 
to the human element in production. Un¬ 
der the old system, in case of injury or 
death, the worker had the right to institute 
legal proceedings, but the cost of the law¬ 
suit and the time consumed in gaining 
judgment, the unequal advantage of his 
position in court as compared with his em¬ 
ployer, the employer’s defense under the 
common law, rendered this method no ade¬ 
quate means to justice. To remedy this 
situation the workers and their friends have 
in the last two years succeeded in securing 
compensation laws in ten states. Compen¬ 
sation laws have been enacted by Califor¬ 
nia, Wisconsin, New Jersey, Illinois, Kan¬ 
sas, New Hampshire and Nevada. Massa¬ 
chusetts, Ohio and Washington have adopt¬ 
ed insurance laws. Most of the laws abro¬ 
gate or modify the old standard defenses of 
the employers under the common law. In 
California and New Jersey this abrogation 
is unqualified, but in most of the other 
states it is provided that in case the em¬ 
ployer does not accept the provisions of 
the law he loses the old common law de¬ 
fense. 

These laws provide for benefit awards 
in the case of injury, temporary or perma¬ 
nent. and in case of death. The awards 
are determined on a fixed schedule or upon 
a salary basis. While the maximum attain¬ 
able may seem small as compared with the 
injury or with what might be obtained in 
the common courts, there is yet a benefit 
due to the simplicity and cheapness of the 
process and the sureness of the result. 
Two methods of payment are prescribed-- 
either by lump sum or by periodic remit¬ 
tance. 

Another aspect of reformatory legislation 
of the day is the growth of the commission 
idea in government. At the present time 
we have in the states of Colorado. Con¬ 
necticut, Idaho. Michigan, North Dakota. 
Pennsylvania, Texas and West Virginia 
commissions at work collecting data from 
which to frame compensation laws. The 
commission so specialized serves as a guide 
to the legislature in enacting laws. The 
scope of legislation has so widened in late 
years that it is impossible for legislators 
to have personal information on all mat¬ 
ters that come up for their consideration. 
Hence the necessity of making use of such 
devices for getting expert information. 

The work of these commissions has given 
us some of our most enlightened and pro¬ 
gressive legislation. It was out of such a 
commission that was framed the excellent 
Illinois law on industrial, or so-called occu¬ 
pational, diseases: also the Massachusetts 
minimum wage law was evolved out of 
commission study and report. At the 
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present time Illinois, Pennsylvania and 
Massachusetts have commissions at work 
drawing up mining codes, and heaven 
knows there is no-branch of industry in 
which legislation is so badly needed for 
the safeguarding of human life as in min¬ 
ing. It is one of the most hopeful signs 
of the times that of the three states named 
two are the two largest coal-producing 
states. 

The commission has also been utilized as 
part of the administrative machinery. The 
Wisconsin .Industrial Commission is an 
American state experiment with a policy 
very common in Europe—that of blocking 
out a broad legislative policy and leaving 
the details to the administrative agents. 
The law provides that all places of em¬ 
ployment shall be safe, and defines “safe” in 
comprehensive terms; also directing the 
Industrial Commission to establish regula¬ 
tions and standards for securing the de¬ 
sired end. The adoption of this policy re¬ 
sulted from the conviction that a legis¬ 
lative body cannot lay down specific regu¬ 
lations to meet all exigencies—the legis¬ 
lative body has neither the time nor the 
expert information. 

Another principle that is gaining in favor 
with the legislators is that of the shorter 
working day, or the eight-hour principle. 
Under the old natural rights political the¬ 
ory, when government was considered a 
necessary evil, to be curbed and restricted 
lest it infringe upon the rights of the in¬ 
dividual, such legislation was considered 
unconstitutional, but democratic control of 
the government, the more sensitive social 


conscience, keener appreciation of the value 
of each individual, have widened the scope 
of legislative action so that it operates 
not only to 'protect property, but also to 
to protect and conserve human life. 

We as trade unionists, having an ever- 
abiding faith in our movement because of 
our achievements of the past, gives us great 
hopes for the future in the complete re¬ 
modeling of our economic ills that will in¬ 
sure us greater liberty and protection and 
more of the real, sunshine of life and hap¬ 
piness. 


We sincerely regret to announce the 
death of Mrs. Mattie Grace Perry, the good 
wife of Brother C. H, Perry, of Local 110 
of Norfolk, Va., who was at one time mem¬ 
ber of the general executive board of the 
United Association and held all the impor¬ 
tant offices in his local union. Mrs. Perry 
was a woman of great sterling worth and 
possessed the same views as her husband 
on all matters for the elevation of the work¬ 
ers. She was noted for her simplicity of 
character and a more loving mother and 
dutiful wife could not be found in this 
world. We extend to Brother Perry and 
the children our sincerest sympathy and 
most profound condolences at his great loss 
that is surely irreparable. May she rest in 
peace. 

We desire to convey to Secretary Brother 
Thos. W. Bass of Local 110 our truest sym¬ 
pathy and sincere condolences at the death 
of his dear mother, his best friend on this 
earth.

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Report of General President John R. Alpine 


This report for general publication will 
be an effort on the part of the writer to 
chronicle passing events since my last pub¬ 
lished letter was written. There have, how¬ 
ever, been so many matters of greater or 
lesser importance under consideration that 
it is entirely possible there may be errors 
of omission or commission committed. 

It may be recalled that I had previously 
written indicating rtiy presence in New 
York, and since that time this city has been 
my headquarters, attending to my own of¬ 
fice affairs, making occasional visits to 
other localities and at the same time work¬ 
ing in conjunction with General Organizer 
Higgins, Vice-President Dixon and General 
Organizer Hugh Frayne of the American 
Federation of Labor on matters that were 
of import to our general association. 

Leaving Chicago on Thursday, August 
8th, I proceeded to New York en route for 
Atlantic City, where it was intended I 
should participate in a meeting of the Ex¬ 
ecutive Council of the American Federation 
of Labor and incidentally present to the 
Executive Council of the Building Trades 
Department several matters of interest to 
the U. A. since the Department Council was 
also in session at Atlantic City during the 
time of the A. F. of L. Council meeting. 

Upon arrival in New York I met General 
Organizer Higgins, appointment having 
been made by Secretary Burke, and plans 
were formulated whereby it was proposed 
I should return to New York after the 
conclusion of the Atlantic City meeting. 
In passing it might be well to say that 
while in Atlantic City I attended a meet¬ 
ing of officers and some few members of 
our Local Union No. 121, in company with 
Business Agent Frank O’Bryan of Local 
Union No. 123 of Philadelphia, who had 
kindly visited me to discuss certain matters 
engrossing his attention. I will, at the 
same time, improve the opportunity to an¬ 
nounce my pleasure of being privileged to 
meet Brother William J. Tracy, as well as 
Mrs. Tracy and their son and heir while at 
Atlantic City, feeling positive the friends of 
Brother Tracy will be glad to learn that 
he is enjoying the best of health and bear¬ 
ing his honors as a Police Court Judge with 
becoming modesty. 

Before concluding reference to my At¬ 
lantic City mission I will state that the 
entire visit was of a very satisfactory na¬ 
ture, and on behalf of the writer, as well as 
our general membership, I herewith tender 
thanks to President Short, Secretary Spen¬ 
cer and the members of the D. T. D. Execu¬ 
tive Council for permitting me to occupy 
some little portion of their time, and for 
the general courtesies extended. 

Pursuant to arrangements made with' 
General Organizer Higgins I arrived at 
New York late on the night of August 19th, 
and on the following day Brother Higgins 
and myself entered into arrangements for 
the completion of plans previously re¬ 
ferred to. 


On Thursday, August 22nd, we attended 
conference held betweefi officers of the In¬ 
ternational Paper Company, General Or¬ 
ganizer Hugh Frayne and representatives 
of several trades, the object being to com¬ 
plete arrangements for the unionizing of 
the several plants of the paper company 
referred to. Another conference between 
the same parties was held on the following 
day, and it is with pleasure I report thai 
the International Paper Company have 
agreed to employ pone but union men in 
their mills, this decision meaning that so far 
as the pipe fitting in these mills is con¬ 
cerned they will employ none but United 
Association members, and inasmuch as this 
company has its mills located in several 
states of the union their decision to union¬ 
ize is of considerable importance, not alone 
to our association but to all concerned. 

General Organizer Frayne is to be con¬ 
gratulated upon his good work, since he has 
devoted unlimited time and energy in this 
direction, and to him the credit for the re¬ 
sult gained may be attributed. 

On the night of the last named date I 
went to Washington, D. C., intending to 
make a brief visit in relation to matters of 
importance, succeeded in this regard and de" 
parted again for New York at midnight on 
Sunday, August 25th, arriving early on the 
following morning. Conference was held 
on this date between the officers of Local 
Unions 498 and 480, this conference being 
the initial event, as it was evident it would 
be necessary to hold others of a similar na¬ 
ture predicated upon subjects that had been 
held in abeyance for a considerable time, 
and which had reached a stage where some¬ 
thing must be accomplished. Another con¬ 
ference was held between the representa¬ 
tives of the local unions mentioned on 
August 30th. 

There were so many of these events that 
I have inadvertently omitted another meet¬ 
ing held between the officers of a new local 
union, to which reference will be made 
later, and which was attended by Genera! 
Organizer Higgins and the writer. 

On Monday. September 2nd, Wednesday, 
September 4th, Thursday, September 5th, 
Friday the 6th, conferences were held, all 
of which were either in direct connection 
with representatives of our local unions or 
held in connection with several matters that 
were under consideration, while on Tues¬ 
day, the 3rd inst., meetings were held with 
representatives from Newark and Orange 
relative to a certain disturbed condition of 
affairs prevailing in those localities. Vice- 
President Dickson very kindly attended this 
meeting and was. with Business Agents 
John M. Ryan, Joseph Burns and James 
Mulhall, instrumental in bringing about a 
state of affairs that has greatly removed 
an objectionable situation. On the after¬ 
noon of this day Brother Higgins and I 
were in conference with attorneys who 
have been handling the Southern damage 
suit which, it will be remembered, has just 
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been decided against us and damages to 
the amount of $3,500 awarded this fellow 
Schouten as a balm for his injured feelings 
after he had posed as a strike-breaker for 
several years. Before leaving this subject 
I desire to announce we have taken this 
case on appeal to the Appellate Court, 
have secured the services of one of the best 
known and most successful lawyers in the 
United States and propose to fight the case 
to the bitter end, feeling that the award 
was not in conformity with the evidence 
submitted and as unjust as it was unwar¬ 
ranted. In other words, this case is far 
from being settled, and we propose to 
leave no stone unturned to secure a reversal 
of the decision or a new trial. It became 
necessary for us to devote a great deal of 
time to this subject and numerous confer¬ 
ences were held m relation thereto. We 
have the satisfaction, however, of know¬ 
ing that the matter is in capable hands and 
our interests safeguarded. I will improve 
the opportunity also to announce publicly 
that the case of Brother Lawrence Fulham, 
which brother, by the way, had been inno¬ 
cently implicated in a legal manner because 
of his connection with the Schouten case, 
has also been taken care of and we pro¬ 
pose to say that every available protection 
will be afforded him. 

It so happened that during my stay in 
New York many of these meetings were 
held on the nights occupied by our local 
unions in meeting and as a consequence we 
were quite unable to be present at the 
meetings of our New York local unions, or 
in fact, visit other near-by localities, since 
our entire time was fully occupied here. I 
trust this will be accepted as a reasonable 
cause for failure to visit other places, as 
such action was simply out of the bounds 
of possibilities. However, opportunity was 
afforded whereby we were able to attend 
meetings of local unions 480, 498 and the 
District Council of Greater New York, to 
which meetings the result of our several 
conferences was referred and indorsed by 
them after mature deliberation. I must not 
omit mention of my visit to local union No. 
1 at Brooklyn, and it would indeed be un¬ 
pardonable if I were to fail to make ref¬ 
erence to the very nice dinner that was 
tendered after the conclusion of the meet¬ 
ing. In the past few years it seemed as 
though my visits to New York, which were 
necessarily brief, had so fully occupied my 
time that I was quite unable to visit Brook¬ 
lyn, but upon this occasion I determined to 
make such a visit and while my coming was 
entirely unexpected the reception afforded 
me was of such a nature as to indicate that 
I had been entirely forgiven for my long 
absence. Before concluding reference to 
the meetings of our local unions and the 
many conferences held, it is but fitting and 
proper that I should extend thanks to the 
officers and members of all our local 
unions, including those who attend the con¬ 
ferences, for the kindly consideration mani¬ 
fested, the courtesy shown and the general 


evident intention to make our task as light 
as possible. 

I would desire to announce that on Wed¬ 
nesday, Sept, the 11th, I went to New 
Haven, Conn., for the purpose of looking 
into the situation there, and in company 
with Brother Groark visited several em¬ 
ployers, but without tangible result. In 
relation to this industrial difficulty prevail¬ 
ing in New Haven I might add that at this 
writing our members are entering into the 
21st week of strike and although they have 
suffered some injustices at the hands of 
the courts they have conducted this matter 
in a most exemplary manner, and which re¬ 
flects greatest credit upon our members as 
trade unionists and citizens, maintaining 
that their rights shall be preserved and liv¬ 
ing conditions afforded. It is noteworthy 
to add also that during this 21 weeks of bit¬ 
ter contest there have been but five desert¬ 
ers from our ranks, and the men are more 
determined now than they were at the very 
outset, and composed of such material and 
officered as they are it is difficult to predict 
anything but success for the members of 
our local union 349. General Organizer 
Sheehe has been actively engaged in the en¬ 
deavor to perpetuate our successes in New 
Haven, but because of the many demands 
made upon him in other localities he had 
been compelled to leave that city tempo¬ 
rarily, and as a result I failed to see him. 
I was advised, however, that he was to re¬ 
turn on the day following my departure, 
hence I felt assured that inasmuch as the 
subject-matter would revert to Brother 
Sheehe there was but little necessity for 
my return. I wish the members of 349 
every success and am confident Brother 
Sheehe’s efforts will bring about ultimate 
favorable results. 

One of the results of the combined ef¬ 
forts of Brother Higgins and the writer has 
been the creation of a new local union here 
in New York, composed of men who work 
at temporary pipe fitting in subways, tun¬ 
nels and building excavations. These men 
have never been organized and are com¬ 
posed of such material as would warrant 
the assertion that they will be entirely suc¬ 
cessful with regard to their advent into the 
field of Organized Labor. On the night of 
Thursday the . 12th, a meeting of these men 
was held and definite plans were com¬ 
pleted for the institution of a new local 
union under the auspices of the United 
Association, careful attention having been 
paid with regard to jurisdictional lines in 
order that there might be no conflict with 
our other local unions in this regard, and in 
order that the interests of the newly cre¬ 
ated local union might also be protected 
from intrusion. We have as a nucleus for 
this local 100 members, with the very evi¬ 
dent prospect of adding another hundred to 
this number within a remarkably short 
period. At this time let me say I am mak¬ 
ing no claim of distinction for the creation 
of this local union, as the credit belongs 
entirely to General Organizer Janies G. 
Higgins and General Organizer Hugh 
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Frayne of the American Federation of La¬ 
bor, both of whom worked untiringly to 
the end that these men might be admitted 
to the United Association. Lest it be mis¬ 
understood permit me to say Brothers Hig¬ 
gins and Frayne have had this matter under 
consideration for several months, have had 
these men assembled several times, and had 
practically established the creation of the 
local, it remaining for me simply to act in 
an advisory, manner and be helpful with re¬ 
gard to details. There is another matter 
worthy of mention and which, like the pre- 
ceeding subject, should be credited to 
Brother Higgins, namely, the strong likli- 
hood of entry into our ranks on the part 
of a certain body of men who are at pres¬ 
ent organized in this city, but who have as 
yet not properly connected themselves with 
the American Labor movement. Brother 
Higgins has for some little time interested 
himself in this matter, and it became my 
duty and pleasure to be of some minor as¬ 
sistance to him. I am simply making this 
as a passing reference, and until such time 
as more assertive action has been taken I 
would defer mention, as Brother Higgins 
will be in a position to make proper refer¬ 
ence at the proper time. I will tender 
Brother Higgins congratulations upon the 
result of his labors. 

Before concluding this report it might 
be well to add that on Wednesday, Septem¬ 
ber the 18th, I addressed a convention of 
the Brotherhood of Carpenters and Join¬ 
ers at Washington, D. C., having gone to 
that city for the purpose of attending this 
convention and at the same time entering 
into other matters of importance to our 
association. My address to the convention 
referred to was upon the lines of better un¬ 
derstandings between the Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and the United Association to 
the end that members of the former organ¬ 
ization in some few localities might desist 
with regard to their hostile attitude toward 
us, since their conflict with the Amalgamat¬ 
ed Association of Carpenters is entirely 
analogous and bears a distinct relationship 
to our controversy with the International 
Steam Fitters. It is pleasing to record that 
I was most cordially received and my re¬ 
marks apparently, judging from my recep¬ 
tion, struck a responsive chord. 


LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE’S 


Giving a Summary of the Bills Passed 
The Summary. 

Legislative Committee believes it proper 
at this time to give a summary of the bills 
and items in which labor was interested 
and which passed the House at this session, 
as follows: > . 

1. An effective Injunction Limitation 
bill. 

2. The Contempt bill. 

3. The Convict Labor bill. 

4. Department of Labor bill. 

5. The amendment to the Post Office Ap¬ 
propriation bill, providing for the elimina¬ 
tion of the “gag” order. 


At this writing I am in New York, mak¬ 
ing preparations to go to Cincinnati, where 
it is advised I may be able to assist General 
Organizer Leonard who has his hands full 
in the difficulty now prevailing in that city. 
There is nothing new about this state of 
affairs, however, because of my own knowl¬ 
edge Brother Leonard has had more work 
to perform than it was possible for one 
man to accomplish, and if there is the 
slightest possibility of my being helpful I 
am only too pleased to make effort in that 
direction. 

With truest feelings of sorrow and re¬ 
gret, I announce that Business Agent Dan¬ 
iel O’Brien of local union 480 passed away 
on Tuesday, September the 17th. While 
he had not been enjoying the best of health 
for several months, yet his sudden demise 
was unexpected and came as a shock to us 
all. He had been in conference with my¬ 
self and others on the day previous to his 
death, and upon my learning of the sad oc¬ 
currence, shortly after arrival here from 
Washington, I was simply stunned at the 
intelligence. My sympathies are extended 
to the family and friends of the deceased 
in this hour of their affliction. 

I find I have omitted to make reference 
to two conferences which have been held 
here with representatives from the Master 
Plumbers’ Association of Manhattan, these 
meetings being held for the purpose of 
creating better understandings. The best 
of feeling prevailed, and I am earnestly of 
the opinion that beneficial results will fol¬ 
low. I have no idea that I am submitting a 
complete report, as the incidents in connec¬ 
tion with my work-a-day life for the past 
thirty days have been so many and have 
crowded themselves into our affairs with 
such rapidity tha,t it is quite impossible to 
give them all proper attention. However, 
I am extremely well pleased with the re¬ 
sult of my visit here, and while there are 
yet one of two matters to be attended to I 
believe with the aid of Brother Higgins 
these can be adjusted, and I will be able to 
start for Cincinnati within the next forty- 
eight hours. *

8. An eight-hour provision for post office 
clerks and letter carriers included in the 
Post Office bill. 

9 A.n eight-hour provision on all con¬ 
tracts in the Naval Appropriation bill. 

10. An amendment to the Constitution 
providing for the popular election of United 
States Senators. 

12. The Children’s Bureau bill. 

13. The Match bill, prohibiting the man- 
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uf^cture of white phosphorus matches, thus 
protecting the health of the workers. 

14. The Seamen's bill. 

15. The Bureau of Mines Act amended 
and strengthened.

17. The Industrial Commission bill. 

18. The inhuman stop watch, high-speed 
schemes of employers to drive workmen 
have been investigated and rejected by a 
competent committee of the House.

20. By the enacting of the plate printers' 
bill the people's money will be protected 
from the sharp practice of counterfeiters. 

21. The securing of an appropriation of 
$20,000 from the House Appropriation Com¬ 
mittee for a continuance of the investiga¬ 
tion of the working conditions in the iron 
and steel industries by the Department of 
Commerce and Labor. 

22. Securing an increase in salaries for 
employes of the Bureau of Labor. 

23. Retention in the Bureau of Labor of 
the normal duties of the bureau. 

24. Eight hours for railroad telegraphers, 
H. R. 25040, was reported out of the Com¬ 
mittee of the House on Interstate Com¬ 
merce on August 6, 1912, and is on the cal¬ 
endar of the House for early consideration 
at the next session of Congress; also an 
amendment to the Erdman act, which is in 
the same position. 

25. Musicians' Bill—House joint resolu¬ 
tion No. 202, known as the Musicians' bill 
—which provides that enlisted musicians 
shall not come in competition with civilian 
musicians, has been favorably reported by 
the House Committee on Labor, and is now 
on the calendar. This will probably pass 
at the next session of Congress. 

26. An increase of five cents per hour 
was obtained for the printing pressmen in 
the Government Printing office at Wash¬ 
ington, D. C. While the representatives of 
the printing pressmen were endeavoring to 
obtain an increase of ten cents per hour, 
your Legislative Committee assisted mate¬ 
rially in obtaining an increase of five cents 
per hour. Until your Legislative Commit¬ 
tee became interested in this item there was 
little or no disposition shown on the part 
of the members of the House or Senate to 
grant any increase. 

27. Free Smoker bill, H. R. 24741, by 
Mr. Peters, passed the House by unanimous 
vote on Tuesday, July 16, 1912. 

28. Porto Rico—The Citizenship bill for 
Porto Rico has passed the House and is 
now in the Senate committee. 


The bills that passed the Senate and are 
pending in the House are the— 

1. Workmen’s Compensation bill. 

2. Immigration bill. 


The bills that passed both Houses of 
Congress and became law are: 


1. Rights of hearing, petition and asso¬ 
ciation restored to post office employes.

The Problem of the Public Health. 

. When the historian of the future records 
the accomplishments of the decade in which 
we are now living he will no doubt call it 
“the sanitary renaissance,'' the period 
marked b y a widespread desire to improve 
the conditions under which men and women 
work and live, an era in which physicians 
as a truly altruistic profession have insti¬ 
tuted and led a movement for the physical 
salvation of mankind, says Dr. Rupert Blue, 
surgeon-general of the United States Public 
Health Service, in a recent number of The 
Journal of the American Medical Associa¬ 
tion. The public health institutions of our 
country have been built up from the simple 
colonial quarantine to the chain of working 
sanitary bodies of the nation, the state, the 
county and the municipality. One of the 
first bills introduced into the First Congress 
of the United States provided for the as¬ 
sumption of the quarantine power by the 
federal government. But the time was not 
ripe, and we passed through a long period 
of state and local quarantine, and not a few 
devastating epidemics, before citizenship 
had evolved to the point where it would im¬ 
pose these duties on the general govern¬ 
ment. The heart of the problem is the state 
and local boards of health. In a republic 
where the right to govern rests on the con¬ 
sent of the governed, where public senti¬ 
ment very largely influences the enforce¬ 
ment of sanitary law, where people think 
before they obey, the cornerstone of the 
whole public health fabric is the state 
board of health, and its efficiency determines 
in large measure the efficiency of the whole. 


We sincerely appreciate the action of the 
Canadian Trades and Labor Congress at 
their last convention in electing our Gen¬ 
eral Organizer, Brother John W. Bruce, to 
represent them at the next convention of 
the American Federation of Labor, to be 
held at Rochester, N. Y.. on November 11, 
1912. We can assure the Canadian trade 
unionists that their interests will be prop¬ 
erly conserved by Brother Bruce. We take 
pleasure in extending our congratulations. 
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Report of General Organizer Leonard. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association. 

My efforts during the past month have 
been confined, with the exception of not 
more than two or three days, in the cities 
of Milwaukee, Wis., and Cincinnati, Ohio. 
In Cincinnati all members of the Building 
Trades Council had become utterly dis¬ 
gusted with the tactics employed by the 
International Association of Stfeamfitters in 
that city. Our Plumbers’ Local Union No. 
59 had endeavored in every way to solicit 
their friendship and secure their amalgama¬ 
tion as ordered by the American Federa¬ 
tion of Labor, but all their efforts were un¬ 
availing. General Organizer Lynn during 
the early part of the year, being refused 
admittance to their local Union when he ex¬ 
pressed a desire for admittance, in order 
that he might prove to them that the in¬ 
tents and policies of the United Association 
toward all International Steamfitters and 
Helpers were only for their interest and 
benefit. This was also my experience on 
Monday, August 19. when with a committee 
of Local Union No. 59 we were also re¬ 
fused admittance to their local union. After 
that date came a series of meetings with the 
employers and general contractors of Cin¬ 
cinnati in the further endeavor to secure 
their co-operation and recognition of U. A. 
Steamfitters and Helpers. On Friday, Au¬ 
gust 30. Local Union No. 59, at one of 
their largest meetings, unanimously voted 
that, beginning the following day, August 
31, they would not work on any job or for 
any contractors who employed I. A. mem¬ 
bers. On September 12 the building Trades 
Council of Cincinnati, at one of the largest 
meetings ever held, unanimously voted not 
to work on several of the most important 
jobs being erected in this city, and at this 
hour all building trades, with the exception 
of carpenter and bricklayer, are out, with 
the indication that their desire be that this 
city be one where only men eligible to 
carry Building Trades cards be employed 
to work on buildings. Naturally this can¬ 
not be done by members of the Interna¬ 
tional Association, therefore it is a reason¬ 
able prediction to make, that Cincinnati is 
going to be a United Association town. 
Over 3,000 members of the building trades 
are affected by the action of the Building 
Trades Council striking against the I. A., 
and every member of that council is as sol¬ 
idly opposed to the dual I. A. organization 
as any member of the United Association. 
At the present hour four of the important 

I. A. firms have given recognition to the 
United Association, and ere the week end¬ 
ing Saturday. September 21. arrives further 
important additions can be expected. 

I arrived in Milwaukee on Friday. Au¬ 
gust 13, to take up with Local L^nion 
No. 75 the creation and institution of a 

II. A. Fitters and Helpers* Union. I re¬ 
mained until the night of August 27. On 
August 26 I attended a meeting of Local 
Union No. 75 that had been specially called 


for the purpose of giving their endorse¬ 
ment fo the institution of a new local union. 
It is sufficient to say that the response by 
the members of Local Union No. 75 was 
just as unanimous, just as loyal and enthu¬ 
siastic as Local No. 59 of Cincinnati. And 
on Tuesday, August 27, United Associa¬ 
tion Local No. 582, Steamfitters and Steam- 
fitters’ Helpers, was instituted with a mem¬ 
bership of 43. All the organizing and in¬ 
itial efforts in the creation of this local 
union had been quietly accomplished by 
the members of Local Union No. 75. Since 
that time the local union has added to it* 
membership, until at this date it has risen 
to 75 members, with the prospects of being 
in the one hundred mark before the ex¬ 
piration of this month.* The International 
Association has ever held sway in Milwau¬ 
kee and, like Cincinnati and all other places 
where they have been permitted to guide 
the steamfitters, they have guided only to 
the destruction of the trade and the un¬ 
profitableness of the members who so fool¬ 
ishly accepted their “bunk.” On September 
7 I again visited Milwaukee and with a 
committee of Local Union No. 75 protested 
against the recognition being given the In¬ 
ternational Association to a committee rep¬ 
resenting the Milwaukee Trades and Labor 
Council, and I am sure that the plain pres¬ 
entation of our case, and the declaration of 
the American Federation of Labor, will in¬ 
sure that the International Association will 
be unseated in the central body of Milwau¬ 
kee. Altogether. I believe my report for 
this month ought to be gratifying to all 
members of the United Association. While 
we have a score of men willing to join and 
institute a new local union of U. A. fitters 
and helpers in Cincinnati, we are restrain¬ 
ing ourselves only for a few days in order 
that we may secure additional appli¬ 
cants from the I. A. If space would per¬ 
mit I would use it to thank members of 
Local No. 59. which would include the old 
reliable Doc. Mullen, Business Agent An¬ 
derson, Jerry Doud, Ed Conners and a score 
of other members who have been very 
prominent in the Cincinnati fight. The 
sincerest thanks of the United Association 
are also due to the members of Local Union 
No. 75 of Milwaukee, notably Bro. Rudd 
Saeger. Business Agent Fred Heiss, presi¬ 
dent and officers, and others whose names I 
cannot recall. Personally I want to express 
my appreciation and thanks for the very hos¬ 
pitable treatment accorded me by the presi¬ 
dent of Local Union No. 75 and the re¬ 
cording secretary. At their homes I was 
privileged to be their guest and enjoy what 
is rare in the life of a general organizer, a 
good homelike and substantial meal. I 
cannot begin to enumerate the many meet¬ 
ings that I have attended and the many 
conferences T have held during the past 
month, but all have been for the one pur¬ 
pose—the elimination of dualism and the 
protection and betterment of all members 
of the pipefitting fraternity.

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Report of General Organizer Kennedy. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: . 

At the time of completing my last report 
I was at Jacksonville, Ill., on which date I 
installed a new Local Union, which I men¬ 
tioned in my last report I intended to do. 
From there I went to Kankakee as re¬ 
quested, and found that the members of 
Local 383 had been out on strike for a 
week, due to the fact that the bosses re¬ 
fused to sign an agreement that had been 
presented to them. This is not a strike for 
wages or hours, but one for the express 
purpose of enforcing a proper restriction 
of the apprentice. Practically a week was 
spent working with a committee from the 
Local with no good results; the bosses re¬ 
fused to meet with themselves, therefore it 
was impossible to get them to meet us as 
a body. Everything was and is being done 
to win this strike or lockout, which it 
might properly be termed. Up to date no 
non-union men have been brought in, and 
it looks as if it was to be another long- 
drawn out contest; boys and handy men 
have been doing our work at slack times 
We might as well have it out now as any 
time, and teach our bosses once and for all 
that we propose to do the work that be¬ 
longs to us. I was informed a few days 
ago, by Secretary Cramer, that one of the 
bosses had given in and signed our agree¬ 
ment. We all hope this break will be the 
means of bringing about a settlement in all 
shops that will be satisfactory to our Local. 
Racine, Wis., to which city I was called on 
account of a building trade strike, that if 
permitted to continue, would seriously in¬ 
volve the members of No. 118, who enjoy 
the distinction of having a 100 per cent or¬ 
ganization, with splendid working condi¬ 
tions in addition, after holding a meeting 
with the Executive Board of the Building 
Trades Council our committee was able to 
adjust the entire matter to the satisfaction 
of all trades. I had the opportunity of at 
pending the regular meeting of No. 118, 
&nd reporting to them the settlement made 
with the building trades, which was abso¬ 
lutely satisfactory to our membership. Fol¬ 
lowing the usual custom of our Local at 
least every time I have been at their meet¬ 
ings, when adjournment took place every 
member present goes to one of the best eat¬ 
ing houses in this part of the country, 
where the best things to eat and drink are 
served to all at the expense of the Local. 
I certainly want to express my sincere 
thanks for the very courteous treatment I 
have always received at the hands of the 
members of No. 118. Keokuk, Iowa, where 
for. the first time since Local No. 411 was 
organized last January, I had the oppor¬ 
tunity of attending a special meeting of 
the Local, which was an interesting one. 
as many things pertaining to the welfare of 
the Local were brought up. The Local is 
entitled to credit for the progress they 
have made; since being organized they have 
reduced the hours of labor one hour per 


day, and received 5c per hour increase in 
w^ges. If they will keep this up, they will 
soon be up with many of their sister locals 
in this part of the country. I next went to 
Burlington, Iowa, during which time I at¬ 
tended a special meeting of Local 212, and 
found that they were holding their own 
against great odds. There is one large shop 
that is a stock concern that has always 
been a drawback to our Local. There are 
six or seven in the firm who have stock or 
imagine they have, that feel they have the 
right to work all kinds of hours and under 
all conditions. This very naturally is bad 
competition for the employers that want to 
be fair and progress with the times. How¬ 
ever, let me say our Local is determined to 
make a fight next spring for better condi¬ 
tions, which they certainly are entitled to 
and will get if they go after. I am glad 
to report our Local of Ottumwa is doing 
well. Since being organized, three years 
ago, they have established a’wage scale of 
$4.00 per day, closed shop and a proper re¬ 
striction of the apprentice. I had the op¬ 
portunity of attending their regular meet¬ 
ing and saying a few words of encourage¬ 
ment to the members. This is another evi¬ 
dence of what any local can accomplish if 
they will only try. 

I attended a special meeting of Local 
No. 483 of Iowa City, and am pleased to 
report of the progress made by them the 
past three years. They enjoy a closed 
shop, the restriction of the apprentice, and 
a $4.00 wage scale. The Local is now 
very much interested in the passage of a 
plumbing ordinance that will be of benefit 
to our business as a whole. The members 
of 483 are entitled to their share of credit 
for the splendid progress they have made 
since being organized, and I know that it 
is the wish of all that they continue the 
good work. After the meeting all enjoyed 
a good smoke and the lunch that was pro¬ 
vided for all. I arrived in Des Moines at 
noon of Labor Day, and spent a pleasant 
afternoon with the members of Local No. 
33 at the Trades and Labor Assembly pic¬ 
nic. The following night with a commit¬ 
tee of Local 33 I attended a committee 
meeting of the boss plumbers. The object 
of the meeting was to draft up a state law 
regulating the licensing of plumbers and 
to supervise and inspect plumbing as well 
as to lay out a plan of action to insure the 
passage of the law at the coming session 
of the legislature. I hope our entire mem¬ 
bership in the state of Iowa will become 
interested in the passage of this law. From 
time to time the secretary of our state as¬ 
sociation will keep our membership in¬ 
formed of its progress. While here I at¬ 
tended the regular meeting of Local 33 and 
as usual it was a well attended one. Local 
33 is one of the best Locals in the state. 
They made a three-year agreement with 
their employers this spring that carries 
with it a $5.00 wage scale the second and

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Report of General Organizer Lynn. 


To the officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

The greater portion of my time during 
the past month was spent in Virginia in 
the cities of Newport News, Norfolk and 
Portsmouth. As reported in last issue of 
the Journal, a campaign of organization in 
which several International officers were 
engaged in an effort to unionize the work^ 
ers in the Newport News Shipbuilding & 
Dry Dock Company, after holding several 
meetings I was successful in organizing an 
excellent local union of general pipe fitters, 
the total membership being 40 men, which 
represented practically a 100 per cent or¬ 
ganization. We elected a splendid set of 
officers, and I feel confident that under 
their guidance that the conditions of our 
men working in the yard will be materially 
benefited, and especially as their efforts 
will particularly work against the obnoxious 
premium or bonus system that was really 
the cause of the general uprising of the 
men in the ship yard. I was aided greatly 
in my work by Organizers Quinn of the 
Sheet Metal Workers, Nolan of the Boiler 
Makers, Nolte of the Railway Car Men and 
Davidson of the State Federation of Labor, 
and I take this opportunity of expressing 
my appreciation for their efforts in our be¬ 
half. I attended regular meetings of Local 
110 of Norfolk and Local 272 of Ports¬ 
mouth. There had been a dispute between 
these two local unions over jurisdiction of 
the navy yard work, and this caused con¬ 
siderable ill feeling. I was successful in 
bringing this to a close by calling a joint 
committee meeting and drawing up a set 
of rules which provided for a reasonable 
interchange of clearance cards. I also 
called on many non-union men in both 
cities, and was fairly successful in my ar¬ 
gument with them, and secured their as¬ 
surance that they would join our ranks. 
Secretary Bass of Local 110 aided me 
greatly in my work while in that vicinity 
and Vice President Jordan spent a day 
with me visiting men in Norfolk in the 
interest of Local 110. I am going to take 
this opportunity of again reminding our 
members in the southern district of the 
evil of having negro helpers continually 
working with them at both plumbing and 
steam fitting. I found this particularly 
true in Norfolk, and I hope and trust that 
they will awaken to the fact that these men 
will soon be replacing them at a s^alc of 
wages that a white man cannot afford to 
work for unless they are kept from hand¬ 
ling tools of our trade and assisting our 
men on mechanical work. During my 
stay in these three cities I attended many 
meetings of central bodies and other local 
unions especially in Newport News and 


aided to the best of my ability the general 
organization going on in that vicinity at 
that time. My next stop after leaving Vir 
ginia was Charleston, S. C. I had several 
communications from Secretary Burke re¬ 
garding internal troubles in our local union 
of that city. I found that there was much 
cause, as our members were fighting 
among themselves like strange bulldogs. I 
remained in Charleston for one week, and 
I am glad to report that I was successful 
in bringing about hadmony once more. I 
think the least said upon this particular 
subject is the best, and I feel confident that 
if the promises and assurances given ir.e 
by all parties concerned are kept, our 
Charleston local will progress in the fu¬ 
ture. 

My next stop was Jacksonville, Fla.. 
where I am at this writing. I have been 
here several days, have arranged for an 
open meeting and smoker, and am spend¬ 
ing my time in trying to make that meet 
ing a success. I will report results in the 
next issue of our Journal.

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Report of General 

To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

In closing my last report, I was at Niag¬ 
ara on a matter concerning the interests of 
our members, which I have every hopes 
will be successful. I then returned to 
Utica, N. Y., where ^ attended a meeting 
of Local Union 79, and had the pleasure 
and privilege of addressing a well attended 
meeting of that Local Union, and also 
meeting with many of the friends who are 
not connected with our organization, but 
are members of other organizations. 

I intend to return to Utica again at as 
early a date as possible, in reference to a 
matter brought to my attention at that 
meeting. 

Conditions in Utica are good, with the 
exception of one unfair employer, and it is 
my intention to deal with this employer. 

I then left for New York, so that I 
would be able to attend a New Jersey 
State Federation of Labor convention in 
Paterson, N. J., which I attended, and had 
the pleasure of meeting the many brother 
members of our different Locals in New 
Jersey, who were delegates to that con¬ 
vention. 

I had the privilege of acting as a dele¬ 
gate to the convention, from Local 475, 
with Brother John Ryan and Brother Nolan 
of that Local. 

My main object in attending this conven¬ 
tion was to assist our delegate members of 
the U. A. present at the convention to keep 
the I. A. Steamfitters from being seat*' 1 in 
that convention. I was assisted in my ar¬ 
gument by the delegates present from the 
U. A. and also Vice-President Brother 
Charles Dickson, and I am sorry to report 
that our efforts were of no avail, the con¬ 
vention deciding to seat the I. A. delegates 
who were present.

I desire at this time to offer my sincere 
thanks to the many delegates, members 
of the U. A., who were present at that con¬ 
vention. for their courteous treatment to 
me, and the assistance that they rendered 
me in the fight that we had on. 

After the convention adjourned, I re¬ 
turned to New York City, to meet Brother 
Alpine, our General President, and attend¬ 
ed a conference of the representatives of 
the different crafts working in the paper 
industry. 

I also on the next day went to Englewood, 
N. J., to look up a matter that had been re¬ 
ported to me. and again returned to New 
York to attend a conference of the officers

I have taken this 
matter up with our General President and 
he has taken the matter in hand to see that 
they receive positive as well as definite or¬ 
ders in this matter. 

I also attended a meeting of Local Union 
152 of Yonkers, and was privileged to ad¬ 
dress the members. 

I also attended a meeting of Local Unioa 
480, in company with President Alpine. 

I attended a meeting of the Greatereltw 
York District Council, in company #itb 
Brother Alpine, where matters concerning 
Greater New York were taken up by tb< 
delegates to the District Council, and again 
later with our Local Unions. 

A matter that was taken up was the 
tion of chartering of men working tttMb- 
ways, tunnels and building excawSwis, 
who are general pipe fitters and d^jprk 
of only a temporary nature. These gp I 
started to organize some months ag&wad 
met with the opposition of our^fibca! 
Unions, who refused to grant theif-Con¬ 
sent to the chartering of these men. I am 
glad to report now that the objections have 
been removed, and the consent of our Local 
Unions has been granted. I notified these 
men doing this class of work to attend a 
meeting, at which I had President Alpine 
with me and Organizer Brother Frayne, of 
the A. F. of L. I am going to hold an¬ 
other meeting in the course of ten days, to 
charter these men, install a Local, and give 
them the obligation of the U. A. 

There are other matters that I am work¬ 
ing on in connection with the organizing 
of men which I cannot report on at this 
time, but which our General President 
Brother Alpine, knows of. 

This report is somewhat brief, due to 
the amount of time that was necessarily

Report of General Organizer Casey, 


Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 15, 1912, 
To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

At the close of my previous report I was 
in Cleveland, Ohio, endeavoring to straight¬ 
en out the work referred to in my report in 
the last issue of the Journal. Accompanied 
by Business Agent Joyce of the Fitter 
local and Business Agent Mooney of the 
Plumbers’ local, I called to see the con¬ 
tractor who is doing this work and placed 
before him our side of the dispute. At first 
he was very indifferent and did not care 
to ^discuss the matter at all, claiming he 
was perfectly satisfied with the conditions 
and the men he had in his employ. It did 
not take us very long to convince him that 
we had some rights that must be respected, 
and if we were not given the proper consid¬ 
eration we would take the necessary steps 
to protect our locals, and he would fully 
realize before very long that we were com¬ 
petent to do so. He was informed that un¬ 
less the trouble referred to was settled we 
would make it a question of international 
importance and protect our members all 
along the line. He finally agreed to give 
the matter serious consideration and give 
us a final answer some time in the very 
near future. On account of other impor¬ 
tant engagements it was impossible for me 
to remain, so I left the matter in the hands 
of Business Agents Joyce, Mooney and 
Kennedy, with the understanding that the 
contractor give them his final decision. 

Shortly after leaving Cleveland I received 
a wire to again visit that city. I at once 
wired Secretary Kennedy telling him it was 
impossible for me to return at that time. 
In reply Secretary Kennedy notified me 
that the contractor has agreed to straighten 
up his work and employ only U. A. plumb¬ 
ers and fitters in the future. 

From Cleveland I went to Pittsburgh to 
see V. P. McKee about certain matters per¬ 
taining to the U. A. 

I next went to Steubenville. Ohio, to 
straighten out the affairs of the local union, 
which were in a deplorable condition. The 
books were in such shape it was n«*fessary 
to make a complete audit from the time 
the local was organized before we could get 
anywhere near the correct standing of the 
members or the amount due the local from 
the officers. I found many members with 
paid-up due books, yet the records at the 
general office showed these members had 
been expelled for non-payment of dues. It’s 
another case of too much confidence in the 
officers who were supposed to see that ev¬ 
erything was all right. If our members 
would only realize that the carelessness of 
the secretary may be the means of depriv¬ 
ing them of their benefits in case of sick¬ 
ness. death, strike, lockout, etc., they would 
be mure careful about how his books are. 
The members of our locals should insist on 
the finance committee making a report to 
the local as per the laws of the U. A. If 


this were done, greater satisfaction would 
be the result and our members would then 
be protected. 

While waiting for certain important in¬ 
formation I went to Wheeling, W. Va., and 
attended the meeting of Local Union No. 
83. This local has only been organized a 
short whiles but they are making rapid 
progress. I would advise that they do not 
go too fast, for fear they may be misun¬ 
derstood and bring upon themselves un¬ 
necessary trouble. After explaining many 
things that were not quite clear to them I 
had the pleasure of addressing the meeting 
and pointing out to them the many benefits 
derived through organization ai*d also 
pointed out the many dangers ahead of 
them. 

I then returned to Steubenville to finish 
the work of straightening up the books 
and making the records of the local corre¬ 
spond with the records of the general of¬ 
fice. This being done, I sent to Secretary 
Burke money order for nearly $100 d« 
from this local to square their accounts 
with headquarters. 

I then left for Baltimore, Md., to attend 
a conference with some Master Steam- 
fitters and take up with V. P. O’Rourke 
and B. A. Moore the question of further or¬ 
ganizing the city, after which I left for 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa., to be present at the 
Labor Day celebration, as I had previously 
promised to attend and address the open 
mass meeting, together with the other 
speakers, Bro. Mauer of Reading, who is 
president of the Pennsylvania Federation 
of Labor, and Bro. Kennedy of Hazleton 
who is president of the U. M. W. of K 
District No. 7. 

I then left for Hazleton, where our local 
has been on strike since May 1st, having 
received a wire to make this city at once 
I found the boys standing firm, with the ex¬ 
ception of two or three who showed the 
yellow streak. We have had numerous 
meetings of the locals and the members arc 
determined to fight it out. The only obsta¬ 
cle in the way of a settlement is the eight- 
hour day. The bosses want a nine-hour 
day. We called to see some of the bosses 
to see if they would not agree to settle this 
trouble. At this time we have about fifteen 
firms signed up and only five firms still re¬ 
fusing to sign. I believe it’s only a aues- 
tion of a short time until these five firms 
will agree to do so, as all the others have 
done by recognizing the justice of the 
claims of our members. The following 
propositions which I have submitted to the 
Executive Board of the U. A. will explain 
why I am unable to make the many places 
in my district calling for my services: 

To the Executive Board of the United As 
sociation: 

Brothers—The American Federation of 
Labor, which is the executive head of the 
trade union movement of this country, has 
on numerous occasions recommended that 
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the International, National, State, City, Cen¬ 
tral and Federal local unions in affiliation 
with the A. E- of L. become interested in 
the election of bona fide trade unionists as 
representatives in Congress. Consistent 
with this policy, the Executive Council 
of the A. F. of L. has issued cir¬ 
cular letters year after year bearing on 
this subject, pointing out the reasons why 
labor does not get the proper consideration 
from those elected to represent the people, 
because the great majority elected to Con¬ 
gress are not in sympathy with the toiling 
masses. Year after year these circular let¬ 
ters come from the Executive Council of 
the A. F. of L., urging the trade unionists 
to place candidates in the field for Con¬ 
gress who are in sympathy with those who 
toil. 

As a result of these circular letters, and 
following the policy of the A. F. of L., the 
labor unions of Luzerne county decided to 
place a candidate in the field for Congress 
who they believed, if elected, would do 
what he could to have enacted legislation 
beneficial to those who toil. I was re¬ 
quested to be a candidate but refused, not 
because I did not believe in this policy, but 
because I had already made two fights for 
public office in the interest of and at the 
solicitation of the labor movement, and I 
thought some one else should make the 
fight this time. But they would not take

above \ sincerely hope my request will be 
complied with, so that I can devote the 
month of October to the campaign. My 
opponent is a wealthy coal operator; he is 
now serving as the representative in Con¬ 
gress from this district; his seat has been 
contested and the committee on elections 
in the house has recommended that he be 
unseated because of the unlawful use of 
money in the election two years ago.

Canadian Labor Congress. 

Guelph, Canada, Sept. 14.—Representa¬ 
tives of organized labor convened in this 
city on Sept. 9 as delegates to the Trades 
and Labor Congress of Canada to partici¬ 
pate in the twenty-eighth annual conven¬ 
tion. The attendance was the largest and 
most widely representative in the history 
of the organization’s meetings. J. Keir 
Hardie, the well-known British labor man 
and member of Parliament, and John T. 
Smith of Kansas City, Mo., fraternal dele¬ 
gate from the American Federation of La¬ 
bor, were present. The eight-hour bill, 
immigration laws, compensation acts, alien 
labor acts and other legislative measures 
will probably occupy the attention of the 
convention for six days. 


Electrical Workers. 

Springfield, Ill., Sept. 14.—The secretary 
of the International Brotherhood of Elec¬ 
trical Workers states that the local union 
of electrical workers of Perth Amboy, N. J., 
has been successful in negotiating a new 
agreement, carrying with it an increase in 
wages and better working conditions. New 
locals have been chartered at Roanoke, 
Va.; Huntington. W. Va.; Syracuse. N. Y.; 
San Jose, Cal.; Ottawa and Hamilton, Can¬ 
ada, and Richmond, Ind. Organizing work 
in this organization is being carried on 
successfully in all parts of the country, and 
increases in wages and better working con¬ 
ditions are being gained over a large scope 
of territory. 
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Report of General Organizer Claris. 


San Francisco, Sept. 10, 1912. 
To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

At the close of my last report I was in 
Seattle in conjunction with the Executive 
Board of No. 32. We tried to get the 
Union Master Plumbers to reorganize their 
association again and we then would make 
an agreement with them. As it is now the 
Association of Master Plumbers is out of 
existence. They have not met in eighteen 
months. We called a meeting of all the 
employing union master plumbers, at which 
the Local Executive Board of No. 32 and 
myself attended. We pointed out the neces¬ 
sity of a better understanding between the 
employers and the journeymen; also that 
it was almost impossible to pull together un¬ 
less they had some kind of organization. Af¬ 
ter a few hours' discussion it was agreed that 
the present M. P.'s would call a meeting 
of their members and start the association 
off right once more. 

I am sorry to say that they were unable 
to make good. There does not seem to be 
a whole lot of “gray matter" in the cra- 
niums of the Seattle M. P.’s. The main 
contention was that the M. P.'s wanted our 
independent shop put out of the field, but 
as that shop has been the only bulwark 
the boys have had to maintain their wage 
scale and to get work for a large number 
of the members they do not propose to let 
go of it until there is some tangible thing 
to take its place. What we want is an un¬ 
derstanding with all the legitimate shops 
in Seattle that they will employ union men 
and that the tool bag shop must go out of 
business. This is not only for the good of 
the journeymen but also for the good of 
the trade in general. Seattle is beginning 
to take on some life again in the building 
industry. It is one of the best cities on 
the coast. It has the location for the very 
best and it cannot be kept down much 
longer. Seattle has a lot of things to its 
credit. They are a “fighting bunch" and 
when they fight together it is impossible to 
beat them. 

I made a visit to South Tacoma to see 
the members of our Pipe Fitters’ Local in 
the N. P. shops. As they only meet once 
a month I was unable to see them col¬ 
lectively, but had the pleasure of meeting 
Bro. Smith, the secretary; also in com¬ 
pany with Bro. Lytaker, business agent of 
No. 32, visited No. 82 of Tacoma. This 
Local has had its trials all right in the 
last few years, but we found the boys de¬ 
termined to continue battling for the prin¬ 
ciples of the labor movement just the same 
and as hard as ever. I also made a flying 
visit ta Everett, Wash., to see the boys of 
th?t Local. Njo. 265 is one of the best 
conducted and best conditioned locals in 
the West and all the members are to be 
congratulated on the good judgment shown 
in managing their affairs. 

On the morning of the 21st I left for 


Ellensburg, Wash. This town is in the 
jurisdiction of No. 446 of North Yakima. 
After making a call on the men who are 
there, left for North Yakima at 10 in the 
evening. Brothers Bradley and Hamer ac¬ 
companied me to the train. 

Building in North Yakima is at a stand¬ 
still. There are few of our members in 
town, so I left for Spokane in the after¬ 
noon, where we were the following morn¬ 
ing; attended the meetings of the Fitters 
for a few minutes and then excused myself 
to attend the meeting of No. 44, as there 
were some things that I wished to discuss 
with them before leaving the city. Our 
Locals in Spokane are doing well in this 
lockout that has been on since the first of 
May. They will win. There is no ques¬ 
tion about that, but as we predicted in the 
start it will last all summer. 

Sunday morning I left for Wallace, 
Idaho. Arrived at noon where I met 
Brothers Todd and Hendryx. There' are 
only about six members of this Local at 
this time, some of them at Kellogg and 
more at Mullan, these towns being in the 
jurisdiction of No. 2Q3. Brothers Todd and 
Hendryx took me to Mullan in the after¬ 
noon to hold a meeting in that town where 
Brothers Bush and Liberty are working. 
There are but a few men here but they are 
keeping the reins of government in then- 
own hands all right. 

The following morning left for Missoula 
and Butte. Wired Bro. Pope, secretary of 
No. 459, that I would be in on a certain 
train. Bro. Pope was kind enough to 
meet me. It was the local meeting night, 
but as I had been here last December at 
one of the meetings of No. 459 and I never 
had been in Butte I asked Bro. Pope to 
excuse me to the members and let me go 
on to Butte, where I arrived at half-past 
eight, in time to get to the meeting. Local 
No. 41 has the highest wage scale of any 
Local in the U. A. They also have good 
working conditions. They have maintained 
these things under many very trying cir¬ 
cumstances and sometimes are misunder¬ 
stood, but the officers have, with the back¬ 
ing of the Local always been able to 
achieve results for the members. It is 
results we are after. 

The following morning left for Helena. 

I had never been in this city, though I had 
passed through there once. I found a very 
good state of affairs in every respect but 
one—they have no plumbing ordinance of 
any effect. This we hope to remedy this 
winter. In the evening Brothers Adamier, 
Stocking and Wilson introduced me to the 
largest inside bath tub in the world—300 
feet long by 80 feet wide, fed by natural 
warm springs to a temperature of 80 de¬ 
grees; where it comes out of the opening 
it is 120 degrees. This plunge will easily 
accommodate 1,000 people at one time. 

Local No. 266 is all right, well able to

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- Report of General Organizer Bruce. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

At the close of my last report I had just 
arrived at Winnipeg. I got in touch with 
Business Agent Wooding of Local 254 and 
discussed the local situation. Trade con¬ 
ditions being good there was a sentiment 
prevailing that something should be doing, 
and the situation needed close attention. 
August 15th I was able to be present at 
the special meeting of Local 254, Plumbers, 
when the new rules were to be discussed, 
and it was a splendid meeting. After hav¬ 
ing drawn up their new rules I was privi¬ 
leged to address the members, and believe 
with good effect. August 16th I attended 
regular meeting of Local 332, Steamfitters, 
when they had a splendid meeting. I was 
privileged to speak under Good and Wel¬ 
fare and was well received. I arranged my 
work under the existing circumstances to 
stay for a couple of weeks to help the 
Local out with the work in hand. I visited' 
various parts of the city in company with 
Bro. Wooding and saw many men and be¬ 
lieve we did some good work. August 19th 
I attended regular meeting of Local 479. 
This Local has signed up a new schedule 
with the C. N. R. and it is considered a 
splendid piece of work and reflects credit 
on the good work of this Local. I was 
privileged to speak to the members and 
gave some advice on a delicate situation 
existing, which I hope will be satisfactorily 
settled. During the week several matters 
were taken up and I assisted generally 
with the work of our Locals. While here 
I took up the matter of the situation in 
Calgary, Saskatoon and Regina as regards 
the Ballantyne Co., and feel satisfied that 
in the near future our aim will be accom¬ 
plished. August 22nd I was present at the 
regular meeting of Local 254 when the new 
rules were put into operation and they be¬ 
lieve it will have good results, as the mem¬ 
bers are unanimous for better conditions. 
I spoke to the meeting and received a good 
hearing from a well attended meeting, the 
attendance being above the average and full 
of enthusiasm. August 26th I attended a 
special meeting of Local 479, when several 
matters were brought up for adjustment 
which caused a great deal of discussion and 
I believe are settled satisfactorily. The 
meeting was a large one for this Local and 
I was sorry that time did not permit of 
my addressing them on the general situa¬ 
tion. August 30th I attended a special 
meeting of Local 332, when they had a 
bumper attendance and initiated 12 new 
members. I spoke to an attentive audience 
and had a good reception. I wish to pay 
my respects to the way the brothers in 
this city are working and building up their 
Locals. They have had a hard uphill fight 
against hard conditions, and they appear 
to be emerging triumphant from the strug¬ 
gle and in the near future I hope to see 
the Locals in this city regain the position 
they held formerly. At the meeting Local 


332 unfurled their splendid new banner for 
Labor Day, and Local 479 also had a fine 
new banner and the Locals, from all re¬ 
ports, turned out strong. September 1st, 
Labor Sunday, I attended the Congrega¬ 
tional church and addressed the meeting 
on behalf of Trades and Labor Council and 
the labor movement upon the work of our 
great movement, and was well received. I 
left on the night train for Ft. William and 
Pt. Arthur to be present at the Labor Day 
celebration. I arrived in time to take part 
in the parade. Locals 257 and 378 turned 
out in fine style and had a splendid float 
with some fine' work of our brothers rep¬ 
resenting the work of a past era. I was 
privileged to be selected as one of the 
speakers for the day and gave an address 
to a very large audience on the “Utility 
of the Labor Movement.” It was a splen¬ 
did day and the workers deserve great 
credit for their efforts to demonstrate their 
power on the industrial field. September 
3rd attended a special meeting of Local 
378, when several matters relating to local 
conditions were gone into. I addressed the 
members at some length and with <*ood 
results. During the next few days I at¬ 
tended to several matters that will help the 
situation some. There are a couple of 
small shops who did not sign up with this 
Local, but they had the pleasure of sign¬ 
ing up with the best shops in town under a 
good agreement and before long expect the 
other shops will come into line. September 
4th I attended the annual banquet of Local 
257, which was a fine affair. A good many 
of the employers were present and we had 
a splendid time. I was called on to 9peak 
on behalf of organization and was well 
received. A splendid program was pro¬ 
vided and we broke up in the early hours, 
having spent a good time, for which I ex¬ 
tend many thanks. September 5th I met 
the building inspector relative to the new 
plumbing by-law and discussed the merits 
of the many changes, and I hope in the 
near future that Ft. William will enjoy as 
good a by-law as her sister city, Pt. Arthur. 
Owing to the condition in the East and the 
convention of the Dominion Trades and 
Labor Congress, I left to represent the 
United Association. The convention con¬ 
vened at Guelph with the largest attend¬ 
ance in its history, with 240 delegates, six 
of our Locals sending delegates. I will 
report under another head of the work 
done. While here I met Secretary Jeans, 
who reported the condition of our Local 
534, but owing to strike conditions in Brant¬ 
ford and Windsor I am compelled to leave, 
but will return to put new life into the 
work of our Local in this city. I was elect¬ 
ed as fraternal delegate by the Congress to 
the next convention of the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor and trust that I may be 
able to fulfil my mission with credit to the 
Congress and our Association.

Victory for Trade Unions. 

Columbus, Ohio, Sept. 14.—The new con¬ 
stitution of this state, which was submit¬ 
ted to the people for their approval or dis¬ 
approval, has been adopted by a large ma¬ 
jority, save one or two provisions. The 
campaign against the adoption of the new 
constitution was vigorously conducted by 
big business people, and nearly all of the 
big newspapers of the state. In this partic¬ 
ular it is pleasing to note that the news¬ 
papers, to a very large extent opposing the 
constitution, did not have sufficient influ¬ 
ence to turn the tide of votes from the 
people in sufficient numbers to accomplish 
their object. Woman suffrage was defeat¬ 
ed by a heavy vote, and one other provision 
is still in doubt. Some of the features in 
the new constitution are the initiative and 
referendum; providing that three-fourths 
of a jury may render a verdict in civil cases; 
abolition of capital punishment; empower¬ 
ing the legislature to establish minimum 
wage laws and exercise a larger super¬ 
vision over factories; the eight-hour day 
on public work; prohibiting the punishment 
of workers for violating injunctions issued 
in labor disputes, except after a jury trial, 
unless the offense has been committed in 
the actual presence of the court; providing 
for a state printing plant, abolishing con¬ 
vict labor, etc. This gives Ohio an up-to- 
date constitution, and the State Federation 
of Labor exercised a powerful influence in 
-securing the adoption of the new organic 
law. 


"Sins Against Labor." 

Washington.—During the closing hours 
of the recent session of Congress. Con¬ 
gressman Robert H. Robert Fowler of 
Illinois delivered a speech in the House, 
with the above caption as his text. He 
dealt with the history of the movements 
of men and showed himself to be a student 
of the labor problem. The closing para¬ 
graph of his address is herewith given: 

"The next great task for labor is a 
struggle for an equitable division of the 
profits. While complete relief cannot be 
expected to come all at once and every¬ 
where at the same time, yet it may be at¬ 


tained more readily by the enactment of 
wise laws directing the course to be pur¬ 
sued by both labor and capital. The world 
owes a duty to labor which has not been 
faithfully discharged by legislative bodies 
in the past. In my opinion, Mr. Speaker, 
the time is now ripe for prompt action in 
this respect, for upon the success of labor 
depends the success of our institutions of 
liberty and learning. The mighty Roman 
empire crumbled and fell because of her 
abuse to labor. Her playhouses of crime 
lie in monumental ruins to remind the 
world of the magnitude of her sins against 
labor. Let us take warning from this sad 
example and in the sweat of our legislative 
duties accord to labor a just recognition 
of its rights, so that it may have an equal 
chance in the race of life for prosperity 
and happiness. We owe much to labor. It 
is our staff of life. It is our storehouse of 
supply. Yea, more—jit heard the voice of 
God in judgment against sin, and answered 
the righteous sentence in the sweat of its 
face for the adequate supply of human 
wants. Indeed, Mr. Speaker, labor found 
man in the jungles of barbarism and blood, 
conducted him safely through the winding, 
misty valleys of superstition and igno¬ 
rance, pointed out the fruitful fields of 
knowledge, led him up the sober heights 
of judgment and reason, placed a crown 
upon his head and transformed him into 
an intellectual and moral god.” 


Back to Militant Unionism. 

Washington, Sept. 14.—-The American 
Federation of Labor receives newspapers 
and other publications from every part of 
the civilized world. Recently a publication 
at Auckland, New Zealand, found its way 
into headquarters, and is authority for 
the statement that the labor unions in that 
country are fast canceling their registra¬ 
tions under the conciliation and arbitration 
act, in order to be able to stop work at 
any time should they deem it advantageous 
to do so. It is also stated that these or¬ 
ganizations are joining the recently organ¬ 
ized Nlew Zealand Federation of Labor, 
which advocates the principle of the right 
to strike. There is at present a miners’ 
strike at Wailii, in the North Island, and, 
according to the same authority, this dis¬ 
pute, commenced more than three months 
ago, is being waged principally on the 
question of the right of trades unions to 
withdraw from the conciliation board. 
Thus "the country without strikes,” where 
compulsory arbitration has been in vogue, 
is witnessing a contest against a system 
which has been heralded throughout the 
world as a "solution of the labor problem.”

Reno, Nev., Sept. 14.—E. E. Roberts, a 
member of the labor group in Congress 
from Nevada, has been renominated.

Regarding the 
apprentice question let me say that prac¬ 
tically every Local in the state of Iowa 
is doing the right thing about this all-im¬ 
portant question. I want to express my 
sincere thanks to the entire membership 
of 33 for the very kind treatment I re¬ 
ceived during my stay with them. After 
the business of the meeting was finished, 
all enjoyed a fine spread that was fit for a 
king. 

With Brother Gene Hager, business 
agent of No. 33, I went to Boone, Iowa, 
with a view of organizing a Local Union. 
After interviewing several of the prospect¬ 
ive applicants of the city, a preliminary 
meeting was held, and the following day a 
charter was sent for, and I am pleased to 
report that on Saturday night, September 
7th, I installed a Local of 17 men, which I 
am sure will give a good account of itself. 
Each member signing the application for a 
charter paid one month’s dues in advance, 
which I think is a rule that should be 
adopted bv the United Association when 
any new local is formed. My next visit 
was to Fort Dodge, Iowa, to see what 
could be done to organize a Local. Shortly 
after my arrival I found Brother John 
Sneddon of Local No. 33, and with his as¬ 
sistance we had little trouble in getting 
all eligible men to attend a meeting and 
sign a charter application, and on Sept. 
11th I had the pleasure of installing a 
Local of 14 men out of a possible 16. The 
next meeting will see all the men in the 
city members of our new Local. Every 
indication points to a successful Local 
Union and one that will be a credit to the 
U. A. My next report will date from 
Mason City, Iowa, at which city I am at 
the present time.

take care of its affairs, so I went on my 
way to Bozeman, where Local No. 160 
holds forth. This Local takes in Livingston, 
25 miles away; also found Bro. Kreuger, 
the secretary, who showed me the books 
of the organization, which I found in good 
condition. Prior to Bro. Kreuger taking 
the office the books and charter were in 
Livingston and certainly were kept in poor 
shape. Bro. Kreuger impresses me as be¬ 
ing a man who will look after the business 
of the Local in good shape. In the evening 
I arrived in Livingston. The following 
morning looked up the men that are here. 
There are only three. Straightened out a 
few matters in connection with the Local, 
which oueht to be satisfactory to all con¬ 
cerned. There has been a Local of Pipe 
Fitters in the N. P. shops here who were 
affiliated with the I. A. When I called on 
Bro. Agnew, the secretary, he informed me 
that they withdrew from that organization 
some time ago because it did not seem as 


though they were getting any results from 
their affiliation. I had a long chat with 
Bro. Agnew and left some U. A. literature 
with him. 

My next stop was at Billings. This is 
another Local that has good conditions at 
present and intends to keep them and to bet¬ 
ter them if possible from time to time as 
occasion presents. 

My next stop was Sheridan, Wyo., where 
I arrived late Friday night. Saturday morn¬ 
ing I went on a scouting trip to find the 
president and secretary. There are about 
ten men here. It was no trouble to locate 
them. This local was able to gain an in¬ 
crease of wages a few months ago to $6.00 
a day. There are a number of improve¬ 
ments than can be made in this locality and 
it will be our endeavor to do so. Leaving 
Sheridan Saturday afternoon for Denver, I 
arrived Sunday morning. Monday'morn¬ 
ing was Labor Day. Bro. Frank Bryan 
was the chief of the Labor Day parade and 
honored me with the office of aide, so I 
had the pleasure of marching “ahead of the 
band” with the delegates of the Building 
Trades Council. I attended the meeting 
of No. 3 on the following evening. Not 
much progress has been made in adjusting 
the difficulties between our Locals and the 
Master Plumbers as yet. I paid a visit to 
a number of them. I do not feel that we 
should say any more about Denver just 
now. 

From here I left for Salt Lake. In my 
last report I made the statement that our 
Locals were meeting with the employers in 
conference to find some way of adjusting 
our differences over the working boss. I 
will say without going into details that this 
has been accomplished. The working part¬ 
ner has been done away with and the boys 
get an increase to $6.00 per day onthe first 
of October. Salt Lake is one bright spot 
on the map, at least in comparison to many 
others that might be named. The Salt 
Lake boys have done well under adverse 
circumstances and many handicaps and I 
certainly congratulate them. 

Both the employers and journeymen of 
Salt Lake have set an example that the 
rest of the western country might follow 
with credit to themselves; infact they will 
have to if any progress is to be made. 

I arrived in San Francisco the first of 
September.

The effort to prejudice workingmen 
against Woodrow Wilson by sneers at him 
as the “schoolmaster” and the “professor” 
is one of the big failures of the present 
campaign. Schoolmasters are doing their 
part in bringing about the ^reat progress 
we are making, and all intelligent working¬ 
men recognize that fact.

The New York State Federation of La¬ 
bor convention last week decided by over 
two-thirds’ majority vote to refuse the cre¬ 
dentials of the I. A. Steamfitters until they 
join the United Association and abide by 
the decisions of the American Federation 
of Labor. Consequently the I. A. Fitters 
are now a nonenity in that state—the larg¬ 
est in the Union.

At the late session of the American Bar 
Association at Milwaukee, its president, 
Stephen S. Grdgory of Chicago, made a 
remarkable address in which he deplored 
the abuses prevailing in our judiciary. Re¬ 
ferring directly to Justice Wright of Gom- 
pers-Morrison-Mitchell case notoriety he 
declared “The abuses possible are quite suf¬ 
ficient to destroy the right of free publica¬ 
tion, and ultimately of free speech.” 

* * * 

The National Manufacturers’ Associa¬ 
tion has butted in on the political campaign 
and has rendered a distinct service to the 
Democratic side by attacking its record in 
the present Congress. The fanatical crowd 
who made up this organization, or who at 
least are out in the open as its leaders, lack 
the wisdom of the big interests who play 
politics just as they play business, by 
methods secret and stealthy. The heads of 
the N. M. A..are so asinine that they do 
not know that their repudiation is a recom¬ 
mendation. that whoever they are against 
the majority will be for, and vice versa. It 
appears the present Democratic House has 
earned the wrsth of the N. M. A. by a num¬ 
ber of progressive enactments, but in par¬ 
ticular by the passage of the injunction 
limitation and contempt bills. Any pro¬ 
posed law designed to check manufacturers 


in their class from throwing into prison 
or having shot down by militia, men who 
have the courage to assert their manhood, 
is of course a wicked thing, and so the 
Democratic Congress is anathema. There 
is no reason why the N. M. A. should give 
the Democrats all the credit for progres¬ 
sive legislation of the last eighteen months, 
but since they do so, the Democrats, as 
said before, will reap the benefit of votes 
because of the N 1 . M. A.’s antagonism. 

* * * 

The Rev. Dr. Chas. H. Parkhurst may be 
a well-meaning reformer and all that, but 
he is a very obtuse observer. Dr. Parkhurst 
contributes special articles to the Hearst 
newspapers nowadays, and in discussing the 
federal 8-hour day law enacted recently by 
congress he commends it on general 
grounds and predicts that the 8-hour rule 
will soon be universal. But—the good 
Doctor is apprehensive. With so much 
more leisure time will not the workman dis 
sipate it to his own harm? Seems to us 
we have heard that before. In fact, good 
Doctor, it is one of the early and stale ar¬ 
guments against trade unionism and its 
achievements—one that was exploded by 
actual experimentation years ago. Trade 
unionsim has rendered no greater service 
to soceity than in obtaining for the work¬ 
man an enlarged measure of leisure for the 
toiler so he can acquaint himself with his 
family and with the world at large. Every 
observer of current times knows this; knows 
that the health, morals and general good 
of the workman and his family have been 
improved immeasurably by the intervention 
of this breathing space between toil and 
sleep. We almost suspect the average 
workingman is as well able to judge how to 
use his leisure hours as the good Doctor is 
as to how to use his own. 

* * * 

Another illustration of how democracy 
and the labor movement are progressing 
in Great Britain. There was begun in 
London last July under direction of a body 
known as the Port of London Authority 
the building of an immense dock improve¬ 
ment known as the Royal Albert Dock ex¬ 
tension, and so great was the importance at¬ 
tached to the undertaking that King George 
was requested and consented to cut the first 
sod at the ceremonies of inaugurating the 
work. In the meantime there arose trouble 
between the Port of London Authority, 
whose head is the oblique Lord Devonport, 
and the workmen employed on the im¬ 
provement and they went on strike. Lord 
Devonport refused any compromise or ar¬ 
bitration, after the manner of some of our 
American money lords, and the work went 
on as best it could with scab labor. Then 
a few days before July 17th, the date set 
for the ceremony, Lord Devonport received 
a letter notifying him that the King had 
canceled his engagement to be present 
and take part in the exercises. That there 
should be no mistake as to the reason the 
letter read that “acting on the advice of his 
ministers, and in view of the continuance 
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of the dock strike, the King has decided to 
cancel his engagement to perform the cere¬ 
mony of cutting the first sod of the Royal 
Albert dock extension.” That was a snub 
that caused a national sensation and a half 
day's uproar in Parliament. We on this 
side may not appreciate the significance of 
such an incident, but in England and Great 
Britain it is bound to have a salutary ef¬ 
fect. It was a recognition by royalty of the 
strikers' rights as belligerents and it could 
be interpreted further as a note of sym¬ 
pathy with their cause. 

* * * 

One of the early indications of this cam¬ 
paign is that the number of Trade Union 
members of Congress is going to be con¬ 
siderably augmented at next month's elec¬ 
tion. The important part taken by the 
labor men in securing helpful and whole¬ 
some legislation in the present Congress 
has stirred thinking union men in many 
quarters to a realization of what may be 
accomplished by securing for themselves a 
rightful representation in the national law¬ 
making body. The little band of sixteen 
in the present Congress is insignificant in 
numbers, but it has done splendid work. 
In these columns we have frequently point¬ 
ed out the far greater representation and 
power of the labor men in the parliament 
of monarchical Great Britain Signs this 
year are very encouraging. We note the 
renomination with surety of election, of 
Congressman Wm. J. Cary and Congress¬ 
man Wm. Hughes of Paterson, N. J., au¬ 
thor of the 8-hour law enacted at the late 
session, and who has been for several years 
a leader of the labor group, has come out 
for the United States senatorship, and we 
are glad to learn has very good prospects 
of success. It will be a business-like joke 
on our justly "millionaires' club” to seat a 
card man amongst them. Another promi¬ 
nent labor man, John J. Nolan, secretary 
of the San Francisco Labor Council, won 
the Democratic nomination in his district 
hands down and his election is reported as 
good as assured. May the good work go 
on. 

* * * 

At the International Miners' Congress re¬ 
cently held at Amsterdam, the British dele¬ 
gates made a proposition favoring the limi¬ 
tation of working days in a week to five, 
and the Congress acted favorably on the 
proposal. In order to give time for consider¬ 
ation of a definite plan of action it was de¬ 
cided to defer the fixing of a time for mak¬ 
ing the demand for the five-day week until 
the next session. What would the poor un¬ 
organized slaves in the mills of the United 
States Steel Corporation who toil seven 
days a week and twelve hours a dav. think 
were thev to hear that over in Europe, 
whence they came, fellow toilers propose 
to save for themselves two days out of 
every week, that their lives mav be pro¬ 
longed and made endurable while they 
lived? 


To the A. F. of L. is due thanks for one 
more important victory in Congress. When 
the posloffice appropriations bill was under 
consideration in the late days of the recent 
session there was a strong effort made to 
embody a prohibition against the unioniza¬ 
tion of postal employes. The Postoffice 
Clerks have a very well organized union, 
as have the rural route carriers, and lead¬ 
ers of both organizations have heretofore 
had their heads chopped off for "pernicious 
activity” in organizing their fellow-em¬ 
ployes for mutual benefit. Heaven knows 
the minor employes of the postoffice de¬ 
partment can stand Very many concessions 
without being pampered, but the "men 
higher up” and their friends in Congress 
don’t care about that. But the A. F. of L. 
was there to fight the cause of the emoloyes 
and as the bill finally went through it car¬ 
ries the innocuous provision that employes 
must not affiliate with any organization 
that imposes on them an "obligation or 
duty to strike.” Of course the A. F. of L. 
imposes no such obligation, so the mem¬ 
bers of the Postal Clerks' Union are free 
to propagate their organization with less 
risk of disciplinary methods than before. 

* * * 

Clarence Darrow. having been acquitted 
on his first trial at Los Angeles, without 
any hesitation on the part of the jury, 
might be supposed to have gone forth a 
free man, but Prosecutor Fredericks seems 
to share the peculiar notions of Justice 
Wright as to justice and judicial procedure. 
There is a second indictment against Dar¬ 
row, and Fredericks insists on calling this 
to trial, notwithstanding that the star wit¬ 
ness, discredited at the previous trial, is 
the same, and the testimony necessarily 
very much the same. The only difference 
between Wright and Fredericks is that the 
former acted altogether on his own motion 
while the Los Angeles prosecutor is un¬ 
doubtedly forced to do what Otis and his 
allies require. The second trial is set for 
October 21st. No judge in Los Angeles 
would accept the task of sitting at the trial 
so one will have to be called from else¬ 
where in the state. In view of Mr. Dar- 
row’s complete vindication in the hotly 
prosecuted initial trial he need not have 
any perturbation about the result of the 
second one. Insistence on the prosecution 
is merely another illustration of how our 
judicial machinery is operated at behest of 
the money power. 

* * * 

The famous Danburv hat case is in prog¬ 
ress of its retrial at Hartford. Conn. Pres¬ 
ident Gompers and Secretary Morrison of 
the A. F. of L. were among the early wit¬ 
nesses called. The prosecutor in question¬ 
ing these gentlemen laid much stress upon 
the famous little declaration of*independ¬ 
ence that "There is no law that compels a 
man to wear a Loewe hat.” The makers of 
that hat discovered the truth of that decla¬ 
ration, to their cost, early in the still un¬ 
finished conflict. 
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Just one month hence the voters of the 
United States will decide at the polls what

is undoubtedly the most 
important political con¬ 
flict siflce the civil war. 
For the last ten years 
the issue now at stake 


• has been gradually de¬ 
fining itself. It is simply a question whether 
the government of the United States is to 
continue to be administered by Organized 
Wealth or whether that government is to 
be returned into the hands of the people 
with whom it belongs. Prophets of the 
people who arose in the recent past earned 
the fate that has been the portion of such 
prophets since the world began. Thirty 
years ago a Peter Cooper was laughed 
down, sixteen years ago a William Jennings 
Bryan was voted down, and a less time ago 
than that a John P. Altgeld was hooted 
down—all because they saw, and they 
warned the people that Greed was in con¬ 
trol of the mainsprings of our government 
and was gradually tightening its vise-like 
grip. The last decade has brought an 
awakening, and recent signs give it to be 
believed that the people are now fairly 
aroused, and it is only a question of dis¬ 
cerning which of several plausible claim¬ 
ants best merits their confidence. 

As a general proposition the particular 
interests of Labor lie in the same channel 
with the interests of the whole people, by 
which is meant the great masses who are 
in their humble way helping sustain the 
government and who are not beneficiaries 
of the network of laws and statutes by 
which vast fortunes have been created, gi¬ 
gantic combinations of capital formed, and 
human life and natural resources alike ex¬ 
ploited that this immense wealth may be 
multiplied. But Labor has its own cause 
to defend and to promote and voters en¬ 
rolled under its banner must give first at¬ 
tention, when considering the party or the 
individual candidate, to how they have de¬ 
clared themselves on those questions in 
which Labor is vitally interested. A scan¬ 
ning of the platforms of the various parties 
and the addresses of acceptance by presi¬ 
dential candidates should be made by every 
labor voter. It will be found that one 


party, while making fair professions in the 
way of generalities, stumbles on certain 
particular requirements which are of vital 
moment to labor men. Tt will be found 


that the old opposite party promises fair 
play to Labor in terms which cannot be 
misunderstood and it could not follow a 


contrary policy in future without stultify¬ 
ing itself. Tt will be found there are sev¬ 
eral other parties whose platforms are all 
that is to be desired in most respects. 

One mistake of former years should be 


avoided. In a presidential year people are 
apt to overlook all minor offices, or treat 
them with only casual attention, in the 
concentration of attention on the presi- < 
dency. The chief executive wields a niighty < 
power, but it is quite as important that 
there should be a good congress as a good 
president. Voters should give attention to 
the candidates in their districts, and vote 
every time for the man who measures up 
to the demands of organized labor alto¬ 
gether regardless as to his political affilia¬ 
tion. Likewise it is important to have 
state legislatures and the executive officers 
of the different states chosen with discrim¬ 
ination as to where they stand on labor 
questions and with regard to the pro¬ 
gressive spirit of the day. It is too late 
now to talk about seeing to it that the right 
men are nominated. The nominations are 
all over with and it remains only to pick 
the best men from those presented by the 
different parties. There is no such thing 
as a “straight ticket” for intelligent voters 
any more. We take the liberty of repeat¬ 
ing here the Federationist's campaign 
“slogan,” which is: 

“Organized Labor must see to it that 
trade union men are nominated and elected 
to municipal, county and state offices; that 
trade union men represent its interests in 
the state legislatures and in congress. 

Let Organized Labor's slogan live in its 
deeds— 

Stand faithfully by our friends,

Get Busy! Stand True!” 

Once in four years even a world's cham¬ 
pionship baseball series is forced into sec¬ 
ondary place in popular 
attention. That, of 
The Political course, is when we are 

Whirligig. getting busy to get ready 
to elect a president who 
shall be chief guider of 
our national destinies for the four years to 
follow. And just now, with the momentous 
question as to whether the Giants or the 
Bean-eaters are the world's very best still 
unsettled, the White House handicap is in 
the focus of the American eye to the exclu¬ 
sion of the diamond stars. It is more than 
a pretty race, it is a thrilling one. For 
manv successive years it has been a quad¬ 
rennial race between two thoroughbreds with 
the other entrants classing merely as sell¬ 
ing platers. The entry of the Bull Moose 
this year makes it a triangular contest 
whose outcome even the wisest hesitate to 
predict. The personality of the Bull Moose 
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candidate would make even a church social 
or a pink tea exciting, so it is little wonder 
that he has kicked up all kinds of a fuss in 
the political arena since organizing his 
personally conducted party. 

Certainly the new party is a healthy, 
husky infant and is making a noise such as 
no baby party ever made before. When 
the Republican party was born fifty-six 
years ago it experienced a rapid growth, but 
even with the then lionized “Pathfinder,” 
John C. Fremont, as standard bearer it 
made little impression at the polls its first 
year out. It is conceded all around that 
the new Progressive party is going to gar¬ 
ner quite a bunch of electoral votes, and 
old political observers are already declar¬ 
ing that this is to be a race between Wilson 
and Roosevelt with Taft a poor third. Of 
course Republicans who remain loyal to 
the G. O. P. scout this and claim a sure 
victory for the president. With 'much 
stronger logic the Democrats are claiming 
a walk-over on the expectation that the 
Roosevelt candidacy will split the Republi¬ 
can vote in twain. On their part the Pro¬ 
gressives are confident that the spirit of 
political revolution which has become so 
intense in the last four years will give to 
their candidate enough votes from both the 
old parties to return him a winner. 

There have not been any striking devel¬ 
opments since the national conventions to 
indicate just which way the wind of fortune 
blows. Time was when the September 
state election in Maine was regarded as a 
forecast of what was to come in November. 
This does not hold good this year. In the 
old Pine Tree state, which two years ago 
brok£ the precedents of a generation by go¬ 
ing Democratic, the Republicans last month 
won a decisive victory. This was hailed 
with rejoicing in the Taft camp and the 
presideht himself is quoted as declaring it 
the best political news he had heard since 
he entered the White House. But in the 
state election the Progressives made com- 
' rfttTf cause with the Republicans. They 
have their own electoral ticket in the field 
for November and Governor Wilson him¬ 
self has expressed belief this division of the 
September vote will give him the state. In 
the Vermont state elections the Republicans 
carried the state, but the Democrats showed 
considerable gains and the Progressives 
made a remarkable showing. The vote of 
the three parties in round numbers was: 
Republicans 22,000, Democrats 17.900, and 
Progressives 13,000. The Bull Moose had 
no particular boost in Vermont save for a 
speaking tour by Roosevelt himself, hence 
the big vote gives the third party men great 
hope and joy. Out in California the Pro¬ 
gressives led by their vice-presidential can¬ 
didate, Governor Johnson, carried the Re¬ 
publican primaries awav from the straight 
party men, so there will be no Taft elec¬ 
toral ticket in that state. Tt is very likely 
California may be counted as state No. 1 
in the Bull Moose count of heads. 

Governor Wilson has grown immensely 
in public estimation since his nomination, 


and Democrats who a few months ago were 
prone to dispose of the “Professor” as a quan¬ 
tity not to be considered in practical poli¬ 
tics are now realizing that they have a man 
of the highest character and attainments as 
their standard bearer, and one who knows 
how to play the political game with any of 
them. President Taft, since the strenuous 
ante-convention campaign with Roosevelt, 
has settled back into the dignity befitting 
his office, and his attitude almost persuades 
one that he meant just what he said when 
he declared right after his nomination that 
the result in November was of secondary 
interest to him—that justification at the 
hands of his own party had been his aim in 
that stirring fight. 

Well, another month tells the tale, and 
in the meantime it is as the old ballyhoo 
gent said, “Gentlemen, you pays your 
money and takes your choice.” 


In last month’s Journal we quoted Dr. 
John B. Murphy, a surgeon of world-wide 
fame, who on returning 
Workers Insur- to his home in Chicago 

flnr . a New from a tour of Germany, 

-Since a new dwelt on the rece ntly 

Step Forward, adopted plan of working¬ 
men’s insurance in that 
country as one of the most beneficent and 
practical innovations for the popular good 
he had ever studied. As Dr. Murphy has 
had a very extensive hospital experience 
his words on the subject had unusual 
weight. A similar plan of insurance to that 
in operation in Germany went into force in 
Great Britain July 15th, and after a brief 
period in which to observe its workings 
those who urged its enactment are en¬ 
thused, declaring results far beyond their 
highest expectations. It is one more step 
forward along the line of the Compensation 
act and the Old Age Penson act. 

The act insures against sickness and in¬ 
validity, while in seven selected employ¬ 
ments it provides insurance as well against 
unemployment. It applies to.the whole of 
the industrial population, including the 
army, navy and merchant marine. Insur¬ 
ance is compulsory for all employed per¬ 
sons in receipt of wages or salaries, and 
its administrative machinery is largely in 
the hands of the people insured; that is, in 
the main, trade unions and fraternal or¬ 
ganizations. The rates of contributions and 
benefits ar ethe same for all employed 
persons, regardless of age, who come un¬ 
der the provisions of the act prior to July, 
1913. The cost is divided among employers, 
who will pay 6 cents per employe per 
week,' the employe, who pays 8 cents per 
week, and the government, which contrib¬ 
utes 4 cents per person each week. 

Tt is preliminary to the Old Age Pension 
act, persons who attain the age of 70 years 
passing under the provisions of the latter. 
It makes special provision for women at 
the time of childbirth, and involves a spe¬ 
cial effort to combat tuberculosis. It pro¬ 
vides for the preservation and will stimu¬ 
late the growth of trade unions and other 
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organizations designed to advance thrift and 
co-operative self-help. While the compul¬ 
sory feature may at first glance seem arbi¬ 
trary and an infringement on individual 
rights, that very feature will especially 
benefit those who, left to themselves, have 
been short-sighted and thriftless. It is de¬ 
signed ultimately to arrange for transfers 
to and from foreign countries with which 
special arrangements may be made, and it 
is already predicted that most European 
countries and the United States will speed¬ 
ily recognize the sociological value of the 
scheme and adopt similar ones. Those in¬ 
dustries in which insurance is provided 
against unemployment are in the building 
and engineering trades, which were so 
picked because of their irregularity of op¬ 
eration. More than 14,000,000 men and 
women will be included in the insurance 
from the outset. 

Mr. Lloyd George, who has taken rank as 
one of the great constructive statesmen of 
the days, says of the new measure, which 
he was largely instrumental in bringing 
about: “The Insurance Act will help the 
mother at childbirth and will inaugurate a 
great national campaign against consump¬ 
tion. Instead of devoting our strength to 
fight our neighbors abroad, we are now go¬ 
ing to organize to fight social evils at home. 
I am convinced that it will be hailed 
throughout the country as one of the most 
beneficent measures ever enacted by the 
people, and now that it will soon be in full 
operation we intend to press forward and 
put all hands to the great work of freeing 
the land which was meant for the use of 
the many, but which has drifted into the 
hands of the few. We must free it for the 
people and for their children forever.” 


The progressive people of Ohio, and es¬ 
pecially the trade union leaders and such 
splendid allies of theirs as the Rev. Hebert 
S. Bigelow, are to be congratuuated on the 
outcome of the special election held Sept. 
3 for the purpose of ratifying or rejecting 
the constitutional amendments framed by 
the lately adiourned constitutional conven¬ 
tion, over which Bigelow presided. Of the 
important reforms submitted all the most 
important ones carried bv sweeping major¬ 
ities except two. these being woman suf¬ 
frage and a bond issue for the building of 
good roads. The new amendments writ¬ 
ten into the constitution provide for the 
initiative and referendum, home rule for 
cities and towns, workmen’s compensation, 
the 8-hour day on public work, a minimum 
wage rate, the limitation of iniunctions. and 
the total abolishment of prison contract 
labor. That is a splendid accomplishment, 
in the face of unlimited money spilled bv 
capitalistic interests to try to defeat the 
proposed reform. That money unlimited 
was thus corruptly used was openlv charged 
by Mr. Bigelow in his closing address to 
the convention, and he knew whereof he 
talked. Ohio, one of the greatest of 
states, has set a splendid example for 
others to follow.

the greatest of obstacles and difficulties. 
This is truly an argument in itself, that 
tradeunions and the dogged courage of its 
members in persistent agitation for their 
rights won these achievements. 

Department. 

On and after May 1st, 1912, the follow¬ 
ing rules and rates will govern copper¬ 
smiths, plumbers and steamfitters and help¬ 
ers in all shops and roundhouses and yards, 
and will remain in effect until May 1st, 
1914. . r 

It is understood that the term “Pipefit¬ 
ter” when used shall refer to an employee 
engaged in any one of the following trades, 
viz.: 

Coppersmiths. 

Plumbers. 

Steamfitters. 

ARTICLE 1. 

Clause A.—Day hours in Back Shops 
will be from 7k. to 12k. and 13k. to 17k. 
Monday to Friday inclusive, and from 7k. 
to 12k. on Saturday. 

Clause B.—Night hours in Back‘Shops 
will be from 19k. to 24.30k. and lk. to 6k. 
five nights per week, for which eleven and 
one-half hours per night will be allowed. 

Clause C.—In roundhouses and yards 
nine hours will constitute a day's work, 
hours to be worked between 7k. and 18k. 

Clause D.—Night hours in roundhouses 
and yards shall be from 19k. to 24.30k. and 
from lk. to 6k., for which eleven hours will 
be allowed. 

ARTICLE 2. 

Clause A.—Overtime rates will be as fol¬ 
lows: From the close of schedule shop 
hours to 24k., time and one-half; after 24k., 
double time. Sundays and all Dominion 


holidays, including New Year's Day, Good 
Friday, Victoria Day, Dominion Day, Labor 
Day, Thanksgiving Day and Christmas 
Day, will be paid at the rate of time and 
one-half; should any of the above-men¬ 
tioned holidays fall upon Sunday, the day 
observed by the Federal Government or 
Provincial Government will be observed. 
Men will not be laid off during regular 
working hours to equalize overtime made, 
will be considered overtime. 

Clause B.—Hours between 12k. and 13k. 

Clause C.—No call to work overtime will 
be paid less than five hours unless other¬ 
wise specified in this schedule. 

Men, who while working are told to con¬ 
tinue to work after shop hours, or who are 
told to come back and work overtime, com¬ 
mencing not over one hour after shop 
hours, will not be considered to have been 
called out. 

Clause D.—Night men called during the 
day will receive the same consideration. 

Clause E.—The regular overtime period 
for relay and regular night men in connec¬ 
tion with Sundays and specified holidays 
commences at 7k. on the Sunday or holi¬ 
day, and ends twenty-four hours later. 

Clause F.—Where relay men lay off for 
any other reason than sickness, and to suit 
their own convenience, men replacing them 
will be paid straight tfme during the first 
night, but if relay men are compelled to 
lay off as a result of the serious illness of 
themselves or members of their own fam¬ 
ily, men replacing will be paid overtime 
rates for the first night, providing they 
have worked during the previous day. 

When men are unable to work on. ac¬ 
count of illness, they must make every ef¬ 
fort possible to advise the Foreman in time, 
so he can arrange for relief. 

Clause G.—Men working in relays may 
exchange shift periodically if they desire 
to do so; but the Company is not to incur 
any additional expense thereby. The Fore¬ 
man and men at each point are at liberty 
to make satisfactory local arrangements. 

Clause H.—Men who have been in the 
service six months may, on application, 
have choice of day or night shifts over new 
men engaged, but the Company shall in¬ 
cur no extra expense through men changing 
shifts on this account. 

ARTICLE 3. 

Employes called fbr wrecks will receive 
pay from the time called for, or from the 
time of registration. Straight time to be 
allowed when traveling to or from wrecks 
except on Sundays or specified holidays, 
and time and one-half when working at 
wrecks or when in charge of wrecked en¬ 
gines. No time will be allowed when laid 
up for rest. 
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ARTICLE 4. 

Clause A.—When employes are sent out 
on the road to work temporarily at points 
where there is no mechanical supervision, 
they will be paid shop rates for continuous 
time, day and night, during first twenty- 
four hours, less one hour each for four 
meals, and continuous straight time day 
and night, less regular meal hours as above, 
thereafter, except on Sundays and speci¬ 
fied holidays, when time and one-half will 
be allowed. No expenses to be allowed. 

Clause B.—Men sent out to work tem¬ 
porarily at other stations under the super¬ 
vision of a Foreman will be paid at shop 
rates while working at such stations, and 
traveling time as per Clause D. Reasonable 
expenses while traveling and working dur¬ 
ing a period not exceeding two weeks will 
be allowed. Receipts to be attached to ex¬ 
pense voucher. 

Clause C.—When it is necessary to trans¬ 
fer men to other shops, they will be al¬ 
lowed traveling time as per Clause D, and 
reasonable expenses until they arrive at 
their destination. Receipts to be attached 
to expense vouchers. 

Clause D.—Traveling time in connection 
with Clause B and C to be computed on the 
basis of straight time for the first nine 
hours of each twenty-four, commencing 
from the departure of train. On Sundays 
and specified holidays time and one-half 
will be allowed on the same basis. 

Clause E.—Men transferred to other sta¬ 
tions at their own request will be given 
transportation, but will not be paid either 
traveling time or expenses. 

ARTICLE 5. 

Clause A.—When reduction of expense 
is necessary, the hours will be reduced to 
at least eight hours per day, five days per 
week in Back Shops, before men are laid 
off. When force is reduced, men will be 
laid off according to their seniority at each 
station, unless a satisfactory local arrange¬ 
ment is made otherwise. 

Clause B.—When force is again in¬ 
creased or when vacancies occur, men who 
have been laid off will be given preference 
of employment if available, providing serv¬ 
ices have been satisfactory. Men laid off 
at one point will be transferred to another 
in preference to hiring new men if prac¬ 
ticable. 

Clause C.—The seniority of • an Ap¬ 
prentice who has completed his apprentice¬ 
ship will date from commencement of work 
as a journeyman. 

ARTICLE 6. 

Employes having grievances, either spe¬ 
cific or of a general nature, may present 
the case to the proper officer. If investiga¬ 
tion is desired, the aggrieved party or an¬ 
other employe representing him, may, dur¬ 
ing working hours, arrange with his Fore¬ 
man for same, investigation to be held 
within forty-eight hours after such applica¬ 
tion, and in case a satisfactory adjustment 
cannot be made, the case may be referred 
to the next highest officer of the Depart¬ 


ment, until the Manager is approached. If, 
after investigation, the employe is found 
blameless he will be paid for all time lost 
ARTICLE 7. 

Clause A.—Leave of absence and free 
transportation will be granted to employes 
to go before the Management; but in cases 
of grievances, application for passes and a 
full statement concerning matter to be dis¬ 
cussed must be submitted to the officer di¬ 
rectly in charge of the station at least one 
week before the meeting is desired. 

Clause B.—No employe representing his 
fellow workmen will be discriminated 
against. 

ARTICLE 8. 

Pay cheques will be issued to men leav¬ 
ing the service at Regina, Kamsack, Swan 
River and points east thereof within sixty 
hours, and points west thereof within 
ninety-six hours; Sundays and specified 
holidays not included; if cheques are not 
available, men will be entitled to nine hours 
for each day they are compelled to wai: 
beyond the above limits. 

ARTICLE 9. 

Employes will be granted leave of ab¬ 
sence and passes or reduced rates in ac¬ 
cordance with the current general regula¬ 
tions of the Company. 

ARTICLE 10. 

Leading hands are those, who while 
working for themselves also direct and 
supervise the work of others and are paid 
by the hour. They will receive not less 
than two cents above the minimum rate. 
ARTICLE 11. 

Employes required to do superior wort 
will be paid at the rate for such superior 
work after the seventh day, but should 
they be required to do such work for two 
weeks or over, they will be paid from time 
they start on such work. 

ARTICLE 12. 

Clause A.—Boys serving an apprentice¬ 
ship to learn the trade shall be designated 
Pipefitters' Apprentices. Any boy here¬ 
after engaging himself to learn the trade 
shall be over sixteen and under twenty-one 
years of age, must serve not less than five 
years, must be able to read and write Eng¬ 
lish, and know the first four rules of arith¬ 
metic. 

The number of Apprentices and Ad¬ 
vanced Helpers combined shall be one for 
the Shop and one for every five Pipefitters 
employed. 

Clause B.—An apprentice shall serve ap¬ 
proximately two years on Locomotive 
Work, and two years on Coach Work dur¬ 
ing his apprenticeship, and one year on 
General Pipe Work if practicable. 

Clause C.—Apprentices will not be re¬ 
quired to work overtime except in cases of 
emergency. 

Clause D.—Apprentices out of their time 
will be paid the minimum rate for journey¬ 
men if retained in the service. 

Clause E. — Apprentices who, having 
served one year, in the opinion of the Shop 
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Foreman, show no aptitude for acquiring 
the trade, will be transferred or dismissed, 
and all obligations. accepted by the Com¬ 
pany will of necessity be forfeited. 

Clause F.—After two years’ service a 
helper may be advanced to do steamfitting. 
An advanced helper shall agree to work for 
a term of three years, and each year shall 
receive an advance of three cents an hour, 
but not to exceed the minimum rate paid 
to steamfitters. 

After six months’ trial should Jie prove 
incompetent, he may be reduced to Helper. 
It will be the duty of the Foreman to ad¬ 
vance Apprentices and Advanced Helpers 
in all branches of their respective trades. 
ARTICLE 13. 

Clause A.—All pipe work, whether new 
or repairs, shall be done by Pipefitters, 
when there is sufficient work to employ 
pipefitters. 

Clause B.—No men shall be employed as 
Improvers, and no Helpers shall be ad¬ 
vanced to the detriment of Pipefitters or 
Apprentices, excepting as per Clause F, 
Art. 12 .

Pipefitters employed at minimum rate 
will be advanced to the maximum rate paid 
in this Department after six months’ con¬ 
tinuous service, but thoroughly experienced 
men may qualify as Coppersmiths or Plumb¬ 
ers in less than six months on recommenda¬ 
tion of Foreman. 

Pipefitters who are re-engaged will be 
paid not less than the rate they were re¬ 
ceiving when they left the service. 

Inexperienced Helpers will start two 
cents below the standard rate, be increased 
one cent in six months, and raised to 
standard rate in twelve months.

To the Editor of the Plumbers’ Journal. 

Dear Sir: As corresponding secretary of 
L. U. No. 517, I beg to submit the following 
report: 

The first of September will mark the 
passing of the third month of our organiza¬ 
tion. In these three months we have had 
a larger share of prosperity than usual. We 
can only attribute this to our being bonded 
together in union. 

As a result of a hard two weeks’ fight on 
our part, plumbers’ and steamfitters’ wages 
have advanced twenty-five per cent over 
last year, and our union now has pro¬ 
nounced recognition in the shops. This last 
we consider the greatest gain. It means 
that the union has come to stay in Freder¬ 
icton. We still work the nine-hour day and 
no half holiday on Saturday, but we ex¬ 
pect to remedy that in the near future. 

The masons and bricklayers formed a 
union last spring and are now in a flourish¬ 
ing condition. Later the masons* helpers 
organized and obtained a substantial in¬ 
crease in pay. We have now in this city, 
counting our own body, seven unions. 
These are all part of the Labor Council and 
are therefore in a food position to work 
together. An effort was made last month 
to form a Provincial Federation of Labor 
to be part of the Dominion Congress, but 
did not meet with much success. 

I regret to report that we were forced to 
drop one of our members from the roll. 
As our number is not very large, this is 
especially regrettable. Another of our mem¬ 
bers obtained a clearance card, but we ex¬ 
pect to add some new members soon, and 
thereby strengthen our forces. 

The cost of living is as high as ever, but 
work in the various trades, as well as com¬ 
mon labor, is plentiful. Two large larrigan 
factories are now nearing completion, and 
with the construction of two new railroads 
through our city, we feel that we need have 
no fear of what the future may have in 
store for us.

Labor Day in Victoria, B. C. 

“Labor Day is your day, make the world 
respect it,” writes Thomas E. Burke in our 
September Journal I wish to call the at¬ 
tention of the officers and members of the 
United Association to the fact that as far 
as the world of Victoria is concerned, or¬ 
ganized labor sure made Victorians open 
their eyes with astonishment at the pro¬ 
gram arranged for that date, opening the 
day with a parade of unions, most of whom 
were spic and span in new uniforms as 
w«»rn by their craft, some crafts putting in 
splendid floats, prizes being carried off by 
painters, electricians and bricklayers, while 
for the best union in uniform the painters, 
electricians and longshoremen carried off 
the honors, the longshoremen also winning 
the special prize for wearing local union 
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made uniforms, and were a great credit to 
organized labor. Plasterers, shinglers, 
lathers, building laborers, city laborers, car¬ 
penters, bartenders, etc., also turned out 
in large numbers and altogether it was a 
great day for the building industry, all 
parading except our local and sheet metal 
workers, who were unable to do their 
locals justice, as a large number were leav¬ 
ing the city for the holidays. The sports 
meeting in the afternoon, held at Beacon 
Hill Park was a great success, the city 
council allowing the committee to rope in 
a portion of the park for the purpose. 
Forty events were got through, being car¬ 
ried out in three sections, and the seven to 
eight thousand persons assembled had 
something before them all the while and 
did not spend a dull moment. The day 
came to a close with a dance at the largest 
pavilion in the city where 500 couples en¬ 
joyed themselves as only dancers can. The 
committee supplied refreshments free. Dur¬ 
ing the day and all through the holidays 
the people here had a very enjoyable time 
and the 2nd of September, 1912, will no 
doubt live long in the memory of the 
unionists of this city as being a red letter 
day. I am told that it is eight years since 
there was a Labor Day celebration h$re 
and for that reason some people thought 
it was doomed to fail. Instead, we have 
received congratulations upon every hand 
for the able way in which the committee 
carried out their work, and when I tell you 
that the guardians of law and order were 
not marching with us you will understand 
how well the program was organized. 

Work in the building industry has been 
very active for some months, but there is 
a decided decline now, numbers of men in 
all crafts walking around seeking a master. 
There is a small strike of plasterers, which 
might go further, and a shop strike of 
plumbers and fitters, our boys refusing to 
work with a fitter carrying an I. A. card 
and who owes a big fine at Portland. This 
shop, by the way. is our old bone of con¬ 
tention. Hayward & Dods still seem to 
be fated to be a thorn in the side of Local 
324. I strongly advise any members who 
contemplate coming west to dodge this city 
of golden promise (as per real estate ad¬ 
vertisement), as, although it is the half 
way house to heaven according to some 
eminent divines, it is the half way house 
to hell according to others, and the latter 
is the idea of numbers of our brothers who 
have been here. Be that as it may, gener¬ 
ally speaking, organized labor here has 
made great strides during the last twelve 
months, all local unions having largely in¬ 
creased membership. Some have doubled 
and even trebled. It is the intention of the 
tireless ones here to organize a few more 
unions who are still unorganized. The 
Bosses Press here tells us we have made 
history this year and if we don’t make a bit 
more next it won’t be the fault of

Dear Sir and Bro.: On page 39 of the 
September Journal a report of the strike 
of U. A. Local 349 refers the reader to (see 
page 5) and as the same is an error on the 
typo’s part, we ask you to print in the 
October issue of the Journal what we re¬ 
ferred to on page 5 of our communication, 
which will be appreciated by us. 

The substance of the article was refer¬ 
ence being made to the aid morally and 
financially given us in our long struggle by 
the Hartford, Conn., Locals No. 218 and 76. 
These Locals naturally being near our city 
would be expected to render any sister 
Local whatever aid was in their power to 
us, or any Local in trouble. 

But we wish to pay a tribute to them for

Irish Laborers’ Cottages. 

Cork. Ireland, Sept. 14.—A Parliamentary 
paper shows that on March 31, 1912, the 
government had built in Ireland 39,241 la¬ 
borers’ cottages and that 3,439 were under 
construction. Loans amounting to $38,465,- 
877 have been sanctioned for these cot¬ 
tages. of which $34,441,670 has been re¬ 
ceived. The total amount of laborers’ rent 
for the year was $553,904. In Munster 
province 16,122 cottages have been built 
and 1,638 are under construction. These 
cottages erected by the government are lo¬ 
cated chiefly in the country districts, and, 
with one-half acre of land, rent to laborers 
at 24 to 36 cents per week, which is less 
than the amount charged for interest on 
the loans, the difference being borne by the 
taxpayers. 


The official report as to immigration for 
July shows that in that month 78,101 immi¬ 
grants were landed on these shores, practi¬ 
cally all of whom were absorbed by the 
big industrial states. Of the whole number 
only 5.712 came from Germany and 4,195 
from Great Britain. Nearly all of the re¬ 
mainder were from eastern and southern 
Europe. Let them come on, to be sure. 
The United States Steel Corporation needs 
them. 


Out in Washington, as has been shown 
by numerous incidents of late years, they 
have a way of going after public servants 
who don’t behave, and in natural sequence 
they are now guarding against public offi¬ 
cers of this kind by scrutinizing candidates 
before election. This fall the State Fed¬ 
eration of Labor, joining hands with the 
State Direct Legislation League, the Farm¬ 
ers’ Union and the State Grange, has formed 
a set of questions to be submitted to all 
candidates for the State Legislature, and 
upon the answers which they give will de¬ 
pend the verdict as to their fitness. These or¬ 
ganizations combined can elect or defeat any 
candidate in practically every district of the 
state. And if some sneaking fellow should 
give the desired pledges and then go back 
on. them after election, the Lord’s mercy 
on his soul. There will be a hurry-up re¬ 
call for him. 


Suicides in 1911. 

In 1911, for the first time, the suicide rate 
of small cities in the United States exceed¬ 
ed the rate for cities of over 250,000 popula¬ 
tion. The rate in our small cities last year 
was 19.8 per hundred thousand, whereas the 
rate of suicide in twenty-one cities with 
250,000 or over was 19.5 per hundred thou¬ 
sand population. In seventy-nine smat 
cities out of 100 cities of all sizes, 1.395 per¬ 
sons killed themselves during 1911. 

In 100 American cities (seventy-nine un¬ 
der 250,000 and twenty-one over that pop: 
lation) the rate of suicide has-grown stead¬ 
ily from 12.8 per hundred thousand twenty 
years ago, to 20.3 in the five-year period 
ending with 1911. In 1910 the rate through 
out our registration area was sixteen per 
hundred thousand, so that there must have 
been 15,000 suicides in the United Sta? ' 
last year. 

These figures are taken from the tables 
Dr. Hoffman, actuary for the Prudenu 
Life Insurance Company, and are commenc¬ 
ed on in a recent issue of The Journal -1 
the American Medical Association. Con- 
paring these figures with Prussia’s record 
Dr. Hoffman shows that the Prussian su» 
cide rate during 1910 was twenty-one per 
100,000, about that of American cine- 
There were thirty-two male suicides i* 
against ten female suicides. The suicide 
mortality under 15 years is 0.68. rising t > 
16.61 between the fifteenth and nineteenth 
years, and to 26.84 between the ages of 20 
and 24; during the latter period defective 
education, mental, moral and economic, 
seems responsible for the very high suicide 
frequency. But the highest rates are from 
34.89 at 40 years to 58.71 at the seventy 
nineth year—the period when those given 
to mental depression manifest decadence o: 
mind and body. 

For all ages the principal cause of suicide 
in Prussia was unsoundness of mind (22* 
per cent of the male and 40.6 per cent c: 
the female suicides), next came bodily dis¬ 
ease (10 per cent males and 9.3 per cer* 
females). Nervous diseases accounted fa* 
4.3 and 7.4 per cent, respectively. Alcoho’ 
ism was blamed for 10.1 per cent male, an: 
but 1.5 per cent female suicides. Sorrow 
and distress accounted for 12.2 male an<: 
7.7 per cent female suicides.

Under the great giant steel buildings that 
are being erected in Chicago’and elsewhere 
there are hundreds and hundreds of solid 
concrete caissons extending sometimes 100 
feet down to bed-rock. 

On these rest the greatest structures in 
the world. 

People all admire the stately mass of 
architecture. Even now they stand in.rapt 
attention as the giant cranes, guided by the 
daring and brave iron-workers, swing the 
tons on tons of steel into place. They nod 
with approving interest as the compressed- 
air hammers, clattering like rapid-fire guns, 
smash the redhot rivets and thus hold the 
girders where they belong. 

Watching all this and marveling at the 
trade and business which makes it possible, 
they do not give one thought to the cais¬ 
sons. But these lowly burden-bearers are 
there—away down deep in the earth. There 
they will stand through the years and the 
years that the proud building above them 
mav not be as the “house built upon the 
sands.” 

Something else had to be done before 
even the caisson wells could be sunk. 
Smaller and less useful buildings had to be 
raxed, debris cleared away and the working 
organisation perfected. Then began the 
task of making the caissons—each of which 
cost hundreds and hundreds of dollars. 

The work was dull and uninteresting to 
the onlooker. Would they never stop haul¬ 
ing up those buckets of slimy clay? Would 
they never begin nutting up the steel? But 


still they worked. The foundation had to 
be strong or the building could not endure. 

When it is all over, when the thing is 
complete, the credit will not be due the 
marble, the brick and the steel. The cais¬ 
sons will be bearing the weight of the 
whole, and should have corresponding 
praise. Nobody will see them, but they 
will be there no matter what may happen 
to the building above. 

They rest on bed-rock. They will stay. 
An object-lesson can be learned from 
these lowly caissons and the preparation be¬ 
fore they reached bed-rock. Every line of 
human endeavor must clear away the de¬ 
bris of prejudice and opposition, then put in 
the caissons to bed-rock and success will 
be sure. 

The debris of ignorance, prejudice, tradi¬ 
tions, superstition and selfishness had to be 
cleared away before the caissons of the 
great labor movement were put in. They 
now rest on the eternal bed-rock of human 
freedom, there to remain forever. 

The trade unions of our country, which 
form a constituent part of the great labor 
movement of the world, need to look after 
their caissons, as there seems to be a very 
narrow and selfish tendency creeping into 
them, and which is foreign to the great 
fundamentals of the movement. Clear this 
debris away, reinforce your caissons. This 
is the time to build. And keep them steady 
on the true bed-rock of the great moral 
force that is guiding our steps, and even 
the gates of hell cannot prevail against us.

P ass jng let: us refer to the sweet words 
and music of the "Heart Bowed Down," 
but bless your poor old-fashioned hearts, 
there are no hearts bowed down to-dav 
and if you mention such a thing-or'corn- 
plain because of the ever popular ragtfxne 
parody your answer will be. "Evervbodvs 
Doing It Now. 
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Somewhere through the misty past it 
would seem as though we might create a 
recollection ’of having heard in song and 
story of the lads and lassies who were 
wont to wander leisurely down the bower- 
covered confines to the proverbial lovers’ 
lane; but you poor simpleton, that was in 
the long ago. There are no walks now of 
the lovers* lane description, nothing but 
cake walks prevail, and while there are 
quite as many lovers as ever, yet if they 
were to undertake a journey down the 
time-honored lovers* lane, instead of mean¬ 
dering carelessly and heart-free as in the 
long ago, they would now either perform 
the journey in “Turkey Trot” fashion, or 
perchance would “two-step” to the end of 
the route. 

It is true that somebody a short while 
ago declared “Put on Your Old Gray Bon¬ 
net/* in memory of olden days, and the very 
thought of Clover Fields, Dobbin, Shays, 
etc., created within us the false impression 
that possibly we were about to experience 
a change for better in the modern song 
period. It transpired, however, that “Put 
on Your Old Gray Bonnett** was soon 
changed and the order Issued to “Come, 
Tajce a Trip in My Flying Machine,” and as 
a result we lost the sweet scent of the 
clover fields, and Dobbin was once more 
relegated to oblivion. 

Who was it that said something about 
“The Lost Chord?” Why, we thought it 
was quite generally known that there was 
a “chord” known as the “Barber Shop 
Chord,** and who knows but what this may 
have been the long-sought for musical loss. 

Years and years ago the sons of Erin*s 
Isle were inclined to mention in song and 
story “The Exile from Erin/' and we who 
to date had been disposed to regard this as 
something of a myth, basing this opinion 
upon the fact that Erin’s sons or daughters 
upon arrival upon the shores of hospitable 
America have never yet indicated by action 
or deed that they considered themselves as 
“exiles,” but upon listening to the appeal, 
“Has Anybody Here Seen Kelly,” it would 
appear as though a determined effort was 
being made to locate the “Exile from 
Erin.** While it was apparent that a most 
incessant effort was being made to discover 
the missing “Kelly** we were suddenly 
startled by the assertion that “Kelly’s 
Gone to Kingdom Come,” and sadly we 
are compelled to declare that if this latter 
assertion be true, the missing “Exile” will 
not be located until that last day when we 
all respond to the final trumpet’s call. 

It will not require particular strain of 
memory to recall the sweet words and 
music of “Genevieve/* but if “Genevieve” 
should happen to be located in any of our 
musical storm centers of today, expecting 
to be confronted with the proper name, she 
would be designated as “Oh, You Beautiful 
Doll/* while the beautiful words of “Kath¬ 
leen Mavoumeen” might also receive a sim¬ 
ilar comparison. 

And so it continues, with a new song 
being created each day that seems intended 


to efface from our memory songs of the 
long ago. 

One cannot but feel that the later crea¬ 
tions in the song writer’s art fall far short 
of equalling those with which we have been 
so familiar, and which perhaps have gone 
to form a slight thread in the general fibers 
of our lives. 

After all, no matter what may be the at¬ 
tractions which occupy our lives; no matter 
how serious life may appear to us, whether 
our journey on the sea of life be calm or 
turbulent, there is ever prevalent some 
form of sentiment to a greater or lesser de¬ 
gree, and it is sentiment that has created 
the writing of this comment. Sentiment 
created by us occasionally, even in this rag¬ 
time day, the sweet strains of some beau¬ 
tiful, simple melody that lulled us to sleep 
when crooned by our mothers, and which 
will be sung in the days to come, long after 
many of the present day songs are gone 
and forgotten, and long after we ourselves 
have passed into the great beyond. 

That the recall of judges and other offi¬ 
cials is not a new-fangled idea or the out¬ 
growth of present top¬ 
sy-turvy social condi- 
Jefferson and tions would appear to be 

the Recall. shown in a recent arti¬ 
cle by Harry Stilwell 
Edwards, a southern 
journalist, who quotes Thomas Jefferson 
to the unmistakable effect that the outhor 
of the Declaration of Independence and of 
the Constitution was a believer in the re¬ 
call, not only of judges, but, if need be, of 
the president of the United States. Mr. 
Edwards treats the subject somewhat flip¬ 
pantly, but we see no reason why Jeffer¬ 
son’s words, written in all seriousness, 
should not be treated in the same spirit at 
the present time. Jefferson wrote that he 
personally favored a term of seven years 
for the president and that no president 
should succeed himself: but he aaded that 
he had become sensible that seven years 
“is too long to be irremovable and that 
there should be a peaceable way of with¬ 
drawing a man in midway who is doing 
wrong.” Of course the impeachment pro¬ 
ceeding may be regarded as the proper 
“peaceable way” of disposing of the dere¬ 
lict president. But listen to the great 
Commoner’s words as to the recall of 
judges: 

“I repeat that I do not charge the judges 
with wilful and ill-intentioned error; but 
honest error must be arrested when its 
toleration leads to public ruin. As for the 
safety of society we commit maniacs to 
Bedlam, so judges should be withdrawn 
from their bench whose erroneous biases 
are leading us to dissolution. It may, in¬ 
deed, harm them in fame and fortune, but 
it saves the republic, which is the first and 
supreme law.” 

We know of no words of the Revolu¬ 
tionary fathers that could be quoted with 
better application at the present hour than 
these. 
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Report of General President John R. Alpine 


To the General Membership of the United 
Association. 

Brothers: As stated in my last report, 
I was about to start for Cincinnati, in or¬ 
der that I might lend all possible aid to 
General Organizer Leonard, who was en¬ 
gaged in defending our position in that 
city with regard to the controversy between 
the United Association and the Interna¬ 
tional Association. 

Practically all the work of importance in 
Cincinnati had been declared on strike by 
the Building Trades Council, which was 
aiding us in our endeavors to maintain the 
decisions of the American Federation of 
Labor and had struck against the employ¬ 
ment of I. A. steam-fitters on the buildings 
spoken of. 

Leaving New York on Monday, Septem¬ 
ber 23, I arrived at Cincinnati on the eve 
of the following day and immediately went 
into consultation with General Organizer 
Leonard, Business Agent Thomas Anderson 
of our Local No. 59, and Business Agent 
Fred Hock of the Cincinnati Building 
Trades Council and President Dowd of 
Local No. 59, and Brother Ed. O’Connor, 
president of the Cincinnati Building Trades 
Council, and Brother Walter Mullin of Lo¬ 
cal No. 59, relative to the prevailing con¬ 
ditions. 

There was, among other buildings, a 34- 
story structure being erected by the 
Thompson-Starrett Company, of New 
York City, and the steam-fitting on this 
job was being performed by I. A. fitters, 
who were hired direct by the Thompson- 
Starrett Company. 

Several conferences were held between 
representatives of the Thompson-Starrett 
people, with the result that later the firm 
sent their Mr. Gordon over from New 
York, who was vested with full power to 
make settlement. 

Upon his arrival negotiations were en¬ 
tered into with him, and at the conclusion 
of these meetings a written statement was 

f iven by Mr. Gordon to the effect that all 
. A. steam-fitters should be suspended 
from work on the building, and on the fol¬ 
lowing day arrangements were made for 
the employment of U. A. fitters, and it 
was thereby declared that all steam-fitting 
work performed on the building referred 
to would, in the future, be performed by 
members of the United Association. 

This was a very important contract and 
the importance of the action taken was 
fully appreciated by all concerned. 

In connection with this matter, it is 
fitting to say that when final arrangements 
were completed for the employment of our 
men upon this building that Business Agent 
Hock, General Organizer Leonard and the 
representative of the Structural Iron Work¬ 
ers and Hoisting Engineers and the writer 
were present, it being impossible to get in 
communication with the other officials of 
the Council. 

However, the findings were submitted to 


the Buildings Trade Council representa¬ 
tives and endorsed by them, and as a result, 
all striking trades returned to the building, 
and at this writing the work is being per¬ 
formed by United Association Steam-Fit¬ 
ters and Helpers in accordance with the 
laws of the American Federation of Labor 
and the action of the Atlanta convention 
of that body. 

On the Metropole Hotel, another build¬ 
ing of considerable importance, the I. A. 
steam-fitters were removed and the striking 
trades returned to work with the under¬ 
standing that if the I. A. fitters were again 
placed upon the building the trades would 
insist upon the proper observance of the 
decisions governing this controversy. 

A few days later a conference was held 
between the representatives of the West- 
lake Construction Company of St. Louis, 
who were erecting the city hospital build¬ 
ings, the Hospital Commission, General 
Organizer Leonard, Business Agent Fred 
Hock of the Building Trades Council, and 
the writer, with the result that all the In¬ 
ternational steam-fitters were removed 
from the hospital buildings and the under¬ 
standing created that they were not to re¬ 
turn, unless they returned as United Asso¬ 
ciation members, and with the further un¬ 
derstanding that if this was not carried 
into effect another strike would result upon 
the buildings in question. 

In view of the fact that there were in 
course of construction, or in contemplation, 
some 34 buildings embraced in this hospital 
construction, it will be understood how im¬ 
portant a victory this was for us. 

Allow me to say that at this time mat¬ 
ters are resting very nicely at Cincinnati 
and that several days ago General Organ¬ 
izer Leonard instituted a local union com¬ 
posed of 50 members, which is surely a 
creditable start and indicative of what the 
ultimate results will be. 

While in Cincinnati it was my privilege 
to attend and address the meeting of our 
Local Union No. 59, and I have no hesita¬ 
tion in saying that this meeting was abso¬ 
lutely the best attended meeting of a local 
union that I have been privileged to attend 
for a number of years, as practically the 
entire membership was present. 

This local, because of the fight with the 
International Steam-Fitters of Cincinnati, 
has been embroiled to a great degree, but 
with that determination that characterizes 
the men of Local No. 59 they have entered 
into the matter with a determination to be 
helpful in every possible manner, and to 
them, as well as to the Cincinnati Building 
Trades Council, of which mention will be 
made later, can General Organizer Leonard 
largelv attribute the successes he has 
gained. 

My time in Cincinnati was occupied en¬ 
tirely from the date of my departure from 
New York, September 30, until October 5, 
upon which date I departed for Chicago. 
On the night of the following day, Sunday,

October 6, I started for St. Louis, Mo., to 
keep an appointment made with General 
Organizer Kennedy, but, before entering 
into this subject, it is my duty to say that 
the splendid work performed in Cincinnati 
is another tribute to the zeal and energy 
of General Organizer Leonard, in which, 
as stated, he has been ably assisted by the 
efforts of the Building Trades Council and 
our Local Union No. 59. 

I would indeed be sadly amiss in my 
duties if I did not make more than a pass¬ 
ing reference to the efforts of the Build¬ 
ing Trades Council, to be helpful to us in 
maintaining our position and in carrying out 
the decisions of the American Federation 
of Labor. 

Every trade connected with the Council 
has remained firm and steadfast under 
the most trying conditions, and to each and 
every one of them much credit is due for 
the loyal adherence exhibited. 

The buildings upon which strikes were 
called because of the failure of the I. A. to 
comply with the orders of the Atlanta con¬ 
vention and the Executive Council of the 
American Federation of Labor, were tied 
up most effectually, and it is due entirely 
to this fact that the contractors on these 
buildings were compelled to recognize the 
necessity of observing the decisions that 
had been rendered. 

Brother Leonard has worked with all his 
accustomed vigor, and those who are ac¬ 
quainted with his natural ability to secure 
results will appreciate the fact that he has 
worked early and late in order that the suc¬ 
cesses of the United Association might be 
completed. 

In this respect he was ably assisted by 
Business Agent Fred Hock of the Cincin¬ 
nati Building Trades Council, who labored 
incessantly and successfully to further the 
end of the American Federation of Labor 
and the Building Trades Department 
thereof. 

Again I repeat, too much credit cannot 
be given to the men of the Building Trades 
Council, our Local Union No. 59, and last 
but not least, General Organizer Leonard, 
for the faithful and successful work that 
has been accomplished. 

There is no question In my mind but 
that the near future will mark the entire 
success of the United Association in Cin¬ 
cinnati and that the orders of the Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Labor will be carried out 
to their final conclusions. 

As for myself, I was simply privileged to 
be helpful, and by advice and such other 
assistance as I might be able to offer, 
served to bring about general results; but 
I can assure you I desire to make myself 
clearly understood as being extremely anx¬ 
ious to give the entire credit for the splen¬ 
did results gained to the Building Trades 
Council, Local No. 59 and General Organ¬ 
izer Leonard. 

I realize I am making this statement re¬ 
peatedly, but that is due simply to my de¬ 
sire to give proper credit where credit is 
due. 


As stated, I arrived in Chicago the night 
of Saturday, October 5, and on the follow¬ 
ing Sunday I was enroute to St. Louis, 
where I met General Organizer Frank J. 
Kennedy, Business Agents Herrick, Ger- 
mer, Williams and O'Connor, and imme¬ 
diately a consultation was held with regard 
to prevailing conditions in that city. 

I was accompanied to St. Louis by Presi¬ 
dent Short, of the Building Trades, and 
Secretary-Treasurer Hanranan, of the 
Hoisting Engineers, these gentlemen going 
to St. Louis because of a jurisdiction dis¬ 
pute prevailing on one of the large struc¬ 
tures with which the engineers were con¬ 
cerned. 

After holding a conference with our rep¬ 
resentatives above mentioned, a meeting 
was held with certain contractors who had 
under construction buildings of great impor¬ 
tance and upon which we were anxious to 
secure the contracts for employers favor¬ 
able to the United Association. 

I am not in a position to state definitely 
as to the absolute results of our meetings 
in this regard, but feel quite confident our 
efforts Will be successful and that the con¬ 
tracts in question will eventually be award¬ 
ed to firms employing our men or that in 
the event of the contracts being given to 
other concerns, such concerns will be re- 
uired to employ United Association steam- 
tters. 

Brothers Kennedy, Herrick, Germer, Wil¬ 
liams and O'Connor and myself devoted 
all our time in the effort to be helpful to 
the cause of the United Association, and I 
look forward to some favorable results as 
a consequence of our efforts. In fact, I am 
assured by Brother Kennedy by telephone 
that the prospects are extremely bright and 
I anxiously await hearing favorable news 
from them in the near future. 

My time was fully occupied in this re¬ 
gard at St. Louis until Wednesday, Octo¬ 
ber 9. Upon the morning of that date I 
arrived at the general office after a pro¬ 
longed absence and proceeded to enter into 
many matters that were requiring the joint 
attention of Secretary Burke and the 
writer. 

At this time I will improve the oppor¬ 
tunity to refer to the prevailing conditions 
in East St. Louis and Granite City. While 
in St. Louis it was my pleasure to meet 
Business Agents Neenan and Thompson, 
representing the plumbers and steam-fitt¬ 
ers, respectively, of the cities mentioned. 
These local unions, Nos. 360 and 439, have 
gone through the most trying ordeal, but 
have been eminently successful and have 
succeeded in putting the I. A. entirely to 
rout. 

Too much credit cannot be given our 
men in East St. Louis and Granite City for 
the splendid victory they have won under 
the most trying conditions, but, through 
all, the men have persevered and have 
gained a compete victory by signing up 
an agreement which virtually turns the I. 
A. fitters and scab plumbers out of the 
field. 
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Wc assume it is generally known that 
the scab plumbers who came to take our 
places in East St. Louis and Granite City 
were imported through the agency of the 
International Association at Chicago. I 
am advised that an attempt is being made 
to institute a local union of strike-break¬ 
ing clumbers through the same agency in 
St. Louis, but I prophesy this movement, 
if started, will be of short duration. 

When one stops to consider that the ter¬ 
ritory referred to has been infested by the 
caliber of men spoken of, the enormity of 
the task undertaken by the members of 
Locals 360 and 439 can be fully appreciated. 
This ground has already been covered by 
General Organizer Leonard in his previous 
report, and it is quite generally known that 
he was prominent upon this scene of battle. 

The officers and members of our Local 
Union No. 35 also offered valuable assist¬ 
ance in this regard, but again I repeat the. 
lion's share of the credit is due to the mem¬ 
bers of the local unions referred to, who 
bore the brunt of the fig^t, and who are 
to be congratulated. 

I wish it were possible for me to mention 
them all, but I am satisfied they are of the 
same general caliber as Business Agents 
Neenan and Thompson, as well as the other 
officials with whom I have come in contact. 

Before closing references to St. Louis, 
it is proper that more than passing refer¬ 
ence and comment should be made upon 
the situation in that city. Our steam-fit¬ 
ters* local has progressed nicely and we 
still have a number of the members of our 
Plumbers Local No. 35 who are out on 
strike because of this difficulty, and if there 
ever ^ras a body of men who were en¬ 
titled to the deepest thanks and apprecia¬ 
tion of our general membership, it is in¬ 
deed the officers and members of Local No. 
35, who have gone the entire distance and 
left absolutely nothing undone in order to 
complete our welfare. 

They have made a determined and suc¬ 
cessful campaign, and it would seem as 
though nothing but success should be their 
portion. 

Upon the departure of General Organizer 
Leonard, who had performed such efficient 
work in St. Louis, General Organizer Ken¬ 
nedy was deputized to assume the labors 
necessary to such a conflict as was waging, 
and to his credit, let it be said that he has 
worked hard and incessantly to complete 
the work, laboring at times under disad- 
cantages that would dishearten one less ac¬ 
customed to the difficulties he was com¬ 
pelled to encounter. 

His splendid work is appreciated by all 
the members in St. Louis, as indeed his 
efforts are universally appreciated, and by 
no person are they more fully understood 
and recognized than by the writer. 

After going over the field and investi¬ 
gating as to what had been accomplished, 
on the part of General Organizer Kennedy 
and Business Agents Herrick, Germer, Wil¬ 
liams and O’Connor, I have no hesitation 
in saying that everything possible to be 


done in the interests of the United Asso¬ 
ciation has been, or is being, performed, 
and this fact will account for the results 
that have been gained. 

The Building Trades Council of St. Louis, 
like that of Cincinnati, has also performed 
magnificent service, and they have recentl) 
sent out a circular letter addressed to the 
contractors, architects, etc., to the effect 
that they as a Building Trades Council arc 
determined to enforce the laws of the 
American Federation of Labor, and this 
fact indicates their determination to con¬ 
tinue in the future as they have in the past 
To the Building Trades Council of St. 
Louis, its delegates and associate members, 
fullest thanks and appreciation are offered 
for the splendid support that they have 
given us, and, as in the Cincinnati instance, 
I am endeavoring to give credit where 
credit is due; I am trying to impress upon 
the minds of our readers that, while I be 
lieve I was helpful in some degree, yet the 
great credit for the splendid advancements 
made belongs to the officers and members 
of our Local Union No. 35, the Building 
Trades Council, General Organizer Ken¬ 
nedy and General Organizer Leonard, who 
preceded him. 

It is really a great pleasure for me to 
make extended reference to the magnificent 
work that has been accomplished, and a s 
stated, I look forward to added successes 
in this regard. 

I omitted to mention thit while at Cin¬ 
cinnati, it was my pleasure to meet Gen¬ 
eral Organizer Lynn, who visited his home 
for a few days after an extended tour o: 
the South, and he has again departed to 
take up his work in the southern country 
after the brief visit referred to. 

In submitting my last report to the Jour 
nal, I inadvertently omitted reference to 
the fact that while in Washington recently 
I improved the opportunity to have Vice- 
president O'Rourke call upon me, in order 
that arrangements might be made which 
were calculated to be helpful as concerns 
the reorganization of Baltimore, and to 
this end I am leaving tonight for that city 
and Washington and the purpose of my 
visit to Baltimore is to address a mass 
meeting on the night of October 17 and add 
my mite to the splendid work that has been 
accomplished in that city by General Or¬ 
ganizer Casey, who has been compelled to 
leave temporarily. 

The continuation of my report will be 
submitted from the places referred to.

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DEATH OF DAN. O’BRIEN. 


Veteran of the U. A. and Business Agent 

of Local 480 Suddenly Stricken at His 
Home in New York. 

Dan O’Brien, one of the “old guard” of 
the United Association, died very suddenly 
at liis home in New York City, Tuesday, 
September 17. Brother O’Brien had not 
been in good health for some months. Last 
March he suffered a slight stroke of para¬ 
lytic nature, and although he rallied he was 
never quite himself again. In early Sep¬ 
tember he was confined to his home for a 
couple of days, but no serious symptoms 
developed. On Saturday, the 14th and 
Monday the 16th he was in conference 
with General President John R. Alpine on 
affairs of the U. A. On the morning of the 
17th he arose at 6:30 and went to the bath¬ 
room. and upon his reaching it his wife 
heard him fall. She hastened to him and 
found him in a semi-conscious condition. 
He was carried to his bed in an adjoining 
room. He attempted to speak to his wife, 
but was unable, and in a few moments he 
sank into complete unconsciousness and 

soon expired. t , . . . 

Brother O’Briep had .been actively, and 
prominently identified with the U. A. since 
the‘early days .of its organization. At the 
time of his.death he was business agent of 
Local 480, having been previously honored 
with every office in the gift of his local. He 
was usually chosen delegate to the biennial 
international conventions, and thus became 
well acquainted with delegates and mem¬ 
bers from all over the jurisdiction. He had 
oositive ideas on union affairs, and there¬ 
fore made both his presence and influence 


felt in convention. No man in New York 
was better known in union affairs and no 
man held a higher reputation. Amongst his 
brothers of Local 480 he enjoyed the high¬ 
est popularity as well as the fullest meas¬ 
ure of confidence, both as to his disinter¬ 
ested loyalty and his good judgment in de¬ 
batable affairs. He is survived by the be¬ 
reaved widow and a brother. To them the 
profound sympathy of our membership 
goes out, with the assurance that not only 
their sorrow but their loss is shared by his 
local and by the U. A. at large. 

The funeral was held Thursday, Septem¬ 
ber 19, from St. Thomas’ church, with 
requiem high mass. The interment was at 
St. Michael's cemetery. Associates from 
480 acted as pall-bearers.

Report of General Organizer Leonard. 


October 21st, 1912. 

To the Officers and Members of the U. A. 

Dear Sirs and Brothers: My report for 
the November Journal will show some sig¬ 
nal victories for the United Association, 
particularly in the city of Cincinnati, Ohio, 
and at the State Federation of Labor con¬ 
vention of Illinois, held in Danville, Ill. 

In the city of Cincinnati every trade 
affiliated with the Building Trades Council 
of that city rebelled in the most positive 
manner in continuing any recognition to 
the Independent Association of Steam Fit¬ 
ters, and so merited was their opposition 
that every job of importance in the city of 
Cincinnati was turned over to contractors 
who employed only steam fitters and help¬ 
ers who were connected with the United 
Association. 

Every busy agent in the city of Cincin¬ 
nati whose organization had affiliations 
with the local council were as alert as men 
could be in seeing that independent organ¬ 
izations were obliterated from their terri¬ 
tories. This is particularly true of Business 
Agent Fred Hock of the Building Trades 
Council, and naturally the same can be 
said of Business Agent Anderson of U. A. 
Local 59. 

The Thompson-Starrett Co. of New York 
and Chicago, is erecting a thirty-four story 
building in Cincinnati and had employed 
at the beginning steam fitters of the I. A. 
Every effort was made by all of the busi¬ 
ness agents and myself to have U. A. 
steam fitters employed on this building 
prior to the strike of the Building Trades 
Council, because I. A. fitters were em¬ 
ployed. It necessitated, however, the call¬ 
ing off of all building trades men on this 
building for about a period of three weeks 
before a satisfactory adjustment was made. 
General President Alpine, always the ex¬ 
tremely busy man, came to Cincinnati, ar¬ 
ranged conferences with the representa¬ 
tives of Thompson-Starrett's interests that 
were continued from day to day until final¬ 
ly the end came, which was satisfactory to 
General President Alpine, and that ought 
to be assurance enough that it will be ac¬ 
cepted as genuinely satisfactory to all mem¬ 
bers of the U. A. 

One of the other important jobs in the 
city was the new City hospital building, 
twenty-eight buildings in all, that had been 
struck by th^ building trades, because I. A. 
were also present on those buildings. Again 
General President Alpine led in all the con¬ 
ferences that he had arranged which ended 
in a very satisfactory agreement for the 
United Association and the Cincinnati 
Buildine Trades Council. 

In addition to these two jobs already re¬ 
ferred to. many other important jobs and 
shops, after conferences, were brought over 
to recognize onlv the United Association. 
At the present time there is close to one 
hundred steam fitters and helpers attached 
to the new U. A. Local 392, that was in¬ 
stituted during the past month. 

Space will not permit my going into de¬ 


tails concerning all of the incidents during 
the past month in the city of Cincinnati. 
It is sufficient to say that great progress 
and success was the portion of the United 
Association in this city. We have an im¬ 
portant local union and we are doing all 
the important work that is being done in 
this city. 

I was elected to represent Local 392, 
steam fitters and helpers, as their repre¬ 
sentative to the Ohio State Federation of 
Labor, and while we anticipated the pres¬ 
ence of some I. A. steam fitters, none ap¬ 
peared on the scene, however, and I left 
to attend to the convention of the Illinois 
State Federation of Labor in Danville, Ill. 
It was a pleasure to meet at the Ohio Fed¬ 
eration General Vice President Shirk and 
Bro. Peter Bullock of Cleveland, Bro. Duf- 
fey of Dayton, Bro. Batcher of Hamilton. 
Bro. Taylor of Canton, and in addition 
Bros. Walter Mullen and P. McHugh of 
Cincinnati. 

At the Illinois State Federation of Labor 
I received the credentials of Local 293 oi 
Danville, and was able to participate in the 
ousting from that convention of General 
Secretary-Treasurer Davies of the I. A. and 
his co-delegate, Mr. Williams, who after 
being given every* opportunity to present 
their case, were unanimously told by the 
convention that the state of Illinois refused 
to extend them any further recognition. 
Business Agents Kearney, O'Donnell. Kane. 
Garvin and Vallila represented their local 
from the city of Chicago, and all can be 
assured that their presence was genuinely 
the cause of the obliteration of the I. A 
of the State Federation of Illinois. This i* 
also true of Bro. David Neenan of Loal 
Union 360 of East St. Louis, John J. Pow¬ 
ers of Local Union 137, and many other 
delegates whose names I cannot recall. It 
was indeed a glorious victory at the Illinois 
State Federation of Labor and Mr. Davies 
and John Mangin will either soon be plead¬ 
ing for admission to the United Associa¬ 
tion or lose their opportunities that organ¬ 
ized labor has always brought to them.

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Report of General Organizer Kennedy. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

At the time of completing my last report 
I was in Mason City, Iowa, where two 
days were spent working in the interest of 
Local 405. At a special meeting held sev¬ 
eral matters were taken up with the Gen¬ 
eral Office, which I feel were settled to the 
satisfaction of all. During my stay here 
several of our employers were visited with 
the aim of arranging for a meeting of both 
associations, which I am sure, when held, 
will be a benefit to our local. We were 
successful in securing the applications of 
three men, which will greatly strengthen 
our local. From Mason City I went to 
Sedalia, Mo., in order to attend the Mis¬ 
souri State Federation of Labor Conven¬ 
tion, which was called to order September 
16. The United Association was represent¬ 
ed by Brothers Arthur Black and Gus 
Reardon of Local 35, Brothers Bob Wil¬ 
liams and Frank Cody of our new Steam- 
fitters' local of St. Louis, No. 562, and 
Brother William Porter of Local 165 of 
Topeka, Kans., who was the fraternal defP 
gate to the convention, representing the 
Kansas State Federation of Labor. This 
by far was the largest and most beneficial 
convention of the Missouri Federation of 
Labor, and many laws were enacted for the 
benefit of all the workers of the state. My 
real object in being present was, if neces¬ 
sary, to assist our delegates in the unseat¬ 
ing of the I. A. steam-fitters from the State 
Federation, in conformity with the laws of 
the American Federation of Labor. On 
the second day of the convention, Dele¬ 
gates Black and Reardon, of Local 35, in¬ 
troduced a resolution to the effect that the 
I. A. locals be no longer recognized or en¬ 
titled to a seat in the state convention, 
which resolution was adopted the follow¬ 
ing day without debate. Our entire mem¬ 
bership should be thankful to the delegates 
of 35 and 562 for the interest displayed and 
the good work done. After the convention 
adjourned, I went to Gary, Ind., to attend 
the convention of our Indiana State Asso¬ 
ciation, which was held on September 22, 
and was without doubt the best meeting 
ever held by our State Association, and, I 
trust, the most beneficial one. While we 
had a good attendance there were some 
locals that were missing that surely should 
join the State Association and assist in the 
good work we are trying to accomplish, 
especially so along the lines of securing 
the passage of a state plumbing law that 
is so much needed in this state. It will 
need the assistance of all our members, and 
we surely have the right to ask them to 
join with us in the good work that will be 
taken up at the coming session of the Leg¬ 
islature. Secretary Rae will send the offi¬ 
cial proceedings to all our locals of the 
state and at the same time ask all to get 
in line and do their share of the work. The 
following officers were elected for the en¬ 
suing year: President, John N. Hardy of 


Local 73; first vice-president, C. M. Shaf¬ 
fer of Local 32/; second vice-president, 
Thoma$ Watson of Local 433; secretary 
and treasurer, James Rae of Local 240; ser¬ 
geant-at-arms, Louis Jentz of Local 157; 
delegate to Boston convention, C. M. Shaf¬ 
fer, Local 327. 

Every want of the delegates was looked 
after by members of Local 433, and after 
the adjournment of the convention all the 
delegates and members of our Gary local 
and the invited guests, which included the 
mayor of the city and all the employing 
plumbers, sat down to a fine banquet, 
which was enjoyed by all. Everyone de¬ 
parted for their homes early, with sincere 
expressions of thanks for the boys of Gary 
and wishing they would be invited again 
to partake of their hospitality. 

After leaving Gary I went to St. Louis, 
and have been there up to the present 
writing, working with Business Agents 
Herrick, Hodson, Germer, O'Connor and 
Williams of our four U. A. locals. I am 
not going to attempt to write a detailed 
report of our work, as I feel it is sufficient 
to say that the position of the U. A. fitter 
in St. Louis is growing better each day, 
and that our new fitters' local has gained 
in membership from day to day, and at the 
same time we are gradually getting our 
share of the work. All credit should be 
given to our membership of St. Louis for 
the great fight they are making for the U. 
A. fitters. Not a U. A. man is working 
on any job with an I. A. fitter, and 
our local business agents and myself 
are devoting practically every minute of 
our time to convincing the architects, 
contractors and owners of the advan¬ 
tage of employing none but U. A. fitters on 
their work. And let me say again the sit¬ 
uation never looked brighter for the abso¬ 
lute success of the United Association. We 
were all pleased to have President Alpine 
with us for two days, and thank him for his 
advice and assistance rendered. Feeling

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Report of General Organizer Higgins. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 

Association: 

In closing my last report, I was prepar¬ 
ing to attend the annual convention of the 
New York State Federation of Labor, 
which I attended with the main purpose in 
view to keep the delegates representing the 
I. A. from getting seated in that conven¬ 
tion. This was not considered by me or 
any one else to be a very easy task to per¬ 
form, as we know full well the strength of 
the feeling in favor of the I. A. in New 
York City. However, the delegates repre¬ 
senting our U. A. Locals at that convention 
went to it with a will, so that every one 
knew that we would fight every point to 
carry what we set out to do. 

The first thing we did was to protest 
their credentials, all the U. A* delegates 
appearing before the Credential Committee 
for that purpose. 

The Credential Committee’s report was 
not to seat the I. A. delegates. We, of 
course, supported the report, of the Cre¬ 
dential Committee. 

Vice President Bro. Charles Dickson, of 
Newark, representing our Oswego Local, 
taking the floor in support of the report of 
the committee, and doing what we had 
planned to do, draw the fire of those op¬ 
posed to us, and then Vice President Bro. 
George Hillyard'of Rochester, representing 
L. U. No. 36 of Buffalo, took the floor and 
again we succeeded in getting the oppo¬ 
sition. 

After this, considerable time of argument 
for and against the committee’s report, I 
was privileged to take the floor in closing 
the argument, and when I finished Bro. 
Russell Hunt of L. U. 105, of Schenectady, 
moved the previous question, which closed 
the argument, everything working out as 
we planned. We demanded and received a 
roll call vote on the adopting of the com¬ 
mittee’s report, and before the doors were 
closed a number of delegates ducked the 
issue. 

The report of the committee was adopt¬ 
ed by a vote of 163 to 49, and the I. A. 
Fitters were refused seats in the conven¬ 
tion. 

I desire at this time to thank those dele¬ 
gates in the convention who supported our 
contention, and to also thank our own U. 
A. delegates to the convention, for the act¬ 
ive assistance and support they gave me, as 
well as their uniform and courteous treat¬ 
ment of me. 

I also add my thanks to the Local Unions 
who sent delegates, as this is what made 
our fight a success. 

I also offer thanks to Vice Presidents 
Brothers Charles Dickson and George Hill- 
yard for the support they gave me on the 
"floor, by their arguments. 

I might add that all the U. A. delegates 
present were ready to take the floor if I 
should call on any of them. 

All in all, I am more than pleased with 


our work, and the success of our plans. 

Other matters accomplished were the en¬ 
forcement by the convention of our plumb¬ 
ers’ licensing bill, and a bill for the licens¬ 
ing of gasfitters, and also a resolution from 
the convention to the State authorities 
against the letting of a contract for plumb¬ 
ing and steam fitting to an unfair firm. And 
last, but not le^st, in our accomplishment 
was the securing and selection of a member 
of the U. A. in the person of President 
Bro. George McGuire of Local Union 480, 
as one of the Vice Presidents of the State 
Federation of Labor, taking the place on 
the Executive Board of a former I. A. rep¬ 
resentative. 

The following delegates represented the 
United Association through their Local 
Unions: Vice President Charles Dickson, 
Local Union 273, Oswego; Vice President 
George Hillyar<L L. U. 36, Buffalo; L. U. 
480, President George McGuire, Matthew 
Murray, George Roy; L. U. No. 1, Presi¬ 
dent John Keegan and Business Agent Ar¬ 
thur Dunne; L. U. 241, Secretary Fred 
Schlueter; and L. U. 498, John Brady, rep¬ 
resenting the C. F. U. The above are from 
the Greater City. L. U. 79, Utica, Stephen 
S. Dwyer, also Bro. Harry Dempsey of that 
Local, representing the New York State* 
Association; L. U. 105, Schenectady, Rus¬ 
sell Hunt, also L. U. 128 of said city, W. 
Richards; No. 13, Rochester, Frank Kehoe; 
L. U. 180, Poughkeepsie, Philip Klein; L 
U. 223, Kingston. Charles H. Gregory; L 
U. 226, Little Falls, Joseph Shawcross; L 
U. 318, Corinth, Herman Walker; L. L 
462, Corning, Joseph Rogers. I myself rep¬ 
resented Tarrytown L. U. 255. 

The convention took the greater part of 
the week, adjourning on Friday. I then 
returned to New York, where I met Gen¬ 
eral President, Bro. Alpine, and conferred 
with him in some matters that needed at¬ 
tention. 

On Sept. 23 I held a meeting of our new 
L. U. 566, and installed the same. 

I next took a trip to Englewood, to look 
over matters there, and on the following 
day had Bro. Wittich, Secretary of L. U 
430, meet me in Englewood, and we visited 
the employers there with the view of hav¬ 
ing a better understanding with some of 
them. 

I then returned to New York to have a 
conference with our attorney. In the even¬ 
ing I attended a meeting of L. U. 241. 

Next day I went to meet our attorney in 
the Kings County Court House, where our 
case was on, and after leaving there, visited 
several employers in relation to work out¬ 
side of New York City. 

The next day was spent in conferences 
with our attorney and also conference with 
Bro. Hugh Frayne, General Organizer of 
the A* F. of L. 

I then went to Schenectady, where I had 
a conference with Bro. John Strachan, or 
many matters of importance. 
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The next day I went to Troy, where I 
attended a meeting of L. U. 61 in the even¬ 
ing, where I was privileged to address the 
members. 

I then went to Syracuse, and was met by 
Bro. David Orr, Business Agent of L. U. 
54, where I spent the day with hi mon mat¬ 
ters concerning L. U. 54 arid the U. A. I 
intend returning later to Syracuse. 

I arrived in Utica the following morning 
and was met by Bro. Steve Dwyer, where 
we had a matter to take up in the interest 
of L. U. 79, and in the evening I attended 
a meeting of L. U. 79, and addressed the 
members, and also had a committee ap¬ 
pointed to take up a matter concerning that 
Local. 

Next day I arrived in New York to at¬ 
tend a meeting of our new L. U. 566, and 
which is proving successful. 

The next day I was in Organizer Frayne’s 
office, in conference with him. 

I then left for Gloversville; N. Y., ex¬ 
pecting to attend the meeting, and found 
on my arrival that the meeting nights of 
the Local were not the same as in our Jour¬ 
nal. However, I had a conference with the 
President of our L. U. 253, in the person of 
President Brown and Secretary Dowd. I 
intend to return to Gloversville in the near 
future, to take up matters concerning that 
Local. 

Next morning I left for Syracuse, on the 
way stopping off at Utica to have a talk 
with one of the Utica employers for the 
benefit of our L. U. I will have to return 
on this matter, possibly many times. On 
arriving in Syracuse I met Bro. Orr, B. A. 
of 54, and in the evening attended a meet¬ 
ing of L. U. 54, and addressed the members 
on a matter concerning the L. U. and the 
labor movement in Syracuse. The Local 
passed a motion in accordance with my talk 
to them, which I hope they will live up to. 

The next day, in company with Bro. Orr, 
I went to Auburn, where we met Secretary 
Charles Spencer of L. U. 187, and I was 
agreeably surprised to find how well our 
men in Auburn had succeeded with their 
organization, having a 100 per cent organi¬ 
zation and an agreement with every em¬ 
ployer in the town. I intend at a later date 
to have the pleasure of attending a meeting 
of this Local. 

I then returned to Syracuse to visit one 
of the large employers there, to attend to a 
matter which I have previously mentioned. 

I then left for Herkimer, N. Y., to attend 
a meeting of L. U. 525. I was privileged to 
address not only the members of L. U. 525, 
but also the members of L. U. 226 of Little 
Falls, who attended that meeting in a body, 
as also did some of the members of L. U. 
79 of Utica. I made some suggestions to 
our members in Herkimer, which I trust 
will be of some advantage. I must also 
thank them for their refreshments, which 
they so kindly furnished those present. 

I then left for Ossining, where I am re¬ 
organizing our L. U. No. 312. I am quite 
hopeful that this L. U. will progress better 
in the future than it has in tne past. 


I then went to Port Richmond, Staten Isl¬ 
and, to take up a matter concerning L. y. 
371 of Staten Island. I believe there is 
every chance of L. U. 371 securing an agree¬ 
ment from the employers in Staten Island 
that will be for the advantage of that Lo¬ 
cal, and to the industry as well, in that 
Borough. This matter I have taken up 
through the efforts of Greater New York 
District Council, through the Secretary, 
Bro. Edward J. Duffy, who furnished in¬ 
formation in relation to this matter, and 
gave me something to work on. On arriv¬ 
ing in Port Richmond, I met Bro. Pierce 
of Local 271, who accompanied me around 
said place. I desire to thank him for his 
assistance to me. 

The next day I attended a meeting in 
Harrison, N. J., with a nmnber of sprinkler 
fitters, members of our dtaerent Locals in 
New Jersey, who desire a separate charter 
for sprinkler fitters, they believing that 
their interests would be better conserved. I 
gave to our brothers the necessary informa¬ 
tion for the granting of such a charter, 
which they have promised to take us, when 
I will again, if necessary, visit their meet¬ 
ing. 

I then started for Syracuse, where I am 
informed there appears to be a disposition 
on the part of some of our men to rescind 
the action taken at their last meeting^ at my 
request, and at the request of the General 
Office. I trust that this action will not 
take place. However, my next report will 
deal with this matter. 

This report is rather a lengthy one, and 
I trust our members will bear with me and 
accept same.

He could, by raising 
his finger^ have had the nomination for gov¬ 
ernor, with a seat in the United States 
Senate to follow, but he insisted on taking* 
instead a nomination to the state Legisla¬ 
ture, where he can do more effective work 
for the enactment and enforcement of the 
reforms provided for in the constitutional 
amendments. 
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Wilkes Barre, Pa., Oct 14, 1912. 
To the Officers and Members of the United 

Association: 

At the close of my previous report I was 
in Hazleton, Pa., assisting the members of 
our Local Union, who have been on strike 
since May 1 for improved conditions. It 
will be remembered, as mentioned in my 
revious reports, that we had a stubborn 
ght on our hands. The bosses insisted on 
a nine-hour day and we insisted on the 
eight-hour day. As in nearly all fights of 
this kind, after a certain length of time 
some of the members get discouraged and 
they find fault with nearly everything that 
is being done; they cause dissension by 
their fault-finding and discourage and dis¬ 
hearten the few men who are doing all the 
work. This fight was no exception to the 
rule; the fault-finder made his appearance 
and caused so much trouble that the local 
union finally decided to call the strike off 
and let the members return to work for 
any terms they could get from the bosses. 
This would mean a nine-hour day, no scale 
of wages, no restriction of the apprentice; 
in fact, they would have to take whatever 
the bosses saw fit to give them. Had this 
action been followed out It would have 
meant that the local union would have 
assed out of existence also. Fortunately 

arrived in Hazleton a few days after the 
aforesaid action was taken; two of the 
members who had caused considerable of 
the trouble had returned to work for a non¬ 
union boss; they accepted the wages he 
offered, they worked nine hours a day, etc. 
I called a meeting of the Strike Committee, 
and after going over the entire situation I 
recommended that notwithstanding the 
action taken by the Local to call the strike 
off that the fight be continued for some 
time and I fully believed we could win. 
The committee accepted my recommenda¬ 
tion and we started in to work, with the 
result that in less than two weeks we turned 
a defeat into a grand victory, and today 
every firm in this city and vicinity has 
signed or agreed to sign our agreement, 
with one exception. This firm will fall into 
line before* long. On May 1, when this 
strike started, our members worked nine 
hours per day for any wages they could 
get; no restriction on the helper, no allow¬ 
ance for overtime, men were compelled to 
furnish fire pots and many others such 
tools. But today all this is changed; the 
eight-hour day is now established, a mini¬ 
mum wage—for journeymen $3.25, former 
wage from $2 up; a minimum wage of $3 
for Juniors, former wages from $1.50 to 
$1.75; time and one-half for overtime, dou¬ 
ble time for Sunday and holidays, members 
to furnish no fire pots, etc., only to furnish 
ordinary hand tools. The conditions now 
are practically the same as the Wilkes 
Barre and Scranton conditions, with the 
exception of a little difference in the wages. 
When we take into consideration it has 
taken Wilkes Barre and Scranton nearly 


twenty years to secure these conditions, 
and Local Union No. 425 has only been 
organized a little over one year, it must be 
conceded that this Local Union has won a 
splendid victory. The result of this fight 
further demonstrates that oftentimes a vic¬ 
tory is thrown away just when it's in 
sight, because the few honest, willing work¬ 
ers got tired and discouraged at the actions 
and sayings of a few fellows who want to 
go scabbing, but they have not the courage 
to do so. Local Union No. 425 has won a 
splendid victory, the Local is in excellent 
condition, and with plenty of work on hand, 
everything looks good for a very prosper¬ 
ous winter. 

While working in Hazleton I received 
word from B. A. Kerrigan of Scranton to 
make that city at once to take up the ques¬ 
tion of the I. A. Fitters. It will be remem¬ 
bered by any of our members who read 
of the beautiful pictures that are painted it 
the I. A. Journal about the grand Local ot 
I. A. Fitters that was located in Scranton, 
and also how they had succeeded in getting 
the members of our U. A. Local to break 
away and join the I. A. Of course these 
pictures were painted for an effect, not 
because they were the facts. I went to 
Scranton and took up this question and I 
am pleased to say that the I. A. Local is a 
thing of the past; they agreed to disband 
and join the U. A. Local of Fitters. They 
all (thirteen in number) paid their initiation 
fees and became members of Local Union 
No. 524. Much credit is due B. A. Kerrigai 
for his efforts in this matter. The agw- 
ment we entered into with the firm tbx 
employed these I. A. men calls for better 
conditions all along the line. It also pro¬ 
vides for an increase of 50 cents per day 
over what these men formerly received 
while working under I. A. conditions. The 
U. A. is now in control of the entire situa¬ 
tion in Scranton and vicinity and will be 
able to make more rapid progress from now 
on, because the only impediment that was 
in the way has been removed. 

I then went to Philadelphia as per the 
request of Secretary-Treasurer Burke, to 
try and straighten out some questions of 
very great importance to the Local Unions 
there, and also the U. A. We arranged a 
meeting . of representatives from Local 
Unions Nos. 123, 420, 159, 372, 461. At this 
meeting the situation was thoroughly dis¬ 
cussed and conclusions arrived at that will 
in my opinion be the means of eliminating 
the cause of some of the misunderstanding. 
It being necessary to receive certain infor¬ 
mation from Secretary Burke before wc 
could finally settle some of the questions 
before us, we adjourned after doing all that 
could be done under the circumstances. It 
will be necessary for some one to go to 
Philadelphia to finally settle the questions 
fererred to. 

My next stop was Baltimore, to take uu 
with B. A. Moore of Local Union No. 48 
(Continued on page 27.) 
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Report of General 

Lynn, Mass., Oct. 15, 1912. 

To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

This report will in part record my efforts 
for the past two months—naving been late 
in preparing my report for the last issue 
of our journal. 

At the close of my last report I was en¬ 
gaged in Northampton, Mass., where it 
was necessary for our men to withdraw 
their men from four shops. I am pleased 
to report that after a very short strike that 
our Northampton local was entirely suc¬ 
cessful—every shop in its jurisdiction hav¬ 
ing signed the new agreement, which car¬ 
ries with it a very substantial raise in 
wages and other good conditions. 

To Brothers Lepine, Burroughs, Brigham 
and Vice-president Scanlon is the credit 
due for the adjustment and the success of 
the strike. 

My next stop was New Britain, Conn., 
where, by previous arrangement with 
Brother Leroux, I attended the meeting of 
Local 256. This meeting proved to be a 
very interesting one, the subject being con¬ 
sidered being the policy pursued by the 
state trades school of that city. It was sur¬ 
prising to learn that the school was out in 
the open market and competes for work 
with the builders; and at the time of my 
visit was then erecting a building which 
they expected to complete from cellar to 
roof with this boy labor. This matter will 
be a subject for . the next session of the 
Legislature of Connecticut, and without 
doubt much of the present evils will be 
eradicated from the trades school. I then 
returned from New Haven, where I was 
engaged prior to my leaving for North¬ 
ampton, to again try and bring about an 
adjustment of this long struggle. I have 
found on the part of many employers a de¬ 
sire to settle the controversy, but I regret 
to say that they are still in the minority; 
so, as an association we have been unable 
to do anything with them. However, I 
feel that the employers are now realizing 
the fact that they will have to treat with 
our local before they can succeed in get¬ 
ting any of their old men back. The local 
has had only five deserters during this long 
struggle and the rest of the members have 
clearly demonstrated that they never will 
give this fight up until their most reason¬ 
able demands are acceded to. 

At this writing I feel that the turn is in 
sight, and, while in most strikes that last 
as long as this one, our chances for getting 
our demands have been slim, I feel that in 
this case it is going to prove an exception 
to the rule and nothing but success is 
going to crown this magnificent strue^le. 

While working in New Haven I was 
called to visit Worcester, Mass., where the 
Central Labor Union of that city refuses 
to seat our Local 4 and 408. On protest 
of our Association for this treatment, Presi¬ 
dent Gompers ordered Organizer Pierce to 
insist in the seating of our local unions. 


Organizer Sheehe. 

After many efforts on his part to try and 
bring about an amicable settlement and 
they apparently doing nothing but resort¬ 
ing to subterfuge to evade the question, 
Organizer Pierce was forced to revoke 
their charter. This, indeed, was an unpleas¬ 
ant task to put upon Organizer Pierce, as 
he was the man who organized this body 
26 years ago. . However, when he felt sat¬ 
isfied that the leaders of this central body 
thought they could bluff him, and in no 
way made an attempt to carry out the wish¬ 
es of the A. F. of L., he did not hesitate 
to do his full duty, but promptly revoked 
their charter. With Organizer Pierce I 
have had many meetings with the com¬ 
mittee from the Central Body since their 
charter has been revoked, in an endeavor to 
bring about an adjustment of this contro¬ 
versy; to try to avert, if possible, the or¬ 
ganizing of a new Central Body, which as 
we all know would simply mean a division 
in the ranks of organized labor in that city. 
I trust that this will soon be worked out 
and that they will be permitted to have 
their old charter back. Just about this time 
the Massachusetts Branch of the A. F. of 
L. held their convention in Fitchburg, 
Mass. I attended this convention so as to 
protest the seating of the delegates of the 
Worcester Central Labor Union, one of 
whom was an I. A. fitter and serving as 
president of the old Central Body. After 
a very spirited fight on the floor of the 
convention the delegates representing the 
Worcester Central Body promised the con¬ 
vention that if they were permitted a seat 
they could assure them that action would 
be taken that Wednesday night which 
would bring about amalgamation of the I. 
A. and U. A. in Worcester, or else the I. 
A. would be suspended from the I. A. from 
the Central Union. After this becoming 
a part of the records of the convention, 
which I insisted on that it should, I agreed 
to withdraw our protest and allow the dele¬ 
gates to be seated in the conventtion. I 
feel that our action in doing this will be 
appreciated and thereby materially help in 
bringing about the amalgamation of the 
steam-fitters in Worcester, as, without 
doubt, had we pressed our protest, we 
could have had these delegates unseated. 
I was only able to stay one day at this con¬ 
vention, so cannot state just what legisla¬ 
tion was enacted, other than to assure you 
that our interests were properly safe¬ 
guarded throughout the convention. 

There is one thing that I wish to bring 
to the attention of the locals of Massachu¬ 
setts—the necessity of being affiliated with 
the State Branch. We had a very small 
representation at this convention, only 
three delegates being present representing 
our Association; namely, Bro. Leahy of No. 
4„ Smith of 92 and Clark of 277, to whom 
I want to take the opportunity at this time 
of thanking for their assistance to me at 
the convention. I feel that at the next con-

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Report of General Organizer Clark. 

To the Officers and Members of the U. A.: I had left some matters in San Francisco 


My last report was sent in upon my ar¬ 
rival in San Francisco four weeks ago. 
My work has been in this State since and 
principally in San Francisco and Los Ange¬ 
les. In San Francisco an understanding has 
been reached between the Building Trades 
Council and the Exposition Company that 
we hope will eliminate any trouble on the 
fair grounds. It is quite satisfactory to the 
Building Trades. 

While here I took the occasion, in com¬ 
pany with First Vice President Coefield and 
Business Agent Godfrey of 442 to seek an 
interview with the superintendent of the 
Automatic Sprinkler Company in this dis¬ 
trict. Our subject was the Sears, Roebuck 
job in Seattle which this company has, 
though it is out of this district; still they 
are all under one head, so we think that the 
Automatic should hire the same class of 
men in Seattle that they hire in San Fran¬ 
cisco or Los Angeles (union men). Our 
relations in San Francisco are cordial and 
pleasant; we hope to see them remain so, 
as we certainly believe they will. We now 
have the matter up with the headquarters 
of the Automatic in Kansas City. We will 
make report on the outcome of this at a 
later date. 

In company with Brothers Coefield and 
Godfrey T attended the meeting of Steam- 
fitters No. 509. This is a banner local of 
steamfitters. I most emphatically protested 
against the fitters withdrawing from No. 
442 last year for reasons that I thought 
good and sufficient at that time, but it is 
my pleasure to say that my fears were un¬ 
founded and today I congratulate them on 
the success that they have achieved for 
themselves in their own local union. The 
relations and work between our three locals 
in San Francisco are of the best and with¬ 
out any doubt will continue along these 
lines. 

There is at this time another local of 
Steamfitters in this city, known as I. A. 
Local No. 46. How long they will be mem¬ 
bers of the I. A. is problematical, as there 
seems to be a sentiment amongst them to 
join with us. We will have something to 
say further on this later. 

There is a firm in this city that does prac¬ 
tically all of the Pneumatic Tube work (for 
department stores, banks, etc., etc..). The 
Lamson Co., the plumbers, do all of their 
work here. I found out through our mem¬ 
bers in Los Angeles that this firm had some 
work in that city, so I made a trip to Los 
Angeles to see what might be done in the 
matter. In company with Business Agent 
Hensley of No. 78, we called on the super¬ 
intendent in Los Angeles, where we were 
fortunate in also finding the general man¬ 
ager of the entire district. After some dis¬ 
cussion we were able to convince these 
gentlemen that it would be good business 
policy to employ our members on their 
work in Los Angeles, which they have 
promised to do on their future work there. 


that needed my attention, so had to come 
back. Arrived here Sunday morning, trans¬ 
acted the business that brought me up and 
left for Los Angeles Monday night. Again 
with Bro. Hensley we started a movement 
to bring about in this southern city some 
semblance of co-operation between our 
local and the master plumbers. It is folly 
to say what we expect to do or what lines 
of action we are following, but there really 
does seem to be a strong sentiment on all 
sides to get together. It this can be prop¬ 
erly organized and crystalized in the M. P.s 
we may have a different story to tell of “the 
City of Angels*’ in the future. 

I have spoken of the condition that sur¬ 
round the labor movement in Southern 
California many times in my reports. 
Those same conditions are still in evidence, 
though when we make a close investigation 
of the entire field we find a sentiment (and 
it is strong) in many lines of business that 
we should have some better understanding 
between the employer and the employed 
This is especially so in our line of business, 
so that the real effort to be made in Los 
Angeles is the organization of this feeling 
among the master plumbers and fitters. 

I came back to San Francisco on the first 
of this month to take part in a conference 
here, that is hardly wise to mention in this 
report, but will in some future. 

Our locals in this city (San Francisco) 
are always able to take tare of themselves 
They have had one serious problem before 
them for the last two years, and it still cot- 
fronts them—that is the unemployment a ; 
their members. It is not as bad as it ms 
but is still of large proportions. The fair 
work has not yet started, and it will prob¬ 
ably be spring before much is doing along 
that line. 

I returned to Los Angeles after spending 
a couple of days in the city to again take up 
the work that confronts every man, woman 
and child in this city—the work of making 
better working and living conditions for 
those who do the work of the world. It is 
a hard, up-hill, ceaseless grind; the ma¬ 
chinery that we have to use sometimes 
stops and balks, jumps over the traces, but 
at least they never quit. 

We have a sprinkler fitters* local here 
since last June. It was organized by Bro. 
Coon, with the active support of many of 
the sprinkler fitters, President Lindsey most 
notably. We have all the fitters in this city 
in the union. They have an active, loyal 
bunch of trade unionists and it will not be 
long until they are able to achieve some¬ 
thing in the way of better conditions for 
themselves than they now have. I have 
made a few visits to Long Beach, Santa 
Ana and a few of the surrounding towns 
Just as quick as we can find time from the 
work here in Los, we will visit all of the 
neighboring cities. 

THOS. B. CLARK 
Los Angeles. Calif 
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At the close of ray last report I was 
leaving Guelph, after the Trades Congress, 
on order from the G. O. for Brantford. I 
arrived there Sept. 16, and found Local 
186 had been out some weeks on strike and 
no settlement had been reached. I met 
Bro. Squibb and Croucher and went into 
conference on the question and called a 
special meeting of the local. I immediately 
arranged to get a meeting of the bosses, 
which was granted, and also endeavored to 
see those favorable, with the hope of get¬ 
ting a settlement of the difficulties, but of 
no avail. Sept. 17 I visited parts of the 
town and held a meeting with our commit¬ 
tee. As arranged, I held the meeting with 
the bosses, and after about two hours dis¬ 
cussion arrived at no settlement of the 
issues, they being determined to run open 
shops, which meant closed shops to the 
boys of 186. We held a special meeting of 
the local, in which I reported on my efforts 
and the local decided to continue the fight, 
and to that end have started a co-operative 
shop. Many of the members have left 
town, but still some have been left who are 
going to carry on a determined fight to 
maintain their conditions. This local has 
been in existence a number of ^rears and 
has always had peaceful relations with its 
employers, and I cajinot understand the 
resent attitude of the bosses. Personally, 

think from the condition of things that 
they regret having entered in on a fight of 
this kind, which can only prove disastrous 
to the trade, and I hope in the near future 
that we can establish harmony in this city 
between the Local 186 and the employers. 

Sept. 18 I spent some time seeing the 
bosses and arranging with the officers for 
the carrying on of the fight, and left for 
Windsor, which city had troubje on its 
hands. Sept. 19 I met some of the officers 
and we held a meeting, which did not re¬ 
veal a satisfactory condition of things. 
They had had a strike earlier in the season 
which could be reported as partly suc¬ 
cessful, several shops not giving in to our 
demands. To overcome this the local start¬ 
ed a co-operative shop, but by misman¬ 
agement the thing did not work out well. 
Sec. Longley had not managed the shop in 
the interests of the local, and with the 
financial affairs of the local in a bad state, 
had to call for immediate action. I investi¬ 
gated the books of the local and did not 
find them satisfactory. After a thorough in¬ 
vestigation I saw Sec. Longley, who ad¬ 
mitted the correctness of my audit and 
said he would make good the deficit. 

Sept. 20 held regular meeting of Local 
552 and we went into thorough discussion 
of the position, and I was glad to see the 
members stand so solid with renewed 
energy in the work of the local. The man¬ 
agers reported the conditions of the shop 
and it was decided to turn the shop over 
and let them run it as a private concern 
During the next few days I saw several 
men on the outside, and trust to have 


them within the fold of Local 552.' I saw 
one of the bosses and, while not accom¬ 
plishing anything at this writing, believe 
that something tangible will be accom¬ 
plished in the near future. The boys of the 
local have gained a good deal by the ex¬ 
perience they have passed through. 

Sept. 24, while in this district, I took oc¬ 
casion to visit Local 98, Detroit, and was 
privileged to speak under “good and wel¬ 
fare” to a very fair meeting of the mem¬ 
bers. Bro. Cook and his officers are fight¬ 
ing a good fight and I hope they will soon 
see victory in sight and place their city on 
the first-class list of. the U. A. 

Sept. 26 I arrived in Toronto, attended 
to several matters on hand. Sept. 27 at¬ 
tended regular meeting of Local 46, which 
had been converted into a smoker for a 
special occasion, with a fine attendance of 
members. During the evening I was called 
on for a few words and had the pleasure of 
presenting Bro. D. Bullock, our president, 
with a very fine clock as a token of esteem 
from the local on the occasion of his mar¬ 
riage. A splendid entertainment was also 
provided by some of the brothers, assisted 
by friends, which proved a splendid get- 
together by old Local 46. During the next 
few days several matters needed my at¬ 
tention, one in particular, which will affect 
the movement seriously in this city if al¬ 
lowed to progress, and which at this time 
will not do well to mention other than we 
can claim satisfactory progress. 

Oct. 1 I visited Galt, saw several men 
working at the trade and conditions did not 
warrant me attempting to reorganize the 
local. 

Oct. 3 I stayed off at Brampton, a new 
town, but this also has not progressed 
enough for any work at present. 

Oct. 4 I attended the executive board of 
Local 46 and dealt with several matters 
on hand. 

Sept. 7 I arrived in Guelph, where things 
7 are not very good with the local. I spent 
a few days and called a special meeting, 
which may bring good results, but cannot 
report till next month, as I have another 
meeting in a few days. 

Oct. 11 I returned to Toronto to attend 
to several matters on hand and was pres¬ 
ent at regular meeting of Local 46. The 
new plumbing by-law was discussed and we 
sent on a protest to the press against the 
opposition being worked up against it, and 
are hopeful the city council will adopt it as 
drafted, believing it to be a first-class piece 
of work. 

Oct. 14 I arrived in Berlin. I met Sec. 
Reity and Pres. Zimmerman, went into the 
local situation and decided to spend a few 
days here to put some new life in the local, 
but will report in the next Issue of my suc¬ 
cess or otherwise. 

Trusting this will meet with the approval 
of our membership,

or by reducing expenses. Employers 
of large numbers of human machines 
are realizing the surprising fact that 
as a cold business proposition, it pays 
not in sentiment but in dollars, to take 
good care of their employes. Business 
men are learning that well-fed, well- 
clothed, contented men and women, 
working in well-lighted, well-ventilated 
quarters and on schedules arranged in ac¬ 
cordance with our modern knowledge of 
psychology and physiology, actually turn 
out more work and better work than under¬ 
paid, discontented help, working under un¬ 
comfortable and insanitary conditions. 
Therefore, large corporations are spending 
money liberally in playgrounds, rest rooms 
libraries, gymnasiums, sanitary lunch¬ 
rooms, moving-picture shows, safety de¬ 
vices, ventilating systems and similar de¬ 
vices for the well-being and enjoyment ot 
their employes, if one asks these mer 
why they are doing these things, they will 
disclaim any charitable or philanthropic 
motives. “This isn't charity,” says one 
firm, “we want that clearly understood. 
This is simply good business management 
and common sense. A well man is of more 
use to us than a sick man. A happy, con¬ 
tented woman turns out more work and 
better work than an unhappy one. There¬ 
fore, anything we can do to make the peo¬ 
ple who do our work at ease in mind and 
body we regard as good business manage¬ 
ment, just as we regard fire insurance, im¬ 
proved machinery and labor-saving de¬ 
vices.” The firms that have realized the 
enormous importance of this discovery are 
already reaping the benefits. The conser¬ 
vation of the health of employes will be a 
fundamental principle of good business 
management in the future. When it is 
fully recognized by the industrial world 
that sickness is a material liability and that 
health is a realizable commercial asset, 
says The Journal of the American Medical 
Association, contagion and preventable dis¬ 
eases will be hunted down and extermi¬ 
nated as relentlessly asf modern industrial¬ 
ism now pursues counterfeiters, forgers 
auH rnmmercial criminal!*.

members of the United Association of 
Plumbers, Gas-Fitters, Steam-Fitters and 
Steam-Fitters’ Helpers of the United 
States and Canada. This Association is 
affiliated with the American Federation of 
Labor, and is recognized by the Building 
Trades Department and local councils as 
the only union organization of the pipe- 
fitting industry, and we believe it should be 
recognized as such by all architects and 
contractors. We sincerely trust that you 
will unite with us in promoting our plan to 
bring peace and harmony among the pipe-- 
fitting trades by inserting in your contracts 
that only members of the above organiza¬ 
tion will be permitted to install pipe work. 
This Council will insist that all affiliated 
trades comply with action taken on Sep¬ 
tember 12.

Comment on President Alpine's Address at 
Salt Lake. 

The following editorial comment on the 
address of President Alpine before the 
Master Plumbers' Convention at Salt Lake 
is printed verbatim from the August num¬ 
ber of the “Merchant Plumber and Fitter,” 
a magazine published in New York with a 
very wide circulation among the trade and 
especially the employers of our labor. 

The editorial, as you will note, fays great 
stress on the “get-together" policy as ad¬ 
vocated by our president, and this article, 
coming as it does from a journal of the 
“other side” and one noted for its conserv¬ 
ative bearing on all matters, especially that 
of labor, shows us conclusively that our old 
chief did a pretty fair job. We have evi¬ 
dences already of the splendid effect of this 
visit of our president to Salt Lake City. 
In many cases now recorded our locals 
and the employers are adopting the “get- 
together” policy as advocated, and we look 
forward to a great minimizing of strikes 
and lock-outs in the future. We extend 
our sincere thanks to the “Merchant 
Plumber and, Fitter” for its very broad view 
and excellent editorial comment on the 
policy as advocated by our president before 
the Master Plumbers' Convention. 


Industrial Peace. 

“There were many good points scored in 
the splendid address of John R. Alpine, the 
organizer of the Journeymens' Association, 
delivered on the final day of the recent 
Salt Lake City national convention, a ver¬ 
batim report of which appeared exclusively 
in the Merchant Plumber and Fitter of Tulv 
25, 1912. 

Particularly impressive was that portioa 
wherein Mr. Alpine said, “if we could bet 
get together in some form of co-operados 
whereby we could fight just one-half as 
hard for and with each other, as we do 
against each other, ^e would prove to be 
valuable assets.” Here indeed is the key¬ 
note to industrial peace, meaning success, 
prosperity and commercial happiness. 

The situation as outlined by Mr. Alpine 
so forcefully has already been discounted 
by several master plumbers' organizations 
throughout the country with the result that 
strikes so destructive to general prosperity 
are things unheard of. In New York City 
the Master Plumbers' Association for many 
years have co-operated with the journey¬ 
men since which time theirs has been a 
happy experience. Their arrangement, so 
productive of good in its superlative sense, 
could well be applied by other branch as¬ 
sociations of the national.”

Diseases speci¬ 
fied are anthrax, caisson disease of the 
“bends,” and lead, phosphorus, arsenic and 
mercury poisoning. Little by little the ex¬ 
ploitation of human life for greed is ap¬ 
proaching its end.

This is the 
best since a professor in John D. Rocke¬ 
feller’s personally conducted university de¬ 
scribed the oil king as a greater man than 
Shakespeare and one of the most disinter¬ 
ested humanitarians of all time.

George A. Dorsey, an American educa¬ 
tor, writing to a press syndicate from Syd¬ 
ney. New South Wales, tells how the labor 
oarty has regained complete control of that 
Australian state. Twenty years ago the 
Labor party got in the ascendant.

world where a distinctive labor party won 
political control. There were some mis¬ 
takes, a period of reaction, but by 1910 the 
labor party regained power more com¬ 
pletely than before.

Maher, of New York; Victor L. Berger, of 
Wisconsin; David J. Lewis, of Maryland; 
Frank Buchanan, of Illinois; Edward E. 
Roberts, of Nevada, and William J. Carey, 
of Wisconsin, have all been renominated 
and are making the canvass for re-election. 
Congressman Martin retires at the close of 
the Sixty-second Congress, but will not be 
succeeded by a card man. Congressman 
Hughes, of New Jersey, has retired as a 
member of the House of Representatives, 
and has made a successful canvass for the 
nomination for United States Senator from 
New Jersey. Carl Anderson, of Ohio, who 
was a candidate for re-election, met with a 
sad accident a short time ago, which re¬ 
sulted in his death.

Edward Keating, of Colorado, for¬ 
merly a member of Typographic^' Union, 
is running for congressman-at-largc. Tim 
Healy, president of the International Union 
of Stationary Firemen, is running for Con¬ 
gress on the Progressive Republican ticket 
in New York.

One strange and alarming fact is brought 
home by the attempted assassination. In 
the United States, the refuge of the op¬ 
pressed of all the world, and the country of 
widest personal liberty, three presidents 
have been laid low by the assassin's bullet 
within the last fifty years, and now an at¬ 
tempt has been made on the only living 
ex-president. Only in the case of Lincoln 
was there political intrigue back of the 
crime. In all of Europe, including despotic 
Russia, only three actual rulers have been 
slain in the same period of time. It is a 
problem on which President Taft com¬ 
ments and which he nor anyone else can 
account for. Perhaps the real explanation 
is that so intense has been the strug¬ 
gle for riches in this country, and so 
many social abuses arising therefrom, that 
diseased minds are commoner than any¬ 
where else in the world, and at intervals 
the aberration takes the turn of attempted 
assassination, for notoriety, because of 
imaginary grievance or other insane cause. 


Under the caption of “Official News” in 
this issue our members will see the official 
announcement of the 
suspension of local 14 
Local Union 14 of Jersey City, N. J., for 
Suspended. refusing to accept the 
clearance card of a 
member in good stand¬ 
ing of Local Union 480 of New York City. 

We assure our general membership that 
this action was not taken by the United 
Association without the most mature de¬ 
liberation and consideration of the merits 
of this particular case, as well as a thor¬ 
ough investigation by General Organizer 
Higgins, the organizer of that district. 

General President Alpine has also given 
this matter his closest attention and inves¬ 
tigation while in that locality and com¬ 
municated with Local 14 on several occa¬ 
sions advising them of their duty and their 
obligations to the constitution of the 
United Association. The action of suspen¬ 
sion was also held in abeyance for a con¬ 
siderable time, believing that the contro¬ 
versy would be adjusted satisfactorily with¬ 
out being compelled to resort to drastic 
action; but Local 14, in the face of all ad¬ 
vice by our officers, remained obdurate, 
and at a special meeting held on October 
17 by Local 14 to consider the matter, and 
when General Organizer Higgins was pres¬ 
ent, they voted not to accept the clearance 
card, thus ignoring and violating the con¬ 
stitution of the United Association, that 
they themselves helped to make and create 
at previous conventions. 

Owing to this last action of Local 14, 


there was nothing left for General Organ¬ 
izer Higgins to do, but to suspend Local 
14 from all benefits and privileges in the 
United Association until they rescind their 
action and accept the clearance card they 
have already refused. 

On the report of General Organizer Hig¬ 
gins the general office notified Local 14 by 
communication of their official suspension. 

It is needless to say that we sincerely re¬ 
gret that we were compelled to impose this 
painful duty of carrying out the provisions 
of Section 190 of the constitution against 
Local 14, especially since it is a fact that 
Local 14 has always been in the past a very 
loyal organization to the constitution of 
the United Association and the principles 
and policies that we have advocated, but 
in this particular violation we had no other 
alternative but to live up to our duty and 
obligations in enforcing the constitution. 

The local unions of the United Associa¬ 
tion can be guilty of no greater transgres¬ 
sion of its laws than refusing to accept 
clearance cards of members in good stand¬ 
ing when there is no strike or lock-out in 
their locality. The local unions have their 
constitutional remedy, if occasion warrants 
them to keep members away from their re¬ 
spective cities and towns, but when there 
are no troubles present or contemplated dif¬ 
ficulties such as strikes or lock-outs, the 
clearance cards of traveling members must 
be accepted and the constitution strictly 
observed in relation to the law governing 
the clearance card. 

One of the great functions of the United 
Association, and one that we have always 
prided ourselves in performing was that 
we had a clearance card that acted as a 
passport to our members, so that they 
could obtain work in every locality where 
the United Association controlled, by its 
presentation, and that every member was 
entitled to all the benefits and privileges 
nuder the constitution, no matter where he 
located. 

The United Association is determined 
that the law of the clearance must be strict¬ 
ly lived up to according to the constitu¬ 
tion, and they are also determined that 
those who gain admission to the United 
, Association by false representation or 
fraud shall also be disciplined, according to 
the law governing these cases. 

We believe that every member of .the 
United Association, in the absence of any 
disability, has the right to work in any lo¬ 
cality in the United States and Canada, 
which is the law and the policy of the 
United Association, and we are fully de¬ 
termined that this law must be religiously 
observed; and we are going to enforce it 
no matter what the cost. 


Another important amalgamation of al¬ 
lied unions is promised as the result of a 
conference held in Washington, September 
30. The organizations concerned are the 
United Workers of America, the Ladies* 
Garment Workers* Union and the Journey¬ 
men Tailors* Union. The conference, at 
which Secretary Morrison represented the 
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Our Boys of ^oledo on Labor Day Parade.

Important Notice to All Secretaries. 

We find that many of the secretaries of 
the local unions fail to send in their month¬ 
ly reports regarding the statistics of their 
local. Kindly bear in mind that these 
monthly reports must be sent in regularly 
and properly filled out on both sides, as 
this is the only method we have of know¬ 
ing the progress that the local unions are 
making, and through this method only can 
clearance cards and members initiated be 
recorded in the journal. Remember, also, 
to notify the general office of any change in 
officers and dates and places of meeting. 


Sewage-Disposal in the United States. 

A wrong method of sewage-disposal is 
so often followed by unfortunate conse¬ 
quences that public attention is more 
readily directed to sanitary misdemeanors 
in this particular than in some other mu- 
nucipal responsibilities. The creation of 
offensive odors in the vicinity of dwellings 
and the pollution of public water-supplies 
alike are justly visited by severe condemna¬ 
tion. Outside of professional students of 
the sewage problem, few realize the great 
strides made in the paSt few years in sew¬ 
age-disposal. Not only have American 
sanitary engineers taken a prominent part 
in establishing the physical and biologic 
principles that must underlie all suitable 
systems of sewage-disposal, but in many in¬ 
stances local authorities have been quick 
to apply the most recent information and 
the most modern methods to the solution 
of their own local problems. A vast amount 
of carefully conceived and well-executed 
experimental work has been carried out by 
American states and cities, with the result 
that each individual sewage problem can 
now be approached with a rather full 
knowledge of possibilities and a very good 
prospect of definite success. Methods pro¬ 
jected or in use in Worcester, Providence, 
Columbus, Baltimore and many other 
American cities will amply repay careful 
study. The large amount of careful plan¬ 
ning and of laborious, honest experimenta¬ 
tion under municipal auspices and by mu¬ 
nicipal employes is not a thing to be taken 
for granted or to be ignored in passing 
judgment on democracy. The achievements 
of American experimenters and construc¬ 
tors in the field of sewage-duposal bear 
comparison very well with those reached 
anywhere. No amount of tumult and shout¬ 
ing, says The Journal of the American 
Medical Association, should blind us to the 
fact that urgent municipal problems are 
being dealt with today more honestly and 
effectively than ever before.

Greeting: Replying to a circular letter 
from L. U. No. 170 of Vancouver, B. C., of 
Sept. 4, 1912, regarding a resolution 

adopted by them, condemning the policy 
of the Northwest Association in endorsing 
and aiding financially the system of co¬ 
operative shops used by different locals 
under their jurisdiction. 

Local Union No. 32 hereby votes against 
the resolution and in favor of shops such as 
is operated in Seattle, Portland and 
Spokane for the following reasons: When 
the Independent Plumbing & Heating Co. 
was organized in Seattle by Local Union 
No. 32 about ninetv-five per cent of the 
small cottage and apartment house work 
was done by scab shops, the union em¬ 
ployer'even refusing to figure this class of 
work, with the result that our members 
were unemployed, because the work that 
went to the union employer was not suf¬ 
ficient to keep all or even half of our mem¬ 
bers at work. We realized that to get this 
class of work for our members something 
had to be done, and the only thing we 
could devise was some method of going di¬ 
rectly into competition with the scab shop 
and take this work from them. This we 
did through the instrument called the In¬ 
dependent Plumbing Co. and I assure you 
we are doing good work along that line. 

When I tell you (and the records will 
show it) that ninety-five per cent of the 
work we do would, and always has gone 
to the scab shop, you will realize that the 
one* being hurt is the scab shop and not 
the union shop. This is further proved 
by the fact (shown by the records of the 
plumbing inspector’s office) that about 150 
scab shops have had to close up since we 
started to operate, and thev are not all 
small ones, either, among them being H. 
Sweeney & Co., Holmes Plumbing & Heat¬ 
ing Co. and the Modern Plumbing & Heat¬ 
ing Co., each employing about fifteen scabs 
steadily. The rest were small shops, and 
from the fact that only three small union 
shops went out of business during that 
time, two turning scab and one quitting on 
account of one of the firm going to Alaska, 
shows conclusively that we are not hurting 
the union shop so very much. 

The shop does occasionally take a job 
that might go to a union shop but we can¬ 
not know who the next lowest bidder on a 
job is and after we are signed up it is too 
late to withdraw, consequently we have to 
do the work. But this is true of only about 
five per cent of the work we do and it is 


such a small quantity that it is hardly 
wprth considering. Our policy is not to 
take work that is sure to go union and we 
keep off that kind of work entirely; but I 
want to say right here that in Seattle, and 
I think the same is true of other cities, 
there is very little work nowadays that we 
know will be let union. 

We have been battling here now for 
years, and we are just now, through the 
instrumentality of the Independent Plumb¬ 
ing & Heating Co., beginning to see our 
way to better times from a union stand¬ 
point. 

Stop and think of what the union man is 
called upon to bear when the union shops 
refuse to figure the small cottage and 
apartment house work, and the large work 
they do figure will not keep them em¬ 
ployed. Are we expected to loaf and let 
the scab do our work, or should we not 
be commended for devising a modern 
method of getting the work for our own 
members, thereby making the scab loaf? Is 
not the answer to that question an easy 
one? 

Vancouver’s resolution refers* to co-op¬ 
erative shops and I want to correct that 
right here. Neither the Seattle, Portland 
or Spokane shops are co-operative shops. 
They are stock companies, pure and simple, 
with the local unions holding and con¬ 
trolling a majority of the stock, and the 
balance held by individual members and 
the Northwest Association. 

The system used by the Seattle shop is 
such that it cannot lose any money as the 
material must be paid for before anything 
else out of each job and the balance goes 
to the member doing the work. Therefore 
it cannot be a losing proposition financially 
which is shown by the herein contained 
financial statement.

The foregoing statement is the last taken 
from our records, which record is audited 
annually by regular accountants. 

The Vancouver resolution says that these 
shops have proved detrimental and a fail¬ 
ure, both financially (see statement) and 
in winning strikes. Well, all I want to say 
about that statement is that it would have 
more weight coming from a local union 
which knows something of the workings of 
these shops. 
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Vancouver also says “these shops do not 
protect our members from unjust and in¬ 
jurious competition.” What kind of com¬ 
petition is more unjust or injurious than 
the scab shop with its poorly paid men and 
boys and its long hours? And we are 
putting this class of competition out of 
business. And in maintaining and estab¬ 
lishing a standard rate of wages, I want to 
say this, that the members working through 
the Independent Plumbing & Heating Co. 
never have figured less than the standard 
rate of wages ($6.50 per day), and in every 
case may have made that much and more, 
except in a few cases when we first started, 
when something unforseen had happened 
to keep them on the job longer than they 
had figured. Members have drawn as high 
as $37.50 per day, and it is not unusual for 
them to draw $7.00 or $8.00 per day. 

Vancouver also says that it has been 
proved that men have figured work under 
this system and did not make more than 
$2.00 or $3.00 per day, and took that work 
from union bosses who would have paid 
the standard rate of wages. Now stop and 
think how very thin that statement is. How 
could a boss pay $6.50 per day on work 
that we could make only $2.00 or $3.00 per 
day, and with the material figured at cost? 
The statement is so ridiculous that it 
should hardly be considered by sensible 
men. As I said before, we always get at 
least $6.50 for eight hours. 

Five dollars per week strike benefit never 
did and never will win a strike, but that 
money put into plumbing material through 
a shop of the kind in question will produce 
four times that much, and will enable our 
members to earn a living during a strike, 
and that is what we will surely come to in 
the end, and shops like these will be the 
ultimate solution of winning strikes, and 
will do it every time if properly supported, 
and it will not be a great while until the 
U. A. will see the wisdom of this movement 
and will be using the money now being 
spent for organization work to establish a 
string of these shops all over the country 
that can be moved to the seat of any trou¬ 
ble that may be pending. When that time 
comes the National Master Plumbers* As¬ 
sociation will sign universal agreements 
with the U. A., and most of our troubles 
will be over. 

We particularly resent the statement in 
Vancouver’s letter to the effect that the 
Northwest Association will never see a 
cent of the money invested in these shops. 
Speaking for the Seattle shop, I want to 
say that the Northwest Association will be 
paid back every cent they have put into 
the Independent Plumbing & Heating Co., 
as by our last statement we are running 
ahead, and now have more than $1,300.00 
over and above our original investment, so 
I guess that shows we are not losing any¬ 
body's money. 

In closing, L. U. No. 32, as the father of 
this movement, requests that this letter be 
carefully read and considered, and be it 
remembered that it comes from a local 
union that knows what it is talking about, 


having had the actual experience and that 
should count some. 

Trusting that you will give this very im¬ 
portant matter the attention it deserves, 
and when so considered you will vote on 
Vancouver’s resolution accordingly, we beg

REPORT OF THE DELEGATE TO 
THE 28TH ANNUAL CONVENTION 
OF THE TRADES AND LABOR CON- 
GRESS OF CANADA. 

The convention was called to order by 
President Parker of the Guelph Trades 
Council, in the Armouries building, Guelph, 
on Monday, Sept. 9, 1912. The convention 
was welcomed to the. city by the mayor 
and the various members of Parliament for 
the district. Short speeches also were given 
by James Keir Hardie, fraternal delegate 
from Britain, and John Smith, fraternal 
delegate of the A. F. of L. The report of 
the credentials committee showed it to be 
the largest convention yet held, 241 del¬ 
egates being # present. Owing to the 
conditions existing in the Dominion the 
delegates to the convention proved that 
they were conscious of these facts and 
worked with a will to prove to wage¬ 
workers the absolute necessity for such 
a gathering, and, with the resolution pre¬ 
sented and the discussion that took place, 
presented a case that must bear fruit in the 
very near future. The peculiar conditions 
existing from coast to coast in the differ¬ 
ent industries caused, in many instance! 
by the indiscriminate immigration fostered 
by our governments, and the inevitable re 
suits that must follow, were forcibly 
brought to the attention of the convention, 
and delegates were given a fund of infor¬ 
mation that will bring good results when 
reporting back to the various localities. 

The fraternal address by Bro. Keir Har¬ 
die of the British Trades Congress was a 
soul-inspiring oration, destined to work 
good with the large delegation present 
His review of the case of the struggling 
masses of the old land and their fight for 
better conditions, with the great hardship 
encountered, caused many delegates to ex¬ 
press admiration for those workers in the 
fight. The political movement by the work¬ 
ers in the old land, whereby they had 
shaken themselves free of the old line 
parties and adopted a party of their owft, 
was shown to have been the greatest move 
they ever made and was bringing results 
undreamed of by even the most optimistic. 
And, with the workers fighting for their 
own industrial and economic freedom along 
working class lines the dawn of a better 
era presented itself to the workers of that 
country, which he hoped would be emu¬ 
lated here.

L. gave a very interesting address also, 
and his review of the work of the move¬ 
ment on this continent, with its disadvan-

tages, showed a keen and thoughtful ob¬ 
servation of the position of the wage 
worker of this country. 

The work of the vast corporation in 
their nefarious schemes to subjugate the 
workers was vividly shown and proved an 
incentive to many to awake to a keener 
realization of the power of our movement. 

Many and varied were the various reso¬ 
lutions brought forward and the conven¬ 
tion labored with them with a keen desire 
to help the great fight forward. It has 
been tne policy for years of the congress 
to keep jurisdictional matters off the floor, 
and this year the same policy was followed. 
Various resolutions along these lines were 
defeated, and while it may seem peculiar 
in some instances, it is only when one re¬ 
alizes the condition of things in this coun¬ 
try that they are able to judge of the 
soundness of this policy, and when we see 
this policy condemned it is not always by 
those who are the real friends, or workers, 
of our movement. Resolution 4, relative 
to the conditions of the Grand Trunk Pa¬ 
cific and the endeavors to place it on the 
same level as the other roads, was carried 
unanimously and ordered sent on to the 
Dominion Government for immediate ac¬ 
tion. Resolutions 11 and 12, the high cost 
of living and calling for an investigation, 
was concurred in. Resolution 36, calling 
for the bi-weekly payment of wages, 
concurred in. Extension of fair wage 
clauses and officers for same. Reso¬ 
lution calling on the government to 
conduct an investigation into the con¬ 
dition prevailing in the East, both in 
the coal-mining and iron and steel in¬ 
dustries. The terrible conditions in foun¬ 
dries and the need of better working con¬ 
ditions with increased and better sanitary 
provision was dealt with and resolution 
adopted re same. Resolution 85—The case 
of Bro. Walinsky, of Ft. William, who was 
the victim of circumstances and received a 
sentence of three years for a trivial of¬ 
fense, was referred to the executive with 
the hope of securing a pardon, it being the 
opinion that it was an outrageous sentence 
and not in keeping with the crime com¬ 
mitted. Various matters were referred to 
the executive for report at next conven¬ 
tion, which, no doubt, will prove very in¬ 
teresting. The matter of old age pensions 
and the support by the government of 
mothers and children, the Congress re¬ 
affirmed its position in regard to the in¬ 
dustrial resolution adopted at Calgary. 
Many attempts to confound the issue by in¬ 
terpreting the resolution as an indorsement 
of the position of the Industrial Work¬ 
ers of the World have been upset. The 
resolution is self-explanatory and urges the 
workers in all industries to seek consoli¬ 
dation, with the hope of eliminating juris¬ 
dictional troubles and pushing forward as 
a united body of workers in each industry. 

The main discussion during the conven¬ 
tion. and one which called forth good com¬ 
ment, was the discussion of the Industrial 
Investigation Act known as the Lemieux 
Rill Sir Genrgr Anqnitli whq an inter 


ested listener, having come especially to 
Canada to investigate the act on behalf of 
the British Board of Trade, and he was 
treated to a clear and intelligent expression 
of the wageworker's position as regards 
the act in this country. The debate was 
bright, instructive and intelligent, and can 
be classed as one of the finest held on the 
floor of Congress. After a full afternoon's 
discussion the Congress, by a large ma¬ 
jority, passed a resolution seeking the re¬ 
peal of the act, believing it to be opposed 
to the best interests of the workers. 

The officers' reports, with the report of 
the Parliamentary representative and the 
various executive boards for the year 1911, 
showed that the work of the Congress had 
been carried on with a vigor and determi¬ 
nation to make it effective and is bringing 
forth results in many ways; and it be¬ 
hooves the workers of- this country to take 
a keener interest in their own welfare by 
sending delegates whenever possible. 

Representatives: Local 144, Montreal— 
Bro. Alphonse Verville; Local 67, Hamilton 
—Bro. George Halcrou; Local 71, Ottawa 
—Bro. Steve Daughtry; Local 244, St. 
Catherines—Bro. Frank Greenlem; Local 
264, Saskatoon—Bro. W. G. Armstrong; 
Local 527, Berlin—Bro. W. Zimmerman, 
were also present along with myself, rep¬ 
resenting the U. A., and I am sorry that 
more of our locals did not realize tne im¬ 
portance of the Congress by sending along 
representatives. 

The election of officers for the year re¬ 
sulted in James Watters being re-elected as 
president without opposition; vice-presi¬ 
dent, Fred Bancroft, re-elected; secretary- 
treasurer, P. M.. Draper, re-elected; fra¬ 
ternal delegate to Britain to the British 
Trades Congress, P. M. Draper; fraternal 
delegate to Rochester convention A. F. of 
L., John W. Bruce. 

The next convention of Congress will be 
held in Montreal in 1913. 

I cannot close without paying respect to 
the way the local committee handled the 
convention and the efforts made for enter¬ 
taining the delegates, which was greatly ap¬ 
preciated. The convention closed on Sat¬ 
urday, 14th, after one of the most suc¬ 
cessful times in its history. And if as much 
progress is made in the next few years as 
in the last few, there appears to be an 
effective future with the Congress in the in¬ 
terest of the workers of this great Domin¬ 
ion. Trusting this report meets with the 
approval of our members.

Dear Sir and Brother.—Thinking it would 
be of interest to the readers of our official 
organ, I herewith give an approximate esti¬ 
mate of the plumbing installed in Hotel 
Booth of this city, completed last March. 

It is a five-story and basement reinforced 
concrete structure. All fixtures back vent¬ 
ed except closets on top floor and the lava¬ 
tories, which have continuous vents 
throughout the building. 

The following will give an idea of the 
material and the amount of labor to install: 
2,400 feet XH soil pipe, 300 XH soil ftgs., 
2,000 pounds pig lead, 6,000 feet 239 fixtures 
“roughed in,” 215 fixtures set, 1,400 feet 
2-inch lead waste and vent, 1,000 feet 1}4- 
inch waste and vent, 800 feet lj^-inch lead 
waste and vent, 65 4-inch wiped joints, 300 
2-inch wiped joints, and 750 1 l /ixl wiped 
joints, 32 vents through the roof. This esti¬ 
mate is probably shy on amount of lead 
and wiped joints. 

This job was certainly a big help to Local 
No. 431, as we have strictly a closed shop 
system, and never more than one helper 
in the shop and part of the time not any. 

“Uncle Billy Robertson’* was the one who 
could show us all that he was fully capable 
of handling anything that was to be done 
with lead. And he wiped joints in places 
that made us youngsters hold our heads 
(dizziness). His feat of branching a 4-inch 
lead waste into 4-inch lead was not dupli¬ 
cated by anyone here. 

We are wishing for an opportunity to get 
on another good old lead and soil job, as 
not a foot of galvanized vent is in the job. 

The plumbing and Moline vacuum steam 
heating was installed by the Chicago 
Plumbing Company of this city.

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AMERICAN FEDERATION OF LABOR 


The Convention at Rochester Revokes the Charter of the International Asso¬ 
ciation of Steamfitters by an Almost Unanimous Vote.

Before going to press with this issue we 
received a wire from General President Al¬ 
pine that the convention of the American 
Federation of Labor at Rochester, by a vote 
of 15,761 in the affirmative to 1,322 in the 
negative, revoked the charter of the Inter¬ 
national Association of Steam and Hot Wa¬ 
ter Fitters and Helpers, which is the 
most decisive and sweeping victory ever ac¬ 
corded any organization in a similar juris¬ 
dictional controversy, thus ending for all 
time the contention that has existed for 
over twenty years between both organiza¬ 
tions. 

Our friends of the International Asso¬ 
ciation apparently do not seem to know 
when they are licked. After the decisive 
action of the Atlanta convention in order¬ 
ing them to amalgamate with the United 
Association, and after a full year of railing 
against what they professed to regard as a 
great injustice done themselves, and a 
flagrant disregard of A. F. of L. authority, 
they sent their delegates to Rochester de¬ 
manding seats in the convention. The cre¬ 
dentials committee could not see it that 
way and turned the matter over to the con¬ 
vention, who put a quietus on their hopes 
and pretensions by voting more than six to 
one—192 to 31—not to allow them seats in 
the convention. The final revocation of 
their charter several days later, as stated 
above, by a vote of more than 15 to 1, which 
has forever not only settled the jurisdiction 
of work and of territory, but. reiterates 
again that the United Association is the 
only bonefide and recognized organization 


by the American labor movement that is in 
complete control of the pipe-fitting trade. 

Perhaps the last word has been said on 
this subject long ago, but it will do no 
harm to- reiterate that in thus refusing to 
recognize any longer the I. A. Association 
as a distinct and independent body, the 
American Federation of Labor is merely 
adhering to the policy with which of late 
years it has dealt with all allied trades. The 
present action, however, of this convention 
revoking the charter of the I. A. Steamfit¬ 
ters only goes to show how strong the con¬ 
viction has grown that the policy of amal¬ 
gamating all kindred trades into one great 
consolidated organization is the only feasi¬ 
ble and rational method by which the true 
principles and ideals of the trades union 
movement can be put into effective execu¬ 
tion and the rights of the men that labor 
can be properly conserved. 

Experience, yes, bitter experience, has 
shown that where trades of one industrial 
kin, are under entirely independent and sepa¬ 
rate organizations, they naturally breed con¬ 
flict, and such confliction is of the most bit¬ 
ter kind and always disastrous and destruct¬ 
ive to unity of action and hence no progres¬ 
sion for the trade, the man that labors or 
the general public; in fact, demoralization 
and chaos will reign supreme in the end. 
Hostile employing interests delight in these 
frictions, and for that reason they always 
give their support to the organization that 
believes in the narrow policy of separate or 
dual national unions of the same trade. 

The more compact the union, the more 
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efficacious is the organization, and hence 
the general policy of the American Federa¬ 
tion of bringing all kindred trades into the 
closest possible union. 

The contractors, architects and owners 
whose desire it is to be fair to the men of 
labor have had a very bitter experience of 
the disastrous effect that jurisdictional con¬ 
flicts have on business, and have come to 
realize that the policy of the American 
Federation of Labor in the action just 
taken by the Rochester convention in our 
controversy and in similar action previ¬ 
ously is the only method by which these 
unnecessary jurisdictional troubles can be 
permanently settled. They are heartily in 
accord with this elimination of strife so 
that industrial peace will be insured, that 
they can proceed with their business as 
they should do and not be hampered by 
that which is no fault of theirs, and at the 
same time save to themselves thousands 
of dollars that they know by the experi¬ 
ence of the past was lost to them, never to 
be regained. They are positive, however, 
that by the eradication of all jurisdictional 
evils they will be in a position to make up 
for lost time and retrieve the unnecessary 
expenses of the past. 

The men that labor with their hands, the 
real wealth producers, and the ones that 
pay the freight, will be greatly benefited. 
They are the men that suffered most by 
loss of time on these jurisdictional squab¬ 
bles. They will be in a position to work 
more steady and by the broad policy that 
is now the order of the day, they can have 
the privilege of traveling and of securing 
work in all parts of the country without 
molestation or paying tribute to any Cae¬ 
sars. 

Now that the last requiem has been sung 
over the final remains of the I. A. Asso¬ 
ciation, we are hopeful that the men of 
this association will come at last to realize 
that they are stripped completely of every 
argument in trying to maintain their pres¬ 
ent status and have also lost every vestige 
of recognition by this last action of the 
Rochester convention. They are now out¬ 
side the pale of the American labor move¬ 
ment and the only way that they can re¬ 
gain recognition and the proper protection 
is by becoming affiliated with the United 
Association. 

The United Association has been, is now 
and will be in the future always ready to 
carry into execution the mandates and de¬ 
cisions of the American Federation of La¬ 
bor, and will guarantee to every stcamfitter 
the absolute and complete protection of his 
trade and will aid in every manner to make 
his entrance into the United Association as 
easy as possible. 

We extend to the Steamfitters and Help¬ 
ers of the International Association a hearty 
and cordial invitation to join the United 
Association, so that your interests and those 
depending upon you will be thoroughly pro¬ 
tected, and that we can join together our 
efforts and our energies and apply them as 
we should do to the advancement and ele¬ 


vation of our trade and ourselves, instead 
of wilfully wasting them fighting each oth¬ 
er, while the pirate is taking advantage of 
the conflict, displacing us and reaping all 
the benefit. The United Association is de¬ 
termined, however, to consummate the deci¬ 
sions of the American Federation of Labor 
and shall establish a local of Steamfitters in 
every city and town where there is enough 
for a charter and will never let up until 
every man that works at the pipe-fitting 
trade shall be enrolled under our banner. 

Before concluding, we believe it our duty 
to extend congratulations and to offer our 
appreciation to the man that led the fight 
since 1906 to bring about one organization 
of the pipe trades. There were many able 
men who handled this question in the past 
and we certainly have appreciated their 
services, but knowing as well as the writer 
does the extraordinary amount of effort and 
energy and courageousness required always 
on the front firing lines of this great contro¬ 
versy, President Alpine deserves the laurels. 
Space would not permit nor language convey 
adequately the great work and continuity of 
action required to educate men convincingly 
on any great question like the one just set¬ 
tled in order to secure the unanimity of 
opinion that the vote of the convention at 
Rochester recorded. Only by direct con¬ 
tact with this work like our president has 
been engaged in can anyone realize it other¬ 
wise. 

His address to the Rochester convention 
in upholding the rights of the United Asso- 
ciation was masterful and convincing, and 
we are told by those on the outside that his 
talk on our jurisdictional contention was 
the greatest exposition of that question to 
was ever given beforp a convention of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

We offer him not only the laurels, but 
the encomiums of the whole United Asso¬ 
ciation for his persistency and perpetual 
dogged courage and grit in this great bat¬ 
tle won. 

We must not forget the old war-horse. 
General Organizer Leonard, the man that 
does things, too, who surely acquitted him¬ 
self in a masterful manner at the conven¬ 
tion as he always has. on all occasions. He 
has certainly done his share in aiding our 
president to bring about this sweeping vic¬ 
tory. As space nor time at present will 
not permit to mention all in connection 
with our progress, we will content our¬ 
selves by extending our sincere congratu¬ 
lations to all 'our officers and members that 
have participated, and especiallv our locals 
in Chicago, who have alwavs been on the 
firing line and done so much to bring the 
United Association on to victory in estab¬ 
lishing one organization for the pine trades 
which is now an assured fact. There is 
glory enough for us all in the thought, that 
the American labor movement has spoken 
again unanimously that the policy of more 
compact unions bv amalgamating trader 
that are of kin is the order of the day and 
shall remain forever. 
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“No philosophy evolved from the inner 
consciousness of man has ever done man

ter the lot of man." With these significant 
words, Prof. V. C. Vaughan of the Univer¬ 
sity of Michigan replies to the strictures of 
those modern writers who charge science 
with being essentially materialistic in its 
aims and scope. These philosophers, 
evolving what they assume to be an ex¬ 
alted idealism out of their inner self, are 
all too frequently in apparent ignorance of 
the teal contributions which science has 
made, alike to knowledge and to human 
happiness. Confident that the “inner life” 
contributes some superior sort of moral 
worth to the individual, they fail to grasp 
the significance of the forces about us and 
the biologic tendencies within us which de¬ 
termine in largest measure what consti¬ 
tutes human welfare and social and racial 
betterment. 

Scientific men build their idealism solidly 
up from the ground; they do not hang it 
precariously from starbeams. “The foun¬ 
dation stone of my philosophy,” writes 
Professor Vaughan, “is the doctrine of evo¬ 
lution.” He points out that we deal here 
not with superhuman forces which man 
cannot know, cannot modify, cannot study, 
but rather with potent factors that call for 
the best effort in behalf of the race. What 
higher incentive can there be, for example, 
to keep one's self clean morally and physi¬ 
cally than the facts derived from the study 
of heredity? And when the added unde¬ 
niable influence of environment in the 
modification and improvement of the spe¬ 
cies is taken into account, it is apparent 
that every effort to improve the conditions 
under which men live is based on motives 
quite as dignified and worth while as the 
musings of the philosopher who claims to 
cultivate the good and beautiful for its own 
sake. 

It is timely, says The Journal of the 
American Medical Association, to refute 
the charges of materialism which are now 
and then preferred against scientists. As 
Vaughan points out, our knowledge of the 
spread of infection is the strongest factor 
in the social movements of the day. Dis¬ 
ease still takes a heavy toll. Ignorance and 
deep-seated prejudice still are often found 
retarding progress in unexpected quarters. 
The philosophy of science concerns itself 
with this world and this life and reaches 
every condition. It is a truth which will 
bear insistence and repetition that the dicta 
of science are a high, noble and powerful 
incentive to righteousness. “To widen the 
domain of knowledge, be it ever so little, 
to abate disease, to lessen pain and suf¬ 
fering, to decrease the burden of poverty, 
to brighten and ennoble the lives of others, 
to harness the forces of nature and make 
them subservient to man’s will and con¬ 
tributory to his happiness * * * to 


make man more considerate of his fellow, 
to appreciate and perform his duties— 
these are some of the things that science 
has done and is doing.

. Probably never before 
has it been made so apparent that 
the control and suppression of pre¬ 
ventable diseases is becoming more and 
more a social rather than a scientific 
problem. In former generations, the rela¬ 
tions between physician and patient were 
almost entirely individual. Only with the 
development of modern medicine has eith¬ 
er the individual physician or the combined 
profession attained a distinct social func¬ 
tion and responsibility. In former genera¬ 
tions, owing to meager knowledge of dis¬ 
eases and their causes, the social responsi¬ 
bility for a large share of humanity’s ills 
was not recognized. Today, as soon as 
science discovers the cause of a disease, 
its method of transmission and the means 
for its prevention, the disease ceases to be 
a problem from a scientific point of view. 
It then becomes an additional social re¬ 
sponsibility, since, in the majority of cases, 
our recently acquired knowledge shows 
that preventable diseases exist largely be¬ 
cause of social sins, and that their preven¬ 
tion involves the reformation of some 
long-standing evil. As illustrations of this 
general principle it is only necessary to 
point out that any one of several neglected 
factors—a polluted water supply, a filthy 
milk supply or an inadequate system of gar¬ 
bage disposal—iTiay be responsible for the 
prevalence of typhoid fever in any civilized 
community; that tuberculosis thrives where 
insanitary tenements, factories and work¬ 
shops are permitted; that typhus fever is 
found where large numbers of persons are 
crowded together under insanitary condi¬ 
tions; that yellow fever is the price paid for 
stagnant mosquito-breeding waters, and 
that the removal of all these causes, as 
soon as they become clearly evident, is a 
duty of society and not of the medical pro¬ 
fession alone. This fact, clearly realized, 
says The Journal of the American Medical 
Association, is a sufficient answer to the 
question, repeatedly and often insincerely 
asked: “If physicians know how to save 
600,000 lives a year in this country, why do 
they not go ahead and save them, without 
waiting for a national department of 
health?” The reply is obvious. Scientific 
men can discover causes and devise methods 
of prevention. Only the people themselves 
can save themseles from the results of 
their own sanitary sins or ignorance. Such 
graphic presentations of our present knowl¬ 
edge regarding disease and its causes as the 
exhibit displayed in Washington are of the 
greatest value as public educators. 
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Report of General President John R. Alpine 


I am busily engaged preparing for the 
conventions of the Metal Trades Depart¬ 
ment as well as the Railway Department of 
the American Federation of Labor, which 
conventions convene at Rochester, N. Y., 
on November 7 and 8. respectively. The 
annual convention of tne American Feder¬ 
ation of Labor will open at the same city 
on November 11, and since this event will 
be followed by the convention of the Build¬ 
ing Trades Department of the American 
Federation of Labor, it will be seen that 
for at least a period of three weeks my time 
will be fully occupied attending these con¬ 
ventions and endeavoring to promote the 
success of our United Association. 

It may be that as a result of my attend¬ 
ance at these conventions that I will be 
unable to submit a report for the current 
number of our official Journal, although, of 
course, if it is possible to do so the cus¬ 
tomary report will be presented. However, 
feeling that at least there is a doubt as 
to my being able to make report for publi¬ 
cation I am improving this opportunity to 
advise that the contract on the Railway 
Exchange building at St. Louis, Mo., has 
been recently awarded to the firm of Han¬ 
ley & Casey, of Chicago, who employ none 
other than U. A. steam-fitters. It will go 
without saying also, that the plumbing, 
sprinkler-fitting and gas-fitting on this 
building has also been awarded to firms 
who employ our men. 

In passing it might be pertinent to say 
that the heating and ventilating on this 
building amounts to something like three 
hundred thousand ($300,000.00) dollars, as 
represented by the bids presented. 

The job itself is the largest job now un¬ 
der course of construction in the country, 
as viewed from the standpoint of radiation, 
or, in other words, it is the largest job of 
steam-fitting that is now being constructed 
in this country. 

The securing of this contract for men 9 f 
our association is especially pleasing in 
view of the fact that large competition was 
in evidence. 

The writer improves this chance to say 
that credit for the results achieved may be 
given lavishly to the efforts of the Building 
Trades Council of St. Louis, General Or¬ 
ganizers Leonard and Kennedy, Business 
Agents Herrick, Germer, Williams and 
O'Connor of our St. Louis Local Unions, 
and last, but by no means least, the rank 
and file of L. U. No. 35, No. 268 and No. 80. 

I must not omit to state in connection 
herewith that Secretary-Treasurer Burke 
also devoted much time and energy to the 
end that the foregoing result might be 
gained. It would be unjust for me to fail 
in making the declaration that he con¬ 
tributed his full share toward the splendid 
gains that have been secured. 

As for myself, I have been privileged to 
be helpful, and am doubly rewarded by the 
opportunity to record a most successful 


victory in securing this most important 
contract. For many months I have been 
able to be of assistance in the matter and 
feel that there is glory enough for all o: 
us who have been concerned.

A Natural Object-Lesson in Heredity. 

The long-looked-for history of the Kalh 
kak family has at last come from the pre>> 
of the publishers. Under the auspices of 
the Training School for Feebleminded at 
Vineland, N. J., Dr. Henry H. Goddard has 
investigated and compiled the results 6f bis 
work in the heredity of this most remark¬ 
able family. During Revolutionary days, 
the first Martin Kallikak (the name is fic¬ 
titious) descended from a long line of good 
English ancestry, took advantage of a fee¬ 
bleminded girl. The result of their indul¬ 
gence was a feeble-minded son. This soo 
married a normal woman. They in turn 
produced five feeble-minded and two nor¬ 
mal children. Practically all of the de¬ 
scendants of these defectives have been 
traced as well as those of the two normals 

From both normal and defective descend¬ 
ants of this union came a long line of de 
fective stock. There were 480 in all. Of 
these thirty-six were illegitimate, thirty- 
three sexually immoral, twenty-four con¬ 
firmed alcoholics and three epileptics. 
Eighty-two died in infancy, three were 
criminal, eight kept houses of ill-fame and 
143 were distinctly feeble-minded. Only 
forty-six were found who were apparent^ 
normal. The rest are unknown or doobtM 
But the scion of the good family who start¬ 
ed this long line of delinquent and deicc- 
tive progeny is also responsible for a strain 
of an entirely different character. After 
the Revolutionary War was over, he mar¬ 
ried a Quaker girl of good ancestry and 
settled down to live a respectable life after 
the traditions of his forefathers. From this 
legal, union with a normal woman there 
have been 496 descendants. All of these 
except two have been of normal mentality. 
The exceptions were cases of insanity, pre¬ 
sumably inherited through marriage with 
an outside strain in which there was a con¬ 
stitutional psychopathic tendency. In all 
the 496 there is not an instance of feeble¬ 
mindedness. The offspring descended from 
this side of the house have universally oc¬ 
cupied positions in the upper walks of life. 
They have never been criminals or ne’er-do- 
wells. On the other hand, there has not 
been a single instance of exceptional ability 
among the descendants of the first Martin 
Kallikak and the feeble-minded girl. Most 
of these descendants have failed to rise 
above the dead-level of mediocrity; indeed, 
most of them have fallen far below even 
this minimum standard. This striking study 
in heredity is commented on at length in 
a recent number of The Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 
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Report of General 

To the Officers and Members of the U. A.: 

Dear Sirs and Brothers: I can only re¬ 
port for this issue of the U. A. Journal that 
the situation in Cincinnati Ohio, is very 
progressive for the U. A. Locals in that . 
city, especially the Steam-Fitters and Help¬ 
ers Local. All the important work is being 
done by them, and for two or three weeks 
our energies were taxed to secure enough 
U. A. Fitters to supply the demands made 
upon us. If steam-fitters who are out of 
employment would occasionally write to 
those localities where the U. A. has recently 
instituted new locals, they may find it to 
their advantage* General Organizer Wm. 
Lynn was in Cincinnati and his efforts and 
co-operation with all others who are con¬ 
cerned in making Cincinnati a U. A. city 
were responsible for some additional advan¬ 
tages secured. Local No. 59 and the Build¬ 
ing Trades are just as full of energy and 
support of the U. A. as they were at the 
inception of the contest that has been 
waged against the I. A. In Milwaukee, 
Wis., I attended a meeting of Steam-Fitters 
and Helpers Local No. 582, and was very 
gratified at their great progress. This local 
was instituted on August 27 and now has 
a membership of 110. It has a very com¬ 
petent force of officers and is entirely free 
from any sounds of discontent. I refer to 
discontent because it is my experience in 
forming new locals that occasionally there 
slips in one or two who seem to be satisfied 
only when they are agitating against the 
officers and the necessary policies of new 
locals. The Milwaukee Fitters and Helpers 
Local, despite their youth, are going to 
hold their first dance during the latter part 
of November. This proves the quality of 
vigor and enterprise that this local possess¬ 
es and guarantees a successful life for them. 

On November 2 Steam-Fitters and Help¬ 
ers Local No. 520 of Chicago gave its first 
annual ball at the Coliseum. This proved 
to be one of the biggest affairs ever held in 
that city, there being nearly two thousand 
friends of Local No. 520 present on this oc¬ 
casion. A very large and excellent souvenir 
program was presented to all, which con¬ 
tained the history of Local No. 520 and the 
photo cuts of its officers. One very pleas¬ 
ing picture to all was the full-page cut of 
Bro. Morris Enright, still confined an inno¬ 
cent victim inside the stone walls of Joliet, 
I1L. My memory will not permit the nam¬ 
ing of the excellent committees who ar¬ 
ranged for this very successful affair, but it 
may suffice to say that all members did all 
possible to make their first annual a suc¬ 
cess. „ 

I arrived in Rochester, N. Y., from Mil¬ 
waukee on November 10, to try and be use¬ 
ful in the interests of the U. A. with all 
others. We are being guided by General 
President Alpine. At this date, November 
17, the first week of the A. F. of L. conven- 
toin is over. Its history shows that after 
consuming an entire day on the question of 
unseating the I. A. Fitters, Mr. Mangin Kin- 
sella, Mead and Tasker, on a protest made

by Delegate Campbell, of Louisville. Ky., 
the convention refused to seat the I. A. del¬ 
egates by a vote of 192 to 31. The long 
talks made by Mr. Kinsella and Mangin 
were met by the more logical and convinc¬ 
ing argument presented by our general 
president, who had authentic proof of every 
declaration he made. Not lpss than twenty- 
five representatives of I. A. are at the con¬ 
vention working with every energy trying 
to prevent the inevitable—the revocation of 
the charter of the I. A. While the I. A. has 
been unseated, there still remains the offi¬ 
cial declaration by at least two-thirds of 
the entire vote of the convention that their 
charter has been revoked. This is expected 
to be finally decided on either November 20 
or 21, and, judging by the extremely large 
majority which voted to unseat the I. A., 
the prospects for the final chapter of life of 
the I. A. being written for the honor and 
advancement of the pipe trades can be ex¬ 
pected. At this date hearings before the 
adjustment committee of the A. F. of L. on 
the revoking of the I. A. charter have been 
held. General President Alpine again de¬ 
fending the U. A. and the declarations of 
the Executive Council of the A. F. of L., 
who had carried into effect during the pres¬ 
ent year the orders of the Atlanta conven¬ 
tion of the A. F. of L. 

I know it would be a pleasure to many 
members of the U. A. to be present at this 
convention and see and hear the well de¬ 
served trimming in argument that General 
President Alpine gave the usually astute 
John Mangin of the I. A. If ever there was 
need of effort by the U. A. it’s this con¬ 
vention, if I. A. is to be defeated. But no 
one can honestly criticize that the U. A. 
has not made every effort at this conven¬ 
tion. Besides the regular delegates, who 
consist of President Alpine, James Malley, 
of Cleveland; Wm. Tracey, of Philadelphia, 
and P. Murphy, of New York City. Chica¬ 
go Local No. 130, always first in co-operat¬ 
ing on occasions of this kind, sent Simon 
O’Donnell and John Bushnell and will send 
four more additional members this week. 
Joe Kane is here from Chicago Fitters Lo¬ 
cal No. 520; Bro. Campbell representing the 
Central Body of Louisville, Ky.; Bro. Don¬ 
ahue, delegate from the Montana State 
Federation. Brothers Rud Sager, of Mil¬ 
waukee; Ben Herrick, St. Louis; Mullen, of 
Cincinnati; General Vice-presidents Hilyard 
and Dixon and General Organizer Lynn 
Kennedy, Sheher, Higgins and the writer 
are here boosting for the cause along with 
General Organizer Bruce, who is the fra¬ 
ternal delegate from the Dominion of Can¬ 
ada. Secretary Spencer of the Building 
Trades Department is present, and Business 
Agent Mitten, President De Young and 
Bro. Frank Keough of Local No. 13 of 
Rochester, N. Y. Local No. 13 is doing 
everything to assist the U. A. and also pro¬ 
viding a programme of real sociability.

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Report of General Organiser Kennedy. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

My report for our November Journal will 
be rather brief, due to the fact that the 
greater part of this month has been spent 
in St. Louis following up the work that 
our St. Louis locals have been so much in¬ 
terested in for the past eight months. At 
no time since our Steam-Fitters Local was 
instituted have things looked so bright for 
their success. In order that our members 
may know the amount of work our mem¬ 
bers are doing, and at the same time I wish 
to correct a statement that has been sent 
broadcast by our opponents that they were 
doing 95 per cent, of the steam-heating of 
St. Louis. I want to absolutely deny that 
statement and at the same time make the 
statement that the contractors employing 
U. A. Fitters are doing 75 per cent, of the 
heating work of the city. This statement 
can be borne out by facts. I herewith sub¬ 
mit to you a few of the larger jobs that 
are now being done by the Hanley Casey 
Company: 

The Diesel Engine Co., 

Barnes Hospital, 

New Grand Central Theater, 

Bell Telephone building. 

Addition to post office heating plant and 
the Railway Exchange building, or what is 
sometimes designated as the Barr job. This 
job was awarded to our U. A. contractor on 
or about November 6, and is the largest 
heating job that is now going on anywhere 
in the United States. By a careful esti¬ 
mate our U. A. contractors have signed con¬ 
tracts for heating to the amount of $650,- 
000.00. From this our readers will under¬ 
stand the splendid position now occupied 
by our Fitters Local, and I know they will 
more than appreciate the work done by our 
three locals of the city. The time of Busi¬ 
ness Agents Herrick, Germer, Hodson and- 
O'Connor is given to the welfare of our 
new local, and to them we are thankful as 
well as for the hard and consistent work 
done by our entire membership. It would, 
indeed, be impossible to write such a report 
of progress without their full co-operation. 
T have the opportunitv of spending a few 
hours in Kankakee. Ill., at which time I 
met President Theodore Lang of our Local, 
as well as the new Plumbing Inspector Wm. 
J. Bott, and it is with satisfaction I report 
that the recent strike of our Local has been 
settled to the entire satisfaction of all. 
They now have the closed shop and the 
proper restriction of the apprentice, which 
was the cause of the strike. Peoria, Ill., at 
w'hich city I spent three days working with 
the representative of Local No. 63,. I am 
glad to report that after a meeting with the 
boss plumbers we were successful in sign¬ 
ing an agreement with all but two shops 
that employ men. which in a short time I 
believe will be brought into line. This, is 
the successful ending of the long-standing 
controversy of nearly four years. Much 
credit is due President Dan Kelley and 


Secretaries Joe Dalton and Chas. S. O'Brien 
for their efforts in behalf of their Local. 
While here I had the pleasure of meeting 
Secretary F. Hassler of Local No. 353, as 
well as many members of the Local. Our 
Steam Fitters Local was organized in June, 
1911, at which time there was no estab¬ 
lished wage scale and some were working 
nine and ten hours. During this very short 
period there never has been a Local that 
made greater progress, as after a short 
strike during the past two months, they 
have signed up all but one shop. The agree¬ 
ment provides for an eight-hour work day, 
a half holiday on Saturday, and a wage 
scale of $4.50 per day. Another example 
of what organized labor has done for the 
workers of the country. On receipt of a 
letter from President Alpine, I left for 
Rochester, N. Y., on November the 9th, in 
order to be present at the A. F. of L. con¬ 
vention, which convened November 11, in 
which city I am at the present writing, 
doing what I can with the balance of our 
U. A. representatives to assist in our fight 
with the I. A. On Wednesday, November 
13, after an all-day's fight on the floor of 
the convention, the credentials of the I. A. 
Steam Fitters were rejected, the convention 
going squarely on record that they were 
not entitled to be represented in the con¬ 
vention. The fight on the floor for the 
U. A. was made by President^ Alpine and 
Organizer Leonard, and never in the his¬ 
tory of our organization was such a strong 
and forceful argument made for our cause 
as President Alpine presented to the con¬ 
vention. My next report will deal more 
fully with the proceedings of the conven¬ 
tion. Trusting this report will meet with 
the approval of our entire membership, I

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Report of General Organizer Lynn. 


To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

At the close of my last report I was in 
Richmond, Va., attending the meeting of 
the Chesapeake & Ohio Federation, a fed¬ 
eration composed of all trades working in 
the shops upon this railroad system. The 
United Association has six local unions 
upon this system, located at the following 
points: Richmond, Va., No. 538; Clifton 
Forge, Va., No. 493; Hinton, W. Va., No. 
573; Huntington, W. Va., No. 465 and No. 
555, and Peru, Ind., No. 540. Our locals 
were represented at the Federation by 
Bro. McCorcle of No. 465, who is chairman 
of the entire system, and Bros. Wilcox of 
No. 538, Shiplett of No. 493 and Ellis of No. 
555. During our sessions for the three 
days prior to the meeting of the railroad 
officials, the old working rules and wage 
agreement was discussed and revised and 
on the appointed date our men went into 
conference. Up to the date of my depar¬ 
ture from Richmond, no definite agreement 
had been reached, but I am glad to say 
that our committee was making splendid 
progress. I hope to see a report of another 
substantial increase at the end of their de¬ 
liberation. While in Richmond I took up a 
matter that had been referred to me some 
time ago, the auditing of the books of 
Local No. 538. Through the discrepan¬ 
cies of a former secretary, all members of 
this local were in bad standing. After re¬ 
ceiving a new verification sheet from the 
new office, Brother Wilcox and the finance 
committee of Local No. 538 with the assist¬ 
ance of Business Agent Minter and Secre¬ 
tary Powell of Local No. 10, satisfactorily 
adjusted the accounts of all members. I 
also attended a regular meeting of Local 
No. 10 and during my stay spent as much 
time as possible, while not attending the 
Federation meetings, with our hustling Busi¬ 
ness Agent of Local No. 10, Frank Minter. 
Work is plentiful in Richmond, and through 
the energy of Frank, all large contracts are 
going to fair firms; and I may also add 
that the membership of Local No. 10 is 
rapidly increasing. I intended to remain in 
Richmond several more days and on leaving 
there to visit several locals in that vicinity, 
but upon receiving a wire informing me that 
my dear old mother was dangerously ill in 
the hospital and about to undergo an oper¬ 
ation, I was forced to leave for Cincinnati. 
I arrived in time to be on hand during the 
critical period. I am glad to say that she 
has passed through the ordeal nobly and is 
now slowly recovering her health and 
strength. While in Cincinnati I spent my 
time while my mother was convalescing, 
working in the interests of the United As¬ 
sociation; but as Organizer Leonard has 
had the entire situation in that city in 
charge, I will refrain from reporting on 
same. While in Cincinnati I received a 
letter from President Alpine to be in 
Rochester, N. Y., for November 9, for the 
meeting of the American Federation of 
Labor. I arrived at the appointed time, 


and during my stay here have been actively 
engaged with the other representatives of 
the United Association and in defending our 
principles against the onslaughts of the L 
A. representatives. I will not go into de¬ 
tail on this matter, as it will be fully cov¬ 
ered later as well as mention made of the 
many brothers present, but I will report 
that after a session that lasted fully nine 
hours, the I. A. delegates, Mr. Kinsella and 
Mangan were refused seats or recognition 
by a vote of 192 to 31.

To the Officers and Members of the United 
Association: 

In closing my last report I was in Syra¬ 
cuse, where I attended a meeting of our 
Local Union No. 54. My visit to Syracuse 
was in connection with matters concerning 
our local union and the trade union move¬ 
ment in Syracuse, and in my trip around 
the city I was accompanied by Business 
Agent Bro. Orr, of L. U. No. 54, to whom 
I am indebted for many courtesies extend¬ 
ed to me, and I am taking this opportunity 
to thank him for same and also extending 
my thanks to the officers and members of 
Local Union No. 54 for their courteous 
treatment of me. 

I next went to Jersey City, N. J., to 
attend a special meeting of our Local 
Union No. 14 in connection with a matter 
of their not accepting the clearance cards 
of our members without first undergoing 
an examination. This is a matter that has 
given considerable trouble to our general 
office due to the different complaints being 
made against the action of Local Union No. 
14. In fact, it is a matter I have at different 
times taken up with the officers of that 
local and without any success, and at the 
special meeting I addressed the members 
of the local union on this matter. I urged 
upon them the necessity of the local com¬ 
plying with the laws of the U. A., and with¬ 
out avail. The local on a secret ballot de¬ 
cided it would continue to practice what it 
had been doing, so I was then compelled, 
as one of your general officers, to suspend 
Local Union No. 14 and its members from 
all rights and privileges of the United Assp- 
ciation until they decide to obey the laws 
of the U. A. 

I returned to New York City and attend¬ 
ed a meeting of our new Local Union No. 
566, which is progressing in organization. 
I made a trip to Peekskill on the following 
day to investigate matters in that city with 
a view of reorganizing that city. 

I next went to Ossinning to look over 
affairs there. I am reorganizing our local 
union there and I have every reason to be¬ 
lieve it will be a success. I next went to 
White Plains and in the evening attended 
a meeting of Local Union No. 299. I went 
there on a matter that concerns Local 
Unions No. 255 and No. 299, which I hope 
to be able to straighten out to the satis¬ 
faction of both local unions. 

I then returned to New York City to visit 
many firms doing work in and around New 
York, with a view of our men being em¬ 
ployed on such work. I next went to Ja¬ 
maica, where in the evening I attended a 
meeting of Local Union No. 418 and was 
privileged to address the members, and at 
the close of the meeting to partake of the 
refreshments served up by the local, and I 
desire to thank them for the same. And in 
passing, want to congratulate the local on 
the large meeting they held and also to 
express the hope that the members con¬ 
tinue to hold large meetings. 


I returned to New York and had a con¬ 
ference with our attorneys in connection 
with the legal matters we are interested in. 

I then left for Amsterdam, where I attend¬ 
ed a meeting of our Local Union No. 126 
and had the privilege of addressing them, 
and on the next day I had a talk with some 
of their employers with a view of creating 
better relations. 

I then left for Gloversville, where I at¬ 
tended a meeting of our Local Union No. 
253, and I was privileged to address our 
members and to confer and talk over mat¬ 
ters concerning the interests of that local 
union. I next went to Albany and met 
Bro. Chas. Grace, the business agent of 
Local Union No. 7 and conferred with him 
on matters concerning our local and also 
Went with him and a committee from the 
central body to try and settle a matter 
which is a menace to our local union, and 
the conditions they worked and fought for. 
While we did not succeed at that confer-., 
ence to accomplish our purpose. I trust 
that it will be settled to the satisfaction of 
of our local union. There are also other 
matters that need attention in Albany, and 
I expect, at a later date, to be able to go 
there and assist Bro. Grace in trying to set¬ 
tle up these matters. 

I next returned to New York City and in 
the evening I attended a meeting of our 
new Local Union No. 566, which is pro¬ 
gressing nicely, but, naturally, needs some 
little attention, which I am trying to give 
to it. I again went to visit different em¬ 
ployers in New York City on matters pre¬ 
viously referred to and also visited our at¬ 
torneys to again confer with them. 1 next 
went to Syracuse—this was in connection 
with an agreement I had made in New 
York City with the president of the Auto¬ 
matic Sprinkler Company to employ U. A. 
men on their work in Syracuse, and my 
visit was to perfect that agreement in that 
city. I was accompanied on this mission by 
Bro. Orr, business agent .of Local No. 54. I 
then went to Rochester to attend the con¬ 
vention of the Metal Trades Department 
of the A. F. of L., having been appointed to 
act as a delegate. I met our general presi¬ 
dent Bro. Alpine and also Vice-president 
Bro. Hillyard. This convention, among 
the things done by it, ratified and concurred 
in the action of its officers in living up to 
and obeying the laws of the A. F. of L. in 
regard to the suspension of the I. A. This 
is a matter I believe our General President 
Bro. Alpine will report on fully. 

I then left for New York City to attend 
a conference between the executive board 
of the Master Plumbers and some of our 
local officers from Locals No. 480 and 498 
and myself. The matters taken up there 
will be taken care of by our local unions.

NATIONAL ADVOCATE JOSEPH C. 
PELLETIER, DISTRICT ATTOR¬ 
NEY OF SUFFOLK COUNTY, 
MASS., IN BIG STRIKE 
PROBE. 

Little by little the light of truth is being 
let in on the inside workings of the textile 
workers' strike at Lawrence, Mass., and 
upon the methods employed by certain in¬ 
dividuals among the mill-owners to defeat 
the strike. And the lamp which has sent 
out its belated light is in the hands of just 
one man, who has borne it alone through 
the gloom. 

That man is Joseph C. Pelletier, district 
attorney of Suffolk county, and a former 
national director of the Knights of Co¬ 
lumbus, and present national supreme ad¬ 
vocate of the order. 

Who Is Pelletier? 

Joseph C. Pelletier was born in Boston 
April 25, 1872, and is of Irish and French 
extraction. His first ancestor in this coun¬ 
try was William Summers, born in Ireland 
in 1751, who took part in the rebellion of 
1798 and was compelled to flee to this coun¬ 
try. He settled in South Boston. His 
daughter married Jacques Andre Pelletier, 
a native of Tours, France, and a first cousin 
of Talleyrand. Joseph C. is a grandson of 
that couple. He graduated from Boston 
College in 1891 and later his alma mater 
conferred upon him the degree of A. M. He 
was admitted to the Suffolk county bar in 
1894 and has been associated in the practice 
of law with John P. Leahy. He has been 
prominent in Knights of Columbus circles, 
serving as Grand Knight of his council 
State Deputy National Director and Na¬ 
tional Supreme Advocate. 

The Dynamite Plot. 

The narrative of how the dynamite plot 
was uncovered and of Mr. Pelletier's part 
in it is an interesting one. 

On January 15 John T. Breen, well-to- 
do undertaker and school committeeman at 
Lawrence, appeared at police headquarters 
in Boston, and told of dynamite being hid 
in •Lawrence. He asked that Inspector 
Rooney, with whom he was on particularly 
intimate terms, be put on the case. 
Rooney went down to Lawrence and was 
surprised to learn that only one of the 
Lawrence police force and heard about the 
concealed dynamite; that was Inspector 
Keliher, also a friend of Breen's. 

Rooney and Keliher headed a detail of 
police and started out to “find” the dyna¬ 
mite. Breen told them that it would be 
found in the home of Farris Marade, in the 
cobbler shop of Umberto di Prato, and at 
a spot between two cemeteries. Breen drew 
a map showing the exact spot. Dynamite 
was found in those three places. Several 
strikers and the cobbler were arrested Jan, 
19. They were acquitted. 

Eleven days later Breen was arrested for 
planting the dynamite in those three places, 
“to injure the cause of the strikers, by 
making the public think they were danger¬ 
ous and that martial law should be de-

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Report of General Organizer Clark. 


To the Officers and Members of The U. A.: 

I have been in the city of Los Angeles 
since my last report. We are making quite 
some headway here along the lines of a 
better understanding with the Master 
Plumbers and Fitters. 

We have been holding weekly—I might 
say daily and nightly—conferences with 
them. Our relations have been, to say the 
least, somewhat strained here for years. 
We have been suspicious of the employers 
and they have been most decidedly suspi¬ 
cious of us. The air of southern California 
is impregnated with suspicion and hate, not 
only between the forces of capital and la¬ 
bor, but between the individual members 
of each. We do not trust ourselves; neither 
do the employers trust themselves. 

The employers have been held together 
by a bond of greed, which always—giving 
it time—will overreach itself. And it has 
in this case done so, for the Master Plumb¬ 
ers of this city today are giving their work 
away. Te competition has become so fierce 
amongst them that if they break even at 
the end of the year they figure that they 
are lucky. 

There is one other feature of “economic 
progress” that is opening the eyes of the 
master plumber; that is the general con¬ 
tractor and the small builder, who buy their 
own material and hire their own plumbers 
or fitters direct, which, of course, eliminates 
the necessity of the middleman—the master. 
This is not a theory, but a practical con¬ 
dition of things as they are that confronts 
the master plumber and fitter. There is 
just one force that can save him—that is 
the journeyman’s organization. 

We have always been decidedly opposed 
to the general contractor and the owner 
buying tne material and then employing the 
men direct, for we know that means the 
lowering of our standard of the business, 
for they have no knowledge or care as to 
what a first-class plumbing or fitting job 
means. A building contractor figures like 
a railroad contractor: That one man who 
^ understands the business to oversee the job 
and a strong bunch of “huskies” to beat it 
in is the proper method—-quantity and 
speed; not as we figure—quality, perfection 
and endurance. 

I made a trip to San Diego, as there were 
several matters that we wished to look up. 
Arrived on Friday evening in time to at¬ 
tend the meeting of No. 230. The city of 
San Diego has made wonderful strides in 
the last year and our local has kept pace 
with it. We have three times as many 
members as the city would call for under 
normal conditions, but everyone is busy 
and the boys keep coming from all direc¬ 
tions. You can meet men in San Diego 
from most any place that you can mention. 
After looking up the several matters and 
making a few side trips, I returned to Los 
Angeles Monday morning. Aside from the 
many trips we have made to the neighbor¬ 
ing towns, my time has been spent in Los 
Angeles. 


There is one thing that I want tp make 
clear to the members of the U. A. who 
make this country in the winter time—that 
it will be for their interest to immediately 
upon their arrival in town to report to the 
business agent of No. 78. There are many 
members with clearance cards in their pock¬ 
ets come to Los Angeles and never report 
their presence, but go to work in some 
non-union shop for some months and leave 
with the intention of depositing their card 
in some other locality. They come here 
with the idea that this local is of little ac¬ 
count, but let me say to all who think so 
that they will wake up some time with a 
plaster on them that will make them see 
stars, for there is a book kept here with all 
of thosfc kind of “union men’s” names and 
description in big black type. 

The labor unions of southern California 
have been fighting this battle here for many 
years and are still on the firing-line. The 
employers recognize the fact that they are 
stronger today than ever and we know that 
we will be here when the oppressors and 
would-be tyrants over labor are dead and 
gone. 

I assisted in auditing the books of this 
local on Sunday, November 3, at the home 
of the secretary, and I wish to compliment 
Bro. Rice on the up-to-date and efficient 
manner in which he handles the finances 
of Local No. 78. 

On Monday evening we made a visit to 
Santa Monica to attend the meeting of No. 
545. This local has been organized for 
about sixteen months, but I had never been 
able- to meet with them before. They are 
few in numbers, and, being so close to Los 
Angeles, they, of necessity, have the same 
troubles that the lafger city has. I* found 
them in a fairly prosperous condition but 
with a few non-union shops in their midst. 
It is our intention to give more of our time 
to this matter than has been possible in 
the past. 

Venice (part of No. 545) has just been 
Able to place a new plumbing code in force 
in their town that will help considerable.

Naughtry and Quinn 
and went into the situation. I worked 
around the city for a few days, reviving in¬ 
terest in the work of that local and getting 
in touch with the conditions, which at pres¬ 
ent are very good. October 23 I attended 
a regular meeting, which was well attended, 
and we went into a discussion of the pres¬ 
ent situation, and I believe it will be of ad¬ 
vantage to Local 71. October 24 I attended 
the splendid banquet in the King George 
Hotel, when there was another fine attend¬ 
ance, and we had an excellent time, for 
which I express many thanks.

At a dinner of the Lotus Club of New 
York November 16 the President took ad¬ 
vantage of f'ost-prandial freedoms to in¬ 
dulge in a grave-gay address in responding 
to the toast, “The President/* It was a 
great speech, delivered on any occasion, 
and President Taft set forth several propo¬ 
sitions which he had in no official message 
even indicated. He favored one term ot 
six years for the President, with no second 
term possible; he urged that cabinet mem¬ 
bers be given seats and voices in Congress, 
and that all but a few of the most impor¬ 
tant executive heads of governraen t be 
placed under civil service regulations. This 
all has a wholesome ring. Too bad that 
Mr. Taft got mixed up with the reaction¬ 
aries, and yet again, in our feeling of lik¬ 
ing for his amiable personality we must 
not forget that, though honest and not self- 
seeking, he is by training and convictions 
as great a reactionary as the worst of them. 
Brutus, presumably, loved Caesar, but be¬ 
cause he was ambitious he slew him. Mr. 
Taft commands universal liking, but the 
American people couldn't stand for his out- 
of-date notions of the relations between 
the people and the government which they 
created.

The Plumbing, Steamfitting, Gasfit¬ 
ting and Sprinkler-fitting Is Being 
Done by Members of the 
United Association. 


For the information of our members and 
others whom it may concern, we have 
placed the above cut of this most gigantic 
building in these columns and principally 
as an argument against the malicious lies 


that have from time to time been told by 
our enemies to contractors and architects 
that the steamfitters of the United Associa¬ 
tion were not capable of handling such 
large work as the above picture represents. 

This is only one of thousands of large 
buildings that our steamfitters have fitted 
up, and of which our steamfitters got the 
preference on. 

The above building is the world’s biggest 
office building, and when completed will 
exceed by many acres of floor space any 
other building on the earth. 

This building is also the only building, 
except the Hudson Terminals of New York, 
that occupies an entire city block of regular 
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rectangular dimensions. The block is 271 
by 228 feet and is located on Ohio and 
Locust, Sixth and Seventh streets. 

The ground and building will cost $15,- 

000,000. 

The Railway Exchange will rise 308 feet 
above the sidewalk. Its total height from 
the bottom of the foundation to the roof 
line will be 355 feet, making it twenty-five 
stories. 

It is estimated that the building contains 
about thirty-three acres of floor space. In 
the center is an open court or light shaft, 
into which a ten-story skyscraper of aver¬ 
age size could be contained without touch¬ 
ing the walls. 

There will be 4,142 windows opening on 
the streets and the court above the second 
floor. 

One hundred and ten steel concrete cais¬ 
sons sunk 70 feet to bedrock support the 
superstructure, which weighs 278,460,000 
pounds. 

There are to be thirty-eight elevators 
running on an average of 800 miles per day. 

The total length of the 10,000 tons of 
structural steel beams used in the skeleton 
framework is twenty-five miles. 

There is really two buildings in one—a 
department store occupying seven floors and 
the offices above. A force of 200 employes, 
including 80 charwomen, will be required to 
keep the building in order. 

If the entire floor space were divided as 
office buildings usually are, there would 
be about 2,500 rooms, housing a daytime 
population of about 12,000 persons—a good- 
sized little city in itself. 

There will be no smokestacks on the sky¬ 
scraper. The power plant for steamheating 
will be located in a separate building, ten 
stories high, now under construction, leav¬ 
ing the basements clear of machinery, ex¬ 
cept a few pumps. This power building 
will be reached by a tunnel and will serve 
also as the shipping and receiving point for 
the department store, so that no congestion 
of wagon traffic will in any way impede the 
locomotion of pedestrians. 

Twelve miles of pipe will supply the Ex¬ 
change with steam and water. The sprink¬ 
ling system will embrace 14,525 automatic 
sprinkler heads. We have no figures on 
the amount of pipe required for gas or 
sprinkler work. There will be 35 carloads 
of radiators used, which would measure two 
miles put end to end. 

The Railway Exchange is a St. Louis 
institution, and is owned by local citizens. 
The architects are Mauran, Russell & 
Crowell. The Westlake Construction Com¬ 
pany are the contractors. The Hanley- 
Casey Company of Chicago secured the 
steamheating and ventilating, which con¬ 
tract amounted to something over $300,000. 
There was great competition for this part 
of the contract on the part of the constrac- 
tors who employ I. A. steamfitters, and this 
class of men did everything in their power 


in every manner possible to beat the U. A 
contractors, but they failed miserably 
Hanley-Casey Company employ none but 
members of the United Association, and are 
the largest contractors in this or any coun 
try. The stratagem employed and the many 
angles to traverse, as well as the difficultie- 
and obstacles to surmount and overcome ' 
to secure this job, were very numerous, in¬ 
deed. While we appreciate the splendid | 
services rendered by the Building Trade? 
Council of St. Louis, General Organizers 
Leonard and Kennedy, Business Agents 
Herrick, Germer, Williams and O’Connor 
of St. Louis, as well as the loyal members 
of Locals 35, 80, 268 and 562, we must not 
forget the extraordinary energy and diplo¬ 
matic ability displayed by General President 
Alpine in the many meetings and angles 
covered by him for months with all the 
parties in interest in this great building. He. 
in the opinion of the writer, is the one by 
his untiring efforts and persistency, even 
up to the last day that the bids were opened, 
“cinched” this job for the United Associa¬ 
tion. We would not be performing our 
full duty if we did not record his activity 
in this particular matter, as he himself very 
mildly put it in his report that he “was 
privileged to be helpful.” We congratulate 
him on his great work in this regard, as 
well as all his other magnificent labors is 
behalf of the men he represents. We also 
extend our sincere thanks and appreciation 
to all those that participated in securing 
this work, so that the decisions of the 
American Federation would be lived up to 
and that this building could be constructed 
in peace and tranquility as it should be.

Men Are Not a Commodity. 

Humanity sympathizes with the protest 
of the American Federation of Labor 
against the so-called scientific management 
system which has been installed in some 
industrial plants and is being considered 
for government plants. 

“Increased efficiency’ 1 is what it nomin¬ 
ally aims at, but the council of the federa¬ 
tion declares that the real purpose is to 
“speed up” the human machinery to its 
utmost possibilities, which would strain 
health and increase accident and death 
rates. 

No reasonable objection can be offered 
to economy and efficiency in a factory. In¬ 
dustrial waste is inimical to the welfare of 
the worker himself. Speed is desirable. 
Thrift, in a word, is health in an industry 
and in the individual. In the hive of human 
industry there should be no room for the 
drone, and the workingman himself is the 
first to insist upon that principle. 

But will any observant friend of industry 
complain of a want of speed in American 
factories? From whistle to whistle are they 
not already close up to the limit, humanly 
•peaking? The capacities of the American 
laborer are proverbial. He is deservedly 
the marvel of the rest of the industrial 
world. 

Efforts, not to increase his exertions, his 
speed or his hours of labor, but to improve 
his effectiveness, his facilities, the condi¬ 
tions under which he works and the means 
he works with, and thus enlarge his capaci¬ 
ties, are welcome. But tests, standards, 
measures and methods which tend to make 
mere machinery of manhood itself, subject 
it to the same wear and tear as steel, and 
reduce it to junk and scrap at the same 
rate of "depreciation” or "amortization” 
are revolting to the mind. 

Slavery were a benign condition beside 
that of a human cogwheel doomed to grind 


out its life under mechanical strain. Draft 
hores in the factory stable may be deliber¬ 
ately “worked to death” by unmerciful 
economy that does not count the cost of 
horseflesh except as it counts the cost of 
wagons. But men in America, who are the 
masters of themselves as they are the mas¬ 
ters of the machinery, can never become a 
subordinate part thereof, or a commodity 
like materials to be bought and used at 
will.

clared.” Breen refused to go on the wit¬ 
ness stand. He was found guilty and fined 
$500. 

In the meantime the Industrial Workers 
of the World agitators had arrived on the 
ground and the riots and disturbances 
stirred up by them distracted public atten¬ 
tion from the ‘‘dynamite plot.” 

Pelletier’s Work. 

But Mr. Pelletier jjot busy. He sent for 
Breen, and put him through a “third 
degree.” Later he sent for Ernest W. Pit¬ 
man, the wealthy contractor, who had built 
the Wood-Ayre mills, the largest of the 
trust, and who was a friend of William M. 
Wood, president of the trust. 

Pitman thought that the fining of Breen 
closed the dynamiting case, and unwitting¬ 
ly confessed the whole conspiracy to the 
prosecutor. He told of a meeting in Bos¬ 
ton, in which two men in one office con¬ 
spired with two men in another office over 
the telephone, arranging for the planting 
of the dynamite to injure the strikers. He 
gave the names. 

Then he suddenly thought that he had 
made a “mess” of it and betrayed his 
friends. He arranged to 50 to Europe for 
an extended stay. His tickets were pur¬ 
chased, his baggage was sent to the boat, 
when two deputies handed him a summons, 
Aug. 27, to appear before the grand jury in 
Boston. He was shot dead just outside his 
own home that night, and his friends said 
he had killed himself rather than testify. 

Frederick C. MacDuffie, treasurer of the 
Everett mills 4n Lawrence; Iver Sjostrom, 
treasurer of the United States Worsted 
Company; George Kunhardt of the Kun- 
hardt mills, and Charles Walker of the At¬ 
lantic mills were summoned before the 
grand jury.

What’s this? In the “mother of parlia¬ 
ments,” the same being the British Hog* 
of Commons, there was a riot on Novem¬ 
ber 10, embodying scenes of disorder an£

It 
is also fair to say that leading Unionist 
journals have not hesitated to criticize their 
mistaken partisans for their display of ruf¬ 
fianism. Of course it was a phase of the 
Irish Home Rule bill that caused it all- 
It is now agreed that the Unionists, and 
among the rioters were some bearers of 
nobility titles, vastly injured their own 
cause by their disgraceful outburst. 
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have rendered valuable and distinguished 
service in other states, where universal wo¬ 
man suffrage is not yet considered.

Jack Johnson, most illustrious of the 
Afro-American race, is a shining example 
of the old truism that the great have multi¬ 
tudes of troubles to bear. It is only a few 
weeks since the champion pugilist was driv¬ 
en almost distracted by the suicide of his 
white wife, a woman of good family who 
sacrificed the last shreds of her reputation 
to become his consort, and whose life with 
him, according to accounts, was one of 
abuse and abject misery. Then there fol¬ 
lowed some revelations about “li’l Arthur’s” 
relations with other women, particularly 
one infatuated white girl of less than legal 
age. First result was the revocation of the 
license for Johnson's notorious “Cafe 
Champion” in 31st street, Chicago, and then 
Uncle Sam stepped in with evidence from 
his secret service men to the effect that 
Johnson had been a white slave trafficker. 
The result was his indictment on many 
counts by a federal grand jury in Chicago. 
Judge Xenesaw Landis of Standard Oil 
fame fixed his bail at $30,000, and after a 
week in jail Johnson managed to dig up 
the requisite, though not until one of his 
eager partisans had incurred a year's sen¬ 
tence for perjury in offering a straw bond. 
We are afraid the colored brethren will 
set up the cry of race persecution, but John-, 
son’s offenses have been so glaring that 
their plea will have no effect. It is also 
to be hoped that the making of an example 
of the pugilistic champion will have some 
restraining effect on the whole filthy tribe 
who traffic in human flesh, regardless of 
color or race.

Berlin physician, announces that he has 
discovered a cure for tuberculosis which not 
only arrests the disease at any stage of de¬ 
velopment, but when inoculated into the 
healthy person renders the subject immune 
from the tubercular germ for all time.

man produces direct evidence of the effec¬ 
tiveness of his remedy. Dr. Koch was very 
confident of the success of his lymph cure, 
but it didn’t work. There are few prob¬ 
lems of the present dav in which human 
sympathy is so readily enlisted as in the 
efforts to combat the white plague, and Dr. 
Friedman, or whoever may be first to give 
the world this boon will earn imperishable 
renown.

So 
we find that the heroine of every sordid lit¬ 
tle intrigue is a “beautiful heiress,” or a 
“society leader,” while the man involved 
in anything unsavory becomes a “million¬ 
aire” or a “well known club man,” even 
though he is in arrears for his last losings 
at his pinochle club. 

The Danbury hatters must fight their 
way through the whole range of the courts 
again, the recent re-trial at Hartford hav¬ 
ing resulted in another verdict for $801000 
against the defendants, a verdict which un¬ 
der the application of the Sherman anti¬ 
trust law means a trebling of the judg¬ 
ment, or damages of $240,000 collectible 
from the defendants, and so nicel v framed 
is the law that almost any old thing down 
to the coats on their backs can be takes 
away from the defendants in the execute 
thereof. It is not likely that so monstrous 3 
judgment will be upheld by the 
courts, but back of this particular casep 
the fact of the innate injustice of applj®8 
the Sherman law to trade unions. 
law was made ostensibly to hold in curb 
rapacious corporations, or combinations ot 
capital formed for profit. No one dares as¬ 
sert that a trade union is a money making 
organization, yet here we have an instance 
of this law distorted from its original pur¬ 
pose and made a weapon against the work¬ 
ingman, while the rapacious capitalists 
whom it was meant to control have never 
in a single instance suffered a serious in¬ 
convenience from its application. There 
never was a finer example of how com¬ 
pletely the interests had the machinery ot 
this government in their hands before the 
people's recent and belated awakening

Mr. Wilson is quoted as saying as he sailed 
away that every knot of the vessel as it 
took him away from politics would be so 
much the more pleasant the further he got. 
Funny how our great men break their 
necks to dive into the vortex of politics 
and then make pious pretense of wishing 
to flee from politics and all the evils there¬ 
of. But it is a hundred to one shot that 
Mr. Wilson beguiled himself in thinking 
that by going to Bermuda he was escaping 
all the disagreeable concomitants of poli¬ 
tics and of high bestowing office. If ex- 
eriences of the past are a criterion, before 
e had got well out to sea he must have 
discovered that three or four, or half a 
dozen innocent looking fellow voyagers 
were job-hunters in disguise, who had 
shipped with him believing that on ship¬ 
board they would have better chance to 
plead their individual causes. It is also a 
ready bet that no sooner did his fair ship 
land in Bermuda than he found a delega¬ 
tion of office-seekers on the wharf await¬ 
ing him; knowing his destination, they had 
taken quicker routes and anticipated his 
arrival. And it is likewise sure that every 
boat that lands on Bermuda's shores dur¬ 
ing his stay will bring a fresh delegation.

There's no better illustration of how the 
voters of the United States have woke up to 
the real situation of today than the case of 
James Manahan, elected Congressman-at- 
large from Minnesota on the combination 
Republican and Progressive ticlcet. Mr. 
Manahan is a young man, an honest man, 
a fearless man, and a fighter. In the last 
few years he has dared in the Minnesota 
assembly and outside of it to attack and 
expose the exploitations by the great capi¬ 
talistic interests, training his guns especial¬ 
ly on the citadel of James J. Hill, who is 
almost the patron saint of Minnesota and 
whose name in its capital city i3 always 
spoken reverentially.

Joseph G. Cannon, recent speaker of the 
House of Representatives, and for many 
years the representative of the Danville, 
III., district in Congress was defeated for 
re-election by a young Democrat, a lawyer 
named Frank O’Haire, of naturally limit¬ 
ed experience but of conceded talent and 
probity. Perhaps not any other single 
item of the many election returns caused 
more delight to the friends of political 
progress than this news of the final and 
permanent squelching of Uncle Joe. Twen¬ 
ty years ago, at the time of the Cleveland- 
Altgeld landslide, he was defeated and was 
kept out of Congress for one term, but at 
that time his defeat was not so much a 
part of the Democratic landslide as it was 
a disgraceful exhibition of his innate vul¬ 
garity, made on the floor of Congress not 
long before. This time he goes down with 
the evil cause of which he has been a fore¬ 
most and a brutal champion. Cannon's 
alignment with the reactionaries was par¬ 
ticularly reprehensible on account of his 
continued posing as a “homespun” man, as 
the “watch-dog of the treasury” and all 
that. His defeat may teach him in his old 
age that the slickest humbug is found out 
in the long run. It may be added in pass¬ 
ing that Congressman-elect O'Haire's state¬ 
ment as to campaign expenses shows he did 
not spend one dollar to bring about his 
election. That may be rubbing it in, but 
why not rub it in, good and hard, on men 
like Uncle Joe?

The election of November 5, closing 
one of the most dramatic and exciting po¬ 
litical campaigns in 
The Election American history, may 

j be said to have surprised 

ana nobody in its general re- 

Its Result. suits, that is, in the elec¬ 

tion of the Democratic 
candidate for President and a strongly 
Democratic Congress. Where the surprise 
lay was in the overwhelming extent of the 
landslide by which the people proclaimed 
their revulsion of feeling since four years 
ago. Never in the history of our politics 
was a President elected by such an over¬ 
powering majority of states and of elec¬ 
toral votes. 

Analysis of the returns shows that Wood- 
row Wilson carried fortv states—all but 
eight—with a total of 433 electoral votes. 
This decisive victory certainly justified the 
complete confidence with which the Demo¬ 
cratic adherents declared their certainty of 


success ever since Wilson’s nomination. To 
those who were in the know of things there 
was no surprise either in the fact that the 
new Progressive -'arty showed second in 
the running, and Roosevelt won the elec¬ 
toral vote of six states—Pennsylvania, 
Minnesota. Michigan, California, South Da¬ 
kota and Washington. These are six im- 
portant states, one of them the second in 
the Union in population and wealth, and 
the surprise is not so much that Roosevelt 
did not do better but that a new partv 
could gain such a tremendous ascendancy 
five months after its birth. As to the Re¬ 
publican party, thanks to its manipulation 
by Penrose, tyulvane, and the line of bosse- 
and reactionaries in general, it emerged 
the worst licked and most humiliated party 
that ever sent an issue and a candidate to 
the polls. The once proud and unbeatable 
G. O. P. carried only two small states, Ver¬ 
mont and Utah, with four electoral votes 
apiece. Roosevelt had a total of ninety 
electoral votes. 

In the matter of the popular vote, the 
figures show a more even distribution of 
sentiment than the electoral vote would in¬ 
dicate. The count shows that in round 
numbers Wilson polled 6.400.000 votes. 
Roosevelt 4,300,000 and Taft 3,300.000. It 
will be seen from this that the disrooted 
Republican party had more than a minion 
votes above the number given to WHsob 
and undoubtedly some of the big states. 
Illinois for instance, would have been in the 
Republican column had the party been in¬ 
tact. As it was, Roosevelt carried the city 
of Chicago by a solid plurality, but the rural 
districts gave the state to Wilson. The 
lower House of Congress is overwhelming¬ 
ly Democratic, and the victorious nartv 
will have a small majority in the Senate 
for the first time in many years. This ma¬ 
jority will be increased in the next two 
vears as the terms of incumbent Republi¬ 
cans expire and Democratic legislatures 
choose their successors. 

Thus for the first time in almost a gen¬ 
eration the party of Jefferson has complete 
control of government, and all interest now 
centers in what it will do with its power 
Governor Wilson has the ability to render 
the highest service in his exalted office, and 
his principles are in accord with the spirit 
of the times. Will the Democrats in Con¬ 
gress belie all their party traditions and 
hold up his hands, or will they make a 
.lasoo such as they did of the second Cleve¬ 
land term? On the answer to this depend? 
the Democracy’s continuance in power after 
four years, with the most likely alternative 
of a sudden springing into power of the 
Roosevelt party. 
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One of the out of date provisions of the 
national Constitution is that which sets the

time for assembling of a 
new Congress thirteen 
months after its election. 
Thus, a member of Con¬ 
gress elected November 
5 would not ordinarily 


take up any active official duty until a year 
from this month, the Congress assembling 


in regular session the first Monday in De¬ 


cember. Meanwhile, the expiring Congress 


finishes up its work between December and 
March. It has become very clear that this 


long delay in getting a new Congress to 
work was one of the mistakes of the auth¬ 


ors of the Constitution. It is absurd that, 
when the people have given a verdict de¬ 
manding a complete reversal of the exist¬ 
ing order, as they have just done at the 
polls, and as in fact they did in the Con¬ 
gressional elections two years ago, a year 
and a month should go by before proposed 
reforms and needed legislation should even 
be started on the way to enactment. 

Fortunately, the ridiculous and dilatory 
situation thus produced is avoided through 
the power of the President to call Congress 
in extra session, and this has been frequent¬ 
ly done of late years. President Taft called 
the present Congress together at the ear¬ 
liest possible date, even though in one 
branch it was Democratic, in the hope of 
getting his Canadian reciprocity measure 
put through. There is much greater reason 
for an extra session of the Congress just 
elected. With all branches of government 
in the hands of one party, and with that 
party having the people's mandate to go 
ahead and do things, as it promised in its 
platform it would, there would be sheer 
folly in waiting more than a year to begin. 
It is surprising that Governor Wilson 
should have hesitated nearly two weeks 
before finally announcing that he would 
call a special session before April 15. A 
month earlier would be so much better, but 
it may be guessed the President will have 
his hands full of other matters his first 


month in office. 

While there are numerous measures that 
claim attention and early action, the tariff 
alone is sufficient justification for the ex¬ 
traordinary session. After all is said, our 
benevolent policy of Protection has been 
the one chief factor in allowing capitalistic 
greed to exploit the American people at 
will. It has been the main cause of the 
steadv advance of prices of the most neces¬ 
sary articles of life. The Democratic party 
is pledged to remedy this monstrous evil 
and reduce the tariff to a revenue-only 
basis. This curative process cannot be be¬ 
gun a day too soon for the ugly cancer of 
protection has already gnawed too long at 
the vitals of the American public. It re¬ 
mains to be seen how many Democrats will 
see fit, now they have won, to treat the 
tariff as a “local Issue," and how many will 
be found in the discreditable role of wire¬ 
pulling to get a high tariff on some article 
in which their particular districts are in¬ 
terested.

a physician or a sanitar¬ 
ian, but by a business 
man, Mr. E. E. Rittenhouse, of the Equit¬ 
able Life Assurance Company. Mr. Ritten¬ 
house, jn the opening paragraphs of this 
address, recognized the crucial point in the 
present situation. He said: “It takes 
money to carry on a great educational 
movement and it takes money to conduct 
a public health service. The war between 
preventable disease and death is, therefore, 
a struggle between the dollar and the 
death-rate." These words should be placed 
before every citizen, for his instruction and 
as a warning. With our present-day knowl¬ 
edge of disease, good health is a commodity 
which can be bought, if our cities, counties 
and states are willing to pay the price. For 
$1.50 per capita per year, any community 
can practically banish those diseases which 
we now have the means of preventing and 
can greatly reduce the number of deaths 
from all causes. One dollar and a half per 
year. Not quite half a cent a day to save 
life from destruction and known causes! 
Three cents a week, twelve and one-half 
cents a month, to protect each man, 
woman and child from disease, which we 


know how to prevent and which we know 
will exact a toll of many lives during the 
next year and all succeeding years until 
proper preventive methods are inaugur¬ 
ated! A pitiably small sum, one thinks. 
Yet how much are our most advanced com¬ 


monwealths spending for this purpose? 
Pennsylvania ffieads the list with 48 cents 
per capita, per annum; Arkansas at the 
bottom, does not spend a cent; New York 
spends 1.7 cents; Massachusetts, 4.2 cents; 
Indiana, 1.8 cents; and so on. In 1911, 
fifty of the largest American cities with a 
total preventable death list of 117,724, 
spent an average of 30 cents per capita to 
prevent disease, and $1.65 per capita to 
prevent fires. According to The Journal 
of the American Medical Association, if we 
could have in every city as good a sani¬ 
tary service as we now have fire protection, 
many lives that are now needlessly sacri¬ 
ficed could be saved. The people can have 
such protection if they want it and if they 
will pay for it. Safety from disease can 
be obtained just as we obtain safety from 
fire and from thieves. Health can be se¬ 
cured if society will foot the bill.

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WASHINGTON NEWS LETTER. 


Labor Groups in Sixty-third Congress Will 
Be Augmented by Two. 

Washington.—Unofficial reports are to 
the effect that the labor group in Congress 
has been augmented by two additional 
members. Unfortunately two of the labor 
group were defeated in the recent contest— 
W. B. Wilson and Victor Berger. In the 
Sixty-second Congress the labor group con¬ 
sisted of fifteen members, while in the Six¬ 
ty-third Congress the labor group will con¬ 
sist of seventeen members, one of these 
being a United States Senator, William 
Hughes of New Jersey, having been suc¬ 
cessful in the primary campaign, and the 
Legislature being in control of the party to 
which the aspirant belongs. John A. Martin 
of Colorado voluntarily retired, as did also 
William Hughes, who resigned his seat in 
Congress during the latter part of Septem¬ 
ber, to make the race for the United States 
Senate. Carl Anderson of Ohio was the 
victim of an automobile accident which cost 
him his life. Thus, in summing up, there 
are four members of the labor group of 
the Sixty-second Congress who will not 
appear in the roster of the Sixty-third Con¬ 
gress, they being W. B. Wilson, John A. 
Martin, Carl Anderson, and Victor Berger. 
The six new members elected are John I. 
Nolan of California, Edward Keating of 
Colorado, John A. Key of Ohio, John J. 
Casev of Pennsylvania ? Albert Johnson of 
Washington, and G. T. Helvering of 
Kansas. 

While it is known that there were a very 
large number of aspirants of the various 
political tickets for members of State Legis¬ 
latures, it is difficult at this time to compile 
a list of successful candidates with any de¬ 
gree of accuracy, owing to lack of verified 
reports. As an ihdication of what has been 
done it might be stated that in St. Louis 
alone three union men have been elected to 
the State Legislature of Missouri—Maurice 
J. Cassidy, who is secretary of the St. Louis 
Building Trades Council, and Joseph Bro¬ 
gan, a member of the Mailers’ Union, were 
elected members of the State Senate, while 
James J. McNamara, secretary of the Inter¬ 
national Association of Heat and Frost In¬ 
sulators and Asbestos Workers, has been 
elected to the popular branch of the State 
Legislature. Another feature which enters 
into the situation is the fact that there have 
been re-elected a large number of Con¬ 
gressmen. aside from the labor group, who 
have in the past been friendly and helpful 
in securing labor legislation, while also 
there have been elected for the first time a 
large number of Congressmen who have de¬ 
clared themselves as favorable to the de¬ 
mands of labor for legislation in the inter¬ 
ests of fairness, justice and humanity.

Washington.—“Billy” Wilson, Congress¬ 
man from the Fifteenth District of Penn¬ 
sylvania, according to the unofficial returns, 
has failed to secure a re-election. The 
trade unionists of this country, without ex¬ 
ception, profoundly regret that he was un¬ 
successful in his contest. Those who have 
had an opportunity to be in close touch with 
the work which he has performed in Con¬ 
gress are of but one opinion, and that is that 
as a broad, liberal-minded, persistent and 
studious legislator he has no peer in Con¬ 
gress. He is of the rugged type, clean, 
practical, consistent and possessed of con¬ 
spicuous ability to perform difficult tasks^ 
As chairman of the Labor Committee he is 
the first chairman of the Labor Committee 
of the House of Representatives that ever 
really represented labor, and his accom¬ 
plishments in that position have been great¬ 
er than the combined efforts of all preced¬ 
ing committees of labor of the House since 
the institution of this government. No 
eulogy that could be written could be ex¬ 
cessive in its compliments to the fidelity 
and lovaltv to the cause of labor which 
“Billy” Wilson has shown during his nearly 
three terms in Congress. “Billy” Wilson 
was first elected to Congress in 1906, and 
he has grown prodigiously jn the affections 
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of labor men, and is today recognized by 
his colleagues in Congress as one of the 
big men of our day. He is big in his defeat, 
and the future cannot but be bright for a 
man possessing such sterling qualities, add¬ 
ed to an ability to perform intricate tasks, 
and recognition of his rare qualities will 
undoubtedly follow. While there is pro¬ 
found regret that he leaves Congress, yet 
it is freely predicted that his activities will 
be merged mto a larger sphere, where big¬ 
ger things are to be performed. The his¬ 
tory of his work is a brilliant one, and his 
inflexible fidelity to the cause which he rep¬ 
resented will never be forgotten by the 
men and women of labor. 


Pleased. 

Washington.—When the United States 
Supreme Court issued its recent code of 
rules as a guidance for the equity courts 
under the jurisdiction of the United States, 
Secretary Morrison gave out the followng 
to the public press: “I am pleased with the 
published statement in regard to the rule 
on injunctions issued by the Supreme Court 
of the United States. The fact that the 
Supreme Court, on its own motion, has 
formulated a rule eliminating some very ob¬ 
jectionable features in the issuance of in¬ 
junctions, against which labor organizations 
have been protesting, should make it patent 
to the minds of the public that the Supreme 
Court recognized them as abuses, and for 
that reason has issued a rule which will pre¬ 
vent these abuses in the future. The con¬ 
tention of labor organizations is that the in¬ 
junctions issued were without authority of 
the law. The action of the Supreme Court 
is proof positive that the contention of the 
labor organizations is well founded. It is 
a step in advance and will do much to assist 
in securing the passage of the Clayton anti¬ 
injunction bill, which passed the House and 
is now awaiting action by the Senate,” 


Building “Tradeswomen.” 

Washington.—The first general advent in 
this country of women in industries former¬ 
ly considered the economic province of men 
only occurred when women were employed 
as coremakers in Massachusetts in a "ump 
manufacturing establishment. That it is 
the purpose of employers to crowd women 
into all industries is indisputable. In line 
with the above statement, the following is 
an item which was clipped from an Eastern 
publication, and is indicative of the condi¬ 
tion of affairs which the workmen of this 
country will be compelled to face in the 
future: “It won’t be long before the sight 
of a woman specialist in steel construction 
directing the work from the dizzy height of 
several hundred feet will be an ordinary one, 
while the woman builder with her cohorts of 
feminine bricklayers, plasterers, carpenters, 
and steam fitters, will have lost its novelty 
in the eyes of the public, for a new trade 
school for women, named in honor of Fire 
Commissioner Johnson, at Winfield, Long 
Island, is almost an accomplished fact. The 
school is expected to open the last of this 


month with a splendid enrollment of 135 
pupils. Ninety was the original limit of the 
school’s capacity, but so many applications 
have come to the Master Builders’ Associa¬ 
tion, which is backing the scheme, that it 
has been decided to add two more stories 
to the original plan in order to accommo¬ 
date 250. Otherwise the school would have 
been opened October 15. The plan met with 
instant approval of women, for, after the 
first announcement of the project being 
started in September, the board of trustees 
was literally swamped with applications for 
admittance. The requests come from girls 
in every walk of life. Some of the letters 
are from girls of poor families; others from 
the daughters of rich parents, the father of 
one being a St. Louis millionaire and the 
other a United States senator from In¬ 
diana.” 


On Eight-Hour-Basis. 

Quincy, Mass.—Four thousand employes 
of the Fore River Shipbuilding Company 
started on the eight-hour basis on Novem¬ 
ber 4. With the advent of the eight-hour 
day the employes retained the wages for¬ 
merly paid for nine hours. This change was 
brought about by the activity of the Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Labor, securing an 
amendment to the naval appropriation bill 
requiring that all contracts let by the gov¬ 
ernment should be executed under the eight- 
hour day. The Fore River Shipbuilding 
Company now has under construction the 
battleship Nevada and two submarines, and 
in order to hold its contract it became nec¬ 
essary to conform to the law secured by 
the American Federation of Labor.

NEW WORLD LESSONS FOR OLD 
WORLD PEOPLES. 

Lessons in English for Foreign Girls. 

Thousands of immigrants come to Amer¬ 
ica every year. Some of them have be¬ 
longed to labor organizations in the old 
country, many of them have not. 

Most of the girl and women workers do 
not know much about factory life. They 
do not understand the high cost of living in 
America. They have never heard of labor 
unions. And because they do not speak 
English a wall separates them from their 
fellow workers who might explain things 
to them. 

There are now many private agencies for 
teaching foreigners English. The funds for 
these schools come largely from the pock¬ 
ets of manufacturers. The text-books used 
do not tell the girl worker the things she 
really wants to know. They do not suggest 
that $5.00 a week is not a living wage. They 
tell her to be respectful and obedient to 
her employer. They never mention labor 
unions. 

The labor movement will suffer if these 
girls are taught by the capitalists to be¬ 
come scabs and strike-breakers. But if we 
teach them, they will fight on our side. 
They will become the staunchest support¬ 
ers of the labor movement. 

The Women’s Trade Union League, 43 
East 22nd street, New York City, has pub¬ 
lished the right kind of English lessons for 
foreign girls. They are called “New World 
Lessons.” They teach the simplest princi¬ 
ples of trade unionism. They tell what the 
factory laws are, and how the workers, 
through organization, can enforce them. 
The titles of the lessons are: 

Looking for Work. 

Learning a Trade. 

Home Work. 

A Trade without a Union. 

A Trade with a Union.
